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The  details  of  the  foregoing  statements  are  set  forth  in  the  accom- 
panying report  of  the  auditor. 

While  the  foregoing  exhibit  shows  the  total  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures during  the  fiscal  year,  it  embraces  a  large  expenditure  for 
objects  not  connected  with  the  ordinary  current  conduct  of  the  Dis- 
trict government,  the  principal  of  which  are  payments  on  account 
of  trust  funds,  amounting  to  $804,077.58,  and  expenditures  on  account 
of  public  works  of  extraordinary  character  and  magnitude,  as  follows :

If  these  amounts,  namely,  $804,077.58  and  $3,409,099.91,  be  deducted 
from  the  total  actual  net  expenditures  of  $12,301,130.95,  the  remain- 
der, $7,907,953.40,  will  represent  the  cost  of  conducting  the  ordinary 
current  operations  of  the  District  government  for  the  period  em- 
braced in  this  report,  including  $975,408  for  sinking  fund  and  inter- 
est on  the  bonded  debt,  no  part  of  which  was  incurred  under  the 
present  form  of  government  of  the  District.  '  ■ 

In  the  management  of  other  municipal  governments  and  those  of 
states  and  counties  it  is  customary  to  provide  for  extraordinary 
works  of  construction  by  an  issue  of  long-time  bonds,  whose  redemp- 
tion is  thus  distributed  over  an  extended  period  so  that  future  benen- 
burdeii  improvements  shall  bear  an  equitable  share  of  the

The  District  has  a  further  matured  liability  of  five  payments  of 
$150,000  each  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  in  trust  for  the 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  to  meet  the  District's  half 
of  $1,500,000  required  to  be  paid  in  connection  with  the  railroad  ter- 
minal improvement  under  section  8  of  an  act  of  February  12,  1901. 


DRAWBACK  CERTIFICATES. 

No  change  has  occurred  in  the  status  of  the  conditional  obligations 
of  the  District  to  redeem  certain  drawback  certificates  issued  for 
overcharges  of  special  assessments  levied  by  former  municipal  govern- 
ments  of  the  District,  which  the  Commissioners  have  discussed  at 
length  in  preceding  annual  reports. 

GENERAL  ASSESSMENT  AND  ANNUAL  TAX  RATE. 


The  assessor  reports  the  assessment  of  taxable  real  and  personal 
property  in  the  District  of  Columbia  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June 
30,  1906,  based  upon  a  valuation  of  all  real  estate  "  at  not  less  than 
two-thirds  "  of  the  true  value  thereof,  and  of  a  valuation  of  personal 
property  at  "  a  fair  cost  value  over  and  above  the  exemptions  "  pro- 
vided by  law  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  ap- 
proved July  1,  1902,  entitled  "An  act  making  appropriations  to  pro- 
vide for  the  expenses  of  the  government  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1903,  and  for  other  purposes,"  as 
follows :

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POPULATION. 


Pursuant  to  the  policy  of  the  order  of  March  24,  1905,  a  census  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  District  of  Columbia  was  taken  on  May  22, 
1906,  by  the  police  department,  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  the  num- 
ber of  the  population,  and  the  sex,  color,  and  ages,  and  school  attend- 
ance, as  a  basis  for  vital  statistics,  and  for  use  in  connection  with 
public  school  questions  and  otherwise.  The  total  population  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  so  enumerated  was  326,435,  of  which  95,018 
were  colored. 


EXTRAORDINARY  AND  CURRENT  EXPENDITURES. 


The  Commissioners,  in  preparing  their  estimates  of  appropria- 
tions for  the  District  of  Columbia  for  the  next  fiscal  year,  followed 
the  policy  which  they  adopted  five  years  ago  of  distinguishing  and 
asking  Congress  to  distinguish  between  items  for  extraordinary 
projects  of  improvement  calling  for  large  amounts  of  money,  and 
of  benefit  to  posterity,  and  items  of  current  expenditure  upon  the 
different  municipal  services.  They  proceeded  upon  the  principle 
that  the  Commissioners  owe  it  to  Congress  and  to  the  community 
to  prepare  a  budget  which  shall  show  what  ought  to  be  done  within 
reason  on  both  extraordinary  and  ordinary  accounts,  with  due  regard 
for  economy  and  for  all  the  needs  of  the  present  and  the  future. 
\\  hue  the  Commissioners  are  not  required  by  law  to  bring  their  esti- 
mates within  the  estimated  amount  of  the  appropriation  fund  formed 
by  the  District  revenues  and  the  addition  of  a  like  amount  from  the 
united  states  Treasury,  they  have  always  endeavored  to  keep  the 
estimates  within  a  reasonable  relation  to  the  probable  appropriation 
tuna.

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of  accounts  is  that  the  Commissioners,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury, the  Committees  on  Appropriations,  and  Congress  itself  are 
hampered  and  embarrassed  in  dealing  with  the  estimates  and  appro- 
priations. 

The  practical  result  has  been  to  reduce  the  amounts  required  for 
current  expenditures,  so  that  the  municipal  services  have  suffered 
when  it  was  not  necessary  that  they  should  suffer,  since  there  were, 
and  are,  ample  revenues  to  provide  for  all  current  needs,  and  also 
reasonable  repayment  to  the  National  Treasury,  with  interest  on  the 
advances  by  it.  Incidentally,  the  District  taxpayers,  who  are  fairly 
taxed  and  are  paying  their  taxes  fairly,  are  misrepresented  by  a  sit- 
uation for  which  they  are  not  responsible,  so  as  to  seem  unable  or  un- 
willing to  provide  their  share  of  the  cost  of  necessary  current  expend- 
iture. The  Commissioners  believe  that  Congress  will  not  allow 
this  situation  to  continue  much  longer.  The  necessity  for  the  adop- 
tion of  the  permanent  plan  recommended  by  the  Commissioners  is 
indicated  by  the  fact  that  besides  the  amounts  recommended  for 
extraordinary  improvement  in  the  estimates  for  the  next  fiscal  year 
it  is  estimated  that  there  should  be  due  the  United  States  from  the 
District  of  Columbia  for  advances,  if  all  known  and  estimated  appro- 
priations are  expended  to  June  30,  1907,  the  sum  of  $4,951,939.87  on 
the  1st  of  July  next,  and  that  deducting  all  possible  amounts  the  pay- 
ment of  which  may  be  deferred  there  will  be  due  on  that  day 
$3,201,939.87. 

EXTRAORDINARY  PROJECTS  OF  IMPROVEMENT. 

In  the  preparation  of  the  estimates  the  Commissioners  were  obliged 
to  recommend  for  extraordinary  projects  of  improvement  $1,875,800, 
the  items  comprising  District  building,  $550,000;  high-pressure  fire- 
protection  service,  $750,000;  suburban  sewers,  $400,800;  municipal 
hospital  for  chronic  cases,  $100.000 ;  railway  terminal  work,  $75,000. 

BILLS  RELATING  TO  THE  DISTRICT^ 

During  the  first  session  of  the  present  Congress  the  Commissioners 
reported  upon  bills  and  resolutions  relating  to  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia referred  to  them  for  report,  according  to  custom,  by  the  com- 
mittees of  the  Senate  and  the  House,  passing  upon  117  Senate  bills 
and  123  House  bills.  Through  the  chairman  of  the  Senate  and  House 
Committees  on  the  District  of  Columbia  the  Commissioners  presented 
G5  bills  and  resolutions  for  the  consideration  of  Congress.  Before 
acting  upon  bills  relating  to  the  District  which  had  passed  both  Houses 
of  Congress,  the  President  of  the  United  States,  according  to  custom, 
referred  them  to  the  Commissioners  for  their  comment,  and  they 
favorably  reported  upon  all  bills  so  referred. 

CONTROL  OF  SAVINGS  DEPOSITORIES. 

The  Commissioners'  bill,  drafted  in  the  office  of  the  Comptroller 
of  the  Currency,  providing  for  supervision  of  the  savings  banks  by 
the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency,  enacted  at  the  last  session  of  Con- 
gress, has  already  proved  its  value  to  the  community.  It  has  been 
put  in  practical  operation  by  the  Comptroller,  with  the  effect  of 
strengthening  the  sound  banks  and  of  closing  two  which  were  weak. 
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It  should  be  strengthened  and  enlarged  so  as  to  cover  all  similar 
banks.  It  is  believed  that  similar  legislation  should  be  enacted  re- 
specting the  building  and  loan  associations  of  the  District.  The 
Commissioners  recommend  such  legislation. 

CIVIL  SERVICE  IN  THE  DISTRICT  GOVERNMENT. 

A  bill  providing  a  civil-service  law  for  the  District  government 
should  be  passed.  Being  a  municipal  corporation,  it  is,  under  the 
uniform  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  not 
a  part  of  the  National  Government,  and  therefore  not  entitled  to 
the  benefits  of  its  civil-service  law,  so  that  there  is  no  legal  pro- 
tection for  the  merit  civil-service  system  maintained  by  the  Com- 
missioners. 

CHANGE  OF  INAUGURATION  DAY. 

The  Commissioners  earnestly  invite  early  and  favorable  action  by 
Congress  upon  the  proposed  change  of  inauguration  (lav  from  the  4th 
of  March  to  the  last  Thursday  in  April  in  order  that  the  health  of 
those  who  participate  in  the  ceremonies  of  the  inauguration  of  Presi- 
dent and  Vice-President  may  be  protected  from  the  dangers  of  the 
weather,  which  have  proved  fatal  to  so  many  in  the  past  and  have 
deprived  the  country  of  some  of  its  most  valuable  servants.

concerned  the  adjudication  of  the  claim  of  the  Washington,  Alexan- 
dria and  Mount  Vernon  Railroad  for  the  expense  incurred  in  remov-  ' 
ing  its  tracks  from  E  street  and  their  relocation  under  the  direction 
of  the  District  Commissioners.  Under  the  law  the  supreme  court  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  was  given  jurisdiction  to  determine  this 
cost.  The  company  claimed  $59,704.54.  The  auditor  of  the  court 
allowed  $58,445.30,  to  which  award  an  exception  was  taken.  The 
matter  was  finally  settled  by  the  payment  of  $53,000. 

The  two  decisions  in  District  cases  rendered  by  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States  during  the  year  sustained  the  contentions  of  the 
municipality.  In  the  court  of  appeals  the  District  won  twelve  cases 
and  lost  six,  and  similar  commendable  records  are  shown  in  other 
courts.  The  District  has  a  very  large  number  of  cases  upon  the 
various  dockets,  including  claims  for  damages,  the  settlement  of  tax 
cases,  the  condemnation  of  land,  etc.,  but  they  do  not  require  mention 
beyond  the  fact  that  the  litigation  is  so  extensive  as  to  demand  the 
fullest  amount  of  service  on  the  part  of  the  corporation  counsel  and 
his  assistants. 

SOCIAL  LEGISLATION. 

The  Commissioners  and  the  community  are  grateful  for  the  un- 
usually large  number  of  measures  enacted  at  the  last  session  of  Con- 
gress, upon  their  recommendation,  for  the  improvement  of  conditions 
in  the  District  of  Columbia.  A  number  of  these  laws  relate  to 
social  questions  and  are  the  result  of  years  of  effort.  Among  these 
enactments  are  those  for  dealing  with  insanitary  buildings,  widening 
alleys  into  minor  streets,  reaching  nonresident  owners  having  nui- 
sances on  their  property,  regulating  employment  agencies,  providing 
a  new  poison  and  pharmacy  law,  providing  a  new  juvenile  court  and 
probation  system,  an  effective  compulsory  education  law,  and  the 
regulation  of  savings  banks. 

Congress  having  granted,  under  a  recommendation  of  the  Commis- 
sioners, appropriations  of  $50,000  for  executing  the  law  providing 
for  the  widening  of  alleys  into  minor  streets  and  $6,200  for  the  exe- 
cution of  the  law  regarding  insanitary  buildings,  steps  were  promptly 
taken  to  execute  those  laws,  and  satisfactory  progress  has  been  made 
under  them  toward  the  elimination  of  the  so-called  alley  slums. 

A  general  improvement  of  sanitary  conditions  as  a  result  of  the 
legislation  and  appropriations  of  Congress  in  the  last  session  is 
being  brought  about.  Every  one  of  the  measures  above  referred  to 
has  already  shown  in  actual  practice  its  value  to  the  community  and 
has  justified  the  wisdom  of  Congress  in  enacting  it. 

Among  the  bills  presented  by  the  Commissioners  and  still  pending 
which  should  receive  favorable  action  at  the  coming  session  of  Con- 
gress is  that  for  a  child-labor  law,  which  would  take  the  District  out 
of  the  unenviable  position  of  being  one  of  the  very  few  jurisdictions 
in  the  United  States  that  have  no  child-labor  law. 

Other  pending  measures  upon  which  the  Commissioners  especially 
urge  action  are  the  playgrounds  project,  the  branch-library  bill,  the 
registration  of  nurses  bill,  the  better  registration  of  births  bill,  the 
regulation  of  so-called  assessment  life  insurance,  and  several  measures 
for  better  dealing  with  contagious  diseases,  including  the  registra- 
tion of  tuberculosis  cases;  also  a  better  provision  of  inspectors  to  en- 
force the  health  and  sanitary  laws. 
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JUVENILE  COURT. 

There  is  particular  reason  for  gratification  in  the  enactment  by 
Congress  of  the  legislation  recommended  by  the  Commissioners  for 
a  juvenile  court  and  a  probation  system  similar  to  those  in  success- 
ful operation  elsewhere.  The  Commissioners  had  for  five  years 
maintained  a  separate  system  of  treatment  for  juvenile  offenders  by 
using  the  house  of  detention  and  securing  separate  trials  for  juveniles 
at  the  police  court,  and  the  board  of  children's  guardians  had  done 
valuable  probation  work,  but  it  was  necessary  to  have  the  legislation 
which  is  now  provided  in  order  to  secure  the  full  benefit  of  the  prin- 
ciple involved.  The  appointment  of  William  H.  De  Lacy  as  judge 
of  the  juvenile  court  was  followed  bv  its  establishment  July  1  last, 
and  it  has  been  in  successful  operation,  with  good  effects  already 
visible,  and  much  more  is  expected  of  it. 

The  Commissioners  in  their  special  report  on  the  care  of  delinquent 
ami  dependent  children  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  submitted  to 
Congress  January  6,  1904,  recommended  the  juvenile  court  as  the  best 
means  of  determining  the  status  of  delinquency  or  dependency  in 
the  cases  of  children  before  they  should  be  committed  either  to  the 
reform  schools  or  to  the  board  of  children's  guardians  or  kept  on 
probation,  and  they  are  gratified  to  have  this  important  requisite  in 
the  system  of  caring  for  children.

brought  out  commendations  of  their  progress  from  the  President  of 
the  United  States  and  many  others  of  eminence,  including  the  Com- 
missioner of  Education  of  the  United  States.    In  the  character  of 
the  teachers,  of  the  training,  and  of  the  results  they  were  deemed  to 
be  in  the  first  rank.

btntiaiiy  than  is  common  elsewhere  proved  them- 
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selves  to  be  well  equipped  for  whatever  they  were  next  to  undertake, 
and  the  cordial  reception  of  the  high  school  graduates  by  the  leading 
universities  and  colleges  and  the  national  academies  at  West  Point 
and  Annapolis  was  typical  of  the  general  recognition -of  the  excel- 
lence of  our  pub'ic  school  system. 

As  the  most  important  interest  of  the  District  of  Columbia  the 
public  schools  have  the  largest  amount  in  the  estimates  of  the  Com- 
missioners. They  recommended  as  much  of  the  estimates  of  the 
board  of  education  as  they  felt  could  be  advocated  at  this  time  before 
Congress.  They  deferred  favorable  recommendation  upon  estimates 
submitted  by  the  board  of  education  for  new  building  projects  in 
addition  'to  those  which  the  Commissioners  recommended,  because 
Congress  created  at  the  last  session  a  commission,  consisting  of  the 
Engineer  Commissioner,  Supervising  Architect  of  the  Treasury,  and 
superintendent  of  schools,  to  report  upon  the  whole  question  of  public 
school  buildings  in  the  District,  and  the  recommendations  of  that 
commission  were  necessary  to  an  intelligent  consideration  of  the 
building  projects  deferred  by  the  Commissioners. 

The  entire  enrollment  for  the  year  was  51,992,  an  increase  of  702 
over  the  preceding  year.  Of  this  number,  35,201,  or  G7.70  per  cent, 
were  white  and  16,791,  or  32.30  per  cent,  were  colored.  Of  this  num- 
ber, 24,513,  or  47.15  per  cent,  were  boys,  of  which  32.96  per  cent  were 
white  and  14.19  per  cent  colored,  and  27,479,  or  52.85  per  cent,  girls,  of 
which  34.74  per  cent  were  white  and  18.11  per  cent  were  colored. 

The  whole  number  of  teachers  provided  in  the  appropriation  act 
was  1,544.  The  whole  number  employed  was  1,536 — 1,038  white  and 
498  colored.  This  number  includes  kindergarten  teachers  at  the  nor- 
mal schools — 97  kindergarten  teachers — 62  white  and  35  colored.

The  number  of  male  teachers,  including  supervising  principals,  was 
198,  or  12.90  per  cent,  and  the  number  of  female  teachers  was  1,338, 
or  87.10  per  cent. 

The  superintendent  of  schools,  in  his  annual  report  to  the  board  of 
education,  stated : 

During  the  fiscal  year  two  new  buildings  for  the  graded  schools 
were  completed — the  John  W.  Ross,  an  eight-room  building  in  the 
first  division,  intended  to  relieve  the  crowded  condition  of  the  schools 
on  Columbia  Heights,  and  the  Henry  T.  Blow,  in  the  sixth  division, 
which  was  to  relieve  the  Pierce  and  the  Webb  schools.  Provision  has 
been  made  for  the  erection  of  a  new  eight-room  building  in  George- 
town on  a  lot  adjoining  the  Curtis  School,  the  Anthony  Hyde,  and  one 
in  the  thirteenth  division,  opposite  the  Randall  and  Francis  L.  Car- 
clozo  schools.  These  buildings  will  probably  be  ready  for  occupancy 
at  the  beginning  of  the  next  school  year. 
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On  the  1st  of  January,  1906,  the  new  Business  High  School,  on 
hode  Island  avenue  between  Eighth  and  Ninth  streets,  was  opened, 
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Congress  has  also  made  appropriations  for  replacing  the  old  McCor- 
mick  School  and  constructing  new  buildings  at  Brightwood  Park, 
Anacostia,  and  Deanwood.  It  has  also  complied  with  the  request 
of  the  board  for  the  purchase  of  a  tract  of  land  on  Columbia 
Heights  for  a  future  normal  school.  In  view  of  the  inconveniences 
to  which  the  pupils  and  teachers  of  the  normal  schools  are  subjected 
in  their  present  quarters  and  the  prospective  increase  in  the  number 
of  pupils,  together  with  the  necessity  for  adequate  quarters  for  the 
kindergarten  department,  the  purchase  of  this  tract  of  land  should 
be  promptly  followed  by  the  construction  of  a  suitable  building. 

The  etforts  of  the  board  to  get  rid  of  the  half -day  school,  espe- 
cially in  grades  above  the  second,  which  have  been  only  partially  suc- 
cessful, are  now  being  supplemented  by  a  law  of  Congress.  The 
first  section  of  the  new  school  law,  enacted  June  30,  11)00,  explicitly 
forbids  half-day  sessions  above  the  second  grade.  To  carry  out  this  re- 
quirement Congress  in  the  appropriation  bill  for  the  year  ending  June 
30,  1907,  appropriated  a  sum  of  money  with  which  to  rent  temporary 
quarters,  so  as  to  make  it  possible  for  the  board  of  education  to  com- 
ply with  the  law.  This  provision,  however,  is  clearly  only  ji  tem- 
porary one  and  emphasizes  the  necessity  for  a  number'of  new  school 
buildings. 

The  Morgan  School,  lying  on  the  edge  of  Washington  Heights  and 
practically  the  only  school  convenient  thereto,  is  crowded  to  the 
doors,  and  immediate  relief  should  be  given  to  both  this  school  and 
the  group  of  schools  on  Columbia  Heights  by  the  erection  of  a  large 
building  on  or  near  the  line  of  Sixteenth  street  extended. 

The  Mott,  Abbot,  and  Garfield,  and  the  High  Street  School  in 
Georgetown  all  of  which  are  unsuited  to  further  school  uses,  should 
be  replaced  by  modern  buildings.  The  territory  east  of  the  Wallach 
School  and  north  of  the  Buchanan,  being  that'  part  of  Capitol  Hill 
situated  south  of  Lincoln  Park  and  rapidly  building  up,  should  be 
provided  in  the  near  future  with  an  additional  schoolhouse.

for  the  practice  school  in  sufficient  numbers. 

The  rapid  growth  of  Bloomingdalc  has  already  tested  the  capacity 
of  the  Gage  School  to  its  utmost,  and  as  this  is  one  of  the  buildings 
originally  planned  for  extension,  a  four-room  addition  should  be 
built  at  an  early  date.  Many  of  our  manual  training,  cooking,  and 
sewing  schools  are  located  in  rented  quarters.  Both  for  reasons  of 
econonty  and  good  administration,  buildings  should  be  constructed  at 
convenient  points  to  take  the  place  of  rented  quarters  or  by  annexes 
to  existing  buildings  they  should  be  made  a  part  of  the  school  build- 
ings in  their  respective  neighborhoods. 

SCHOOL  CENTENARY. 

The  centenary  of  the  establishment  of  the  public  school  system 
was  appropriately  celebrated  in  December,  1906.  The  President  of 
the  United  States  honored  the  occasioned  by  receiving,  on  the  after- 
noon of  December  18,  1905,  in  the  East  Room  of  the  White  House, 
the  Commissioners  and  former  Commissioners  of  the  District  of 
Columbia ;  the  members  of  the  board  of  education ;  members  of  for- 
mer school  boards ;  the  superintendent  of  schools,  and  others,  and  by 
a  brief  address  expressing  his  interest  and  pride  in  the  public  schools. 
On  the  evening  of  that  day  a  public  meeting  was  held  in  the  First 
Congregational  Church,  at  which  addresses  were  made  by  Hon. 
William  H.  Taft,  Secretary  of  War;  Dr.  Edward  Everett  Hale;  the 
president  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  and  Mr.  J.  Holdsworth 
Gordon,  the  president  of  the  board  of  education.  Exhibits  of  the 
work  of  the  public  schools  were  made  on  the  20th,  21st,  and  22d  of  the 
same  month  at  the  new  Business  High  School  and  the  McKinley* 
Manual  Training  School  for  the  white  schools,  and  at  the  M  street 
School  and  the  Armstrong  Manual  Training  School  for  the  colored 
schools. 

PUBLIC  PLAYGROUNDS. 

n  The  Commissioners  are  asking  in  their  annual  estimates  for  pro- 
vision for  the  future  of  the  public  playgrounds  by  the  acquisition  of 
permanent  sites.  Experience  has  shown  that  public  playgrounds  are 
needed  and  are  successful  here,  and  the  experimental  stage  having 
passed  it  is  necessary  to  provide  permanent  places  for  them.  During 
the  past  summer  two  of  the  temporary  public  playgrounds  were  taken 
by  the  owners  for  other  purposes,  one  of  them  after  it  had  been  fitted 
up  for  the  summer's  work.  It  is  obvious  economy  to  buy  the  neecssary 
sites  as  quickly  as  possible,  and  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
citizens'  committee,  which  has  made  inquiry  as  to  sites  and  prices, 
the  Commissioners  have  recommended  an  appropriation  of  $100,000 
for  this  purpose  for  the  next  fiscal  year,  together  with  $15,000  for 
the  preparation  of  sites  that  may  be  acquired.  It  is  believed  that 
these  amounts  will  provide  several  excellent  sites  where  most  needed 
in  different  sections  of  the  District.  Very  much  larger  expenditures 
for  this  form  of  popular  education  have  been  and  are  being  made 
in  other  cities  with  very  satisfactory  results,  and  it  is  believed  that 
Washino-ton  should  not  be  behindhand  in  this  important  matter. 
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The  Commissioners  desire  to  acknowledge  the  volunteer  services  of 
many  good  citizens  and  their  large  contributions  in  money,  which 
have  demonstrated  the  necessity  and  the  value  of  public  playgrounds 
in  the  District  of  Columbia. 


THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


The  report  of  the  trustees  of  the  Public  Library  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  (with  which  is  included  the  report  of  the  librarian) 
indicates  that  the  library  in  the  increased  quantity  and  quality  of 
its  service  to  the  public  during  the  past  year  has  matched  the  record 
of  forward  movement  shown  by  its  report  of  a  year  ago.  In  spite 
of  serious  drawbacks  that  hamper  adequate  development  of  its  work, 
the  library  is  unquestionably  an  important  factor  in  the  public 
educational  system  of  the  District. 

The  book  collection  was  increased  from  73,045  volumes  to  84,068 
volumes.  The  registered  borrowers  numbered  89,800  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  The  total  home  circulation  was  433,096,  an  increase  of 
79,600,  or  a  gain  of  22  per  cent  over  the  previous  year.  The  average 
daily  circulation  increased  from  1446,  the  figures  of  the  previous 
year,  to  1,359.  During  the  past  year  the  library  has  circulated  into 
the  homes  of  Washington  155,000  more  books  than  it  did  two  years 
ago  (278,188  in  1903-4).  The  report  for  1904-5  showed  a  decrease  of 
12  per  cent  in  the  proportion  of  fiction  circulated.  The  past  year's 
report  shows  a  further  decrease  of  4  per  cent  of  fiction  circulated, 
so  that  the  proportion  of  fiction  to  the  total  circulation  has  now  been 
reduced  to  68  per  cent.  A  comparison  shows  that  out  of  the  gain  in 
circulation  of  155,000  volumes  in  two  years  100,000  volumes  were 
books  other  than  fiction.  The  circulation  of  books  from  the  children's 
ro°m  increased  from  ^933  to  88,520,  and  the  percentage  of  fiction 
tell  oft  5  per  cent,  so  that  it  now  stands  at  G2  per  cent.

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put  forth  to  assist  such  clubs,  and  the  opening  of  the  library  on 
Sundays  and  holidays. 

During  the  year  the  stations  for  the  circulation  of  books  established 
in  social  settlements  were  increased  to  five,  from  which  8,265  books 
were  distributed.  Each  of  these  modest  ventures  has  fewer  than  300 
books;  each  is  open  two  brief  periods  a  week,  and  is  conducted 
entirely  by  volunteers. 

Although  the  library's  record  is  so  gratifying,  yet  almost  every 
page  of  the  trustees'  report  shows  that  the  progress  has  been  made  in 
the  face  of  great  obstacles  rather  than  on  account  of  adequate  facili- 
ties. It  is  evident  that  the  force  of  the  library  is  too  small  and  is 
very  much  underpaid,  and  that  its  book  fund  is  altogether  inadequate 
to  meet  the  demands  made  upon  the  library.  The  report  points  out 
that  in  the  face  of  the  great  increase  in  amount  of  work  done  by  the 
library  and  the  gratifying  improvement  in  the  quality  of  that  work 
the  average  salary  paid  has  fallen  from  $550.85  in  1903^  to  $519.62 
for  1906-7.  It  is  hoped  that  Congress  will  at  the  coming  session  see 
the  justice  and  expediency  of  making  substantial  increases  in  pay  of 
these  intelligent  workers  in  one  arm  of  the  District  educational  sys- 
tem, as  it  did  last  year  in  the  case  of  the  teachers.  The  Commis- 
sioners cordially  approve  the  estimates  of  the  library  trustees  and 
earnestly  commend  favorable  action  on  their  recommendation  for 
better  salaries,  including  that  of  the  librarian,  under  whose  adminis- 
tration the  library  has  made  such  rapid  progress.  The  need  for  addi- 
tional assistants,  so  that  the  whole  of  the  central  building  can  be 
opened  and  the  work  developed  to  its  full  capacity,  is  also  apparent. 
The  Commissioners  are  well  satisfied  that  the  books  purchased  for 
the  library  are  carefully  selected.  It  certainly  ought  never  to  be 
necessary  to  deny  any  reasonable  request  for  books  because  of  the 
lack  of  an  adequate  book  fund. 

The  demands  made  upon  the  settlement  stations  plainly  show  the 
need  for  building  the  branch  libraries  offered  by  Mr.  Andrew  Car- 
negie. Favorable  action  by  the  House  is  recommended  on  the  House 
bill  No.  20066,  enacted  by  the  Senate  on  June  18, 1906,  authorizing  the 
erection  of  a  branch  library  building  at  Takoma  Park  with  a  part 
of  the  money  offered  by  Mr.  Carnegie. 

The  Commissioners  renew  their  recommendation  for  tavorable 
action  on  the  item  of  $13,000  asked  by  the  superintendent  of  buildings 
and  grounds  for  the  improvement  of  Mount  Vernon  Square  and  the 
approaches  to  the  library  building,  so  that  the  curbings  and  walks 
in  the  grounds  may  be  completed  to  the  east  and  west  of  the  building. 

PUBLIC  CHARITIES. 

The  Board  of  Charities  has  continued  its  good  work  of  executing 
the  will  of  Congress  that  it  should  bring  about  "  unification  of  con- 
trol and  the  proper  coordination  of  the  various  agencies  comprising 
the  public  charitable  and  reformatory  work  of  the  District."  The 
progressive  legislation  of  Congress  and  gradual  appreciation  and  ac- 
ceptance in  the  community  of  the  principles  for  which  the  Board  has 
stood,  with  the  cordial  approval  of  the  Commissioners,  have  enabled  it 
to  secure  much  of  what  Congress  expected,  including  greater  effi- 
ciency and  economy  in  public  institutions  of  charity,  as  well  as  more 
harmonious  and  economical  and  effective  cooperation  by  the  private 
institutions.   Although  the  public  charitable  and  correctional  work 
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is  the  second  largest  item  in  the  District  expenses  and  affects  the 
public  in  many  important  ways,  the  work  of  the  Board  of  Charities 
has  been  so  quietly  done  that  its  success  and  far-reaching  significance 
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last  as  a  member  by  Dr.  George  M.  Kober,  and  as  president  of  the 
Board  by  John  Joy  Edson.  The  Commissioners,  besides  approving 
the  recommendations  of  the  Board  of  Charities  in  its  annual  report 
and  estimates,  renew  their  recommendation  that  Congress  provide 
for  the  appointment  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Charities  and 
the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  by  the  Commissioners. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Board  reviews  briefly  the  work  of  the 
past  six  years  since  its  organization,  calling  attention  to  some  of  the 
things  that  have  been  accomplished  during  that  time.  Among  the 
more  important  things  that  the  Board  has  been  largely  instrumental 
in  bringing  about  are  the  following: 

1  urcnase  of  ground  and  erection  of  suitable  buildings  for  a  home 
for  the  aged  ami  infirm.  These  unfortunate  persons  have  hitherto 
been  cared  for  at  the  Washington  Asylum  under  the  same  adminis- 
tration as  the  workhouse  and  in  intimate  association  with  the  inmates 
thereof. 

The  conditions  at  the  workhouse  have  been  much  improved  by  the 
erection  of  additional  buildings  providing  increased  cell  accommoda- 
tion. Mill  other  buildings  are  needed  at  this  institution,  as  there  is 
not  yet  sufficient  room  to  provide  a  separate  cell  for  each  prisoner. 

An  appropnaton  was  secured,  and  the  buildings  are  now  almost 
completed,  for  an  industrial  home  school  for  colored  children

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The  administration  of  the  Washington  Asylum  has  been  reorgan- 
ized, and,  as  a  result  thereof,  service  at  this  institution  has  been 
greatly  improved.  The  administration  at  the  other  institutions 
shows  a  marked  improvement  as  the  result  of  the  supervision  of  the 
Board. 

In  the  year  1901  the  work  of  the  investigation  of  nonresident  in- 
sane persons  committed  to  the  Government  Hospital  for  the  Insane 
and  charged  to  the  District  of  Columbia  was  undertaken,  and  since 
that  time  378  persons  have  been  taken  from  the  list  of  those  charged 
to  the  District.  The  cost  of  maintaining  this  number  of  persons  at 
the  hospital  for  a  single  year  would  be  $83,160.  Although  the  item  of 
financial  saving  is  not  the  most  important  in  considering  the  work 
of  the  Board  of  Charities,  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  saving  ef- 
fected in  the  care  of  the  insane  alone  is  many  times  greater  than  the 
entire  cost  of  maintaining  the  Board  and  its  force  of  agents  and 
investigators. 

The  Board  has  also  exerted  its  influence  in  favor  of  the  passage  of 
all  legislation  for  the  improvement  of  social  conditions  among  the 
poorer  classes.  Especially  has  it  given  active  support  to  the  move- 
ment for  the  creation  of  the  juvenile  court,  which  court  was  estab- 
lished by  act  of  Congress  approved  March  19,  1906. 

The  Board,  in  its  estimates  for  the  coming  year,  especially  urges 
the  importance  of  an  appropriation  to  provide  for  the  care  of 
chronic  and  convalescent  indigent  patients.  It  also  strongly  recom- 
mends an  appropriation  for  the  further  extension  of  the  workhouse, 
to  provide,  as  soon  as  possible,  sufficient  room  to  permit  the  assign- 
ment of  one  prisoner  only  to  each  cell. 

It  recommends  that  the  appropriations  for  the  care  of  indigent 
sick  in  private  hospitals  be  made  in  a  lump  sum,  to  be  distributed 
by  the  Board  under  contract  with  the  various  institutions.  Such  an 
arrangement  would  permit  the  Board  to  assign  patients  in  accord- 
ance with  the  needs  of  the  service,  whereas,  under  the  present  sys- 
tem, the  Board  is  hampered  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  a  certain 
amount  of  money  is  assigned  to  each  particular  institution  and 
can  not  be  used  at  other  institutions. 

BOARD  OF  CHILDREN'S  GUARDIANS. 

The  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  has  continued  its  important 
work  for  dependent  and  delinquent  children  with  additional  suc- 
cess. Since  it  began  its  labors  on  July  1,  1893,  it  has  had  under  its 
beneficent  care  2,100  wards  committed  until  majority;  1,466  tem- 
porary wards;  1,450  probationary  wards.  On  the  1st  of  July,  1905, 
it  had  in  its  charge  1,364  permanent  wards.  Before  this  Board  was 
established  there  was  no  adequate  state  supervision  of  dependent 
children  and  no  state  -agency  for  their  care.  Large  subsidies  were 
paid  to  private  institutions  which  took  in  dependent  children  with- 
out state  control.  The  practice  of  the  Board  has  been  to  place  chil- 
dren in  family  homes  as  far  as  possible  rather  than  in  charitable 
institutions,  and  admirable  results  have  followed  from  this  practice. 
This  at  once  reduces  the  expense  and  increases  the  efficiency  of  the 
child-caring  work  of  the  community.  Only  about  one-fifth  of  the 
Board's  wards  cost  the  community  anything  for  maintenance.  The 
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cost  of  supervision  of  the  places  where  children  are  provided  for  is 
the  chief  item  of  expense.  A  larger  provision  should  be  made  for 
this  essential  feature  of  this  Board's  work.  A  large  number  of  the 
wards  of  the  Board  have  attained  their  majority  and  are  reported  to 
be  self-sustaining  and  self-respecting  in  the  communities  where  they 
reside. 

TAXES. 

The  records  of  the  assessor  are  convincing  evidence  of  the  steady 
growth  of  Washington.  The  total  assessed  valuation  of  real  estate 
in  the  District  of  Columbia  for  the  fiscal  year  1906  was  $!>:39,4()1,985, 
producing  a  revenue  of  $3,591,929.78.  For  the  fiscal  year  1907  the 
valuation  will  be  $'247,30C>,4i>4,  an  increase  of  $7,<S44,501),  with  a  cor- 
responding increase  in  the  revenue  of  the  total  sum  of  $4,40<.),5<,)7.43. 
The  development  of  the  suburban  section  is  illustrated  by  the  figures 
relating  to  one  section.  In  181)7  Bloomingdale  had  61  houses;  now 
557  are  asses>ed.  Le  Droit  Park  addition  had  20  houses,  as  against 
698  at  the  present  time.  Dobbins's  addition  was  vacant  land;  it  now 
contains  L82  buildings.  Moore  and  Barbour's  addition,  which  was 
a  tract  of  27  acres  with  one  old  building,  now  possesses  2^7  fine 
houses.  These  subdivisions,  lying  contiguous  to  each  other,  have 
now  an  estimated  population  of  8.000  and  a  total  of  1,674  dwellings, 
with  6  very  substantial  church  edifices.  Other  subdivisions  have 
similarly  progressed.  It  is  also  worthy  of  note  that  the  assessment 
records  show  that  a  large  number  of  old  buildings  are  being  replaced 
by  tine  structures. 

The  citizens  of  the  District  continue  in  their  endeavor  to  obey  the 
personal-tax  law.  This  statute,  taxing  as  it  does  only  franchises  and 
tangible  property,  is  moderate  and  equitable.  It  makes  each  tax- 
payer, however,  his  own  appraiser  in  the  first  instance,  and  perhaps 
the  most  difficult  porton  of  the  duties  of  the  tax  appraiser  is  that  of 
reconciling  the  widely  divergent  ideas  of  values  held  by  citizens  as 
to  the  same  kind  of  personal  property.    In  the  assessment  of  real 


estate  many  problems  have  been  encountered,  but  the  fact  that  very 
tew  appeals  have  been  submitted  to  the  board  of  equalization  and 
review  indicates  that  the  work  of  the  assessors  has  been  carefully  and 
conscientiously  executed. 

should 
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they  shall  receive  no  more  complaints.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
there  are  very  few  complaints  received  until  within  the  last  ten 
days  of  the  time  prescribed  by  law,  after  which  the  board  has  not 
sufficient  time  to  consider  all  appeals  fairly  and  make  return  to  the 
assessor's  office  in  time  for  the  assessment  ledgers  to  be  compared, 
it  is  recommended  that  the  board  shall  be  directed  to  meet  on  the 
second  Monday  in  January  in  every  third  year  and  receive  appeals 
from  the  assessment  of  the  board  of  assistant  assessors  up  to  and  in- 
cluding the  third  Monday  in  April,  after  which  time  no  more  appeals 
should  be  received  or  considered.  This  would  give  the  board  ample 
time  to  do  justice  to  both  the  citizens  and  the  District  and  enable 
them  to  turn  over  the  books  to  the  assessor  for  compilation  of  the  tax 
ledgers  in  ample  time  to  be  made  up  for  the  November  collection. 

The  bill  regulating  licenses,  which  was  submitted  to  the  Congress 
at  the  last  session,  ought  also  to  be  enacted  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 

The  most  important  addition  to  the  municipal  records  during  the 
year  was  accomplished  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  entitled  "An 
act  to  designate  parcels  of  land  in  the  District  of  Columbia  for  the 
purposes  of  assessment  and  taxation,  and  for  other  purposes."  This 
work,  which  was  expeditiously  and  accurately  done  within  the  limit 
of  the  appropriation,  gives  a  succinct  and  specific  designation  to 
every  parcel  of  land  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  outside  of  the  city  of 
Washington.  Its  value  from  the  assessment  point  of  view  will  be 
to  compel  the  prompt  payment  of  taxes,  inasmuch  as  sales  of  property 
for  delinquent  taxes  can  not  in  the  future  be  set  aside  on  the  ground 
of  insufficient  and  inaccurate  description. 

TAXATION  OF  NATIONAL  BANKS,  ETC. 

The  question  of  the  taxation  of  national  banks  and  trust  companies 
is  one  that  ought  also  to  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  Congress.  At 
the  time  of  the  enactment  of  the  existing  personal  tax  law,  the 
national  banks  had  escaped  taxation  through  the  invalidity  of  the 
previous  statute,  and,  apparently,  as  a  penalty  therefor,  a  tax  of  6 
per  cent  per  annum  was  imposed.  It  is  suggested  that  this  tax  be 
now  reduced  to  5  per  cent  per  annum,  less  amount  of  interest  received 
from  Government  bonds. 

Regarding  the  latter  feature,  it  should  be  stated  that  the  act  of 
February  25,  18(>2,  and  subsequent  acts  now  embodied  in  section  3701, 
United  'States  Revised  Statutes,  provide  that  "all  stocks,  bonds, 
Treasury  notes,  and  other  obligations  of  the  United  States  shall  be 
exempt  from  taxation  by  or  under  State  or  municipal  or  local  au- 
thority." Notwithstanding  this  declaration,  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment,"  bv  the  act  of  Julv  1,  1902,  provided  that  in  the  District  of 
Columbia  "  all  national  banks  and  trust  companies  *  *  *  shall 
pay  six  per  centum  per  annum  on  their  entire  gross  earnings."  As 
the  latter  include  interest  on  Government  bonds,  the  result  is  that 
section  3701  of  the  Revised  Statutes  is  nullified,  and  the  District  of 
Columbia  remains  the  only  jurisdiction  where  a  tax  is  imposed  on  the 
interest  upon  Government  bonds. 

It  is  also  submitted  that  the  tax  of  C>  per  cent  upon  national  banks 
is  excessive,  because  it  is  imposed  simply  on  account  of  the  occupation 
which  is  pursued.    These  institutions,  invested  with  corporate  powers 
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,1  nf  the  community,  are  conducted,  of 
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S  t££ -Lto  which  they  own  and  occupy 
rimrateirtaxed  upon  its  assessed  value.  Their  business  does  not 
invo  t  t  use  o  Zipancv  of  the  streets  or  highways,  and  in  no 
Zt  1  thLy toden  the  municipality  by  appropriating  or  usmg  any 

^Se^tKesent  law  the  trust  companies.are  taxed  6  per  cent 
per  annum  upon  their  gross  earnings    It  is  recommended  tha 
is  tax  be  reduced  from  6  to  -t  per  cent,  less  amount  of  interest  paid 
denos itoA    It  is  believed  that  the  wisdom  of  this  recommendation 
i^apmrenUn  view  of  the  fact  that  Congress  by  the  act  of  April  28 
1904,  reduced  the  tax  upon  incorporated  savings  banks  from  6  to  4 
per  cent  upon  gross  earnings  less  interest  paid  to  depositors.    1  his 
legislation  favors  the  stockholders  of  savings  banks  as  against  the 
stockholders  of  national  banks  and  trust  companies.    No  substantial 
reason,  it  is  submitted,  can  be  urged  for  such  discrimination  unless 
the  stockholders  of  savings  banks  are  to  be  thus  preferred  oyer  the 
individuals  whose  funds  are  invested  in  the  shares  of  national  banks 
and  trust  companies.    Certainly  equality  of  treatment  in  this  regard 
in  respect  to  both  classes  of  stockholders  is  only  fair  and  right,  for 
upon  them  the  burden  primarily  falls  as  their  profits  are  diminished 
in  just  the  proportion  the  Government  exacts  from  the  earning 
power  of  each  institution  the  tax  required.    It  may  be  noted,  further, 
that  trust  companies  largely  loan  their  funds  upon  realty  mortgages. 
~?  every  dollar  of  earnings  by  way  of  interest  thereon  they  must 
v  pay  the  tax  of  0  per  cent,  while  incorporated  savings  banks, 
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doing  the  same  business,  pay  4  per  cent,  and  building  associa- 
tions 2  per  cent.  Here  are  three  different  rates  of  taxation  upon 
different  institutions  all  doing  the  same  class  of  business,  an  inequal- 
ity which  ought  not  to  be  continued. 

COLLECTION  OF  TAXES. 

The  various  sources  of  the  aggregate  receipts  of  the  government 
of  the  District  of  Columbia,  through  the  collector  of  taxes,  during 
the  year  ended  June  30,  1900,  were  as  follows :

In  the  matter  of  the  collection  of  taxes  the  Commissioners  will 
submit  to  Congress  some  recommendations  which,  in  their  opinion, 
will  be  in  the  line  of  good  administration. 

Although  the  tax-sale  law  has  been  attacked  at  every  point  with 
the  view  ot  discrediting  it,  the  efforts  have  not  been  characterized 
by  success.    At  the  same  time  one  of  the  unsettled  questions  is 
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whether  the  report  of  the  tax  sales  filed  with  the  recorder  of  deeds 
for  record  should  remain  in  that  office,  contrary  to  the  present  cus- 
tom of  returning  it  to  the  office  of  the  collector  of  taxes  after  it  has 
been  duly  recorded,  in  order  that  it  may  become  a  permanent  record 
for  the  information  of  parties  interested.  This  question  has  not  been 
decided  by  the  court,  but  an  enactment  by  Congress  legalizing  the 
custom  would,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners,  be  expedient 
and  desirable. 

It  is  also  admitted  that  the  provision  of  the  law  authorizing  the 
collection  of  delinquent  personal  taxes  would  be  more  effective  if 
some  formalities  were  required  before  the  seizure  of  goods  and 
chattels.  In  framing  the  law  it  was,  doubtless,  the  intention  to  strip 
it  of  all  causes  of  delay  in  its  execution,  but  actual  operation  has 
proved  it  to  be  tedious  and  in  many  cases  impracticable.  One  plan 
that  is  suggested  provides  for  suing  delinquents  before  justices  of  the 
peace  for  all  sums  of  $100  or  less,  seizing  the  property  on  writ  of 
execution,  and  selling  or  holding  the  same  in  abeyance  pending  the 
discovery  of  ownership  or  the  ability  of  the  owner  to  pay.  It  is 
therefore  recommended  that  the  provision  of  the  personal-tax  law 
authorizing  seizures  be  so  amended  as  to  allow  the  collector,  at  his 
option,  either  to  distrain  or  sue  the  delinquents  in  amounts  of  $100  or 
less,  and  also  to  make  the  certificate  of  the  collector  of  taxes  as  to 
amount  due,  etc.,  conclusive  without  the  presentation  of  books  in 
court. 

The  pursuit  of  delinquents  has  been  unremitting,  and  the  wisdom 
of  Congress  in  providing  an  appropriation  for  the  payment  of 
bailiffs  or  collectors  has  been  demonstrated  by  the  large  amounts 
which  these  employees  have  obtained  from  persons  who  otherwise 
might  have  ignored  their  obligations. 

Provision  should  also  be  made  by  Congress  for  clerical  force  to 
handle  the  largely  increased  business  of  the  office  due  to  the  change 
in  the  method  of  collecting  water  rents.  At  present  these  rents  are 
collected  on  52,000  bills  rendered  annually  and  2,500  meter  bills 
rendered  quarterly,  an  aggregate  of  62,000  bills  collected,  entered  on 
the  books,  receipted,  stamped,  and  delivered  during  each  fiscal  year. 
When  the  change  which  is  now  being  made  is  completed,  the  meter  ac- 
count will  aggregate  218,000  bills,  or  54,500  bills  to  be  collected  every 
three  months,  two  of  these  collections  occurring  during  the  busy  sea- 
sons of  March  and  May,  when  the  force  of  the  office  is  engaged  in 
the  advertisement  and  sale  of  delinquent  taxes  on  real  estate  and  the 
May  collection  of  taxes  on  real  and  personal  property.  This  addi- 
tional labor  can  not  be  performed  by  the  present  force,  which  is  now 
taxed  to  its  utmost.  m 

The  collection  of  taxes  is  thoroughly  and  efficiently  done.  Ine  aver- 
•  age  amount  of  unpaid  realty  taxes  for  the  ^st  twenty  years  does  not 
aggregate  more  than  $4,000  per  annum  out  of  a  yearly  revenue  of 
over  $3,000,000. 

AUDITING  DISTRICT  ACCOUNTS. 

The  Commissioners  are -continuing  their  earnest  efforts  to  secure  a 
complete  audit  of  every  branch  of  the  District  government  which  has 
to  deal  with  the  receipt  of  money  or  wherein  supervision  of  account- 
books  is  a  matter  of  public  safety. 
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The  work  of  the  auditors  office  during  the  past  fiscal  year  has  in- 
creased with  the  expanding  volume  of  the  business  and  expenditures 
of  the  District  government.  The  amount  of  work  performed  during 
the  fiscal  year  1906  is  largely  in  excess  of  that  for  the  fiscal  year 
1905  The  claims  audited,  involving  the  examination  ot  about  80,000 
bills  for  supplies  ami  services,  numbered  20,004,  in  payment  of  which 
51,611  checks,  aggregating  $9,582,358.03,  were  issued.  While  this 
branch  of  the  work  necessarily  occupies  a  very  large  portion  of  the 
time  of  the  clerical  force,  it  comprises  only  part  of  the  routine  duty 
of  the  office.  The  audit  of  the  daily  reports  of  the  collector  of  taxes; 
the  audit  of  the  books  of  the  assessor's  office,  the  water  registrar's 
office,  and  other  offices  where  receipts  for  miscellaneous  revenue  are 
prepared:  the  audit  of  weekly  returns  of  fees  by  the  clerk  of  the 
police  court  and  the  several  justices  of  the  peace;  the  preparation 
and  rendition  of  the  accounts  of  the  disbursing  officer  of  the  District; 
the  examination  of  requisitions  for  supplies  and  services  for  the 
various  branches  of  the  District  government ;  the  examination  and 
audit  of  inspector's  reports  on  street-cleaning  work;  the  examination 
as  to  titles,  taxes,  area,  etc.,  in  land  acquired  by  the  District  through 
purchase  and  condemnation;  the  examination  and  registration  of  offi- 
cial bonds,  and  the  examination  and  certification  of  contracts  and 
sureties  on  contract  bonds  constitute  other  items  of  work  performed 
by  the  auditor's  office  (luring  the  fiscal  year  1906. 

It  is  highly  important  that  the  audit  of  the  books  of  the  assessor, 
the  water  registrar,  and  other  offices  in  which  bills  for  miscellaneous 
revenue  arc  prepared  should  be  kept  current  in  order  that  the  best 
results  may  be  attained  and  the  errors  disclosed  by  such  audits  may 
be  promptly  corrected.  Only  one  clerk  from  the  auditor's  office  can 
be  spared  for  this  work,  in  addition  to  which  he  is  required  to  audit 
the  weekly  returns  of  fees  rendered  by  the  clerk  of  the  police  court 
in  connection  with  the  cases  entered  on  the  dockets  of  said  court;  the 
weekly  returns  of  fees  rendered  by  the  clerk  of  the  juvenile  court; 
the  monthly  returns  of  fees  rendered  by  the  justices  of  the  peace  for 
the  District  of  Columbia  in  connection  with'  the  cases  appearing  on 
the  dockets  kept  by  said  justices,  and  to  prepare  the  abstracts  and 
accounts s  pertaining  to  such  audits  for  transmission  to  the  Auditor 
tor  the  State  and  other  Departments;  also  to  examine  the  books  and 
records  ot  the  permit  clerk  of  the  engineer  department,  the  insurance 
department  the  surveyor's  office,  the  office  of  the  inspector  of  build-

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veyor's  office  to  July  1,  1900.  No  audit  has  yet  been  made  of  the 
books  and  records  in  the  office  of  the  inspector  of  buildings  and  that 
of  the  electrical  engineer.  This  work  will  be  taken  up  at  an  early 
'  date.  The  audit  of  the  books  and  records  referred  to,  so  far  as  com- 
pleted, has  demonstrated  the  importance  and  necessity  of  this  work, 
as  shown  by  detailed  statements  from  time  to  time  submitted  to  the 
Commissioners.  In  order  that  the  best  results  may  be  attained,  these 
audits  should  be  kept  current  so  that  errors  discovered  may  be 
promptly  corrected. 

The  attention  of  the  Congress  is  again  invited  to  the  suggestions 
submitted  in  previous  reports  as  to  the  desirability  and  importance  of 
having  a  clerk  from  the  auditor's  office  stationed  in  the  office  of  the 
collector  of  taxes  to  stamp  the  auditor's  countersign  upon  each  bill 
for  taxes  and  other  revenues  receipted  by  the  collector  of  taxes,  and 
to  detach  therefrom  the  auditor's  coupon,  verifying  the  same  by  com- 
parison with  the  receipted  bill,  retaining  all  coupons  so  detached  in 
his  possession  until  delivered  to  the  auditor  at  the  close  of  each  day. 
Unless  an  appropriation  for  an  additional  clerk  for  this  purpose  shall 
be  provided  by  Congress,  this  important  work,  which  would  afford  a 
more  effective  check  in  accounting  for  the  public  revenues,  can  not  be 
carried  into  effect. 

It  would  secure  better  safeguards  in  accounting  and  tend  to  obvi- 
ate errors  and  possible  losses  if  periodical  examinations  could  be 
made  by  a  competent  accounting  clerk  from  the  auditor's  office  of 
all  institutions  and  offices  connected  with  the  District  government 
in  which  fees  and  moneys  belonging  to  the  District  are  collected, 
such  as  the  Industrial  Home  School,  the  office  of  the  inspector  of 
gas  and  meters,  the  office  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  the 
offices  of  the  several  market  masters,  the  superintendent  of  the  bath- 
ing beach,  the  pound  master,  and  the  superintendent  of  the  munic- 
ipal lodging  house;  also  of  those  institutions,  offices,  and  depart- 
ments in  which  moneys  are  received  in  the  nature  of  trust  funds, 
such  as  the  accounts  of  the  Washington  Asylum  of  moneys  and  valu- 
ables received  from  inmates,  the  accounts  of  collaterals  received  at 
the  several  police  precinct  stations,  and  the  accounts  of  trust  funds 
and  moneys  received  in  the  police  department.  The  Commissioners 
again  appeal  to  Congress  for  a  force  adequate  to  do  this  important 
and  necessary  work. 

DETAILS  OF  DISBURSEMENTS. 


The  total  money  advanced  to  the  credit  of  the  disbursing  officer 
of  the  District  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  upon  requi- 
sitions of  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  during  the  fiscal  year 
1906  derived  from  appropriations  provided  for  the  expenses  of  the 
Government  of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  the  service  of  the  fiscal 
vear  1906  and  prior  years,  including  advances  on  account  of  trust 
and  special  funds,  aggregated  $9,094,708.06  The  balance  to  the 
*  credit  of  the  disbursing  officer  on  July  1,  190o,  was  $255,569. 1 9, 
making  the  total  sum  to  his  official  credit  during  the  year,  subject 
to  expenditure  by  his  check,  $9,350,337.85. 

The  checks  issued  bv  the  disbursing  officer  during  the  fiscal  year 
1906  in  payment  of  vouchers,  pay  rolls,  and  contract  work,  audited 
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and  approved  by  the  auditor  of  the  District,  pursuant  to  law,  num- 
bered 51,3*24,  and  aggregated  in  amount  $8,793,072.73.  Of  this  total 
issue  of  checks  complaint  was  made  of  the  nondelivery  of  only  three. 

The  total  actual  cash  handled  by  the  disbursing  office  and  paid' 
out  to  officers  and  employees  of  the  District,  to  the  laborers  and 
mechanics  employed  on  the  public  works,  to  witnesses  and  jurors 
in  the  police  court,  coroner's  jurors  and  witnesses,  witnesses  in 
lunacy  inquisitions,  and  other  payments  of  a  miscellaneous  character 
amounted  to  $1,519,904.06.  The  disbursement  of  this  sum  involved 
the  preparation  and  payment  of  cash  in  envelopes  to  over  3,000  per- 
sons twice  a  month,  and  miscellaneous  payments  made  over  the 
counter,  making  in  all  about  100,000  separate  payments  for  the 
year.  These  do  not,  however,  include  the  payments  made  to  teach- 
ers in  the  public  schools  and  to  the  officers  and  members  of  the  police 
and  fire  departments,  as  well  as  those  made  on  account  of  several 
charitable  and  correctional  institutions  of  the  District.  The  payment 
of  services  of  this  character  required  the  preparation  and  signing 
of  about  3,000  checks  every  month. 

The  volume  of  work  dispatched  by  the  disbursing  office  during 
the  past  fiscal  year  showed  a  marked  increase  over  that  of  the  pre- 
ceding fiscal  year.  The  disbursements  made  by  the  disbursing  offi- 
cer during  the  fiscal  year  1906  exceeded  those  made  during  the  fiscal 
year  1905  by  $683,142.51. 

Under  the  law,  the  stating  and  rendering  monthly  to  the  accounting 
officers  of  the  Treasury  Department  the  accounts  relating  to  expendi- 
tures bv  the  disbursing  officer  devolves  upon  the  auditor  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  report  that  in  the  final 
review  and  examination  by  the  Treasury  officials  these  accounts,  cov- 
ering over  $9,000,000  in  expenditures  and  representing  about  150,000 
individual  payments  were  settled  without  any  differences. 

ANACOSTIA  FLATS. 

The  Commissioners  recommend  in  their  estimates  that  an  appro- 
priation of  $10,000  be  made  in  order  that  they  may  employ  special

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appropriation  from  Congress  the  Commissioners  arranged  for  the 
cleaning  of  a  larger  area  of  street  surface  and  have  also  provided  for 
cleaning  alleys  in  the  central  portion  of  the  city  twice  a  week,  instead 
of  once  a  week  as  formerly.  The  new  contractor  for  machine  sweep- 
ing has  been  somewhat  handicapped  by  the  delay  in  the  arrival  of 
equipment,  but  the  Commissioners  have  notified  the  surety  company 
which  furnished  the  contractor's  bond  that  it  will  be  held  responsible 
for  the  complete  performance  of  the  contract. 

The  problem  of  keeping  the  streets  clean  is  one  to  which  the  Com- 
missioners have  given  their  earnest  attention.  The  work  is  one  of 
great  difficulty  in  the  fall  when  the  roadways  are  littered  for  several 
weeks  by  the  constant  fall  of  leaves  from  over  80,000  trees.  In  addi- 
tion to  this  fall  of  leaves,  when  the  city  experiences  a  continuance 
of  rainy  weather,  during  which  sweeping  is  interfered  with,  the  con- 
ditions naturally  excite  criticism.  The  Commissioners  will,  however, 
endeavor  to  cope  with  this  situation  with  the  available  appropriation. 
One  improvement  that  suggests  itself  is  the  increase  of  the  present 
limitation  of  cost  for  hand  cleaning.  This  limit  is  now  placed  at  19 
cents  per  1,000  square  yards,  and  in  order  not  to  exceed  it  each 
cleaner  must  necessarily  be  given  a  very  large  area,  averaging 
10,000  square  yards.  The  limit  ought  to  be  placed  at  21  cents,  which 
would  allow  the  cleaners  to  work  closer  together  and  thus  keep  the 
streets  assigned  them  cleaner  than  is  now  possible.  No  increase  in  the 
appropriation  would  be  necessary  to  accomplish  this  desirable  result. 

One  of  the  features  of  street  cleaning  to  which  the  Commissioners 
have  given  their  especial  attention  is  the  removal  of  waste  paper 
from  the  streets.  There  is  a  police  regulation  against  littering  the 
streets  with  waste  paper,  but  it  is  one  that  is  naturally  difficult  to  en- 
force owing  to  the  fact  that  policemen  can  not  be  omnipresent.  Act- 
ing under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioners,  the  street-cleaning 
department  has  detailed  men  for  the  purpose  of  removing  this  litter, 
and  the  record  shows  that  during  the  period  from  April  23  to  June 
30,  190G,  inclusive,  a  total  of  10,458  bags  of  waste  paper  was  removed 
from  the  streets,  while  during  the  past  fiscal  year  no  less  than  211,512 
bags  of  paper  from  residences  were  collected  and  disposed  of  by  the 
contractor,  as  against  155,416  in  1905,  an  increase  of  56,096  bags. 
The  police  are  constantly  making  arrests  for  violations  of  the  regula- 
tion in  regard  to  throwing  of  paper  upon  the  streets,  and  improved 
conditions  testify  to  the  efficacy  of  enforcing  it. 

The  following  details  of  area  of  streets  cleaned  and  the  cost  of  the 
work  are  inserted : 

The  area  of  paved  streets  cleaned  by  hand  during  the  past  year 
was  495,192,074  square  yards,  as  against  430,215,853  the  year  previ- 
ous, an  increase  of  64,975,221  square  yards,  due  to  the  greater  number 
of  days  on  which  work  was  performed  in  the  former  year.  The  cost 
for  hand  cleaning  was  $88,337.65  in  1906,  against  $80,108.24  the 
previous  year,  an  increase  of  $8,229.41,  due  to  the  greater  area 
cared  for. 

A  total  area  of  299,313,747  square  yards  of  payed  streets^was 
cleaned  by  horsepower  machines  in  1906,  as  against  323,337,975 
square  yards  during  the  previous  fiscal  year,  a  decrease  of  24,024,228 
square  yards,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  daily  schedule  during  the  sum- 
mer of  the  calendar  year  1905  was  considerably  less  than  that  for  the 
corresponding  period  of  the  previous  year. 
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During  the  past  fiscal  year  34,515,843  square  yards,  equal  to  1,942 
miles,  oi  unpaved  streets  were  cleaned,  as  against  22,681,544  square 
yards,  equal  to  1,288  miles,  in  1005,  an  increase  of  11,834,299  square 
yards,  equal  to  654  miles.  The  cost  for  the  work  in  1906  was  $17,- 
086.60,  as  against  $15,892.99  the  previous  year,  an  increase  of 
$1,193.61,  due  to  the  greater  area  cleaned. 

EMPL(  >YMENT  AGENCIES. 

The  Commissioners  are  enforcing  the  provisions  of  the  act  regu- 
lating employment  agents  and  employment  agencies  passed  at  the  last 
session  of  Congress.  From  the  date  of  the  passage  of  the  act  until 
the  expiration  of  the  license  year  no  licenses  were  issued  to  any  em- 
ployment agents  whatever,  and  beginning  with  the  license  year  care- 
ful scrutiny  was  made  as  to  the  character  of  each  applicant.  The 
Commissioners  take  pleasure  in  recording  the  fact  that  during  the 
present  license  year  no  licenses  have  been  issued  to  any  employment 
agents  regarding  whom  any  protest  was  made  or  regarding  whom 
there  was  considered  good  cause  for  rejecting  the  application.  The 
result  has  been  that  there  are  now  less  than  10  employment  agencies 
doing  husiness  in  the  District,  although  the  number  has  in  the  past 
aggregated  as  high  as  24.  The  police  authorities  have  been  especially 
directed  by  the  Commissioners  to  discover  violations  of-  the  law  and 
prosecutions  have  been  instituted  in  cases  which  warranted  'such 
action  I  he  law  is  replete  with  a  multitude,  of  details,  but,  apart 
lrom  these,  it  is  the  evident  purpose  to  allow  the  maintenance  of  only 
such  employment  agents  as  conduct  an  honest,  legitimate,  and  moral 
business,  and  this  purpose  of  the  law  is  fully'  recognized  by  the 
Commissioners.  J        fe  J

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fiscal  year  all  of  the  public  schools  with  the  exception  of  three,  were 
supplied  with  telephone  service  connected  with  the  District  switch- 
board. An  advantageous  offer  from  the  Chesapeake  and  Potomac 
Telephone  Company  was  accepted,  whereby  a  saving  of  $1,297.50 
per  annum  was  effected.  The  company  agreed  to  furnish  new  tele- 
phone switchboards  to  replace  the  old  ones  belonging  to  the  District 
of  Columbia,  to  change  the  old  magneto  system  to  the  new  and  im- 
proved common-battery  system,  and  to  increase  the  trunk-line  facil- 
ities.   This  work  was  in  progress  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Twenty  new  police-patrol  boxes  were  established  during  the  year, 
the  system  having  been  extended  to  the  District  line  at  Kenilworth 
and  to  the  Boys'  Reform  School  on  the  Bladensburg  road. 

The  Chesapeake  and  Potomac  Telephone  Company  made  gratify- 
ing progress  in  the  work  of  extending  its  underground  conduits  and 
removing  poles  and  wires  from  the  streets.  The  company  reports 
the  removal  of  over  400  miles  of  wire  and  207  poles  from  the  streets 
and  alleys.  The  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  extended  its 
conduits  under  the  authority  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March 
3,  1905,  and  were  removing  its  poles  and  large  cables  from  Four- 
teenth street  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year.  The  Potomac  Electric 
Power  Company  also  continued  its  work  of  removing  the  poles  and 
overhead  wires  from  the  streets  in  the  city  limits. 

There  was  a  large  increase  in  the  amount  of  work  performed  by 
the  electrical  wiring  inspectors,  due  in  a  large  measure  to  the  activity 
in  building  operations.  The  lack  of  sufficient  inspectors  has  pre- 
vented any  systematic  inspection  of  old  wiring  in  buildings,  and 
small  progress  was  made  in  this  direction.  Theater  inspection  was 
carried  on  regularly  each  week  by  the  inspector  detailed  for  that 
purpose. 

After  advertisement,  a  satisfactory  contract  was  secured  lor  a 
period  of  three  years,  whereby  the  District  is  enabled  to  change  all 
its  old-style  flat-flame  gas  lamps  in  the  District  of  Columbia  to  the 
improved  type  of  incandescent  mantle  lamps.  The  number  of  lamps 
to  be  so  changed  is  approximately  6,600.  Under  the  present  appro- 
priation bill  the  rate  for  flat-flame  lamps  is  $18;  the  new  mantle 
lamps  will  cost  for  the  next  three  years  $20.85  per  annum.  This 
change  will  materially  increase  the  amount  of  light  on  the  streets. 

There  will  also  be 'an  addition  of  approximately  125  electric  arc 
lamps,  which  can  be  maintained  with  the  increased  appropriation 

granted  by  Congress.  .  n  , 

Owino-  to  the  lower  price  which  the  District  will  pay  lor  naphtha 
lighting  (a  difference  of  $2.35  per  lamp  per  annum),  a  material  in- 
crease m  this  form  of  lighting  can  be  made, 

It  is  contemplated  that  approximately  450  gas  lamps,  4*5  naphtha 
lamps,  and  500  incandescent  electric  lamps  can  be  added  to  the  num- 
ber now  maintained. 

THE  WORK  OF  THE  POLICE  FORCE. 

The  action  of  Congress  during  its  last  session  in  enacting  the  law 
reorganizing  the  police  force  and  providing  for  an  increase  of  salaries 
was  fully  appreciated,  not  only  by  the  Commissioners  and  the  police 
force,  but  by  the  entire  community.  The  officers  and  men  have  shown 
their  oratitude  by  increased  diligence  and  effectiveness,  and  it  is 
believed  that  the  District  of  Columbia  can  now  point  to  an  organiza- 
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tion  unexcelled  anywhere  for  the  high  average  of  intelligence  and 
honest  devotion  to  duty  displayed  by  its  personnel.  The  operation 
of  the  law  has  shown  it  to  contain  one  or  two  omissions  which  should 
l)e  rectified.  For  instance,  there  is  no  provision  for  filling  the  higher 
classes  should  they  he  depleted  by  an  epidemic,  riot,  fire,  flood,  or 
other  catastrophe.  Congress  will  be  asked  to  remedy  this  defect,  as 
otherwise  it  would  be  impossible  to  place  in  those  classes  men  who  had 
not  served  three  and  five  }Tears. 

The  Commissioners  will  bring  to  the  attention  of  Congress  a  num- 
ber of  improvements  that  are  imperatively  demanded.  Several  of 
the  old  station  houses  ought  to  be  abandoned,  but,  in  view  of  the  de- 
mands made  upon  the  District  revenues  by  the  extraordinary  perma- 
nent projects  which  are  now  in  course  of  construction,  it  has  been 
deemed  wise  to  restrict  present  recommendations  to  the  replacing  of 
the  old  cells  in  several  station  houses  with  new  steel  cages  of  modern 
sanitary  design.  It  is  also  important  that  a  new  station  house  be 
erected  in  Anacostia,  and  an  estimate  has  been  submitted  for  the 
purchase  of  a  site.  It  is  also  suggested  that  in  the  near  future  a 
suburban  station  house  be  provided  as  a  headquarters  for  all  the 
mounted  officers  This  station  house  should  l)e  equipped  with  ample 
stable  accommodations  for  all  the  horses  of  the  mounted  members 
of  he  force  and  with  a  blacksmith  shop.  This  change  will  conduce 
to  better  organization  and  economy.  The  construction  of  a  target 
range,  bowling  alleys,  gymnasium,  etc.,  on  the  District  property  ad-

FIRE  DEPARTMENT.

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Three  large  fires  occurred  during  the  year,  which  were  responsible 
for  over  one-half  of  the  total  fire  loss  during  that  period.  One  of 
the  fires  was  at  the  Boys'  Reform  School,  one  in  an  apartment  house 
at  1204  and  1206  G  street  NW.,  and  one  among  the  commission 
houses  on  Louisiana  avenue. 

The  department  has  given  special  attention  to  fire  prevention  during 
the  year,  especially  by  the  inspection  of  mercantile  houses,  hotels, 
apartment  houses,  theaters,  and  the  storage  and  sales  of  gasoline, 
kerosene,  and  other  inflammable  material. 

The  Commissioners  recognize  the  importance  of  having  the  fire 
department  of  the  District  of  Columbia  so  equipped  that  it  will  be 
able  to  cope  with  any  emergency  that  may  arise  and,  therefore,  in 
addition  to  their  recommendations  for  additional  apparatus,  houses, 
and  men,  repeat  their  recommendation  for  the  installation  of  a  high- 
pressure  gravity  water  fire-protection  system  for  the  center  of  the 
city  of  Washington.  Repeated  tests  have  fully  demonstrated  the 
effectiveness  of  the  proposed  improvement.  The  estimated  cost  of 
the  system  has  been  placed  at  $750,000,  but  its  value,  if  once  installed, 
can  not  be  overestimated. 

The  buildings  of  the  fire  department  are  in  constant  need  of  repair 
and  some  of  the  older  buildings  are  in  such  condition  that  they  should 
soon  be  entirely  rebuilt.  The  appropriation  for  repairs  should  be 
increased. 

The  conduct  of  the  members  of  the  department  has  been  maintained 
at  its  general  high  standard  during  the  year. 

According  to  the  report  of  the  chief  engineer  there  were  received 
during  the  year  ended  June  30,  1906,  570  bell  alarms  and  420  local 
alarms.  The  total  estimated  loss  by  fire  during  the  year  was 
$290,212,  or  124  per  cent  of  the  total  insurance,  an  increase  as 
compared  with  the  fiscal  year  1905,  when  the  total  estimated  loss 
was  $221,132.  The  highest  estimated  loss  during  the  year  was 
$70,000,  growing  out  of  a  fire  at  the  Boys'  Reform  School. 

The  chief  engineer  reports  that  by  request  he  has  inspected  a  large 
number  of  Federal  buildings,  including  the  White  House,  the  Govern- 
ment Printing  Office,  the  Government  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  the 
United  States  Civil  Service  Commission,  the  Bureau  of  Education, 
the  Post-Office  Department,  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  the 
Geological  Survey,  Convention  Hall,  etc.,  and  has  recommended  the 
installation  of  necessary  apparatus  for  proper  fire  protection.  In 
almost  every  instance  the  recommendations  of  the  chief  engineer 
have  been  adopted. 

INSURANCE. 

The  functions  of  the  department  of  insurance  have  been  discharged 
as  well  as  was  possible  with  the  means  at  its  command,  and  its  work 
is  as  well  forward  as  could  be  expected  although  additional  provision 
for  actuarial  and  appraisal  services  should  be  made.  Notwithstanding 
the  limited  and  defective  character  of  the  insurance  legislation  in 
the  District  Code  and  the  fact  that  when  it  began  its  work  four  years 
aso  it  had  only  a  superintendent  and  one  clerk,  and  has  not  yet  the 
staff  that  it  requires,  the  department  has  accomplished  much  ot  the 
object  of  the  legislation  in  its  supervision  of  the  insurance  business 
and  the  protection  of  the  public  and  the  companies. 
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The  preparation  of  a  bill  for  a  complete  insurance  law  for  the 
District  of  Columbia,  begun  by  the  superintendent  of  insurance,  has 
been  merged  in  the  similar  work  (in  which  the  superintendent  of 
insurance  has  had  a  large  part)  of  all  the  superintendents  of  insur- 
ance and  commissioners  of  insurance  of  the  United  States,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  their  labors  may  soon  result  in  the  completion  of  a  draft 
of  a  model  law  which  can  be  submitted  to  Congress  for  the  District  of 
Columbia.  Meanwhile  the  superintendent  of  insurance  reiterates  his 
recommendation  that  emergency  legislation  be  provided  for. 

Since  the  creation  of  this  department  in  1902  one  hundred  and  five 
insurance  companies  have  either  been  refused  licenses  or  expelled  from 
the  District  for  various  reasons.  This  has  resulted  in  establishing 
confidence  in  the  insurance  companies  of  all  kinds  doing  business 
here,  as  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  there  was  paid  for  premiums  on 
life  ami  casualty  insurance  alone  in  1905  $858,045.78  more  than 
during  11)02,  the  year  the  department  was  established. 

More  companies  of  all  kinds  have  made  application  for  license  to 
do  business  here  thus  far  during  the  current  year  than  for  any  two 
years  heretofore. 

The  assets  of  all  insurance  corporations  transacting  business  in  the 
District  on  December  31,  11)05.  amounted  to  $3,078,172,343.67;  lia- 
bilities, s-2.4sr),r,50,iS2.;V.);  surplus,  including  capital,  $592,622,161.08. 

1  here  was  paid  for  premiums  in  the  District  for  insurance  of  all 
kinds  during  1905  $4,814,386.44.  The  losses  paid  by  all  companies 
amounted  to  $1,621,233.57.  The  amount  of  insurance  written  during 
the  year  was  $151,041,3(5G.5('».  * 

PURCHASE  AND  DISTRIBUTION  OF  SUPPLIES. 

The  purchase  and  distribution  of  all  materials  and  supplies  is  ef- 
fected through  the  office  of  the  property  clerk,  and  dSI  vSr 
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suitable  storehouse  is  a  great  necessity,  especially  as  the  one  now  in 
use  is  in  a  bad  and  dangerous  condition.  It  would  be  preferable 
to  have  such  a  warehouse  located  on  the  line  of  a  railroad  not 
only  for  the  purpose  of  convenience  of  handling  but  also  on  account 
of  the  saving  to  the  District  in  the  price  of  cement,  the  contractors 
furnishing  this  commodity  being  compelled  to  charge  a  greater 
price  on  account  of  having  to  haul  from  the  cars  to  the  District 
warehouse. 

A  general  storehouse  for  District  supplies  is  greatly  needed,  and 
its  establishment  would  be  in  the  line  of  effective  and  economical 
administration. 


THE  HEALTH  SERVICE. 
VITAL  STATISTICS. 


The  health  department,  suffering  from  a  constant  addition  to  its 
duties  by  law  and  regulation  without  a  corresponding  increase  in 
its  staff,  has,  notwithstanding,  rendered  efficient  service  in  the  pro- 
tection of  the  health  of  the  community,  especially  by  the  improve- 
ment of  its  sanitation,  during  the  past  year. 

The  law  enacted  by  Congress,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
missioners, at  the  last  session  for  the  regulation  of  the  practice  of 
pharmacy  and  the  sale  of  poisons  has  already  produced  a  decided 
improvement  in  the  conditions.  It  was  prepared  by  the  board  of 
pharmacy,  based  upon  legislation  elsewhere,  together  with  the  sug- 
gestions of  experts,  and  has  proved  that  it  was  greatly  needed  and 
is  of  special  value. 

The  general  death  rate  for  the  District  of  Columbia  during  the 
calendar  year  1905  was  19.20  per  thousand,  which  is  somewhat 
better  than  the  corresponding  figures  for  the  preceding  year.  The 
improvement  is  due,  however,  wholly  to  a  diminution  in  the  death 
rate  of  whites,  which  fell  from  10.08  to  15.10.  The  death  rate 
for  the  colored  population  rose  from  27.92  to  28.81.  An  exhaustive 
study  of  the  death  rates  prevailing  among  persons  dwelling  in  alleys, 
as  compared  with  the  death  rates  of  the  street  population,  was 
begun  during  the  past  year.  So  far  it  has  failed  to  bear  out  the 
popular  ideas  concerning  the  unwholesomeness  of  alleys.  For  among 
colored  people  living  in  alleys  the  death  rate  was  29.39,  while  among 
those  living  on  streets  it  was  28.89;  and  among  the  white  alley 
dwellers  the  death  rate  was  but  13.23,  while  among  persons  of  the 
same  race  residing  on  streets  the  death  rate  was  15.17.  These 
figures,  however,  are  not  regarded  as  in  any  way  diminishing  the 
necessity  for  opening,  extending,  widening,  and  straightening  of 
alleys,  since  such  improvements  have  to  do  quite  as  much  with  good 
order  good  morals,  fire  protection,  and  the  general  effect  of  alley 
life  on  those  subjected  to  its  influence  as  it  has  to  do  with  the  bare 
question  of  the  effect  of  alley  life  on  public  health. 

The  death  rate  among  colored  people  has  been,  as  usual,  excessively 
high  when  compared  with  the  death  rate  for  the  white  population. 
The  diseases  in  which  there  is  the  greatest  disproportion  between  the 
mortality  of  the  two  races  are  those  whose  chief  points  of  attack  are 
the  respiratory  tract,  the  digestive  organs,  and  those  that  are  inci- 
dent to  childbirth  and  infancy.    From  an  examination  of  the  re- 
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ported  causes  of  death  in  each  of  the  two  races  for  some  years  past 
and  from  a  general  knowledge  of  the  situation  based  upon  unusual 
opportunities  for  observation,  the  health  officer  reports  as  follows: 

The  liijrh  death  rate  among  colored  people  in  this  District  is,  in  my  judgment, 
due  to  had  housing  (incident  to  a  certain  extent  to  defective  location  and  con- 
struction of  houses,  but  probably  to  an  even  greater  extent  to  bad  housekeep- 
ing), to  bad  clothing,  to  bad  feeding,  and  to  the  absence  of  needed  medical 
advice  and  treatment  at  the  proper  time.  And  all  of  these  are  due  to  poverty 
and  ignorance.  Whether  an  equally  large  aggregation  of  persons  of  Caucasian 
extraction  whose  average  and  extremes  of  poverty  and  ignorance  were  like 
those  of  the  colored  people  living  in  this  District  would  or  would  not  show  an 
equal  death  rate  it  is  impossible  to  tell.  There  are,  so  far  as  I  am  informed, 
no  available  figures  bearing  on  this  point.  Rut  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that 
delects  of  housing  and  of  clothing,  which  are  largely  responsible  for  the  dis- 
eases of  the  respiratory  system  which  bear  so  heavily  on  the  colored  race,  are 
incident  to  civilization,  and  that  while  the  white  race  has  possibly  become 
inured  to  such  conditions  by  reason  of  the  long  years  during  which  it*  has  been 
subjected  to  them,  the  colored  race  has  had  no  such  immunizing  experience.  It 
is.  from  an  ethnological  standpoint,  in  the  position  of  a  race  just  entering  into 
what  is  termed  civilized  life,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  common  'belief  that  under 
such  conditions  death  levies  a  heavy  tribute  for  the  advance  of  the  race. 

In  support  of  the  hypothesis  that  the  high  death  rate  among  our 
colored  population  is  due  to  the  conditions  arising  out  of  ignorance 
and  poverty  the  health  officer  cites  the  fact  that  during  the  past 
thirty  years,  during  which  .such  wonderful  advance  has  been  made 
by  the  colored  race  in  the  acquisition  of  knowledge  and  of  property 
interests,  the  death  rate  for  our  colored  population  has  fallen  from 
40.(8  to  28  81  while  during  the  same  period  the  death  rate  among 
win tes  has  fallen  only  from  19.54  to  15.16;  and  as  a  remedy  for  such 
conditions  as  exist  the  health  officer,  while  recommending  generally 
sanitary  reforms,  the  establishment  of  public  baths  and  of  day  nur-

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tion  to  another.  The  variations  in  the  laws  of  the  several  States 
and  Territories  with  respect  to  the  preparation  of  corpses  for  ship- 
ment give  rise  to  embarrassment  and  annoyance  and  in  some  partic- 
ulars seem  to  subject  the  citizen  to  unnecessary  expense,  and  this 
occurs  at  a  time  when  embarrassment,  annoyance,  and  expense  bear 
most  heavily.  It  appears  to  the  Commissioners  that  Federal  legis- 
lation establishing  a  uniform  practice  with  respect  to  the  transporta- 
tion of  corpses  would  tend  strongly  to  improve  the  existing  situation. 

During  the  past  year  smallpox  prevailed  to  an  unusual,  although 
not  a  serious,  extent.  The  smallpox  hospital  and  quarantine  station 
were  almost  continuously  in  use  and  fully  demonstrated  the  wisdom  of 
the  legislation  providing  for  their  erection.  Scarlet  fever  and  diph- 
theria showed  a  decreased  prevalence  since  the  preceding  year.  At- 
tention is  invited  to  the  bill  which  has  already  passed  the  House  of 
Representatives  that  is  designed  to  secure  the  better  control  of  the 
diseases  named  and  of  measles,  whooping  cough,  chicken  pox,  and 
epidemic  cerebro-spinal  meningitis.  There  is  no  law  on  our  statute 
books  providing  for  the  control  of  the  disease  last  named ;  the  enact- 
ment of  the  pending  bill  is  therefore  recommended. 

The  filtration  of  the  public  water  supply  of  this  District  was  gen- 
erally expected  very  materially  to  diminish  the  prevalence  of  typhoid 
fever  in  this  District.  The  water  supply  has  been  filtered,  however, 
since  October  5,  1905,  but  as  yet  the  expected  diminution  in  the  num- 
ber of  reported  cases  of  typhoid  fever  has  not  occurred.  Desiring 
that  the  situation  should  be  most  thoroughly  investigated,  and  in  the 
absence  of  facilities  for  the  making  of  such  investigation  by  the 
health  department,  the  Commissioners,  on  June  21,  1906,  asked  the 
cooperation  of  the  Public  Health  and  Marine-Hospital  Service  in 
order  that  the  typhoid-fever  situation  might  have  a  thorough  and  com- 
prehensive treatment  in  the  interests  of  the  health  of  the  city.  This 
the  Surgeon-General  consented  to  do  and  immediately  appointed  a 
board  of  officers  for  that  purpose.  The  board  has  done  much  work 
in  the  gathering  of  data  and  will,  it  is  expected,  be  ready  to  submit 
such  data  with  the  conclusions  of  the  board  within  a  short  time. 

The  appropriation  made  by  Congress  for  the  construction  of  a  hos- 
pital for  the  care  and  treatment  of  indigent  persons  suffering  from 
tuberculosis  marked  a  substantial  advance  in  official  effort  toward 
the  elimination  of  the  spread  of  that  disease.  With  the  same  end  in 
view  the  Commissioners,  on  May  3,  1906,  promulgated  certain  regu- 
lations designed  to  prevent  the  spread  of  tuberculosis  in  buildings 
under  the  control  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  The  bill  now  pend- 
ing in  Congress  looking  toward  the  elimination  of  the  spread  of  tu- 
berculosis in  the  community  generally  is  now  before  the  Commis- 
sioners for  report,  and  will  receive  their  early  attention. 

There  has  been  a  marked  increase  during  the  past  two  years  in  the 
number  of  births  reported  to  the  health  department.  This  has  re- 
sulted from  certain  special  efforts  made  by  the  department  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  such  returns,  but  there  is  reason  to  believe  that 
there  are  many  births  that  even  now  remain  unreported,  and  the 
existing  legislation  relating  to  the  reporting  of  births  should  be 
revised  so  as  to  make  it  more  effective  and  more  easily  enforced.  The 
bill  now  pending  in  Congress  for  that  purpose  should,  it  is  believed, 
receive  early  and  favorable  consideration.  The  total  number  of  births 
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reported  during  the  calendar  year  1005  was,  among  the  white  people, 
4,140,  and  among  the  colored,  2,275.  The  extent  of  illegitimacy 
among  colored  infants  as  revealed  by  these  birth  reports  is  start- 
ling, representing  24.7  per  cent.  Of  all  stillbirths  reported  among 
the  colored  people  33.7  per  cent  were  illegitimate. 

The  food-inspection  service  of  the  department  has  continued  along 
the  lines  heretofore  followed.  The  Commissioners  on  April  24,  1906, 
promulgated  regulations  designed  to  procure  the  better  protection 
from  contamination  of  food  exposed  for  sale,  the  wrapping  of  food, 
and  the  cleansing  of  utensils  used  in  lunch  rooms  and  other  similar 
places.  The  enactment  on  June  30,  190C>,  of  the  act  commonly  known 
as  the  pure-food  law  will  materially  affect,  it  is  believed,  the  super- 
vision of  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  drugs  and  foods  in  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  but  at  the  present  time  it  is  impossible  to  state 
just  what  the  result  will  be. 

Prior  to  the  enactment  of  the  Federal  legislation  now  in  force  gov- 
erning the  slaughter  of  live  stock  intended  for  interstate  commerce 
the  inspection  of  live  stock  was  sufficiently  rigid  to  lead  to  the 
slaughtering  in  one  of  the  adjacent  States  of  such  animals  as  could 
not  without  risk  of  condemnation  have  been  presented  at  our  local 
abattoir.  Now,  however,  since  the  Federal  inspection  law  has  been 
strengthened  and  the  inspection  force  increased  so  as  to  make  it  more 
stringent  and  effective  than  our  local  demands  can  be  made  under 
existing  conditions  it  will  be  necessary  to  enact  legislation  for  the 
better  control  of  the  slaughtering  of  live  stock  within  the  District 
that  is  intended  for  sale  in  this  jurisdiction.  Legislation  to  that  end 
will  be  submitted  at  an  early  date. 

The  various  laws  and  regulations  intended  to  prevent  the  occur- 
rence and  to  effect  the  abatement  of  nuisances  have  received  such 
attention  as  the  available  inspection  force  has  permitted.  A  state- 
ment of  the  work  done  under  such  laws  appears  in  the  report  of  the 
health  officer.  An  increase  in  the  number  of  inspectors  is  asked. 
The  Commissioners  have  undertaken  to  improve  sanitary  conditions 
in  so  far  as  the  maintenance  of  stables  is  concerned  by  promulgating, 
April  4,  1906,  certain  new  regulations  governing  the  construction 


on 

and  care  of  buildings  used  for  that  purpose  and  by  promulgating, 
on  May  28,  1906,  certain  regulations  governing  the  maintenance  and 
operation  of  barber  shops. 

Attention  is  invited  to  the  impossibility  of  enforcing  the  law  for 
the  removal  of  weeds,  approved  March  1, 1891),  without  special  appro- 
priation for  that  purpose.  The  amount  of  work  incident  to  the  en- 
forcement of  this  law  is  very  great,  and  the  work  occurs  at  a  season 
when  the  general  demands  on  the  time  of  the  inspection  force  of  the 
health  department  are  the  greatest.  If  appropriations  are  not  to  be 
made  lor  the  enforcement  of  the  law  as  it  now  stands,  and  it  would 
require  a  large  amount  to  enforce  it  effectivelv,  the  law  should  bo 
repealed  or  it  should  be  so  amended  as  to  make  its  enforcement  easier 
and  less  expensive  and  an  appropriation  made  for  its  enforcement 
in  its  amended  form. 

UNIFORM  LAWS.

tmnal  conference  drafts  of  bills,  prepared  under  their  direction,  to 
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make  uniform  the  law  of  warehouse  receipts  and  to  make  uniform 
the  law  relating  to  the  sale  of  goods.  The  Commissioners  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  recommend  to  the  Congress  the  enactment  of  these 
bills  for  the  District  of  Columbia. 

SMOKELESS  LOCOMOTIVES. 

The  Commissioners  believe  that  the  steam  railroads  operating 
within  the  District  of  Columbia  should  be  required  by  law  to  use 
motors  which  will  not  emit  smoke.  A  large  part  of  the  so-called 
smoke  nuisance  in  the  District  of  Columbia  is  caused  by  the  smoke- 
emitting  locomotives  of  the  railroads,  which,  under  the  "  smoke  law," 
are  not  forbidden  to  emit  smoke,  or  subject  to  prosecution  for  doing 
so.  The  Commissioners,  in  November  last,  addressed  letters  to  the 
presidents  of  all  the  railroads  which  would  use  the  Union  Station, 
asking  them  to  substitute  electric  motors  for  smoke-emitting  locomo- 
tives within  the  District  of  Columbia  as  soon  as  the  Union  Station 
comes  into  use.  The  replies  received  indicate  that  the  request  will 
not  be  complied  with,  nor  do  they  promise  any  relief  from  the  loco- 
motive smoke  at  any  definite  time  in  the  future.  Therefore  the 
Commissioners  lay  the  matter  before  Congress  for  its  action,  believ- 
ing that  the  beauty  of  the  capital,  the  comfort  of  the  public,  and  the 
interests  of  the  railroads,  especially  in  the  preservation  of  the  Union 
Station,  alike  require  that  the  railroads  shall  use  smokeless  motors 
within  the  District  of  Columbia. 

INSPECTION  OF  GAS  AND  METERS. 

Daily  determinations  were  made  by  the  inspectors  at  the  several 
testing  stations  of  the  candlepower  and  purity  of  the  gas  supplied 
by  the  two  gas  companies.  The  tests  showed  an  average  of  23.22 
candles  for  the  product  of  the  Washington  Gaslight  Company  and 
23.05  candles  for  that  of  the  Georgetown  Gaslight  Company.  This 
is  well  above  the  legal  requirement  of  22  candles.  The  purity  tests 
showed,  with  few  exceptions,  a  satisfying  compliance  with  the  regu- 
lations. 

The  widespread  use  in  recent  years  of  incandescent  gas-burners 
and  the  general  application  of  gas  in  cooking  and  heating  apparatus 
has  given  an  increased  importance  to  the  question  of  the  calorific 
value  or  heating  power  of  the  gas.  For  the  purpose  of  making  occa- 
sional tests  of  the  calorific  value  of  the  gas  supplied,  the  inspector's 
office  was  recently  equipped  with  a  Junker's  gas  calorimeter.  A 
number  of  determinations  of  the  heating  value  gave  an  average  of 
G32.5  British  thermal  units  per  cubic  foot  of  gas. 

The  inspector  reports  that  during  the  year  his  office  inspected  and 
proved  6,095  gas  meters,  this  being  the  largest  number  inspected  in 
any  one  year  since  the  office  was  established.  About  55  per  cent  ot 
this  number  were  new  meters,  very  largely  required  to  meet  the  de- 
mand occasioned  by  the  growth  in  population  of  the  District. 

Fees  to  the  amount  of  $2,740.70  were  collected  for  these  inspections. 

SEALER  OF  WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES. 

The  report  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  who  has  imme- 
diate supervision  of  the  District  market  houses  and  market  masters, 
the  inspection  of  lumber,  wood,  and  flour,  public  weighmasters,  and

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hav  scales,  shows  that  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  190G, 
19,996  inspections  of  scales,  weights,  and  measures  were  made. 
There  were  condemned  and  destroyed  125  spring  balances,  22

scales,  145  weights,  85  liquid  measures,  256  dry  measures,  and  24 
yard  measures.    Scales  condemned  for  repairs  numbered  271. 

As  compared  with  the  fiscal  year  1905,  a  decrease  of  268  is  shown 
in  the  number  of  scales,  weights,  and  measures  condemned  and  de- 
stroyed, which  indicates  better  conditions.  Informations  were  filed 
in  114  cases  and  fines  to  the  amount  of  $730  imposed.  In  one  case 
personal  bond  was  taken;  one  offender  was  sentenced  to  serve  eleven 
months  and  twentv-nine  davs  and  another  five  months  for  violation 
of  the  weights  and  measures  law. 

The  sealer  states  that  hucksters  still  continue  to  require  much  at- 
tention and  time.  He  is  of  the  opinion  that  an  increased  license 
fee  would  confine  the  trade  to  the  reputable  dealers  and  protect  the 
public  against  the  dishonest  methods  pursued  by  the  unscrupulous. 
With  but  few  exceptions  coal  dealers  were  found  delivering  full 
weight.  Hucksters  selling  coal  by  the  bushel  were  the  most  frequent 
offenders  during  the  past  winter,  but  the  conditions  were  much  im- 
proved over  those  of  the  preceding  year. 

The  sealer  reports  that  as  much  time  as  possible  with  his  limited 
force  was  given  to  investigating  the  manner  of  sale  and  delivery  of 
oil.  The  office  has  had  in  general  the  cooperation  of  the  managers 
of  the  companies  and  everything  possible  has  been  done  to  insure  the 
delivery  ot  full  measure  oil. 

Scales  used  on  ice  wagons  are  required  to  be  regularly  inspected. 
The  dealers  who  fail  to  respond  to  the  notice  requiring  the  scales  to 
be  inspected  within  a  reasonable  time  limit,  and  who  are  afterwards 
found  using  scales  not  sealed,  are  prosecuted.  Since  July  1,  there 
has  been  more  than  usual  activity  in  looking  after  this  class  of  deal- 
ers, and  over  40  arrests  have  been  made.  The  office  will  continue  its 
close  surveillance. 

The  Eastern  and  Western  markets  are  in  excellent  condition.  An 
addition  to  the  former  is  recommended,  and  $30,000  is  included  in 
the  estimates  for  this  purpose.  The  expenses  of  the  Georgetown 
Market  have  been  reduced  so  that  the  market  is  more  than  self-sus- 
taining;. A  comparison  with  the  municipal  markets  of  other  lanre 
cities  shows  that  the  rental  of  stalls  in  the  District  markets  is  less 
than  elsewhere,  and  the  amount  collected  from  farmers  and  gardeners

The  total  receipts  amounted  to  $23,882.49;  expenses,  $14,187.82;

Fees  collected  by  the  inspectors  of  lumber,  wood,  and  flour,  and 
retained  by  them  for  their  services  amounted  to  $6,265.33. 


THE  BATHING  BEACH. 


During  the  past  season  the  bathing  beach  has  been  patronized  by 
thousands  of  every  class  and  the  houses  have  been  so  crowded  that 
desirable  privacy  could  not  be  afforded.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  therefore, 
that  Congress  will  appreciate  the  pressing  necessity  which  is  now 
presented.  The  construction  of  the  new  speedway  compelled  the 
removal  of  the  old  structures,  a*nd  as  they  were  in  badly  decayed 
condition  they  were  sold  at  auction  and  the  amount  realized  there- 
from was  turned  into  the  Treasury.  At  its  last  session  Congress  dis- 
regarded the  estimate  of  $15,000  deemed  requisite  to  erect  ample  and 
substantial  buildings  and  appropriated  only  $5,000  for  the  purpose. 
Repeated  efforts  to  utilize  this  sum  in  a  practical  and  economical 
manner  have  demonstrated  that  it  would  be  wiser  to  again  submit 
the  matter  to  Congress  with  a  request  for  an  additional  appropria- 
tion of  $10,000,  which  amount  would  be  used  for  constructing  new 
buildings  and  wharves  and  for  grading  and  sanding  the  bottom  of 
the  inner  basin.  An  appropriation  of  $3,000  is  also  asked  for  re- 
modeling the  two  floating  baths  in  the  tidal  reservoir.  Most  of  the 
patronage  of  these  baths  has  been  in  the  night  for  bathing  nude,  and 
the  superintendent  of  the  beach  reports  that  there  is  a  pressing 
demand  for  this  character  of  bathing  on  the  part  of  men  and  boys 
who  work  all  day  and  who  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity  for 
cleanliness. 

THE  EXCISE  BOARD. 

The  board  reports  that  the  number  of  liquor  licenses  granted  for 
the  year  ending  October  31,  1905,  was:  Barrooms,  518,  and  wholesale, 
136 ,r  and  that  for  the  year  ending  October  31,  1906,  there  were:  Bar- 
room applications,  529;  licenses  granted  to  date,  518;  applications 
rejected,  7;  applications  pending,  4;  and  wholesale:  Applications, 
155:  licenses  granted  to  date,  139;  applications  rejected,  15;  applica- 
tions pending,  1. 

CORONER. 

The  coroner  reports  that  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1906, 
the  number  of  natural  deaths  was  491 ;  violent  deaths,  353 ;  accidental 
poisoning  cases,  19 ;  suicide,  63 ;  homicides  committed  in  the  District 
of  Columbia,  20 ;  homicides  where  the  offense  was  committed  outside 
of  the  District  of  Columbia,  but  the  injured  person  died  here,  3; 
legal  executions,  1 ;  autopsies  in  District  cases,  60 ;  autopsies  in  United 
States  cases,  37;  inquests,  67;  bodies  received  at  the  morgue,  506; 
stillbirths,  151;  deaths  from  all  causes,  995.  The  expense  of  the 
coroner's  office,  including  all  salaries,  was  $6,257.66.  It  is  urged  that 
a  stenographer  be  provided  for  this  office,  as  nearly  every  inquest 
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emphasizes  the  need  of  verbatim  reports  of  inquests.  The  only  record 
this  office  has  of  the  proceedings  is  in  longhand,  always  incomplete 
and  of  little  value.  Last  year  $335  was  paid  for  longhand  notes. 
This  sum  would  go  far  toward  procuring  the  stenographer,  who  could 
also  assist  as  corresponding  clerk  and  bookkeeper. 

ELIMINATION  OF  GRADE  CROSSINGS  AND  UNION  STATION.  . 

About  75  per  cent  of  the  total  work  on  the  Union  Station,  the  rail- 
road terminals,  and  the  railroad  yards  north  of  Florida  avenue  has 
been  completed.  Ninety  per  cent  of  the  entire  grading  and  masonry 
in  connection  with  the  work  has  been  completed  and  about  60  per 
cent  of  the  work  on  the  station  building  proper.  Fifty  per  cent  of 
the  new  trackage  within  the  limits  of  the  terminal  viaduct  and  yards 
north  of  Florida  avenue,  including  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Y*  con- 
nection between  Montello  and  Rhode  Island  avenue,  has  also  been 
completed. 

The  connection  of  the  Philadelphia,  Washington  and  Baltimore 
Railroad  from  Florida  avenue  to  Magruder  station  is  completed, 
including  the  bridges  over  the  Bladensburg  road  and  Anacostia  River. 
The  Rhode  Island  Avenue  Bridge  will  probably  be  completed  about 
November  1 5  and  the  New  York  Avenue  Bridge  about  the  latter  part 
of  May,  1 907.  The  First  street  tunnel  has  been  completed ,  and  tracks 
are  being  laid  in  it.  The  Sixth  street  station  of  the  Philadelphia, 
Baltimore  and  Washington  Railroad  will  probably  be  abandoned  during 
the  summer  of  1907.  The  Virginia  avenue  tunnel  is  completed  and  in 
use,  and  all  trains  to  the  Sixth  street  station  pass  through  it  and  over 
the  viaduct,  the  north  part  of  which  is  completed  from  South  Capitol 
street  to  Four-and-a-half  street.  It  is  expected  that  the  entire  work  of 
constructing  the  south  part  of  the  viaduct  and  the  bridges  over  South 
Lapitol  street,  First  street,  Delaware  avenue,  Second  street  Third 
street  and  Four-and-a-half  street  between  these  limits  will  be  com- 
pleted by  December  1.

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DISTRICT  BUILDING. 

On  October  1,  1906,  30  per  cent  of  the  contract  for  the  construction 
had  been  completed.  All  the  work  connected  with  the  construction 
of  the  building  has  been  contracted  for.  The  stone  is  being  furnished 
by  B.  A.  and  G.  N.  Williams,  of  New  York.  This  includes  a  base  of 
Blue  Hill  granite  and  a  superstructure  of  South  Dover  marble.  The 
contract  for  erection  was  awarded  to  James  L.  Parsons,  of  this  city. 
The  contract  for  the  architectural  figures  called  for  by  the  plans  was 
awarded  to  Messrs.  de  Nesti  and  Bairstow,  of  Washington,  D.  C.  It 
involves  the  furnishing  and  erecting  of  28  figures  of  eight  varieties  and 
also  one  group  over  the  main  entrance.  The  contract  for  the  mechan- 
ical equipment  was  awarded  to  the  Hanley  &  Casey  Company,  of 
Chicago.  The  building  is  being  constructed  under  the  supervision  of 
Maj.  ^Chester  Harding,  Corps  of  Engineers,  U.  S.  Army,  assistant  to 
the  Engineer  Commissioner,  who  was  appointed  by  the  President  for 
that  duty. 

ROADWAY  PAVEMENTS. 

About  $285,000  was  spent  during  the  year  for  paving  new  streets 
and  repairing  and  repavmg  old  ones  within  the  city  limits.  About 
$190,000  was  expended  in  the  construction  and  repair  of  suburban 
streets  and  county  roads  outside  of  the  city  proper.  The  price  paid 
for  sheet  asphalt  pavement  during  the  year  was  $1.46  per  square  yard 
and  for  asphalt  block  pavement  $1.64  per  square  yard  The  stand- 
ard specifications  for  laying  sheet  asphalt  and  asphalt  block  pave- 
ments in  the  District  of  Columbia  will  be  found  as  appendixes  to  this 
report.  Owing  to  the  limitation  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  for  sheet 
asphalt  pavement  contained  in  the  District  appropriation  act  for  the 
present  fiscal  year,  it  has  been  impossible  to  the  present  time  to  secure 
any  bid  for  laying  the  pavement  within  the  price  limited.  A  con- 
tract has,  however,  been  let  for  laying  asphalt  block  pavement  at 
$1.76  per  square  yard  on  5-inch  base,  and  $1.60  per  square  yard  on 
4-inch  base. 

There  are  still  a  number  of  streets  in  the  city  paved  with  granite 
block.  The  noise  which  they  cause,  and  the  objection  people  have  to 
using  them,  make  them  a  source  of  complaint  both  from  residents 
and  business  men.  The  latter  state  that  the  existence  of  a  granite 
block  pavement  in  front  of  their  places  of  business  causes  trade  to 
leave  them  and  go  to  merchants  located  on  streets  paved  with  asphalt 
or  other  smooth  pavement.  This  is  believed  to  be  a  fact,  and  if  it 
were  not  that  a  provision  is  contained  in  an  act  of  Congress  directing 
that  streets  paved  with  these  block  shall  not  be  paved  or  otherwise 
improved,  the  Commissioners  would  recommend  the  replacement  of 
all  of  these  pavements  with  asphalt.  To  do  so  would  result  in  econ- 
omy, as  the  block  could  be  used  in  places  where  they  would  not  be 
objectionable  and  at  a  price  which  would  make  a  saving  to  the  Dis- 
trict. This  was  done  by  special  act  of  Congress  in  the  case  of  Seventh 
street  NW.  from  Pennsylvania  avenue  to  New  York  avenue. 

MUNICIPAL  ASPHALT  PLANT. 

On  account  of  the  high  price  now  asked  for  sheet  asphalt  pavement 
the  Commissioners  have  presented  to  Congress  a  plan  for  establishmg 
a  municipal  asphalt  plant. 
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The  desirability  of  such  a  plant  is  somewhat  questionable  as  the 
Commissioners  believe  that  when  practicable  work  should  be  done  by 
contract  as  the  conditions  and  restrictions  usually  made  by  law  on 
work  done  by  the  Government  are  not  as  a  rule  conducive  to  economy. 

If,  however,  the  asphalt  business  in  this  city  tends  to  grow  into  a 
monopoly,  or  if  carried  on  by  but  a  few  firms,  it  is  possible  that  econ- 
omy would  result  from  such  a  plant  or  at  least  the  authority  to  con- 
struct it  would  probably  have  an  influence  to  keep  down  prices. 


bridges. 


The  Connecticut  Avenue  Bridge  crossing  Rock  Creek  has  practically 
been  completed,  the  work  yet  to  be  done  consisting  of  finishing,  plac- 
ing on  railings,  lamp-posts,  pedestals,  etc.  In  addition,  curbing,  side- 
walks, roadway,  etc.,  are  yet  to  be  provided. 

Work  is  progressing  on  the  Anacostia  Bridge,  pier  No.  1  having  been 
constructed  above  high  water  and  piers  Nos.  3  and  4  to  low  water. 
The  amount  of  the  appropriation  expended  during  the  fiscal  year  was 
$60,000.  Plans  are  being  prepared  for  a  plate  girder  bridge  over  Rock 
Creek  on  the  line  of  K  street,  appropriated  for  by  the  last  Congress. 

The  bridge  over  Piney  Branch  on  the  line  of  Sixteenth  street  is 
under  construction. 

The  railroad  bridge  at  New  York  avenue  crossing  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  tracks  is  also  in  course  of  construction. 

SIDEWALKS  AND  ALLEYS. 

About  $220,000  was  expended  in  laying  sidewalks  and  in  paving 
alleys.  The  sidewalks  constructed  were  of  cement.  Alley  pavements 
were  paved  with  asphalt  blocks  or  vitrified  blocks,  these  materials  hav- 
ing proved  by  experience  to  be  the  most  satisfactory  for  the  purpose. 
The  asphalt  block  is  preferable  where  steep  grades  exist  and  a 
smoother  pavement  is  desired.  Vitrified  block  costs  slightly  less  and 
is  less  destructible.  It  is  in  use  generally  in  narrow  alleys  which  are 
liable  to  be  wet  frequently. 

The  cost  of  laying  cement  sidewalks  has  increased  from  about  99 
cents  per  square  yard  during  the  fiscal  year  1906  to  $1.13  per  square 
for  the  present  fiscal  year.  This  increase  of  cost  is  due  to  the  higher 
price  of  cement,  higher  wages  of  workmen,  and  a  more  General  en- 
forcement of  the  eight-hour  law.  It  is  believed  to  be  mo?e  econom- 
ical, however,  to  do  this  work  by  contract  than  for  the  District  to  do 
it  by  day  labor.  There  is  also  another  reason  why  it  is  preferable  to 
do  it  by  contract  and  that  is  that  in  connection  with  the  laying  of  the 
public  sidewalks  it  is  generally  necessary  for  the  property  owners  to 
have  leads  constructed  to  their  houses  and  other  concrete  work  done 
which  they  are  required  to  do  at  their  own  expense,  and  this  can  be 
done  by  the  District  contractor  at  the  same  time  as  he  is  doing  work 
for  the  District  and  at  a  less  cost  to  the  property  owner. 

surveyor's  office. 

The  work  of  this  office  is  continually  increasing  in  volume  It  is 
divided  into  two  c  asses-that  done  for  the  District  of  Cohimbia  and 

f ^1  l°r  P/rt(K PartleS-  The  last-*amed  work  is  covered  by  fees 
the  schedule  of  fees  being  so  arranged  that  all  survey  work  of  the  office 
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done  for  private  parties  is  paid  for  by  such  parties,  leaving  the  munici- 
pal survey  work  to  be  covered  by  appropriations.  The  fees  received 
for  the  year  amounted  to  $17,706.40,  being  an  increase  of  $2,336  over 
the  amount  received  during  the  previous  fiscal  year. 

An  important  work  inaugurated  by  this  office  during  the  year  was 
the  preparation  of  maps  for  designating  parcels  of  land  for  the  purpose 
of  assessment  and  taxation.  This  work  required  the  examination  of 
titles  of  about  90,000  lots  and  parcels  of  land.  The  work  has  now 
been  completed. 

Another  important  work  in  progress  is  the  marking  of  the  District 
line  at  conspicuous  points  where  this  line  is  crossed  by  public  roads  or 
highways.  Within  the  year  more  than  60  such  points  have  been 
marked  with  granite  monuments  weighing  about  200  pounds  each, 
and  with  three-fourths  of  their  length  buried  in  the  ground.  The 
ancient  monuments  showing  the  District  line,  which  were  few  in  num- 
ber, are  fairly  well  preserved  and  were  found  to  be  nearly  all  upon 
true  lines.  Two  of  them,  however,  have  been  moved  from  their  orig- 
inal location — one  a  distance  of  6  feet  and  the  other  L£>  feet. 

TREES  AND  PARKING. 

The  number  of  trees  set  out  during  the  year  was  3,232,  being  an  in- 
crease of  477  over  the  number  planted  in  the  previous  year.  The  num- 
ber of  trees  removed  was  1,326.  The  total  number  of  trees  on  the 
streets  of  the  District  of  Columbia  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  was 
91,243,  being  a  net  increase  of  1,906  over  last  year.  Nine  varieties  of 
trees  were  planted,  namely,  American  elm,  ginko,  American  linden, 
Norway  maple,  soft  maple,  sugar  maple,  European  sycamore,  pin  oak, 
and  red  oak. 

The  superintendent  of  parking  calls  attention  to  the  destruction 
that  will  be  caused  to  trees  by  reason  of  the  enforcement  of  the  deci- 
sion of  the  court  of  appeals  that  the  width  of  roadways  must  not  be 
changed.  The  reason  of  this  is  that  in  years  gone  by,  before  the  use  of 
the  present  improved  system  of  curbs  and  sidewalks,  a  great  many 
trees  were  planted  closer  to  the  curbs  than  is  now  the  practice.  The 
trenches  then  made  for  the  reception  of  the  curbs  offered  soft  earth 
for  the  development  of  the  roots,  and  in  this  way  they  were  encour- 
aged to  grow  toward  the  curb  and  roadway,  and  often  the  roots  in  this 
soft  earth  made  such  vigorous  growth  that  the  curbing  was  forced  out 
of  line  and  the  tree  roots  occupied  the  space  of  the  curbing.  In  im- 
proving some  of  these  streets,  the  curb,  which  is  several  inches  wider 
than  the  old  style  curb,  must  be  set  in  concrete  and  m  order  that  it  may 
be  set  so  as  not  to  narrow  the  roadway  width,  the  tree  roots  must  be 
cut  back  which  means  the  destruction  of  the  tree.  In  some  instances 
a  portion  of  the  main  stem  of  the  tree  must  be  cut  to  make  way  for  the 
curb.  The  superintendent  of  parking  states  that  in  his  daily  inspec- 
tion he  observes  such  trees  destroyed,  or  in  course  of  destruction,  and 
that  they  owe  their  condition  to  no  other  cause  than  the  resetting  of 
the  new  curb  on  the  old  line.  #  m 

The  duty  is  placed  on  the  parking  commission  to  mow  the  grass  and 
other  vegetable  growth  on  the  continuous  parking  strips  between 
sidewalks  and  curbs,  which  involves  quite  a  charge  on  the  small  appro- 
priation made  for  the  care  of  trees.  As  there  is  no  other  appropriation 
available  and  as  it  is  necessary  to  keep  down  the  growth  on  these 
spaces,  a  considerable  sum  has  to  be  used  for  this  purpose. 
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The  appropriation  for  the  care  of  trees  during  the  year  was  $24,000, 
and,  together  with  certain  other  work  done,  chargeable  to  various 
appropriations,  the  total  amount  expended  was  $26,529.58. 

MAIN  AND  PIPE  SEWERS. 

The  total  length  of  main  and  pipe  sewers  constructed  during  the 
year  was  about  15|  miles.  The  total  length  of  sewers  in  the  District 
existing  on  June  30,  1906,  was  484.35  miles,  and  the  total  cost  of  the 
sewer  system  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  was  $14,827,248.34. 


SEWAGE-DISPOSAL  PROJECT. 


The  sewage-disposal  project  is  nearing  completion.  The  substruc- 
ture of  the  sewage  pumping  station  has  been  completed,  and  the 
superstructure  has  been  completed  with  the  exception  of  the  coal 
tower,  which  will  be  constructed  shortly.  It  is  probable  that  a  por- 
tion of  the  machinery  at  this  station  will  be  in  operation  by  next 
spring,  after  which  time  the  work  of  connecting  the  older  sewers  with 
the  trunk  sewers  of  the  sewage-disposal  system  will  be  actively  prose- 
cuted. When  this  is  done,  the  system  will  be  in  service.  This  will 
practically  complete  the  question  of  the  disposal  of  the  sewage,  but 
the  matter  of  the  disposal  of  drainage  water  can  not  be  completed  until 

f>rovision  is  made  by  Congress  for  the  construction  of  dikes  along  the 
ow  portions  of  the  southern  part  of  the  city,  for  which  an  estimate 
has  been  included  this  year.  This  system  of  sewage  disposal  is 
based  upon  the  discharge  of  sewage  from  a  population  of  500,000,  the 
discharge  to  be  made  at  the  bottom  of  the  channel  of  the  Potomac 
River  opposite  Magazine  Point.  The  flow  of  the  Potomac  is  sufficient 
to  dilute  all  such  sewage  discharge  and  render  it  inoffensive.  With 
present  growth  of  the  city  and  District,  it  is  believed  that  this  popula- 
tion of  500,000  will  be  reached  within  a  comparatively  short  period, 
and  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  an  investigation  as  to  future  require- 
ments. 

An  important  feature  noted  in  the  work  of  the  sewer  division  during 
the  year  was  its  increased  cost,  which  is  due  to  the  increased  cost  of 
materials  and  labor. 

SUBURBAN  SEWERS. 

The  appropriation  of  $100,000  made  in  the  District  appropriation 
act  for  the  present  fiscal  year  has  permitted  of  the  extension  of  a  num- 
ber of  service  sewers  mto  the  outlying  districts,  but  in  order  to  ade- 
quately provide  sewage  facilities  for  these  rapidly  growing  sections 
tlie  construction  of  several  trunk  sewers  is  necessary"  to  provide  out-

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The  development  of  the  outlying  parts  of  the  District  is  being  seri- 
ously hampered  by  lack  of  sewer  facilities.  The  Commissioners  ear- 
nestly request  appropriations  for  the  trunk  sewers  recommended  in 
their  estimates. 

BUILDING  AND  BUILDING  INSPECTION. 

The  estimated  value  of  buildings  constructed  during  the  year,  not 
including  buildings  of  the  United  States  Government  and  the  District 
of  Columbia,  is  $11,789,201,  which  is  a  decrease  from  the  estimated 
value  of  buildings  constructed  during  the  previous  year  of  $670,649. 
The  number  of  permits  issued  was  8,208,  an  increase  of  1,679  over  the 
previous  year.  The  number  of  dwelling  houses  constructed  was  1 ,434, 
a  decrease  of  1 14  over  the  previous  year,  and  the  number  of  apartment 
houses  53,  a  decrease  of  15.  Two  hundred  and  eighty-seven  business 
buildings  were  erected  during  the  year.  The  distribution  of  the  value 
of  these  improvements  and  repairs  is  as  follows :

The  average  cost  of  constructing  municipal  buildings  at  the  present 
time  is  about  13  cents  a  cubic  foot,  which  is  the  same  as  the  cost  during 
the  previous  fiscal  year,  but  nearly  double  the  cost  m  1897,  which  was 
about  7  cents  per  cubic  foot.  This  increase  is  due  to  advance  in  price 
of  materials,  the  increased  cost  of  labor,  the  use  of  better  plumbing 
and  heating  systems,  and  better  architectural  treatment  of  the  exterior 
An  increase  in  the  price  of  lumber  during  the  past  fiscal  year  necessitated 
an  additional  appropriation  of  $5,000  each  for  two  school  buildings  m 
course  of  construction,  which  had  been  appropriated  for  during  the 
preceding  year  upon  estimates  based  on  the  price  of  lumber  during 
that  vear 

The  Home  for  the  Aged  and  Infirm  and  the  new  workhouse,  with 
the  exception  of  the  cell  work,  and  the  Cardoza  School  building  were 
completed  shortly  after  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year^  The  foil  owing 
buildings  are  nearing  completion:  The  Industrial  Home  School  for 
Colored  Children,  the  police  court,  and  the  Anthony  Hyde  School. 
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The  receipts  from  permits  issued  during  the  year  amounted  to 
„,042,  an  increase  of  $634  over  the  previous  year.  About  5,000 
buildings  were  erected  or  altered  under  permits  issued  by  the  building 
inspector,  and  to  look  after  these  constructions  but  eight  assistant 
inspectors  were  available.  These  inspectors  made  54,057  visits  to  the 
buildings,  or  about  11  visits  for  each  piece  of  work.  This  is  more 
than  20  inspection  a  day  for  each  man.  The  number  of  inspectors  is 
not  sufficient  to  give  the  work  the  necessary  supervision  and  care. 
These  figures  are  gjhren  to  demonstrate  the  inadequacy  of  the  present 
inspection  force.  The  number  of  visits  to  each  building  should  be 
doubled  and  the  force  so  increased  that  each  man  could  make  ten 
thorough  inspections  instead  of  20  hasty  and  unsatisfactory  calls  at 
each  building,  as  at  present. 

Tiro  inspectors  are  detailed  on  elevators  and  fire  escapes  and  at  the 
same  time  assist  in  the  inspection  of  engines,  boilers,  gasoline  tanks, 
heating  apparatus,  hotels,  theaters,  etc.,  and  in  general  all  buildings 
used  for  purposes  requiring  licenses,  where  the  public  safety  is  con- 
cerned. Eight  hundred  such  inspections  were  made  during  the  year. 
The  law  passed  at  the  last  session  of  Congress  requiring  fire  escapes  on 
certain  buildings  would  require  the  entire  time  of  these  inspectors,  but 
they  can  not  neglect  their  other  work.  This  work  must  be  done  by 
other  inspectors  at  the  sacrifice  of  supervision  of  buildings,  as  no  extra 
help  was  allowed  by  Congress  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  that  law. 
This  work  of  carrying  out  the  act  of  Congress  is  therefore  proceeding 
very  slowly. 

The  inspector  of  buildings  renews  his  recommendation  for  an  in- 
spector of  heating  apparatus,  the  necessity  of  which  was  referred  to  in 
the  report  of  the  previous  fiscal  year,  and  the  Commissioners  approve 
the  recommendation. 

He  also  recommends  that  all  the  assistant  inspectors  of  buildings  be 
rated  at  $1,200  each  per  annum.  These  men  do  the  same  class  of 
work,  and  five  of  them  get  $1,200  and  five  $1,000  per  annum.  It  is 
difficult  to  keep  good  men  even  at  $1,200  per  annum,  and  practically 
impossible  to  get  the  proper  class  of  inspectors  at  $1,000  per  annum. 

The  Commissioners  invite  attention  to  the  portion  of  the  building 
inspector's  report  regarding  the  licensing  of  architects  and  builders. 

Ine  Commissioners  recognizing  the  fact  that  the  building  regula- 
tions were  in  need  of  revision  in  order  to  meet  modern  conditions  ap- 
pointed a  committee  of  prominent  citizens  representing  the  various 
trades  and  professions  engaged  in  building  work,  which  committee 
agreed  to  serve  without  compensation.  The  committee  is  now  at 
work  in  revising  the  regulations,  and  it  is  hoped  to  have  the  revised 
regulations  completed  during  the  present  fiscal  year

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REPAIR  WORK. 

The  amount  expended  in  repair  work  on  school  buildings  and 
grounds,  engine  houses  and  police  stations,  was  $79,750.  The  greater 
part  of  this  work  consisted  of  small  jobs,  which  were  executed  by  day 
labor  under  the  supervision  of  the  superintendent  of  repairs.  Most 
of  the  work  is  done  during  the  months  of  July,  August,  September, 
October,  and  November,  when  the  schools  are  not  in  session,  and  dur- 
ing that  period  170  mechanics  are  employed.  The  repair  work  has 
increased  in  cost  due  to  the  increased  rates  of  labor,  the  mechanics 
employed  on  this  work  being  paid  the  same  wages  as  those  given  by 
contractors  and  builders.  It  is  impossible  with  the  present  appropria- 
tions to  keep  these  buildings  in  an  economical  and  satisfactory  state 
of  repair. 

PLUMBING  BOARD. 

In  accordance  with  legislation  recommended  at  the  last  session  of 
Congress,  the  membership  of  the  plumbing  board  was  reduced  from 
five  to  three  members,  to  take  effect  July  1,  1906.  This  resulted  in  a 
saving  of  $600  per  annum,  and  at  the  same  time  provided  a  better  or- 
ganization. During  the  past  fiscal  year  the  board  held  25  sessions 
and  examined  46  applicants. 

PLUMBING  AND  PLUMBING  INSPECTION. 

During  the  year  the  plumbing  office  made  30,185  inspections,  which 
was  an  increase  of  2,848  over  the  inspections  for  the  preceding  year. 
These  inspections  increase  every  year,  while  the  force  of  the  office  re- 
mains the  same.  As  all  plumbing  work  has  to  be  inspected  before  it 
can  be  covered  in,  delay  has  been  occasioned  to  plumbers  by  reason  of 
the  inadequate  force.  This  condition  could  be  relieved  by  the  author- 
ization by  Congress  of  the  employment  of  additional  temporary  men 
during  the  busy  season  for  which  the  Commissioners  have  submitted 
an  estimate  of  $2,400. 

It  is  recommended  in  the  case  of  the  assistant  inspectors  of  plumb- 
ing, as  in  the  case  of  the  assistant  building  inspectors  that  their  com- 
pensation should  be  increased  from  $1,000  to  $1,200  per  annum,  the 
same  reason  for  an  increase  applying  to  both  cases. 

In  addition  to  the  inspection  of  private  plumbing  work  this  office 
also  has  charge  of  the  installation  of  repairs  to  and  changes  in  plumb- 
ing in  the  older  school  buildings  for  which  the  office  prepares  plans 
and  sees  to  the  proper  execution  of  contracts.  An  appropriation  of 
$40,000  was  made  for  this  purpose  during  the  year  and  the  statement 
of  how  it  was  expended  is  given  in  the  report  of  the  inspector  of  plumb- 
ing. Great  improvement  is  being  made  in  the  sanitary  condition  of 
the  older  school  buildings  under  this  appropriation.  This  office  also 
has  charge  of  installing  plumbing  in  private  residences  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  drainage  act,  where,  after  due  notice,  the  plumbing  is 
not  installed  by  the  property  owners.  The  work  is  done  and  the  cost 
assessed  against  the  property. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCE  STATIONS. 

The  two  public  convenience  stations  authorized  by  Congress  are 
under  construction.  One  is  located  above  ground  at  the  southwest 
corner  of  Pennsylvania  avenue  and  Seventh  street  NW.,  and  is  nearing 
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completion,  and  the  other,  which  is  an  underground  station,  is  located 
in  reservation  No.  33,  bounded  by  Pennsylvania  avenue,  E  street  and 
Thirteenth  and  Fourteenth  streets  NW.,  and  it  is  expected  will  be 
completed  shortly  after  the  beginning  of  the  next  calendar  year. 

PUBLIC  BATHS. 

It  is  believed  by  the  Commissioners  that  public  bath  houses  should 
be  established,  such  as -exist  in  other  modern  municipalities. 

PERMIT  CLERK. 

The  permits  issued  by  the  permit  clerk  during  the  year  amounted 
to  16,019,  an  increase  of  more  than  2,000  over  those  issued  in  the 
previous  year,  and  the  amount  of  fees  collected  by  his  office  shows 
an  increase  of  $978  over  that  received  during  the  previous  year,  the 
total  amount  received  being  $10,496.  The  permit  clerk  is  a  member 
and  secretary  of  the  automobile  board. 

STREET  AND  ALLEY  EXTENSIONS. 

The  street  extension  office,  in  addition  to  preparing  plats  and  esti- 
mates for  street  extensions  and  the  opening  of  alleys  and  minor  streets, 
also  conducts  negotiations  for  acquiring  all  land  authorized  to  be 
acquired  for  municipal  purposes,  including  sites  for  public  buildings 
and  rights  of  ways  for  public  constructions.  It  prepares  all  the  plats 
and  descriptions  necessary  for  instituting  condemnation  proceedings 
for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  land.  The  following  streets  were  author- 
ized to  be  extended  during  the  fiscal  year  1906:  M  street  east  of 
Bladensburg  road ;  T  street,  Lincoln  road  to  Twenty-second  street  E. ; 
Kalorama  road  and  Prescott  place,  joining;  Rittenhouse,  west  of 
Broad  branch  road ;  Nineteenth,  Woodlev  road  to  Biltmore  street ;  and 
Kalorama  road  through  Little  estate. 

In  addition  to  these,  alleys  and  minor  streets  were  opened  and 
various  rights  of  way  acquired,  as  shown  in  the  report  of  the  assistant 
engineer  in  charge.  At  the  last  session  of  Congress  an  additional 
appropriation  of  $50,000  was  granted,  payable  from  District  reve- 
nues, for  carrying  on  in  a  more  extensive  manner  the  conversion  of 
various  inhabited  alleys  into  minor  streets.  This  is  a  very  necessarv 
civic  measure  m  order  to  eradicate  the  deplorable  conditions  existing 
in  some  of  the  inhabited  alleys  in  the  city  of  Washington.  The 
appropriation  did  not  become  available  until  after  the  close  of  the

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STREET  RAILWAYS. 

No  new  street  railway  measures  were  passed  by  the  last  Congress, 
although  changes  in  the  present  street  railway  system  in  order  to 
meet  the  new  conditions  created  by  the  location  of  the  Union  Station 
were  recommended  by  the  Commissioners.  Due  to  this  failure,  the  use 
of  the  Union  Station  by  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company, 
which  was  proposed  by  the  1st  of  September,  1906,  was  abandoned, 
and  it  is  earnestly  recommended  that  some  legislation  authorizing 
existing  lines  to  extend  to  the  Union  Station  be  enacted. 

WATER  FRONT. 

An  appropriation  of  $2,500  was  made  in  the  appropriation  act  for 
the  fiscal  year  1907  for  preparing  a  survey  and  plat  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  water  front  along  the  Washington  channel  of  the  Poto- 
mac River.  This  appropriation  became  available  on  July  1,  1906, 
and  steps  were  immediately  taken  to  begin  the  survey.  Information 
has  been  secured  from  the  cities  of  Boston,  New  York,  Philadelphia, 
and  Baltimore  regarding  the  methods  used  in  those  cities  for  con- 
structing docks  and  the  regulations  under  which  they  are  leased,  and 
a  report  with  survey  and  plans  will  be  submitted  to  Congress  at  the 
earliest  practicable  date.  The  revenues  from  wharf  leases  during  the 
year  amounted  to  $17,246.67,  which  is  a  slight  increase  over  the 
amount  received  during  the  previous  fiscal  year. 

Owing  to  the  construction  of  a  sewer  along  the  east  bank  of  James 
Creek  Canal,  a  portion  of  this  canal  above  L  street  was  required  to  be 
abandoned  by  the  occupants  as  the  plans  provided  for  the  closing 
of  the  waterway  above  this  point.  The  canal  will  be  continued  open, 
however,  from  L  street  to  the  river  until  Congress  appropriates 
money  for  the  construction  of  a  dike  along  the  line  of  N  street  south, 
which  is  projected  in  connection  with  the  sewage-disposal  plans. 

The  Commissioners  continue  to  make  leases  for  wharf  property 
along  the  Anacostia  River  at  the  foot  of  streets,  but  the  question  of 
their  right  to  make  leases  for  the  balance  of  the  frontage  between 
streets  still  remains  unsettled,  due  to  the  uncertainty  as  to  the  public 
and  private  riparian  rights  along  this  frontage,  and  they  would  again 
renew  the  recommendation  made  in  their  last  annual  report  that  some 
legal  proceedings  be  instituted  to  determine  the  ownership  of  these 
riparian  rights.  In  order  to  permit  of  the  expansion  called  for  by  the 
growth  of  the  city  and  District,  this  matter  should  be  definitely  set- 
tled This  water  frontage  is  very  valuable  commercially,  and  now 
the  Commissioners  can  neither  lease  the  privilege  nor  authorize 
private  owners  to  construct  wharves  along  the  frontage.  The  settle- 
ment of  this  question  would  also  be  necessary  bef  ore  any  action  could 
be  taken  to  reclaim  the  flats  of  the  Anacostia  River. 

WATER  MAINS. 

/  "     .  • 

About  114  miles  of  water  mains  were  added  to  the  water-distribu- 
tion system  during  the  year.   The  total  mileage  of  mains  is  436. 

Thirtv-eight  new  fire  hydrants,  3  public  hydrants,  and  4  horse 
fountains  were  erected.  There  are  2,258  fire  hydrants,  299  public 
hvdrants,  and  106  horse  fountains  now  m  use.  There  were  53  shallow 
wells  and  32  deep  wells  in  service  at  the  end  of  the  year,  3  ot  the 
former  and  8  of  the  latter  having  been  abandoned. 
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WATER  METERS. 

In  the  District  appropriation  act  for  the  fiscal  year  1907  an  item 
of  $100,000  was  included  for  the  purchase  and  installation  of  water 
meters  to  be  placed  in  such  private  residences  as  might  be  directed 
by  the  Commissioners,  the  meters  to  remain  the  property  of  the  Dis- 
trict. This  appropriation  was  payable  one-half  from  the  revenues 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  and  one-half  by  the  United  States  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  appropriations,  but  was  required  to  be  repaid 
from  water  revenues  at  the  rate  of  $20,000  per  year,  beginning  with 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1908. 

This  action  of  Congress  established  the  policy  of  installing  meters 
in  private  residences,  but  at  the  rate  at  which  the  appropriation  was 
made  it  will  be  from  five  to  seven  years  before  all  such  residences 
will  be  supplied  with  meters,  as  the  cost  will  be  from  $500,000  to 
$750,000.  A  contract  has  been  let  for  furnishing  these  meters  and 
a  force  organized  to  install  them.  The  Commissioners  are  in  receipt 
of  numerous  requests  from  citizens  to  have  the  meters  installed,  and 
it  is  their  intention  to  comply  with  all  such  requests  as  far  as  practi- 
cable and,  in  addition,  to  select  a  portion  of  the  city  in  which  to  begin 
the  installation.    About  4,000  such  meters  will  be  installed  this  year. 

It  is  required  by  law  that  all  large  consumers  shall  place  water 
meters  in  their  premises  at  their  own  expense.  Such  large  consumers 
are  determined  to  be  those  where  the  water  rent  amounts  to  over 
$25  per  annum.  Two  thousand  four  hundred  and  one  water  meters 
of  various  sizes  and  kinds  are  now  in  use  in  the  District,  which  is  an 
increase  of  297  over  the  previous  year. 

The  advantage  of  installing  meters  in  private  residences  was  dem- 
onstrated by  experience  during  the  year  in  installing  such  meters  in 
squares  234,  235,  and  236.  A  test  made  of  these  squares  prior  to 
the  installation  of  the  meters  showed  an  average  daily  consumption 
and  waste  of  about  830  gallons  in  each  premises.  Under  the  meter 
system  this  has  been  decreased  30  per  cent  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  the  consumption  showed  an  average  of  about  573  gallons  for 
each  premises.  This  consumption  will  probably  decrease  about  10 
per  cent  more,  as  the  use  of  water  during  the  first  three  months  was 
excessive  and  will  be  reduced  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  users 
used  n   that  they  are  char£ed  for  all  the  water  unnecessarily 

As  a  further  step  toward  the  economical  use  of  water  the  Com- 
missioners recommend  that  meters  be  placed  in  all  Government 
buildings.  A  measurement  covering  but  a  short  time  in  each  case 
was  made  under  an  act  of  Congress  of  the  water  used  in  these  build-

ADDITIONAL  WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Commissioners  again  invite  attention  to  the  necessitv  of  f„r 

rot'  a fIt by  the 

Ureat  *  alls  t0  the  Clty-   The  present  conduit  was  built  in  1854 
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and  the  consumption  of  water,  which  has  constantly  increased  with 
the  growth  of  the  city  and  District,  has  been  such  that  the  capacity 
of  the  conduit  has  practically  been  reached.  In  addition  the  con- 
duit, on  account  of  its  great  age,  is  not  in  as  good  condition  as  it 
should  be,  and  if  any  accident  should  happen  to  it,  which  is  possible, 
it  would  mean  that  the  entire  water  supply  of  the  District  would 
be  cut  off  until  repairs  could  be  made. 

The  ultimate  capacity  of  the  conduit  is  about  90,000,000  gallons 
per  day  and  the  average  daily  consumption  more  than  68,000,000 
gallons.  During  the  cold  winter  season  of  last  year  the  consump- 
tion reached  106,000,000  gallons  for  a  few  days,  resulting  in  lowering 
the  water  level  in  the  reservoirs  five  feet.  This  extraordinary  con- 
sumption was  due  to  a  period  of  cold  weather,  when  it  is  the  practice 
of  property  owners  to  allow  their  faucets  to  run  in  order  to  prevent 
freezing,  a  thing  they  would  probably  not  do  were  the  water  charged 
for  by  meter  rates.  It  is  believed  by  the  Commissioners  that  if  such 
a  condition  arose  during  the  present  winter  there  would  be  a  partial 
water  famine.  In  making  this  statement,  the  Commissioners  do  not 
desire  to  create  any  unnecessary  alarm,  but  they  have  been  for  some 
years  inviting  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  matter  of  additional 
water  supply,  and  they  believe  that  steps  should  be  taken  to  lay  an 
additional  conduit  from  Great  Falls  without  delay.  Even  when 
the  rate  of  consumption  is  lowered,  which  it  is  believed  will  be  done 
by  the  installation  of  water  meters  in  residences,  it  would  still  be 
necessary  to  provide  for  this  conduit,  both  on  account  of  the  rapidly 
increasing  population  and  because  the  present  conduit  may  fail  at 
any  time  by  reason  of  its  great  age. 

While  the  present  system  of  mains  for  distributing  water  in  the 
District  of  Columbia  is  satisfactory,  the  limit  of  capacity  of  these 
mains  and,  on  some  of  the  services,  of  the  present  pumping  plant 
will  soon  be  reached.  The  following  are  certain  projected  works  of 
extending  the  system  of  water  distribution : 

A  gravity  main  from  Sixth  and  I  streets  NW.  to  the  Washington 
Barracks,  estimated  cost  of  $35,500.  No  work  had  been  done  on 
this  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  but  work  is  now  in  progress  and 
will  be  completed  probably  during  the  present  fiscal  year. 

A  force  main  from  the  District  pumping  station  to  Woodley  road 
and  Wisconsin  avenue  to  connect  with  main  from  Reno  reservoir, 
estimated  cost  $95,000.  The  present  main  on  this  service  is  only 
12  inches  in  diameter,  and  the  limit  of  its  capacity  has  been  nearly 
reached.  This  service  supplies  Tenleytown,  Takoma  Park,  Petworth, 
and  the  National  Soldiers'  Home.  A  line  for  this  main  has  been 
surveyed  and  platted. 

A  new  pump  of  30,000,000  gallons  capacity  for  the  first  high-service 
system  has  been  contracted  for  at  a  cost  of  $80,000.  As  this  service 
system  has  no  reservoir,  the  full  capacity  must  be  maintained  in  the 
pumps  now  in  service,  and  as  a  pump  of  this  size  will  require  about 
two  years  to  build  and  install,  it  is  necessary  that  early  steps  be  taken 
to  provide  extra  capacity. 

A  main  from  the  city  to  Anacostia  and  Congress  Heights,  estimated 
cost  of  $120,000.  Anacostia  is  at  present  supplied  with  water  through 
one  line  of  12-inch  main  across  the  Pennsylvania  avenue  bridge,  and 
if  any  injury  should  happen  to  this  main  it  would  leave  that  whole 
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section  without  water.  Congress  Heights  is  without  any  water  sup- 
ply whatever,  except  that  derived  from  wells. 

Pumping  station  in  Anacostia  with  partial  equipment,  estimated 
cost  of  $35,000.  The  present  water  pressures  are  insufficient  to  sup- 
ply the  higher  areas  beyond  the  E astern  Branch. 

A  main  to  Benning,  1).  C,  estimated  cost  $50,000.  This  section  is 
at  present  without  public  water  supply. 

A  gravity  main  from  the  reservoir  north  and  east  of  Capitol  Hill, 
estimated  cost  $302,000. 

A  gravity  main  from  Sixth. and  I  streets  NW.  to  Virginia  avenue 
and  Twenty-second  street,  estimated  cost  $91,000. 

In  addition  to  these  within  a  few  years  it  will  be  necessary  to  erect 
an  additional  pumping  engine  for  the  second  high-service  system, 
estimated  cost  $80,000.  Further  minor  extensions  and  improvements 
will  be  also  necessary,  bringing  the  cost  up  to  about  $1,000,000, 
exclusive  of  smaller  mains  laid  under  the  assessment  system.  It  is 
expected  that  all  of  this  should  be  gradually  completed  within  about 
ten  years  and  that  the  income  from  water  rents  will  be  sufficient  to 
pay  for  the  improvements. 

Existing  law  provides  that  the  cost  of  supplying  water  to  the 
inhabitants  of  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  be  paid  entirely  from 
revenues  of  the  water  department.  These  revenues  are  made  up 
from  water  rents  and  assessments  for  water  mains.  Generally  the 
assessments  for  service  mains  cover  the  cost  of  the  mains  and  do- not 
provide  for  the  large  trunk  systems,  pumping  plants,  etc.  The  cost 
of  these  has  to  be  borne  from  the  water  rents.  The  water  service 
has  in  late  years  been  increasing  rapidly.  In  1896  only  4,000,000 
gallons  per  day  were  pumped.  During  the  last  fiscal  year  (1906) 
25,000,000  gallons  per  day  were  pumped. 

In  order  to  meet  the  expenses  mentioned  above,  it  has' been  neces- 
sary to  increase  the  water  rates  about  25  per  cent,  this  increase 
taking  effect  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  fiscal  year.  It  is  esti- 
mated that  with  this  increase  of  rates  the  revenues  will  amount  to 
$453,000,  which  will  make  a  per  capita  rate  of  $1.41. 

WATER  REVENUES. 

During  the  year  1,686  additional  buildings  were  connected  with  the 
public  water  system,  making  the  total  number  of  buildings  so  con- 
nected 253,936.  With  the  growth  of  the  District  the  work  <rf  th  s 
office  increases,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  comparative  statement  of  reve- 
nues oriven  in  the  annual  report  of  the  water  registrar  The  office 
must  :keep  a  constant  inspection  of  premises  to  prevent  leakage  and 
wastage  of  water.  The  amount  of  loss  can  be  seen  when  it  isftated 
that  of  81  417  inspections  made  for  leaks  and  wastage  leaks  were 
found  in  22,782  cases,  or  18,549  premises.  This  show^LuWe  k  a 
leakage  or  wastage  m  about  one  out  of  everv  five  houses  mile  it  is

±ftwStmg  °nb-  m  a  W  driP  from  faucets,  such  a  right wast- 
age *hen  it  occurs  in  such  a  large  number  of  premises  renrcspntr« 
very  large  quantity  of  water  used  unnecessarily     When the ^cTst  of 
urnishing  water  has  been  so  much  increased  by  the  cons  traction  of 

every  gallon  of  water  wasted  represents  a  corresponding  waste  of 
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money.  When  a  waste  of  water  is  found  the  responsible  party  is 
notified  to  have  it  stopped  and  informed  that  unless  he  does  the  water 
will  be  cut  off.  It  is  seldom  that  such  action  has  to  be  taken,  but  not 
only  is  authority  given  by  law  to  do  this  but  the  offending  party  may 
be  prosecuted  in  the  police  court. 

TRANSFER  OF  THE  WASHINGTON  AQUEDUCT  AND  FILTRATION  PLANT 

TO  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

The  Commissioners  repeat  the  recommendation  made  in  their  report 
of  last  year  for  the  transfer  from  the  War  Department  to  the  Board 
of  Commissioners  of  the  jurisdiction  and  control  over  the  Washington 
Aqueduct  and  the  filtration  plant.  The  filtration  plant  is  practically 
completed,  and  the  present  time  is  opportune  for  making  the  transfer. 
It  would  be  much  better  administration  for  the  entire  water  supply 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  to  be  under  one  control  rather  than  to  be 
divided  as  it  is  at  present,  causing  division  of  responsibility,  work 
necessarily  to  be  duplicated,  and  additional  employees  to  be  necessary. 
Part  of  the  water  mains  throughout  the  District  are  under  the  control  of 
the  War  Department  and  part  under  the  control  of  the  Commissioners, 
the  water  flowing  from  one  to  the  other  and  back,  in  supplying  the 
Government  buildings  and  private  establishments.  Manifestly  better 
results  would  be  obtained  if  all  the  water  supply  were  under  one  con- 
trol and  with  one  responsibility.  The  Chief  of  Engineers,  United 
States  Army,  under  whose  control  the  Washington  Aqueduct  and  the 
filtration  plant  now  are,  has  for  several  years  recommended  such  a 
transfer.  As  an  indication  of  the  inconvenience  resulting  from  the 
present  divided  control,  the  Commissioners  would  cite  the  case  of  the 
Conduit  road,  the  control  of  which  is  now  under  the  Chief  of  Engi- 
neers. To  all  intents  and  purposes  this  is  a  public  road,  but  the  Com- 
missioners have  been  informed  by  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury 
that  they  can  not  expend  public  funds  in  maintaining  and  lighting  the 
road,  and  it  is  also  impossible  to  collect  assessments  for  furnishing 
sewer  and  water  facilities  to  private  property  abutting  on  the  road, 
so  that  under  the  law  these  can  not  be  laid.  *  This,  as  can  readily  be 
seen,  withdraws  from  the  property  owners  abutting  on  the  road  cer- 
tain municipal  advantages  to  which  they  are  entitled,  and  it  also  is 
the  cause  of  nuisances  along  the  road  caused  by  reason  of  lack  of 
drainage  facilities. 

It  is  thought  both  by  the  Chief  of  Engineers  and  the  Commission- 
ers that  the  change  will  result  in  more  satisfactory  service,  concentra- 
tion of  responsibility,  and  considerable  economy  in  maintenance. 

ROCK  CREEK  PARK. 

The  appropriation  for  Rock  Creek  Park  for  the  year  was  $13,300 
and  was  expended  generally  in  the  maintenance  of  the  park,  very  little 
of  it  being  used  for  new  construction.  A  good  deal  of  work  was  done 
in  the  way  of  cutting  paths  through  the  woods  and  in  clearing  out. 
underbrush.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  board  of  control  in  charge  of 
the  park,  which  consists  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers  of  the  United 
States  Army  and  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  to 
recommend  only  such  appropriations  at  present  as  are  necessary  to 
maintain  existing  improvements  in  the  park  and  to  open  up  to  pedes- 
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trian  travel  such  portions  as  are  at  present  inaccessible.  The  idea 
is  to  keep  the  park  in  as  near  a  state  of  nature  as  possible.  The  Com- 
missioners would  again  recommend,  however,  the  acquisition  of  small 
parcels  of  land  necessary  for  rounding  out  the  lines  of  the  park  and 
protecting  what  is  already  park  land.  They  prepared  and  submitted 
to  Congress  at  its  last  session  a  bill  to  acquire  the  valley  of  Piney 
Branch  from  Sixteenth  street  to  the  park  limits,  but  this  bill  failed  of 
passage.  A  bill  was  also  introduced  last  year,  and  favorably  reported 
upon  bv  the  Commissioners,  to  acquire  additional  land  for  the  park 
on  the  line  of  Massachusetts  avenue  extended,  containing  about  100 
acres,  at  a  cost  of  about  $433,000,  but  the  bill  did  not  become  a  law. 

The  amount  needed  for  maintenance  during  the  fiscal  year  1908  is 
estimated  at  $15,000,  which  is  the  amount  that  was  appropriated  for 
the  year  1907. 

SIXTEENTH  STREET  BOULEVARD. 

The  Commissioners  again  urge  the  desirability  of  legislation  with 
the  object  of  preserving  Sixteenth  street  as  a  permanent  residence 
street  and  the  limiting  to  a  still  greater  degree  or  the  height  of  build- 
ings along  that  thoroughfare.  The  development  of  Sixteenth  street  as 
a  great  boulevard  is  deserving  of  the  most  careful  consideration  at  the 
present  time,  and  parks  along  its  length  are  extremely  desirable. 
There  seems  to  be  a  prospect  of  the  establishment  of  a  large  park  on 
the  hill  north  of  Florida  avenue,  and  Congress  at  its  last  session  pro- 
vided for  two  small  parks  farther  out,  which  are  now  beins;  acquired. 


PARKS. 


The  Commissioners  again  invite  attention  to  the  desirability  of  ex- 
tending throughout  the  District  the  s}-stem  of  small  parks,  such  as  now 
exist  within  the  city  limits.  When  the  city  of  Washington  was  estab- 
lished parks  and  reservations  were  laid  out  in  the  city,  but  beyond 
Monda  avenue,  the  old  city  boundarv,  practically  no  such  parks  exist 
With  the  exception  of  Rock  Creek  Park,  bought  about  ten  years  ago, 
practically  nothing  has  been  done  to  extend  bevond  Florida  avenue 
the  system  applied  so  successfully  in  laying  out  the  city.  The  beauty 
ot  the  city  of  \\  ashington,  as  well  as  the  health  of  its  inhabitants  de- 
pends very  largely  upon  these  parks,  and  it  would  seem  extremely 
desirable  that  a  system  of  parks  should  extend  throughout  the  District  as

amount  ot  vacant  ground  is  becoming  smaller  each  year.  Immediate 
action  in  this  matter  would  seem  desirable  "umeaiaie 
Steps  toward  the  establishment  of  a  general  park  system  throughout 
the  .District  similar  to  what  is  being  done  by  almost  everv  lar"e  cUv 
in  the  United  States  should  be  undertaken  as  soon  as^racticable 
especial  y  a,  to  the  purchase  of  the  necessary  land.    Ever^  ci  zen  0f 
he  t  n.ted  States  must  be  interested  in  the  beauty  of  wlshlnZn  "nd 
n  k  eping  up  the  high  standard  set  by  those  w&  original  ylaia  out 
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TRANSFER  OF  CONTROL  OF  PARKS  TO  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

The  Commissioners  again  recommend  that  the  system  of  parks  in 
the  city  of  Washington,  exclusive  of  the  grounds  around  the  White 
House  and  the  Government  buildings,  be  transferred  from  the  Chief 
of  Engineers  to  the  Commissioners,  or  to  a  board  of  control  such  as 
that  which  has  charge  of  Rock  Creek  Park,  and  which  consists  of  the 
Chief  of  Engineers,  United  States  Army,  and  the  Commissioners.  The 
cost  of  maintaining  these  parks  is  borne,  one-half  by  the  citizens  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  and  the  other  half  by  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment; and  it  would  seem  but  proper  that  the  Commissioners,  who 
are  responsible  for  the  collection  of  District  revenues,  as  well  as  the 
recommendation  of  their  judicious  expenditure,  should  have  the  con- 
trol of  estimating  for  and  the  expending  of  funds  on  these  parks.  The 
Commissioners,  in  preparing  their  estimates  to  Congress,  have  to  take 
into  consideration  the  amount  of  the  District  revenues  and  to  base 
their  recommendations  upon  the  necessities  of  the  case  and  the  amount 
of  money  available.  In  doing  this  they  are  very  often  compelled  to 
forego  some  necessary  public  improvements  by  reason  of  the  fact  that 
the  revenues  at  the  particular  time  do  not  warrant  such  expenditure. 
The  estimates  for  parks,  however,  are  made  up  under  the  direction  of 
the  Chief  of  Engineers,  United  States  Army,  who  has  no  immediate 
knowledge  of  the  revenues  of  the  District,  and  who  can  not  therefore 
base  his  recommendations  upon  the  amount  of  money  that  can  be 
reasonably  expended  for  park  purposes.  If  the  control  of  the  parks 
were  under  the  Commissioners,  however,  the  park  system  could  be 
considered  together  with  other  public  improvements  and  the  parks 
given  their  relative  share  of  the  money  available.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 


Washington,  November  1,  1906. 

Gentlemen  :  Copies  of  the  orders  of  a  general  nature  passed  by 
the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  during  the 
fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1906,  are  herewith  submitted  for  the  infor- 
mation of  Congress,  pursuant  to  the  requirements  of  the  organic  act 
of  June  11,  1878. 

No  special  occasion  appears  for  recommendation  for  change  in  the 
methods  of  business  of  this  office,  except  as  has  been  outlined  in  pre- 
vious reports,  but  the  office  is  seriously  hindered  by  the  drafts  upon 
its  clerical  and  messenger  force  for  services  not  germane  to  its  specific 
duties.  Whatever  room  there  may  be  for  theoretical  improvement 
in  those  methods,  the  office  suffers  no  practical  difficulty  with  the 
present  system,  which,  with  the  aid  of  the  intelligent  suggestions  of 
the  office  force,  is  modified  from  time  to  time  to  meet  exigencies  as 
they  arise. 

I  take  pleasure  in  expressing  my  acknowledgments  to  the  personnel 
in  the  office  for  the  zeal,  fidelity,  and  public  spirit  which  tney  have 
manifested,  and  which  has  rendered  the  conduct  of  the  office  business 
efficient,  as  well  as  satisfactory  to  the  public.

ORDERS  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 


October  18,  1905. 

That  article  7  of  the  police  regulations  of  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  a  new  section,  to  be  known 
as  section  5a,  as  follows : 

"Any  person  keeping,  owning  or  controlling  any  fowl,  who  shall 
permit  or  allow  the  same  to  run  on  any  inclosed  parking  within  the 
District  of  Columbia,  or  who  shall  place  any  fowl-coop,  crate,  or  other 
receptacle  on  any  inclosed  parking  within  said  District,  whether  any 
fowl  be  confined  in  such  coop,  crate  or  receptacle  at  the  time  the  same 
is  on  such  parking  or  not,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  not  less  than  two  dollars  nor  more  than  five  dollars  for  each 
and  every  offence;  provided,  that  this  regulation  shall  not  interfere 
with  the  right  of  owners  or  occupants  of  stores  on  business  streets  or 
avenues  to  displav  fowls  under  the  provisions  of  section  5,  article  12 
of  the  police  regulations."  ' 

.        .  November  10,  1905. 

That  section  5  of  article  10  of  the  police  regulations  of  the  District 
^mJ™]".*  18  hereby  amended  to  read  as  folfows : 
1  he  drivers  of  vehicles  in  motion  and  following  each  other  on  anv 
street,  avenue  or  alley  within  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  mZtZ 
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a  clear  interval  of  not  less  than  fifteen  feet  between  every  two  consec- 
utive carriages,  carts  or  wagons,  including  the  animals  drawing  the 
same;  and  the  driver  of  every  carriage,  cart  or  other  vehicle  shall  at 
all  times  keep  either  upon  the  seat  thereof,  or  at  the  head  of  the  ani- 
mal or  team  drawing  the  same,  and  shall  at  all  times  be  on  the  lookout, 
and  also  shall  guard  against  the  running  away  of  such  animal  or  team. 
Vehicles  shall  not  be  allowed  to  stand  or  be  driven  two  or  more 
abreast  on  either  side  of  streets  upon  which  are  double  street-car 
tracks,  unless  the  roadway  is  more  than  fifty  feet  wide." 


November  23,  1905. 
That  section  33  of  the  building  regulations  of  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia is  hereby  stricken  out,  and  that  the  following,  to  be  known  as 
section  33  of  the  building  regulations  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  is 
substituted  in  lieu  thereof,  to  take  effect  on  and  after  December  1, 
1905,  viz: 

"LIGHT  AND  VENTILATION. 

"Par.  A.  Every  building  hereafter  erected  in  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia shall  have  sufficient  light  and  ventilation  for  the  purposes  for 
which  it  is  to  be  used,  and  in  the  determination  of  the  sufficiency  of 
light  and  ventilation,  due  consideration  will  be  given  to  the  permissible 
construction  on  adjacent  lots  or  parcels  of  land  of  buildings  authorized 
by  the  building  regulations. 

"  Par.  B.  Every  building  hereafter  erected,  designed  for  habitation, 
except  stables  fronting  on  an  alley  or  alleys,  shall  be  constructed  so 
as  not  to  occupy  more  than  ninety  per  centum  of  a  corner  lot  and 
seventy-five  per  centum  of  an  interior  lot,  provided  that  if  such 
building  is  adjacent  to  a  public  alley  or  alleys  either  on  its  rear  or 
any  side,  or  on  both  rear,  side  or  sides,  half  the  width  of  the  alley  or 
alleys  on  which  such  building  abuts  may  be  considered  in  calculating 
the  area  of  lot  or  lots  or  parcel  of  ground  permitted  to  be  built  over; 
provided,  that  no  building  on  any  interior  lot  or  parcel  of  ground  shall 
occupy  more  than  ninety  per  centum  of  the  area  of  such  lot  or  parcel 
of  ground ;  and  provided  further,  that  wherever  building  restriction 
lines  exist  that  portion  of  every  lot  or  lots  or  parcel  of  ground  between 
such  building  restriction  line  or  lines  and  the  street  line  shall  not  be 
considered  in  computing  the  per  centum  of  area  herein  permitted  to  be 
occupied  by  any  building  or  buildings ;  and  the  area  occupied  by  shafts 
or  wells  for  closets,  bathrooms,  and  other  similar  purposes,  shall  not 
be  considered  in  calculating  the  area  of  the  lot  to  be  occupied  by  such 
building  or  buildings. 

"Par.  C.  Every  building  hereafter  erected,  designed  for  habitation, 
shall  have  in  its  rear  a  vard  extending  across  the  entire  width  of  the 
lot,  which  yard  may  be  included  in  computing  the  space  reserved  for 
light  and  ventilation  as  required  in  paragraph  "A"  of  this  regulation, 
and  which  yard  shall  be  unobstructed  from  ground  to  sky,  except 
that  approved  fire  escapes,  uninclosed  stairways,  or  uninclosed 
porches,  may  be  erected  within  such  space,  provided  they  do  not  pro- 
ject more  than  five  feet  from  the  rear  of  such  building.  The  depth 
of  such  yard  where  the  building  occupying  the  lot  is  twenty  feet  or 
less  in  height  shall  be  not  less  than  nine  feet,  and  for  each  increase 
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of  five  feet  over  twenty  feet  in  height  of  building  there  shall  be  an 
increase  of  six  inches  in  depth  of  yard,  provided  that,  if  a  public  alley 
exists  adjacent  to  the  rear  of  such  lot,  one-half  of  the  width  of  such 
alley  may  be  included  in  calculating  the  depth  of  such  yard,  but  in 
no  case  shall  there  be  less  than  five  feet  of  unobstructed  yard.  The 
height  of  such  building  for  this  purpose  shall  be  measured  from  the 
established  grade  of  the  adjacent  alley,  or  if  there  be  no  alley  of  the 
adjacent  street,  to  the  highest  point  of  the  adjacent  cornice  or  cor- 
nices in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  subsection  6  of  section  39 
of  the  building  regulations.  Lots  of  triangular  or  irregular  shape  or 
corner  lots  where  the  adjacent  lot  extends  from  street  to  street,  or 
from  street  to  a  public  alley,  not  less  than  ten  feet  wide  may  be 
excepted  from  the  requirements  of  paragraphs  "B"  and  "C"  of  this 
regulation. 

"Par.  D.  No  inclosed  court,  for  a  building  twenty  feet  or  less  in 
height,  shall  be  less  than  twelve  feet  in  each  dimension  of  unob- 
structed space  open  from  ground  to  sky.  For  each  additional  five 
feet  in  height  of  building,  there  shall  be  an  increase  of  six  inches  in 
each  dimension  of  unobstructed  space.  The  measurement  of  height 
of  buildings  shall  be  taken  from  the  bottom  of  the  court  to  the  highest 
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point  of  the  cornice  or  cornices  of  the  adjacent  roof  or  roofs.  Every 
inclosed  court  shall  have  one  or  more  horizontal  intakes  situated  at  or 
near  the  bottom  of  the  court  and  connecting  directly  with  the  street 
or  yard,  which  intake  shall  be  not  less  than  twenty  feet  cross-section 
and  shall  be  so  designed  as  to  allow  a  free  passage  of  air. 

"  Par.  E.  No  court  open  at  one  end  shall  be  less  than  four  feet  wide. 
No  court  open  at  one  end  longer  than  twenty  feet  for  a  building  twenty 
feet  or  less  in  height  shall  be  less  than  five  feet  in  width  of  unob- 
structed space,  open  from  bottom  of  court  to  sky.  For  each  increase 
of  five  feet  in  height  of  building  over  twenty  feet  there  shall  be  an 
increase  of  six  inches  in  width,  and  for  each  additional  thirty  feet  or 
fraction  thereof  in  excess  of  thirty  feet  in  length  there  shall  be  an 
increase  of  six  inches  in  width.  The  measurement  of  height  of  build- 
ings shall  be  made  as  provided  in  paragraph  "C"  of  this  regulation. 

"  Par.  F.  No  side  passage,  extending  from  street  to  alley  or  from 
street  to  open  yard,  shall  be  less  than  five  feet  wide  of  unobstructed 
space,  open  from  ground  to  sky. 

"  Par.  G.  Buildings  on  streets  which  have  been  denominated  by  the 
Commissioners  as  business  streets  may  cover  the  entire  area  of  a  lot 
or  lots  or  parcel  of  ground  for  such  of  the  stories  beginning  with  the 
lower  one  as  are  used  for  storage  or  salesroom  purposes  only  but 
shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  regulation  as  to  stories 
intended  for  habitation. 

"Par.  H.  Business  buildings,  not  designed  for  habitation,  hereafter 
erected  on  residence  streets  shall  have  rear  vards  as  required  in  para- 
graph C  of  this  regulation,  but  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  require- 
ments of  paragraph  "B."  4 

"Par  I.  No  building  shall  hereafter  be  altered  or  enlarged  to 
encroach  upon  the  space  reserved  for  light  and  air,  either  on  the  lot

"  Par.  J.  Fire  escapes  shall  be  located  so  as  not  to  interfere,  in  the

That  section  8  of  article  8  of  the  police  regulations  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

"No  paper,  handbills,  dodgers,  cards,  circulars,  or  advertising  mat- 
ter of  any  kind,  shall  be  thrown,  pushed,  cast,  deposited,  dropped, 
scattered,  or  left  in  or  upon  any  of  the  places  designated  in  section  one 
of  this  article  or  upon  the  parking  or  doorsteps  of  any  premises  in  the 
District  of  Columbia,  or  within  the  building  line,  vestibule,  or  yard 
of  any  premises,  if  likely  to  be  taken  up  by  the  wind  and  scattered  in 
the  streets,  or  in  or  upon  any  of  the  places  mentioned  in  said  section  1  : 
Provided,  That  this  regulation  shall  not  prevent  the  delivery  of  news- 
papers, and  addressed  envelopes,  within  the  building  line  of  arty 
premises  within  the  said  district." 


December  15,  1905. 

That  section  4  of  article  9  of  the  police  regulations  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

"No  gun,  air  gun,  rifle,  air  rifle,  pistol,  revolver,  or  other  firearm, 
cannon,  torpedo,  firecracker,  squib,  or  other  fireworks,  shall  be  dis- 
charged or  set  off  within  the  city  of  Washington,  or  the  fire  limits  of 
the  District  of  Columbia,  without  a  special  written  permit  therefor 
from  the  major  and  superintendent  of  police,  nor  within  five  hundred 
yards  of  the  Potomac  River,  Eastern  Branch,  or  Anacostia  River, 
Rock  Creek,  or  any  public  road,  highway,  schoolhouse,  building  or 
buildings,  shed,  barn,  outhouse,  public  park,  reservation,  graveyard, 
or  burial  place,  playground,  golf  course,  tennis  court,  picnic  ground, 
camp  ground,  or  any  place  where  people  are  accustomed  to  congregate, 
inclosure  for  stock,  railroad  track,  outside  of  such  fire  limits  for  the 
District  of  Columbia,  without  the  written  consent  of  the  owner  or 
occupant  thereof  and  a  special  written  permit  from  the  major  and 
superintendent  of  police:  Provided,  That  this  section  shall  not 
apply  to  licensed  shooting  galleries,  between  6  o'clock  a.  m.  and  mid- 
night of  the  secular  days  of  the  week,  nor  to  discharge  of  firearms  or 
explosives  in  a  performance  conducted  in  or  at  a  regular  licensed 
theater  or  show,  and  that  the  major  and  superintendent  of  police  may 
by  a  general  order,  suspend  the  operation  of  this  regulation  for  a  time 
limited  therein." 


December.  19,  1905. 

That  section  1,  article  22,  of  the  police  regulations  of  the  District  of 
Columbia,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  after  the  words  11  Engineer 
Department' '  in  line  seven  the  following  sentence : 

' 1  Solid  fences  or  walls  not  to  exceed  three  feet  in  height  will  be  allowed 
when  approved  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia. ' ' 


December  26,  1905. 

That  section  27  of  article  10  of  the  police  regulations  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"  Steam  railway  trains  or  engines  shall  not  move  within  the  city 
limits  at  a  greater  rate  of  speed  than  twelve  (12)  miles  an  hour. 
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Motormen  of  street  cars  before  crossing  the  tracks  of  a  steam  railroad 
shall  bring  their  cars  to  a  full  stop.  The  conductor  of  any  such  car 
shall  thereupon  alight  and  go  forward  in  advance  thereof  to  the  rail- 
road track  and  look  along  the  same  in  all  directions,  and  upon  satisfy- 
ing himself  from  observation  that  the  said  railroad  track  may  be  crossed 
with  safety  shall  so  notify  the  motorman  of  such  car,  who  shall  not 
attempt  to  cross  said  railroad  track  until  directed  by  the  conductor 
after  such  observation  so  to  do." 


January  20,  1906. 

That  article  22  of  the  police  regulations  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  following  sections  thereto,  to  be 
known  as  sections  12  and  13,  and  by  changing  the  number  of  the  pres- 
ent section  12  to  section  14: 

"Sec.  12.  No  person  shall  in  the  District  of  Columbia  in  any  street 
or  highway,  or  upon  any  sidewalk  or  footway,  engage  in  obstructing 
the  passage  along  any  of  the  said  streets  or  highways,  or  upon  any  of 
the  said  sidewalks  or  footways,  by  catching  hold  of  or  soliciting  any 
person  or  persons,  or  in  any  way  interfering  with  their  free  passage 
along  any  of  the  said  streets,  highways,  sidewalks,  or  footways,  for  the 

Eurpose  of  inducing  or  compelling  them  to  buy  any  article  or  thing 
•om  any  store  or  stand. 
"Sec.  13.  No  person  shall  remain  in  front  of  or  enter  any  store 
where  goods  are  sold  at  retail  for  the  purpose  of  enticing  away  or  in 
any  manner  interfering  with  any  person  or  persons  who  may  be  in 
front  of  or  who  may  have  entered  therein  for  the  purpose  of  buying. ' ' 


February  10,  1906. 

That  section  4  of  article  24a  of  the  police  regulations  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"If  any  occupant  of  premises  into  which  water  has  been  introduced 
shall  permit  the  same  to  run  or  waste  unnecessarily  from  any  water 
pipe,  hydrant,  jet,  cock,  street  washer,  or  other  fixture;  or  to  over- 
flow or  flood  the  sidewalk  or  foot  pavement,  and  thus  become  annoy- 
ing or  dangerous  to  foot  passengers;  or  to  flow  from  his  fountain  into 
adjacent  premises  and  there  be  used,  or  be  taken  from  or  used  by  any 
person  other  than  said  occupant  or  a  member  or  a  visitor  of  his  family 
except  in  case  of  fire;  or  if  any  water  pipe,  hydrant,  jet,  cock  street 
washer,  or  other  fixture  be  found  leaking,  the  said  occupant,  owner  or 
agent  of  the  premises  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  have  the  necessary 
repairs  made  without  delay;  or  refuse  admission  to  the  water  registrar 
or  his  authorized  agent  into  the  premises  when  in  the  official  discharge 
of  his  duty,  the  water  registrar  shall  stop  the  supply  of  water  to  said 
premises  until  arrangements  satisfactory  to  him  have  been  made  o 
prevent  such  waste  or  such  unlawful  use ;  and  in  addition  the  person  so 

fortv^nL  )e  htble  5°  a  fine  °f  not  less  than  one  ™r  more  than 
forty  dollars  for  each  and  every  such  offense. ' ' 
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February  17,  1906. 

That  the  second  paragraph  of  section  24,  article  10,  of  the  police 
regulations  of  the  District  of  Columbia  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

"  Street  cars  shall  stop  on  the  signal  of  the  fire  apparatus  bell  before 
crossing  at  intersection  of  any  of  the  streets,  avenues,  or  highways 
whatsoever  within  the  District  of  Columbia  whenever  a  fire  company 
is  about  to  cross  the  tracks  on  which  such  cars  are  running,  and  when- 
ever any  fire  apparatus  is  approaching  on  or  across  a  route  on  which  a 
street  car  is  moving  and  in  sight  of  the  motorman  or  the  conductor  of 
such  car;  such  cars  shall  also  stop  before  any  part  thereof  crosses  the 
near  building  line  of  the  intersecting  streets,  avenues,  or  highways  at 
the  intersection  of  the  following  common  fire  runs  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment." 


March  8,  1906. 

That  section  3  of  article  22  of  the  police  regulations  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows,  viz: 

"No  person  shall  without  the  written  authority  of  said  Commis- 
sioners lower  the  grade  of  any  parking,  or  pave  or  cover  any  portion 
thereof,  or  construct  any  walls,  steps,  coping,  fences,  or  other  struc- 
tures thereon,  and  every  day  such  lowering  of  grade,  paving,  or  cover- 
ing thereof,  or  said  walls,  steps,  coping,  fences,  or  other  structures 
thereon  shall  remain  or  continue,  shall  constitute  and  be  a  separate 
offense:  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed 
to  prevent  the  person  having  control  of  premises  abutting  on  said 
parking  from  sodding  such  parking  or  beautifying  the  same  with 
flowers. ' ' 


March  15,  1906. 
That  the  following  method  of  procedure  is  adopted  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress,  approved  May  19, 
1896,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  drainage  of  lots  in  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia:" 

1.  That  the  health  officer  shall  initiate  any  action  necessary  to 
require  any  lot  referred  to  in  the  first  paragraph  of  the  act  to  be  con- 
nected with  a  public  sewer  or  water  main  when  such  are  available. 

2.  That  the  health  officer  shall  serve  the  notices  referred  to  in  section 
2  of  the  act.  Where  the  same  can  not  be  personally  served  on  account 
of  the  fact  that  the  owner  or  owners  be  a  nonresident  or  nonresidents, 
or  can  not  be  found  therein,  the  health  officer  shall  forward  the  case  to 
the  inspector  of  plumbing  of  the  engineer  department. 

3.  That  the  inspector  of  plumbing  upon  receipt  of  any  such  cases 
referred  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph  shall  carry  out  the  provisions  of 
section  4  of  the  law  regarding  the  notice  by  publication — which  shall 
be  advertised  through  the  secretary  to  the  Board  of  Commissioners — 
and  the  making  of  the  connections  by  the  District. 

4.  That  the  appropriation  made  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  placed  under  the  control  of  the  inspector  of  plumbing 
and  an  account  thereof  shall  be  kept  by  the  bookkeeper  of  the  engi- 
neer department. 

5.  That  the  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  forward 
to  said  bookkeeper  the  cost  of  advertising,  which  advertising  shall  be 
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done  in  the  method  prescribed  in  the  opinion  of  the  corporation  coun- 
sel of  December  19,  1905,  namely,  that  a  separate  advertisement  shall 
be  made  in  each  case  and  a  separate  record  be  kept  of  the  cost  thereof. 

6.  That  the  inspector  of  plumbing  shall  take  all  necessary  steps  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  law  regarding  the  actual  making  of 
connections  for  property  belonging  to  nonresidents  and  to  persons  who 
can  not  be  found  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  shall  keep  an  item- 
ized account  of  the  charges  in  each  particular  case,  including  the  cost 
of  advertising,  which  he  can  ascertain  from  the  bookkeeper  of  the  engi- 
neer department,  and  forward  the  papers  to  the  auditor  for  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia. 

7.  That  the  auditor  shall  verify  the  accounts  and  state  that  same 
have  been  paid  and  that  he  shall  prepare  an  order  to  be  signed  by  the 
Commissioners,  making  the  assessment  in  accordance  with  the  law. 

8.  That  the  papers  after  such  an  assessment  has  been  made  by  the 
Commissioners  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  assessor  for  the  District  of 
Columbia,  to  be  assessed  and  collected  in  accordance  with  section  4  of 
said  act  of  Congress. 

9.  That  a  record  of  the  papers  involving  this  assessment  work  shall 
be  kept  by  the  chief  clerk  of  the  engineer  department  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  other  assessment  work. 


April  17,  1906. 

That  the  building  regulations  of  the  District  of  Columbia  are  hereby 
amended  by  adding  after  section  170  thereof  the  following,  to  be 
known  as  section  170a,  viz: 

"  No  dairy  nor  establishment  for  the  storage  or  sale  of  milk  or  other 
dairy  products,  which  shall  involve  in  its  use  or  operation  more  than 
two  wagons,  shall  be  established  or  located  in  anv  square  or  block 
fronting  on  any  street  or  avenue  where  more  than  one-half  of  the 
improved  property  in  such  square  or  block  fronting  on  such  street  or 
avenue  is  used  for  residential  purposes,  nor  shall  any  such  dairy  or 
establishment  be  located  in  any  square  or  block  fronting  on  any  alley 
ol  which  more  than  three-fourths  of  the  improved  property  in  such 
square  or  block  is  used  for  residential  purposes,  except  with  the  written 
consent  of  the  owners  of  three-fourths  of  the  property  within  two  hun- 
dred leet  of  the  boundaries  of  the  site  on  which  such  dairy  or  establish- 
ment is  proposed  to  be  located:  Provided,  That  this  regulation  shall 
not  apply  to  any  case  of  rebuilding  or  enlarging,  in  the  same  location 
any  existing  dairy  or  establishment  for  the  storage  or  sale  of  milk  or 
other  dairy  products."

That,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  the  Commissioners  by 
the  "  Joint  resolution  authorizing  the  Commissioners  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  to  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  certain  health  ordinances" 
approved  February  28,  1899,  "An  ordinance  to  prevent  the  sale  of 
unwholesome  food  in  the  cities  of  Washington  and  Georgetown"  as 
amended  by  the  Commissioners'  order  of  January  2,  1902,  April 
21,  1903,  and  October  6,  1904,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  adding 
thereto  the  following: 

"Sec.  6c.  No  person  shall  expose  for  sale,  on  any  public  highway 
or  in  any  open  market,  stand,  or  stall  in  the  District  of  Columbia, 
candy,  cake  or  bread,  dates  or  figs,  or  any  other  food  of  a  kind  not 
ordinarily  cooked,  peeled,  or  washed  before  being  eaten,  unless  such 
candy,  cake,  bread,  dates,  figs,  or  other  articles  of  food  is  effectually 
wrapped,  or  covered  and  enclosed,  so  as  to  protect  it  from  dust  and 
insects. 

"Sec.  6d.  No  person  selling  candy,  cake,  bread,  dates,  figs,  butter, 
or  other  articles  of  food  of  a  kind  not  ordinarily  cooked,  peeled,  or 
washed  before  being  eaten  shall  wrap  or  cover  the  same  with  news- 
paper or  with  any  other  paper  previously  used  for  any  other  purpose. 

"Sec.  6e.  No  person  shall  expose  any  article  of  food  for  sale,  on 
any  public  highway  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  within  twenty-four 
inches  from  the  surface  of  the  ground,  unless  said  article  of  food  is 
covered  or  enclosed  so  as  to  prevent  access  of  dogs  or  is  constantly 
in  the  immediate  presence  of  the  owner  of  such  article  of  food  or  of 
the  proper  representative  of  such  owner  having  custody  thereof. 

"Sec.  6f.  No  vendor  or  distributor  of  foods  or  beverages  in  the 
District  of  Columbia  for  immediate  consumption  on  or  about  the 
place  of  business  of  such  vendor  or  distributor  shall  permit  any  cup, 
glass,  spoon,  or  fork  that  has  been  used  for  or  in  connection  with  the 
consumption  of  any  such  food  or  beverage  to  be  used  again  for  the 
same  purpose  until  after  it  has  been  thoroughly  washed  in  clean 
water. 

"Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  section  6c,  section 
6d,  section  6e,  or  section  6f  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  one  dollar  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars  for  every  such 
violation." 

May  3, 1906. 

That  section  3  of  article  22  of  the  police  regulations  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following: 

"Parking  division  fences  on  streets  and  avenues  shall  be  at  right 
angles  with  the  building  line;  on  circles  they  shall  be  on  the  radii  of 
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the  circle.  Parking  leads  shall  not  be  over  six  feet  in  width  without 
the  approval  of  the  Engineer  Commissioner.  Permits  to  cross  a 
sidewalk  for  building  purposes  shall  be  granted  as  provided  in  section 
32  of  the  building  regulations.  Permits  to  cross  sidewalks  for  any 
other  purpose  shall  be  granted  by  the  permit  clerk  of  the  engineer 
department  upon  the  application  of  the  owner  of  the  abutting  prop- 
erty or  his  authorized  representative  upon  the  deposit  of  five  dollars 
with  the  collector  of  taxes  under  conditions  similar  to  those  named  in 
said  section  32,  to  guarantee  against  any  injury  to  the  sidewalk."

That  section  5  of  article  24a  of  the  police  regulations  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows,  viz : 

"Any  person  who  shall  use  any  exterior  fountain,  street  washer  or 
hose  connection  of  any  kind  in  the  District  of  Columbia  at  any  other 
time  than  between  the  hours  of  five  o'clock  and  eight  o'clock  p.  m.

That  article  24a  of  the  police  regulations  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following: 

"  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  police  officers  to  report  in  writing 
or  otherwise  to  the  water  registrar  all  leaks  or  breaks  in  the  water 
mains,  service  pipes,  fire-plug  hydrants,  and  street  washers;  all  valves, 
stopcocks,  and  street  washers  without  proper  or  secure  covers  or 
plates;  or  all  openings  made  in  the  avenues,  streets,  or  alleys  for 
repairing,  renewing,  or  laying  down  service  pipes,  and  the  name  of  the 
person  doing  the  work;  to  attend  all  fires,  assist  in  opening  all  fire- 
plug hydrants,  and  see  that  they  are  properly  and  securely  closed 
when  no  longer  in  use;  report  the  number  and  location  of  the  building 
destroyed;  if  supplied  with  water;  the  discharge  from  the  fire-plug 
hydrants  during  the  fire,  whether  free  or  obstructed;  and  generally 
all  violations  of  this  and  other  water  ordinances;  and  communicate 
such  further  information  as  in  their  judgment  may  be  lawful  or 
important." 


June  18,  1906. 

That  the  head  of  each  department  of  the  District  government 
shall  make  on  the  first  of  July,  1906,  a  certified  classified  inventory  of 
the  unexpendable  property  of  such  department  on  that  date  and 
make  return  thereof  to  the  office  of  the  property  clerk  on  blank  forms 
to  be  prepared  by  that  official  for  that  purpose,  except  with  respect  to 
the  engineer  and  water  departments,  which,  as  they  already  make 
quarterly  return  of  such  property,  shall  only  add  a  certificate  to 
their  returns  for  the  quarter  ending  the  30th  instant,  that  the  property 
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June  20,  1906. 

That  article  13  of  the  police  regulations  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  a  new  section  thereto, 
to  be  inserted  after  section  one  (1)  thereof  and  to  be  known  as  "Sec- 
tion lb,"  which  shall  read  as  follows: 

"  That  the  woodwork,  draperies,  and  readily  combustible  decorations 
of  booths  and  the  like  to  be  used  in  any  church,  theater,  hall,  or  other 
public  place  of  assembly  or  amusement  in  the  District  of  Columbia 
shall,  before  use  thereof,  be  thoroughly  treated  with  a  solution  of 
fire-resisting  material  in  manner  approved  by  the  chief  engineer  of  the 
fire  department;  and  before  any  permit  shall  be  granted  for  any 
entertainment  for  which  a  permit  is  required,  the  application  therefor 
shall  be  submitted  to  and  receive  the  approval  of  the  chief  engineer 
of  the  fire  department:  Provided,  That  approval  or  refusal  of  the 
chief  engineer  of  the  fire  department  may  be  reviewed,  affirmed,  or 
changed  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia." 
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KEPORT  OF  THE  ASSESSOR. 

November  9,  1906. 

Gentlemen:  In  accordance  with  your  order  of  July  5,  1906, 1  have 
the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  report  of  the  operations  of  this 
office  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1906,  together  with  a  state- 
ment of  the  assessed  value  of  the  taxable  real  estate  and  an  estimate 
of  the  taxable  personal  property  in  the  District  of  Columbia  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1907,  also  such  suggestions  and  recommen- 
dations as  to  my  mind  seem  necessary  for  the  future  benefit  of  the 
service.

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PERSONAL  TAXES. 

The  board  of  personal  tax  appeals  will  not  adjourn  according  to  law 
until  the  second  Monday  in  March,  and  as  a  consequence  it  is  impossi- 
ble at  this  time  to  certify  the  levy  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1907,  but  the  estimate  is  considered  to  be  very  conservative. 

Our  citizens  are  rapidly  becoming  more  reconciled  and  accustomed 
to  the  personal-tax  law.  There  will  always  be  more  or  less  friction  in 
the  operation  of  such  a  law,  if  conscientiously  enforced,  but  I  believe 
our  law,  taxing  as  it  does  only  franchises  and  tangible  property,  is  as 
moderate  and  equitable  a  personal-tax  law  as  may  be  found  through- 
out the  United  States. 

The  law  makes  each  taxpayer  his  own  appraiser  in  the  first  instance, 
and  perhaps  the  most  difficult  portion  of  the  duties  of  the  tax 
appraiser  is  that  of  reconciling  the  widely  divergent  ideas  of  values 
held  by  citizens  as  to  the  same  kind  of  personal  property. 

I  do  not  claim  that  the  present  personal-tax  law  is  oy  any  means 
perfect,  and  I  believe  certain  material  changes  should  be  made 
therein,  especially  in  relation  to  national  banks  and  trust  companies, 
which  I  consider  to  be  overtaxed  at  present. 

When  the  bill  relating  to  personal  taxes' was  first  started  there 
seemed  to  be  a  disposition  in  certain  quarters  to  hit  hard  at  the  banks, 
on  account  of  their  having  escaped  taxation,  as  it  was  called  at  the 
Capitol,  on  gross  earnings  for  many  years.  However,  it  was  not  the 
fault  of  the  banks;  it  was  the  fault  of  an  invalid  law,  and  I  think 
the  banks  have  suffered  long  enough  at  the  exorbitant  rate  of  6  per 
centum  on  account  of  the  fact  that  for  some  years  they  did  not  pay, 
due  to  the  inoperation  of  an  invalid  personal-tax  law,  and  I  heartily 
recommend  that  hereafter  they  be  required  to  pay  5  per  centum  per 
annum  on  the  amount  of  their  gross  earnings,  less  amount  of  interest 
received  from  Government  bonds,  in  lieu  of  the  present  rate  of  6  per 
centum  per  annum. 

The  trust  companies  of  the  District  have  been  even  harder  hit 
than  the  national  banks,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  ever  since  their 
incorporation,  under  the  act  of  Congress  approved  October  1,  1890, 
they  have  paid,  up  until  the  new  law,  the  amount  of  tax  prescribed 
by  said  act  upon  their  gross  earnings  without  any  quibble  whatever, 
and  I  most  earnestly  recommend  in  the  case  of  trust  companies  that 
their  tax  be  reduced  from  6  to  4  per  cent  per  annum  upon  their 
gross  earnings  less  amount  of  interest  paid  to  depositors.  I  believe 
that  the  wisdom  of  this  recommendation  will  be  readily  seen  by 
those  in  authority  and  the  lawmakers  on  Capitol  Hill. 

REFUNDING  OF  TAXES. 

The  act  of  August  14,  1894,  in  part  provides  as  follows: 

*  *  *  Provided,  That  no  property,  which  has  escaped  taxation,  shall  be  liable 
under  this  section  for  a  period  of  more  than  three  years  prior  to  such  assessment, 
except  in  the  case  of  property  involved  in  litigation. 

It  would  seem  to  be  a  poor  rule  that  does  not  work  both  ways, 
and  as  the  District  is  estopped  from  assessing  real  property  which 
has  escaped  assessment  for  more  than  three  years,  I  do  not  think 
that  any  refund  should  be  made  whether  overpayment  on  account 
of  excessive  area,  duplicate  payment,  or  any  other  cause,  for  more 
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than  three  years,  for  the  reasons  above  recited,  and  I  urgently 
recommend  that  a  bill  be  prepared  providing  that  hereafter  no 
erroneous  payment  of  taxes  shall  be  refunded  for  more  than  three 
years  prior  to  date  of  application. 

COUNTY  PLATS. 

The  act  of  February  23,  1905,  entitled  "  An  act  to  designate  parcels 
of  land  in  the  District  of  Columbia  for  the  purposes  of  assessment  and 
taxation,  and  for  other  purposes,"  provided  for  the  rearrangement 
and  redesignation  of  all  parcels  of  land  in  the  county  of  Washington, 
and,  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  maps  and  performing  the  work 
contemplated,  appropriated  the  sum  of  $15,000. 

The  work  incident  to  this  act  has  been  completed  and  is  a  magnifi- 
cent tribute  to  the  ability  of  the  surveyor,  who  so  ably  managed 
the  work  and  assisted  so  conscientiously  in  carrying  it  out  even  to 
the  part  to  be  performed  by  this  office  that  I  consider  it  a  standing 
monument  to  him. 

Special  commendation  is  made  of  Mr.  Charles  M.  Davis  for  the 
able  way  in  which  he  carried  out  the  part  of  this  work  assigned  to 
him.  Five  thousand  of  the  $15,000  was  assigned  to  this  office  for 
the  preparation  of  the  work  to  be  done  here,  and  I  am  glad  to  say 
that  we  were  enabled  to  get  through  and  have  $200  or  more  left  out  of 
the  appropriation. 

This  work,  as  finally  completed,  gives  a  succinct  and  specific 
designation  to  every  parcel  of  land  in  the  District  of  Columbia, 
outside  the  city  of  Washington,  and  will  prove  a  great  benefit  to  the 
District  of  Columbia. 


BOARD  OF  EQUALIZATION  AND  REVIEW. 

The  act  of  August  14,  1894,  provided  that  the  board  of  equaliza- 
tion and  review  of  real-estate  assessments  shall  convene  on  the  first 
Monday  in  January  for  the  hearing  of  complaints  against  the  return 
of  the  board  of  assistant  assessors  and  shall  continue  in  session  up 
until  the  first  Monday  of  June  following  of  every  third  year  after 
which  time  they  shall  receive  no  more  complaints. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  there  are  very  few  complaints  received 
until  about  the  last  ten  days  of  the  time  prescribed  by  law,  after 
which  said  board  has  not  sufficient  time  to  consider  all  appeals  fairly 
and  make  return  to  the  assessor's  office  in  time  for  the  assessment 
ledgers  to  be  compared,  I  recommend  that  the  time  for  said  board 
ot  equalization  and  review  shall  be  changed  so  that  hereafter  it  shall 
meet  on  the  second  Monday  in  January  in  every  third  year  and 
receive  appeals  from  the  assessment  of  said  board  of  assistant  assess- 
ors up  to  and  including  the  third  Monday  in  April  after  winch 
time  no  more  appeals  should  be  received  or  considS   This  would

REGULATING  CERTAIN  LICENSES 
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Unfortunately,  after  the  preparation  of  this  bill,  it  was  held  back 
from  one  cause  or  another  until  it  was  too  late  to  be  acted  upon  at 
the  last  session  of  Congress,  but  I  am  sincerely  in  hopes,  as  some  of 
the  provisions  of  this  bill  are  absolutely  necessary  for  equitable 
administration  of  the  assessor's  office,  that  said  bill  shall  be  enacted 
into  law. 

The  provision  relating  to  power  of  the  Commissioners  to  order  the 
refusal  or  revocation  of  certain  licenses  I  consider  very  needful. 
Also  the  provision  in  relation  to  the  annual  tax  on  dealers  in  cigars, 
smoking  or  chewing  tobacco,  cigarettes,  or  any  form  of  manufactured 
tobacco. 

They  are  the  most  important,  but  there  are  several  other  pro- 
visions that  I  think  are  very  needful,  and  I  trust  the  bill  will  early 
be  enacted  into  law. 

TRANSFERS  OF  REAL  ESTATE. 

During  the  fiscal  year  1906  there  were,  by  authority  of  recorded 
deeds,  probated  wills,  etc.,  transferred  on  the  records  of  this  office, 
8,393  parcels  of  land — i.  e.,  4,739  in  the  city  and  3,654  in  the  county. 
This  is  an  increase  over  the  preceding  year  of  1,265. 

This  office  maintains  a  card  record,  at  all  times  current,  by  which 
the  ownership  of  any  parcel  of  land  may  be  readily  ascertained. 

TAX  CERTIFICATES. 

During  the  fiscal  year  1906  there  were  issued  7,839  tax  certificates, 
for  which  a  fee  of  50  cents  each  was  paid,  the  revenue  therefrom 
being  $3,919.50. 

During  the  preceding  year  there  were  issued  7,303  tax  certificates 
of  this  character,  making  an  increase  in  the  fiscal  year  1906  of  536 
certificates. 

In  addition  to  these  certificates  there  were  issued  during  the  fiscal 
year  1906  many  free  certificates  accompanying  subdivisions,  tax 
deeds,  etc.

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The  system  for  many  years  in  vogue  of  mailing  notices,  and  in 
other  ways  of  reminding  property  owners  of  delinquency,  has  reduced 
the  arrears  of  taxes,  and  also  current  taxes,  to  a  very  large  extent. 


BOARD  OF  ASSISTANT  ASSESSORS. 


The  board  of  assistant  assessors  of  real  property  has  submitted  to 
me  its  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1906. 

The  clerical  force  of  this  branch  of  the  department  deserves  a 
great  deal  of  credit  for  the  work  accomplished. 

Relative  to  this  work,  it  is  to  be  said  that  its  results  far  exceed  any 
former  return,  giving  evidence  thereby  of  the  rapid  as  well  as  pros- 
perous conditions  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  Finer  buildings  and 
homes  prevailed  over  other  years,  showing  a  growing  confidence  in 
the  stability  of  the  District's  realty.  Guided  by  the  new  law  gov- 
erning assessments,  the  board  endeavored  to  fulfill  its  duties  in  this 
respect  to  the  letter  as  also  the  spirit  of  the  law.  Difficulties  and 
problems  were  confronted  which  were  seemingly  improbable  of  solu- 
tion, but  were  overcome  by  diligent  application  and  perseverance. 

In  applying  the  rule  of  assessing  improvements  "at  not  less  than 
two-thirds  of  the  true  value"  the  investigations  into  true  values  of 
this  class  of  property  were  reached  by  personal  examinations  of 
premises,  by  conference  with  owners  and  contractors,  through  informa- 
tion given  in  appeals  as  well  as  other  reliable  sources.  Apparent 
satisfaction  to  taxpayers  has  resulted,  so  far  as  the  board  can  learn, 
and  this  fact  is  emphasized  by  the  very  few  appeals  received. 

From  contact  with  property  owners  it  was  found  that  a  very  gen- 
eral knowledge  of  the  intent  and  meaning  of  the  new  law  assessing 
properties  prevailed,  and  that  now  a  fuller  appreciation  of  the  value 
of  the  law  exists. 

A  retrospect  of  the  board's  work  from  1897  to  1906  in  one  section 
of  the  county  alone  for  that  period  gives  an  idea  of  the  progress  of 
building  operations.  In  1897  Bloomingdale  had  61  houses-  now  it 
has  557  so  far  assessed.  Le  Droit  Park  addition  had  20  houses;  now 
698  are  there.  Dobbins'  addition  was  vacant  land;  at  the  present 
time  there  are  182  buildings.  Moore  and  Barbour's  addition  which 
was  in  1897  a  tract  of  27  acres  with  one  old  building,  now  possesses

In  stating  the  above  excess  of  obligations  of  the  District  to  J une  30, 
1906,  had  all  appropriations  chargeable  wholly  and  in  part  to  its  reve- 
nues been  drawn  in  full  at  said  date,  no  account  has  been  taken  of  the 
appropriation  of  $1,500,000,  payable  one-half  from  the  revenues  of 
the  District,  provided  by  section  8  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved 
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February  12,  1901  (31  Stat.  L.,  778),  to  be  paid  to  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Railroad  Company,  under  the  conditions  specified  in  said  act.

There  having  been  no  surplus  revenues  of 
the  District  on  July  1, 1901,  and  subsequent  to  said  date,  no  payments  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  under  the  provisions  of  *said  act 
have  been  made.  If  the  payments  required  by  section  8  of  said  act  to 
be  made  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  (namely,  $150,000  July 
1,  1901,  $150,000  July  1,  1902,  $150,000  July  1, 1903,  $150,000  July  1, 
1904,  and  $150,000  July  1,  1905)  be  treated  as  obligations  of  the  Dis- 
trict, the  foregoing  amount  of  $4,271,832.56,  stated  as  the  excess  of  the 
obligations  of  the  District  under  appropriations  payable  wholly  and  in 
part  from  its  revenues  to  June  30,  1906,  would  be  increased  in  the

The  bonds  in  which  this  fund  is  invested  are  kept  in  the  safe-deposit 
box  assigned  to  the  District  in  the  vaults  of  the  American  Security 
and  Trust  Company,  and,  pursuant  to  directions  of  the  Commissioners, 
access  thereto  can  be  had  only  by  the  secretary  to  the  Board  of  Com- 
missioners, with  the  auditor  or  the  chief  clerk  of  the  auditor's  office, 
accompanied  by  and  in  the  presence  of  an  officer  of  said  company. 

CENTENNIAL  INAUGURAL  RELIEF  FUND. 

A  statement  as  to  the  change  of  the  investment  of  the  centennial 
inaugural  relief  fund  is  given  in  the  auditor's  report  for  the  fiscal  year 

1905,  page  10.  The  fund  is  now  invested  in  approved  bonds  aggre- 
gating $34,000,  bearing  interest  .at  the  rate  of  4  and  5  per  centum  per 
annum.  The  details  of  this  investment,  together  with  the  description 
and  numbers  of  the  bonds  and  a  summary  of  the  interest  account,  are 
given  in  Statement  O.  The  bonds  referred  to  are  kept  in  the  safe- 
deposit  box  assigned  to  the  District  in  the  vaults  of  the  American 
Security  and  Trust  Company.  Pursuant  to  direction  of  the  Commis-, 
sioners,  access  to  said  box  can  be  had  only  by  the  secretary  to  the  Board 
of  Commissioners,  with  the  auditor,  or  the  chief  clerk  of  the  auditor's 
office,  accompanied  by  and  in  the  presence  of  some  officer  of  said  com- 
pany.   The  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  interest  account  on  June  30. 

1906,  was  $600.    Said  account  is  kept  with  the  American  Security  ana 
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Trust  Company,  subject  only  to  checks  signed  by  each  of  the  Com- 
missioners, for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  fuel  and  clothing  for  the 
poor  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  in  accordance  with  an  opinion  of  the 
attorney  of  the  District  (now  corporation  counsel)  addressed  to  the 
Commissioners  under  date  of  March  7, 1898. 

WASHINGTON  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

The  accounts  of  receipts  and  disbursements  on  account  of  the  con- 
struction of  the  Washington  Public  Library,  under  donations  of  Mr. 
Andrew  Carnegie,  as  authorized  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved 
March  3,  1899  (30  Stat.  L.,  1372),  are  audited  by  the  auditor  of  the 
District  and  filed  in  his  office,  under  authority  of  a  resolution  adopted 
June  26,  1899,  by  the  library  commission  created  by  said  act.  The 
details  of  the  account  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1906,  are 
given  in  Statement  P.  The  disbursements  during  the  fiscal  year  1906, 
on  this  account,  by  checks  drawn  by  Mr.  Bernard  R.  Green,  superin-

OFFICE  WORK  PERFORMED.

The  foregoing  summary  does  not  embrace  a  large  amount  of  work 
necessarily  performed,  which,  from  its  character,  is  not  susceptible  of 
detailed  classification. 

WORK  IN  ARREARS. 

As  stated  in  the  auditor's  report  for  the  fiscal  year  1904  (p.  24),  the 
auditing  of  the  books  of  the  assessor's  office  and  the  office  of  the  water 
registrar  began  with  July  1,  1903.  Only  one  clerk  from  the  auditor's 
office  can  be  spared  for  this  work,  in  addition  to  which  he  is  required 
to  audit  the  weekly  returns  of  fees  rendered  by  the  clerk  of  the  police 
court  in  connection  with  the  cases  entered  on  the  dockets  of  said  court, 
the  monthly  returns  of  fees  rendered  by  the  justices  of  the  peace  for 
the  District  of  Columbia  in  connection  with  the  cases  appearing  on  the 
dockets  kept  by  said  justices,  and  to  prepare  the  abstracts  and  accounts 
pertaining  to  such  audits  for  transmission  to  the  Auditor  for  the  State 
and  other  Departments;  also  to  examine  the  books  and  records  of  the 
permit  clerk  of  the  engineer  department,  the  insurance  department, 
the  surveyor's  office,  the  office  of  the  inspector  of  buildings,  and  the 
office  of  the  electrical  engineer  with  respect  to  bills  issued  for  miscel- 
laneous fees,  payable  to  the  collector  of  taxes. 

In  auditing  the  books  and  records  of  the  assessor,  the  water  regis- 
trar, the  insurance  department,  and  all  other  officers  where  bills  are 
prepared  for  miscellaneous  fees  payable  to  the  collector  of  taxes,  the 
auditor's  coupons  detached  from  the  tax  bills,  bills  for  special  assess- 
ments, water-rent  bills,  and  other  bills  for  miscellaneous  fees,  paid  to 
and  receipted  by  the  collector  of  taxes,  are  compared  and  checked  with 
the  entries  in  such  books  and  records.  The  number  of  such  coupons 
so  compared  and  checked  during  the  fiscal  year  1906  is  about  160,000. 

The  books  and  records  of  the  water  registrar  have  been  examined 
and  audited  to  July  1,  1905;  those  of  the  permit  clerk  of  the  engineer 
department  to  April  1,  1906;  those  of  the  assessor  to  March  1,  1906; 
those  of  the  insurance  department  to  July  1,  1906;  those  of  the  sur- 
veyor's oflice  to  July  1,  1906.  No  audit  has  yet  been  made  of  the 
books  and  records  in  the  office  of  the  inspector  of  buildings  and  that 
of  the  electrical  engineer.  This  work  will  be  taken  up  at  an  early  date. 
The  audit  of  the  books  and  records  referred  to,  so  far  as  completed 
has  demonstrated  the  importance  and  necessity  of  this  work,  as  shown 
by  detailed  statements  from  time  to  time  submitted  to  the  Commis- 
sioners. In  order  that  the  best  results  mav  be  attained,  these  audits 
should  be  kept  current,  so  that  errors  discovered  may  be  promptly 
corrected. 

The  audit  of  the  returns  of  fees  of  the  police  court  is  required  by 
law  (sec.  59,  Code)  to  be  made  "at  the  end  of  every  quarter,"  and  the- 
audit  of  the  returns  of  the  fees  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  to  be  made 
monthly  (sec.  6,  Code).  The  accounts  of  the  clerk  of  the  police  court 
have  been  audited  to  October  1,  1906,  and  the  accounts  of  the  justices 
of  the  peace  to  July  1,  1906.

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AUDIT  OF  DAILY  REPORTS  OF  THE  COLLECTOR  OF  TAXES. 

Attention  is  respectfully  invited  to  the  suggestions  submitted  in 
detail  in  the  auditor's  reports  for  the  fiscal  }Tear  1904,  page  25,  and  for 
the  fiscal  year  1905,  pages  15, 16,  as  to  the  desirability  and  importance 
of  having  a  clerk  from  the  auditor's  office  stationed  in  the  office  of  the 
collector  of  taxes  to  stamp  the  auditor's  countersign  upon  each  bill  for 
taxes  and  other  revenues  receipted  by  the  collector  of  taxes  and  to 
detach  therefrom  the  auditor's  coupon,  verifying  the  same  by  compar- 
ison with  the  receipted  bill,  retaining  all  coupons  so  detached  in  his  pos- 
session until  delivered  to  the  auditor  at  the  close  of  each  day.  Unless 
an  appropriation  for  an  additional  clerk  for  this  purpose  shall  be  pro- 
vided by  Congress  this  important  work,  which  would  afford  a  more 
effective  check  in  accounting  for  the  public  revenues,  can  not  be  carried 
into  effect. 

PERIODICAL  EXAMINATIONS  OF  OFFICES  IN  WHICH  MONEYS  BELONGING 
TO  THE  DISTRICT  ARE  COLLECTED  AND  TRUST  FUNDS  ARE  RECEIVED. 

It  is  respectfully  suggested  that  it  would  secure  better  safeguards 
in  accounting  and  tend  to  obviate  errors  and  possible  losses  if  period- 
ical examinations  could  be  made  by  a  competent  accounting  clerk  from 
the  auditor's  office  of  all  institutions  and  offices  connected  with  the 
District  government  in  wrhich  fees  and  moneys  belonging  to  the  Dis- 
trict are  collected,  such  as  the  Industrial  Home  School,  the  office  of 
the  inspector  of  gas  and  meters,  the  office  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and 
measures,  the  offices  of  the  several  market  masters,  the  superintend- 
ent of  the  bathing  beach,  the  pound  master,  and  the  superintendent 
of  the  municipal  lodging  house;  also  of  such  institutions,  offices,  and 
departments  in  which  moneys  are  received  in  the  nature  of  trust  funds, 
such  as  the  accounts  of  the  Washington  Asylum  of  moneys  and  valu- 
ables received  from  inmates,  the  accounts  of  collaterals  received  at 
the  several  police  precinct  stations,  and  the  accounts  of  trust  funds 
and  moneys  received  in  the  police  department. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  following  recommendations  are  respectfully  submitted: 

1.  That  the  Commissioners  endeavor  to  secure  an  appropriation  of 
$63,059.96,  payable  wholly  from  the  revenues  of  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia, to  be  included  in  the  next  deficiency  appropriation  act,  in  order  to 
make  good  the  shortage  arising  from  the  Watson  defalcation,  which 
has  been  fully  explained  in  the  auditor's  reports  for  the  fiscal  years 
1903,  1904,  and  1905. 

2.  That  an  effort  be  made  to  secure  legislation  by  Congress  provid- 
ing for  a  deputy  auditor  in  lieu  of  the  chief  clerk  in  the  auditor's 
office  as  nowT  authorized  by  law,  such  legislation  to  be  in  the  terms  set 
forth  in  the  estimates  for  the  auditor's  office  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1908,  which  were  submitted  to  the  Commissioners  under  date 
of  August  23,  1906.  Such  legislation  would  tend  to  facilitate  the 
transaction  of  business  in  the  auditor's  office  by  providing  a  more  sat- 
isfactory method  of  administration  and  division  of  labor  between  the 
auditor  and  the  deputy  auditor. 

3.  That  an  effort  be  made  to  secure  an  appropriation  for  at  least 
two  clerks  in  the  auditor's  office,  in  addition  to  the  present  clerical 
force,  in  order  to  keep  current  the  audit  of  the  books  and  records  of 
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the  assessor,  the  water  registrar,  and  all  other  offices  where  bills  for 
miscellaneous  fees  to  be  paid  to  the  collector  of  taxes  are  prepared, 
and  to  perform  the  duties  hereinbefore  specifically  referred  to  under 
the  heads  of  "Audit  of  daily  reports  of  the  collector  of  taxes"  and 
44 Periodical  examination  of  offices  in  which  moneys  belonging  to  the 
District  are  collected  and  trust  funds  are  received."  This  additional 
force  is  asked  for  in  the  estimates  submitted  by  this  office  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1908. 

CLERICAL  FORCE. 

The  efficient  and  valuable  services  rendered  by  the  chief  clerk,  the 
chief  bookkeeper,  and  the  clerks  and  employees  of  the  auditor's  office 
deserve  official  recognition  and  commendation.  The  amount  of  work 
performed  during  the  fiscal  year  1906,  as  shown  by  the  statement  here- 
inbefore submitted,  is  largely  in  excess  of  that  for  the  fiscal  year  1905. 
It  has  required  constant  and  untiring  effort  to  dispatch  this  increased 
volume  of  business.  No  clerk  has  taken  the  full  amount  of  leave  to 
which  he  was  entitled,  and  many  of  the  clerks  have  worked  in  excess 
of  the  prescribed  office  hours.

The  above  statement  shows  an  increase  in  the  collections  on  account 
of  realty  taxes  of  $263,074.04,  on  account  of  personal  taxes  of 
$33,740.04,  and  a  reduction  on  account  of  miscellaneous  sources  of 
$52,084.79,  being  a  net  increase  in  the  general  fund  of  $244,729.29. 

An  increase  is  also  shown  in  the  receipts  from  deposits  on  account  of 
trust  and  other  funds,  and  repayments  to  appropriations  of  $54,418.54, 
making  a  total  increase  in  the  receipts  from  all  sources  of  $299,147.83 
for  the  fiscal  year  of  1906. 

The  changes  deemed  necessary  for  the  improvement  of  the  laws 
governing  the  collection  of  taxes,  real  and  personal,  are  submitted 
herewith  for  your  consideration  and  approval.  They  consist  of  a 
change  in  the  realty  tax  sale  law  in  the  matter  of  recording  tax  sales, 
and  an  amendment  to  the  personal  tax  law  to  facilitate  the  collections 
of  taxes  by  distraint,  and  their  adoption  is  considered  expedient  and 
desirable. 

In  my  last  annual  report  1  submitted  the  following  amendment  to 
the  tax-sale  law  and  remarked  in  relation  thereto  that  a  few  lawyers 
who  make  a  specialty  of  tax-sale  cases  have  attacked  the  present  law 
at  every  point  with  the  view  of  having  sales  canceled,  but  with  little 
success.    One  of  the  points  recently  raised  is  that  the  report  of  tax 
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sales  filed  with  the  recorder  of  deeds  for  record  should  remain  in  that 
office,  while  the  custom  has  been,  after  the  report  has  been  duly 
recorded,  to  return  it  to  the  office  of  the  collector  of  taxes,  where  it 
becomes  a  permanent  record  for  the  information  of  parties  interested. 
True,  there  has  been  no  court  decision  on  this  point,  but  in  order  to 
remove  all  doubt  on  the  subject,  without  depriving  this  office  of  the 
original  report  of  sales  bearing  the  certificate  of  the  recorder  of  deeds 
as  to  the  time  when  filed  for  record,  etc.,  which  the  office  should  have, 
I  recommend  that  section  (5)  of  the  act  in  relation  to  taxes  and  tax 
sales,  approved  July  1,  1902,  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

AN  ACT  To  amend  an  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  '  An  act  in  relation  to  taxes  and 
tax  sales  in  the  District  of  Columbia,'  approved  February  twenty-eighth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-eight." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Conyress  assembled,  That  section  (5)  of  an  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to 
amend  an  act  entitled  '  An  act  in  relation  to  taxes  and  tax  sales  in  the  District  of 
Columbia,'  approved  February  twenty-eighth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight," 
is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  5.  That  within  twenty  days,  exclusive  of  Sundays  and  legal  holidays,  after  the 
last  day  of  sale  hereinbefore  provided  for  as  aforesaid,  the  collector  of  taxes  shall 
present  to  the  recorder  of  deeds,  for  record  in  his  office,  a  written  report,  in  which 
he  shall  give  a  statement  of  the  property  sold,  other  than  that  sold  to  the  District  of 
Columbia,  to  whom  assessed,  amount  due,  to  whom  sold,  the  amount  paid,  the  date 
of  sale,  the  cost  thereof,  and  the  surplus,  if  any:  Provided,  That  said  written  report 
shall  be  returned  to  the  collector  of  taxes  after  the  same  has  been  recorded.  Any 
surplus  remaining  after  the  collection  of  taxes,  penalties,  and  costs  on  any  real  estate 
shall  be  collected  as  hereinbefore  provided  for,  and  shall  be  deposited  by  the  col- 
lector of  taxes  to  the  credit  of  the  surplus  fund,  to  be  paid  to  the  owner  or  owners, 
or  their  legal  representatives,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  payments  made  by  the 
District:  Provided,  That  if  any  property  sold  for  taxes,  as  herein  provided,  is 
redeemed  from  such  sale,  within  two  years  from  the  last  day  of  sale,  any  surplus 
paid  at  the  time  of  sale  shall  be  paid  by  the  District  of  Columbia  to  the  legal  holder 
of  the  certificate  of  sale. 

The  amendment  submitted  is  in  line  with  our  efforts  to  free  the  law 
from  defect*,  and  we  think  its  adoption  both  expedient  and  desirable. 
The  report  of  the  tax  sale  prior  to  1905  was  returned* after  being 
recorded  and  became  a  permanent  record  of  this  office,  accessible  to 
the  public.  In  following  this  custom  the  convenience  of  the  public 
was  served,  and  the  office  was  in  position  to  verify  the  facts  of  sale 
promptly  and  accurately.  While  the  amendment  adds  nothing  to  the 
efficiency  of  the  law,  its  adoption  is  recommended  in  the  interest  of 
good  administration. 

The  following  statement  is  submitted,  showing  the  aggregate  amount 
realized,  directly  and  indirectly,  due  to  the  operation  of  this  law.  The 
cost  of  advertising  being  repaid  by  sale  of  property,  the  only  addi- 
tional expense  incurred  by  sale  is  for  blank  forms  and  the  cost  of  labor 
in  the  preparation  of  tax-sale  certificates,  which  is  necessary  to  be  done 
after  office  hours.

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The  provision  of  the  law  authorizing  the  collection  of  delinquent  per- 
sonal taxes  would  be  more  effective  if  some  formalities  were  required 
before  seizure  of  goods  and  chattels.  In  framing  the  law  it  was  doubt- 
less the  intention  to  strip  it  of  all  causes  of  delay  in  its  execution,  but 
the  actual  operation  of  the  law  has  proved  to  be  tedious  and,  in  man}T 
cases,  impracticable. 

A  law  to  be  successfully  enforced  must  be  practical,  and  some  sem- 
blance of  authority  be  visible  to  the  public.  The  mandate  that  the 
collector  of  taxes  shall  distrain  sufficient  goods  and  chattels,  prescrib- 
ing no  method  as  to  how  he  shall  proceed,  other  than  an  uncerimoni- 
ous  taking  possession,  which  lacks  dignity  and  effect  and  does  not 
serve  the  purpose  of  a  notice  to  delinquents  that  legal  preliminaries 
of  some  kind  would,  and  without  which  proceedings  appear  to  man}r  as 
being  irregular  and  unauthorized. 

Much  thought  has  been  given  to  the  question  of  increasing  the 
efficiency  of  the  law,  and  in  our  investigation  we  find  that  in  the  city 
of  Baltimore  the  authorities  are  meeting  with  great  success  in  making 
seizures  for  unpaid  personal  taxes  upon  judgments,  the  procedure 
being  to  sue  delinquents  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  for  all  sums  of  $100 
or  less,  seize  the  property  on  writ  of  execution,  sell  or  hold  the  same 
in  abeyance  pending  the  discovery  or  the  ability  of  the  owner  to  pa}'. 
This  feature  has  been  demonstrated  as  being  practical  and  is  considered 
necessary  and  essential  to  proper  and  successful  enforcement  of  the  law, 
and  it  is  recommended  that  that  provision  of  the  law  of  the  District  au- 
thorizing seizures  be  so  amended  as  to  allow  the  collector,  at  his  option, 
to  either  distrain  or  sue  delinquents  in  amounts  of  $100  or  less,  and 
also  to  make  the  certificate  of  the  collector  of  taxes  as  to  amount  due, 
etc.,  conclusive  without  requiring  the  presentation  of  books  in  court. 

It  is  safe  to  assume  that  after  personal  taxes  become  delinquent  col- 
lections would  practically  cease  but  for  the  appropriation  annually 
made  enabling  the  collector  to  enforce  payment  by  distraint  or  other- 
wise. This  appropriation,  while  inadequate  for  the  employment  of  a 
sufficient  number  of  collectors  to  obtain  the  best  results,  provides 
facilities  for  the  purpose,  limited,  it  is  true,  but  without  which  it  would 
be  impossible  to  collect  any  considerable  amount  of  this  tax. 

With  an  appropriation  of  $5,000  five  collectors  could  be  employed 
the  entire  year  and  much  better  results  could  be  obtained.  We  find 
it  impossible  with  only  three  outside  collectors  to  reach  all  delinquents 
in  a  reasonable  time.  While  the  law  does  not  require  the  formality 
of  personal  demands,  for  obvious  reasons  demands  are  made  before 
resorting  to  extreme  measures. 

That  the  best  results  have  been  obtained  with  the  limited  facilities 
allowed  is  fully  demonstrated  by  the  success  attending  the  collection 
of  this  tax,  as  shown  by  the  following  statement:

The  pursuit  of  delinquents  has  been  unremitting,  many  collections 
have  been  made  through  correspondence  with  parties  after  the}r  have 
permanently  changed  their  places  of  residence,  from  receivers  in  bank- 
ruptcy, and  administrators  of  estates;  and  similar  accounts  are  await- 
ing adjustment  before  the  courts,  with  fair  prospects  of  satisfactory 
settlement.  The  bulk  of  uncollected  accounts  comprise  those  which 
we  are  unable  to  locate  after  diligent  search — accounts  void  by  reason 
of  retirement  from  business  and  change  of  residence,  where  no  tangi- 
ble property  is  in  evidence  on  which  levy  can  be  made  to  enforce  pay- 
ment of  the  tax  due;  duplicate  assessments  and  assessments  made  in 
error,  and  accounts  charged  for  years  subsequent  to  the  last  payment, 
where  parties  have  permanently  left  the  city,  no  formal  application 
having  been  filed  for  cancellation.  The  accounts  enumerated  should 
be  eliminated  from  the  books  in  order  that  a  proper  balance  could  be 
shown. 

The  amount  appropriated  for  the  preparation  of  tax-sale  certificates 
($800)  has  heretofore  proven  inadequate  and  should  be  increased  to 
$1,200.  There  are  other  important  details  attending  the  advertise- 
ment and  sale  of  delinquent  property  for  taxes,  in  addition  to  the 
preparation  of  certificates  of  sale,  for  which  provision  should  be  made. 
I  refer  more  particularly  to  the  reading  of  proof,  which  should  be 
done  deliberately,  and,  if  possible,  after  office  hours.  To  increase  this 
appropriation  as  suggested  would  therefore  be  an  actual  saving  to  the 
District,  as  it  would  provide  better  facilities  for  the  careful  prepara- 
tion of  this  sale  and  largely  reduce  the  necessity  for  the  cancellation 
of  tax  sales  caused  by  errors  in  the  advertising. 

The  work  of  this  office  is  now  accomplished  by  a  force  barely  suffi- 
cient for  the  purpose,  but  being  capable  and  efficient,  and  aided  by  a 
s}^stem  experience  has  proven  to  be  the  best  obtainable,  the  work  is 
done  with  accuracy  and  dispatch,  and  under  present  conditions  every- 
thing appears  favorable  for  its  continuation.  But  as  the  capacity  of 
the  office  force  is  now  at  its  limit,  any  increase  in  the  work  without  a 
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corresponding  increase  in  the  facilities  for  doing  it  will  seriously  impair 
its  efficiency. 

In  this  connection  I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the  proposed  change 
in  the  method  of  collecting  water  rents,  which  will  materially  increase 
the  work  of  the  office  and  will  necessitate  an  increase  in  the  force  of 
the  office  to  provide  the  additional  facilities  required. 

Under  the  appropriation  of  $100,000  to  install  water  meters  in  the 
District  the  work  of  installation  has  already  commenced.  I  have, 
therefore,  included  in  my  estimate  for  11)08  a  provision  for  an  addi- 
tional cashier,  entry  clerk,  and  coupon  clerk,  which  will  be  necessary 
in  order  to  propeily  accommodate  the  public. 

An  analj  sis  of  the  present  situation  shows  that  water  rents  are  col- 
lected on  52,000  bills  rendered  annually,  and  '2,500  meter  bills  rendered 
quarterly,  or  in  the  aggregate,  62,000  bills  are  collected,  entered  on  the 
books,  receipted,  stamped  and  delivered,  during  each  hscal  year.  When 
the  change  is  made,  the  meter  account  will  aggregate  218,000  bills, 
or  54,500  bills  to  be  collected  every  three  months,  and  two  of  these 
collections  will  occur  during  our  busiest  season,  in  March  and  May, 
when  the  force  of  the  office  is  engaged  in  the  advertisement  and  sale 
for  delinquent  taxes  on  real  estate,  and  the  May  collection  of  taxes  on 
real  and  personal  property.  It  can  be  readily  seen  that  to  inject  this 
work  (54,500  additional  bills)  into  the  regular  work  required  to  be 
done  during  these  months  it  will  be  necessary  to  augment  the  force  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  situation. 

The  added  responsibilities  and  increase  of  work  are  additional 
reasons  to  those  heretofore  submitted  for  justifying  the  increase  of 
salaries  as  estimated.  Faithful,  competent,  efficient  services  rendered 
by  those  for  whom  advances  are  asked,  is  a  recognition  deservedlv 
earned  and  should  be  granted.  They  are  all  positions  of  trust  and 
responsibility,  and  the  salaries  attached  are  inadequate  and  are  less 
than  those  paid  similar  positions  under  the  District  of  less  respon- 
sibility. Reasons  for  these  small  increases  could  be  multiplied,  but 
feeling  that  you  are  familiar  with  the  situation  and  will  give  the  recom- 
mendation your  sanction  and  approval,  I  leave  the  matter  in  your 
hands. 

A  detailed  estimate  of  the  expenses  of  this  office  for  the  fiscal  year 
to  end  June  30,  1908,  is  submitted,  with  reasons  for  the  changes  sug- 
gested in  the  force  and  salaries  paid,  and  it  is  earnestly  urged  that  you 
give  the  same  the  force  of  your  approval. 

No  employees  were  engaged  to  or  from  this  office  during  the  fiscal 
year. 

The  business  methods  and  efficiency  of  the  force  of  the  office  is 
shown  in  the  prompt  and  accurate  dispatch  of  its  business;  in  conse- 
quence there  are  no  changes  deemed  necessarv  to  recommend. 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  estimate  of  the  expenses 
of  this  office  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1908:

Item  No.  2  is  an  increase  of  $700  per  annum  in  the  salary  of  the 
deputy  collector.  '  The  duties  of  the  deputy  collector  are  important  and 
exacting.  He  assumes  the  duty  of  the  collector  during  his  absence- 
he  is  required  to  give  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties' 
and  his  salary  should  in  some  degree  accord  with  the  requirements' 
dignity,  and  responsibility  of  the  position.

Items  Nos.  3  and  4  arc  an  increase  of  $200  each  in  the  salaries  of  the 
cashier  and  his  assistant. 

The  cashier  and  his  assistant  receive  all  payments  made  the  District 
on  account  of  taxes,  etc.,  which  aggregate  more  than  $5,000,000  annu- 
ally. The  positions  are  such  as  to  require  unremitting  care  and  atten- 
tion; they  are  responsible  for  all  losses  that  may  occur  on  account  of 
errors,  and  are  required  to  give  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
their  duties.

Item  No.  5  is  an  increase  of  $200  per  annum  in  the  salary  of  the  book- 
keeper. The  bookkeeper  is  required  to  keep  account  of  the  daily  re- 
ceipts and  render  daily  and  monthly  statements  of  the  business  of  the 
office,  furnish  data  necessary  for  the  refund  of  duplicate  and  erroneous 
payments  of  taxes,  etc.

These  new  positions  are  to  provide  the  necessary  facilities  for  the  in- 
crease of  work  consequent  upon  the  change  in  the  method  of  collection 
of  water  rents.

Item  No.  14  is  an  increase  of  $400.    Experience  has  proven  the 
amount  heretofore  appropriated  to  be  inadequate  for  the  purpose. 
With  increased  facilities  that  this  larger  amount  will  give,  much  better 
results  can  be  obtained. 
15.  Contingent  expenses   1,200 

Item  No.  15  is  an  increase  of  $100.  This  will  be  needed  for  addi- 
tional books,  forms,  etc.,  made  necessary  by  the  natural  increase  of 
business  of  the  office.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CORPORATION  COUNSEL. 

Washington,  July  H,  1906. 

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  report  of  the 
business  of  the  office  of  the  corporation  counsel  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1906. 

The  work  of  the  corporation  counsel  is  continually  increasing  in 
importance  and  ouantity,  occasioned  by  the  natural  growth  of  the 
District,  greater  diligence  of  heads  of  departments,  promulgation  of 
additional  regulations,  and  by  acts  of  Congress. 

Among  the  acts  of  Congress  passed  at  the  session  just  closed,  adding 
to  the  work  of  the  corporation  counsel,  the  following  may  be  noted: 

Act  of  March  19,  1906,  creating  a  juvenile  court,  in  section  12 
directs  "That  prosecutions  in  the  juvenile  court  shall  be  on  informa- 
tion by  the  corporation  counsel  or  his  assistant,"  and  by  section  8  it 
is  provided  that  the  court  shall  have,  among  other  powers,  original 
and  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  all  crimes  and  offenses  of  persons  under 
17  years  of  age  hereafter  committed  within  the  District  against  the 
United  States,  not  capital  or  otherwise  infamous,  and  not  punishable 
by  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary,  and  excepting  libel,  conspiracy, 
and  other  violations  of  the  post-office  and  pension  laws  of  the  United 
States;  and  also  of  all  offenses  of  persons  under  17  years  of  age  here- 
after committed  against  the  laws  or  ordinances  and  regulations  of  the 
District  of  Columbia. 

The  act  of  June  8,  1906,  relating  to  compulsory  education,  provides 
in  section  5  "That  any  person  who  induces  any  child  to  remain  away 
from  school,  or  who  harbors  or  employs  any  child  while  school  is  in 
session,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor."  Section  7  provides  "  That 
any  parent  or  other  person  who  makes  a  false  statement  concerning 
the  age  or  school  attendance  of  any  child  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
not  to  exceed  twenty  dollars." 

.  The  act' of  April  14,  1906,  relating  to  the  abatement  of  nuisances 
in  the  District  of  Columbia,  provides  in  section  2  thereof  "That  any 
person  interfering  with  any  inspection  or  work  authorized  by  the  aci 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceding  one  hundred  dollars  or  by 
imprisonment  not  exceeding  three  months,  or  both." 

The  act  of  June  19,  1906,  to  regulate  the  keeping  of  employment 
agencies,  provides  in  section  11  thereof  "That  the  enforcement  of 
this  act  shall  be  intrusted  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of 
Columbia."  And  in  the  same  section  provision  is  made  that  "The 
Commissioners  shall  cause  the  corporation  counsel  to  institute  crimi- 
nal proceedings  for  the  enforcement  of  this  act  before  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction." 

The  act  of  May  1,  1906,  to  create  a  board  for  the  condemnation  of 
insanitary  buildings  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  a  board  known  as  the 
board  for  the  condemnation  of  insanitary  buildings  in  the  District  of 
Columbia,  is  created  to  condemn  those  "buildings  which  are  in  such 
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insanitary  condition  as  to  endanger  the  health  or  lives  of  the  occu- 
pants thereof,  and  section  4  prevents  the  occupation  of  any  con- 
demned buildings  after  the  expiration  of  a  given  notice.  Section  7 
of  the  act  provides  for  the  demolition  of  condemned  buildings  and 
for  the  assessment  of  a  tax  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  to 
cover  the  cost  thereof,  which  are  in  such  condition  as  to  be  beyond 
repair,  and  declares  that  the  owner  or  part  owner  who  shall  fail  or 
refuse  to  demolish  and  remove  said  building  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor. 

Duties  are  imposed  specifically  on  the  corporation  counsel  by  sec- 
tions 8  and  9  of  the  act  whenever  the  title  of  any  condemned  building 
is  in  dispute.  Section  14  provides  "That  the  owner  or  owners  of  any 
building  condemned  under  the  act  may  issue  proceedings  in  the 
supreme  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  a  modification  or  vaca- 
tion of  the  order  of  condemnation  and  the  proceedings  to  be  had  in 
such  case  are  set  forth." 

By  act  of  Congress  passed  March  23,  1906,  it  was  made  a  misde- 
meanor to  abandon  or  willfully  neglect  to  provide  for  the  support  and 
maintenance  by  any  person  of  his  wife  or  of  his  or  her  minor  children 
in  destitute  or  necessitous  circumstances. 

Under  the  juvenile  court  act,  according  to  the  construction  given 
thereto  by  the  Department  of  Justice,  the  duty  is  imposed  on  the 
corporation  counsel  of  prosecuting  offenders  against  the  United 
States,  as  well  as  those  violating  laws  and  ordinances  of  a  municipal 
character.  Thirteen  informations  were  filed  by  the  corporation 
counsel  on  the  opening  day  of  the  court. 

I  have  omitted  any  reference  to  the  proceedings  of  the  special 
counsel  in  charge  of  damages  caused  by  the  elimination  of  grade 
crossings  by  direction  of  the  Commissioners. 

There  have  been  approximately  525  written  opinions  by  the  cor- 
poration counsel  and  375  written  communications.  Many  oral  opin- 
ions have  been  rendered  in  matters  submitted  by  various  District 
officials  relating  to  current  business  arising  in  their  departments,  and 
all  contracts  and  leases  and  bonds  given  to  the  District,  it  is  believed, 
have  been  examined  and  certified  as  to  correctness  and  sufficiency  as 
to  form.  Tax  deeds  to  the  number  of  approximately  550  have  been 
prepared  and  issued. 

In  the  endeavor  to  simplify  the  data  contained  in  this  report,  so 
that  it  may  be  readily  understood,  I  have  scheduled  the  business  of 
this  office,  and  made  separate  headings  for  cases  in  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States,  cases  in  the  court  of  appeals  of  this  District,  law 
cases  disposed  of  and  law  cases  pending  in  the  supreme  court  of  the 
District  of  Columbia,  equity  cases  disposed  of  and  equity  cases  pend- 
ing in  the  supreme  court  of  this  District,  miscellaneous  law  cases, 
justice  of  the  peace  cases,  general  condemnations  under  chapter  16 
of  the  Code,  District  court  cases  (street  extensions  under  special  acts 
of  Congress),  alleys  and  minor  streets  in  which  no  action  has  been 
taken,  lunacy  proceedings,  and  the  status  of  old  law  and  equity  cases 
pending  at  the  time  of  my  appointment,  September,  1905,  and 
recently  discovered  by  examination  of  old  papers  and  records  in  this 
office.    Mr.  Push's  report  is  also  inclosed. 

In  the  case  of  the  Washington,  Alexandria  and  Mount  Vernon  Rail- 
road Company,  the  judgment  for  $53,000,  reported  under  miscella- 
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neous  law  cases,  resulted  from  an  action  brought  by  the  said  company 
against  the  United  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  jointly  for 
reimbursement  for  the  cost  and  expense  incurred  by  the  said  company 
by  reason  of  the  removal  of  its  tracks  from  E  street  and  their  reloca- 
tion under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia, such  removal  being  caused  by  the  construction  of  the  municipal 
building,  authorized  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  June  6,  1902, 
which  act  also  conferred  jurisdiction  upon  the  supreme  court  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  to  hear  and  determine  the  amount  of  the  cost 
and  expense  to  the  said  company  for  the  removal  of  its  tracks  from 
E  street  by  reason  of  the  provisions  contained  in  the  act,  and  to  award 
judgments  against  the  United  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  in 
such  amount  as  might  be  so  determined.  The  cause  was  referred  to 
the  auditor  of  the  court  to  ascertain  and  report  the  amount  of  the  cost 
aforesaid.  The  plaintiff  company  claimed  the  sum  of  $59,704.54, 
which  the  District  disputed  to  the  extent  of  about  $6,000. 

The  auditor  reported  an  allowance  aggregating  $58,445.30,  to  which 
report  and  award  the  District  and  the  United  States  filed  exceptions. 

Subsequently  a  proposition  was  made  by  the  railroad  company  to 
settle  the  matter  by  compromise,  and  upon  the  instruction  of  the 
Commissioners,  with  the  consent  of  the  Attorney-General,  a  consent 
judgment  was  entered  against  the  United  States  and  the  District  of 
Columbia  jointly  for  $53,000,  which  was  a  concession  by  the  railroad 
company  of  all  the  claims  for  deduction  made  by  the  District  of 
Columbia. 

I  desire  to  express  my  indebtedness  to  all  the  assistants  in  this 
office  for  their  faithful,  earnest,  and  efficient  work  during  the  year. 

I  understand  that  I  am  required  to  recommend  any  change  in  the 
service  deemed  advisable,  and,  therefore,  I  have  the'  honor  to  state 
that  I  do  not  consider  that  any  of  the  assistants  in  this  office  are 
sufficiently  paid  for  the  work  they  perform.  I  believe  that  each  of 
them  earns  much  more  than  his  salary  every  year.  It  would  greatly 
promote  the  dispatch  of  work  in  this  office  if  an  additional  stenogra- 
pher and  typewriter  be  provided.  Cases  and  opinions  could  be  more 
accurately  prepared  were  this  office  furnished  with  a  law  clerk. 
There  is  pressing  need  for  the  assistance  mentioned.

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of 
the  operations  of  the  electrical  department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending- 
June  30,  1906: 

STREET  LIGHTING. 

The  flat-flame  gas  lamps  were  maintained  by  the  Washington  Gas- 
light Company  and  the  Georgetown  Gaslight  Company  at  the  rate  of 
$20  per  lamp  per  annum.  The  lamps  consumed  5  cubic  feet  of  gas 
per  hour  and  burned  all  night  and  every  night,  a  total  of  3,700  hours 
per  annum.    All  posts  and  lanterns  were  painted  during  the  year.

At  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  there  were  15  trunk  lines  con- 
necting the  District  telephone  switch  board  with  the  exchange  of  the 
Chesapeake  and  Potomac  Telephone  Company.  Through  these  15  lines 
all  of  the  outside  connections  desired  by  the  numerous  offices  and 
buildings  belonging  to  the  District  government  received  their  exchange 
service.  During  office  hours  the  lines  were  in  constant  use,  occasion- 
ing a  great  delay  to  offices  in  getting  their  necessary  connections.  In 
order  to  improve  these  conditions  and  to  furnish  facilities  for  the  rapid 
extension  of  the  telephone  system  an  estimate  had  been  presented  to 
Congress  at  its  last  session  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  400-line  common- 
battery  switch  board  to  replace  the  existing  magneto  switch  boards. 
No  appropriation,  however,  was  made  for  this  purpose,  and  as  the 
telephone  conditions  were  becoming  worse,  the  Chesapeake  and  Poto- 
mac Telephone  Company  submitted  a  proposal  to  the  Commissioners, 
agreeing  to  furnish  a  new  400-line  common-battery  switch  board' 
equipped  with  40  trunk  lines  and  all  necessary  instruments  and  appa- 
ratus to  replace  the  existing  service,  in  addition  to  furnishing  a  new 
board  for  the  fire  department  telephones,  and  to  maintain  both  the 
boards  for  the  sum  of  $4,552.50  per  annum.  The  District  was  paying 
at  that  time  for  its  existing  service,  including  trunk-line  rentals 
rentals  of  transmitters  and  receivers,  etc.,  the  sum  of  $5,850  per 
annum.  The  proposal  of  the  telephone  companv  not  only  insured  the 
District  an  improved,  up-to-date  switch  board',  with  an  increase  of 
trunk-line  capacity,  but  a  saving  of  $1,297.50  per  annum.  The  offer 
ot  the  telephone  company  was  accepted,  and  arrangements  were  begun 
tor  installing  the  switch  board  and  changing  the  system.  This  work 
was  in  progress  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year.

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With  the  exception  of  the  60  cells  on  the  gong  circuit,  each  of 
the  above  circuits  is  operated  with  one-half  of  the  number  of  cells 
mentioned,  one-half  being  charged  while  the  other  half  is  operating 
the  lines.  There  were  1,306  cells  in  use  on  July  1,  1906.  Six  hun- 
dred and  nine  cells  of  two-plate,  type  B-T;  7  cells  of  five-plate,  type 
5-C;  and  1  cells  of  seven-plate,  t}^pe  7-D,  were  purchased  during  the 
year.  The  4  seven-plate,  type  7-D  cells  replaced  the  13  cells  of  three- 
plate  chloride  used  on  the  telephone  switch  boards.  The  7  cells  of  5-C 
were  added  to  the  local  battery,  making  a  total  of  20  cells.  Five 
hundred  and  sixty-six  cells  of  the  two-plate  B-T  type  replaced  old 
three-plate  chloride  accumulator  and  Willard  cells,  which  had  been  in 
serv  ice  since  March,  1899,  and  the  remaining  43  were  used  to  increase 
other  batteries.  From  the  old  chloride  cells  replaced  by  new  two- 
plate  B-T  type,  43  of  the  best  were  selected  and  set  up  as  two  sets  of 
batteries,  from  which  the  patrol  service  of  the  fourth  and  eighth  pre- 
cincts was  operated.  The  fifth  precinct  was  also  furnished  battery 
from  headquarters,  using  a  tap  from  the  20  cells  of  5-C  local  battery, 
making  six  precincts — the  first,  third,  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  and  eighth — 
operated  by  storage  battery  from  headquarters.

ELECTRICAL  WIRING  INSPECTION. 

I  would  respectfully  invite  your  attention  to  the  following  recom- 
mendation which  I  included  in  my  estimates  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1905: 

On  account  of  the  large  amount  of  new  electrical  work  being  done  the  two  inspect- 
ors provided  for  in  the  electrical-wiring  bill  recently  past  by  Congress  are  no  more 
than  sufficient  to  take  care  of  the  current  work,  and  the  department  has  been  unable 
to  make  any  extensive  inspections  of  the  old  wiring  in  buildings.  A  few  places 
where  defective  wiring  is  known  to  exist  have  been  inspected  in  the  course  of  the 
other  work,  and  the  wiring  put  in  proper  shape,  but  no  systematic  inspection  has 
been  made  on  account  of  lack  of  force.  An  additional  inspector  is  needed  before 
this  can  be  done. 
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THEATER  INSPECTION. 

The  inspections  covered  by  the  following  statement  of  work  done  in 
connection  with  the  electrical  wiring  were  in  addition  to  the  regular 
weekly  visits  to  each  theater  during  the  season  (usually  on  Monday 
and  Tuesday  evenings),  during  performances,  in  order  to  insure  the 
safety  of  the  various  electrical  devices  carried  by  the  traveling 
companies.

Gentlemen  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  show- 
ing transactions  of  the  office  of  the  property  clerk,  District  of  Colum- 
bia, and  the  amounts  expended  for  general  supplies,  etc.,  for  the 
various  departments  and  institutions  of  the  District  government 
during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1906,  as  follows:

By  instructions  from  the  honorable  Commissioner  Henry  L  West 
this  office  investigated  the  feasibilitv  of  procuring  direct  from  the 
mines  such  quantities  of  coal  as  would  be  needed  bv  the  District 
during  the  current  fiscal  year,  with  a  view  of  storing  and  distributing 
the  same  to  the  various  District  institutions  as  required,  but  it  was 
found  to  be  impracticable  at  that  time  for  the  reasons  set  forth  in  mv 
report  of  May  16,  1906.  *y 

Further  investigation  will  be  pursued,  and,  if  found  practicable  of 
inauguration  the  District  may  then  be  able  to  purchase  and  pay  f or 

of  a  ZTC]°fQ  :;alTv  ThiS'  °f  J"'  ^  necessitate  the  S 
of  a  coal  dump  by  the  District,  or  the  renting  of  one  for  this  purpose

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This  year,  instead  of  asking  bids  on  fuel  as  heretofore,  a  flat  price 
per  ton  or  cord  for  coal  and  wood  for  delivery  at  any  point  in  the 
District  of  Columbia,  the  District  was  divided  into  six  subdistricts, 
affording  bidders  an  opportunity  to  quote  separate  prices  for  deliv- 
eries in  Washington,  Georgetown,  and  the  counties  lying  north,  east, 
south,  and  west  of  the  city  proper,  or  to  quote  prices  as  heretofore 
for  deliveries  at  any  point  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Two  bids  only  were  received  for  subdistrict  deliveries,  one  for 
wood  and  one  for  coal.  It  was  found  to  be  to  the  District's  interest" 
to  award  contract  for  wood  on  the  subdistrict  delivery  basis,  but 
contracts  for  all  coal  were  awarded  as  heretofore,  viz:  Flat  prices 
for  deliveries  at  any  point  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 

It  is  my  opinion,  however,  that  it  will  be  both  to  the  District's  and 
contractors'  interest  to  continue  to  divide  the  District  into  subdis- 
tricts, and  I  recommend  that  bids  be  again  invited  in  that  manner 
the  coming  year,  unless  it  be  determined  that  the  District  can  estab- 
lish a  municipal  coal  yard. 

It  is  asked  that  the  Commissioners  again  include  in  their  estimates 
to  Congress  a  recommendation  for  an  appropriation  of  $4,000  for  the 
construction  of  a  wharf  on  the  river  front  for  the  storage  of  sand  and 
gravel. 

During  the  past  year  Congress  appropriated  $30,000  for  purchase 
of  site  for  property  yard  on  line  of  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad,  to 
be  used  in  lieu  of  the  rented  yard  now  located  at  Third  and  Parker 
streets  NE.,  which  must  be  abandoned  on  account  of  the  changes  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  new  Union  Station  and  the  elimination  of  grade 
crossings. 

I  have  included  in  my  estimates  a  recommendation  for  an  appro- 
priation of  $300  for  rent  of  property  yard,  as  has  been  provided  here- 
tofore, for  the  reasons  stated  therein. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  an  appropriation  of  $10,000  be  asked 
for  the  erection  of  a  warehouse  for  the  storage  of  cement,  preferably 
to  be  located  on  line  of  a  railroad. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  current  fiscal  year,  by  order  of  the  Com- 
missioners, the  various  officers  of  the  engineer  department,  District 
of  Columbia,  were  instructed  to  make  quarterly  property  returns  to 
this  office  instead  of  to  the  chief  clerk  of  that  department.  All  the 
other  departments  of  the  District  government  were  also  instructed 
to  make  such  reports. 

By  checking  reports  against  the  requisitions,  something  not  here- 
tofore done,  it  would  enable  the  property  clerk  to  ascertain  the 
amount  of  unexpendable  material  and  supplies  belonging  to  the 
District  of  Columbia  and  in  whose  custody. 

In  my  estimates  for  the  coming  fiscal  year,  which  are  submitted  in 
septuplicate  herewith,  I  have  the  honor  to  recommend  several 
increases  in  salaries  of  the  office  force. 

First,  I  request  that  you  recommend  to  Congress  that  my  salary 
be  increased  from  $2,000  to  $2,500  per  annum. 

Second,  that  the  salary  of  Mr.  J.  A.  McDannel,  deputy  property 
clerk,  be  increased  from  $1,600  to  $1,800  per  annum. 

Third,  that  the  salary  of  Mr.  W.  H.  O'Neill,  clerk  at  $1,500,  be 
increased  to  $1,600  per  annum. 

Fourth,  that  two  inspectors  of  property  be  increased  from  $936  to 
$1,000  each  per  annum. 
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Fifth  that  one  laborer  be  increased  from  $360  to  $600  per  annum, 
and  that  one  laborer  be  increased  from  $600  to  $720  per  annum,  and 
that  both  be  rated  as  clerks;  also  that  the  office  be  provided  with  one 
additional  clerk  at  $1,000  per  annum. 

My  reasons  for  recommending  the  above-named  increases  and  new 
appropriation  are  set  forth  in  the  estimates  for  the  fiscal  year  1908 
forwarded  herewith,  as  provided  in  section  2  thereof. 

Attention  is  respectfully  invited  to  the  report  of  the  inspector  of 
fuel,  District  of  Columbia,  for  the  fiscal  year  1906,  which  is  trans- 
mitted herewith.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE  BATHING  BEACH. 

October  4,  1906. 

Dear  Sirs:  Concerning  the  bathing  beach  I  have  the  honor  to 
report  for  the  season  of  1906  as  follows 

It  was  open  to  the  public  from  June  20  to  August  31,  seventy-three 
days. 

The  attendance  was  30,301.  The  receipts  turned  over  to  the  col- 
lector of  the  District  amount  to  $289.44,  of  which  sum  $1.55  was 
received  at  the  colored  side  and  $3.74  for  checks  lost  and  from  other 
sources  not  accounted  for  by  tickets.  The  expenditures  for  mainte- 
nance amount  to  nearly  $950  to  date.  No  life  has  been  lost  at  the 
beach  or  in  any  connection  with  it  this  season,  but  the  life  guards 
rescued  from  drowning  14  persons.  These  were  due  wholly  to  the 
recklessness  of  bathers.  Not  one  was  purely  accidental.  In  every 
case  a  known  risk  was  taken  by  parties  concerned. 

A  great  many  drownings  have  occurred  in  the  District  during  this 
past  season,  and  nearly  all  may  be  traced  to  ignorance  of  the  danger 
risked  by  seemingly  trivial  acts ;  and  to  educate  the  public  as  to  what 
may  be,  and  what  may  not  be  safely  done  in  and  upon  the  water  is  one 
of  the  principal  objects  of  the  bathing  beach. 

Work  was  begun  on  April  2  repairing  doors  and  lockers  and  install- 
ing a  system  of  switch-board  attendance  as  a  safeguard  against 
thievery,  to  expedite  the  service  of  unlocking  and  to  render  it 
impossible  to  unlock  a  door  by  any  other  means  than  the  switch  at 
the  central  station.  Four  different  locking  systems  were  tried  to  dis- 
cover which  would  be  the  best  in  service  under  the  various  conditions 
of  mechanical  ignorance,  impatience,  and  malicious  mischief  of  some 
boys  and  men  patrons,  so  that  no  further  experimenting  will  be 
required  to  secure  the  best  results  in  the  new  building  now  to  be  made. 
Such  a  system,  costing  less  than  good  locks,  has  been  devised  and 
tested  bv  primitive  means  at  very  little  cost  to  the  District.  The  late 
arrival  from  Massachusetts  of  portions  of  the  experimental  locks  was 
the  cause  of  delay  in  opening  the  beach  at  the  usual  time.  The  attend- 
ance of  30,301  is  equal  to  that  of  last  year  for  the  same  period,  not- 
withstanding the  cool  August,  the  unusually  rainy  season,  and  the 
mud  from  filling  in  the  dam.  The  regular  pay  roll  was  $8.50  a  day. 
This  will  be  increased  next  season  to  $10.75  by  the  addition  of  a 
laundress  and  clerk  for  the  colored  side,  so  that  $322.50  will  be  required 
for  the  pay  roll  of  next  June  to  finish  up  the  fiscal-year. 

That  leaves  unexpended  $675  for  general  expenses,  so  I  think  the 
usual  request  to  Congress  to  make  a  portion  of  the  next  appropriation 
immediately  available  will  not  be  necessarv.  However,  to  keep  the 
beach  in  harmony  with  the  improved  surroundings  I  think  that  the 

SCnPrac  i°JJnn°r  ™alnt.enan?e  s,hould  be  raised  from  the  present 
$3,000  to  $4,000  Ever  since  the  closing  of  the  beach  in  August  I  have 
been  employed  all  of  daylight  m  planning  and  making  drawings  for  the 
new  buildings.  Twice  I  lave  had  to  abandon  my  plans  and  begin 
3  a^aln  be°ause  Icould  not  make  a  respectable  showing 
on  the  $5,000  appropriated.    Now,  I  think  I  have  a  plan  by  which  the 
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structures  on  land  may  be  made  for  that  sum  in  form  to  be  added  to 
and  finished  provided  that  $10,000  is  appropriated  by  the  next 
Congress  to  complete  it,  and  further  provided  that  you  should  see  lit 
to  use  $600  of  the  money  on  hand  to  make  a  beginning  on  the  work 
required  to  be  done  in  the  water.  The  dam  being  now  tight,  pumping 
out  the  basin  to  the  depth  required  is  practicable. 

In  accordance  with  duly  published  notice,  the  property  clerk  of  the 
District  proceeded  to  sell  at  auction  on  the  5th  day  of  September,  to 
the  highest  bidder,  the  three  dressing  houses  and  office.  The  sum 
realized  is  $211. 

Those  buildings  have  been  removed,  and  the  only  structures  now 
standing  on  bathing-beach  grounds  are  the  boathouse  and  refreshment 
stand.  The  latter  is  now  a  storehouse  for  the  movable  property  of  the 
beach.    The  estimated  cost  of  said  property  is  $333.66. 

In  a  few  days  I  will  present  designs  and  a  recommendation  for  your 
consideration.

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  the  report  of 
the  public  playgrounds  for  the  months  of  July,  August,  and  September.

PUBLIC  PLAYGROUNDS  FOR  JULY,  AUGUST,  AND  SEPTEMBER. 

Nine  public  playgrounds  have  been  in  operation  this  year,  the 
same  as  last.  Of  these  nine,  seven  have  been  for  white  children  and 
two  for  colored  children.  Two  of  these  playgrounds  for  white  chil- 
dren were  connected  with  Neighborhood  House  and  Neighborhood 
Club,  at  456  and  468  N  street  SW.;  two  have  been  on  grounds  loaned 
to  us  by  the  School  Board,  one  in  the  east  yard  of  the  Jefferson  School 
and  one  in  the  main  yard  of  the  Eastern  High  School;  one  has  been  on 
a  public  reservation  located  at  the  intersection  of  Georgia  and  Virginia 
avenues;  and  two  grounds,  one  located  at  Seventeenth  and  Gales 
streets  NE.  and  one  at  North  Capitol  and  L  streets  NE.,  have  been  on 
land  loaned  to  the  city  by  private  individuals. 

One  of  the  colored  playgrounds  is  on  a  public  reservation  at  Dela- 
ware avenue  and  K  street  SW.  and  the  other  on  the  south  side  of  the 
ground  belonging  to  the  Freedman's  Hospital.  This  ground  is  to 
take  the  place  of  the  ground  previously  occupied  at  First  and  P 
streets,  NW.  The  First  and  P  streets  ground  had  previously  been 
owned  in  small  plots  by  a  number  of  individuals,  and  we  had  made 
use  of  it  without  having  any  definite  permission  to  do  so.  Just  before 
the  opening  a  large  number  of  these  plots  were  bought  up,  and  we 
were  ordered  to  move  on  the  very  day  of  the  opening,  the  2d  of  July 
In  consequence  of  this  the  $140  which  we  had  spent  in  improving 
this  ground  for  occupancy  this  year  was  lost,  and  it  was  nearly  four 
weeks  before  we  secured  the  new  site  and  got  the  plavground'  again 
in  operation. 

The  playgrounds  were  open  from  9  to  11  and  3.30  to  8  every  day 
during  the  summer.  Since  the  time  of  the  opening  of  the  schools 
September  17,  they  have  been  open  from  12  o'clock  until  dark  everc 
dav  but  the  large  children  are  not  allowed  on  the  grounds  from  1  to  3 
,  ine  equipment  on  all  the  playgrounds  has  been  very  greatlv 
increased  this  summer.  The  ground  was  graded  and  levelecf  at  the 
North  Capitol  playground,  and  the  framework  for  flvine  rinffs  for 
the  girls  was  put  up;  the  frame  for  the  sand  tray  was  rebuilt;  a  back

«JL*  the  Southeast  playground  volley-ball  and  basket-ball  standards 
were  erected  and  the  courts  outlined  with  scantlings.    The  tennis

court  was  graded  and  marked  with  scantlings  as  at  the  North 
Capitol  playground,|and  wire  back  stops  were  put  up.  A  wooden  back 
stop  for  baseball  and  handball  was  erected.  New  ropes  were  put  on 
all  the  swings,  and  a  bulletin  board  and  a  strong  box  for  apparatus 
was  constructed. 

In  the  playground  at  Seventeenth  and  Gales  streets  the  pavilion 
was  put  up  and  reshingled,  and  a  sand  box  was  erected.  Baby  swings 
and  3-teeter  ladders  were  installed.  A  60-yard  running  track  was 
laid  out,  also  a  tennis  court,  similar  to  the  ones  described,  with  a  wire 
back  stop.  The  turf  was  removed  from  the  baseball  diamond,  and  a 
wire  back  stop  was  put  up.  Basket-ball,  volley-ball,  and  tether-ball 
standards  and  a  mast  for  climbing  were  installed,  and  a  building  for 
supplies  similar  to  the  one  at  Fifth  and  W  streets  was  erected.  Per- 
manent seats  have  been  fixed  in  various  parts  of  the  ground. 

At  Delaware  avenue  and  K  street  playground  basket-ball,  volley- 
ball, and  tether-ball  standards,  a  climbing  mast,  framework  for  the 
sand  bin,  and  sliding  poles  have  been  put  up. 

The  material  at  First  and  P  streets  was  so  far  rotted  that  very 
little  of  it  could  be  used  for  the  new  playground  at  Fifth  and  W 
streets.    This  had  practically  to  be  constructed  anew. 

The  total  cost  or  constructive  work  from  July  1  has  been:  Labor, 
$782.64,  and  the  total  cost  of  hardware,  lumber,  and  materials  used 
in  construction,  $486.88;  also,  salaries  of  teachers  and  supervisor, 
$2,415.38;  athletic  supplies,  $250.40;  postage,  $25,  making  a  total 
of  $3,960.30,  leaving  an  unexpended  balance  of  $6,039.70. 

The  supervisor  has  had  charge  of  the  constructive  work  this  year  as 
well  as  the  supervision  of  the  playgrounds  themselves.  It  has  involved 
more  attention  than  could  well  be  spared  from  the  actual  operation  of 
the  playgrounds,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  work  can  be  done  by 
contract  another  year  before  the  schools  close. 

The  work  has  been  embarrassed  by  the  lateness  of  the  appointment 
of  the  teachers.  This  was  due  to  the  unsettled  state  of  affairs  at  the 
board  of  education,  which  made  it  impossible  to  appoint  teachers  for 
the  school  playgrounds  before  the  1st  of  July  and,  as  the  selection 
was  left  to  the  same  committee,  neither  set  of  appointments  was  made 
until  about  the  time  of  the  opening.  However,  Miss  Hofer  was 
brought  on  about  the  1st  of  June  to  train  the  applicants  in  games  for 
the  small  children.  The  games  which  Miss  Hofer  taught  were  very 
popular  during  the  summer,  and  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  supervisor 
that  this  money  was  well  spent.. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  next  year  the  appointments  can  be  made  by 
the  1st  of  April  and  the  teachers  can  be  given  some  instructions  in 
games,  industrial  work,  and  playground  problems.  The  supervisor 
wishes  to  emphasize  his  conviction  that  a  good  teacher  is  much 
more  necessary  to  a  successful  playground  than  much  apparatus. 
Not  only  will  a  superior  teacher  double  the  attendance,  but  the  chil- 
dren get  very  much  more  out  of  it  in  habit  and  training.  It  would 
take  many  times  as  much  money  to  secure  an  equal  increase  in  attend- 
ance through  an  increase  of  equipment  as  it  is  necessary  to  spend  in 
getting  good  teachers. 

The  attendance  of  the  teachers  and  pupils  has  been  kept  this  year 
the  same  as  last — on  a  special  postal  card  which  the  teachers  were 
required  to  send  in  to  the  office  every  day.  In  getting  the  attendance 
of  the  children  the  teachers  were  asked  to  count  the  number  on  the 
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grounds  at  about  6.30  and  then  add  one-half  to  it.  This  makes  a  very 
conservative  estimate  of  the  number  actually  visiting  the  grounds. 
The  children  are  constantly  coming  and  going,  and  the  attendance  in 
the  morning  is  largely  different  from  the  attendance  in  the  afternoon. 
As  shown  by  our  records,  the  attendance  up  to  the  final  tournament 
for  the  eleven  weeks  of  1905  was  80,492,  and  the  attendance  up  to  the 
final  tournament  for  the  ten  wreeks  of  1906  wras  115,910,  showing  an 
increase  for  1906  over  1905  of  45  percent,  or,  adding  one-tenth  to  the 
record  of  1906  to  put  them  on  the  same  basis,  there  will  be  a  total 
increase  of  59  per  cent. 

The  playgrounds  at  present  are  unshaded  and  are  very  hot  during 
the  middle  of  the  day.  It  has  seemed  extravagant  to  erect  shelters 
over  the  apparatus  in  grounds  which  we  might  be  ordered  to  vacate  at 
any  moment.  Consequently  most  of  this  attendance  is  found  in  the 
later  hours  of  the  afternoon.  There  are  very  few  children  on  the 
grounds  from  3.30  to  4.30.  This  suggests  that  it  might  be  a  better 
policy  to  open  the  grounds  for  the  afternoon  about  5  o'clock  and  keep 
them  open  until  9  in  the  evening  if  they  could  be  properly  lighted. 

Experience  in  other  cities  has  shown  that,  in  the  hot  weather  of  the 
summer,  baths  are  very  popular  as  well  as  a  very  necessary  feature  in 
connection  with  the  playgrounds,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  some  of 
these  can  be  installed  next  year. 

About  the  middle  of  July  a  series  of  dual  meets  were  arranged 
between  the  different  playgrounds,  in  order  to  get  the  children  in 
training  and  secure  entries  for  the  final  tournament  in  September. 
Last  year  it  was  very  difficult  to  hold  these  meets  between  different 
sections,  because  there  are,  in  a  number  of  cases,  long-standing  feuds 
between  these  sections  which  result  in  visiting  teams  being  "trotted" 
or  stoned  and  called  abusive  names. 

In  order  to  prevent  this,  points  were  given  to  each  playground  on 
courtesy.  They  were  added  to  the  score  which  each  playground 
made  in  the  contest  if  the  conduct  of  its  members  was  above  reproach. 
The  rule  was  that  in  case  of  gross  discourtesy  the  entire  score  of  the 
playground  was  to  be  canceled.  The  supervisor  is  glad  to  report  that 
there  was  a  decided  improvement  during  the  summer,  and  it  is  his 
belief  that  another  year  there  will  be  no  more  trouble  of  this  kind 
lhe  supervisor  is  glad  to  report,  also,  that  there  was  very  much  more 
interest  in  these  contests  this  year  than  last  and  many  more  entries. 
The  children  did  not  regard  it  as  a  favor  for  them  to  compete,  as  thev 
seemed  to  last  year,  and  were  willing,  as  a  rule,  to  walk  or  pay  their 
own  fares  from  their  ground  to  the  other  in  order  to  enter  into  the 
2f7-  There  has  been  much  more  interest  in  athletics  this 
year  than  last,  and  a  much  larger  number  of  children  have  been  taking 
regular  training  in  some  athletic  event  every  day  Last  vear  the 
standard  test  of  the  Public  School  Athletic  League  of  Newark  was 
adopted  and  championship  buttons  were  given  "to  all  winners  This 
involved  coming  up  to  a  certain  standard  in  the  broad  iumn  the 
60-yard  or  100-yard  dash,  and  chinning  the  bar.    At  th bS  ot

Hwang  uere  shown  in  the  tournament,  where  all  but  five  of 
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the  athletic  records  of  last  year  were  broken.  There  has  also  been 
a  great  increase  of  interest  in  volley  ball,  basket  ball,  and  tether 
ball,  and  the  children  have  learned  to  play  these  games  well.  It  is 
believed  that  the  acquiring  of  these  various  athletic  interests  will  be 
a  strong  safeguard  in  the  future  against  many  temptations  which 
might  otherwise  assail  these  children. 

All  the  work  is  hampered  by  the  fact  that  the  playgrounds  are  at 
present  located  on  loaned  property  and  can  not  fee  permanently 
improved  for  playground  purposes.  The  playground  at  First  and  P 
streets  was  lost  to  us  this  year  on  the  day  of  the  opening.  It  cost 
nearly  as  much  to  transplant  this  at  Fifth  and  W  streets  as  it  would  to 
have  equipped  an  entirely  new  playground.  The  fine  playground  con- 
nected with  the  Friend's  School  at  Thirteenth  and  U  streets  is  now 
covered  with  bricks  and  mortar.  The  present  playgrounds  can  not  be 
fenced,  and  there  is  always  trouble  with  roughs  going  on  the  grounds 
at  night,  making  use  of  the  apparatus  and  in  other  ways  disturbing 
the  neighborhood. 

At  North  Capitol  and  L  streets  nearly  a  pailful  of  broken  glass  had 
to  be  picked  up  from  the  grounds  every  morning.  At  Delaware 
avenue  the  sand  bin  was  used  for  crab  feasts,  and  the  shells  thrown 
in  the  sand.  The  supervisor  has  refrained  from  putting  up  any  piece 
of  apparatus  in  the  playgrounds  which  could  not  be  taken  down  at 
night,  and  many  popular  pieces  of  apparatus  have  not  been  installed 
for  this  reason.  It  has  not  seemed  to  him  that,  under  the  circum- 
stances, we  could  afford  to  put  up  satisfactory  shelters  oyer  the 
swings  or  install  running  tracks  or  many  other  things  which  are 
urgently  needed.  Baths  and  a  gymnasium  and  play  room  for  rainy 
days  are  an  almost  indispensable  adjunct  to  a  playground.  Of  course, 
these  can  not  be  built  on  borrowed  ground. 

There  is  a  common  feeling  that  playgrounds  are  intended  solely 
for  the  poor  children;  but  the  supervisor  wishes  to  call  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  attendance  at  the  school  playgrounds  is  much  larger 
in  the  better  sections  of  the  city,  such  as  the  Ludlow  and  Wallach, 
than  it  is  in  the  poorer  sections  of  the  city,  and  that  play  is  as  much 
needed  by  the  children  of  the  well-to-do  as  by  children  of  the 
poor.  In  the  conduct  of  the  playgrounds  he  has  not  regarded  as  the 
ideal  the  keeping  of  the  children  out  of  the  streets  and  away  from  its 
temptations,  but  he  has  regarded  this  as  a  merely  incidental  advan- 
tage, the  same  as  it  is  to  the  work  of  the  school.  The  real  object 
which  he  has  sought  to  achieve  has  been  the  physical  development 
and  health  of  the  children  and  the  formation  of  courteous,  honest, 
and  energetic  habits  of  action.

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REPORT  OF  THE  AUTOMOBILE  BOARD. 


Washington,  October  10,  1906. 

Gentlemen  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  annual  report  of  the 
automobile  board,  District  of  Columbia,  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1906. 

There  were  24  meetings  held  during  the  year  (the  first  and  third 
Fridays  in  each  month);  879  applicants  were  examined,  873  recom- 
mended and  given  permits  to  operate  motor  vehicles,  6  rejected  as 
not  competent ;  506  motor  vehicles  were  assigned  identification  num- 
bers, 246  motor  vehicles  to  which  identification  numbers  had  been 
assigned  were  transferred  to  the  purchasers  of  them,  and  89  motor 
vehicles  from  different  States  were  registered  during  the  year.  The 
number  examined  at  each  meeting,  type  of  motor  vehicle  to  be 
operated,  the  number  and  kinds  of  motor  vehicles  to  which  identifi- 
cation numbers  were  assigned,  number  of  motor  vehicles  to  which 
identification  numbers  had  been  assigned  which  were  sold  and  the 
numbers  thereon  transferred,  and  also  number  of  motor  vehicles 
registered  from  different  States,  is  shown  in  detail  in  the  following 
tables :

There  were  registered  1,757  motor  vehicles  of  all  kinds  at  the  close 
of  the  fiscal  year,  and  permits  had  been  issued  to  2,377  operators  from 
the  date  of  the  first  examination,  held  August  11,  1903. 

There  has  been  one  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  board  during  the 
year,  Mr.  H.  L.  Thornton  leaving  the  District  service  and  Mr.  W.  E. 
Bleo,  of  the  electrical  department,  being  assigned  by  order  dated 
January  26,  1906,  as  the  electrical  expert  member. 
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As  the  number  of  motor  vehicles  owned  in  the  District  of  Columbia 
increases,  more  difficulty  is  encountered  to  keep  an  accurate  list  of  the 
owners,  caused  by  transferring  assigned  numbers  to  the  last  motor 
vehicle  owned.  To  prevent  such  transfers  from  the  vehicle  to  which 
the  number  has  been  assigned,  and  to  an  entirely  different  type  of 
vehicle,  perhaps,  it  is  recommended  that  when  request  is  made  for  an 
identification  number,  that  on  the  assignment  of  such  number  the 
secretary  of  the  automobile  board  shall  issue  and  deliver  to  the 
owner  of  such  motor  vehicle  a  seal  of  aluminum  or  other  suitable 
metal,  which  shall  be  circular  in  form,  approximately  two  inches  in 
diameter,  and  have  stamped  thereon  the  words  "  Registered  motor 
vehicle,  District  of  Columbia,"  with  the  registered  number  inserted 
therein,  said  seal  thereafter  at  all  times  to  be  conspicuously  dis- 
played on  the  motor  vehicle  to  which  such  number  has  been  assigned. 
Upon  the  sale  of  a  motor  vehicle  to  which  such  number  has  been 
assigned  the  vendor  shall  report  immediately  such  sale  and  return 
the  registration  seal  affixed  to  such  motor  vehicle.  It  is  further 
recommended  that  all  motor  vehicles  owned  and  operated  in  the 
District  of  Columbia  be  required  to  procure  and  display  such  registra- 
tion seal. 

To  comply  with  section  8,  which  requires  operators  of  motor 
vehicles  to  "  exhibit  his  or  her  permit  to  any  police  officer  or  to  any 
member  of  the  board  of  examiners,  when  demand  for  such  exhibit 
is  made,"  it  is  recommended,  in  the  case  of  chauffeurs,  upon  the 
issuance  of  a  permit  to  have  delivered  a  badge  of  aluminum  or  other 
suitable  metal,  which  shall  be  oval  in  form,  the  greatest  diameter  of 
which  shall  not  be  more  than  2  inches,  and  be  stamped  with  the 
words  Registered  chauffeur,  No.  District  of  Columbia,"  with 
operator  s  permit  inserted  therein,  which  badge  shall  be  worn  by  such 
chauffeur  pinned  upon  his  clothing  in  a  conspicuous  place  while  he 
is  operating  a  motor  vehicle  upon  the  public  highways  or  space.

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REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  OF  GAS  AND  METERS. 

Washington,  D.  C,  August  80,  1906. 

Gentlemen  :  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  a  report  of  the 
work  of  this  office  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1906: 

WASHINGTON  GAS  LIGHT  COMPANY. 

The  gas  supplied  by  the  Washington  Gas  Light  Company  is  a  mix- 
ture of  water  gas  and  coal  gas,  manufactured  at  their  two  plants,  the 
west  works  at  Twenty-sixth  and  G  streets  NW.,  and  the  east  works  at 
Twelfth  and  M  streets  SE.,  and  distributed  from  the  gas  holders  at 
the  two  works  and  an  additional  holder  at  First  and  K  streets  SW. 
The  territory  supplied  by  this  company  embraces  that  portion  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  east  of  Rock  Creek. 

An  accident  in  the  engine  room  at  the  east  works  on  December  8, 
1905,  wrecked  the  building,  but  did  little  damage  to  the  machinery. 
This  accident  necessitated  shutting  down  the  manufacturing  plant  for 
five  days.  Meanwhile  the  city  was  supplied  with  gas  from  the  west 
works.  The  company  was  able  to  keep  the  candlepower  of  the  gas 
up  to  the  legal  requirement  during  this  time,  but  could  not  maintain 
the  usual  gas  pressure  in  all  sections  of  their  territory  during  these 
five  days. 

The  rapid  increase  in  the  output  of  gas  by  this  company  during  the 
last  year  or  two  rendered  it  necessary  for  the  company  to  enlarge  the 
purifying  department  at  the  west  works.  These  improvements  were 
begun  in  June,  and  when  completed  will  practically  double  the  capacity 
of  that  department  of  the  works. 

Three  testing  stations  are  maintained  by  this  office  in  the  territory 
of  the  Washington  Gas  Light  Company.  The  northwest  station,  at 
1335  Fourteenth  street,  which  is  supplied  from  the  west  works;  the 
southeast  station,  at  Fifth  and  D  streets  SE.,  supplied  from  the  east 
works,  and  the  central  station  and  laboratory,  at  Tenth  and  D  streets 
NW.,  which  may  receive  gas  from  either  works  or  a  mixture  in  the 
mains  from  the  two  works. 

ILLUMINATING  POWER. 

During  the  past  year  882  official  photometric  tests  were  made  at  the 
three  testing  stations  of  the  gas  supplied  by  the  Washington  Gas  Light 
Company,  giving  an  average  illuminating  power  of  23.22  candles. 
This  is  1.22  candles  above  the  legal  requirement,  which  is  "not  less 
than  22  candles."  The  highest  candlepower  observed  was  27.19  can- 
dles, at  the  southeast  station  on  December  21, 1905,  and  the  lowest  was 
19.08  candles,  at  the  central  station  on  February  3,  1906. 

Three  hundred  and  eleven  determinations  of  candlepower  were 
made  at  the  central  testing  station,  with  an  average  of  22.51  candles. 
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The  highest  at  this  station  was  25.63  candles  on  June  12, 1906,  and  the 
lowest  was  19.08  candles  on  February  3,  1906. 

At  the  southeast  testing  station  285  candlepower  determinations 
gave  a  mean  of  23.35  candles,  with  a  maximum  of  27.19  on  December 
21,  1905,  and  a  minimum  of  19.51  candles  on  April  24,  1906. 

At  the  northwest  testing  station  286  candlepower  determinations 
gave  a  mean  of  23.85  candles,  with  a  maximum  of  26.78  candles  on 
March  27,  1906,  and  a  minimum  of  21.76  candles  on  October  13,  1905.

AMMONIA. 


At  the  central  testing  station  daily  determinations  of  the  amount  of 
ammonia  in  the  gas  showed  a  mean  for  the  year  of  0.23  of  1  grain  in 
100  cubic  feet,  with  a  maximum  of  2.38  grains  on  December  26,  1905, 
at  this  station.  On  thirty-two  days  the  test  showed  no  ammonia 
present. 

The  mean  amount  of  ammonia  found  at  the  southeast  testing  station 
was  1.46  grains  in  100  cubic  feet,  with  a  maximum  of  4.64  grains  on 
July  10,  1905.  On  three  days  the  tests  at  the  southeast  station  showed 
no  ammonia  present. 

At  no  time  during  the  year  did  the  tests  for  ammonia  in  the  gas  sup- 
plied by  the  Washington  Gas  Light  Company  show  the  presence  of 
more  than  the  legal  limit  of  5  grains  in  100  cubic  feet.

A  comparison  of  these  results  with  those  for  the  preceding  year 
shows  an  increase  of  from  one-tenth  to  two-tenths  of  an  inch  pressure 
during  the  year  just  past.  The  maintenance  of  this  slight  increase  in 
pressure  was  in  response  to  complaints  of  insufficient  pressure  from 
some  sections  of  the  territory  supplied. 


SPECIFIC  GRAVITY. 

Occasional  determinations  of  the  specific  gravity  of  the  gas  com- 
pared with  air  as  1.000,  were  made  at  each  of  the  three  testing  stations. 
Although  it  is  admitted  that  where  the  gas  consists,  as  it  does  here,  of 
a  variable  mixture  of  coal  gas  and  carbureted  water  gas,  the  figures  for 
specific  gravity  are  not  of  great  value  as  an  aid  in  pronouncing  upon 
the  quality  of  the  gas.  The  means  and  extremes  of  these  determina- 
tions are  as  follows:

CALORIFIC  VALUE. 

The  widespread  use  in  recent  3Tears  of  incandescent  gas  burners  and 
the  general  application  of  gas  in  cooking  and  heating  apparatus  has 
given  an  increased  importance  to  the  question  of  the  calorific  value  or 
heating  power  of  the  gas.  For  the  purpose  of  making  occasional  tests 
of  the  calorific  value  of  the  gas  supplied  in  the  District  of  Columbia 
this  office  was  recently  equipped  with  a  Junker's  gas  calorimeter.  In 
this  apparatus  the  gas  is  burned  in  an  inner  chamber  and  the  heat 
evolved  is  absorbed  by  water  circulating  in  an  outer  chamber.  By 
observing  the  volume  and  rise  in  temperature  of  the  water  passing 
through  the  apparatus  and  the  volume  of  gas  consumed  the  calorific 
value  of  the  gas  may  be  calculated. 

In  English  speaking  countries  the  calorific  value  is  usually  expressed 
in  British  thermal  units  per  cubic  foot  bf  gas.  A  British  thermal  unit 
is  the  amount  of  heat  required  to  raise  1  pound  of  water  lc  in  tem- 
perature on  the  Fahrenheit  scale.  In  the  determinations  of  heating 
power  made  in  this  office  the  values  were  calculated  for  1  cubic  foot 
of  gas  measured  at  the  standard  of  30  inches  barometric  pressure  and 
60°  F.,  as  this  is  the  standard  pressure  and  temperature  used  here  in 
the  candlepower  determinations  and  is  the  standard  quite  generally 
used. 
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As  soon  as  possible  after  the  installation  of  the  J unker  calorimeter 
a  number  of  tests  of  the  calorific  value  of  the  gas  were  made  at  the 
central  testing  station,  only  a  lack  of  time  preventing  similar  tests  at 
the  other  three  stations.  The  results  obtained  at  the  central  testing 
station  are  as  follows:

GEORGETOWN  GAS  LIGHT  COMPANY. 


To  meet  the  increased  demand  for  gas  from  the  rapidly  growing 
section  west  of  Rock  Creek,  the  territory  supplied  by  the  Georgetown 
Gas  Light  Company,  this  company,  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
summer  of  1905,  instituted  improvements  in  their  works  on  such  an 
extensive  scale  that  it  meant  practically  the  rebuilding  of  their  manu- 
facturing and  purifying  departments/  The  new  apparatus  was  put 
into  service  October  9,  1905. 

As  formerly,  the  output  of  this  company  is  a  coal  gas  enriched  with 
oil  or  naphtha. 

ILLUMINATING  POWER. 

During  the  year  310  official  photometric  determinations  were  made 
of  the  gas  supplied  by  this  company.  The  mean  of  these  determina- 
tions was  23.05  candles,  which  is  1.05  candles  above  the  Wal  require- 
ment. The  maximum  found  was  2T.23  candles  on  June  6,  1906,  and 
the  minimum  1S.05  on  June  27,  1906. 

On  38  days  the  tests  showed  a  candlepower  below  22  candles. 
Most  of  these  defaults  occurred  during  the  reconstruction  of  the  plant 
or  within  a  short  time  after  the  starting  of  the  new  plant,  and  were 
incident  to  the  starting  of  new  machinery  and  new  conditions. 

PURITY. 

AMMONIA. 

The  average  amount  of  ammonia  found  in  the  gas  of  this  coirmanv 
was  1.09  grains  in  100  cubic  feet.    The  largest  amount  3 
grains.    On  11  days  the  test  showed  no  ammonia  present. 

At  no  time  during  the  year  did  the  amount  of  ammonia  found  reach 
the  legal  limit  of  5  grains  in  100  cubic  feet. 

TOTAL  SULPHUR.

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On  six  days  during  the  year  the  amount  of  total  sulphur  found  ex- 
ceeded the  legal  limit  of  20  grains  in  100  cubic  feet. 

HYDROGEN  SULPHIDE. 

On  ten  occasions  during  the  year  the  tests  showed  the  presence  of 
hydrogen  sulphide  in  the  gas  sent  out  by  this  company. 

PRESSURE. 

The  pressure  of  the  gas,  as  recorded  continuously  by  an  automatic 
pressure  register,  was  shown  to  vary  from  0.98  to  4.52  inches,  with  a 
mean  of  2.25  inches. 

SPECIFIC  GRAVITY. 

Occasional  determinations  of  the  specific  gravity  of  the  gas  com- 
pared with  air  as  1.000,  gave  results  varying  from  0.490  as  the  lowest 
to  0.574  as  the  highest,  with  an  average  of  0.520. 

Monthly  data  in  regard  to  the  illuminating  power  and  purit}7  of  the 
gas  supplied  by  the  two  companies  will  be  found  in  Tables  I  to  VIII 
following  this  report. 

During  the  past  year  there  was  installed  at  the  central  testing  sta- 
tion a  100-inch  bar  photometer  for  use  in  determining  the  candlepower 
of  modern  high  power  incandescent  lamps,  such  as  are  now  largely 
used  for  both  interior  and  street  illumination.  This  was  a  much  needed 
addition  to  the  laboratory  equipment. 

The  only  other  changes  or  alterations  made  at  the  various  testing 
stations  of  this  office  were  such  minor  ones  as  were  necessary  to  main- 
tain the  apparatus  in  good  condition. 

GAS  METERS. 

During  the  fiscal  year  just  past,  this  office  inspected  and  proved  6,095 
gas  meters.  This  being  the  largest  number  inspected  in  any  one  year 
since  the  office  was  established  thirty-two  }^ears  ago. 

Of  the  5,807  meters  inspected  on  request  of  the  Washington  Gas 
Light  Company,  or  consumers  in  their  territory,  3,154  were  new 
meters,  914  were  repaired  meters,  772  were  consumers'  meters  inspected 
on  complaint  of  the  consumers,  and  967  were  consumers'  meters  tested 
on  complaint  of  the  company. 

Of  the  3,154  new  meters  tested  only  three  were  found  to  register 
incorrectly  and  one  out  of  the  914  repaired  meters  was  incorrect. 
These  four  defective  meters  were  sent  to  the  repair  shop  to  be  read- 
justed and  were  again  inspected  before  receiving  the  seal  of  this  office 
and  being  placed  in  service. 

Of  the  772  meters  tested  on  complaint  of  consumers  in  Washington, 
296  or  38.34  per  cent  were  fast,  average  error  5.55  per  cent;  52  or 
6.74  per  cent  were  slow,  average  error  4.63  per  cent;  423  or  54.79 
per  cent  were  correct. 

Of  the  967  consumers'  meters  inspected  on  complaint  of  the  Wash- 
ington Gas  Light  Company,  6  or  0.62  per  cent  were  fast,  average 
error  4.80  per  cent;  681  or  70.42  per  cent  were  slow,  average  error 
27.30  per  cent;  5  or  0.52  per  cent  were  correct;  and  275,  or  28.44 
per  cent  failed  altogether  to  register  the  gas  passing  through  them. 

Two  hundred  and  eighty-eight  meters  were  inspected  for  the  George- 
town Gas  Light  Company  and  the  consumers  located  west  of  Rock 
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Creek  usually  referred  to  as  Georgetown  consumers.  Of  these  meters 
130  were  new  ones,  87  were  repaired  meters,  69  were  consumers'  com- 
plaint meters,  and  2  were  company  complaints. 

Of  the  69  consumers'  complaint  meters  23,  or  33.33  per  cent,  were 
found  fast— average  error,  4.45  per  cent;  2,  or  2.90  per  cent,  were 
slow  -average  error,  3.33  per  cent;  and  44,  or  63.77  per  cent,  proved 
to  be  correct. 

The  two  consumers'  meters  tested  on  request  of  the  company  were 
both  found  to  register  correctly. 

Monthly  data  in  regard  to  the  meters  tested  will  be  found  in  Tables 
IX  and  X,  following  this  report. 


FEES  COLLECTED. 

The  law  directs  that  this  office  shall  collect  a  fee  of  50  cents  for  each 
new  or  complaint  meter  inspected,  and  a  fee  of  20  cents  for  each 
repaired  meter.  During  the  past  year  the  fees  thus  collected  amounted 
to  the  sum  of  $2,740.70.  This  amount  was  deposited  with  the  col- 
lector of  taxes,  to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  United  States  and  the 
District  of  Columbia  in  equal  parts,  as  directed  by  law. 

DISTRICT  GAS  BILLS. 

In  obedience  to  Commissioners'  order  No.  241 S07,  dated  September 
28,  1903,  the  monthly  statements  of  all  gas  meters  in  the  District 
buildings  have  been  verified,  and  the  resulting  gas  bills  have  received 
the  certification  of  this  office. 

It  is  my  pleasant  duty  to  testify  to  the  skillful  assistance  willingly 
rendered  at  all  times  by  the  employees  of  this  office.

The  work  done  during  the  past  year  through  this  office  has  been  quite 
satisfactory. 

The  assistants  have  performed  good  service,  coming  in  contact,  as 
they  do  almost  daily,  with  members  of  families  of  deceased  persons 
whose  bodies  require  removal  to  the  morgue.  It  is  upon  such  occa- 
sions, while  persons  are  wrought  up  to  the  highest  pitch  of  excitement 
by  the  sudden  death  of  one  of  their  relatives,  that  the  attaches  of 
this  office  have  to  use  a  great  deal  of  discretion  in  the  performance  of 
their  work,  which  they  have  done  in  all  cases,  I  believe,  without  com- 
plaint. As  time  advances  the  public  is  becoming  better  acquainted 
with  the  methods  pursued  by  the  office.  A  constantly  increasing 
number  of  people  visit  the  morgue.  These  visitors  almost  invari- 
ably express  their  approbation  of  the  fitness  of  the  building  for  the 
purposes  intended. 

During  my  many  calls  at  the  morgue  I  have  always  found  it  in  a 
clean  and  sanitary  condition.  .  The  construction  of  the  morgue  is  such 
that  objectionable  features  are  reduced  to  a  minimum,  and  this  tem- 
porary resting  place  of  the  dead  compares  favorably  with  that  of 
any  undertaker's  establishment.  This  point  in  particular  I  wish  to 
impress  upon  the  mind  of  the  public,  and  therefore  extend  a  general 
invitation  to  inspect  the  morgue  at  any  time.  We  wish  the  people 
of  the  District  to  know  that  the  facilities  for  looking  after  the  dead  are 
all  that  could  be  desired,  and  that  the  bodies  are  handled  with  care 
and  respect. 

Notwithstanding  the  past  summer,  with  its  unusual  amount  of  heat 
and  humidity,  being  very  trying  on  the  sick  in  general,  I  note  that 
there  has  been  a  decided  decrease  in  the  death  rate  of  babies  and 
young  children,  compared  with  the  last  two  or  three  summers. 

Suicides  have  increased  during  the  past  year,  but  probably  not  out 
of  proportion  to  the  increase  in  our  population.  There  is  a  very 
general  impression  among  the  laity  that  there  are  certain  "  seasons'" 
in  which  there  is  the  so-called  prevalence  of  suicides,  but  a  close 
review  of  such  cases  during  the  past  six  years  does  not  bear  out  such 
a  t  heory  Alt  hough  my  report  shows  an  increase  also  in  the  number  of 
violent  deaths,  which  included  falls,  wounds,  and  other  accidents  I 
consider  this  increase  of  mortality  to  be  comparatively  small  when  we 
consider  the  great  number  of  large  buildings  constantly  undergoing 
construction  and  repair.  This  work  is  always  attended  with  much 
danger  and  is  many  times  the  cause  of  fatal  accidents,  but  I  am  con- 
strained to  believe  that  the  mortality  from  this  cause  is  becoming 
ower  yearly,  and  that  the  reason  for  such  a  decrease  is  the  increasing 
intelligence  of  he  men  employed  and  the  safeguards  and  protection 
given  the  men  by  contractors  and  foremen  protection 
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Permit  me  to  again  direct  your  attention  to  the  importance  of  pro- 
viding the  coroner's  office  with  a  stenographer.  Each  inquest  points 
out  more  strongly  the  need  of  such  help.  The  only  record  which  this 
office  has  of  its  proceedings  is  in  longhand.  This  method  is  anti- 
quated, without  legal  recognition,  and  practically  valueless.  There 
have  been  several  cases  before  the  coroner's  jury  in  which  the  District 
has  been  especially  interested  and  an  authentic  report  would  have 
been  of  great  value.  It  is  desirable  that  such  stenographer  act  as 
corresponding  clerk  and  bookkeeper  as  well,  in  order  to  properly 
transact  the  constantly  increasing  business  of  the  office.  I  beg  to 
request  the  appointment  of  a  helper  or  laborer  for  duty  at  the  morgue. 
The  morgue  building  is  large  and  very  inflammable,  built  entirely  of 
wood,  and  the  danger  from  fire  is  added  to  greatly  by  the  heating 
system,  which  consists  of  stoves.  Two  men  are  required  to  go  with 
the  wagon,  as  it  is  impossible  to  remove  an  adult  body  without  assist- 
ance. Responding  to  such  service  would  leave  the  morgue  building 
unattended.  At  present  the  morgue  keeper,  at  his  own  expense, 
employs  a  man  to  go  with  him  to  handle  bodies.  This  is  made  neces- 
sary, as  I  have  given  strict  orders  that  under  no  circumstances  should 
the  building  be  left  in  the  care  of  any  one  other  than  the  morgue 
keeper  or  his  deputy.

Washington,  D.  C,  July  23,  1906. 

Gentlemen  :  In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  hereby  submit  for 
your  consideration  the  transactions  of  the  board  of  dental  examiners 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  July  30,  1906. 

Certificates  entitling  holder  to  registration  with  the  health  officer, 
as  legally  qualified  to  practice  dentistry  in  the  District  of  Columbia, 
have  been  granted  to  15  persons.  Eighteen  applicants  were  examined 
under  the  law  as  amended  February  5,  1904.  As  to  their  qualifica- 
tions by  the  board  14  were  certified  for  registration  and  4  failed  to 
pass  the  examination.  One  applicant  presented  a  certificate  from  his 
State  board,  certifying  as  to  his  having  been  in  legal  practice  five 
vears,  also  as  to  his  competency  and  moral  character.  He  (under  the 
law  approved  February  5,  1904)  was  granted  a  certificate  for  registra- 
tion with  the  health  officer  without  examination  by  this  board. 

By  this  addition,  the  list  of  certificates  now  numbers  656

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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISORS  OF  MEDICINE  AND  PHARMACY. 

July  1,  1906. 

Gentlemen  :  In  accordance  with  your  request,  the  board  of  medi- 
cal supervisors  respectfully  submits  its  ninth  annual  report,  which 
show  the  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  year  and  in  tabulated 
form  shows  the  number  of  candidates  examined  and  licenses  issued. 
The  board  makes  no  recommendations,  as  by  act  of  Congress  approved 
May  7,  1906,  its  name  and  functions  were  changed  by  imposing  the 
extra  duty  of  licensing  pharmacists  and  the  granting  of  permits  to 
those  who  desire  to  engage  in  the  sale  of  poisons  for  use  in  the  arts 
and  as  insecticides. 

The  board  held  24  meetings  during  the  year;  they  conducted  the 
usual  number  of  examinations  provided  for  by  law,  with  the  result 
that  74  physicians,  after  examination,  were  licensed  to  practice  medi- 
cine ;  they  issued  7  licenses  by  virtue  of  the  reciprocity  act,  making  a 
total  of  81  licenses  issued,  and  they  past  upon  154  applications.  In 
addition  to  these,  they  issued,  after  examination,  4  licenses  to  practice 
midwifery.  The  work  under  the  reciprocity  act  involved  the  consid- 
eration of  18  applications,  and  the  correspondence  necessary  between 
the  several  examining  boards  greatly  increased  the  work  of  the  secre- 
tary and  the  time  occupied  by  the  board  itself  at  its  meetings  and 
increased  the  expense  of  the  board  to  the  amount  asked  for  in  the 
report  dated  July  1,  1905. 

It  is  with  great  satisfaction  that  the  president  of  the  board  can  in 
the  ninth  annual  report,  without  reservation,  testify  to  the  continued 
unselfish  and  conscientious  devotion  to  their  duties  of  every  member 
of  the  several  boards  of  examiners.  In  spite  of  the  lack  of  recogni- 
tion of  the  value  of  the  services  rendered,  the  dangers  averted,  and 
the  position  attained  by  the  District  of  Columbia  among  the  com- 
monwealths of  the  nation  by  reason  of  the  work  of  the  board,  there 
has  been  no  loss  of  interest  manifested  and  no  diminution  of  the  har- 
mony previously  noted.  The  board  hopes  that  its  successors,  regard- 
less of  the  title  which  they  may  bear,  will  receive  not  only  compensa- 
tion which  will  in  some  measure  compensate  for  their  time,  but  recog- 
nition as  an  integral  part  of  the  District  government,  so  they  can 
without  fear  of  personal  responsibility  carry  out  the  intention  of  the 
law  which  provides  for  the  licensing  of  physicians. 

The  board  is  glad  to  take  this  its  one  opportunity  to  express  its 
appreciation  of  the  earnest  cooperation  and  valuable  services  ren- 
dered by  Dr.  William  C.  Woodward,  the  health  officer,  who,  from  the 
beginning  of  its  existence  until  the  passage  of  the  act  of  May  7,  acted 
as  secretary  without  personal  compensation.  The  minutes  of  the 
meetings  of  the  board,  the  records  or  the  examinations,  and  the  regis- 
ter of  the  licentiates  of  the  District  of  Columbia  bear  testimony  to 
his  zeal,  industry,  and  efficiency.  It  is  our  further  pleasure  to  thank 
the  Commissioners,  the  corporation  counsel  and  his  assistants,  and 
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the  major. of  police  for  the  uniform  courtesy  which  they  have  extended 
whenever  necessity  required  consultation  or  aid.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

Washington,  July  1,  1906. 
Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
operations  of  the  tire  department  during  the  fiseal  year  ended  June 
30,  1906: 

During  the  year  570  bell  alarms  were  sounded,  an  increase  of  6  over 
the  preceding  year.  Of  the  570  alarms  received,  62  were  false,  an 
increase  of  3  over  last  year.  There  were  sounded  during  the  year  420 
local  alarms,  an  increase  of  4  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year. 
There  were  no  false  local  alarms. 

The  estimated  loss  involved  by  the  570  bell  alarms  amounted  to 
$206,808,  and  the  estimated  insurance  amounted  to  11,728,486.  The 
estimated  loss  involved  by  the  420  local  alarms  amounted  to  $83,404, 
and  the  estimated  insurance  to  $558,995. 

Over  one-half  of  the  total  fire  loss  during  the  year  was  occasioned 
by  three  tires:  One  at  the  Boys'  Reform  School,  on  December  19, 1905, 
involving  an  estimated  loss  of  $70,000;  one  in  an  apartment  house  at 
1204  and  1206  G  street  northwest,  on  December  20,  1905,  involving 
an  estimated  loss  of  $30,000;  and  one  at  the  commission  houses  on 
Louisiana  avenue  northwest,  on  December  20,  1905,  involving  an  esti- 
mated loss  of  $50,000.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  first  one  of  these  fires 
occurred  on  December  19,  1905,  and  the  other  two  on  December  20, 
1905,  the  day  after. 

During  the  past  year  the  fire  department  has  given  special  attention 
to  the  inspection  of  mercantile  houses,  hotels,  apartment  houses,  and 
theaters.  The  storage  and  sale  of  kerosene,  gasoline,  and  other 
inflammable  oil  has  also  been  given  the  attention  which  it  demands. 
The  work  done  by  the  small  force  available  for  this  work  has  been 
most  excellent. 

DISCIPLINE. 

The  conduct  of  the  members  of  the  fire  department  has  been  main- 
tained at  its  usual  high  standard  during  the  past  year.  Violations  of 
the  tire  department  rules  and  regulations  resulted  in  the  dismissal  of  9 
members  of  the  department,  as  follows:  One  for  desertion,  7  for 
intoxication,  and  1  for  conduct  unbecoming  a  gentleman.  For  certain 
trivial  offenses  the  department  has  deprived  the  offending  members  of 
their  days  off.  It  is  believed  that  this  practice  has  had  the  desired 
effect  of  making  the  members  of  the  department  more  careful.  In 
some  cases  the  days  off  were  changed  to  fines.

INDEPENDENCE  DAY  FIRE  PROTECTION. 


Between  7  o'clock  p.  m.  July  3, 1905,  and  7  o'clock  a.  m.  July  5, 1906, 
a  patrol  of  firemen  was  distributed  throughout  the  downtown  district 
at  all  times,  where  fireworks  were  being  exploded.  This  patrol  was 
instructed  to  give  particular  attention  to  doorways,  windows  of  closed 
buildings,  area  ways,  and  alleys.  If  there  had  been  discovered  cause 
for  a  tire  of  any  magnitude  during  the  hours  mentioned,  the  nearest 
fire-alarm  box  would  have  been  sounded  by  one  of  these  alert  firemen. 
Several  small  fires  were  extinguished  in  their  incipiency. 

There  was  distributed  at  points  along  the  line  of  this  patrol  emer- 
gency equipment  as  follows:  Six-gallon  fire  extinguishers,  Johnson 
force  pumps,  3-gallon  buckets  filled  with  water,  ceiling  hooks,  and 
pickaxes. 

It  is  believed  that  the  precautions  mentioned  above  are  almost 
entirely  responsible  for  the  comparative  freedom  from  fire  of  this  city 
on  the  Fourth  of  July. 

NEW  COMPANIES. 

On  November  18,  1905,  there  was  organized  an  engine  company, 
known  as  No.  18,  located  at  Ninth  and  K  streets  SE.  In  the  area 
covered  by  this  company  lies  the  United  States  navy-yard,  with  its 
immense  plant,  and  the  railroad  shops  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company. 

On  December  8,  1905,  the  organization  of  the  fire-boat  company, 
and  the  fire  boat  known  as  the  firefighter,  was  completed.  This  com- 
pany is  located  at  Seventh  and  Water  streets  SW.  The  area  covered 
by  the  fire  boat  is  the  entire  river  front  to  the  District  line,  which 
includes  steamers,  wharves,  lumber  yards,  and  ice  houses.  The  fire 
boat  is  equipped  with  a  sufficient  number  of  feet  of  hose  to  enable  it 
to  fight  a  land  fire  within  a  radius  of  1,500  feet  from  the  river  front. 

I  his  boat  w  also  built  tor  ice  breaking,  such  work  being  considered 
a  part  of  the  duties  of  the  company,  in  order  to  prevent  the  flooding 
of  the  low  areas  of  the  city  during  the  high  water  caused  by  ice  gorge! 
forming  in  the  upper  Potomac  River  owing  to  the  narrowness  of  the 
stream.

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ANNUAL  POLICE  AND  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  PARADE. 

The  annual  police  and  tiro  department  parade  was  abandoned  this 
year,  though  great  interest  was  centered  in  the  contest  for  the  Macfar- 
land  trophy  flag,  which  is  awarded  each  year  to  the  company  having  the 
highest  standard  of  excellence,  and  which  has  heretofore  been  awarded 
before  the  parade.  The  parade  being  omitted  this  year  the  flag  was 
presented  at  the  winning  company's  quarters.  The  prize-winning 
company  was  that  of  No.  1  engine,  commanded  by  Capt.  T.  O'Connor. 

INTERNATIONAL  ASSOCIATION  OF  FIRE  ENGINEERS. 

The  chief  engineer  of  the  fire  department  attended  the  annual  con- 
vention of  the  International  Association  of  Fire  Engineers  at  Duluth, 
Minn.,  from  August  16  to  19,  1905.  While  in  attendance  at  said 
convention  much  valuable  information  bearing  upon  improvements  in 
fire -fighting  apparatus  and  appliances  was  obtained.  Some  of  these 
improvements  have  since  been  introduced  in  this  department. 

THE  TRAINING  TOWER. 

During  the  year  a  training  tower  has  been  erected  in  the  rear  of 
No.  8  engine  house.  By  the  erection  of  this  tower  it  has  been  ren- 
dered possible  to  train  all  members  of  the  department  in  the  use  of 
scaling  and  pompier  ladders,  life  lines,  life-saving  nets,  in  the  handling 
of  hose,  and  in  fact  to  render  them  familiar  with  the  proper  handling 
and  use  of  all  life-saving  appliances  now  in  the  department.  The 
tower  has  proven  of  great  benefit  in  such  training.  Capt.  C.  F.  Beers, 
of  truck  company  D,  has  been  placed  in  charge  of  the  training  and 
has  ably  carried  on  this  important  work.  The  first  drill  was  held  in 
January,  1906,  and  drills  have  been  conducted  every  week  since  that 
time. 

REORGANIZATION  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

By  the  passage  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  classify  the  officers 
and  members  of  the  fire  department  of  the  District  of  Columbia," 
approved  June  20,  1906,  Congress  provided  a  well-deserved  and 
merited  increase  in  the  salaries  of  the  department,  and  also  provided 
for  certain  new  offices:  That  of  chief  clerk,  deputy  fire  marshals, 
inspectors,  superintendent  of  machinery,  assistant  superintendent  of 
machinery,  and  assistant  drivers.    The  act  referred  to  is  as  follows: 

AN  ACT  To  classify  the  officers  and  members  of  the  fire  department  of  the  District  of  Columbia 

and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  fire  department  of  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  em- 
brace the  whole  of  the  said  District,  and  its  personal  and  movable  property  shall  be 
assigned  and  located  as  the  Commissioners  of  said  District  may  direct  within  the 
appropriations  made  by  Congress. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  appoint,  assign 
to  such  duty  or  duties,  promote,  reduce,  fine,  suspend,  with  or  without  pay,  and 
remove  all  officers  and  members  of  the  fire  department  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
according  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  said  Commissioners  in  their  exclusive 
jurisdiction  and  judgment  may  from  time  to  time  make,  alter,  or  amend:  Provided, 
That  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  fire  department  heretofore  promulgated  are 
hereby  ratified  and  shall  remain  in  force  until  changed  by  said  Commissioners. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  fire  department  of  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  consist  of  one 
chief  engineer,  one  deputy  chief  engineer,  both  of  whom  shall  have  had  at  least  five 
years  of  experience  in  some  regularly  organized  municipal  fire  department;  such 
number  of  battalion  chief  engineers  as  said  Commissioners  may  deem  necessary  from 
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time  to  time  within  the  appropriations  made  by  Congress;  one  fire  marshal;  such 
number  of  deputy  tire  marshals,  inspectors,  and  clerks  as  said  Commissioners  may 
deem  necessary  from  time  to  time  within  the  appropriations  made  by  Congress;  such 
number  of  captains  and  lieutenants  as  said  Commissioners  may  deem  necessary  from 
time  to  time  within  the  appropriations  made  by  Congress;  one  superintendent  of 


Commissioners  may  deem  necessary  from  time  to  time  within  the  appropriations 
made  by  Congress:  Provided,  That  the  chief  engineer  of  the  fire  department  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  shall  have  the  right  to  call  for  and  obtain  the  services  of  any 
veterinary  surgeon  employed  by  the  District  who  at  the  time  shall  not  be  engaged 
in  a  more  emergent  veterinary  service  for  the  District:  Avd  jyrovided  further,  That 
the  police  surgeons  of  said  District  are  required  to  attend,  without  charge,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  fire  department  of  said  District  and  examine  all  applicants  for  appoint- 
ment to,  promotion  in,  and  retirement  from  said  fire  department. 

Sec  4.  That  the  salaries  of  the  officers  and  members  of  said  fire  department  herein 
provided  shall  commence,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  with  the  fiscal  year  beginning 
July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  six,  and  shall  continue  thereafter  annually,  unless 
changed  by  Congress,  as  follows:  The  chief  engineer  shall  receive  an  annual  salary 
of  three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars;  the  deputy  chief  engineer  shall  receive  an 
annual  salary  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars;  battalion  chief  engineers  shall 
each  receive  an  annual  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars;  the  fire  marshal  shall  receive 
an  annual  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars;  deputy  fire  marshals  shall  each  receive  an 
annual  salary  of  one  thousand  four  hundred  dollars;  inspectors  shall  each  receive  an 
annual  salary  of  one  thousand  and  eighty  dollars;  one  chief  clerk,  at  an  annual  salary 
of  one  thousand  four  hundred  dollars,  and  one  clerk,  at  an  annual  salary  of  one  thou- 
sand two  hundred  dollars;  captains  shall  each  receive  an  annual  salary  of  one  thou- 
sand four  hundred  dollars;  lieutenants  shall  each  receive  an  annual  salary  of  one 
thousand  two  hundred  dollars;  the  superintendent  of  machinery  shall  receive  an 
annual  salary  of  one  thousand  four  hundred  dollars;  assistant  superintendents  of 
machinery  shall  each  receive  an  annual  salary  of  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars; 
engineers  shall  each  receive  an  annual  salary  of  one  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars;  assistant  engineers  shall  each  receive  an  annual  salary  of  one  thousand  one 
hundred  dollars;  pilots  shall  each  receive  an  annual  salary  of  one  thousand  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars;  marine  engineers  shall  each  receive  an  annual  salary  of  one 
thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars;  assistant  marine  engineers  shall  each  receive 
an  annual  salary  of  one  thousand  one  hundred  dollars;  drivers  shall  each  receive  an 
annual  salary  of  one  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars;  assistant  drivers  shall 
each  receive  an  annual  salary  of  one  thousand  one  hundred  dollars;  privates  of  class 
numbered  two  shall  each  receive  an  annual  salary  of  one  thousand  and  eighty  dollars; 
privates  of  class  numbered  one  shall  each  receive  an  annual  salary  of  nine  hundred 
and  sixty  dollars 

Sec.  5.  That  no  officer  or  member  of  said  fire  department,  under  penalty  of  for- 
feiting the  salary  or  pay  which  may  be  due  him,  shall  withdraw  or  resign,  except 
by  permission  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  unless  he  shall 
have  given  the  said  Commissioners  one  month's  previous  notice  in  writing  of  such 
intention.  & 

Sec.  6.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  hereof  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  7.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  on  and  after  July  first,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  six.  J 

Approved,  June  20,  1906." 

The  chief  engineer  desires  to  express  to  the  Commissioners  the 
appreciation  of  the  officers  and  members  of  this  department  of  the 
recognition  by  Congress  of  their  efforts  to  protect  the  lives  and 
property  of  the  citizens  of  the  District  of  Columbia.

NEW  APPARATUS  AND  APPLIANCES. 

Since  July  1,  1905,  there  has  been  purchased  by  the  fire  department 
the  following  new  apparatus: 

One  third-size  steam  tire  engine,  one  combination  chemical  engine 
and  hose  wagon,  and  one  second-size  steam  fire  engine. 

During  the  year  the  following  has  been  purchased  from  the  appro- 
priation for  "  Repairs  to  apparatus  and  for  new  appliances":  One  new 
combination  chemical  and  hose  wagon,  to  replace  one  old  hose  reel; 
four  new,  up-to-date,  ground  extension  trussed  ladders,  to  replace 
four  old  ladders;  four  pompier  ladders  for  the  training  tower;  eight 
wagon-turret  pipes,  one  being  installed  on  the  hose  wagon  of  each  of 
the  following  companies,  Nos.  1,  2,  6,  and  14,  and  four  being  installed 
on  the  fire  boat. 

The  trucks  of  this  department  are  also  equipped  with  water-tower 
pipes,  which  enable  them  to  throw  a  large,  elevated  volume  of  water 
similar  to  that  thrown  by  water  towers. 

There  has  also  been  purchased  from  the  appropriation  referred  to 
one  set  of  rubber-tired  wheels  for  engine  No.  14.  This  was  consid- 
ered necessary  during  the  winter  months,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
streets  are  often  covered  with  snow  and  ice,  which  causes  the  appa- 
ratus to  slide  while  turning  corners.  Especially  is  this  a  fact  where 
the  asphalt  streets  have  a  crown  and  slope  to  the  gutters.  It  was 
deemed  essential,  too,  that  the  apparatus  be  equipped  with  two  sets 
of  wheels — one  with  steel  tires  and  the  other  with  rubber  tires — as, 
during  the  summer  months,  the  suction  of  the  rubber  tires  on  the  hot 
asphalr would  make  heavy  pulling  for  the  horses.  The  steel  tires 
will  be  used,  therefore,  from  May  15  to  October  15  and  the  rubber 
tires  from  October  15  to  May  15.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  depart- 
ment to  equip  all  of  its  apparatus  in  the  same  manner  as  rapidly  as 
the  appropriation  will  permit. 

george  Washington's  birthday. 

A  committee  from  Alexandria,  Va.,  requested  that  the  fire  depart- 
ment of  this  District  participate  in  the  parade  to  be  held  in  that  city 
on  George  Washington's  Birthda}7.  The  invitation  was  accepted,  and 
the  department  was  represented  by  71  officers  and  members  and  6 
pieces  of  apparatus,  in  charge  of  the  chief  engineer.  All  the  mem- 
bers of  the  department  who  thus  participated  were  on  their  day  on", 
and,  therefore,  their  absence  from  Washington  did  not  cripple  the 
efficiency  of  the  service. 

HIGH- PRESSURE  SERVICE. 

Two  practical  demonstrations  of  high-pressure  service  were  given 
during  the  year,  and  were  witnessed  by  a  large  and  representative 
body.  It  was  shown  beyond  question  that  the  system  would  accom- 
plish in  every  particular  all  that  was  claimed  for  it.  It  is  again 
requested  that  the  adoption  of  this  system  be  urgently  advocated  to 
Congress.  A  detailed  statement  of  the  advantages  to  be  derived  from 
the  high-pressure  system  will  be  found  in  the  annual  report  of  this 
department  for  year  ending  June  30,  1905.

INSPECTIONS. 

Many  public  and  other  large  buildings  were  inspected  during  the 
year,  among  which  may  be  mentioned  The  White  House,  the  Govern- 
ment Printing  Office,  the  Government  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  the 
United  States  Civil  Service  Commission,  the  Bureau  of  Education,  the 
Post-Office  Department,  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  the  Geolog- 
ical Survey,  and  Convention  Hall,  the  latter  building  being  inspected 
particularly  in  connection  with  the  Masonic  fair  which  was  held  in 
said  building. 

Certain  fire  appliances  were  recommended  for  these  buildings,  which, 
if  installed,  would  greatly  lessen  the  fire  risks.  A  detail  of  uniformed 
members  of  the  fire  department  was  stationed  at  Convention  Hall 
during  the  Masonic  fair. 

The  authorities  of  the  Government  Hospital  for  the  Insane  requested 
that  an  examination  be  made  of  the  different  buildings  used  by  that 
institution  and  that  they  be  informed  as  to  what  was  necessaiy  for  the 
proper  protection  of  the  inmates  from  fire.  This  request  was  promptly 
complied  with. 

The  chief  engineer  was  requested  by  the  authorities  of  Alexandria, 
Va.,  to  inspect  and  to  make  such  recommendations  as  he  deemed  proper 
with  reference  to  an  old  engine  of  the  Alexandria  fire  department. 
The  chief  engineer,  accompanied  by  the  machinist,  visited  Alexandria, 
examined  the  apparatus,  and  made  the  recommendations  as  requested. 

REPAIRS  TO  APPARATUS. 

The  machinist  reports  that  during  the  past  year  277  repair  jobs  have 
been  completed.  Since  June  30,  1905,  he  has  responded  to  152  emer- 
gency calls  for  his  services  and  has  supervised  144  repair  iobs  done  in 
local  shops. 

I  would  respectfully  invite  the  attention  of  the  Commissioners  to 
the  urgent  necessity  for  a  repair  shop  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the 
fare  department.    The  reasons  for  desiring  such  a  repair  shop  have 
been  so  often  set  forth  by  me  that  it  is  not  deemed  necessary  to 
into  the  matter  at  length  in  this  report. 

HORSES.

Appendix  1. 
REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  MARSHAL. 

Washington,  D.  C,  June  SO,  1906. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  transactions  of  the 
fire  marshal's  office  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1906: 

The  loss  by  fire  in  the  District  for  the  fiscal  year  just  ended  exceeds  the  loss  of  the 
preceding  year  by  $69,080,  due  to  the  fact  that  three  fires  alone  caused  an  estimated 
damage  of  $150,000.  Other  than  the  loss  occasioned  by  the  three  fires  it  is  indeed 
very  gratifying  to  report  that  the  other  fires  only  caused  an  estimated  damage  of 
$140,212.  Washington,  as  in  years  gone  by,  has  been  favored  in  escaping  serious 
conflagrations  like  those  that  have  visited  other  cities  in  the  country. 

This  city  has  the  same  conditions  to  promote  fires  as  other  cities  of  its  size,  and 
its  losses  will  more  than  favorably  compare  with  those  cities.  The  small  losses  are 
attributed  to  the  manner  pursued  by  the  department  in  fighting  fires,  the  promptness 
in  which  the  department  is  able  to  leave  quarters,  and  the  speed  with  which  the 
apparatus  can  be  sent  to  the  fire  by  means  of  the  good  wide  streets  of  the  city. 

FIRE  LOSS. 

Over  one-half  of  the  total  fire  loss  of  the  year  was  due  to  three  fires  alone,  namely, 
the  burning  of  the  Boys'  Reform  School,  on  December  19,  involving  an  estimated 
loss  of  $70,000;  the  burning  of  the  apartment  house  1204  and  1206  G  street  NW., 
on  December  20,  involving  an  estimated  loss  of  $30,000;  and  the  burning  of  the 
commission  houses  on  Louisiana  avenue  NW.,  December  20,  involving  an  estimated 
loss  of  $50,000.  In  each  of  these  fires  there  were  extenuating  circumstances  for  the 
heavy  losses. 

The  Boys'  Reform  School,  located  on  the  Bladensburg  road;  the  large  amount  of 
loss  caused  by  this  fire  is  attributed  as  follows:  First,  to  the  inadequate  water  supply 
at  the  institution,  as  only  one  company  could  get  enough  water  to  supply  its  engine 
and  force  a  satisfactory  stream  of  water,  and  at  times  even  that  supply  was  not  suffi- 
cient. The  other  two  engine  companies  that  responded  were  compelled  to  connect 
to  a  plug  outside  of  the  grounds  of  the  institution,  from  the  city  supply,  and  then  were 
compelled  to  line  in,  which  necessitated  the  laying  out  of  and  forcing  water  through 
3,150  feet  of  hose,  and  upgrade  at  that;  secondly,  owing  to  the  great  distance  the 
department  was  compelled  to  travel  over  country  roads  with  its  apparatus  and  horses, 
with  snow  on  the  ground,  before  reaching  the  fire;  the  nearest  engine  house  being 
over  2  miles  away,  not  to  speak  of  the  reserve  companies  that  responded  that  were 
located  at  a  greater  distance  from  the  scene  of  fire;  thirdly,  the  headway  gained  by 
fire  before  the  arrival  of  the  department,  as  it  required  the  untiring  energy  and  skill 
of  the  department  from  2  o'clock  a.  m.  until  3  o'clock  p.  m.  before  the  fire  was 
extinguished. 

The  apartment  house  fire  occurred  at  12.15  a.  m.,  December  20.  The  loss  is 
attributed  to  the  fact  that  the  fire  originated  in  the  basement  and  gained  considerable 
headway  before  the  arrival  of  the  department,  'and  spread  to  the  dumb-waiter  shaft 
and  from  there  to  the  roof,  doing  considerable  damage  not  only  to  building,  but 
to  the  contents  of  the  various  rooms  before  the  fire  was  extinguished,  due  to  the 
presence  of  the  gases  and  heavy  smoke  that  had  accumulated  and  the  manner  in 
which  the  department  was  compelled  to  fight  the  fire. 

The  commission  houses'  fire  occurred  at  6.30  a.  m.,  December  20.  The  loss  is  attril)- 
uted  to  the  fact  that  the  buildings  were  stored  with  inflammable  material  and  had 
spread  rapidly  from  one  building  to  the  other  before  the  arrival  of  the  department. 
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This  is  also  explained  by  the  reason  that  when  this  fire  occurred  the  nearest  com- 
panies that  would  have  responded  on  the  first  alarm  were  still  out  working  on  the 
apartment  house  fire  and  the  next  nearest  companies  had  considerable  distance  to 
travel;  besides  several  of  the  companies  that  had  previously  been  working  on  the 
apartment  house  fire  had  left  the  scene  of  fire  and  were  on  their  way  to  quarters,  but 
had  not  arrived  when  the  alarm  was  sounded  for  this  fire.  The  weather  being  very 
cold,  the  denartment  was  handicapped  to  some  extent. 

With  this  loss  of  $150,000  deducted,  there  was  but  a  loss  of  only  $140,212  for  the 
other  987  fires. 

During  the  fiscal  year  570  bell  alarms  were  received  and  investigated.  This  was 
an  increase  of  6  bell  alarms  over  the  preceding  year. 

The  loss  that  these  fires  caused  is  estimated  at  $206,808.  The  insurance  that  cov- 
ered the  property  threatened  was  $1,728,486.  There  were  420  local  alarms  received 
and  investigated;  this  was  an  increase  of  4  local  alarms  as  compared  with  the  pre- 
ceding year.  The  estimated  loss  caused  by  the  local  alarms  is  $83,404;  the  insurance 
that  covered  the  loss  by  these  local  alarms  is  $558,995.  The  total  estimated  loss  for 
the  year  was  $290,212,  or  over  12f  per  cent  of  the  total  insurance,  $2,287,476. 

The  loss  of  the  present  year,  as  compared  with  the  losses  of  the  preceding  years,  is 
reduced  considerably,  due  to  the  fact  that  inspections  of  all  business  houses,  hotels, 
theaters,  and  residences  are  still  being  vigorously  pursued,  and  in  fact  all  conditions 
that  would  in  any  manner  cause  or  would  have  a  tendency  to  promote  a  fire  is  care- 
fully watched,  and  where  said  conditions  are  found  they  are  ordered  abated  at  once, 
or  in  a  reasonable  time,  as  the  situation  presents  itself.  As  I  have  stated  in  previous 
reports,  it  has  been  the  main  effort  of  the  fire  department  to  extinguish  fires,  but 
those  days  are  numbered  with  the  past  and  the  present  aim  is  prevention,  which  this 
office  has  been  able  to  accomplish  with  its  present  force  to  that  end,  that  all  fire 
liabilities  in  the  District  will  be  reduced  to  a  minimum. 

FALSE  ALARMS. 

During  the  year  there  were  62  false  alarms,  an  increase  of  3  over  the  preceding 
year.  This  number  is  pleasing  to  report  and  is  small  in  comparison  with  a  city  of 
its  size.  There  have  been  several  arrests  made  during  the  year  for  turning  in  false 
alarms,  and  the  culprits  have  been  fined  and  sentenced  to  the  workhouse. 

FIRE  LOSS. 

In  the  appended  statement,  "Origin  of  fire,"  the  most  of  the  fires  were  caused  by 
the  use  of  gasoline,  soot  in  chimneys,  defective  flues,  children  playing  with  fire  and 
matches,  hot  ashes,  sparks  from  chimneys,  and  the  burning  of  brush.    Of  the  fires 
72  are  attributed  to  the  use  of  gasoline  and  the  majority  of  cases  were  caused  bv  its 
use  for  domestic  purposes.  J 

The  fires  that  have  had  gasoline  as  their  cause  still  lead  the  casuality  list  of  this 
office.  During  the  present  year  the  police  regulations  were  amended,  and  to  the  regu- 
lations governing  the  storage  and  sale  of  gasoline  more  restrictions  have  been  added 
in  order  to  reduce  the  possibility  of  danger  from  the  use  of  this  article 

In  many  cases  death  resulted  from  the  injuries  received.    Soot  in  chimneys  and 
defective  flues  contributed  125  fires,  children  playing  with  fire  and  r    S  27 
sparks  from  chimneys  28,  and  burning  of  brush  31.  "^ciies

In  each  case  the  premises 
were  visited  and  the  conditions  noted  to  ascertain  whether  the  applicants  would  be 
able  to  comply  with  the  regulations.  The  Fifty-ninth  Congress  passed  a  law,  which 
was  approved  February  9,  providing  a  fee  of  50  cents  for  each  permit  for  the  storage 
and  sale  of  fireworks. 

February  4,  1906,  the  police  regulations  were  so  amended  that  the  entire  responsi- 
bility of  the  storage  and  sale  of  fireworks  was  placed  upon  this  office,  thereby 
increasing  the  duties  of  this  office  to  some  extent. 

INFLAMMABLE  OILS. 

While  this  office  has  no  authority  to  repress  the  storage  of  inflammable  oils, 
especially  gasoline,  it  has  nevertheless  the  power  invested  in  it  by  the  Commission- 
ers to  see  that  such  oils  are  stored  in  compliance  with  the  regulations.  This  office  is 
pleased  to  state  that  the  liabilities  from  fire  from  this  source  have  been  materially 
decreased. 

These  oils  can  only  be  stored  by  making  application  to  the  fire  marshal  on  blanks 
furnished  by  this  office  after  representatives  of  this  office  have  inspected  the  premises. 
Good  results  were  obtained  in  the  decrease  in  the  storage  of  oils  having  a  flashing 
point  below  120°  F.  This  oil  is  not  allowed  to  be  stored  unless  suitable  iron  or  steel 
tanks  are  constructed  outside  of  the  building  and  6  feet  from  the  nearest  wall  of  any 
building,  and  the  top  of  tank  at  least  3  feet  from  the  surface  of  the  ground.  In 
many  cases  the  storage  of  these  oils  was  abandoned  by  the  applicant  rather  than  go 
to  the  expense  of  constructing  such  tanks,  and  others  were  rejected  for  the  reason 
that  the  applicants  were  unable  to  comply  with  the  regulations.  The  maximum 
amount  of  gasoline  and  similar  oils  allowed  to  be  stored  is  50  gallons,  but  in  few 
instances  greater  quantities  were  allowed  by  special  permission  of  the  Commissioners. 
The  Fifty-ninth  Congress  passed  a  law  and  approved,  February  9, 1906,  an  act  charg- 
ing a  fee  of  $1  for  a  license  to  store  and  keep  for  sale  kerosene,  and  $5  for  a  license  to 
store  and  keep  for  sale  gasoline. 

During  the  year  there  were  four  persons  taken  into  court,  convicted,  and  fined  for 
storing  and  keeping  for  sale  gasoline  without  the  necessary  permit,  after  being  warned 
that  they  were  violating  the  regulations. 

* 

INSPECTIONS  OP  THEATERS. 

During  the  theatrical  season  there  were  7  theaters  open.  They  were  inspected  at 
least  twice  each  week  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  the  regulations  were  being  vio- 
lated, the  regulation  adopted  in  September,  1904,  by  the  Commissioners  requiring 
the  woodwork  and  scenery  to  be  treated  with  a  fire-resisting  solution.  This  office 
has  the  supervision  of  the  fireproofing  of  the  scenery  in  theaters  and  is  one  of  the 
most  rigid  of  inspections  during  the  theatrical  season.  The  regulations  also  required 
that  all  scenery  of  traveling  companies  should  be  treated  with  fire-resisting  material 
before  it  can  be  used  in  the  theaters  of  this  city.  All  scenery  of  this  character  was 
tested  before  the  first  performance  of  the  week,  and  affidavit  was  required  from  the 
traveling  managers  stating  that  the  scenery  had  been  so  treated.  In  but  few  cases 
was  it  found  that  the  scenery  had  not  been  so  treated.  This  scenery  was  not  allowed 
to  be  used  until  it  met  with  the  requirements. 

The  inspections  of  theaters  were  not  the  only  places  visited.  Convention  Hall, 
where  vaudeville  shows  and  bazaars  were  held,  was  visited  and  examinations  made 
of  the  scenery  used,  to  ascertain  if  the  scenery  had  been  treated  with  a  fire-resisting 
solution. 

Pythian  Temple,  Masonic  Temple,  and  several  smaller  halls  and  churches  were 
visited  where  fairs  and  bazaars  were  held.  The  officials  of  the  different  organiza- 
tions were  compelled  to  treat  the  booths,  flags,  bunting,  and  all  draperies  used  with 
a  fire-resisting  solution  before  the  halls  were  allowed  to  be  open  to  the  public,  besides 
providing  other  fire  protection. 

INSPECTION  OF  MERCANTILE  HOUSES. 

One  of  the  most  important  features  within  the  duties  of  this  office  is  the  inspection 
of  mercantile  houses,  hotels,  apartment  houses,  yards,  cellars,  and  all  dangerous 
conditions  from  a  fire  standpoint  of  view.  These  inspections  have  been  vigorously 
pursued  and  over  24,000  visits  of  inspection  were  made,  and  all  conditions  liable  to 
cause  or  promote  a  fire  were  remedied. 

The  occupants  and  owners  of  premises  were  impressed  with  the  necessity  of  giving 
their  individual  cooperation  in  the  prevention  of  fire  and  good  results  were  obtained. 
The  hazardous  sections  of  the  city  were  given  the  greatest  attention,  they  having 
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been  visited  and  revisited  several  times.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  in  but  a  few 
instances  was  it  necessary  as  to  serve  notices  on  the  owners  or  occupants  to  remove 
the  conditions  found,  and  in  only  one  case  was  it  necessary  to  resort  to  the  court  for 
action. 

OFFICE  SYSTEM. 

The  work  of  the  office  is  authentically  recorded  and  kept  by  a  method  that  can  be 
turned  to  at  any  time,  and  any  information  needed  is  ready  of  access.  Especially  is 
this  so  of  the  records  of  the  tires.  Each  fire  is  recorded  on  a  printed  blank,  giving 
the  time  of  the  fire,  date,  box  or  local,  location,  style  of  building,  how  occupied, 
owner,  occupant,  origin,  location  of  fire  in  the  building,  damage  to  building,  and 
damage  to  contents;  also  on  the  same  sheet  is  kept  a  record  of  any  accident  or  other 
information  necessary  to  complete  the  record  of  the  fire. 

There  is  also  kept  a  complete  record  of  all  inspections,  applications  for  the  storage 
of  oils,  and  a  record  of  the  casualties  reported  during  the  year. 

ASSISTANTS  TO  THE  FIRE  MARSHAL. 

Owing  to  the  absence  of  Fire  Marshal  Sidney  Bieber,  caused  by  illness,  and  the 
steady  increase  of  the  duties  devolving  upon  this  office,  it  was  found  that  with  only 
Lieut.  L.  V.  Seib,  as  my  assistant,  and  the  entire  city  to  look  after,  on  July  25, 1905, 
Lieut.  M.  G.  Metz  and  Private  C.  G.  Achstetter  were  detailed  as  assistants  to  the 
fire  marshal  and  assigned  to  the  work  of  inspection  of  mercantile  houses,  and  am 
happy  to  say  that  with  the  increased  force  more  work  has  been  accomplished. 

To  my  assistants  much  consideration  is  due  for  the  able  and  conscientious  manner 
in  which  they  have  performed  the  duties  imposed  upon  them. 

On  September  1, 1905,  Fire  Marshal  Sidney  Bieber,  owing  to  illness,  was  compelled 
to  relinquish  the  duties  of  fire  marshal,  and  was  placed  upon  the  retired  list  of  the 
department,  and  I  was  appointed  to  succeed  him  as  fire  marshal. 

Thanking  you  for  the  courtesies  you  have  extended  to  me  and  for  your  support  in 
my  efforts  to  keep  up  the  standing  and  reputation  that  this  office  has  gained,

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 

There  were  two  serious  accidents  to  the  apparatus  during  the  year. 

(1)  No.  1  engine,  while  serving  at  fire  from  box  158,  December  20,  1905,  became 
disabled,  caused  by  pump  plunger  rod  working  loose  from  yoke;  considerable  dam- 
age was  done  to  the  machinery  of  said  engine. 

(2)  January  9,  1906,  while  No.  3  engine  was  responding  to  box  616,  the  engine 
slid  in  making  a  turn  at  Seventh  and  H  streets  NE.  and  struck  the  curbing  at  the 
northeast  corner.  The  engine  was  upset,  the  front  gear  broken,  rear  axle  bent  and 
rear  wheel  broken;  considerable  damage  was  also  done  to  the  machinery 

During  the  past  twelve  months  I  have  inspected  and  tested  all  new  apparatus, 
appliances,  and  hose  received  by  this  department,  and  have  recorded  the  result  in

I  have  examined  all  the  men  eligible  to  promotion  to  engineers  or  assistant  engi- 
neers in  order  to  determine  their  ability  to  handle  said  steamers  at  fires.

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The  following  is  a  list  of  some  of  the  more  important  work  completed  by  my 
department  in  the  small  shop  now  used  for  repair  work: 
Repairing  of  No.  1  engine  that  was  damaged  at  tire  December  20,  1905. 
Repairing  of  No.  3  engine  that  upset  January  9,  1906. 
Putting  modern  double  brakes  on  trucks  B,  D,  F,  and  G. 
Reconstructing  of  the  hoisting  gear  on  aerial  ladder  of  truck  A. 
Revalving  the  pumps  of  engines  Nos.  6  and  14. 

Installing  new  turret  pipes  on  Nos.  2,  6,  and  11  hose  wagons  and  four  turret  pipes 
on  the  manifold  system  of  the  tire  boat;  also  considerable  repairs  to  engines  Nos.  5, 
7,  8,  9,  10,  11,  and  12  and  to  one  reserve  engine. 

My  assistant  and  myself  have  attended  all  special  calls  from  fires  during  the  year. 

I  respectfully  recommend  that  two  modern  steamers  be  purchased  to  replace  two 
engines  that  have  been  in  continuous  service  since  1889.  I  also  recommend  the 
rebuilding  of  the  reserve  Clapp  &  Jones  engine,  the  rebuilding  to  include  a  self- 
circulating  water-tube  boiler. 

I  also  recommend  that  I  be  furnished  with  a  wreck  wagon  and  necessary  tools  and 
appliances  for  picking  up  broken-down  or  overturned  apparatus. 

I  desire  to  renew  my  request  for  a  repair  shop  and  its  equipments.  The  necessity 
for  such  a  shop  is  more  and  more  realized  by  me  every  year.  If  it  is  provided  the 
work  of  the  department  will  be  done  much  quicker,  better,  and  with  less  cost,  and 
the  work  that  has  to  be  performed  in  the  local  shops  can  be  done  in  the  proposed 
shop. 

I  also  have  to  report  that  I  have  tested  all  of  the  hose  in  the  department  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1906. 

There  is  in  the  department  51,700  feet  of  2^-inch  cotton  rubber-lined  hose,  divided 
as  follows:  24,550  feet  of  good  or  first-class  hose;  23,000  feet  of  fair  hose;  4,150  feet  of 
bad  hose  (this  was  either  condemned  during  the  test  or  bursted  during  the  year). 

Of  the  3-inch  gum  hose  there  is  1,250  feet  fair  and  150  feet  bad.  (The  150  feet  of 
bad  hose  was  condemned. ) 

There  are  47,550  feet  of  serviceable  2^-inch  cotton  rubber-lined  hose  and  21,300 
feet  of  2^-inch  gum  hose  in  the  department,  making  a  total  of  68,850  feet  of  service- 
able 22-inch  hose,  with  1,250  feet  of  serviceable  3-inch  gum  hose,  making  a  grand 
total  of  all  the  serviceable  hose  in  the  department  70,100  feet. 

Accompanying  this  report  is  a  table  showing  the  number  of  feet  in  the  various 
companies  of  the  department  and  their  condition.

REPORT  OF  THE  VETERINARIAN. 

Washington,  D.  C,  July  1,  1906. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  the  following  report  to  your  department  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1906: 

There  were  on  hand  June  30,  1905,  176  horses;  of  these,  28  have  been  condemned 
by  me  as  unfit  for  further  fire  service,  5  have  died,  and  1  was  destroyed. 

Forty-eight  new  horses  were  purchased,  leaving  in  service  June  30, 1906, 190  horses. 

Of  these,  I  find  that  121  are  in  good  condition,  60  are  in  fair  condition,  and  9  are 
in  bad  condition  and  unfit  for  further  service. 

The  usual  amount  of  sickness  and  injuries  occurred  during  the  year. 

The  average  usefulness  of  the  horses  for  fire  service  has  been  about  five  and  one- 
half  years,  but  many  of  the  horses  condemned  as  unfit  for  fire  service  have  been 
found  useful  for  other  departments,  where  the  work  is  of  a  slow  draft,  and  have  been 
passed  from  one  department  to  another  by  the  property  clerk,  where  they  can  be  used 
to  an  advantage. 

If  the  appropriation  was  large  enough  so  that  horses  could  be  passed  out  of  fire  serv- 
ice a  year  earlier  it  would  be  a  great  saving  to  the  District,  as  then  other  departments 
would  be  getting  better  horses,  and  many  that  are  now  totally  used  up  before  leaving 
the  fire  service  would  last  for  years  at  slow  work. 

This  would  keep  the  fire  department  in  better  shape  and  help  all  other  departments.

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As  compared  with  the  fiscal  year  1905,  a  decrease  of  268  is  shown 
in  the  number  of  scales,  weights,  and  measures  condemned  and 
destroyed. 

One  hundred  and  fourteen  cases  were  presented  to  the  police  court 
for  prosecution  as  against  65  for  the  preceding  year,  and  fines  to  the 
amount  of  $730  were  imposed.  In  one  case  personal  bond  was  taken ; 
one  offender  was  sentenced  to  serve  eleven  months  and  twenty-nine 
days  and  another  five  months  for  violation  of  the  weights  and 
measures  law. 

Hucksters  still  continue  to  require  a  large  part  of  the  time  of  the 
officials  connected  with  this  office.  In  many  cases  there  seems  to 
be  an  indifference  on  their  part  as  to  whether  or  not  there  are  any 
regulations.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  an  increase  in  the  license  fee 
would  protect  the  public  against  the  dishonest  methods  pursued  by 
many  of  them,  by  confining  the  trade  to  a  more  reliable  class  of  men. 

Conditions  relative  to  the  weight  of  coal  delivered  are  much 
improved  and  during  the  year  we  found  the  test  weight  the  same  as 
the  weight  shown  by  the  certificate,  with  but  few  exceptions.  Here 
again  we  experienced  trouble  with  hucksters  selling  coal  by  the 
bushel.    One  of  these  venders  was  fined  $75  or  five  months  in  jaik 

OIL. 

As  much  time  as  possible,  with  our  limited  force,  has  been  given  to 
investigating  the  manner  in  which  oil  is  sold.  The  5-gallon  cans  on 
the  wagons  of  the  several  companies  operating  in  the  District  have 
been  inspected  and  sealed  and  the  drivers  are  looked  after  to  see  that 
they  fill  these  cans  to  the  proper  point.  Of  course  it  is  not  practicable 
to  watch  every  wagon  every  day,  but  we  are  always  on  the  alert  and 
in  making  our  regular  tours  of "  the  District  are  able  to  keep  a  close 
oversight  of  them.  The  1 -gallon  cans  in  use  on  the  wagons  have  also 
been  measured  and  all  hold  standard  capacity,  so  far  as  we  have  been 
able  to  learn.  There  have  been  numerous  complaints  that  these 
cans  are  not  filled.  We  have  taken  action  whenever  the  violation 
was  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  office,  In  addition  we  have,  with- 
out the  knowledge  of  the  manager  of  the  company  using  1-gallon  cans 
or  anyone  else  connected  therewith,  visited  its  plant  and  inspected 
the  cans  immediately  after  they  had  been  filled  and  as  they  were 
ready  for  delivery,  and  found  them  full.  While  there  is  foundation 
for  some  of  the  complaints  of  short  measure  oil,  many  of  them  come 
from  competitors  and  when  investigated  are  found  to  be  without 
cause. 

ICE. 

It  is  our  custom  to  send  out  notices  every  spring  to  the  different  sta- 
tions where  ice  is  sold,  informing  the  dealers  of  the  date  and  time  the 
inspectors  will  be  there  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  and  testing  scales 
used  on  ice  wagons.  The  hours  are  fixed  to  suit  the  convenience  of 
the  dealers  at  the  several  stations.  They  are  given  the  choice  of  hav- 
ing their  scales  tested  at  the  stations,  or  of  bringing  them  to  the 
sealer  s  office.  After  a  reasonable  time  limit  those  who  have  failed  to 
respond  to  the  notices  and  who  are  found  using  scales  not  sealed  are

arrests  n  ere  made.    We  are  glad  to  report  that  at  this  time  conditions 
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have  improved  very  materially,  but  the  office  will  continue  its  close 
surveillance  of  this  class  of  dealers. 

MARKETS. 

The  Eastern  and  Western  markets  are  in  an  excellent  condition. 
My  previous  recommendation  for  an  enlargement  of  the  former  is  again 
renewed,  and  $30,000  for  such  addition  is  included  in  my  estimates  for 
the  fiscal  year  1908.  The  expense  of  maintenance  of  the  Georgetown 
Market  has  been  reduced,  so  that  the  market  is  more  than  self-sustain- 
ing. A  comparison  with  the  municipal  markets  of  other  large  cities 
shows  that  the  rental  of  stalls  in  the  District  markets  is  much  less  than 
elsewhere,  and  the  amount  collected  from  farmers  and  gardeners,  who 
occupy  space  set  aside  for  market  purposes  on  the  streets,  is  also 
much  less. 

Legislation  was  enacted  at  the  last  session  of  Congress  which  defi- 
nitely fixed  the  status  of  the  Wholesale  Producers'  Market,  estab- 
lished under  the  act  of  Congress  approved  May  20,  1870  (16  Stat.  L., 
128),  and  provided  an  appropriation  for  the  compensation  of  the  mar- 
ket master  and  the  hire  of  laborers  and  other  expenses  necessary  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  market.  Provision  was  also  made  for  the  col- 
lection of  10  cents  per  day  from  each  occupant  of  a  space  at  the  above- 
mentioned  market  and  the  street  markets  at  the  Eastern,  Western, 
and  Georgetown  markets,  said  amount  to  provide  for  the  expense  of 
the  care  of  the  space  so  occupied. 

Spaces  have  been  marked  off  and  numbered  and  are  assigned  to  the 
holder  of  a  permit  and  held  until  4.30  a.  m.,  when  they  are  assigned  to 
the  first  coiner,  if  not  occupied  at  that  hour.  This  obviates  the  neces- 
sity for  a  farmer  to  come  to  the  market  the  evening  before  and  remain 
all  night  in  order  to  secure  a  desirable  place,  and,  incidentally,  the 
disorder  occasioned  by  a  scramble  for  the  best  places. 

The  buildings  on  the  Wholesale  Market  square  have  all  been 
placed  in  good  repair  and  have  been  painted,  and  the  grounds  graded 
and  cleaned.  A  railing  has  been  placed  from  Eleventh  and  Little  B 
streets  to  North  B  street  to  keep  out  persons  not  authorized  to 
occupy  space  set  aside  for  farmers,  and  hitching  posts  have  been 
installed  for  the  use  of  those  having  horses  or  cattle  for  sale.  Carry- 
ing out  the  orders  of  the  Commissioners,  the  sealer  has  caused  flag 
oles  to  be  erected  on  the  several  market  houses,  and  now  the  flag 
oats  over  these  buildings  every  day  the  weather  permits. 
The  receipts  from  the  Wholesale  Producers'  Market  for  the  fiscal 
year  1906  amounted  to  $4,716.90,  showing  an  increase  of  $2,118.16 
over  the  receipts  for  1905.

FLOUR. 


The  reports  of  the  inspector  of  flour  show  that  his  receipts  for  the 
fiscal  year  amounted  to  $478.30. 

The  law  governing  the  inspection  of  flour  does  not  seem  to  meet 
the  necessary  requirements,  and  a  bill  amending  the  present  law  will 
be  presented  for  your  consideration. 

PUBLIC  HAY  SCALES. 

At  the  sale  of  the  public  hay  scales,  for  one  year  from  August  1 
1905, there  was  realized  $1,745,  which  is  considered  a  very  fair  price. 
An  appropriation  of  $300  was  made  for  a  new  scale  to  replace  one  of 
these  scales  which  is  worn  out.

preted to  mean  that  the  receipts  shall  practically  cover  the  salaries 
which  is  now  the  case,  and  I  am  therefore  prohibited  from  making 
any  recommendations  for  increases,  much  as  I  would  like  to  do  so

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REPORT  OF  THE  VETERINARY  SURGEON. 


August  30,  1906. 

Gentlemen  :  I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  transmit  my  report  for 
the  liscal  year  ending  June  30,  1906: 

During  the  year  all  sick  and  lame  horses  have  received  attention 
as  their  ailments  called  for,  either  personally  by  your  veterinarian 
or  his  assistant;  all  animals  suffering  with  mild  ailments  have  been 
treated  at  their  stables.  Where  the  disease  or  injuries  were  severe 
they  have  been  removed  to  the  hospital  for  treatment. 

All  horses  purchased  by  the  District  have  been  examined  and 
tested  and  certificate  issued  when  found  sound  and  fit  for  the  serv- 
ice required,  providing  the  price  was  reasonable.  Certificate  gives 
description  of  animals  as  to  color,  marks,  age,  height,  and  estimated 
weight,  a  record  of  which  is  now  kept  by  the  property  clerk  in  a  book 
for  that  purpose;  this  record  also  shows  the  transfers  which  are  made 
of  animals  from  one  department  to  another,  as  their  usefulness  calls 
for;  also  final  disposition  of  animals.  This  record  had  long  been 
needed,  and  now  it  is  possible  to  locate  any  animal  as  to  the  depart- 
ment he  may  be  used  in. 

Inasmuch  as  many  animals  are  of  the  same  color  and  markings, 
it  is  important  that  the  animals  should  have  an  indelible  number,  so 
that  i  could  always  be  traced.  The  present  system  of  tagging  in 
stables  is  bad,  as  the  halters  become  changed  and  often  we  find  that 
horses  have  the  wrong  number  attached  to  them. 

I  would  therefore  respectfully  recommend  that  all  horses,  when 
purchased,  be  marked  with  an  indelible  number  corresponding  to 
the  purchase  certificate;  also  when  horses  are  found  unfit  for  further 
service  and  ordered  sold  that  they  should  have  an  indelible  mark 
placed  on  them,  so  that  purchasers  of  them  would  know  where  they 
came  from.  At  present  horses  advertised  and  sold  as  condemned 
District  horses  bring  twice  their  value  and  are  resold  to  innocent 
parties,  who  have  to  stand  the  loss. 

Horses  sold  by  the  Army  are  always  marked  "I.  C.,"  which  shows 
that  the  party  having  the  animal  has  a  right  to  him,  and  persons 
buying  know  what  they  should  expect, 

In  the  matter  of  purchase  of  new  horses  I  would  recommend  that 
contract  be  let  for  the  purchase  of  all  horses.  By  showing  the  differ- 
ent classes  of  horses  which  may  be  needed  during  the  year  a  bier  saving 
could  be  made-that  is  to  say,  that  each  type  of  animal  Seed  be 
classified  and  bids  received  on  each  class,  and  when  horses  are  needed 
that  the  successful  bidder  be  given  fifteen  days  to  produce  the  animal.

Riven,  saving  the  District  $840,  and  by  doing  this  the  priceof 
horses  alone  were  reduced  by  lowest  bidder  $23  a  head,  making  a 


net 
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saving  to  fire  department  of  $1,196  for  this  year,  being  a  total  saving 
to  the  District  of  $2,036. 

I  would  also  again  draw  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  larger 
the  stable  the  better  management  can  be  given  to  horses,  and  would 
recommend  that  all  departments  having  a  few  horses  each  be  assem- 
bled into  one  stable. 

It  has  been  noticed' that  often  one  department  is  short  of  horses 
while  other  departments  the  same  day  have  horses  idle.  With  the 
horses  of  the  District  under  one  management  it  would  not  require  as 
many  horses  to  do  the  work.  In  small  departments  often  when  a 
horse  is  sick  or  lame  the  work  has  to  stop,  or  horses  have  to  be  rented 
to  take  their  places. 

I  would  again  draw  your  attention  to  the  need  of  a  veterinary 
hospital  where  horses  owned  by  the  District  could  be  sent  for  treat- 
ment when  sick  or  injured.  At  present  and  for  the  past  eighteen 
years  your  veterinarian  has  furnished  hospital  accommodation  free 
of  charge  to  the  District.  When  this  was  first  done,  from  a  humane 
standpoint,  the  number  of  horses  was  small,  and  it  was  no  great 
expense  to  attend  to  them;  but  to-day  the  number  of  animals  has 
increased  so  that  there  is  an  urgent  need  of  a  hospital  owned  by  the 
District.    This  should  be  centrally  located.

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  annual  report  of  the 
operations  of  the  street  cleaning  department  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1906.

The  sum  of  $47,400  was  appropriated  for  salaries  for  the  fiscal  year 
1906,  as  against  $25,100  for  the  previous  year.  The  increase  of 
$22,300  was  due  to  the  transfer  to  a  per  annum  rate  of  employees  who 
had  previously  been  paid  a  per  diem  compensation  out  of  the  street 
cleaning  and  city  refuse  appropriations,  respectively. 

The  estimates  for  the  fiscal  year  under  consideration  called  for  an 
appropriation  of  $220,000  for  sprinkling,  sweeping,  and  cleanino- 
streets,  etc.  Congress,  however,  granted  but  $191,500,  as  against 
$19o,0()0  for  the  fiscal  year  1905,  the  decrease  being  due  to  the  fact 
that  some  of  the  employees  who  had  during  the  latter  year  been  on 
the  per  diem  roll  were  by  the  appropriation  act  for  the  former  vear 
provided  for  under  the  head  of  salaries. 

For  snow  and  ice  work  for  1906  the  sum  of  $5,000  was  estimated. 
1  he  appropriation  act,  however,  carried  but  $2,500. 

The  amount  appropriated  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  the 
various  classes  of  city  refuse  was  $100,000,  being  $15,000  less  than 
for  the  previous  fiscal  year.  The  reduction  was  made  because  Con- 
gress provided  under  the  head  of  salaries  for  the  employees  who  had 
previously  been  paid  at  a  per  diem  rate  from  this  appropriation.  The

During  the  past  fiscal  year  the  total  area  cleaned  by  hand  was 
495,192,074  square  yards,  as  against  430,216,853  square  yards  in  1905, 
an  increase  of  64,975,221  square  yards.  The  actual  area  cleaned  each 
day  wTas  virtually  the  same  during  both  years,  but  in  1906  work  was 
performed  on  thirty-three  days  in  excess  of  the  number  in  1905. 

The  total  cost  for  this  class  of  work  in  1906  was  $88,337.65,  as 
against  $80,108.24  the  previous  year,  an  increase  of  $8,229.41,  due  to 
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the  increased  area  cared  for.  The  cost  per  1,000  square  yards  during 
the  past  year  was  17.8  cents,  as  against  18.62  cents  m  1905,  a  decrease 
of  0.082  cent,  or  nearly  1  cent  per  1,000  sauare  yards. 

The  appropriation  for  sprinkling,  sweeping,  and  cleaning  each  year 
contains  a  proviso  that  the  cost  of  hand  cleaning  done  directly  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Commissioners  shall  not  exceed  19  cents  per 
1,000  square  yards.  This  is  a  serious  handicap,  inasmuch  as  the 
necessity  of  keeping  within  that  limitation  as  to  cost  makes  it  neces- 
sary to  allot  to  each  laborer  an  average  of  about  10,000  square  yards 
of  street  surface,  which  area  he  is  required  to  patrol  each  day.  In  the 
estimates  for  the  fiscal  year  1908  it  is  suggested  that  the  limitation  as 
to  cost  be  increased  to  20  cents  per  1,000  square  yards,  and  if  this  is 
adopted  by  Congress  the  street-surface  area  per  laborer  can  be 
reduced  by  about  1,000  square  yards.  Such  a  comparatively  slight 
reduction  would  not  of  course  result  in  keeping  the  streets  as  clean  as 
might  be  desired,  but  it  would  undoubtedly  result  in  an  improvement 
over  present  conditions. 

The  littering  of  streets  with  paper  and  other  debris  is  one  of  the 
great  difficulties  with  which  we  have  to  contend.  A  great  many 
householders  and  the  smaller  shopkeepers  make  it  a  practice  to  sweep 
paper  and  other  debris  from  their  houses  and  stores  into  the  streets, 
and  pedestrians  and  travelers  on  the  traction  cars  throw  fruit  skins, 
paper  bags,  newspapers,  etc.,  into  the  gutters  and  on  the  carriageways. 
In  order,  if  possible,  to  reduce  this  nuisance  to  a  minimum,  waste- 
paper  receptacles  to  the  number  of  about  one  hundred  have  been 
placed  at  various  points  within  the  fire  limits,  preference  being  given 
to  transfer  stations  of  the  traction  lines,  market  places,  schools,  and 
prominent  business  thoroughfares.  The  contents  of  these  boxes  are 
removed  once  per  week  by  the  contractor  for  the  collection  and  dis- 
posal of  city  refuse,  but  those  in  the  hand-cleaning  territory — fifty- 
lour  in  number— are  emptied  by  the  laborers  whenever  they  become 
filled. 

In  April  last  the  inspectors  on  hand  cleaning  were  instructed  to 
make  a  daily  report  of  the  number  of  bags  of  paper  gathered  in  their 
respective  sections  each  day,  and,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  foregoing 
table,  during  the  period  from  April  23  to  June  30,  inclusive,  1906,  a 
total  of  10,458  bags  of  that  material  was  removed  from  the  streets  and 
from  the  waste  boxes,  that  from  the  latter,  however,  representing  but 
a  small  percentage  of  the  whole.  It  is  estimated  that  this  feature  of 
the  work  of  cleaning  the  streets  occupies  about  one-fourth  of  the  time 
of  the  laborers,  which  would  otherwise  be  devoted  to  removing  dust 
and  droppings  from  the  carriageways.  It  is  felt,  however,  that  the 
greatly  improved  appearance  of  the  hand-cleaning  territory  has  fully 
justified  the  action  of  the  present  administration  in  devotino-  special

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The  total  area  of  paved  streets  cleaned  by  the  machine-sweeping 
method  in  1906  was  299,313,747  square  yards,  as  against  323,337,975 
square  yards  during  the  previous  year,  a  decrease  of  24,024,228  square 
yards,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  daily  summer  schedule  of  the  past  year 
was  considerably  less  than  for  the  corresponding  period  of  the  fiscal 
year  1905. 

The  contract  price  for  this  class  of  work  was  16  |f  cents  per  1,000 
square  yards,  the  same  as  during  the  two  previous  years. 

The  total  expenditure  for  machine  sweeping  during  the  fiscal  year 
just  closed  was  $50,322.12,  as  against  $54,361.18  for  the  previous  year, 
a  decrease  of  $4,039.06,  due  to  the  lesser  area  cleaned. 

On  June  30  last  the  three-year  contract  with  R.  V.  Rusk,  this  city, 
expired.  In  April  of  this  year  specifications  for  machine  sweeping 
for  one,  three,  and  five  years  (see  Appendix)  were  prepared  and  bids 
advertised  for.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  quite  a  number  of 
copies  were  given  out  to  residents  of  this  and  other  cities,  but  three 
tenders  were  received.  The  lowest  being  that  of  J.  F.  Conrad,  this 
city,  who  offered  to  do  the  work  for  a  period  of  five  years  at  a  rate 
of  0.22f  cents  per  thousand  square  yards,  the  contract,  after  careful 
consideration,  was  awarded  to  him  by  the  Commissioners.  The  pres- 
ent contract  price,  although  0.05j|  in  excess  of  that  of  the  previous 
contract,  is  considered  a  reasonable  one,  and  will  compare  favorably 
with  the  cost  of  machine  sweeping  in  any  other  American  city.

The  number  of  square  yards  of  unimproved  streets  cleaned  during 
1906  was  34,515,843,  equivalent  to  1,942  miles,  as  against  22,681,544 
square  yards,  or  1 ,288  miles,  the  previous  year,  an  increase  of  1 1 ,834,299 
square  yards,  or  654  miles. 

The  total  cost  for  this  class  of  work  for  the  past  fiscal  year  was 
$17,086.60,  as  against  $15,892.99  in  1905,  an  increase  of  $1,193.61, 
due  to  the  greater  area  cleaned. 

Beginning  with  July,  1905,  by  order  of  the  Commissioners  the 
department  took  over  the  work  of  cleaning  certain  portions  of  streets 
adjacent  to  the  Center  Market  and  the  wholesale  producers'  market, 
which  portions  of  said  streets  had  previously  been  cleaned  under  the 
supervision  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  and  for  this  service 
the  street-cleaning  appropriation  was  reimbursed  at  the  rate  of  $40 
per  month  from  the  appropriation  "  Miscellaneous  trust  fund  deposit, 
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District  of  Columbia."  The  total  amount  credited  to  the  street- 
cleaning  appropriation  from  this  source  was,  as  shown  in  the  foregoing 
table,  $480,  which  reduced  the  net  expenditure  from  the  street- 
cleaning  appropriation  to  $16,606.60. 

The  three-year  contract  with  R.  V.  Rusk,  tins  city,  who  furnished 
32  men  and  10  horses  and  carts  with  drivers  and  all  tools  necessary  to 
perform  the  work  of  cleaning  unimproved  streets  at  the  rate  of  $64 
per  diem  for  every  day  on  which  work  was  done,  expired  on  June  30, 
1906.  In  last  April  specifications  for  this  class  of  work  for  one,  three, 
and  five  years  (see  Appendix)  were  prepared  and  bids  advertised  for. 
Copies  of  the  specifications  were  handed  or  mailed  to  all  who  asked 
for  them,  but  only  two  proposals  were  received.  When  they  were 
opened  it  was  found  that  J.  F.  Conrad,  this  city,  offered  to  furnish  34 
men  and  11  carts  and  drivers  with  all  necessary  tools  for  a  period  of 
five  years  for  $73.80  per  diem.  lie  also  proposed  to  furnish  extra 
laborers  at  $1.35  each  per  diem  and  extra  carts  with  drivers  for  $2.10 
each  per  diem.  His  was  the  lowest  and  most  favorable  bid,  and  after 
due  consideration  by  the  Commissioners  lie  was  awarded  the  contract 
for  the  five-year  period.

(  The  cost  for  the  past  fiscal  year  was  $13,845.04,  as  against  $1 1 ,631 .30 
in  1905,  an  increase  of  $2,213.74,  due  to  the  greater  area  cleaned 

The  three-year  contract  with  R.  V.  Rusk, "of  this  city,  for  cleaning 
public  alleys  expired  on  June  30,  3906.  Specifications  for  a  new 
contract  were  prepared  (see  Appendix)  and  bids  advertised  for  in 
April  last.  The  proposals  called  for  a  tender  for  the  work  for  one 
three,  and  five  years.  But  three  offers  were  received,  and  of  those 
three  the  bid  of  Stutler  &  Ready,  this  city,  for  five  rears  at  40  cents 
per  1,000  square  yards,  was  the  lowest.  This  price  was  considered 
reasonable,  and  the  Commissioners  awarded  the  contract  to  that 
nrm.

The  foregoing  statistical  table  shows  the  enormous  quantity  of 
debris  that  is  being  deposited  on  the  dumps  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  department,  and  it  is  only  a  question  of  time  until  the  majority  of 
the  depressions  now  being  filled  in  will  be  brought  to  grade.  In  fact, 
two  of  the  three  dumps  in  the  northwest  section  of  the  city  will  probably 
have  to  be  abandoned  within  the  next  two  years.  "Ultimately  all 
waste  material  of  the  kind  in  question  will  have  to  be  taken  to  the 
Eastern  Branch,  and  as  that  will  involve  a  very  long  haul,  thus  neces- 
sitating the  use  of  more  wagons,  the  cost  per  1,000  square  yards  of 
cleaning  the  paved  streets  by  hand  will  increase  correspondingly. 
The  scarcity  of  available  dumping  ground  was  one  of  the  factors  which 
entered  into  the  decision  of  the  Commissioners  to  award  the  street 
and  alley  cleaning  contracts  for  the  maximum  period  allowed  by  law.

The  one-horse  sprinkler  hired  from  the  unimproved  street-cleaning 
contractor  was  used  in  connection  with  that  work  during  the  summer 
and  fall  of  the  calendar  year  1905.  In  the  spring  of  1906,  when 
sprinkling  was  resumed  the  unimproved  street-cleaning  contractor 
was  required  to  furnish  his  gangs  with  hand  sprinklers  in  order  that 
the  dust  might  be  laid  while  sweeping  was  in  progress.  This  enabled 
the  department  to  dispense  with  the  contractor's  sprinkling  wagon, 
thus  effecting  a  saving  to  the  extent  of  the  cost  of  hire  for  same. 

The  department  had  in  service  from  12  to  18  two-horse  sprinkling 
wagons  of  a  capacity  of  450  gallons  each  during  the  sprinkling  season, 
the  larger  number  being  in  use  in  the  warm  summer  months  and  the 
smaller  number  in  the  late  fall  and  early  spring.  Four  of  these 
sprinklers  were  engaged  in  wetting  down  the  heavily  traveled  paved 
streets  on  which  the  traction  cars  run  and  the  others  operated  on 
the  unpaved  streets. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  36  miles  of  paved  and  unpaved  streets 
were  sprinkled  each  day  upon  which  this  class  of  work  was  performed, 
as  against  31  miles  in  1905,  an  increase  of  5  miles  in  the  territory  cared 
for. 
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The  total  cost  for  this  service  for  the  past  fiscal  year  was  $8,372.40, 
as  against  $8,429.11  in  1905,  a  decrease  of  $56.71. 

By  order  of  the  Commissioners  the  department  was  authorized  to 
furnish  2  two-horse  sprinkling  wagons  with  drivers  to  the  engineer 
department  for  use  in  the  zone  of  railroad  terminal  improvements, 
and  for  this  service  the  street-cleaning  appropriation  was  reimbursed 
from  the  appropriation  for  the  elimination  of  grade  crossings  at  the 
rate  of  $4.75  per  sprinkler  per  day;  a  total  credit  of  $1,295.57,  which 
reduced  the  net  expenditure  from  the  street-cleaning  appropriation 
to  $7,076.83.

The  act  approved  March  3,  1905,  making  appropriations  for  the 
expenses  of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  the  fiscal  year  1906,  pro- 
vided, subhead,  ''Contingent  and  miscellaneous  expenses/7  as 
follows: 

For  purchase  of  land  and  improvements  thereon  for  stable  purposes  for  street-sweep- 
ing ofiice,  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  to  be 
immediately  available. 

For  all  necessary  alterations  to  the  improvements  on  said  land,  two  thousand  dollars. 

The  property  in  question  was  conveyed  to  the  District  in  May, 
1905,  and  the  payment  of  rental  to  the  former  owners  at  the  rate  of 
$125  per  month  was,  of  course,  then  discontinued. 

The  amount  appropriated  for  alterations  to  the  stable  building 
did  not  become  available  until  July  1, 1905.  In  the  following  August 
specifications  for  necessary  repairs  were  drawn  up  in  the  building 
inspector's  office  and  bids  advertised  for.  Two  proposals  were  received, 
the  lowest  being  that  of  J.  H.  Gibbons,  who  offered  to  do  the  work 
for  $1,630,  and  he  was  awarded  the  contract.  Subsequently  it  was 
found  that  slight  alterations  other  than  those  provided  for  in.  the 
contract  would  be  advantageous  and  Mr.  Gibbons  was  authorized 
to  make  them  at  an  additional  cost  of  $214.50. 

After  these  alterations  had  been  completed  in  December,  1905,  it 
became  necessary  from  time  to  time  during  the  balance  of  the  fiscal 
year  to  make  incidental  repairs,  such  as  replacing  boards  in  the  floors 
and  sides  of  the  stalls  and  substituting  new  iron  feed  mangers  for  old 
worn-out  wooden  ones.  Material  to  the  value  of  $151.38  was  pur- 
chased for  this  purpose,  and  the  work  was  done  by  the  repair  shop 
force  without  extra  cost. 

Of  the  $2,000  appropriated  for  alterations  to  the  stable  there 
remained  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  an  unexpended  balance  of  $4.12. 

All  of  the  horses  owned  by  the  department  are  maintained  and  shod 
at  the  stable,  and  the  equipment  and  supplies  for  the  field  forces  are 
stored  there. 

The  repair  shop  force  make  all  necessary  repairs  to  the  field  appa- 
ratus, manufacture  all  push  brooms  used  by  the  laborers,  and  fill  the 
rotary  brooms  for  the  hand  sweeping  machines.  The  material  for 
the  work  is  purchased  by  contract,  upon  competitive  bid,  or  from 
the  owners  of  patented  articles,  as  the  case  may  be. 

It  can  readily  be  seen  that  by  doing  our  own  repairs,  etc.,  a  consid- 
erable saving  is  effected,  inasmuch  as  the  profits  which  would  other- 
wise accrue  to  business  firms  are  thus  eliminated.

$39,819.32,  an  increase  of  $20,503.74,  due  to  the  increased  contract 
price  and  to  the  fact  that  under  the  new  contract  the  District  does 
not  receive  any  rebate  on  the  tonnage. 

For  the  period  from  July  1  to  November  30,  1905,  fines  for  neglect 
to  the  amount  of  $2,722  were  imposed,  and  during  the  balance  of  the 
fiscal  year  the  sum  of  $538  was  deducted  from  the  contractor's  pay 
vouchers  for  a  similar  reason,  a  total  deduction  of  $3,260.

As  already  stated,  the  old  contract  for  the  collection  and  disposal 
of  garbage  and  dead  animals  expired  on  November  30,  1905.  In  July 
of  that  year  a  new  contract  for  the  period  from  December  1,  1905,  to 
June  30,  1910,  was  entered  into  with  Robert  E.  Mann,  who  agreed  to 
collect  all  dead  animals  within  the  District  and  to  dispose  of  same  for 
$2,360.80  per  annum. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  11,975  dead  animals  were  collected  and 
disposed  of,  as  against  9,593  in  19Q5,  an  increase  of  2,382. 

The  cost  of  collection  and  disposal  from  July  1  to  November  30, 
1905,  is  included  in  the  cost  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  gar- 
bage.

The  five-year  contract  with  R.  V.  Rusk,  this  city,  for  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  ashes  expired  on  July  31,  1905.  In  June  of  that  year 
a  new  contract  was  entered  into  with  S.  P.  Bayley,  this  city,  for  the 
period  from  August  1,  1905,  to  July  31,  1907,  inclusive,  with  a  proviso 
that  the  Commissioners  have  the  option  of  renewing  said  contract  for 
a  period  of  one  year,  two  years,  or  two  years  and  eleven  months, 
respectively. 

The  price  per  annum  under  the  old  contract  was  $29,979,  and  under 
the  one  now  in  effect  it  is  $54,000. 

The  present  contractor  is  required  to  make  collections  from  private 
residences,  apartment  houses  with  not  to  exceed  four  families,  and 
boarding  houses  with  not  to  exceed  25  rooms,  as  follows:  Semi- 
weekly  within  the  fire  limits  and  weekly  without  the  fire  limits  from 
November  1  to  April  15,  inclusive,  and  weekly,  both  within  and  with- 
out the  fire  limits  during  the  balance  of  the  year. 

In  1906  the  contractors  removed  and  disposed  of  96,006  cubic  yards 
of  ashes,  as  against  91,176  cubic  yards  the  previous  year;  an  increase 
of  4,830  cubic  yards. 

The  net  cost  for  this  service  during  the  past  fiscal  year  was 
$51  137.05,  as  against  $29,388  in  1905;  an  increase  of  $21,749.05,  due 
to  the  increased  price  under  the  new  contract.

The  five-year  contract  with  R.  V.  Rusk,  this  city,  for  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  miscellaneous  refuse  expired  on  July  31,  1905.  In 
June  of  the  same  year  a  new  contract  for  this  service  was  entered  into 
with  S.  P.  Bayley,  this  city,  for  a  period  of  two  years,  beginning  Aug- 
ust 1,  1905,  with  the  privilege  in  favor  of  the  Commissioners  of  renew- 
ing the  contract  for  a  further  term  of  one  year,  two  years,  or  two  years 
and  eleven  months. 

The  old  contract  price  per  annum  was  $8,000  and  under  the  new  one 
it  is  $16,500. 

Under  the  new  contract  the  contractor  is  required  to  collect  weekly 
throughout  the  year,  both  within  and  without  the  fire  limits,  from  private 
residences,  apartment  houses  with  not  to  exceed  four  families,  and 
boarding  nouses  with  not  to  exceed  25  rooms. 

In  1906  a  total  of  211,512  bags  of  paper  was  collected  and  disposed 
of  by  the  contractors,  as  against  155,416  bags  the  previous  fiscal  year; 
an  increase  of  56,096  bags.  Between  the  period  November  9,  1905, 
to  June  30,  1906,  2,846  cubic  yards  of  miscellaneous  refuse  other  than 
paper  were  collected  and  disposed  of.

Under  the  terms  of  the  present  contract  the  contractors  are  required 
to  clean  all  privies  constructed  in  accordance  with  law  within  the  District 
of  Columbia,  upon  notice  from  this  department,  and  to  dispose  of  the 
contents  so  collected  by  burying  same  on  land  without  the  District. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  22,978  barrels  of  this  material  were  col- 
lected and  disposed  of,  as  against  26,483  barrels  in  1905;  a  decrease  of 
3  505  barrels 

'The  net  cost  for  this  service  in  1906  was  $16,470.67,  as  against 
$16,976  the  previous  year;  a  decrease  of  $505.33,  due  to  the  decreased 
contract  price  per  annum. 

For  the  period  from  July  1  to  31,  inclusive,  1905,  a  fine  of  $1  was 
imposed  upon  the  contractor  for  neglect,  and  during  the  balance  of 
the  fiscal  year  the  sum  of  $40  was  deducted  from  the  contractors'  pay 
vouchers  for  a  similar  reason;  a  total  deduction  of  $41.

On  June  30,  1905,  the  one-year  contract  with  M.  R.  Heady,  this 
city,  for  the  removal  of  ashes  and  rubbish  from  buildings  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Commissioners,  expired.  In  May  of  that  year  a 
new  contract  was  entered  into  with  the  firm  of  Stutler  &  Ready,  this 
city,  for  a  period  of  five  years  from  July  1,  1905. 

Under  the  old  contract  the  price  per  cubic  yard  of  material  removed 
was  0.38  cents,  and  under  the  new  one  it  is  0.41  cents  per  cubic  yard. 

The  contractors  are  required  to  remove  the  ashes  and  rubbish  from 
District  buildings  upon  receipt  of  notice  from  this  office. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  5,180  cubic  yards  of  ashes  and  rubbish 
were  removed  by  the  contractors,  as  against  6,756  cubic  yards  in 
1905,  a  decrease  of  1,576  cubic  yards. 

The  cost  for  this  service  was  $2,123.80  in  1906,  as  against  $2,567 
the  previous  fiscal  year,  a  decrease  of  $443.20. 

There  is  no  lump  appropriation  for  this  work,  but  each  department 
having  jurisdiction  over  the  various  buildings  pays  for  the  actual 
service  rendered  it  from  its  own  appropriation.

Note.— (a)  With  the  limitation  of  19  cents  per 
1,000  square  yards  it  is  necessary  in  order  to  keep 
within  that  amount  to  allot  to  each  laborer  on 
hand-cleaning  work  an  average  of  about  10,000 
square  yards  of  street,  an  excessive  area  for  one 
man  to  keep  in  presentable  condition  during  the 
day.  If,  as  provided  above,  the  limitation  is  in- 
creased to  20  cents  per  1,000  square  yards,  a  read- 
justment can  be  made  whereby  the  average  ter- 
ritory of  each  laborer  will  be  reduced  by  about 
1,000  square  yards.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to 
point  out  that  such  a  reduction  in  area  would  re- 
sult in  cleaner  streets. 

As  will  be  seen,  the  proposed  increase  in  limita- 
tion of  cost  per  1,000  square  yards  will  not  affect 
the  total  appropriation,  as  the  amount  estimated 
for  is  the  same  as  that  appropriated  for  the  cur- 
rent fiscal  year. 

(b)  The  increase  in  limitation  from  20  cents  to 
21  cents  is  made  necessary,  of  course,  by  the  in- 
crease in  limitation  from  19  cents  to  20  cents. 
For  cleaning  snow  and  ice  from  cross  walks  and 
gutters,  under  the  act  approved  March  second, 

eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five  

Note.— During  the  past  five  years  the  expendi- 
tures on  snow  and  ice  work  amounted  to$32,948.66, 
or  an  average  of  $6,589.73  per  annum.  The  small- 
est sum  expended,  $2,167.94,  was  in  1903  and  the 
largest,  $16,397.74,  was  in  1905,  an  average  for 
these  two  years  of  $9,282.84.  With  the  small  sum 
of  $2,500  it  is  necessary  to  confine  operations  al- 
most exclusively  to  what  may  be  termed  the  cen- 
tral section  of  the  city,  to  the  neglect  of  the  out- 
lying sections  and  the  suburbs.  It  is  true  that 
Congress  while  in  session  has  always  responded 
promptly  to  a  request  for  funds,  yet  on  the  other 
hand  it  often  happens  that  snowstorms  occur 
during  recess  and  the  sum  available  for  perform- 
ing the  work  becomes  exhausted.  For  this  rea- 
son, if  for  no  other,  an  ample  amount  should  be 
appropriated  to  enable  the  department  to  meet 
all  emergencies.

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APPENDIX. 


MACHINE  SWEEPING. 


SPECIFICATIONS  FOR  STREET  CLEANING. 


Amount  of  work. 

1.  The  work  to  be  done  consists  of  cleaning  in  the  manner  prescribed  herein,  the 
paved  carriage  ways  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  except  such  avenues  or  other  streets 
as  the  Commissioners  may  order  to  be  cleaned  by  hand,  for  the  period  of  one  (1),  three 
(3),  or  five  (5)  years  from  July  1,  1906,  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Commissioners  of 
said  District.  The  total  area  to  be  swept  approximates  about  300,000,000  square  yards 
per  annum. 

2.  The  streets  will  be  cleaned  according  to  detailed  schedules  which  will  be  fur- 
nished from  time  to  time  by  said  Commissioners. 

3.  The  said  Commissioners  reserve  the  right,  however,  to  at  any  time  modify  these 
schedules,  should  they  deem  it  necessary. 

4.  The  streets  will  be  cleaned  at  such  intervals  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  said 
Commissioners. 

Manner  of  cleaning. 

5.  The  streets  will  be  cleaned  in  the  following  manner:  Each  paved  street  will  be 
first  sprinkled  by  a  watering  cart  from  curb  to  curb,  in  order  to  completely  lay  the  dust, 
the  sprinklers  will  be  immediately  followed  by  the  sweeping  machines,  which  will 
sweep  from  the  center  of  the  streets  to  the  gutters  on  each  side.  The  sweepings  will  at 
once  be  collected  into  heaps  at  the  curb  line  and  then  removed  by  the  carts.  The  con- 
tractor will  furnish  each  cart  driver  with  a  broom  or  brush  for  sweeping  up  after  each 
pile  of  dirt  removed. 

6.  Sufficient  water  must  be  used  in  sprinkling  to  prevent  the  raising  of  dust  in 
sweeping,  but  care  must  be  taken  not  to  wet  the  carriage  ways  so  that  the  sweepers 
can  not  remove  the  dirt.  The  contractor  must  see  that  no  sweepings  are  thrown  into 
the  sewer  traps  or  drops,  and  will  remove  from  the  mouths  or  throats  thereof  any 
material  lying  therein.  Should  any  sweepings  be  thrown  upon  the  sidewalks  or 
curbing  they  must  be  promptly  removed  by  the  contractor. 

7.  The  daily  sweeping  must  be  done  between  the  hours  of  9  p.  m.  and  6  a.m.,  from 
about  April  1  to  about  November  15,  and  6  a.  m.  and  3  p.  m.,  from  about  November 
16  to  about  March  31,  one  hour  allowed  for  feeding  and  watering.  All  sweepings  must 
be  removed  from  the  streets  within  one  hour  from  the  time  the  sweeping  machines 
have  finished  work,  as  herein  described.  The  Commissioners  may  direct  such  varia- 
tion from  the  hours  of  commencing  and  closing  work  as  in  their  judgment  they  mav 
deem  advisable  or  circumstances  may  seem  to  require. 

8.  Should  the  work  of  sweeping  or  removing  sweepings  be  necessarily  delayed  or 
suspended  the  time  lost  may  be  allowed  in  addition  to  the  hours  fixed  in  the  preceding 
section,  but  the  Commissioners  shall  be  the  sole  judges  as  to  the  necessity  of  such 
delay  or  suspension,  and  their  decision  thereon  shall  be  final

must  remove  the  sweepings,  etc.,  from  the  city  at  his  own  expense. 

11.  The  sweepings  must  include  everything  in  the  nature  of  dirt  refuse  ashes  old 
sand,  which  may  be  found  upon  the  carriage  ways.    Ashes  (without  permit),  refuse, 
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old  building  material,  droppings  of  excavation,  dirt,  etc.,  from  wagons,  leaves,  grass 
from  lawns,  etc.,  are  only  placed  on  the  carriage  ways  in  violation  of  the  city  ordinances 
and  parties  placing  them  there  are  liable  to  punishment  for  so  doing  and  the  District 
authorities  will  use  every  reasonable  endeavor  to  prevent  such  deposits,  but  the  con- 
tractors must  accept  the  risk  of  removing  all  such  ashes,  refuse,  etc.,  as  may  be  found 
on  the  streets. 

12.  The  work  of  cleaning  shall  be  thorough  and  shall  include  the  removal  of  mud, 
dirt,  etc.,  from  depressions  or  holes  in  the  carriage-way  surface  caused  by  defective 
pavement  or  otherwise,  and  the  character  and  thoroughness  of  the  work  shall  at  all 
times  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  superintendent  of  street  cleaning  and  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

13.  The  wagons  or  carts  used  by  the  contractor  for  the  removal  of  the  street  clean- 
ings shall  be  strong  and  tight  in  all  parts,  so  as  to  prevent  the  contents  from  dropping 
on  the  streets,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  superintendent  of  street 
cleaning  at  all  times.  All  wagons  or  carts  used  for  this  purpose  shall  have  on  each  side 
the  name  of  contractor  or  contractors  conspicuously  painted  or  shown ;  also  the  number 
of  the  wagon  or  cart. 

14.  The  filling  of  all  machine  brooms  used  in  sweeping  must  measure  not  less  than 
eight  (8)  inches  in  length  outward  from  surface  of  spindle  before  being  put  on  the  work. 
All  machine  brooms  while  in  use  must  be  set  in  proper  notch  to  sweep  street  surface 
and  there  left  until  necessary  to  change  on  account  of  wear.  When  any  scheduled 
street  or  part  of  street  has  not  been  swept  on  route  being  cleaned,  or  any  streets  or  parts 
of  street  have  been  badly  cleaned  by  the  machines,  gutters  left  in  bad  condition,  or 
dirt  not  taken  up,  a  deduction  shall  be  made  (according  to  estimated  area  so  neglected) 
at  the  contract  rate.  When  the  work  on  any  particular  route  is  generally  bad,  the  Com- 
missioners may  direct  such  deduction  from  amount  due  on  said  route  as  they  shall 
deem  reasonable  for  such  inferior  work. 

15.  None  but  adults  will  be  allowed  on  the  work. 

1G.  No  payment  will  be  made  for  any  work  wherein  strict  compliance  with  the  fore- 
going provisions  is  not  observed. 

GENERAL  STIPULATIONS. 

1.  Contracts  for  a  longer  period  than  one  (1)  year  will  be  subject  to  annual  appropria- 
tions by  Congress  available  for  the  purpose  specified. 

2.  All  loss  or  damage  due  to  negligence,  or  arising  out  of  the  nature  of  the  work  to  be 
done,  or  from  any  unforeseen  or  unusual  obstructions  or  difficulties  which  may  be 
encountered  in  the  prosecution  of  the  same,  or  from  the  action  of  the  elements,  will  be 
sustained  by  the  contractors,  who  will  be  required  to  make  good  all  damage  done  by 
them  without  delay  and  without  cost  to  the  District. 

3.  Failure  to  commence  the  work  at  the  time  specified  or  to  prosecute  it  thereafter 
in  a  satisfactory  manner  and  at  a  rate  of  progress  necessary,  in  the  opinion  of  the  District 
Commissioners,  for  its  entire  completion  within  the  limits  of  the  time  fixed  by  this 
contract,  will  be  authority  for  the  said  Commissioners  to  suspend  the  contractor  from 
the  work  and  employ  other  parties  to  complete  it.  All  money  due  the  contractor  at 
the  date  of  suspension  will  be  applied  to  the  conduct  and  maintenance  of  the  work, 
and  any  excess  of  cost  over  and  above  the  amount  so  retained  will  be  charged  against 

he  contractor  and  sureties,  who  will  all  and  severally  be  held  liable  therefor. 

4.  The  contractor  must  be  prepared  to  do  any  extra  work  that  may  be  ordered  in 
writing  by  the  Commissioners,  arising  out  of  any  modifications  of  the  specifications 
that  may  appear  necessary,  and  for  this  he  will  be  paid  at  the  contract  rates  for  work 
of  similar  character,  or  if  the  extra  work  should  be  of  a  class  for  which  no  rate  is  fixed 
by  the  contract,  the  fair  price  to  be  paid  will  be  determined  by  the  Commissioners. 

5.  Inspectors  will  be  appointed  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  point  out  to  the  contractors 
or  their  representatives  any  neglect  or  disregard  of  the  specifications  of  the  contract; 
but  the  right  of  final  acceptance  or  condemnation  of  the  work  will  not  be  waived  at 
any  time.  Wlienever  the  work  is  in  progress,  the  District  inspectors,  acting  undre 
the  orders  of  the  superintendent  of  street  cleaning,  shall  have  full  charge,  and  if  the 
contractor  is  not  present  on  the  work,  orders  from  said  inspectors  to  his  assistant  fore- 
man or  others  in  the  contractor's  employ  on  said  work  shall  be  by  them  received  and 
strictly  obeyed,  any  employee  not  obeying  to  be  discharged  by  the  contractor  upon 
request  of  the  superintendent  of  street  cleaning.  The  contractor  will  be  held  respon- 
sible for  the  faithful  execution  of  this  contract,  and  upon  all  technical  questions  con- 
cerning the  work  in  accordance  with  these  specifications,  and  the  measurements  thereof 
or  any  differences  arising  as  to  allowances  or  deductions  by  said  superintendent  the 
decision  of  the  Commissioners  shall  be  final. 

6.  Good  and  sufficient  bonds  of  the  United  States,  in  a  penal  sum  not  less  than  25  fo 
of  the  estimated  amount  of  the  contract,  with  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  Commis- 
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sioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  will  be  required  from  all  contractors  guaranteeing 
that  their  contract  will  be  strictly  and  faithfully  performed  to  the  satisfaction  of  said 
Commissioners.  ....  , 

7.  Contractors  will  promptly  make  payments  to  all  persons  supplying  him  or  them 
with  labor  and  materials  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work  provided  for  in  the  contract; 
and  upon  evidence  being  furnished  of  nonpayment  such  sum  or  sums  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  such  payments  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  said  Commissioners,  be  retained 
until  such  claims  shall  be  fully  satisfied. 

8.  No  contract  or  interest  therein  shall  be  transferred  by  the  parties  to  whom  the 
award  is  made.  It  is  a  condition  of  all  contracts  that  such  transfers  will  be  null  and 
void  and  will  cause  the  contract  to  be  annulled  and  the  work  otherwise  provided  for 
under  the  conditions  mentioned  in  section  three  (3)  of  these  stipulations. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


1.  Each  bidder  must  submit  with  his  bid  detailed  drawings  and  descriptions  or 
working  model  of  machine  sweeper  he  proposes  to  use,  stating  whether  same  is  to  be 
new  or  second  hand,  or  he  may  give  a  practical  test  of  such  machines  in  the  presence 
of  the  Commissioners.  If  such  machines  are  not  considered  satisfactory,  the  bid  will 
be  rejected.

Payments  for  each  entire  month  shall  be  based  on  the 
work  or  services  actually  performed  during  such  month,  less  the  amount  paid  on 
account  for  the  first  half  of  each  month,  and  ten  per  cent  (10  % )  of  the  total  amount  due 
for  any  mcnth  may  be  reserved  from  the  payment  therefor  if  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Commissioners  such  reservation  shall  be  expedient.

CLEANING  UNPAVED  STREETS. 

SPECIFICATIONS . 

The  surface  of  the  streets  must  be  kept  clear  of  all  unsightly,  unhealthy  accumu- 
lations, and  as  free  from  ruts  and  holes  as  practicable. 

All  gutters  on  these  streets  must  be  kept  free  from  grass,  weeds,  and  whatever 
tends  to  retard  the  flow  of  water  and  create  insanitary  conditions. 

All  work,  such  as  cutting  weeds,  removing  washings,  attending  to  complaints  of 
citizens,  etc.,  or  whatever  may  be  its  nature,  must  be  promptly  done  under  direction 
of  the  superintendent  of  street  cleaning  with  the  approval  of  the  Commissioners  of 
the  District  of  Columbia. 

None  but  adults  will  be  allowed  to  engage  in  the  work  of  cleaning. 

The  carts  must  be  water-tight  and  strongly  built,  and  of  a  capacity  of  at  least  1J 
cubic  yards. 

The  horses  must  be  strong  and  kept  in  good  condition.  All  appliances  and  tools 
shall  be  at  all  times  subject  to  the  inspection  and  approval  of  the  superintendent 
of  street  cleaning. 

GENERAL  STIPULATIONS. 

1.  Contracts  for  a  longer  period  than  one  (1)  year  will  be  subject  to  annual  appro- 
priations by  Congress  available  for  the  purpose  specified. 

2.  All  loss  or  damage  due  to  negligence,  or  arising  out  of  the  nature  of  the  work 
to  be  done,  or  from  any  unforeseen  or  unusual  obstructions  or  difficulties  which  may 
be  encountered  in  the  prosecution  of  the  same,  or  from  the  action  of  the  elements, 
will  be  sustained  by  the  contractors,  who  will  be  required  to  make  good  all  damage 
done  by  them  without  delay  and  without  cost  to  the  District. 

3.  Failure  to  commence  the  work  at  the  time  specified  or  to  prosecute  it  there- 
after in  a  satisfactory  manner  and  at  a  rate  of  progress  necessary,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  District  Commissioners,  for  its  entire  completion  within  the  limits  of  the  time 
fixed  by  this  contract  will  be  authority  for  the  said  Commissioners  to  suspend  the 
contractor  from  the  work  and  employ  other  parties  to  complete  it.  All  money  due 
the  contractor  at  the  date  of  suspension  will  be  applied  to  the  conduct  and  mainte- 
nance of  the  work,  and  any  excess  of  cost  over  and  above  the  amount  so  retained 
will  be  charged  against  the  contractor  and  sureties,  who  will  all  and  severally  be 
held  liable  therefor. 

4.  The  contractor  must  be  prepared  to  do  any  extra  work  that  may  be  ordered  in

upon  request  of  the  superintendent  of  street  cleaning.  The  contractor  will  be  held 
responsible  for  the  faithful  execution  of  this  contract,  and  upon  all  technical  ques- 
tions concerning  the  work  in  accordance  with  these  specifications  and  the  measure- 
ments thereof,  or  any  differences  arising  as  to  allowances  or  deductions  by  said  super- 
intendent, the  decision  of  the  Commissioners  shall  be  final. 
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6.  Good  and  sufficient  bonds  of  the  United  States,  in  a  penal  sum  not  less  than 
25%  of  the  estimated  amount  of  the  contract,  with  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the 
Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  will  be  required  from  all  contractors, 
guaranteeing  that  their  contract  will  be  strictly  and  faithfully  performed  to  the  sat- 
isfaction of  said  Commissioners. 

7.  Contractors  will  promptly  make  payments  to  all  persons  supplying  him  or  them 
with  labor  and  materials  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work  provided  for  in  the  contract, 
and  upon  evidence  being  furnished  of  nonpayment  such  sum  or  sums  as  may  be 
necessary  for  such  payments  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  said  Commissioners,  be 
retained  until  such  claims  shall  be  fully  satisfied.

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ALLEY  CLEANING. 

SPECIFICATIONS. 

The  total  amount  of  work  in  cleaning  the  public  alleys  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
approximates  33,000,000  square  yards  per  annum. 

The  alleys  will  be  cleaned  according  to  detailed  schedules,  which  will  be  furnished 
by  the  superintendent  of  street  cleaning,  with  the  approval  of  the  Commissioners, 
D.  C.,  the  Commissioners  reserving  the  right  to  modify  these  schedules  should  they 
deem  it  necessary. 

These  alleys  will  be  cleaned  once  a  week  during  the  months  of  March,  April,  May, 
June,  July,  August,  September,  October,  and  November,  and  as  often  as  the  weather 
will  permit,  not  to  exceed  once  a  week,  during  the  months  of  December,  January, 
and  February,  as  shall  be  directed. 

Manner  of  cleaning. 

The  alleys  will  be  cleaned  to  the  curb  line  of  the  streets  in  the  following  manner: 
Each  alley  will  first  be  sprinkled  by  a  watering  cart  to  lay  the  dust;  the  sprinkler 
will  be  followed  immediately  by  the  sweepers,  who  will  sweep  from  the  sides  of  the 
alley  to  the  center;  the  sweeping  will  then  be  collected  into  heaps  by  means  of  brooms 
and  hoes  and  at  once  removed  in  carts. 

The  sweeping  must  be  done  between  sunrise  and  sunset,  at  such  hours  as  may  be 
fixed  by  the  superintendent  of  street  cleaning — 8  hours  a  day's  work. 

The  sweepings  must  be  removed  within  one  hour  from  the  time  of  placing  them  in 
piles,  and  will  become  the  property  of  the  contractor,  and  may  be  temporarily  depos- 
ited at  such  points  as  the  Commissioners  shall  permit. 

The  cleaning  will  include  everything  in  the  nature  of  dirt,  ashes,  and  refuse  of  any 
sort,  including  growing  grass  and  weeds,  which  may  be  found  upon  the  alleyways. 
Ashes  and  refuse  are  only  placed  on  the  alleyways  in  violation  of  law.  Parties  placing 
them  there  are  liable  to  punishment  for  so  doing,  and  the  District  authorities  will 
use  every  reasonable  endeavor  to  prevent  this;  but  the  contractor  must  accept  the 
risk  of  removing  any  such  ashes  and  refuse  as  may  be  found.  None  but  adults  will 
be  allowed  on  the  work.

NOTICE  TO  HOUSEKEEPERS. 


GARBAGE,  ASH,  AND  REFUSE  COLLECTIONS. 

Street  Cleaning  Department,  D.  C, 

Washington,  January  16,  1906. 

In  order  to  receive  regular  collections  a  strict  compliance  with  the  following  synopsis 
of  article  14  of  the  police  regulations  is  necessary. 

J.  T.  Twohey,  Superintendent. 

Definitions. — "The  word  'garbage,'  wherever  it  occurs  in  these  regulations,  shall  be 
held  to  mean  the  refuse  of  animal  and  vegetable  foodstuffs,  except  oyster  and  clam 
shells  from  business  places." 

"The  term  'ashes'  shall  be  held  to  mean  ashes  from  coal  and  other  fuels,  and  will 
include  such  mineral  substances  as  fallen  plastering,  etc.,  as  may  accumulate  in  con- 
nection with  the  ordinary  conduct  of  dwellings,  but  not  such  as  may  result  from  build- 
ing operations. 

"The  term  'miscellaneous  refuse,'  under  these  regulations,  means  all  rubbish  and 
refuse  (other  than  ashes,  garbage,  dead  animals,  and  night  soil)  incident  to  the  ordinary 
conduct  of  the  household;  it  will  be  held  to  include  discarded  floral  decorations, 
Christmas  greens,  and  small  branches  from  shrubs  and  vines,  but  not  any  cut  grass,  nor 
does  it  include  loam,  wall  paper  or  other  substance  that  may  accumulate  as  the  result 
of  repairs  to  yards  and  dwellings,  or  of  other  building  operations." 

Receptacles. — Garbage  shall  be  placed  in  tight  metal  receptacles,  having  a  cover  and 
handle,  of  a  capacity  of  not  less  than  3  nor  more  than  10  gallons. 

Ashes  shall  not  be  placed  in  receptacles  other  than  metal,  of  a  capacity  of  not  less 
than  10  nor  more  than  24  gallons,  nor  in  more  than  one  receptacle  containing  less  than 
20  gallons. 

Miscellaneous  refuse  shall  be  placed  in  suitable  receptacles  that  can  be  easily 
handled  by  one  man.  Paper  and  other  light  refuse  likeiy  to  be  scattered  or  blow 
about,  if  bundled,  tied,  sacked,  or  otherwise  properly  secured,  need  not  be  placed  in 
receptacles. 

Garbage,  ashes,  and  refuse  must  be  kept  dry. 

Accessibility. — Receptacles  containing  garbage,  ashes,  and  refuse  shall  be  made 
easily  accessible  to  the  collectors  on  collection  days  between  the  hours  of  7  a.  m.  and  6 
p.  m.  The  term  "easily  accessible,"  as  herein  used,  means  that  receptacles  shall  be 
placed  on  the  premises  at  or  near  the  rear  or  side  gate,  if  collections  are  made  from  the 
rear  or  side,  and  in  the  front  area  way  or  other  convenient  place  near  to  the  front 
entrance,  if  collections  are  made  from  the  front. 

General  instructions. — "Owners  and  occupants  of  premises  having  street  and  alley 
entrances,  and  from  which  material  is  to  be  removed,  shall  place  and  cause  to  be  kept 
placed  conspicuously  at  the  side  and  rear  alley  entrance  thereof  the  street  and  number 
designations  in  letters  and  figures,  respectively,  not  less  than  two  inches  in  height,  so 
as  to  be  easily  read." 

"No  person  shall  alter,  deface,  remove,  or  destroy  any  name  of  any  street  or  number 
required  to  be  displayed  by  these  regulations." 

"Receptacles  containing  garbage,  dead  animals,  ashes,  or  miscellaneous  refuse  shall 
not  be  placed  or  left  for  collection  upon  any  sidewalk,  street,  avenue,  alley,  or  public 
place  in  the  District  of  Columbia." 

"It  shall  be  unlawful  to  place  or  cause  to  be  placed  together  in  the  same  receptacle 
two  or  more  of  the  above  classes  of  material,  and  where  such  mixture  results  it  shall  be 
properly  separated  by  the  occupant  of  the  premises." 

"Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  article  shall,  on  conviction  thereof, 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  forty  dollars." 
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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  CHARITIES. 

Gentlemen:  The  Board  of  Charities  has  the  honor  to  submit  its 
sixth  annual  report,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1906. 

One  change  in  the  membership  of.  the  board  has  occurred  since 
our  last  report.  Mr.  S.  W.  Woodward,  who  had  been  president  of  the 
board  since  its  organization  in  1900,  retired  upon  the  expiration  of 
his  second  term  of  office,  June  30,  1906.  Dr.  George  M.  Kober  was 
appointed  by  the  President  to  the  vacancy  thus  created.  The  pres- 
ent membership  of  the  board  is  as  follows:

The  president  of  the  board  is  ex  officio  a  member  of  all  standing 
committees. 

A  brief  review  of  the  work  of  the  various  institutions  under  our 
supervision,  with  certain  recommendations,  is  submitted.  The  work 
is  considered  in  four  divisions,  each  of  which  has  been  given  special 
consideration  by  a  standing  committee.  They  are  considered  in  the 
following  order:  (1)  Reformatories  and  correctional  institutions,  (2) 
medical  charities,  (3)  child-caring  institutions,  (4)  miscellaneous 
institutions. 

(1)  Reformatories  and  Correctional  Institutions. 

workhouse. 

The  workhouse  is  a  department  of  the  institution  known  as  the 
'  Washington  Asylum,"  comprizing  up  to  the  current  year  workhouse, 
almshouse,  and  hospital.  The  board  is  pleased  to  announce  that  the 
almshouse  department  of  this  institution  has  been  discontinued  and 
the  inmates  heretofore  cared  for  in  this  department  have  been  trans- 
terred  to  the  new  Home  for  the  Aged  and  Infirm,  located  at  Blue 
Plains,  D.  C.  The  hospital  department  of  the  institution  is  still  in 
operation,  because  there  is  no  other  provision  for  the  chronic  poor 
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of  the  city.  It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  board  from  the  beginning 
to  have  both  almshouse  and  hospital  for  the  city  poor  disassociated 
from  the  workhouse,  and  it  is  urged  in  connection  with  our  hospital 
estimates  that  proper  provision  be  made  elsewhere  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible for  the  chronic  and  convalescent  patients.  The  hospital  work 
at  the  Washington  Asylum  will  then  be  limited  to  its  legitimate  func- 
tion of  caring  for  sick  prisoners  from  the  workhouse  and  jail.  The 
number  of  commitments  during  the  year  was  4,949,  as  compared  with 
4,307  during  the  preceding  year,  an  increase  of  642.  The  daily  aver- 
age was  335,  an  increase  of  11  over  the  preceding  year.  The  average 
time  each  person  was  detained  was  24.7  days,  as  compared  with  27.5 
during  the  preceding  year. 

The  board  submits  an  estimate  of  $210,000  for  an  additional  wing 
and  administration  building  for  the  workhouse.  If  an  appropriation 
is  made  in  accordance  with  this  estimate  it  will  probably  provide 
sufficient  accommodations  for  many  years  to  come. 

The  second  wing,  now  under  construction  will  be  completed  and 
ready  for  use  within  the  .current  year.  When  this  is  completed  there 
will  be  available  in  the  new  workhouse  322  cells.  But  even  this  num- 
ber will  not  afford  a  separate  cell  for  each  prisoner,  to  say  nothing 
of  future  increase  in  numbers.  The  maximum  number  of  prisoners 
present  at  any  one  time  during  the  past  year  was  340.  On  several 
occasions  the  workhouse  has  become  so  congested  that  it  was  deemed 
necessary  by  the  superintendent  to  advise  the  police  court  judges  of 
the  conditions,  in  the  hope  that  the  number  of  commitments  might 
be  lessened.  There  is  even  now  urgent  need,  therefore,  for  additional 
cell  accommodation  beyond  what  the  building  now  under  construc- 
tion will  furnish. 

There  is  now  no  administration  building  for  the  workhouse.  The 
administrative  service  is  distributed  in  various  old  buildings  on  the 
grounds,  and  there  are  no  proper  sleeping  quarters  for  the  officers  and 
guards.  It  would  cost  considerably  less  to  build  the  administration 
building  in  connection  with  the  new  wing  than  it  would  if  erected  at  a 
different  time.  An  end  wall  of  each  of  the  three  wings  will  be  used  as 
a  wall  of  the  administration  building,  which  building  is  planned  to 
connect  the  three  wings  and  to  afford  in  the  center  a  large  service 
corridor.  There  is  now  no  central  corridor  where  the  prisoners  can  be 
assembled  and  assigned  to  various  groups  for  the  different  employ- 
ments at  which  they  are  engaged.  There  is  no  assembly  hall  where 
religious  services  can  be  conducted,  and  such  exercises  are  now  held 
in  the  corridors  of  the  cell  buildings.  As  the  only  door  from  each  cell 
wing  opens  into  the  central  administration  building,  the  erection  of 
this  building  after  the  wings  are  completed  and  in  use  would  cause 
very  considerable  embarrassment  in  administration.  We  urge  that 
sufficient  appropriation  be  made  to  provide  for  the  additional  wing 
and  the  administration  building  under  one  contract. 

REFORM  SCHOOLS. 
REFORM  SCHOOL  FOR  BOYS. 

Since  the  modification  of  the  law  a  year  ago  this  school  is  conducted 
under  the  management  of  the  Department  of  Justice  by  an  appropria- 
tion from  the  Federal  Treasury,  and  the  boys  from  the  District  of 
Columbia  are  paid  for  under  a  contract  with  the  Board  of  Charities.

The  daily  average  number  present  during  the  year  was  260.  Of  this 
number  of  boys  the  daily  average  number  from  the  District  was  195. 

A  disastrous  fire  occurred  at  this  school  in  December,  1905,  which 
destroyed  the  main  building.  This  building  served  both  as  adminis- 
tration building  and  for  a  family  building  for  boys.  In  it  were  housed 
about  100  boys.  Temporary  repairs  were  made  immediately,  and  the 
work  at  the  school  was  carried  on  with  very  little  interruption.  An 
appropriation  was  made  by  Congress  for  new  buildings,  and  a  separate 
cottage  and  administration  building  will  be  erected. 


REFORM  SCHOOL  FOR  GIRLS. 


The  daily  average  number  present  at  this  institution  was  85.  This 
school  is  greatly  crowded,  and  enlargement  will  probably  be  necessary 
in  the  near  future.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  erection  of 
the  building  for  male  employees,  for  which  an  appropriation  was  made 
in  1903.  This  school  also  is  managed  by  a  board  of  trustees  under  the 
direction  of  the  Department  of  Justice,  tho  maintained  by  an  appropri- 
ation made  in  the  District  of  Columbia  appropriation  bill.  Ail  of  the 
inmates  are  District  girls. 

The  Board  of  Charities  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  Boys'  Reform 
School  and  the  Girls'  Reform  School  should  both  be  managed  under  the 
direction  of  the  Government  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  The  schools 
should  be  made  an  integral  part  of  the  reformatory  and  correctional 
work  of  the  District.  If  they  were  under  immediate  District  control, 
their  work  could  be  much  more  readily  and  satisfactorily  coordinated 
with  that  of  other  local  institutions. 

(2)  Medical  Charities. 

The  subject  of  medical  charities  in  the  past  year,  as  in  previous 
years,  has  occupied  much  time  and  has  received  the  careful  considera- 
tion of  the  board.  The  aggregate  annual  appropriations  for  medical 
charities  for  the  current  year  amount  to  $133,750.  The  board  has 
submitted  estimates  for  a  lump  sum  of  $143,750,  which  is  $10,000  in 
excess  over  last  year's  appropriation,  so  as  to  provide  for  any  con- 
tingency which  may  arise  in  the  way  of  increased  sickness  and  the 
number  of  cases  to  be  cared  for.  This  recommendation  includes  the 
appropriation  for  emergency  service  as  well  as  that  for  general  hospital 
service. 

Under  the  present  arrangement,  which  specifies  a  definite  sum  for 
each  institution  mentioned,  the  board  is  unable  to  give  consideration 
to  the  geographical  location  or  to  the  standard  of  service,  and,  in  the 
event  of  any  hospital  being  quarantined,  is  compelled  to  send  patients 
to  another  hospital  without  being  in  a  position  to  pay  such  institution 
for  any  excess  of  patients.  It  is  believed  that  the  best  interests  of 
the  institutions  and  patients  will  be  subserved  by  the  adoption  of 
such  a  policy,  and  the  authorities  would  be  relieved  from  the  constant 
pressure  exerted  by  various  hospital  boards  for  specific  and  increased 
appropriations.  The  District  now  pays  an  average  of  over  $1  a  day 
lor  its  dependent  sick  treated  in  contract  hospitals,  and  the  board 
considers  existing  rates  fair  and  reasonable. 

The  board  has  not  included  the  Columbia  Hospital  for  Women  and 
Lying-in  Asylum  m  the  list  of  institutions  to  be  contracted  with  for 
the  iollowing  reasons : 
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First.  Because,  as  reported  by  the  president  of  the  hospital  in  his 
annual  report  for  several  years,  "the  buildings  are  old  and  devoid,  to 
a  large  extent,  of  those  modern  appliances  now  deemed  absolutely 
necessary  by  the  medical  profession."  A  continuance  of  the  hospital 
will  involve,  according  to  the  board  of  directors,  an  immediate  outlay 
of  $3,500  for  repairs,  $15,000  for  improvement  and  enlargement  of 
nurses'  home,  and  the  erection  of  a  new  building  at  an  estimated  cost 
of  $300,000. 

Second.  Adequate  provisions  can  be  made  at  once  in  existing  hospi- 
tals at  a  less  cost  for  all  indigent  patients  now  cared  for  at  Columbia 
Hospital. 

The  daily  average  number  of  patients,  including  infants,  at  this 
hospital  last  year  was  72,  of  which  number  19  were  private  pay 
patients,  leaving  a  daily  average  of  53  charity  patients.  Of  this 
number  about  14  were  infants  and  about  39  adult  patients.  There 
is  now  ample  accommodation  for  pay  patients  at  other  hospitals,  and 
such  patients  are  much  desired  by  all  private  hospitals,  and  there  is 
certainly  no  good  reason  why  the  Government  should  in  any  way 
make  provisions  for  persons  able  to  pay.  The  charity  patients  will 
be  gladly  received  by  existing  institutions,  as  additional  patients  will 
naturally  lower  the  general  per  diem  cost  of  maintenance. 

In  not  less  than  six  different  hospitals  lying-in  patients  are  received, 
and  ample  provisions  are  made  for  both  white  and  colored  patients. 

In  view  of  this  fact,  and  because  even  more  ample  provisions  exist 
for  gynecological  cases,  the  board  can  not  recommend  the  continuance 
of  an  institution  which,  apart  from  occupying  a  valuable  Govern- 
ment site,  estimated  to  be  worth  $500,000,  would  involve  an  outlay 
of  more  than  $300,000  for  new  buildings.  The  interest  on  the  gross 
investment  alone  would  be  sufficient  to  care  for  almost  double  the 
number  of  indigent  patients  now  treated  in  Columbia  Hospital. 

The  board  recognizes  the  importance  and  desirability  of  a  special 
maternity  hospital,  and  as  soon  as  provisions  shall  have  been  made 
for  the  more  urgent  needs  of  the  indigent  poor  it  is  the  intention  of 
the  board  to  recommend  the  erection  of  such  a  building  on  a  less 
expensive  site  already  owned  by  the  District  of  Columbia. 

In  the  light  of  our  recent  experience  with  hospital  plans  and  con- 
struction, it  is  confidently  believed  that  a  building  with  a  capacity  of 
150  patients,  as  estimated  for  by  the  board  of  the  Columbia  Hospital, 
can  1be  erected  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $150,000,  which  would  save 
the  Government  $150,000  in  buildings,  a  site  at  an  estimated  value 
of  $500,000,  not  to  mention  a  very  decided  decrease  in  administrative 
expenses.  Moreover,  the  building  suggested  by  the  Board  of  Chari- 
ties would  be  devoted  exclusively  to  the  care  of  indigent  patients.  As 
the  building  proposed  by  the  trustees  of  Columbia  Hospital  would 
include  a  provision  for  50  pay  patients,  it  would  afford  accommoda- 
tions for  only  100  indigent  patients,  as  against  the  150  that  could  be 
provided  for  in  the  plan  outlined  by  the  Board  of  Charities. 

This  whole  question  is  not  new,  but  was  thoroly  considered  in 
1897  by  the  joint  select  committee  to  investigate  the  charities  and 
reformatory  institutions  in  the  District  of  Columbia  after  exhaustive 
hearings  and  special  reports  by  two  hospital  experts,  Dr.  Henry  M. 
Hurd,  superintendent  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  at  Baltimore, 
and  Dr.  John  B.  Chapin,  physician  in  chief  and  superintendent  of  the 
department  for  the  insane  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  at  Phila- 
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delphia.  This  joint  select  committee,  in  its  report  (Senate  Report 
No.  700,  Fifty-fifth  Congress,  second  session)  on  page  48,  in  speaking 
of  the  Columbia  Hospital,  says: 

"  The  main  building  was  formerly  a  residence  and  was  never  adapted  to  hospital  pur- 
poses. The  pavilion,  where  most  of  the  hospital  work  is  done,  is  a  slight  wooden 
structure  of  no  particular  value.  The  ground  occupied  by  the  hospital  is  very  valu- 
able. It  might  be  sold  advantageously,  and  the  proceeds  might  well  be  applied  to 
the  purchase  of  a  less  expensive  site  and  the  erection  of  modern  hospital  buildings. 
The  nature  of  the  cases  treated  is  such  that  a  site  in  the  suburbs,  but  near  some  rapid 
transit  street  railway  line,  would  answer  every  purpose." 

"The  work  now  done  at  the  asylum  hospital  and  that  done  at  Columbia  Hospital 
might  well  be  combined  in  one  institution  but  in  separate  buildings,  and  thus  a  dupli- 
cation of  agencies  might  be  done  away  with." 

"At  the  time  Columbia  Hospital  was  started  there  was  an  undoubted  need  for  a 
hospital  for  the  treatment  of  diseases  peculiar  to  women,  but  at  the  present  time  it 
may  well  be  questioned  whether  there  is  any  necessity  for  anything  beyond  a  mater- 
nity hospital.  Should  such  a  separation  be  made  in  the  work,  the  troublesome 
question  of  pay  patients  in  a  purely  municipal  institution  would  be  disposed  of;  the 
charity  maternity  cases  from  the  various  hospitals  could  be  gathered  into  one  insti- 
tution and  the  gynecological  cases  could  be  treated  in  the  regular  hospitals,  at  the 
cost  of  the  patient  where  the  patient  is  able  to  pay,  and  otherwise  at  the  expense  of 
the  District.  (For  the  opinion  of  the  hospital  experts,  the  board  respectfully  refers 
to  pages  53  and  64  of  the  same  report.) " 

The  Board  is  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  its  recommendations 
in  reference  to  this  hospital  are  based  on  undeniable  principles  of 
sound  public  policy,  and  should  receive  favorable  consideration;  but 
if  Congress  directs  a  continuance  of  this  institution  for  another  year,  it 
would,  of  course,  be  included  by  the  Board  in  the  list  of  hospitals  to 
be  contracted  with.  If,  on  the  other  hand.  Congress  can  not  agree 
with  the  Board  as  to  the  far  more  urgent  needs  of  the  District  in  other 
directions,  or  as  to  the  unwisdom  of  continuing  to  maintain  a  Gov- 
ernment hospital  intended  partly  for  pay  patients,  and  if  it  believes 
that  after  the  appropriation  within  the  last  five  years  of  practically 
three-quarters  of  a  million  of  dollars  for  hospital  facilities  within  the 
District,  there  is  still  a  necessity  for  perpetuating  Columbia  Hospital 
on  its  present  basis,  then  it  is  undeniable  that  suitable  buildings  should 
be  provided  for  that  institution. 

The  Board  of  Charities  highly  appreciates  the  charitable  impulses 
and  noble  efforts  of  the  gentlemen,  both  lay  and  medical,  who  are 
directing  and  carrying  on  the  work  of  this  institution.  They  are 
among  our  most  well-known  and  esteemed  citizens,  and  are  equally 
interested  as  ourselves  in  accomplishing  the  best  work.  The  Board 
of  Charities,  however,  is  compelled  to  view  the  needs  of  the  District 
as  a  whole,  and  feels  itself  constrained  to  recommend  such  lines  of 
action  as,  in  its  judgment,  are  necessary  to  secure  a  more  unified  and 
more  harmonious  coordination  of  the  entire  charitable  work  of  the 
District  and  to  provide  adequate  care  and  treatment  for  all  classes  of 
our  indigent  fellow-citizens  with  the  least  burden  to  the  community 
as  a  whole. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  Board  reiterates  the  pressing  needs  of  hospital  accommodations 
tor  general  chrome  cases  and  convalescent  patients,  also  for  the  tem- 
porary detention  of  insane  persons  and  of  cases  of  alcoholism  who 
may  be  arrested  or  who  may  fall  into  the  custody  of  the  police  to  be 
detained  pending  their  examination  and  legal  disposition.  Alcoholic 
and  insane  persons  are  patients  in  every  sense  of  the  term  and 
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recourse  to  the  police  station  or  jail  for  such  cases  is  inhuman  and 
unjustifiable.  The  Board  has  requested  that  until  more  suitable  pro- 
visions are  made,  patients  of  this  class  be  cared  for  at  the  emergency 
hospitals  under  the  contract  system.  Further,  an  estimate  for  $3,000 
has  been  inserted  in  the  budget  for  the  Washington  Asylum,  which, 
if  granted,  will  provide  temporary  accommodation  for  such  patients 
as  will  require  a  more  prolonged  detention,  and  in  the  course  of  a  year 
or  two  the  Board  will  urge  an  appropriation  for  the  erection  of  suit- 
able detention  wards  in  connection  with  the  site  on  which  the  present 
tuberculosis  buildings  are  being  constructed. 

The  immediate  and  imperative  necessity  of  public  wards  for  chronic 
and  convalescent  patients  must  be  apparent  when  it  is  remembered 
that  a  large  number  of  our  sick  and  destitute  poor  (a  daily  average  of 
about  110)  are  being  cared  for  in  the  same  buildings  at  the  Washington 
Asylum  grounds  which  were  characterized  by  the  hospital  experts  in 
November,  1897,  page  60  of  the  report,  as  follows: 

"At  the  asylum  and  almshouse  hospital  the  buildings  and  fixtures 
are  wholly  unsuited  to  the  purposes  of  the  sick.  Nothing  short  of  the 
erection  of  a  new  hospital  can  remedy  them." 

The  Board  has  secured  numerous  improvements  of  some  of  these 
buildings,  and  with  those  now  in  contemplation  and  estimated  for, 
the  accommodations  for  sick  prisoners  will  be  ample  and  satisfactory 
for  a  number  of  years  to  come.  The  time,  however,  has  come  when  the 
chronic  indigent  cases  must  be  removed  from  the  shadow  and  envi- 
ronments of  the  workhouse  and  jail,  because  the  very  extension  of  the 
workhouse  involves  the  destruction  of  several  buildings  now  occupied 
for  hospital  purposes. 

Apart  from  this,  our  worthy  poor  should  not  be  treated  in  the  same 
institution  with  prisoners  from  the  jail  and  workhouse. 

Fortunately  the  chronic  and  convalescent  cases  do  not  require 
the  more  expensive  standard  of  care  of  an  acute  general  hospital, 
and  it  is  believed  that  suitable  wards  can  be  erected  for  the  accom- 
modation of  120  patients  at  a  cost  of  $100,000. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  board  in  no  way  to  interfere  with  the  useful- 
ness of  existing  private  hospitals.  These  institutions  are  doing  good 
and  noble  work  and  have  ample  and  adequate  facilities  for  the  care 
of  all  acute  cases  for  the  next  ten  or  fifteen  years.  When,  however, 
the  natural  growth  of  the  city  demands  increased  accommodations 
for  the  treatment  of  acute  cases,  and  existing  private  hospitals  apply 
for  appropriation  for  building  purposes,  the  board  will  deem  it  a 
duty  to  urge  that  all  such  buildings  be  placed  on  the  grounds  now 
owned  by  the  District,  where  there  can  be  no  question  as  to  owner- 
ship and  management,  and  where,  by  concentration  of  adminis- 
trative expenses,  economy  and  a  decided  saving  of  public  funds 
must  result. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  in  this  connection  that  while  large  sums  have 
been  appropriated  by  Congress  in  the  past  few  years  for  the  erection 
of  new  buildings  and  the  reconstruction  of  old  buildings  of  private 
hospitals,  practically  no  increase  in  the  number  of  beds  available  for 
indigent  patients  has  been  made.  The  money  has  been  devoted 
very  largely  to  providing  administration  buildings  and  accommo- 
dations for  pay  patients. 
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(3)  Child  Caring. 

Several  important  developments  in  the  work  of  child  caring,  and 
numerous  changes  in  the  laws  in  reference  thereto,  are  to  be  noted 
in  recent  years.  The  system  of  making  payment  of  public  money  to 
child-caring  institutions  by  contract  for  services  rendered,  author- 
ized by  Congress  a  year  ago;  the  compulsory  support  law,  providing 
for  the  punishment  of  parents  who  fail  to  support  minor  children; 
the  compulsory  education  law;  and  the  probation  system  are  all 
matters  of  very  recent  application.  Most  important  of  all,  by  act 
of  Congress,  approved  March  19,  1906,  a  juvenile  court  was  estab- 
lished. To  this  court  is  delegated  very  large  powers  with  reference 
to  dependent  and  delinquent  children. 

It  is  given  the  oversight  of  the  entire  field  of  child-caring  work. 
This  court  was  established  July  1,  1906,  and  of  course  it  is  still  too 
early  to  speak  of  results.  It  is  confidently  hoped,  however,  that  the 
establishment  of  a  juvenile  court  will  greatly  increase  the  efficiency 
of  child-saving  work.  It  has  already  relieved  the  Board  of  Charities 
of  some  embarassment  in  deciding  when  a  child  should  or  should  not 
be  received  as  a  public  dependent  in  some  of  our  institutions,  because 
the  law  establishing  the  juvenile  court  makes  it  the  duty  of  that 
court  to  determine  the  question  of  dependency,  and  forbids  the 
reception  of  a  child  in  any  institution  as  a  public  dependent  until 
the  fact  of  dependency  has  been  ascertained  and  declared  by  the 
court.  It  is  probable  that  the  supervision  of  the  juvenile  court  and 
the  probation  officers  will  decrease  the  number  of  dependent  children, 
but  whether  or  not  the  number  is  decreased  it  is  confidently  hoped 
that  the  work  of  child  caring  will  be  conducted  on  a  more  efficient 
basis,  and  the  prospects  of  dependent  children  becoming  independent 
men  and  women  will  be  increased  by  the  new  methods. 

The  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  (the  report  of  which  is  here- 
with transmitted)  discusses  at  considerable  length  the  whole  problem 
of  child  dependency.  That  report  expresses  the  belief  that  the  time 
has  now  come  when  the  increase  in  the  number  of  dependent  children, 
which  has  been  so  noticeable  in  the  past  ten  or  fifteen  years,  will  be 
less  marked,  because  each  year  children  who  have  been  dependent 
are  arriving  at  the  age  when  they  can  be  started  in  life  as  independent, 
self-supporting  members  of  the  communitv.  It  is  worthy  of  notice 
in  this  connection  that  of  the  1,364  children  now  under  the  guar- 
dianship of  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  1,077  are  maintained 
without  public  expense,  except  the  comparatively  small  cost  of 
supervision.    These  children  are  placed  in  free  homes. 

i  t,hl.!nterest  of  further  unification  in  the  management  and  con- 
trol of  District  charities,  we  recommend  that  the  members  of  the 
Uoard  ot  Children's  Guardians  be  appointed  by  the  Commissioners. 

PROPOSED  REMOVAL  OF  INDUSTRIAL  HOME  SCHOOL  FOR  WHITE  CHIL- 
DREN TO  A  NEW  SITE. 

This  school  is  located  within  the  limits  of  the  Naval  Observatory 
circle,  and  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  Navy  Department  to  acquire  a 
large  part  of  the  grounds  on  which  are  located  nearly  all  the  build- 
ings used  by  this  school.    For  this  purpose  a  bill  was  introduced  at

within  the  limits  of  the  Naval  Observatory  circle,  and  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Industrial  Home  School  upon  a  new  site  to  be  selected 
by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia."  This  bill  pro- 
vides, in  accordance  with  an  agreement  reached  by  a  committee  rep- 
resenting the  Navy  Department  and  the  District  government,  that 
$184,404  shall  be  appropriated  out  of  the  United  States  Treasury,  to 
be  expended  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  "  for 
the  purchase  and  condemnation  of  land,  and  the  erection  of  necessary 
buildings  and  appurtenances  for  the  Industrial  Home  School."  It  is 
respectfully  urged  that  action  be  taken  by  Congress  on  this  bill  with- 
out delay,  because  many  needed  improvements  at  the  school  have 
been  postponed  in  the  belief  that  the  Navy  Department  would  soon 
acquire  the  property  and  the  school  would  necessarily  be  removed  to 
a  new  site. 

INDUSTRIAL  HOME  SCHOOL  FOR  COLORED  CHILDREN. 

The  buildings  at  the  new  Industrial  Home  School  for  colored  chil- 
dren at  Blue  Plains  are  now  nearly  completed  and  an  estimate  is 
submitted  for  the  maintenance  of  the  school  for  the  next  fiscal  year. 

FEEBLE-MINDED  COLORED  CHILDREN. 

There  is  still  no  satisfactory  provision  for  this  class  of  children. 
The  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  has  not  been  able  to  find  any 
institution  that  will  receive  them  and  the  District  does  not  itself  have 
any  institution  for  their  care.  Feeble-minded  white  children  are 
cared  for  under  contract  at  Elwyn,  Pa.,  and  Falls  Church,  Va.  There- 
is  an  average  number  of  about  60  white  children  under  care,  and  the 
number  of  colored  children  needing  such  care  is  probably  at  least 
half  as  great.  The  total  number  is  sufficient  to  justify  the  establish- 
ment of  an  institution  for  their  care  in  the  District,  "and  we  recom- 
mend the  establishment  of  a  school  for  feeble-minded  children,  for 
the  care  of  both  white  and  colored. 

(4)  Miscellaneous  Institutions. 

HOME  FOR  THE  AGED  AND  INFIRM. 

The  board  is  able  to  report  that  the  Home  for  Aged  and  Infirm  at 
Blue  Plains  is  now  occupied.  The  inmates  were  moved  from  the  old 
institution  at  Washington  Asylum  in  the  month  of  October. 

The  buildings  at  this  institution  are  well  planned  and  admirably 
adapted  for  their  purpose.  The  plans  have  been  examined  and  fav- 
orably commented  upon  by  numerous  persons  interested  in  building 
institutions  of  a  similar  character  in  other  communities.  As  so  much 
interest  has  been  manifested  in  these  plans  we  have  deemed  it  proper 
to  have  them  partially  reproduced  and  published  with  this  report. 
We  believe  that  the  District  of  Columbia  has  secured  a  very  large 
return  for  its  investment,  both  in  land  and  in  buildings,  at  Blue 
Plains.  The  Home  for  Aged  and  Infirm  is  the  cheapest  institution 
erected  by  the  District  in  recent  years  and,  while  it  is  excellently 
adapted  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  planned,  it  is  to  be  regretted 
that  the  limits  of  the  appropriation  compelled  economy  in  some  direc- 
tions which  were  unwise.    For  instance,  it  was  necessary  to  use  a  tin 
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roof  when  it  was  extremely  desirable  that  either  a  tile  or  a  slate  roof 
should  have  been  provided.. 

There  is  an  additional  piece  of  land,  which  is  surrounded  on  three 
sides  by  the  District's  holdings  at  Blue  Plains,  that  should  as  soon  as 
possible  be  accquired  by  the  District. 

TEMPORARY  HOMES  FOR  MEN. 

No  important  changes  are  recommended  in  reference  to  the  Munic- 
ipal Lodging  House  or  the  Temporary  Home  for  Soldiers  and  Sailors. 
The  work  at  both  these  institutions  is  being  carried  on  satisfactorily. 
In  both  cases  the  buildings  used  are  old  and  ill-adapted  to  the  pur- 
poses for  which  they  are  used,  and  it  may  soon  be  necessary  to  provide 
better  buildings  for  both  institutions. 

FLORENCE  CRITTENTON  HOPE  AND  HELP  MISSION. 

This  institution  has  been  most  helpful  to  the  board  in  providing 
for  young  women  and  children  and  in  finding  places  of  employment 
where  mothers  have  been  able  to  maintain  themselves  and  their  chil- 
dren. The  contract  system  has  been  in  operation  at  this  institution 
for  the  past  year,  and  has  been  found  to  work  very  satisfactorily.  It 
permits  proper  supervision  of  the  expenditure  of  public  funds  and  is 
entirely  satisfactory  to  the  officers  of  the  institution.  The  officers 
of  the  Home  have  been  exceedingly  obliging  in  furnishing  temporary 
care  at  different  times  for  strandea  women  for  whom  it  was  difficult 
for  the  board  to  find  accommodations. 


CARE  OF  THE  INSANE. 


The  estimate  submitted  for  the  current  fiscal  year  is  $279,400,  an 
increase  over  the  current  appropriation  of  $6,600,  an  increase  based 
upon  an  estimated  increase  in  the  number  of  patients. 

A  good  deal  has  been  said  and  published  in  the  daily  papers  during 
the  past  year  in  reference  to  the  cost  of  caring  for  the  indigent  insane 
at  the  Government  Hospital  for  the  Insane.  At  the  request  of  the 
Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  this  board  has  given  con- 
siderable study  to  the  subject  and  will,  in  the  near  future,  submit  a 
formal  report  to  the  Commissioners.  In  the  meantime,  so  far  as  we 
have  been  able  to  determine  the  facts,  there  seems  to  be  no  reason  to 
believe  that  the  percentage  of  insanity  in  the  District  of  Columbia  is 
excessive,  as  compared  with  other  communities. 

In  reference  to  the  cost  of  caring  for  the  indigent  insane  of  the 
District,  the  rate  charged  by  the  Government  Hospital  for  the 
Insane  for  the  care  of  District  patients  is  $220  per  capita  per  annum. 
I  his  is  a  high  per  capita  cost.  The  per  capita  cost  in  good  State  hos- 
pitals tliruout  the  country  varies  from  about  $125  to  $200  per  annum. 
Ihe  Government  Hospital  for  the  Insane  is  designed  primarily  for 
the  care  of  patients  from  the  Army  and  Navy.  There  are  several 
reasons  why  the  cost  at  a  Government  institution  is  likely  to  be 
greater  than  in  other  institutions.  For  instance,  the  laws  in  refer- 
ence to  the  hours  of  labor  and  the  liberal  allowance  of  annual  leave 
and  sick  leave  add  very  materially  to  the  cost.  Moreover,  the  stand- 
ard of  care  at  the  Government  Hospital  for  the  Insane  is  exception- 
ally nigh  for  an  institution  for  the  care  of  indigent  patients.    In  view 
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of  these  facts  and  in  consideration  of  the  further  fact  that  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  pays  no  part  of  the  cost  of  the  plant  at  St.  Eliza- 
beth s,  the  rate  charged  the  District  is  not  exorbitant. 

DEPORTATION  OF  NONRESIDENT  INSANE. 

The  board  has  continued  actively  its  work  of  the  investigation  of 
cases  of  persons  sent  to  the  insane  asylum  as  indigent  patients.  In 
all  cases  where  it  is  found  that  the  patient  has  an  estate  sufficient 
to  provide  for  his  care,  or  should  be  cared  for  by  his  family,  the  neces- 
sary steps  are  taken  to  protect  the  District.  Nonresident  insane 
persons  are  returned  to  the  places  of  their  former  legal  residence  as 
soon  as  the  same  can  be  determined.  As  a  result  of  the  board's  work 
during  the  year  71  persons  have  been  taken  from  the  list  of  those 
chargeable  to  the  District  of  Columbia.  Of  this  number  2  were 
transferred  to  the  army  roll,  15  were  transferred  to  the  independent 
or  pay  list,  and  54  were  nonresident  persons  returned  to  the  places 
of  their  former  legal  residence. 

REVIEW  AND  SUMMARY. 

Mr.  Woodward's  retirement  marks  the  first  change  in  the  personnel 
of  the  board  since  its  organization  in  1900.  The  board  desires  to 
record  its  appreciation  of  Mr.  Woodward's  services.  For  six  years 
he  faithfully  served  the  board  as  its  president.

The  board  has  followed  in  the  main  the  lines  laid  down  in  the  report 
of  that  committee,  and  this  for  two  reasons:  (1)  Because  that  com- 
mittee was  an  official  Congressional  committee  and  its  recommenda- 
tions might  fairly  be  interpreted  as  indicating  the  manner  in  which 
Congress  desired  to  proceed  in  bettering  the  condition  of  the  chari- 
ties of  the  District  of  Columbia.  Its  report  was  the  most  nearly 
authoritative  expression  in  this  respect  that  has  yet  been  given. 
(2)  Because  careful  study  of  the  subject  by  the  board  itself  convinced 
its  members  that  the  work  of  this  committee  was  exceptionally  intel- 
ligent and  comprehensive  and  that  its  recommendations  were  wise 
and  practicable.

Congress  desired  to  proceed  in  bettering  the  condition  of  the  chari- 
ties of  the  District  of  Columbia.  Its  report  was  the  most  nearly 
authoritative  expression  in  this  respect  that  has  yet  been  given. 
(2)  Because  careful  study  of  the  subject  by  the  board  itself  convinced 
its  members  that  the  work  of  this  committee  was  exceptionally  intel- 
ligent and  comprehensive  and  that  its  recommendations  were  wise 
and  practicable. 

The  District  of  Columbia  had  many  admirable  charitable  institu- 
tions, but  they  had  been  developed  as  separate  and  distinct  organiza- 
tions. In  this  development  there  was  no  controlling  influence  to  pro- 
vide for  the  necessary  division  of  work  and  coordination  of  functions  so 
necessary  to  the  development  of  a  harmonious  system.    Indeed,  as 
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the  joint  select  committee  very  properly  pointed  out,  there  was  an 
entire  lack  of  system.  The  board  realized  keenly  the  difficulty  of 
bringing  order  and  harmony  out  of  such  a  condition.  It  believes 
it  has  been  exceedingly  cautious  in  recommending  changes.  During 
the  first  year  of  the  board's  existence  practically  no  changes  were 
recommended.  That  year  was  devoted  to  a  study  of  the  conditions. 
Since  that  time  various  important  changes  have  been  recommended 
from  time  to  time  and  some  of  the  things  recommended  have  been 
adopted. 

Notwithstanding  the  conservative  attitude  of  the  board,  its  recom- 
mendations have  frequently  encountered  opposition,  especially  on 
the  part  of  those  interested  in  any  particular  institution  likely  to 
be  affected  by  such  changes.    This  was  a  very  natural  opposition. 
Many  good  people  in  Washington  are  actively  identified  with  its 
charitable  institutions,  and  these  institutions  are  rendering  valuable 
service  to  the  community.    It  would  appear,  however,  that  usually 
persons  are  so  deeply  interested  in  the  particular  charity  with  which 
they  are  identified  that  it  is  difficult  for  them  to  see  in  the  proper 
light  the  interests  of  the  community  as  a  whole.    The  board  has 
found  it  exceedingly  difficult  to  get  people  to  take  the  broad  view  of 
community  interests.    For  instance,  it  has  frequently  been  stated 
by  persons  interested  in  the  charitable  institutions  of  Washington 
that  there  was  an  unnecessary  duplication  of  such  institutions;  that 
the  service  would  be  improved  if  the  means  and  efforts  expended  were 
confined  to  a  smaller  number,  and  these,  consequently,  better 
equipped  for  efficient  service.    We  never,  however,  have  found  any 
persons  who  would  admit  the  wisdom  of  eliminating  the  particular 
institution  in  which  they  were  interested.    As  indicated  above  the 
board  has  endeavored  to  be  extremely  careful  and  conservative  in  its 
recommendations.    We  have  endeavored  to  avoid  extremes,  and  have 
had  in  mind  both  economy  and  efficiency  in  the  things  which  we  have 
advocated.    It  has  been  alleged  that  the  board  has  advocated  an 
extreme  system  of  centralization,  but  nothing  has  been  further  from 
its  purposes.    We  have  recommended  the  elimination  of  a  few  small 
appropriations  to  institutions  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board, 
should  be  maintained  by  private  contributions,  and  in  only  one 
instance  have  we  recommended  the  discontinuance  of  an  institution. 
When  the  fact  is  stated  that  the  District  is  paying  for  charity  work 
done  in  39  separate  institutions,  it  is  apparent  that  the  danger  of 
undue  centralization  is  extremely  remote.    The  board  has  no  desire 
to  gain  control  of  charitable  institutions.    It  urges  merely  a  reason- 
able supervision  of  the  expenditure  of  public  funds. 

For  this  purpose  it  recommended  the  contract  system,  providing  for 
the  payment  to  institutions,  on  a  fixt  per  capita  basis,  for  the  care  of 
all  persons  accepted  as  public  charges  after  inquiry  by  the  proper 
public  officials.  The  board  has  also  advocated  a  more  liberal  support 
of  the  purely  municipal  charities,  which,  prior  to  1900,  had  been 
greatly  neglected  m  this  respect.  The  result  was  that  many  of  those 
most  urgently  requiring  care,  such  as  chronic  invalids,  persons  suf- 
fering from  tuberculosis,  etc  ,  were  unprovided  for.  Attention  is 
invited  to  the  following  summary,  indicating  some  of  the  more  impor- 
tant things  which  the  board  has  accomplished,  and  some  of  the  things 
which  it  has  advocated  and  been  in  some  degree  instrumental  in 
brmgmg  about  during  the  past  six  years: 
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(1)  Appropriations  have  been  secured  for  enlarging  the  workhouse, 
rendering  it  possible  to  improve  conditions  that  were  nothing  less 
than  abominable  six  years  ago.  A  recommendation  is  pending  for  a 
further  appropriation  to  complete  the  work  of  improvement  at  this 
institution. 

(2)  A  tract  of  32  acres  of  land  admirably  located  has  been  pur- 
chased for  public  hospital  purposes.  This  site  was  secured  on  most 
economical  terms,  and  it  will  serve  the  District  adequately  for  many 
years  to  come  for  public  hospital  purposes. 

(3)  An  appropriation  was  secured  and  a  tract  of  land  containing 
approximately  280  acres  was  purchased  at  Blue  Plains  as  the  site  for 
the  Home  for  the  Aged  and  Infirm,  and  for  a  burial  ground  for  the 
indigent  dead.  A  part  of  the  tract  has  since  been  utilized  as  a  site 
for  the  Industrial  Home  School  for  Colored  Children.  This  tract  of 
land  was  secured  at  a  very  low  price  (approximately  $150  per  acre). 
In  the  opinion  of  the  board,  additional  adjoining  ground  should  be 
purchased  and  held  for  municipal  purposes,  as  it  can  be  secured  more 
reasonably  now  than  hereafter.  It  is  becoming  almost  impossible  to 
secure  at  a  reasonable  price  a  tract  of  land  in  the  District  large  enough 
for  institutional  purposes.  One  piece  of  about  15  acres,  which  is  sur- 
rounded on  three  sides  by  the  District  holdings,  should  be  secured  at 
as  early  a  date  as  possible. 

(4)  An  appropriation  was  secured  and  buildings  were  erected  as  a 
Home  for  the  Aged  and  Infirm,  by  which  appropriation  a  most  admira- 
ble plant  has  been  erected  and  the  old  people  have  been  housed 
therein.  This  is  the  first  step  in  breaking  up  the  old  institution, 
known  as  the  Washington  Asylum  into  its  appropriate  component 
parts.  That  institution  has  long  served  the  District  as  workhouse, 
almshouse,  and  hospital.  The  completion  of  a  home  for  the  aged  and 
infirm  has  taken  these  dependents  away  from  the  workhouse  grounds 
and  from  association  with  the  workhouse  population. 

(5)  An  appropriation  has  been  secured  and  plans  are  being  pre- 
pared for  the  erection  of  a  hospital  for  indigent  tuberculosis  patients. 
This  will  provide  accommodations  for  a  class  long  neglected.  It  will 
make  it  possible  to  remove  some  of  the  present  hospital  population 
from  the  workhouse  grounds,  and  thus  be  another  step  in  the  process 
of  removing  from  that  institution  everything  not  intimately  con- 
nected with  the  prison  and  its  administration. 

(6)  An  appropriation  has  been  secured  and  buildings  have  been 
erected  for  an  industrial  school  for  colored  children.  This  school 
will  be  ready  for  occupancy  within  a  few  months. 

(7)  Several  of  the  smaller  appropriations  made  to  private  institu- 
tions have  been  eliminated  from  the  appropriation  bill,  and  others 
have  been  reduced  with  a  view  to  ultimate  elimination.  These  insti- 
tutions will  be  continued  as  at  present,  but  will  be  supported  entirely 
by  private  charity,  as  are  most  institutions  of  a  similar  character. 

(8)  The  contract  system  of  payments  to  institutions  on  a  specific 
per  capita  basis  for  services  rendered  has  been  substituted  for  the 
subsidy  system  of  lump-sum  appropriations  in  nearly  all  private 
institutions  receiving  public  funds.  This  system  has  proved  much 
more  equitable  than  the  former  system,  because  the  amount  of  pay- 
ment to  a  particular  institution  depends  upon  the  amount  of  service 
rendered.  Heretofore  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  had  no  defi- 
nite relation  to  the  amount  of  service. 
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(9)  In  connection  with  the  contract  system  of  payment  to  institu- 
tions, a  system  of  investigation  as  to  the  dependency  of  applicants  has 
been  organized.  By  this  system  it  is  possible  to  determine  with 
reasonable  accuracy  whether  or  not  the  applicant  is  a  proper  subject 
of  public  care.  As  a  result  of  this  system  of  investigation  the  amount 
of  public  money  paid  for  the  care  of  indigent  sick  in  private  hospitals 
with  which  the  board  has  contracts  has  decreased  in  six  years  from 
1900  to  1906,  $664.20,  and  this  notwithstanding  a  very  considerable 
increase  in  the  population  of  the  city.  In  the  same  period  the 
amounts  received  by  these  hospitals  for  the  care  of  pay  patients  has 
increased  from  $31,448.50  in  1900  to  $63,150.30  in  1906.  This  is  due 
partly  to  a  growth  in  the  population  of  the  city  and  partly  to  the 
elimination  of  abuse.  Persons  who  heretofore  might  have  been 
treated  as  free  patients,  under  the  system  of  investigation  now  in 
force,  are  required  to  pay  for  their  care  when  able  to  do  so. 

(10)  A  card-index  system  of  records  of  all  public  dependents  has 
been  installed,  where  the  results  of  investigation  are  briefly  recorded. 
This  record  system  is  always  available  for  reference  and  enables  the 
board  to  keep  track  of  the  dependent  population,  avoiding  imposition 
and  eliminating  the  unworthy. 

(11)  The  system  of  transportation  of  nonresident  paupers  has  been 
greatly  improved  by  cooperation  with  the  authorities  in  other  cities. 
Under  this  new  system  no  person  is  sent  to  another  place  until  investi- 
gation proves  the  wisdom  of  such  a  course.  Correspondents  in  the 
various  cities  thruout  the  country  enable  us  to  learn  the  facts  promptly 
concerning  any  person  alleged  to  have  a  residence  in  any  particular 
city.  The  result  of  this  system  has  eliminated  many  impostors  who 
were  in  the  habit  of  securing  transportation  from  place  to  place,  and 
has  made  it  possible,  without  any  increase  in  the  appropriation,  to 
send  all  worthy  cases  thru  to  their  destinations. 

(12)  The  standard  of  service  in  many  of  our  institutions  has  been 
improved  by  visitation  and  suggestions  by  the  board  and  its  agents. 
Several  formal  inquiries  were  made  of  the  managements  of  institu- 
tions. As  a  result  of  the  inquiry  at  Washington  Asylum  the  work 
was  reorganized  on  a  much  higher  plane,  and  the  administration 
of  that  institution  under  its  present  superintendent  has  been  most 
satisfactory. 

(13)  A  system  of  investigation  of  persons  committed  to  the  insane 
asylum  as  indigents  chargeable  to  the  District  of  Columbia  has  been 
inaugurated  for  the  purpose  of  requiring  payment  in  cases  of  all  per- 
sons able  to  pay  and  for  the  purpose  of  returning  to  the  places  of 
their  residence  nonresident  persons  committed  at  the  cost  of  the 
District.  This  work  was  begun  in  1900,  and,  during  the  six  years 
that  have  elapsed,  378  persons  were  taken  from  the  list  of  those 
chargeable  to  the  District.  Of  this  number  49  were  transferred  to 
the  pay  list,  14  were  transferred  to  the  soldiers'  and  sailors'  roll,  and 
315  were  nonresidents  returned  to  their  homes.  These  nonresidents 
included  persons  from  nearly  every  State  in  the  Union  and  several 
from  foreign  countries.  The  presence  of  the  National  Capital 
attracts  to  this  city  a  very  large  number  of  strangers  who  are 
mentally  unbalanced,  and  it  is  very  important  that  these  people 
should  be  returned  to  their  homes  when  they  become  public  charges, 
because  the  District  of  Columbia  ought  not  to  be  charged  with  their 
support.    Ine  cost  of  support  of  the  378  persons  above  referred  to, 
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at  the  legal  rate  of  $220  per  annum,  would  amount  to  $83,160  for  a 
single  year.  This  item  alone  is  more  than  seven  times  as  large  as 
the  entire  cost  of  maintaining  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Charities 
with  its  agents  and  investigators. 

NEEDS  STILL  PRESSING. 

The  board  believes  that  much  has  been  accomplished  in  the  last 
five  years,  but  it  seems  desirable  at  this  point  to  indicate  some  of 
the  urgent  needs  still  to  be  met  before  the  District  system  of  char- 
ities can  be  considered  as  in  any  way  worthy  of  the  capital  of  the 
nation. 

The  conditions  at  the  workhouse  five  years  ago  were  little  less 
than  shameful.  They  have  been  very  much  improved  by  the  erec- 
tion of  the  wing  now  occupied,  and  when  the  second  wing,  now  under 
construction,  is  completed,  they  can  be  described  as  tolerable;  but 
they  will  not  have  been  brought  to  a  satisfactory  condition  until 
the  third  wing  and  the  administration  building  of  the  workhouse 
are  completed. 

The  provisions  for  the  care  of  tuberculosis  are  still  meager.  Many 
of  the  indigent  poor  of  the  District  are  still  necessarily  sent  to  a 
hospital  under  the  same  management  as  the  workhouse  and  prac- 
tically a  part  of  that  institution.  There  is  still  no  provision  what- 
ever for  a  large  number  of  chronic  indigent  patients  who  are  lying 
in  squalid  homes,  a  burden  to  their  unfortunate  families,  and  in 
many  cases  requiring  the  attendance  of  another  member  of  the 
family  who  ought  to  be  free  to  engage  in  its  support.  Moreover, 
on  account  of  the  absence  of  a  hospital  for  chronic  cases,  a  consid- 
erable number  of  aged  and  infirm,  suffering  from  senile  dementia, 
are  being  maintained  in  a  high-grade  and  necessarily  expensive 
hospital  for  the  insane  at  a  cost  to  the  District  of  $220  a  year, 
when  they  could  be  cared  for  suitably  in  a  chronic  hospital  for  little 
over  half  that  amount. 

There  is  still  no  provision  for  indigent  convalescents  who  have  to 
be  sent  out  from  the  hospitals  for  acute  cases  when  they  are  still  in 
a  weakened  physical  condition,  and  who  have  to  return  to  homes 
which  have  neither  the  physical  comforts  nor  even  sufficient  food 
to  restore  them  to  the  condition  of  health  and  strength  necessary 
to  take  up  again  their  struggle  for  bread.  There  is  still  no  adequate 
provision  for  the  detention  of  mental  suspects,  and  when  taken  up 
they  have  to  be  placed  temporarily  in  the  cells  of  police  stations  or 
sent  to  the  workhouse  hospital  and  confined  in  the  section  primarily 
provided  for  criminals.  There  is  still  no  suitable  provision  for  the 
public  care  of  inebriates,  and  the  unfortunate  victim  of  alcoholism, 
unable  to  pay  for  treatment  in  a  private  hospital,  is  denied  the 
medical  care  that  all  advanced  communities  recognize  him  as  entitled 
to,  and  is,  instead,  given  the  treatment  meted  out  to  the  criminal. 
There  is  still  no  provision  whatever  for  the  colored  feeble-minded 
children  of  the  District.  There  are  no  outside  institutions  into  which 
these  unfortunates  can  be  admitted,  as  is  the  case  for  the  corre- 
sponding class  of  white  children. 

In  most  cases  their  own  families  are  totally  unable  to  give  them 
the  care  their  helpless  condition  demands  or  the  supervision  needed 
to  protect  girls  of  this  unfortunate  class  from  becoming  the  victims 
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of  unscrupulous  men.  They  thus  constitute  a  burden  to  their  fam- 
ilies and  a  serious  menace  to  the  community. 

The  report  of  the  secretary,  containing  sundry  information  and 
statistical  tables,  is  transmitted  herewith.  Also  separate  reports 
of  the  institutions  subject  to  our  supervision. 

The  board  makes  acknowledgement  of  the  courtesy  and  coopera- 
tion of  the  officers  and  representatives  of  the  various  institutions, 
and  expresses  its  appreciation  of  the  encouragement  and  support  it 
has  received  from  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  sundry  statements 
and  statistical  tables  relating  to  the  work  of  this  office  and  the  various 
institutions  subject  to  its  supervision  during  the  year  ended  June  30, 
1906,  as  follows: 

1.  A  series  of  tables  showing  the  number  of  free  patients  admitted 
to  the  various  hospitals  subject  to  our  supervision.  These  tables  are 
arranged  by  months  and  summarized  for  the  entire  year.  They  show 
the  number  of  persons  admitted,  classified  by  sex  and  color;  also  the 
daily  average  of  free  patients  maintained  in  the  various  hospitals  and 
the  average  number  of  days  that  each  patient  was  maintained. 

2.  A  statement  in  reference  to  the  work  of  the  physicians  to  the 
poor,  showing  the  number  of  persons  treated  b}^  these  physicians 
during  the  year  and  the  number  of  families  represented;  also  a  table 
showing  the  various  diseases  treated  by  these  physicians,  and  an  addi- 
tional table  showing  the  number  of  visits  made,  office  consultations 
held,  and  the  cost  of  the  service,  including  cost  of  medicine  and 
physicians'  salaries. 

3.  A  statement  in  reference  to  the  work  of  the  ambulance  service, 
setting  forth  the  number  of  calls  responded  to  and  the  nature  of  the 
service  rendered. 

4.  A  statement  in  reference  to  the  transportation  of  paupers,  show- 
ing the  number  of  instances  in  which  transportation  was  granted.  The 
cost  of  this  transportation  is  borne  in  part  by  the  appropriation  and 
in  part  by  relatives  and  friends  of  the  beneficiaries. 

5.  A  statement  in  reference  to  the  work  of  the  deportation  of  non- 
resident insane  chargeable  to  the  District  of  Columbia,  together  with 
a  table  showing  the  number  of  District  indigent  patients  cared  for  at 
the  Government  Hospital  for  the  Insane. 

6.  Tables  covering  all  the  institutions  subject  to  our  supervision,  as 
follows: 

(a)  Finances. — These  tables  show  the  receipts  of  the  various  insti- 
tutions from  all  sources  and  the  disbursements  for  all  purposes. 

(b)  Movement  of  population.— These  tables  show  the  number  of  per- 
sons admitted  and  discharged  during  the  year  and  the  daily  average 
population  of  each  of  the  institutions. 

(c)  Comparative  imputation  table.  —This  table  shows  the  daily  average 
number  of  persons  cared  for  by  the  various  institutions  and  organiza- 
tions for  each  year  from  1901  up  to  the  present  year.

PHYSICIANS  TO  THE  POOR. 

Medical  service  to  the  poor  in  their  homes  has  been  rendered  during 
the  year  by  physicians  to  the  poor  to  5,426  persons,  as  against  5,179 
the  preceding  year.  Free  medicine  is  also  furnished  to  persons  treated 
by  th  em,  through  arrangements  with  druggists  located  in  various  sec- 
tions of  the  city. 

The  physicians  to  the  poor  have  again  had  the  cordial  cooperation 
of  the  nurses  employed  by  the  Instructive  Visiting  Nurse  Society. 
These  nurses  care  for  cases  brought  to  their  attention,  and  their  serv- 
ices have  been  of  the  highest  value.  The  nurses  are  supported  by  the 
Instructive  Visiting  Nurse  Society  without  aid  from  the  city.  The 
city  furnished  necessary  supplies,  such  as  bandages  and  dressings. 

A  sufficient  supply  of  ice  was  again  available  for  free  distribution  to 
the  indigent  sick.  The  ice  was  furnished  by  the  benevolence  of  a  pri- 
vate individual  and  wTas  distributed  by  the  visiting  nurses.

TRANSPORTATION  OF  PAUPERS. 

The  work  of  the  transportation  of  paupers  was  carried  on  in  a  man- 
ner similar  to  that  of  the  preceding  year,  careful  inquiry  being  made 
in  all  cases  presented  to  us.  In  making  investigations  of  applicants 
for  transportation,  nearly  all  of  whom  are  nonresident  persons,  we 
have  had  the  hearty  cooperation  of  organized  charities  in  other  cities 
and  have  been  materially  assisted  by  the  police  department.  As  a 
result  of  this  system  we  have  eliminated  many  fraudulent  applications 
and  consequently  have  been  able  to  assist  more  adequately  all  genuine 
cases.  We  have  strictly  followed  the  rule  of  sending  dependent  per- 
sons through  to  their  destinations,  thus  avoiding  the  hardships  entailed 
upon  destitute  persons  sent  to  intermediate  points,  where  application 
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must  be  made  anew  to  the  authorities  for  transportation  toward  their 
homes.

The  reason  why  transportation  is  issued  through  this  office  in  cases 
where  the  cost  of  such  transportation  is  not  borne  by  the  office  is  the 
disposition  of  the  transportation  companies  to  regard  the  Board  of 
Charities  as  the  central  agency  for  the  investigation  of  cases  of  this 
character.  For  this  reason,  frequently,  when  representatives  of  char- 
itable organizations  and  benevolent  individuals  apply  to  the  railroads 
for  charity  rates  they  are  referred  to  the  Board  of  Charities,  and  this 
office,  if  satisfied  of  the  genuineness  of  the  case  in  question,  collects 
the  usual  charity  rate  and  issues  the  necessary  voucher  for  the  trans- 
portation requested.

DEPORTATION  OF  NONRESIDENT  INSANE. 

An  agent  of  the  Board  has  devoted  almost  his  entire  time  to  the 
work  of  investigating  cases  of  persons  committed  to  the  Government 
Hospital  for  the  Insane  as  indigent  patients  chargeable  to  the  District 
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of  Columbia.  There  continues  to  be  a  very  large  number  of  nonresi- 
dent persons  committed  to  this  institution,  and  a  large  part  of  the 
time  of  this  agent  is  devoted  to  the  work  of  investigating  these  cases 
in  order  to  determine  the  place  of  legal  residence  and  in  returning 
such  persons  to  the  place  of  their  legal  residence  when  it  has  been 
determined.  In  some  instances  it  is  found  upon  investigation  that 
persons  committed  to  the  hospital  as  being  indigent  have  considerable 
property,  or  have  well-to-do  relatives  who  should  pay  for  their  main- 
tenance. Sometimes  persons  are  committed  as  indigents  chargeable 
to  the  District  of  Columbia  who  are  properly  United  States  cases 
because  of  their  service  in  the  Army  or  Navy. 

During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1906,  as  a  result  of  our  investiga- 
tions, 71  persons  were  taken  from  the  list  of  those  chargeable  to  the 
District  of  Columbia.  Of  this  number,  54  were  nonresidents  who 
were  returned  to  their  friends  or  the  places  of  their  legal  residence, 
15  were  transferred  from  the  indigent  to  the  pay  list,  and  2  were 
United  States  cases  transferred  to  the  soldiers'  roll. 

In  several  instances,  where  patients  had  been  in  the  hospital  as  indi- 
gent persons  charged  to  the  District  of  Columbia  for  a  considerable  time, 
it  was  found  that  their  relatives  were  able  to  pay  for  their  treatment, 
or  there  was  some  estate  available  for  the  care  of  the  patient,  and  in 
these  instances  the  money  already  expended  by  the  District  was  reim- 
bursed. The  total  amount  thus  reimbursed  to  the  District  during  the 
year  ended  June  30,  1906,  was  11,671.70.

[Copy  of  contract  made  by  Board  of  Charities  with  emergency  hospitals.] 

This  agreement  (in  quadruplicate),  made  this  30th  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1906,  by 

and  between  the  ,  a  corporation  duly  incorporated  by  law,  party  of  the 

first  part,  and  the  Board  of  Charities  for  the  District  of  Columbia,  party  of  the  sec- 
ond part; 

Whereas  the  said  Board  of  Charities  has  been  duly  created  by  act  of  Congress,  and 
its  corporate  existence,  for  the  purposes  of  this  contract,  is  hereby  admitted  by  said 
party  of  the  first  part, 
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And  whereas  ,  the  president  of  the  said  Board  of  Charities  has  been  duly 

authorized  by  said  board  to  execute  this  contract  on  its  behalf, 

Witnesseth,  that  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  to  pay  the  said  party  of 
the  first  part  the  amounts  hereinafter  stated,  in  full  compensation  for  the  services, 
materials,  &c,  by  it  furnished  and  to  be  furnished  for  each  person  accepted,  in  writ- 
ing, by  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  as  a  proper  subject  for  public  aid  who  may 
be  cared  for  and  maintained  or  treated  at  said  hospital  during  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1907,  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  agreeing,  as  part  of  the  consideration 
for  such  payment,  to  maintain  an  efficient  emergency  ambulance  service,  ready  to 
respond  promptly  to  all  calls  for  such  service  wherever  needed,  and  more  especially 

within  that  part  of  the  District  of  Columbia  ,  viz. : 

First.  For  each  person  maintained  and  treated  in  said  hospital  as  aforesaid, 

 per  diem,  provided  however  that  no  payment  shall  be  made  for  any 

patient  received  into  said  hospital  except  through  the  emergency  service,  it  being 
expressly  understood  that  the  hospital  service  to  be  rendered  under  this  contract  at 
the  institution  is  only  for  the  care  of  emergency  cases  and  not  for  the  care  of  patients 
hat  might  with  safety  be  sent  to  any  general  hospital. 

Second.  For  each  person  given  emergency  medical  or  surgical  aid,  ,  it  being 

expressly  understood  that  this  provision  is  not  to  include  cases  that  might  properly 
go  to  the  dispensary  service,  but  only  cases  of  emergency,  such  as  accident  or  sudden 
illness;  and  it  is  intended  to  cover  cases  generally  designated  "casualty"  cases — per- 
sons brought  in  the  ambulance  requiring  immediate  medical  or  surgical  aid,  but 
whose  illness  or  injury  does  not  require  detention  in  a  hospital  ward. 

Third.  For  each  prescription  furnished  from  the  dispensary  to  indigent  persons 
who  are  certified  by  the  Board  of  Charities  or  by  any  agent  of  the  Associated  Chari- 
ties, or  by  a  physician  to  the  poor  as  proper  subjects  for  public  aid,  the  sum  of  : 

Provided,  however,  That  in  cases  in  which  an  applicant  for  dispensary  treatment  not 
having  such  certificate  is  deemed  by  the  physician  in  charge  to  require  immediate 
treatment  medicine  may  be  furnished,  but  additional  supplies  of  medicine  shall  not 
be  furnished  unless  such  certificate  is  presented  by  the  applicant. 

It  is  further  understood  and  agreed  that  for  the  compensation  above  specified  the 
party  of  the  first  part  will  furnish  all  necessary  medical  and  surgical  supplies  for  the 
proper  care  and  treatment  of  patients;  but  the  party  of  the  first  part  shall  not  be 
required  to  furnish  artificial  limbs,  trusses,  crutches,  and  supplies  of  like  character, 
which  may  be  necessary  for  the  after  use  of  patients  but  are  not  essential  for  their 
proper  care  and  treatment  while  in  said  hospital. 

It  is  further  understood  and  agreed  that  the  benefits  of  the  dispensary  service  are 
to  be  limited  to  indigent  patients  as  strictly  as  may  be  possible;  and  the  party  of  the 
first  part  agrees  to  cooperate  with  the  party  of  the  second  part  in  every  proper  and 
reasonable  manner  in  endeavoring  to  so  limit  said  service;  and  it  is  understood  and 
agreed  that  the  emergency  service  shall  be  rendered  free  only  to  such  persons  as  are 
unable  to  pay  therefor,  and  that  every  reasonable  effort  shall  and  will  be  made  by 
the  party  of  the  first  part  to  collect  payment  from  persons  treated  in  the  wards  or  in 
emergency  service,  and  that  payment  shall  be  made  by  the  party  of  the  second  part 
only  for  such  persons  as  can  not  themselves,  or  by  their  immediate  relatives  or 
friends,  pay  for  such  treatment.

Witnessetti:  That  it  is  hereby  agreed  by  and  between  the  respective  parties  hereto, 
as  follows: 

That  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  services  rendered  by  the  party  of  the  first 
part  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1907,  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of 
boys  committed  to  the  said  Reform  School  by  the  courts  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 
the  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  receive  from  said  party  of  the  second  part,  and 
said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  pay  to  said  party  of  the  first  part,  the  sum  of  two 
dollars  ($2.00)  for  each  full  week  each  boy  is  so  cared  for  and  maintained  by  the  said 
party  of  the  first  part,  and  pro  rata  for  any  lesser  time;  and  in  the  computation  of 
time  for  payment  in  each  and  every  case,  the  day  of  admission  into  said  school  shall 
be  counted"  and  the  day  of  discharge  therefrom  shall  be  excluded,  provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  amount  paid  for  the  entire  services  aforesaid  shall  not  exceed  in  the 
aggregate  the  amount  appropriated  by  Congress  therefor,  to  wit,  the  sum  of  twenty 
thousand  dollars  ($20,000)  for  the  aforesaid  year.  The  payments  aforesaid  shall  be 
made  monthly  by  the  disbursing  officer  of  the  District  of  Columbia  on  written  item- 
ized statements  in  such  form  as  may  be  prescribed  arid  approved  by  the  said  party  of 
the  second  part,  and  not  otherwise. 

In  testimony  whereof,  the  Reform  School  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  party 
hereto  of  the  first  part,  has  affixed  its  corporate  seal  hereto,  with  the  signature  of  its 
president,  and  the  said  Board  of  Charities,  by  its  president,  has  signed  this  contract.

RECENTLY    ENACTED    LAWS    CONCERNING    CHARITIES   AND    SOCIAL    CONDITIONS   IN  THE 

DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA. 

Public— No.  56.— AN  ACT  To  create  a  juvenile  court  in  and  for  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  there  is  hereby  created  and  established  in  and  for  the 
District  of  Columbia  a  court,  to  be  known  as  "The  juvenile  court  of  the  District  of 
Columbia." 

Sec  2.  That  the  judge  of  said  court  shall  be  known  as  the  judge  of  the  juvenile 
court,  and  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  subject  to 
removal  by  the  President  for  cause,  and  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  for  a  term  of  six  years,  or  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  confirmed. 
No  person  shall  be  appointed  to  the  office  of  judge  of  the  said  court  who  is  not 
learned  in  law.  Said  judge  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  three  thousand  dollars, 
and  he  shall  be  entitled  to  thirty  days'  leave  of  absence  without  deduction  from 
salary.  Said  judge  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  the  oath 
prescribed  for  judges  of  courts  of  the  United  States. 

Sec  3.  That  in  cases  of  sickness,  absence,  disability,  expiration  of  term  of  service, 
or  death  of  the  judge  of  the  juvenile  court,  any  one  of  the  justices  of  the  supreme 
court  of  the  District  of  Columbia  may  designate  one  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  of 
said  District  to  discharge  the  duties  of  said  judge  of  the  juvenile  court  until  such 
disability  be  removed  or  vacancy  filled,  and  the  justice  of  the  peace  so  designated 
shall,  before  entering  upon  his  duties  as  such  acting  judge,  take  the  oath  prescribed 
for  judges  of  courts  of  the  United  States;  and  said  acting  judge  shall  receive  five  dol- 
lars per  day  in  addition  to  his  salary  as  justice  of  the  peace  for  the  term  that  he  shall 
serve,  to  be  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  the  salary  of  the  judge  of  the  juvenile  court. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  said  court  shall  also  have  power  to  appoint  two  discreet  persons 
of  good  character  as  probation  officers,  one  male  and  one  female,  and  one  shall  be 
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designated  as  chief  probation  officer,  who  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  one  thou- 
sand five  hundred  dollars,  and  the  other  shall  be  designated  as  assistant  probation 
officer,  who  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  nine  hundred  dollars.  Such  probation 
officers  shall  perform  such  duties  and  be  governed  by  such  regulations  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  presiding  judge,  and  such  presiding  judge  is  authorized  to  remove 
such  probation  officers  or  either  of  them,  for  cause. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  said  court  shall  also  have  power,  and  is  hereby  authorized,  to 
defer  sentence,  at  its  discretion,  in  the  case  of  any  juvenile  offender  under  the  age  of 
seventeen  years,  and  parole  such  child  under  the  care  of  the  chief  probation  officer 
for  a  probation  period  discretionary  with  him,  who  shall  cause  said  child  to  return 
to  court  at  the  end  of  such  term  either  for  sentence  or  dismissal.  Such  paroled 
child  shall  be  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  juvenile  court  for  such  period  and  shall 
be  subject  to  such  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  touching  the  welfare  of  the  child 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  it.  In  case  such  paroled  child  shall  fail  to  keep  or  shall  dis- 
regard the  terms  of  his  or  her  parole  the  said  court  shall  have  full  power  to  cause 
such  child  to  be  brought  before  it  for  further  proceedings. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  said  court  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  clerk  at  a  salary  of  two 
thousand  dollars  per  annum,  who  shall  hold  his  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the 
court. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  clerk  shall  give  bond,  with  surety,  and  take  the  oath  of  office 
prescribed  by  law  for  clerks  of  district  courts  of  the  United  States.  He  shall  have 
power  to  administer  oaths  and  affirmations,  and  shall  perform  such  duties  and  keep 
such  records  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  judge  of  said  court. 

Sec  8.  That  the  juvenile  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  have  original  and 
exclusive  jurisdiction  of  all  crimes  and  offenses  of  persons  under  seventeen  years  of 
age  hereafter  committed  against  the  United  States,  not  capital  or  otherwise  infamous, 
and  not  punishable  by  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary,  committed  within  the 
District  of  Columbia,  except  libel,  conspiracy,  and  violations  of  the  post-office  and 
pension  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  also  of  all  offenses  of  persons  under  seven- 
teen years  of  age  hereafter  committed  against  the  laws,  ordinances,  and  regulations 
of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  shall  have  power  to  examine  and  commit  or  hold  to 
bail  all  persons  under  seventeen  years  of  age,  either  for  trial  or  further  examination, 
in  all  cases,  whether  cognizable  therein  or  in  the  supreme  court  of  the  District  of 
Columbia.    Said  juvenile  court  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  jurisdiction  conferred 
by  the  Act  entitled  "An  Act  for  the  protection  of  children,  and  so  forth,"  approved 
February  thirteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-five,  upon  the  police  court  of 
the  District  of  Columbia,  and  shall  also  have  original  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  of 
all  cases  involving  the  legal  punishment  of  children  under  the  provisions  of  "An 
Act  to  provide  for  the  care  of  dependent  children  in  the  District  of  Columbia  and 
to  create  a  Board  of  Children's  Guardians,"  approved  July  twenty-sixth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-two  (Twenty -seventh  Statutes,  page  two  hundred  and  sixty- 
eight),  and  of  the  Acts  amendatory  thereof;  also  of  all  cases  under  the  provisions  of 
"An  Act  to  enlarge  the  powers  of  the  courts  of  the  District  of  Columbia  in  cases 
involving  delinquent  children,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  March  third,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  one  (Thirty-first  Statutes,  page  ten  hundred  and  ninety-three), 
and  said  juvenile  court  may  hereafter,  concurrently  with  the  criminal  court,  have 
and  exercise  all  the  powers  and  jurisdiction  conferred  by  said  last-mentioned  Act 
upon  the  police  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia  in  the  case  of  parents  or  guardians 
who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  provide  food,  clothing,  and  shelter  for  any  child  under 
the  age  of  fourteen  years:  Audit  is  further  provided,  That  the  court  may  impose  con- 
ditions upon  any  person  found  guiltv  under  the  said  last-mentioned  Act,  and  so  long 
as  such  person  shall  comply  therewith  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court  the  sentence 
imposed  may  be  suspended,  and  may  impose  similar  conditions  in  all  cases  of 
dependent  or  delinquent  children  cognizable  under  existing  laws  in  any  court  of  the 
District  of  Columbia,  except  in  the  cases  hereinbefore  already  excepted;  and  the  said 
juvenile  court  may  also  hear,  trv,  and  determine  all  cases  of  persons  less  than  seven- 
teen years  of  age  charged  with  habitual  truancy  from  school,  and  in  its  discretion  to 
commit  them  to  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  who  are  hereby  given  the  care 
and  supervision  thereof  when  so  committed.    No  person  under  seventeen  years  of 
age  shall  hereafter  be  placed  in  any  institution  supported  wholly  or  in  part  at  the 
public  expense  until  the  fact  of  delinquency  or  dependency  has  been  first  ascertained 
and  declared  bv  the  said  juvenile  court.    All  children  of  the  class  now  liable  to  be 
committed  to  the  Reform  School  for  Boys  and  the  Reform  School  for  Girls  shall  here- 
after be  committed  by  the  juvenile  court  to  said  schools  respectively.    All  other 
children  delinquent,  neglected,  or  dependent  (with  the  exceptions  hereinbefore 
stated)  shall  hereafter  be  committed  by  the  juvenile  court  to  the  care  of  the  Board 
of  Children's  Guardians,  either  for  a  limited  period  on  probation  or  during  minority, 
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as  circumstances  may  require,  and  no  child  once  committed  to  any  public  institution 
by  the  order  of  the  juvenile  court  shall  be  discharged  or  paroled  therefrom  or  trans- 
ferred to  another  institution  without  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  said  court. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  terms  "dependent"  or  "neglected"  children  as  used  in  this  Act 
shall  be  held  to  mean  and  include  any  child  who  is  destitute  or  homeless  or  aban- 
doned or  dependent  upon  the  public  for  support,  or  who  has  not  the  proper  parental 
care  or  guardianship,  or  who  habitually  begs  or  receives  alms,  or  whose  home,  by 
reason  of  neglect  or  cruelty  or  depravity  of  the  parents,  is  an  unfit  place  for  such  a 
child,  or  any  child  under  eight  years  of  age  found  peddling  on  the  streets.  The  term 
"delinquent"  child  or  children  as  used  in  this  Act  shall  be  held  to  mean  and  include 
any  child  who  has  been  convicted  more  than  once  of  violating  any  law  of  the  United 
States,  or  any  laws,  ordinances,  or  regulations  in  force  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Sec.  10.  That  any  unlawful  removal  or  attempt  to  remove  any  child  committed 
by  the  juvenile  court  to  any  institution  or  agency  shall  be  a  misdemeanor,  which,  if 
committed  by  any  person  or  persons  over  seventeen  years  of  age,  shall  be  punishable, 
on  conviction  in  the  police  court,  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  or  imprison- 
ment not  more  than  three  months;  but  if  committed  by  a  person  or  persons  under 
seventeen  years  of  age,  shall  be  punishable,  on  conviction  in  the  juvenile  court,  by 
a  like  fine,  or  by  imprisonment  in  some  correctional  institution  to  be  designated  by 
said  court,  other  than  the  jail  or  workhouse,  for  such  reasonable  period  as  such  court 
shall  direct. 

Sec.  11.  That  there  shall  be  no  fee  charged  for  any  service  by  the  clerk. 

Sec.  12.  That  prosecutions  in  the  juvenile  court  shall  be  on  information  by  the 
corporation  counsel  or  his  assistant.    In  all  prosecutions  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
said  court  in  which,  according  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  the  accused 
would  be  entitled  to  a  jury  trial,  the  trial  shall  be  by  jury  unless  the  accused  shall 
in  open  court  expressly  waive  such  trial  by  jury  and  request  to  be  tried  by  the  judge, 
in  which  case  the  trial  shall  be  by  such  judge,  and  the  judgment  and  sentence  shall 
have  the  same  force  and  effect  in  all  respects  as  if  the  same  had  been  entered  and 
pronounced  upon  the  verdict  of  a  jury.    In  all  cases  where  the  accused  would  not 
under  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  be  entitled  to  a  trial  by  jury,  the  trial 
shall  be  by  the  court  without  a  jury,  unless  in  such  of  said  last-named  cases  wherein 
the  fine  or  penalty  may  be  fifty  dollars  or  more,  or  imprisonment  as  punishment  for 
the  offense  may  be  thirty  days  or  more,  the  accused  shall  demand  a  trial  by  jury, 
in  which  case  the  trial  shall  be  by  jury.    In  all  cases  wThere  said  court  shall  impose 
a  fine  it  may,  in  default  of  the  payment  of  the  fine  imposed,  commit  the  defendant 
for  such  a  term  as  the  court  thinks  right  and  proper,  not  to  exceed  one  year. 

Sec.  13.  That  in  all  cases  of  riot,  general  disorder,  conspiracy,  and  the  like,  where 
two  or  more  persons  are  charged  with  the  commission  of  a  joint  offense,  and  one  or 
more  of  the  persons  so  charged  shall  be  under  the  age  of  seventeen  years,  it  shall  not 
be  necessary  to  hold  the  trial  of  such  case  or  cases  in  the  said  juvenile  court,  but  the 
trial  of  such  offenders  shall  be  conducted  as  heretofore,  anything  in  this  Act  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding. 

Sec  14.  That  the  jury  for  service  in  said  court  shall  consist  of  twelve  men,  who 
shall  have  the  legal  qualifications  necessary  for  jurors  in  the  supreme  court  of  the 
District,  and  shall  receive  a  like  compensation  for  their  services,  and  such  jurors  shall 
be  known  and  selected  under  and  in  pursuance  of  the  laws  concerning  the  drawing 
and  selection  of  jurors  for  service  in  said  court.  The  term  of  service  of  jurors  drawn 
for  service  in  said  juvenile  court  shall  be  for  three  successive  monthly  terms  of  said 
court,  and  in  any  case  on  trial  at  the  expiration  of  such  time  until  a  verdict  shall 
have  been  rendered  or  the  jury  shall  be  discharged.  The  said  jury  terms  shall  begin 
on  the  first  Monday  in  January,  the  first  Monday  in  April,  the  first  Monday  in  July, 
and  the  first  Monday  in  October  of  each  year,  and  shall  terminate,  subject  to  the 
foregoing  provisions,  on  the  Saturday  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  following  term. 
When  at  any  term  of  said  court  it  shall  happen  that  in  a  pending  trial  no  verdict 
shall  be  found,  nor  the  jury  otherwise  discharged  before  the  next  succeeding  term 
of  the  court,  the  court  shall  proceed  with  the  trial  by  the  same  jury  as  if  said  term 
had  not  commenced. 

Sec.  15.  That  at  least  ten  days  before  the  term  of  service  of  said  jurors  shall  begin, 
as  herein  provided  for,  such  jurors  shall  be  drawn  as  hereinbefore  directed,  and  at 
least  twenty-six  names  so  drawn  shall  be  certified  by  the  clerk  of  the  supreme  court 
of  said  District  of  Columbia  to  the  said  juvenile  court  for  service  as  jurors  for  the 
then  ensuing  term.  Deficiencies  in  any  panel  of  any  such  jury  may  be  filled  accord- 
ing to  the  law  applicable  to  jurors  in  said  supreme'  court,  and  for  this  purpose  the 
judge  of  said  juvenile  court  shall  possess  all  the  powers  of  a  judge  of  said  supreme 
court  and  of  said  court  sitting  as  a  special  term.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for 
service  on  a  jury  in  said  juvenile  court  for  more  than  one  jury  term  in  any  period  of 
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twelve  consecutive  months,  but  no  verdict  shall  be  set  aside  on  such  ground  unless 
objection  shall  be  made  before  the  trial  begins.  The  marshal  of  said  District,  by 
himself  or  deputy,  shall  have  charge  of  said  jury,  and  may  appoint  a  deputy  for  that 
purpose,  who  shall  be  paid  three  dollars  a  day  while  so  employed. 

Sec.  16.  That  in  all  cases  tried  before  said  court  the  judgment  of  the  court  shall  be 
final,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec  17.  That  the  said  court  "shall  have  power  to  issue  process  for  the  arrest  of 
persons  against  whom  information  may  be  filed  or  complaint  under  oath  made,  and 
to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses;  to  punish  contempts  by  fine  not  exceeding 
twenty  dollars  and  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  forty-eight  hours,  or  either, 
and  to  enforce  any  of  its  judgments  by  fine  or  imprisonment,  or  both,  and  to  make 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and  proper  for  conducting 
business  in  said  court.  In  all  cases  where  the  said  court  shall  impose  a  fine,  it  may, 
in  default  of  the  payment  of  the  fine  imposed,  commit  the  defendant  for  such  a  term 
as  the  court  thinks  right  and  proper,  not  to  exceed  one  year.  That  every  person 
charged  with  an  offense  triable  in  the  juvenile  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia  may 
give  security  for  his  appearance  for  trial  or  for  further  hearing,  either  by  giving  bond 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court  or  by  depositing  money  as  collateral  security  with  the 
appropriate  officer  of  the  said  juvenile  court  or  the  station  keeper  of  the  police  pre- 
cinct within  which  such  person  may  be  apprehended.  And  whenever  any  sum  of 
money  shall  be  deposited  as  collateral  security  as  hereby  provided  it  shall  remain, 
in  contemplation  of  law,  the  property  of  the  person  depositing  it  until  duly  forfeited 
by  the  court;  and  when  forfeited  it  shall  be,  in  contemplation  of  law,  the  property 
of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  according  as  the 
charge  against  the  person  depositing  it  is  instituted  on  behalf  of  the  said  United  States 
or  of  the  said  District,  and  every  person  receiving  any  sum  of  money  deposited  as 
hereby  provided  shall  be  deemed  in  law  the  agent  of  the  person  depositing  the  same 
or  of  the  United  States  or  the  said  District,  as  the  case  may  be,  for  all  purposes  of 
properly  preserving  and  accounting  for  such  money.  And  all  fines  payable  and  paid 
under  judgment  of  the  said  juvenile  court  shall,  upon  their  payment  immediately 
become,  in  contemplation  of  law,  the  property  of  the  United  States  or  the  said  Dis- 
trict, according  to  the  charge  upon  which  such  fine  may  be  adjudged,  and  the  person 
receiving  any  such  fine  shall  be  deemed  in  law  the  agent  of  the  said  United  States  or 
the  said  District,  as  aforesaid,  as  the  case  may  be;  and  any  person,  being  an  agent 
as  hereinbefore  contemplated  and  defined,  who  shall  wrongfully  convert  to  his  own 
use  any  money  received  by  him  as  hereinbefore  provided  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
embezzlement,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding 
five  thousand  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  five  years,  or  both. 

Sec  18.  That  the  said  court  shall  have  a  seal,  and  the  judge  or  the  acting  judge 
thereof  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths  and  affirmations. 

Sec.  19.  That  the  said  court  shall  hold  a  term  on  the  first  Monday  of  every  month 
and  continue  the  same  from  day  to  day  as  long  as  it  may  be  necessary  for  the  trans- 
action of  its  business. 

Sec  20.  That  all  fines,  penalties,  costs,  and  forfeitures  imposed  or  taxed  by  the 
said  juvenile  court  shall  be  paid  to  the  clerk  of  said  court,  either  with  or  without 
process,  or  on  process  ordered  by  said  court.  The  clerk  of  said  court  shall,  on  the 
first  secular  day  of  each  week,  deposit  with  the  collector  of  taxes  the  total 
amount  of  all  fines,  penalties,  costs,  and  forfeitures  collected  by  him  during  the 
week  next  preceding  the  date  of  such  deposit,  to  be  covered  into  the  Treasury  to 
the  credit  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  The  said  clerk  shall  render  an  itemized 
statement  of  each  deposit  aforesaid  upon  such  forms  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  the  auditor  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Sec  21.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditor  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and 
he  is  hereby  required,  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  clerk  of  the  juvenile  court  at  the 
cud  of  every  quarter  and  to  make  prompt  report  thereof  in  writing  to  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  District  of  Columbia.  The  auditor  of  the  District  shall  have  free 
access  to  all  books,  papers,  and  records  of  the  said  court. 

Sec  22.  That  all  appeals  from  the  juvenile  court  shall  be  heard  and  determined  in 
the  court  of  appeals  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  If,  upon  the  trial  of  any  cause  in 
the  juvenile  court,  an  exception  be  taken  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  United  States,  the 
District  of  Columbia,  or  any  defendant,  to  any  ruling  or  instruction  of  the  court 
upon  matter  of  law,  the  same  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  stated  in  a  bill  of  excep- 
tions, with  so  much  of  the  evidence  as  may  be  material  to  the  question  or  questions 
raised,  which  said  bill  of  exceptions  shall  be  settled  and  signed  by  the  judge  within 
such  time  as  may  be  prescribed  by  rules  and  regulations  which  shall  be  made  by  the 
said  court  of  appeals  for  the  transaction  of  business  to  be  brought  before  it  under  this 
section,  and  for  the  time  and  method  for  the  entry  of  appeals  and  for  giving  notice  of 
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writs  of  error  thereto  from  the  said  juvenile  court;  and  if  upon  presentation  to  any 
justice  of  the  said  court  of  appeals  of  a  petition  which,  in  the  case  of  a  defendant, 
ihall  be  verified,  setting  forth  the  matter  or  matters  so  excepted  to,  such  justice  shall 
he  of  opinion  that  the  same  ought  to  be  reviewed,  he  may  allow  a  writ  of  error  in 
the  cause  which  shall  issue  out  of  the  said  court  of  appeals  addressed  to  the  said 
juvenile  court,  which  shall  forthwith  send  up  the  information  filed  in  the  cause  and 
a  transcript  of  the  record  therein? certified  under  the  seal  of  his  said  court,  to  said 
court  of  appeals  for  review  and  such  action  as  the  law  may  require,  which  record 
shall  he  filed  in  said  court  of  appeals  within  such  time  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
court  of  appeals  as  hereinbefore  provided.    Any  party  desiring  the  benefit  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall  give  notice  in  open  courtof  his,  her,  orits  intention toapply 
for  a  writ  of  error  upon  such  exceptions,  and  thereupon  proceedings  therein  shall  be 
staved  for  ten  days:  Prodded,  That  the  defendant  seeking  an  appeal  shall  there  and 
then  enter  into  recognizance,  with  sufficient  surety,  to  be  approved  by  the  judge  of 
the  juvenile  court,  conditioned  that  in  the  event  of  a  denial  of  his  application  for  a 
writ  of  error  he  will,  within  five  days  next  after  the  expiration  of  said  ten  days, 
appear  in  said  juvenile  court  and  abide  by  and  perform  its  judgment,  and  that  in  the 
event  of  the  granting  of  such  writ  of  error  he  will  appear  in  said  court  of  appeals  and 
prosecute  the  writ  of  error  and  abide  by  and  perform  its  judgment  in  the  premises. 
Upon  failure  of  any  defendant  to  enter  into  the  recognizance  provided  for  in  this 
section  the  sentence  of  the  juvenile  court  shall  stand  and  be  executed;  otherwise 
execution  shall  be  stayed  pending  proceedings  upon  his  or  her  application  for  a  writ 
of  error  and  until  final  disposition  thereof  by  the  said  court  of  appeals. 

Sec  23.  That  the  marshal  of  the  District  of  Columbia  is  authorized  and  directed 
to  designate  one  of  his  deputies  to  serve  at  the  juvenile  court,  where  he  shall  perform 
such  services  as  are  required  by  the  presiding  judge. 

Sec  24.  That  in  all  cases  where  any  child  shall  be  found  to  be  a  delinquent  child, 
as  defined  in  section  nine  of  this  Act,  the  parent  or  parents,  legal  guardian,  or  person 
having  the  custody  of  such  child,  or  any  other  person  responsible  for  or  by  any  act 
encouraging,  causing,  or  contributing  to  the  delinquency  of  such  child,  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  trial  and  conviction  thereof  in  the  juvenile  court 
of  the  District  of  Columbia,  which  is  hereby  given  jurisdiction,  shall  be  fined  in  a 
sum  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  or  imprisoned  in  the  District  jail  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  three  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.  The  court 
may  impose  conditions  upon  any  person  found  guilty  under  this  Act,  and  as  long  its 
such  person  shall  comply  therewith  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court  the  sentence 
imposed  may  be  suspended. 

Sec  25.  That  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  on  and 
after  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  six,  and  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec  26.  That  one-half  of  the  expenses  hereby  incurred  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  shall  be  paid  by  the  District  of  Columbia  and  one-half  by  the  United  States. 

Approved,  March  19,  1906. 

Public— No.  C>6.— AN  ACT  Making  it  a  misdemeanor  in  the  District  of  Columbia  to  abandon  or  will- 
fully neglect  to  provide  for  the  support  and  maintenance  by  any  person  of  his  wife  or  of  his  or  her 
minor  children  in  destitute  or  necessitous  circumstances. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  any  person  in  the  District  of  Columbia  who  shall,  with- 
out just  cause,  desert  or  willfully  neglect  or  refuse  to  provide  for  the  support  and 
maintenance  of  his  wife  in  destitute  or  necessitous  circumstances,  or  any  person  who 
shall,  without  just  excuse,  desert  or  willfully  neglect  or  refuse  to  provide  for  the 
support  and  maintenance  of  his  or  her  minor  children  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years 
in  destitute  or  necessitous  circumstances,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred 
dollars  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  workhouse  of  the  District  of  Columbia  at  hard 
labor  for  not  more  than  twelve  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment;  and 
should  a  fine  be  imposed  it  may  be  directed  by  the  court  to  be  paid  in  whole  or  in 
part  to  the  wife  or  to  the  guardian  or  custodian  of  the  minor  child  or  children:  Pro- 
vided, That  before  the  trial,  with  the  consent  of  the  defendant,  or  after  conviction, 
instead  of  imposing  the  punishment  hereinbefore  provided,  or  in  addition  thereto, 
the  court  in  its  discretion,  having  regard  to  the  circumstances  and  to  the  financial 
ability  or  earning  capacity  of  the  defendant,  shall  have  the  power  to  make  an  order, 
which  shall  be  subject  to  change  by  it  from  time  to  time  as  circumstances  may 
require,  directing  the  defendant  to  pay  a  certain  sum  wreekly  for  the  space  of  one 
year  to  the  wife,  or  to  the  guardian  or  custodian  of  the  minor  child  or  children,  or 
to  an  organization  or  individual  approved  by  the  court  as  trustee,  and  to  release  the 
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defendant  from  custody  on  probation  for  the  space  of  one  year  upon  his  or  her  enter- 
ing into  a  recognizance,  with  or  without  sureties,  in  such  sum  as  the  court  may 
direct.  The  condition  of  the  recognizance  shall  be  such  that  if  the  defendant  shail 
make  his  or  her  personal  appearance  in  court  whenever  ordered  to  do  so  within  the 
year,  and  shall  further  comply  with  the  terms  of  the  order  and  of  any  subsequent  modi- 
fication thereof,  then  the  recognizance  shall  be  void,  otherwise  of  full  force  and  effect. 

If  the  court  be  satisfied  by  information  and  due  proof,  under  oath,  that  at  any 
time  during  the  year  the  defendant  has  violated  the  terms  of  such  order,  it  may 
forthwith  proceed  with  the  trial  of  the  defendant  under  the  original  charge,  or  sen- 
tence him  under  the  original  conviction,  or  enforce  the  original  sentence,  as  the  case 
may  be.  In  case  of  forfeiture  of  a  recognizance  and  enforcement  thereof  by  execu- 
tion, the  sum  recovered  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  be  paid  in  whole  or  in 
part  to  the  wife,  or  to  the  guardian  or  custodian  of  the  minor  child  or  children. 

Sec.  2.  That  no  other  evidence  shall  be  required  to  prove  marriage  of  such  husband 
and  wife,  or  that  such  person  is  the  lawful  father  or  mother  of  such  child  or  chil- 
dren, than  is  or  shall  be  required  to  prove  such  facts  in  a  civil  action.  In  all  prose- 
cutions under  this  Act  any  existing  provisions  of  law  prohibiting  the  disclosure  of 
confidential  communications  between  husband  and  wife  shall  not  apply,  and  both 
husband  and  wife  shall  be  competent  and  compellable  witnesses  to  testify  to  any  and 
all  relevant  matters,  including  the  fact  of  such  marriage  and  the  parentage  of  such 
child  or  children.  Proof  of  the  desertion  of  such  wife,  child,  or  children  in  desti- 
tute or  necessitous  circumstances,  or  of  neglect  to  furnish  such  wife,  child,  or  chil- 
dren necessary  and  proper  food,  clothing,  or  shelter  is  prima  facie  evidence  that  such 
desertion  or  neglect  is  willful. 

Sec.  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  in  charge  of  the  workhouse 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  in  which  any  person  is  confined  on  account  of  a  sentenc  e 
under  this  law  to  pay,  out  of  any  funds  available,  over  to  the  wife,  or  to  the  guardian 
or  custodian  of  his  or  her  minor  child  or  children,  or  to  an  organization  or  individ- 
ual approved  by  the  court  as  trustee,  at  the  end  of  each  week,  for  the  support  of 
such  wife,  child,  or  children,  a  sum  equal  to  fifty  cents  for  each  day's  hard  labor 
performed  by  said  person  so  confined. 

Approved,  March  23,  1906. 
Public— No.  203.— AN  ACT  Providing  for  compulsory  education  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  every  parent,  guardian,  or  other  person  residing  in  the 
District  of  Columbia  having  charge  and  control  of  a  child  between  the  ages  of  eight 
and  fourteen  years  shall  cause  such  child  to  be  regularly  instructed  in  the  elementary 
branches  of  knowledge,  including  reading,  writing,  English  grammar,  geography,  and 
arithmetic,  and  pursuant  to  this  end  every  such  parent,  guardian,  or  other  person 
aforesaid  shall  cause  any  child  under  the  charge  and  control  of  such  person  to  attend 
some  public,  private,  or  parochial  school  during  the  period  of  each  year  the  public 
schools  in  the  District  are  in  session,  on  the  customary  days  and  during  the  customary 
hours  of  the  school  term.  No  child  shall  be  credited  with  attendance  llpon  a  private 
or  parochial  school  unless  the  attendance  officer  hereinafter  provided  for  receives  a 
certificate  of  attendance  signed  by  the  person  in  charge  of  such  school.  A  child 
between  the  ages  aforesaid  may  be  excused  from  school  attendance  or  instruction 
upon  presentation  of  satisfactory  evidence  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  that  such 
child  is  being  or  has  been  within  said  year  instructed  a  like  period  of  time  in  the 
branches  taught  in  the  public  schools,  or  that  such  child  has  acquired  these  branches 
of  learning,  or  that  the  physical  or  mental  condition  of  such  child  is  such  as  to  render 
such  attendance  or  instruction  inexpedient  or  impracticable. 

Sec.  2.  That  if  any  person  having  under  control  a  child,  as  described  in  section 
one,  shall  neglect  for  three  day  sessions  or  six  half-day  sessions,  within  any  period 
of  five  months  to  cause  such  child  to  attend  school,  a  written  notice  shall  be  sent  to 
such  person  by  an  attendance  officer,  hereinafter  provided  for,  informing  him  that 
the  attendance  of  the  child  under  the  control  of  such  person  is  required  at  school 
within  a  period  of  three  davs.  If  such  child  is  not  excused  as  provided  for  in  section 
one,  and  is  not  in  school  within  three  days,  prosecution  shall  be  begun  in  the  police 
court  by  an  officer  empowered  under  this  Act  against  the  parent  or  other  person  in  con- 
trol of  the  child,  and  upon  conviction  the  parent  or  other  person  in  control  of  the  child 
shall  be  punished  for  each  and  every  offense  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars. 

Sec.  3.  That  any  child  between  the  ages  of  eight  and  fourteen  who  is  an  habitual 
truant,  who  is  willfully  and  habitually  absent  from  school,  or  who  can  not  be  con- 
trolled by  the  regular  school  discipline  while  in  attendance  upon  school,  shall  be 
committed  by  the  board  of  education  to  a  special  or  ungraded  school  for  instruction. 
The  board  of  education  may  set  apart  school  buildings  or  special  rooms  in  a  school 
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building  for  the  establishment  of  ungraded  schools  to  provide,  under  a  qualified 
teacher,  for  the  instruction  of  habitual  truants  or  for  pupils  who  can  not  be  con- 
trolled by  the  regular  school  discipline  while  in  attendance  upon  school,  and  such 
children  may  be  restricted  to  such  schools  for  instruction  until  satisfactory  evidence 
of  improvement  is  furnished  the  board  of  education  by  the  teacher  in  charge,  where- 
upon such  child  may  be  restored  to  a  graded  school  in  the  district  in  which  he  resides. 

Sec.  4.  The  board  of  education  of  the  District  of  Columbia  is  hereby  authorized, 
empowered  and  directed  to  appoint  two  truant  officers  at  a  salary  of  six  hundred 
dollars  per  annum  each,  who,  together  with  the  inspectors  provided  for  in  the  bill  to 
regulate  the  employment  of  child  labor  and  the  probation  officers  provided  for  in  the 
bill  establishing  a  juvenile  court  shall  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of  education 
carry  out  the  pro  visions  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  5.  That  any  person  who  induces  or  attempts  to  induce  any  child  to  be  absent 
unlawfully  from  school,  or  who  knowingly  employs  or  harbors  while  school  is  in 
session  any  child  absent  unlawfully  from  school,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor and  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  officers  empowered  under  this  Act  shall  visit  any  place  or  estab- 
lishment where  minor  children  are  employed  to  ascertain  whether  the  provisions  of 
this  law  are  duly  complied  with,  and  shall  as  often  as  twice  a  year  demand  from  all 
employers  of  such  children  a  list  of  children  employed,  with  their  names  and  ages. 

Sec  7.  That  any  parent  or  other  person  who  makes  a  false  statement  concerning 
the  age  or  school  attendance  of  a  child  between  the  ages  of  eight  and  fourteen  who  is 
under  his  control,  such  false  statement  being  made  with  intent  to  deceive  under  this 
Act,  shall  upon  conviction  thereof  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  twenty  dollars. 
Sec  8.  That  this  Act  shall  take  effect  on  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  six. 
Sec.  9.  That  all  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 
Approved,  June  8,  1906. 

Public— No.  112 — AN  ACT  To  provide  for  the  establishment  of  a  public  crematorium  in  the  District  of 

Columbia,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  whenever  the  dead  body  of  any  person  who  has  died 
from  smallpox,  Asiatic  cholera,  typhus  fever,  the  plague,  leprosy,  glanders,  scarlet 
fever,  diphtheria,  or  epidemic  cerebro-spinal  meningitis  comes  into  the  custody  of 
any  officer,  employee,  or  agent  of  the  District  of  Columbia  to  be  disposed  of  at  public 
expense,  the  said  officer,  employee,  or  agent  shall  cause  said  body  to  be  incinerated. 

Sec  2.  That  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  erect  and  operate  on  reservation  thirteen,  com- 
monly known  as  the  Washington  Asylum  grounds,  in  the  city  of  Washington,  in 
said  District,  a  crematorium  of  size  sufficient  for  the  incineration  of  all  bodies  that 
can  not,  except  at  public;  expense,  be  disposed  of  within  a  reasonable  time  after 
death,  and  for  the  incineration  of  such  other  bodies  as  may  be  presented  for  that 
purpose  by  the  persons  having  custody  thereof.  Said  Commissioners  are  hereby 
authorized  *o  make  and  enforce  all  rules  necessary  for  the  proper  maintenance  and 
operation  of  said  crematorium,  and  to  prescribe  and  collect  for  the  incineration  of 
bodies  not  necessarily  disposed  of  at  public  expense  fees  in  such  amounts  as  may  be 
required  to  defray  the  cost  of  incineration:  Provided,  That  in  anv  case  the  Commis- 
sioners may,  by  special  order,  waive  or  reduce  the  usual  charges  whenever,  in  the 
opinion  of  said  Commissioners,  to  enforce  such  charges  would  be  burdensome  or 
oppressive  upon  the  person  or  persons  responsible  for  the  disposal  of  the  remains. 
All  fees  collected  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  paid  to  the  collector  of 
taxes  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  be  deposited  by  him  in  the  Treasury  of  the 
United  States,  one-half  to  the  credit  of  the  United  States  and  one-half  to  the  credit 
of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Sec.  3.  That  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  as  repealing  or  in  anv  way 
modifying  any  of  the  provisions  of  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  for  the  promotion  of 
anatomical  science  and  to  prevent  the  desecration  of  graves  in  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia," approved  April  twenty-ninth,  nineteen  hundred  and  two. 

Sec  4.  That  for  the  construction  of  a  crematorium  on  reservation  thirteen,  in  the 
city  of  Washington,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  of  all  necessarv  approaches 
thereto,  and  for  all  necessary  grading  and  fencing,  for  the  equipment  of  said  crema- 
torium, and  for  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  said  crematorium  until  the  thirtieth 
day  of  June  next  following  its  completion,  there  be,  and  is  hereby,  appropriated  the 
sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  one-half  payable  out  of  the  funds  of  the  United  States  and  one-half 
out  of  the  funds  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Approved,  April  20,  1906. 
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Public— No.  138.— An  Act  To  create  a  board  for  the  condemnation  of  insanitary  buildings  in  the 

District  of  Columbia,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  there  be,  and  is  hereby,  created  in  and  for  the  District  of 
Columbia  a  board  to  be  known  as  the  board  for  the  condemnation  of  insanitary 
buildings  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  to  consist  of  the  assistant  to  the  Engineer 
Commissioner  in  charge  of  buildings,  the  health  officer,  and  the  inspector  of  build- 
ings of  said  District,  and  to  have  jurisdiction  and  authority  to  examine  into  the 
sanitary  condition  of  all  buildings  in  said  District,  to  condemn  those  buildings  which 
are  in  such  insanitary  condition  as  to  endanger  the  health  or  lives  of  the  occupants 
thereof  or  of  persons  living  in  the  vicinity,  and  to  cause  all  buildings  to  be  put  into 
a  sanitary  condition  or  to  be  vacated,  demolished,  and  removed,  as  may  be  required 
by  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  Said  board  may  authorize  and  direct  the  performance 
of  any  of  the  ministerial  duties  of  said  board  by  officers,  agents,  employees,  con- 
tractors, and  employees  of  contractors  duly  detailed  or  employed  by  the  Commis- 
sioners of  said  District  for  that  purpose.  Said  board,  the  members  thereof,  and  all 
persons  acting  under  its  authority,  may,  between  the  hours  of  eight  o'clock  ante- 
meridian and  five  o'clock  postmeridian,  peaceably  enter  into  and  upon  any  and  all 
lands  and  buildings  in  said  District  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  the  same.  Said 
board  shall  report  its  operations  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Commbia 
from  time  to  time  as  said  Commissioners  direct.  Said  Commissioners  shall  furnish 
said  board  such  assistance  as  may  be  required  for  the  proper  conduct  of  its  work,  by 
details  from  various  departments  and  offices  of  the  government  of  said  District. 

Sec.  2.  That  a  majority  of  the  board  for  the  condemnation  of  insanitary  buildings 
shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present  shall  be  nec- 
essary to  condemn  any  building  under  this  Act.  Whenever  for  any  reason  the  health 
officer  is  unable  to  act  as  a  member  of  said  board  one  of  the  deputy  health  officers 
shall  act  as  a  member  thereof  in  place  of  said  health  officer,  and  whenever  for  any 
reason  the  inspector  of  buildings  is  unable  to  act  as  a  member  of  said  board  the  prin- 
cipal assistant  inspector  of  buildings  shall  act  as  a  member  thereof  in  place  of  said 
inspector  of  buildings;  but  no  person  shall  act  as  a  member  of  said  board  who  has 
any  property  interests,  direct  or  indirect,  in  his  own  right  or  through  relatives  or 
kin,  in  the  building  the  sanitary  condition  of  wThich  is  under  consideration.  The 
deputy  health  officer  and  the  principal  assistant  inspector  of  buildings,  when  acting 
as  members  of  the  board  for  the  condemnation  of  insanitary  buildings  in  the  District 
of  Columbia,  shall  have  all  authority  and  duties  which  are  vested  by  this  Act  in  the 
health  officer  and  the  inspector  of  buildings,  respectively,  when  acting  in  the  same 
manner. 

Sec.  3.  That  said  board  for  the  condemnation  of  insanitary  buildings  be,  and  is 
hereby,  authorized  to  investigate,  through  personal  inquiry  and  inspection  by  the 
members  thereof,  and  through  inquiry  and  inspection  by  officers,  agents,  and 
employees  appointed  or  detailed  for  that  purpose,  into  the  sanitary  condition  of  any 
building  or  part  of  a  building  in  said  District,  except  such  as  are  under  the  exclusive 
jurisdiction  of  the  United  States.  If  any  building  or  part  of  a  building  be  found,  as 
the  result  of  such  investigation,  to  be  in  such  insanitary  condition  as  to  endanger  the 
health  or  the  lives  of  the  occupants  thereof  or  of  persons  living  in  the  vicinity,  said 
board  shall  cause  a  notice  to  be  served  on  each  owner  or  part  owner  of  such  building 
requiring  him  to  show  cause  within  not  less  than  twenty  days,  exclusive  of  Sundays 
and  legal  holidays,  from  the  date  of  the  service  of  said  notice  why  such  building  or 
part  of  building  should  not  be  condemned.  And  if  within  the  time  specified  in  said 
notice  no  cause  be  shown  sufficient  in  the  opinion  of  a  majority  of  said  board  to  pre- 
vent the  condemnation  of  such  building  or  part  of  building  said  board  shall  issue  an 
order  condemning  such  building  or  part  of  building,  and  shall  cause  a  copy  of  such 
order  to  be  served  on  each  owner  or  part  owner  thereof,  and  a  copy  or  copies  to  be 
affixed  to  the  building  or  part  of  building  condemned. 

Sec.  4.  That  from  and  after  thirty  days,  exclusive  of  Sundays  and  legal  holidays, 
after  a  copy  or  copies  of  any  order  of  condemnation  has  been  affixed  to  any  con- 
demned building  or  part  of  building  no  person  shall  occupy  such  building  or  part 
of  building. 

Sec.  5.  That  no  person  having  authority  to  prevent  shall  permit  any  building  or 
part  of  building  condemned  to  be  occupied  except  as  specially  authorized  by  the 
board  for  the  condemnation  of  insanitary  buildings  in  the  District  of  Columbia, 
under  authority  of  section  six  of  this  Act,  after  thirty  days,  exclusive  of  Sundays 
and  legal  holidays,  from  and  after  the  date  of  the  service  of  a  copy  of  the  order  of 
condemnation  on  the  owner  of  such  building;  or,  if  there  be  several  part  owners  of 
such  building,  from  the  latest  date  of  service  on  any  part  owner;  or,  if  a  copy  or 
copies  of  such  order  of  condemnation  has  been  affixed  to  the  condemned  building 
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or  part  of  building  at  a  date  subsequent  to  the  date  of  service  of  the  notice  on  any 
owner  or  the  latest  date  of  service  on  any  part  owner,  after  thirty  days  from  the 
date  on  which  said  copy  or  copies  of  such  order  of  condemnation  was  so  affixed. 

Sec.  6.  That  if  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  building  or  part  of  building  con- 
demned under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  make  such  changes  or  repairs  as 
will  remedy  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  said  board  the  conditions  which  led  to  the 
condemnation  of  such  building  or  part  of  building,  said  board  shall  cancel  its  order 
of  condemnation  and  the  building  may  be  again  occupied;  and  if  such  owner  or 
owners  can  not  make  such  changes  or  repairs  within  the  period  within  whic  h  they 
may  lawfully  permit  such  building  or  part  of  building  to  be  occupied  under  section 
five  of  this  Act,  but  proceed  with  such  changes  or  repairs  with  reasonable  diligence 
during  that  period,  said  board  may,  by  special  order,  extend  from  time  to  time  the 
period  within  which  the  occupants  of  said  building  or  part  of  building  may  remain 
therein  and  within  which  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  may  permit  them  so  to  do. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  building  or  buildings  condemned  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  which  can  not  be  so  changed  or  repaired  as  to  remedy  the 
condition  which  led  to  the  condemnation  thereof,  shall  demolish  and  remove  such 
building  or  part  of  building  within  a  time  to  be  specified  by  said  board  in  the  order 
of  condemnation.    And  if  any  owner  or  part  owner  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  demolish 
and  remove  said  building  or  part  of  building  within  tne  time  so  specified  he  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  liable  to  the  penalties  provided  by  section  thir- 
teen of  this  Act,  and  such  building  or  part  of  building  shall  be  demolished  and 
removed  under  the  direction  of  the  board  for  the  condemnation  of  insanitary  build- 
ings in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  the  cost  of  such  demolition  and  removal,  less 
the  amount,  if  any,  received  from  the  sale  of  the  old  material,  but  including  the  cost  of 
making  good  such  damage  to  adjoining  premises  as  may  have  resulted  from  careless- 
ness or  willful  recklessness  in  the  demolition  of  such  building  and  the  cost  of  publi- 
cation, if  any,  herein  provided  for,  shall  be  assessed  by  the  Commissioners  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  as  a  tax  against  the  premises  on  which  such  building  or  part  of 
building  was  situated,  such  tax  to  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  general  taxes  are 
collected,  and  when  collected  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  the 
United  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  in  equal  parts. 

Sec.  8.  That  whenever  the  title  to  any  building  or  part  of  a  building  the  condem- 
nation of  which  is  contemplated  is  in  litigation,  said  board  for  the  condemnation  of 
insanitary  buildings  shall  notify  all  parties  to  the  suit  and  shall  report  the  circum- 
stances to  the  corporation  counsel  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  who  shall  bring  such 
circumstances  to  the  attention  of  the  court  in  which  such  litigation  is  pending  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  such  order  or  decree  as  will  enable  said  board  to  continue  such 
proceedings  looking  toward  condemnation,  and  such  court  is  hereby  authorized  to 
make  such  decrees  and  orders  in  such  pending  suit  as  may  be  necessary  for  that 
purpose. 

Sec.  9.  That  whenever  the  title  to  any  building  or  part  of  building  is  vested  in  a  per- 
son non  compos  mentis,  or  a  minor  child  or  minor  children  without  legal  guardian, 
said  board  for  the  condemnation  of  insanitary  buildings  shall  report  that  fact  to  the 
corporation  counsel  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  who  shall  take  due  legal  steps  to  secure 
the  appointment  of  a  guardian  or  guardians  for  such  person  non  compos  mentis,  or 
minor  child  or  children  aforesaid,  for  the  purpose  of  the  condemnation  proceedings 
authorized  by  this  Act.  And  any  justice  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  holding  the  equity  court  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  a  guardian  or 
guardians  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  10.  That  any  notice  required  by  this  Act  to  be  served  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  been  served  if  delivered  to  the  person  to  be  notified,  or  if  left  at  the  usual  resi- 
dence or  place  of  business  of  the  person  to  be  notified,  with  a  person  of  suitable  age 
and  discretion  then  resident  therein;  or  if  no  such  residence  or  place  of  business  can 
be  found  in  the  District  of  Columbia  by  reasonable  search,  if  left  with  any  person  of 
suitable  age  and  discretion  employed  therein  at  the  office  of  any  agent  of  the  person 
to  be  notified,  which  agent  has  any  authority  or  duty  with  reference  to  the  land  or 
tenement  to  which  said  notice  relates;  or  if  no  such  office  can  be  found  in  said  Dis- 
trict by  reasonable  search,  if  forwarded  by  registered  mail  to  the  last  knowTn  address 
of  the  person  to  be  notified  and  not  returned  by  the  post-office  authorities;  or  if  no 
address  be  known  or  can  by  reasonable  diligence  be  ascertained,  or  if  any  notice 
forwarded  as  authorized  by  the  preceding  clause  of  this  section  be  returned  by  the 
post-office  authorities,  if  published  on  ten  consecutive  days  in  a  daily  newspaper 
published  in  the  District  of  Columbia;  or  if  by  reason  of  an  outstanding  unrecorded 
transfer  of  title  the  name  of  the  owner  in  fact  can  not  be  ascertained  beyond  a 
reasonable  doubt,  if  served  on  the  owner  of  record  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  in 
this  section  provided.    Any  notice  to  a  corporation  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this 
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Act,  be  deemed  to  have  been  served  on  such  corporation  if  served  on  the  president, 
secretary,  treasurer,  general  manager,  or  any  principal  officer  of  such  corporation  in 
the  manner  hereinbefore  provided  for  the  service  of  notices  on  natural  persons  hold- 
ing property  in  their  own  right;  and  notice  to  a  foreign  corporation  shall,  for  the 
purposes  of  this  Act,  be  deemed  to  have  been  served  if  served  on  any  agent  of  such 
corporation  personally,  or  if  left  with  any  person  of  suitable  age  and  discretion 
residing  at  the  usual  residence  or  employed  at  the  usual  place  of  business  of  such 
agent  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Sec.  11.  That  no  person  shall  interfere  with  any  member  of  the  board  for  the  con- 
demnation of  insanitary  buildings  or  with  any  person  acting  under  authority  and  by 
direction  of  said  board  in  the  discharge  of  his  lawful  duties,  nor  hinder,  prevent,  or 
refuse  to  permit  any  lawful  inspection  or  the  performance  of  any  work  authorized  by 
this  Act  to  be  done  by  or  by  authority  and  direction  of  said,  board. 

Sec.  12.  That  no  person  shall,  without  the  consent  of  said  board  for  the  condem- 
nation of  insanitary  buildings,  deface,  obliterate,  remove,  or  conceal  any  copy  of  any 
order  of  condemnation  which  has  been  affixed  to  any  building  or  part  of  building  by 
order  of  said  board;  and  the  owner  and  the  person  having  custody  of  any  building 
or  part  of  building  to  which  a  copy  or  copies  of  any  such  order  has  been  affixed 
shall,  if  said  copy  of  said  order  has  been  to  his  knowledge  defaced,  obliterated,  or 
removed,  forthwith  report  that  fact  in  writing  to  said  board,  unless  he  has  good 
reason  to  believe  that  such  copy  of  such  an  order  has  been  removed  by  authority  of 
said  board,  and  if  such  copy  of  such  order  has  been  concealed  shall  forthwith  expose 
the  same  to  view. 

Sec  13.  That  any  person  violating  or  aiding  or  abetting  in  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  in  the  police  court  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  upon  information  filed  in  the  name  of  said  District,  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  ninety  days;  and  each  day  on  which  such  unlawful  act  is  done  or  during  which 
such  unlawful  negligence  continues  shall  constitute  a  separate  and  distinct  offense. 

Sec  14.  That  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  building  or  part  of  building  condemned 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  may,  within  the  time  specified  in  the  order  of  con- 
demnation, institute  proceedings  in  the  supreme  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 
sitting  as  a  district  court,  for  the  modification  or  vacation  of  the  order  of  condemna- 
tion aforesaid,  and  the  court  shall  give  precedence  to  any  such  case  and  shall  hear 
the  testimony  adduced  therein;  and  unless  the  court  shall  find  that  there  is  suffi- 
cient proof  made  of  the  necessity  of  the  destruction  of  such  building  or  part  of 
building,  the  order  of  the  board  for  the  condemnation  of  insanitary  buildings  shall 
be  modified  or  set  aside,  as  said  court  shall  direct;  otherwise  the  court  shall  issue 
such  orders  and  decrees  as  mav  be  necessary  to  carry  the  order  of  said  board,  as 
made  by  the  board  or  as  modified  by  the  court,  into  effect;  and  the  court  may 
appoint  a  committee  of  award,  consisting  of  three  persons,  each  of  whom  shall  have 
the  qualifications  of  jurors  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  who,  after  taking  the  oath 
required  of  jurors  in  the  trial  of  civil  causes,  shall  proceed  to  hear  and  receive  evi- 
dence respecting  the  amount  of  damages  to  be  awarded  to  the  owner  or  owners  of 
such  condemned  building  or  part  of  building  aforesaid,  and  said  committee  may 
issue  subpoenas  requiring  the  attendance  of  witnesses  before  them  and  may  admin- 
ister oaths  to  such  witnesses.  Witnesses  may  be  compelled  to  appear  and  testify 
before  said  committee  in  the  same  manner  as  witnesses  may  be  compelled  to  appear 
and  testify  in  the  supreme  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia;  and,  if  need  be,  said 
committee  shall  be  entitled,  upon  application,  to  the  aid  of  said  court  to  compel 
such  attendance  and  giving  of  testimony.  Unless  the  court  shall  order  otherwise, 
the  hearing  of  evidence  before  said  committee  need  not  be  in  the  presence  of  the 
court,  but  they  may  meet  in  any  room  assigned  to  them  by  the  United  States  mar- 
shal for  the  District  of  Columbia,  who  shall,  in  person  or  by  deputy,  attend  such 
hearings.  In  such  proceedings  evidence  shall  be  received  by  the  committee  of 
award  appointed  as  aforesaid,  to  prove —  . 

First.  That  the  rental  of  the  building  was  enhanced  by  reason  of  the  same  being 
used  for  illegal  purposes,  or  being  so  overcrowded  as  to  be  dangerous  or  injurious  to 
the  health  of  the  inmates;  or 

Second.  That  the  building  is  in  a  state  of  defective  sanitation,  or  is  not  in  reason- 

a  Thfrd°Vr?atatL°building  is  unfit  and  not  reasonably  capable  of  being  made  fit  for 
human  habitation;  and  if  the  committee,  or  a  majority  of  the  members  thereof,  is 
satisfied  by  such  evidence  that  compensation  should  be  awarded,  then  the  compen- 
sation—  .  , 

(a)  Shall  in  the  first  case,  so  far  as  it  is  based  on  rental,  be  on  the  rental  of  the 
building  (as  distinct  from  the  ground  rent),  which  would  have  been  obtainable  if 
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the  building  was  occupied  for  legal  purposes,  and  only  by  the  number  of  persons 
whom  the  building  was,  under  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  fitted  to  accommo- 
date without  such  overcrowding  as  is  dangerous  or  injurious  to  the  health  of  the 
inmates;  and 

(b)  Shall  in  the  second  case  be  the  amount  estimated  as  the  value  of  the  building 
if  it  had  been  put  into  a  sanitary  or  safe  condition,  or  into  reasonably  good  repair* 
after  deducting  the  estimated  expense  of  putting  it  into  such  condition  or  repair;  and 

(c)  Shall  in  the  third  case  be  the  value  of  the  materials  of  the  building. 

That  after  hearing  and  considering  the  testimony  offered  by  the  owner  and  offered 
on  behalf  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  said  committee  of  award  shall  report  to 
the  court  in  writing  the  compensation  allowed  by  them  to  the  owner  according  to 
the  provisions  of  this  section.  Unless  cause  be  shown  to  the  court  within  ten  days 
from  the  filing  of  said  report  why  the  same  should  not  be  confirmed,  the  court  shall 
confirm  the  same  and  judgment  be  entered  thereon  accordingly;  but  from  the  dam- 
ages awarded  in  any  case  the  cost  of  removing  the  building,  including  the  cost  of 
making  good  such  damage  to  adjoining  premises  as  may  have  resulted  from  care- 
lessness or  willful  recklessness  in  such  removal,  and  the  cost  of  publication,  if  any, 
authorized  by  section  ten  of  this  Act,  shall  be  deducted  unless  the  owner  shall,  at 
his  own  expense,  remove  the  same  within  such  time  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  court 
in  the  order  confirming  the  report  of  the  said  committee  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

That  each  member  of  the  committee  of  award  appointed  by  the  court  as  aforesaid 
shall  receive  for  each  day's  attendance  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  and  any  vacancy 
caused  by  death,  sickness,  or  disqualification  may  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the 
court. 

Sec.  15.  That  except  as  herein  otherwise  authorized  all  expenses  incident  to  the 
enforcement  of  this  Act  shall  be  paid  from  appropriations  made  from  time  to  time 
for  that  purpose,  one-half  from  the  revenues  of  the  District  of  Columbia  and  one- 
half  from  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Sec.  16.  That  all  Acts  and  parts  of"  Acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed.

Gentlemen:  The  report  herewith  submitted  covers  the  fiscal  3- ear 
ending  June  30,  1906. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  Home  for  the  Aged  and  Infirm  is 
about  completed  and  that  all  the  almshouse  wards  who  have  hitherto 
been  a  department  of  the  Washington  Asylum  will  in  a  few  days  be 
transferred  to  the  new  institution  at  Blue  Plains  under  separate  man- 
agement. This  new  group  of  buildings  is  admirably  planned  and  the 
inmates  will  in  a  very  little  while  feel  that  their  comfort  has  been  ade- 
quately provided  for. 

Under  the  changed  conditions  the  inmates  will  be  called  upon  to 
help  themselves  in  many  ways  and  to  serve  the  institution  in  any 
capacity  that  their  strength  may  fit  them  for.  Hitherto  much  of  the 
work  was  done  by  the  prisoners  from  the  workhouse.  They  will  no 
longer  be  available.  The  fact  that  the  inmates  will  have  the  oppor- 
tunity and  be  pressed  by  necessity  to  do  some  work  will  promote  better 
discipline  and  develop  a  more  contented  mind. 

The  old  almshouse  buildings,  all  of  which  are  in  serviceable  condi- 
tion, can  be  put  to  other  uses  as  soon  as  some  necessary  repairs  and 
improvements  are  made. 

The  main  almshouse  building  needs  extensive  repairs  and  remodeling. 
It  will  require  about  $3,000  for  necessary  painting,  brickwork,  heating, 
and  carpentering.  If  the  building  should  be  set  apart  for  an  extension 
of  the  hospital  or  for  an  inebriate  asylum  and  detention  building  for 
mental  suspects,  an  elevator  should  be  installed.  This  would  cost  about 
$4,000.    The  building  has  three  floors  and  a  basement. 

The  almshouse  annex,  heretofore  used  by  white  males,  is  in  good 
repair,  but  needs  painting  throughout.  As  soon  as  this  can  be  done 
the  building  will  be  occupied  by  our  tuberculosis  patients.  These  have 
for  the  past  two  years  been  treated  in  open  pavilions.  The  pavilions 
will  be  removed  from  their  present  site  to  the  lawn  immediately  in  the 
rear  of  the  annex,  and  the  tuberculosis  patients  will  have  both  indoor 
and  outdoor  treatment. 

Many  of  our  patients  are  entirely  too  feeble  to  endure  the  outdoor 
treatment  in  cold  and  stormy  weather.  This  building  is  provided  with 
good  bathrooms  and  sanitary  closets,  and  in  the  basement  there  will  be 
ample  space  for  a  dining  room  to  be  used  by  those  patients  occupying 
the  pavilions. 
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Two  old  Government  magazines  hitherto  used  by  the  old  colored 
men  are  in  good  condition  and  can  serve  a  good  purpose.  One  of 
them  can  be  fitted  up  for  a  workhouse  kitchen  and  bakery,  while  the 
other  would  make  a  good  central  heating  and  power  plant.  If  the 
building  inspector  should  make  other  provision  for  a  central  heating 
plant,  then  this  building  could  be  utilized  for  industrial  shops. 

The  second  wing  of  the  new  woi  khouse  is  under  roof  and  the  pros- 
pects are  that  it  will  be  ready  for  use  by  next  January.  I  have  recom- 
mended that  $200,000  be  appropriated  to  build  an  administration 
building  and  the  north  wing,  so  that  we  may  have  the  new  workhouse 
complete.  The  south  wing  has  144  cells;  the  east  wing  will  have  190. 
This  will  give  us  a  total  of  334  cells.  We  now  have  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  prisoners  to  fill  all  these  cells.  The  north  wing  must  neces- 
sarily be  built,  or  there  will  be  no  room  for  an  increased  number  of 
prisoners  unless  the  old  workhouse  building  is  continued  in  use.  In 
my  judgment  the  old  workhouse  should  be  demolished  as  soon  as  the 
new  buildings  can  be  provided.  The  building  is  unsightly,  insanitary, 
unsafe,  and  not  creditable  to  the  District  of  Columbia,  which  can  and 
should  have  a  model  workhouse. 

The  average  number  of  prisoners  in  the  workhouse  has  increased 
from  260  in  1901  to  335  in  1906.  We  may  continue  to  look  for  a 
steady  increase.  In  1906  there  were  648  more  persons  committed  to 
the  workhouse  than  in  1905.  The  judges  are  disposed  to  commit 
prisoners  to  the  workhouse  for  two  reasons — first,  because  the  jail  is 
nearly  always  overcrowded,  and,  secondly,  because  prisoners  are  pref- 
erably sent  where  they  may  be  kept  at  work. 

In  September  of  last  \rear  the  District  jail  was  quarantined  for  a  time 
on  account  of  an  outbreak  of  smallpox.  For  some  weeks  all  prison- 
ers were  committed  to  the  workhouse,  and  not  only  were  all  the  cells 
filled  but  the  open  and  closed  corridors  were  crowded  to  such  an 
extent  that  the  power  of  the  court  was  invoked  to  relieve  the  conges- 
tion by  discharging  a  number  of  men  who  had  but  a  short  time  to 
serve. 

In  1906  the  average  number  of  persons  in  the  Washington  Asylum 
exceeded  the  number  in  1905  by  25.  With  an  appropriation  no 
greater  than  in  the  previous  year  it  became  necessary  to  ask  for  a 
deficiency  appropriation  of  $1,000.  As  this  was  not  appropriated  in 
time  to  be  available,  the  dietarv  had  to  be  curtailed  considerably. 
Fortunately,  the  products  of  the  farm  had  a  value  of  nearly  $2,000 
over  the  previous  year  and  helped  much  to  carry  us  through  without 
incurring  a  debt. 

The  average  cost  per  capita  in  1905  was  $125.75:  in  1906  it  was 
$124.25. 

CHANGES  AND  IMPROVEMENTS. 

I  repeat  my  recommendation  of  last  year  that  the  District  nursery 
should  be  removed  from  the  reservation.  This  is  necessary,  first  that 
we  may  have  more  pasturage  for  our  cows  which  furnish  all  the  milk 
used  in  the  asylum  hospital.  We  also  need  more  land  to  cultivate, 
that  we  may  give  employment  to  a  larger  number  of  prisoners  on  the 
grounds.^  We  now  have  three  gangs  of  prisoners  at  work  under  the 
engineer's  department.  The  largest  of  these  gangs,  at  work  cutting 
through  streets  in  the  suburbs  of  east  Washington,  is  so  large  that 
it  is  unwieldly  and  can  not  be  worked  to  the  best  advantage.  To 
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divide  the  prisoners  into  more  groups  for  outside  work  would  require 
more  guards  than  are  now  available. 

We  are  in  no  position  to  introduce  remunerative  industries  in  the  * 
workhouse,  and  hence  a  larger  acreage  of  tillable  land  would  be  a  most 
desirable  provision  to  keep  the  prisoners  at  work.    This  would  also 
enable  us  to  raise  larger  crops  and  correspondingly  reduce  our  cost  of 
maintenance. 

The  present  bakery  and  kitchen  are  in  the  rear  of  the  almshouse 
and  quite  remote  from  the  workhouse  buildings.  During  the  present 
year  they  will  be  transferred  to  one  of  the  old  magazines  in  the  rear 
of  the  female  workhouse.  This  will  be  much  more  central  and  give 
better  service.  The  present  haul  of  food  to  the  prison  buildings  is 
a  long  one  and  in  cold  weather  chills  the  food  before  it  can  be  served. 

The  sewers  on  the  reservation  are,  in  the  main,  in  poor  condition 
and  too  small  to  carry  off  the  surface  water  during  a  heavy  rain.  A 
number  of  small  terra-cotta  pipes  have  been  laid  to  improve  the 
drainage,  but  the  largest  sewers  should  be  rebuilt.  At  present  the 
surface  water  from  the  vacant  lots  west  of  East  Nineteenth  street 
drains  through  the  grounds  and  at  times  injures  our  gutters,  washes 
out  our  roads,  and  bursts  our  sewers.  If  this  outside  drainage  could 
be  diverted  into  another  channel,  our  condition  would  be  improved. 

Our  main  buildings  have  all  been  connected  up  with  telephones  and 
a  central  switch  board  for  local  service.  This  improvement  was 
installed  at  a  cost  of  only  about  $200. 

A  new  steam  laundry  plant  was  installed  last  spring  and  has  been 
in  use  about  four  months.  Formerly  it  was  almost  impossible  in 
inclement  weather  to  keep  the  hospital  wards  supplied  with  clean  linen. 
This  difficulty  has  been  entirety  overcome  by  the  use  of  an  extractor, 
mangle,  and  modern  dry  room.  In  time  the  laundry  can  be  some- 
what enlarged  and  make  it  possible  for  us  to  do  laundry  work  for 
some  of  the  other  departments  of  the  District  government. 

The  old  boilers  in  use  for  many  years  at  the  female  workhouse  and 
no  longer  safe  were  torn  out  and  a  new  boiler  installed  of  sufficient 
capacity  to  heat  the  building,  run  the  laundry  plant,  and  supply  hot 
water  for  bathing. 

A  dining  room  has  been  provided  for  the  prisoners  in  the  female 
workhouse. 

IMPKOV  KMENTS  TO  BE  PROVIDED  DURING  THE  PRESENT  YEAR. 

An  appropriation  of  $2,500,  made  available  last  year  for  installing 
new  baths  in  the  workhouse  buildings,  was  reappropriated  and  the 
contract  for  this  work  has  been  awarded. 

A  recent  appropriation  of  $100,000  will  in  the  near  future  enable  us 
to  transfer  our  consumptives  to  a  new  hospital.  Meanwhile  this  class 
of  patients  will  be  taken  care  of  in  an  available  two- story  building, 
with  two  large  sun  porches,  where  those  who  can  not  endure  the  out- 
door treatment  can  be  comfortably  housed. 

THINGS  NEEDED. 

One  of  the  things  greatly  needed  is  a  revision  of  the  pay  roll.  The 
overseers  now  receive  $600  per  annum.  This  amount  should  be 
increased  at  least  $10  per  month.    Living  expenses  in  Washington 
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are  high,  and  it  is  only  with  the  strictest  economy  that  these  men  are 
able  to  provide  for  their  families.  At  the  District  jail  the  guards, 
for  shorter  hours  of  labor,  receive  $90  per  month.  We  need  coura- 
geous and  responsible  men  for  our  service,  and  they  should  not  be 
underpaid. 

Our  graduate  nurses,  too,  are  underpaid,  and  for  this  reason  it  is 
difficult  to  secure  and  retain  competent  women.  Other  hospitals  pay 
from  $480  to  $600  per  annum,  while  ours  receive  only  $365  for  more 
strenuous  and  disagreeable  work.  Many  of  our  patients  are  the  kind 
which  the  other  hospitals  will  not  take  because  tney  are  incontinents, 
or  otherwise  offensive,  needing  special  care.  Our  hospital,  while 
having  certain  attractions,  still  has  its  unattractive  side,  for  we  are 
fully  half  a  mile  removed  from  the  nearest  car  line.  We  have  also  had 
great  difficulty  in  maintaining  our  full  quota  of  pupil  nurses,  owing 
to  the  isolated  position  and  the  difficulty  of  reaching  the  city  over  the 
dark  and  lonely  commons.  For  the  sake  of  our  employees,  patients, 
and  visitors  a  car  line  should  be  brought  into  closer  proximity  to  the 
institution. 

We  need  more  ample  accommodations  for  the  care  and  treatment  of 
our  mental  cases.  These  patients  are  sent  to  us  for  observation  and 
temporary  treatment.  Many  of  them  are  very  noisy,  and  at  times 
violent.  We  have  limited  accommodations  for  them  in  our  receiving 
ward.  In  the  same  building  are  many  other  sick  patients,  who  are 
disturbed  and  alarmed  by  the  noisy  mental  cases.  Last  year  I  recom- 
mended that  an  appropriation  be  made  to  erect  a  house  of  detention 
for  mental  suspects.  This  year  I  propose  that  one  wing  of  the  main 
almshouse  building  be  fitted  up  as  a  detention  hospital.  It  will  pro- 
vide ample  room,  and  can  also  be  made  more  secure  than  the  receiving- 
ward,  which  is  a  frame  structure. 

The  following  live  stock,  belonging  to  the  District  of  Columbia,  is 
accounted  for  on  the  farm:  21  horses,  27  cows,  5  heifers,  4  calves,  1 
bull,  14  hogs,  117  shoats,  66  pigs,  and  2  boars.  A  number  of  the  cows 
and  pigs  will  be  turned  over  to  the  Home  for  the  Aged  and  Infirm. 
The  farm  furnished  for  food  of  inmates  during  the  year  648  pounds  of 
beef,  1,086  pounds  of  veal,  and  10,555  pounds  of  pork. 

Seven  hundred  and  fourteen  burials  were  made  in  the  potter's  field 
during  the  past  year,  a  decrease  of  19  over  the  preceding  year.  The 
coffins  furnished  in  all  these  cases  were  made  at  the  workhouse  and 
the  graves  were  dug  by  the  prisoners. 

We  are  greatly  indebted  to  many  Christian  workers  of  various  Prot- 
estant and  Catholic  churches  for  many  interesting  religious  services, 
delightful  entertainments,  and  a  profusion  of  delicacies  distributed  by 
them  among  the  appreciative  inmates.  W e  also  wish  to  acknowledge 
the  donation  of  quite  a  number  of  books  from  the  public  library,  and 
many  magazines  and  periodicals  from  the  dead-letter  department  of 
the  post-office.

Dear  Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  report  of  the  medical  and  surgical 
work  at  the  Washington  Asylum  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1906.  A  lso  such  recom- 
mendations that,  in  my  judgment,  are  necessary  for  the  care  and  treatment  of 
the  patients  in  the  hospital  department  as  the  occasions  seem  to  require.  The  sta- 
tistics of  the  medical  work  connected  with  the  various  departments  of  the  institu- 
tion were  compiled  by  the  members  of  the  resident  staff. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  treated  in  all  departments  of  the  institution 
4,800  patients,  an  increase  of  534  patients  over  last  year.  Of  this  number  923  were 
treated  in  the  almshouse  department,  an  increase  of  153;  1,856  in  the  workhouse 
department,  an  increase  of  269;  and  2,021  in  the  hospital  department,  an  increase 
of  112. 

It  will  be  seen  by  comparison  that  the  medical  work  of  this  institution  was  during 
the  last  year  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  institution,  and  owing  to  the  fact  that 
it  is  now  the  custom  to  transfer  patients  from  other  institutions  to  this  institu- 
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tion  for  care  and  treatment  the  work  has  been  unusually  heavy  from  a  nursing 

standpoint. 

In  the  hospital  department  2,021  cases  were  treated,  1,837  being  admitted  during 
the  year,  70  births  occurring  in  the  institution,  and  114  patients  remaining  in  the 
hospital  at  the  close  of  the  last  report.  Of  this  number  729  were  discharged  cured, 
677  discharged  improved,  178  discharged  unimproved,  and  328  died,  leaving  108  still 
under  treatment.  The  highest  number  of  patients  under  treatment  in  the  hospital 
on  any  one  day  was  147.  One  hundred  and  forty  mental  examinations  were  made 
and  73  patients  were  transferred  to  the  Government  Hospital  for  the  Insane.  There 
were  85  surgical  operations  performed  and  35,236  prescriptions  compounded. 

Of  the  2,021  patients  admitted  during  the  year  1,146  were  admitted  by  order  of 
the  Board  of  Charities.  Ninety  were  brought  into  the  institution  directly  by  the 
police  department,  190  from  the  male  workhouse,  99  from  the  female  workhouse, 
177  from  the  almshouse,  and  99  were  admitted  as  emergency  cases  without  permits. 

The  work  of  the  resident  staff  and  nurses  has  not  been  satisfactory,  as  at  times  the 
vacancies  in  the  resident  staff  and  the  nursing  department  have  been  such  as  to  make 
the  work  far  below  the  standard. 

In  making  recommendations  for  the  continuance  of  the  medical  and  surgical  work 
of  the  institution  I  would  respectfully  call  attention  to  the  recommendations  made  by 
the  superintendent  of  nurses,  especially  regarding  the  increase  of  compensation  for  the 
nursing  department.  I  respectfully  recommend  an  improvement  in  the  accomoda- 
tions for  the  care  of  the  insane  cases,  as  the  present  methods  at  our  disposal  are  in 
my  judgment  urgently  in  need  of  improvement. 

The  plumbing  in  wards  1,  2,  and  5  is  in  need  of  repairs,  and  I  would  respectfully 
recommend  that  the  porches  connecting  the  wards  be  partially  protected  by  glass 
sashes,  so  that  the  patients  may  be  comfortable  when  occupying  the  same.  I  would 
again  call  your  attention  to  the  need  of  an  office  boy  and  a  special  diet  fund  for  the 
hospital  patients.  I  would  also  recommend  that  telephone  facilities  be  provided  for 
communication  between  the  different  wards  of  the  hospital  department.

Virginia;  Miss  Violet  L.  Page,  Rhode  Island;  Miss  Mary  Townley,  District  of  Colum- 
bia; Miss  Dorothy  Jefferson,  Canada;  Miss  Cecilia  B.  Keinner,  Maryland;  Miss  Anna 
L.  Doolittle,  West  Virginia. 

For  some  time  past  we  have  found  it  impossible  to  keep  filled  the  ranks  of  the 
nursing  staff,  both  graduates  and  pupils  [the  trouble  with  the  former  is  due  partly 
to  our  isolated  location,  the  distance  from  the  cars  making  it  almost  impossible  to 
get  to  the  city  except  during  pleasant  weather],  which  is  due  largely  to  the  fact 
that  we  do  not  pay  the  salaries  which  they  can  receive  for  similar  work  in  other 
institutions. 
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I  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  salary  of  the  superintendent  of  nurses  be 
increased  from  the  present  $600  to  $900  per  annum,  and  that  of  the  graduate  nurses 
from  the  present  $365  each  to  $540  each  per  annum. 

Our  great  difficulty  in  obtaining  pupil  nurses  is,  I  believe,  the  present  experience 
of  many  other  training  schools,  due  to  the  greatly  increased  number  of  the  latter 
and  to  the  decreased  percentage  of  young  women  who  care  to  enter  the  profession. 

I  find  that  the  training  school  connected  with  Blockley,  in  Philadelphia,  the  insti- 
tution in  that  city  corresponding  to  the  Washington  Asylum,  pays  its  pupil  nurses 
at  the  rate  of  $9  per  month. 

The  New  York  City  Training  School,  connected  with  the  city  hospital  on  Black- 
wells  Island,  gives  it  pupils  $10  per  month  the  first  year.  $12  the  second,  and  $15 
the  third. 

If  those  large  and  long-established  schools  find  it  necessary  to  give  their  pupils,  in 
addition  to  their  training,  that  compensation  to  cover  their  living  expenses,  we  may 
perhaps  find  here  part  of  the  cause  of  our  trouble.  It  is  not  easy  to  live  for  three 
years  upon  $60  a  year,  and  many  desirable  pupils  who  can  not  have  help  from  home 
are  thus  shut  out. 

Since  July  1  I  have  had  about  thirty  requests  for  admission  blanks  to  the  school, 
only  three  of  which  have  been  returned. 

Connected  as  we  are  with  the  Emergency  Hospital  of  this  city,  and  with  the 
teaching  facilities  at  our  command,  the  training  we  give  is,  I  believe,  an  excellent 
one,  and  I  fail  to  see  how  we  can  in  any  way  be  at  fault. 

The  health  of  the  students  throughout  the  past  year  has  been  generally  good,  no 
serious  illness  having  occurred  among  them,  I  am  glad  to  say. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  again  express  our  appreciation  of  the  valuable  time  and 
instruction  given  to  the  members  of  the  school  by  the  staff  of  lecturers,  our  gratitude 
to  the  visiting  physician  and  to  the  resident  physician  for  all  professional  services  so 
kindly  given  to  the  members  of  the  nursing  staff  and  to  the  superintendent  of  the 
institution  for  his  hearty  cooperation  in  the  work  of  the  school  and  for  all  courtesies 
extended  to  us.

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REPORT  OF  THE  REFORM  SCHOOL. 

Washington,  D.  C,  October  26, 1906. 

Sir  :  In  accordance  with  law,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  report 
of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Reform  School,  District  of  Columbia, 
for  the  fiscal  year  1906. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  last  fiscal  year  there  were  in  the  school  290 
bjoys;  there  were  received  during  the  year  159,  a  total  of  449,  as 
against  49G  for  the  previous  year.  Of  those  received,  110  were  com- 
mitted by  the  police  court  and  1  by  the  supreme  court  of  the  District 
of  Columbia;  15  by  United  States  courts  outside  of  the  District. 

There  were  discharged  during  the  year  143  by  order  of  the  board 
of  trustees,  35  by  expiration  of  sentence  (United  States  courts),  4  by 
order  of  court;  13  were  pardoned  by  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  1  died — due  to  tuberculosis* — and  of  those  who  escaped,  18  are 
still  absent,  leaving  in  the  school  June  30,  190G,  235. 

The  general  health  of  the  inmates  of  the  school  has  been  excellent; 
thruout  the  year  there  has  been  no  prevalent  or  epidemic  disease,  nor 
did  any  special  hurt  to  health  of  any  boy  result  from  exposure  neces- 
sarily resulting  from  the  fire. 

The  buildings,  roads,  and  grounds  have  been  maintained  in  good 
condition,  and  the  officers  and  employees  of  the  school  have  performed 
their  duties  in  a  highly  satisfactory  manner.  The  comfort  and  health 
of  the  boys  has  received  every  possible  attention  and  special  care 
lias  been  given  to  the  food  and  clothing  supplied. 

Accompanying  this  report  is  a  copy  of  the  estimates  which  have  been 
submitted  to  you  of  appropriations  required  for  the  service  of  the 
school  for  the  next  fiscal  year.  In  this  will  be  found  explanation  of 
the  various  increases  and  changes  recommended.  The  amount  esti- 
mated for  current  expenses  is  the  same  as  was  appropriated  for  the 
present  fiscal  year.  The  estimates  for  the  construction  of  an  addi- 
tional family  building  are  the  same  as  have  been  submitted  for  several 
ears  past.  The  same  reasons  given  then  for  this  additional  family 
uilding  hold  good  now,  and  with  even  greater  force — in  view  of  the 
loss  by  fire  of  the  main  building  of  the  school  in  December  last. 

BURNING  OF  MAIN  SCHOOL  BUILDING. 

On  December  19,  1905,  in  the  early  morning  between  the  hours  of 
2  and  3  o'clock,  it  was  discovered  that  the  main  building  was  on  fire. 
Despite  the  prompt  and  untiring  efforts  of  the  officers  and  employees, 
assisted  by  many  of  the  boys,  the  fire  steadily  gained  headway. 

The  loss  in  property  value  was  heavy,  and  the  inconveniences  re- 
sulting from  this  sudden  loss  of  quarters  for  100  boys  and  for  nearly 
all  the  principal  officers  besides  the  offices  of  the  school,  were  excessive. 
Altho  the  fire  occurred  at  midnight,  with  snow  on  the  ground  and  the 
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weather  inclement,  fortunately  no  serious  illness  resulted,  nor  was 
there  any  effort  of  boys  to  escape.  The  board  sees  no  way  to  make 
good  the  individual  losses  incurred  on  this  occasion  by  officers  and 
employees  noted  in  the  accompanying  report  of  Superintendent 
Darnall,  but  in  its  behalf  I  venture  to  commend  the  matter  to  your 
favorable  consideration.  Every  effort  possible  was  made  by  the 
board  to  discover  the  cause  of  the  fire,  but  without  avail.  The  build- 
ing was  over  thirty  years  old,  and  within  the  partitions  of  its  old-style 
Mansard  roof  were  inaccessible  quarters  for  troublesome  rats.  Here, 
about  2  in  the  morning,  the  fire  was  first  discovered  in  a  portion  of  the 
building  never  visited  by  any  boy  nor  in  any  way  used. 

Everything  possible  was  done.  The  District  fire  department  was 
at  once  summoned,  quickly  responded,  and  did  all  within  its  power. 
Owing  to  the  fact,  however,  that  the  nearest  District  water  main 
was  over  half  a  mile  distant,  delay  was  unavoidable,  and  the  greater 
part  of  the  main  building,  containing  the  administrative  offices, 
quarters  of  the  superintendent  and  other  officials,  the  institution 
dining  room,  dormitories  for  small  white  and  colored  boys,  respect- 
ively, schoolroom,  hospital,  storeroom,  and  kitchen  were  destroyed. 
The  walls  of  the  two  rear  wings  of  this  building  were  left  standing 
and  the  lower  floors  of  these  wings  have  been  partially  restored 
and  are  being  used.  It  is  proposed  to  utilize  these  wings,  as  far  as 
practicable,  in  connection  with  the  new  structure. 

Congress  has  appropriated  the  sum  of  $100,000  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a  new  building  on  the  site  of  the  one  destroyed  and  for  a  new 
family  building. 

Plans  for  these  buildings  have  been  prepared  in  the  office  of  the 
Architect  of  the  Treasury,  and  competitive  bids  are  now  being 
advertised  for,  to  be  opened  on  November  29  next. 

FINANCES  OF  THE  YEAR. 

The  report  of  the  treasurer  of  the  school,  submitted  as  an  exhibit 
to  this  report,  shows  in  detail  his  receipts  and  expenditures  during 
the  year.  There  are  also  submitted  as  exhibits  the  reports  of  the 
superintendent  and  of  the  physician  of  the  school. 

INCOME  FROM  SHOPS,  FARM,  ETC. 

There  has  been  turned  into  the  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  United 
States  the  sum  of  $1,351.26,  derived  as  follows:  From  the  paper- 
box  factory,  $800 ;  sales  of  products  from  the  greenhouses  and  farm, 
$302.0C,  and  from  miscellaneous  sources,  $249.20. 

In  connection  with  the  above  it  seems  worthy  of  note  that  since 
the  law  was  enacted  in  1886  requiring  the  income  from  shops  and 
farm  to  be  covered  into  the  Treasury,  the  sum  of  $69,960.70  has  been 
deposited,  as  follows:

SHORT-TERM  COMMITMENTS  BY  JUVENILE  COURT. 


Attention  is  directed  to  one  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  "  to  create 
a  juvenile  court  in  and  for  the  District  of  Columbia,  approved  March 
19,  1906."  At  the  close  of  section  12  of  this  act  is  the  following : 

In  all  cases  where  said  court  shall  impose  a  fine  it  may,  in  default  of  the  pay- 
ment of  the  fine  imposed,  commit  the  defendant  for  such  a  term  as  the  court 
thinks  right  and  proper,  not  to  exceed  one  year. 

This  provision  is  also  repeated  in  section  17. 

Boys  received  thru  the  courts  of  this  District  have  not  hitherto 
been  committed  to  the  school  for  a  definite  term,  but  until  21  years  of 
age,  unless  sooner  reformed  and  discharged  on  parole  by  the  board  of 
trustees,  the  average  time  of  detention  being  about  two  years. 

And  juvenile  offenders  from  the  United  States  courts,  tho  commit- 
ted to  the  school  for  definite  terms,  are  in  all  cases  committed  for  a 
term  sufficiently  long  to  insure  the  probability  of  reform  where 
reform  is  possible. 

The  length  of  time  that  both  the  United  States  and  District  of 
Columbia  boys  have  been  held  under  the  discipline  and  salutary 
restrictions  of  the  school  has  generally  been  sufficient  to  insure  very 
beneficial  results.  But  under  the  provision  above  quoted  it  might  be 
possible  to  commit  many,  if  not  all,  District  juvenile  offenders  for 
very  short  terms,  never  in  any  case  to  exceed  one  year.  The  object  in 
sending  youthful  offenders  to  the  school  is  not  mere  punishment  so 
much  as  discipline  and  reform,  and  the  question  of  the  accomplish- 
ment of  this  end  should,  as  far  as  practicable,  rest  in  the  wisdom  and 
judgment  of  the  authorities  of  the  institution  itself. 
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It  is  respectfully  submitted  that  the  provision  above  quoted  might 
tend  to  materially  diminish  the  good  possible  in  the  reform  work  of 
the  institution  and  to  convert  it  largely  into  a  mere  place  of  brief 
detention,  and  that  a  temporary  sojourn  in  an  institution  of  this 
character  is  seldom,  if  ever,  productive  of  good  results  which  are 
permanent. 

IN  CONCLUSION. 

The  work  accomplished  by  the  school  in  the  year  covered  by  this 
report  has,  in  the  face  of  the  many  difficulties  resulting  from  the  fire 
and  from  other  causes,  been  very  satisfactory  to  your  board.  More, 
however,  of  permanent  good  to  the  beneficiaries  of  the  school's  work 
would,  we  believe,  have  resulted  had  the  school  had  the  benefit  of  a 
parole  officer,  by  whom  supervision  of  all  boys  sent  to  their  homes  on 
parole  could  have  been  given. 

In  this  connection  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  law  recently 
enacted  which  wisely  gave  to  this  board  powers  to  discharge  boys  on 
their  parole  also  placed  upon  it  responsibility  for  appropriate  after 
care  of  the  boys  so  discharged.  Unless  efficient  visitation  of  these 
boys  is  made  the  system  is  incomplete  and  can  be  made  to  work  hurt 
instead  of  help  to  boys  who  are  negligent  of  the  conditions  of 
their  parole.  This  board  therefore  ventures  to  again  press  upon  the 
attention  of  the  Department  the  importance  of  this  office  and  of  secur- 
ing for  the  place  the  authority  and  the  small  appropriation  needed. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  during  the  past  year,  since  the  school 
has  been  more  largely  within  the  purview  of  the  Department  of 
Justice,  the  more  congruous  relationship  has  been  attended  with 
results  both  desirable  and  beneficial.

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WORK  OF  THE  YEAR. 

On  the  night  of  December  19  last  the  main  building  of  the  school 
was  practically  destroyed  by  fire.  In  addition  to  dormitory  facilities 
for  over  100  boys,  there  were  lost  also  the  rooms  occupied  as 
offices  by  the  board,  and  by  the  superintendent,  assistant  superin- 
tendent, and  clerk;  also  the  dining  rooms  for.  all  officers  and  em- 
ployees and  sleeping  quarters  for  some  15  of  them,  with  practically  all 
furniture  of  the  quarters  thus  destroyed.  Tho  the  fire  occurred 
at  night,  not  a  boy  attempted  to  escape,  and  no  one  received  any 
injury  as  a  result,  all  of  which  bears  splendid  testimony  to  the  dis- 
cipline of  the  school  and  the  tact  and  judgment  of  the  officers  and 
employees  under  the  direction  of  the  then  superintendent,  Mr.  Isaac 
D.  Porter.  Notwithstanding  this  great  calamity,  all  meals  were 
regularly  served  from  the  school  kitchen,  and  provision  was  promptly 
made  for  sleeping  quarters  for  all  persons  connected  with  the  school— 
for  officers  and  employees,  as  well  as  for  the  100  and  more  boys 
occupying  the  two  large  dormitories  in  the  burned  building. 

Congress  very  promptly  made  an  appropriation  of  $4,500  to  meet 
the  immediate  demands  occasioned  by  the  fire.  The  wrecked  wings 
of  the  burned  building  were  hurriedly  repaired  and  temporary  roofs 
put  on  same,  making  the  temporary  use  of  a  part  of  these  buildings 
for  eating  and  sleeping  purposes  possible.  During  this  period  of 
repair  the  assembly  hall  was  used  as  a  dining  room  for  officers  and 
employees,  while  the  basement  of  the  same  building  was  used  for  the 
boys'  dining  room.  In  spite  of  all  these  misfortunes  and  difficulties 
the  regular  work  of  the  school  was  not  interrupted,  and  all  the  usual 
Sunday  services  were  regularly  held. 

Prior  to  the  fire  above  referred  to,  a  new  system  of  steam  heating 
was  installed  in  the  main  part  of  the  burned  building,  and  the  build- 
ing was  otherwise  put  in  good  repair.  New  walks  were  made  about 
the  school  grounds  during  the  year.  A  modern  hennery,  including 
building,  fences,  and  a  pond  for  ducks,  was  built.  Fences  were 
repaired  and  material  for  new  fences  brought.  The  greenhouses 
received  very  substantial  repairs  and  betterments.  Pipe  for  a  new 
heating  system  for  B  family  was  purchased  and  work  commenced, 
which  has  since  been  completed.  The  closet  for  boys  at  B  family 
was  enlarged  and  otherwise  improved.  The  wainscoting  in  the 
dormitories  of  A  family  building  was  torn  out  and  hard  plaster 
substituted.  Minor  repairs  to  machinery  and  buildings  were  made 
as  occasion  demanded.  Carriages  were  repaired  and  three  horses 
purchased.  The  debris  from  the  burned  building  has  all  been  re- 
moved, and  at  this  writing  our  boys  are  engaged  in  excavating  for  the 
new  structures  and  preparing  stone  for  concrete  foundations. 

CLASSIFICATION  OF  BOYS. 

The  boys  of  the  school  are  classified  according  to  color,  age,  and 
size.  We  have  four  family  buildings,  in  each  one  of  which  from  50 
to  75  boys  are  cared  for.  Since  the  fire  of  last  December  one  family 
of  the  small  boys  is  temporarily  quartered  on  the  second  floor  of  the 
rear  part  of  the  old  main  building.  As  soon  as  the  new  family 
building  is  constructed,  for  which  the  last  Congress  made  appropria- 
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tions,  these  boys  will  be  transferred  to  it.  Another  family  building 
is  badly  needed  to  enable  the  school  to  limit  the  number  cared  for  in 
any  family  to  50.  It  were  much  better  to  have  no  more  than  40. 
With  more  than  50  boys  in  any  one  family  the  family  officers  are 
dealing  with  their  "  boys  as  a  mass,  instead  of  with  the  individual, 
which  is  so  essential  to  good  results.  The  number  of  boys  in  any  one 
family  must  be  limited  as  above  if  effective  work  is  to  be  done. 

HEALTH. 

The  health  of  the  boys  as  a  whole  has  been  good  during  the  past 
year.  Of  course  the  usual  number  were  victims  of  cuts,  bruises,  and 
minor  ailments  common  among  active,  growing  boys  and  young  men. 
All  were  given  proper  treatment,  some  of  course  in  the  hospital 
rooms.  Two  western  boys  suffering  from  tuberculosis  were  pardoned 
by  the  President  during  the  year.  One  death  occurred  from  tuber- 
culosis ;  this  was  a  colored  boy  from  Indian  Territory. 

The  good  health  of  the  boys  is  very  easily  accounted  for.  They 
are  regular  in  their  habits,  have  three  meals  each  day,  consisting  of 
good,  plain  substantial  food,  and  every  one  is  required  to  give  a  period 
of  each  day  to  special  physical  exercise.  They  are  all  required  to  take 
baths  at  frequent  and  stated  intervals.  They  change  their  clothing  fre- 
quently, and  never  sleep  in  any  garment  which  they  have  worn  during 
the  day.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  management  to  give  each  boy  at  least 
three  hours'  physical  work  daily.  Hence  it  will  be  seen  that  every- 
thing in  reason  is  done  for  the  health  and  development  of  the  boy. 

THE  DAILY  LIFE  OF  THE  SCHOOL. 

Boys  rise  at  G  o'clock.  They  breakfast  from  6.45  to  7.15.  From 
7.15  to  8  boys  have  setting-up  drill  of  some  kind  or  play.  At  8  boys 
are  detailed  to  the  schoolroom  or  work  in  grades  or  in  the  shops ;  at 
11.30  comes  the  call  preparatory  to  dinner;  from  12  to  12.30  is  din- 
ner ;  from  12.30  to  1  is  rest  or  play.  At  1  boys  are  detailed  to  shops, 
to  work  in  grades,  or  to  the  schoolroom;  at  4.45  comes  the  call  pre- 
paratory to  supper;  from  5.15  to  5.45  is  supper,  and  from  5.45  to  8 
is  devoted  to  play,  reading,  or  study. 

Every  boy  is  assigned  to  school  one  half  of  every  day  of  the  nearly 
ten  months  the  schools  are  in  session ;  the  other  half  of  the  day  he  is 
assigned  to  some  branch  of  work  carried  on  at  the  school.  Our 
school  sessions  correspond  with  the  city  schools.  During  the  summer 
months  the  boys  are  employed  in  some  branch  of  work  outside  of  the 
schoolroom. 

The  discipline  of  the  school  is  semimilitary  and  is  administered 
with  as  much  kindness  and  firmness  as  possible.  Each  family  is 
organized  into  one  or  two  military  companies,  and  these  companies 
are  officered  by  boys  chosen  from  such  company.  For  Sunday  and 
special  occasions  the  regulation  blue  uniform  is  worn,  and  the  rank  of 
the  company  officers  is  indicated  by  shoulder  straps,  stripes,  or 
chevrons. 

One  of  the  fundamental  lessons  to  be  taught  in  a  school  of  this 
character  is  obedience,  and  the  military  company  is  a  great  place  to 
begin  the  boy's  training  toward  this  end.  It  is  the  constant  endeavor 
to  have  the  discipline  of  the  school  judicious  and  kind  yet  firm,  and 
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to  cause  the  boys  to  see  the  reasonableness  of  each  restriction  placed 
upon  them  and  of  the  punishments  administered. 

Military  drill  and  physical  setting-up  exercises  are  regularly 
taught  all  the  boys  of  the  school  under  the  supervision  of  Col.  Burton 
R.  Ross,  who  for  many  years  has  been  in  charge  of  the  instruction  in 
military  drill  and  setting-up  exercises  of  the  high  schools  of  the  Dis- 
trict which  culminate  in  the  annual  competitive  drill  of  the  ten  or 
more  companies  from  these  several  schools.  The  exercises  at  our 
school  are  intended  to  be  of  the  same  high  grade  of  excellence,  with 
all  the  resulting  benefits  to  health  of  the  boys  and  to  improvement  in 
discipline. 

The  benefits  to  individual  boys  resulting  from  these  exercises  in 
which  all  boys  physically  able  must  participate  has  been  found  to  be 
invaluable,  many  boys  having  a  tendency  to  tuberculosis  having 
been  physically  reconstructed. 

THE  OPEN-FAMILY  SYSTEM  OF  THE  SCHOOL. 

We  have  neither  cells  nor  lockups  in  which  any  boy  can  be  placed 
as  a  means  of  punishment.  We  never  limit  any  boy  in  his  food  sup- 
ply except,  of  course,  upon  occasions  of  illness.  Punishments  are 
infrequent  and  thoroly  safeguarded. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  average  age  of  our  boys  is  over 
17 — possibly  the  highest  average  age  of  any  reform  school  for  juve- 
nile offenders  in  this  countrv — yet  we  have  neither  walls  nor  stock- 
ades,  while  the  school  farm  affords  ready  ingress  and  egress  on  any 
side. 

The  high  average  age  of  boys  makes  it  necessary  to  employ  more 
help  than  would  be  necessary  were  the  average  age  in  keeping  with 
that  usually  found  in  reformatories  for  juvenile  delinquents. 

Except  those  of  our  so-called  "  trusties,"  who  may  be  past  from 
one  branch  of  school  work  to  another  unaccompanied,  our  boys  are 
under  the  care,  both  day  and  night,  of  some  officer  or  employee  of  the 
school. 

The  school  is  doing  a  good  work,  yet  it  is  a  fertile  field  for  even 
better  and  more  effective  work. 

URGENT  NEED  OF  A  PAROLE  OFFICER. 

One  weak  place  in  our  general  discipline,  especially  affecting  our 
parole  boys,  is  the  lack  of  a  parole  officer.  We  should  have  such  an 
officer  who  can  keep  a  careful  watch  over  every  one  of  our  boys  dis- 
charged on  their  parole,  and  will  promptly  bring  back  to  the  school 
all  who  violate  the  provisions  of  their  parole.  Under  present  con- 
ditions our  boys  sometimes  violate  their  parole  and  are  returned  to 
us  by  the  courts  for  serious  offenses,  from  which  they  might  have 
been  saved  had  they  been  properly  cared  for  by  the  school  thru 
the  agency  of  a  parole  officer. 

If  the  work  of  the  school  pays,  of  which  no  person  in  the  least 
familiar  with  reform-school  work  has  a  doubt,  still  greater  results 
would  be  accomplished  were  its  present  efforts  supplemented  by  a 
careful,  kindly,  personal  watch  over  our  boys  after  they  leave  us— 
counseling  with  them,  helping  them  to  secure  work  and  to  then  keep 
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it,  seeing  that  the  boy's  life  conforms  to  the  provision  of  the  parole 
granted  by  the  school,  and  that  boys  be  returned  to  the  school  when 
it  is  deemed  proper  and  best  for  them. 

The  parole  system,  in  force  since  the  act  approved  June  5,  1900, 
is  incomplete  without  this  supervision  of  every  paroled  boy,  and 
under  the  present  conditions  this  is  not  possible.  For  this  reason  I 
hope  the  board  will  see  its  way  clear  to  ask  authority  to  employ  and 
the  means  to  pay  such  an  officer. 

BRANCHES  OF  SCHOOL  WORK. 

Aside  from  the  usual  work  in  dining  rooms  and  on  the  farm, 
gardens,  and  lawns,  the  school  maintains  the  following  regularly 
organized  branches  of  work,  viz : 

Kitchens;  bakery;  manual-training  school,  including  some  repair 
work;  carpenter  shop;  plumbing;  painting;  glazing  shop;  green- 
houses; heating  plant;  power  houses  and  pumping  station;  paper- 
box  industry;  shoe  shops,  wherein  all  shoes  worn  by  the  boys  are 
made  and  repaired ;  the  tailor  shops,  wherein  all  clothes  worn  by  the 
boys  are  made  and  repaired;  and  last,  but  not  least,  the  laundry, 
where  all  the  work  of  laundering  for  the  school  is  done. 

About  400  chickens  are  raised  annually.  The  school  keeps 
about  15  cows,  14  horses,  and  butchers  about  15,000  pounds  of 
pork  each  year.  Large  quantities  of  garden  products  are  raised 
for  use  in  the  school.  The  farm  has  a  large  apple  orchard,  a  small 
peach  orchard,  and  a  small  vineyard,  and  quite  a  large  strawberry 
garden,  from  which  large  quantities  of  fruit  are  gathered  for  use  in 
the  school.  All  fruits  and  vegetables  are  used  in  the  school.  Boys 
thus  receive  the  fruits  of  their  own  labor. 

INDUSTRIAL  NEEDS. 

Were  we  to  do  for  our  boys  all  that  should  be  done,  bur  school 
should  widen  the  scope  of  its  industrial  training.  If  possible,  every 
boy,  who  is  capable,  should  be  given  the  benefit  of  a  training  in  some 
line  of  handicraft,  or  be  taught  some  trade  which  would  go  far  to 
make  him  able  to  earn  an  honest  living  after  leaving  us.  His  hands, 
as  well  as  his  head  and  heart,  should  receive  such  training  here  as 
to  fit  him  for  the  duties  of  citizenship.  A  blacksmith  shop  with 
woodworking  facilities  should  be  established.  Our  manual  training 
school  should  be  enlarged  and  equipped  for  productive  work;  while 
our  carpenter  shop,  plumbing,  painting,  and  glazing  branches  should 
be  enlarged  and  better  equipped. 

A  small  brickmaking  plant  would  be  a  helpful  industry  as  the 
school  has  use  in  walks  and  driveways,  in  new  buildings,  repair  work, 
etc.,  for  all  the  brick  it  could  produce.  A  branch  in  which  brick- 
laying is  taught  should  be  established,  where  our  boys  can  learn  to 
lay  brick,  construct  and  repair  buildings.  This  will  necessarily 
require  additional  appropriations ;  but  good  dividends  will  be  paid  on 
the  expenditure. 

The  laundry  machinery  is  antiquated  and  ineffective,  while  the 
laundry  building  is  small.  A  new  outfit  of  machinery  for  the 
laundry  is  badly  needed.  For  this  very  urgent  need,  and  for  the 
needed  work  of  painting  and  repair  of  the  various  school  buildings,  I 
hope  the  needed  appropriation  will  be  asked. 
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A  NEW  HOSPITAL  BUILDING. 

A  new  hospital  is  needed.  Tho  it  is  our  purpose  to  fit  up  and  use 
the  old  farm  building  as  a  hospital  as  soon  as  the  new  main  build- 
ing is  completed,  I  fear  this  will  not  prove  satisfactory,  but  it  will 
be  the  only  arrangement  possible  for  the  care  of  our  sick. 

SALARIES  AND  PAY  ROLL. 

The  increase  in  pay  granted  by  Congress  last  winter  to  many  of 
our  employees  has  been  of  immense  help  in  the  administrative  work 
of  the  school,  but  all  the  increases  asked  for  were  not  granted.  Our 
watchmen  especially  are  underpaid.  An  increase  in  their  number 
has  been  made  necessary  by  reason  of  present  conditions  resulting 
from  the  fire.  One  of  this  number  aids  in  the  work  of  the  storeroom. 
The  pay  of  the  assistant  superintendent,  I  hope,  will  be  increased. 
Long  years  of  faithful  and  efficient  service  of  the  present  incumbent 
of  that  office  make  him  of  great  value  to  the  school.  This  recognition 
is  deserved.  And  for  the  office  clerk,  so  long  paid  from  funds 
received  from  industries,  I  hope  an  appropriation  of  $720  will  be 
asked.  A  great  part  of  his  time  is  necessarily  given  to  the  accounts 
of  the  various  shops,  but  the  increasing  amount  of  work  upon 
reports  and  accounts  of  the  school  proper  requires  so  large  a  portion 
of  his  time  that  I  believe  his  services  should  no  longer  be  charged 
to  industries  account.  The  money  thus  saved  would  be  covered  back 
into  the  Treasury. 

FIRE  PROTECTION. 

As  a  further  protection  against  loss  by  fire,  I  hope  the  board  will 
present  to  the  proper  officials  of  the  District  of  Columbia  the  need 
of  extending  the  8-inch  water  main  from  its  present  terminus  on  the 
Bladensburg  Pike,  opposite  Langdon,  as  far  as  our  school  grounds. 
When  this  is  done  a  small  appropriation  will  enable  the  school  to 
extend  the  pipes  into  the  school  grounds  and  near  enough  to  our 
buildings  for  great  aid  in  event  of  fire. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  foregoing  report  covers  the  work  accomplished  by  the  school 
during  the  fiscal  year  ended  on  June  30  last.  To  the  present  assistant 
superintendent,  then  superintendent,  Mr.  Isaac  D.  Porter,  all  the 
credit  and  all  the  honor  are  due  for  the  work  accomplished  from  the 
beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  up  to  January  1  last,  when  I  assumed 
office. 

Of  the  faithful  and  efficient  service  he  has  so  loyally  and  cheerfully 
rendered  I  am  glad  of  this  opportunity  to  gratefully  speak;  so  also 
would  I  gratefully  speak  of  every  one  of  the  force  of  officers,  teachers, 
and  employees  found  at  the  school  when  I  came.  There  have  for- 
tunately been  few  changes  since  then.  Many  of  these  suffered  great 
personal  loss  on  the  occasion  of  the  fire,  some  of  them  losing  every 
article  of  clothing  save  what  they  hastily  put  on  when  the  sudden  cry 
in  the  night  awakened  them.  To  save  life  and  school  property  they 
neglected  their  own  belongings,  and  in  snow  and  slush  and  mud,  at 
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hazard  of  health,  during  that  long  night  and  for  days  thereafter  no 
complaint  of  exposure  or  overwork  was  ever  heard.  No  method  has 
been  suggested  by  which  any  of  these  personal  losses  can  be  made 
good;  but  it  seems  due  to  them  that  their  losses  as  well  as  their  ex- 
traordinary labors  should  be  remembered;  and  of  the  many  no  one 
worked  more  unremittingly  nor  suffered  greater  personal  loss  than 
did  Mr.  Porter. 

All  of  these,  therefore,  I  present  to  you  as  worthy  of  high  consider- 
ation. That  there  was  no  epidemic  of  sickness  as  a  result  of  the 
unusual  exposure  caused  by  the  fire  during  the  inclement  season  of 
the  year  among  our  employees  and  our  nearly  three  hundred  boys  is 
due  to  the  untiring  care  of  the  physician  of  the  school,  Dr.  Guy  W. 
Latimer,  whose  report  is  submitted  with  this. 

Notwithstanding  the  great  calamity  of  last  December,  I  feel  that 
the  school  has  never  had  so  promising  a  future  as  that  which  it  now 
faces.  Under  your  wise  direction,  I  believe  that  greater  success  than 
ever  before  in  disciplining,  instructing,  and  safeguarding  the  inter- 
ests of  backward,  truant,  and  delinquent  boys  committed  to  our  care 
is  assured. 

I  thank  you  for  the  lively  interest  you  have  at  all  times  manifested 
in  the  work  of  the  school  and  for  the  cordial  and  constant  support 
you  have  always  given  me.

REPORT  OF  THE  PHYSICIAN  OF  THE  SCHOOL. 


Reform  School,  District  of  Columbia, 

Washington,  D.  C,  September  15,  1906, 

The  Board  of  Trustees  : 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  there  has  been  but  one  death  in  the 
school— Coodv  Cobb,  who  died  on  July  21,  1905,  of  tuberculosis. 

Owing  to  the  crowded  condition  of  the  school  following  the  fire 
of  December  it  was  very  difficult  to  properly  provide  for  the  sick, 
but  in  spite  of  a  lack  of  usual  facilities  our  patients  have  been  well 
cared  for  and  given  every  needed  comfort. 

The  dispensary  which  was  much  damaged  by  the  fire  has  been 
since  replenished.    The  hospital  also  has  been  refurnished  with  all 

necessary  comforts. 

During  May  we  had  an  epidemic  of  chicken  pox,  which  gave  con- 
siderable concern  because  of  the  prevalence  of  smallpox  in  the  city 
and  the  close  resemblance  of  the  diseases. 

All  the  boys  are  inspected  at  frequent  intervals  and  those  not 
showing  recent  scars  are  vaccinated. 

During  the  year  we  have  had  remarkably  little  sickness.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  REFORM  SCHOOL 
FOR  GIRLS  OF  THE  DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA. 

Washington,  D.  C.,  October  31,  1906. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the 
school  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1906. 

The  number  of  inmates  of  the  school  on  June  30,  1906,  was  90. 
The  two  buildings  now  used  for  school  purposes  were  built  and  ar- 
ranged for  the  accommodation  of  only  83  inmates,  and  during  the 
past  year  we  have  had  to  convert  the  space  set  apart  for  hospi- 
tal purposes  into  sleeping  quarters  for  the  additional  inmates.  In 
order  to  make  space  for  new  inmates  Ave  have  had  to  bind  out  and 
find  homes  for  children  who  could  have  well  remained  longer  in  the 
school  and  received  further  training  and  discipline  to  their  advan- 
tage. The  girls  are  all  committed  by  the  courts  until  they  attain  the 
age  of  21  years,  and  }^et  only  two  inmates  have  been  discharged  dur- 
ing the  past  year  on  account  of  the  age  limit.  The  reason  is,  as 
stated  above,  that  the  board  of  trustees  has  been  compelled  to  bind 
out  girls  before  they  have  arrived  at  the  age  limit  in  order  to  make 
room  for  others  committed  during  the  year.  Two  years  ago  the 
board  of  trustees  recommended  to  you  an  appropriation  by  Congress 
of  $50,000  for  an  additional  school  building.  You  approved  this  rec- 
ommendation in  your  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  1904,  and 
made  the  same  recommendation  in  your  report  for  the  year  ending 
1905.  The  board  of  trustees  again  urgently  recommend  that  this  ap- 
propriation be  made. 

We  are  gratified  to  report  that  the  record  for  deportment  and 
scholarship  of  the  inmates  during  the  past  year  has  been  very 
creditable. 

The  estimates  for  the  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1908,  accompany  this  report,  as  also  the  reports  of  the  superin- 
tendent and  the  treasurer  for  the  past  year.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 

July  1,  1906. 

Gentlemen:  So  many  persons  have  been  deterred  from  visiting  our  school  by 
an  imagined  difficulty  in  finding  the  way  that  I  preface  my  report  with  a  little 
explanation  that  may  help  them. 

LOCATION. 

The  Reform  School  for  Girls  stands  in  a  tract  of  29  acres  situated  in  the 
northwestern  part  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  The  Potomac  lies  to  the  west  at 
the  foot  of  the  slope.  Down  in  the  valley  in  front  of  us  is  the  Dalecarlia  res- 
ervoir in  its  beautiful  irregular  basin ;  heavily  wooded  hills  rising  toward  the 
east.  To  the  south  the  land  undulates  away  to  Georgetown,  the  spires  of  the 
University  in  the  distance,  and  far  beyond  towers  the  Washington  Monument. 

To  reach  the  school  after  arriving  in  the  city,  board  a  "  Georgetown  Only  " 
car  and  at  its  terminus  transfer  to  the  Cabin  John  P.ridge  car  and  ride  to  the 
District  line,  where  you  will  see  our  group  of  red  brick  buildings.  The  adminis- 
tration building  stands  nearest  the  entrance. 

Visitors  are  always  welcome,  and  we  cordially  invite  you  to  see  our  school 
and  the  happy  girls  who  are  building  each  for  herself  a  strong,  earnest,  honest, 
womanly  character. 

SPIRIT  AND  AIM. 

Ours  is  the  home  atmosphere — the  family  life.  We  aim  to  keep  profitably 
busy  all  day,  at  work  or  at  play. 

THE  TEACHERS. 

The  corps  of  teachers  is  made  up  of  women  who  are  capable,  experienced, 
refined,  unselfish,  harmonious,  loyal,  tactful,  enthusiastically  cooperative. 

Recognizing  that  the  best  work  is  given  by  the  teachers  \vho  come  to  their 
work  strong,  rested,  and  fresh  from  regular  rest  periods  or  frequent  outings, 
the  work  has  boon  systematized  to  allow  each  teacher  every  other  Sunday  off 
duty,  one  day  each  week  from  noon  for  the  balance  of  the  afternoon  and 
evening,  two  extra  evenings  after  5.30  p.  m.,  two  hours  rest  period  each  day, 
and  thirty  days'  leave  each  year  with  pay.  While  she  is  on  duty,  a  teacher 
gives  her  undivided  time  and  attention  to  her  work,  which  is  of  such  a  char- 
acter that  frequent  changes  are  absolutely  necessary  if  she  is  to  keep  up  to  a 
high  grade  of  effort.  Her  successor  comes  in  buoyant  and  magnetic  from  rest 
or  recreation  and  the  work  goes  forward  with  new  impetus;  laggards  are 
roused,  obstacles  swept  away,  and  sunshine  infused  everywhere. 

THE  GIRL. 

When  word  is  received  that  a  girl  is  committed  to  our  school  to  be  trained, 
she  is  immediately  sent  for  in  a  private  conveyance.  After  hei  arrival  and  wel- 
come she  is  given  a  bath,  clean  clothes,  and  then  taken  to  her  own  room,  for 
each  girl  has  a  room  all  to  herself.  This  room  becomes  the  pride  of  her  heart. 
She  takes  entire  care  of  it,  and  pictures,  reward  cards,  doilies,  and  fancy 
articles  soon  give  character  to  it.  As  visitors  pass  along  the  halls  they  find  it 
difficult  to  decide  which  of  all  the  rooms,  each  with  its  white-enameled  bed  and 
pretty  arrangement,  they  admire  most. 
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After  she  is  fed  and  rested,  the  girl  has  a  little  visit  with  the  superintendent, 
that  they  may  become  mutually  acquainted.  Every  effort  is  made  to  arouse  her 
ambition  for  the  future,  to  assure  her  of  our  respect,  and  belief  in  her  power  to 
do  well.  She  is  led  to  tell  what  work  she  has  done  and  what  she  especially  likes 
and  excels  in.  She  is  then  placed  in  school  two  hours  each  day  if  she  has 
advanced  to  the  Third  Reader,  and  four  hours  a  day  if  she  is  below  that  grade. 

Light  housework  is  her  first  task,  while  she  is  watched  and  studied  to  learn  the 
degree  of  knowledge  and  skill  she  possesses.  Her  teachers  keep  her  near  them 
at  work  and  at  play,  leading  her  to  talk  with  the  best  girls  in  her  division.  All 
this  means  that  we  are  anxious  to  see  her  start  well.  She  is  urged  to  take  pride 
in  her  personal  appearance  and  manners.  This  must  inevitably  follow  in  an 
atmosphere  where  every  provision  is  made  for  personal  cleanliness  and  every 
precaution  taken  to  secure  it.  Her  every  effort  is  commended  and  the  past  never 
referred  to. 

Each  day  is  a  new  day,  free  from  any  weight  of  yesterday's  failures  or  mis- 
demeanors. She  is  well  fed  and  made  to  feel  at  home,  and  the  effect  is  always 
apparent,  mentally,  physically,  and  morally.  The  girl  finds  herself  in  a  new 
atmosphere,  and  tries  to  live  up  to  the  standard  that  we  make  her  believe  we 
think  she  can  reach.  She  is  encouraged  to  use  the  opportunity  she  has  daily 
of  talking  to  her  teachers  or  superintendent  about  any  little  trouble  or  joy. 
Tangles  are  thus  often  discovered  and  smoothed  out  before  they  mature. 

As  time  goes  on  the  girl  is  given  work  in  the  several  departments,  earns  the 
honor  of  holding  various  positions  of  trust,  gradually  becoming  eligible  for  final 
discharge  to  her  parents  or  for  parole  in  some  family  where  she  will  be  safe- 
guarded and  have  her  training  continued.  The  work  of  this  school  is  so  purely 
one  of  training,  of  forming,  that  I  would  ask  the  attention  of  the  authorities 
to  consider  the  practicability  of  appealing  to  Congress  for  an  act  changing  the 
name  to  The  Training  School  for  Girls  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 


FOOD. 

The  food  supply  is  fresh,  abundant,  varied,  and  attractive.  Much  of  it  is 
raised  right  here  on  the  farm. 

HEALTH. 

The  year  has  produced  no  case  of  illness  of  any  kind. 

WORK  SCHOOL. 

Each  child  is  instructed  daily  in  the  English  branches  and  singing.  Occa- 
sionally- a  girl  enters  who  has  no  knowledge  of  books.  Girls  who  have  advanced 
to  the  Third  Reader  attend  school  two  hours  each  day ;  those  who  are  below  that 
grade  attend  four  hours  each  day.  All  red-letter  days  are  observed  with  special 
programs.   Current-events  talks  are  a  special  feature  of  the  school  work.

This  is  a  thoro  preparation  for  the  darning  and  footing  of  stockings,  repair- 
ing her  clothes,  and  making  of  new  garments,  which  is  done  in  another  depart- 
ment, for  all  the  wearing  apparel,  bedclothing,  and  table  linen  used  in  the  insti- 
tution is  made  in  the  school  by  the  girls. 


COOKINO. 


Up  to  this  time  the  only  training  in  cooking  that  the  girls  could  receive  was 
when  they  were  appointed  to  positions  in  the  dining  room  or  kitchen.  This 
of  course  was  not  and  could  not  be  individual,  filled  as  were  the  housekeeper's 
hands  with  the  daily  preparation  of  food  for  so  many.  We  are  very  much 
gratified  to  learn  that  the  trustees'  appeal  to  Congress  for  a  teacher  of  domestic 
science  to  give  individual  lessons  in  cooking  to  all  the  girls  in  the  school  has  been 
granted,  and  we  are  now  arranging  a  regularly  equipped  kitchen  with  individual 
outfits  of  cooking  utensils  providing  for  the'  instruction  of  classes  in  all  that 
pertains  to  simple  cooking  and  work  in  the  kitchen  and  dining  room. 

LAUNDRY. 


The  work  in  the  laundry  is  individual  in  that  the  washing  is  done  by  hand 
in  tubs  and  the  ironing  by  hand  on  boards.  A  new  girl  is  assigned  to  wash 
and  iron  the  plain  pieces,  and  the  skilled  work  of  those  readv  to  be  transferred 
is  exquisitely  beautiful. 


HOUSEWORK. 


In  this  department  the  new  girls  usually  receive  their  first  training  in 
doing  things  in  a  thoro.  systematized,  practical  way,  and  there  arise  opportu- 
nities for  teaching  many  of  the  niceties  of  immaculate  housekeeping. 


PLAY. 


Work  periods  are  sure  to  be  planned  for ;  play  periods  not  always,  and  if  they 
are  not,  much  of  the  good  gained  from  the  work  periods  is  counteracted.  Our 
school  is  divided  into  two  separate  and  distinct  families,  the  members  of  which 
meet  only  upon  the  occasions  of  assembling  for  Sunday  services. 

Each  playground  is  kept  trim  and  attractive  under  the  direction  of  a  com- 
missioner of  parks.  Each  girl  has  a  flower  garden.  Two  large  swings  are 
provided  in  each  yard,  jumping  ropes,  a  flag  pole  and  flag  that  is  raised  and 
lowered  each  day  by  the  commissioner  of  public  works.  A  pretty  summer  house 
for  protection  in  showery  weather,  croquet,  ball,  ring,  romping,  and  quiet  games, 
presided  over  by  the  commissioner  of  amusements.  Magazines  and  fancv  work 
are  always  enjoyed. 

Indoors,  each  recreation  room  is  provided  with  a  piano  for  dancing  and  sing- 
ing, a  bookcase,  reading  table,  and  generous  supplv  of  current  magazines  and 
papers  and  indoor  games.  The  old  magazines  are  ait  up  and  the  pictures  pasted 
in  homemade  scrapbooks  or  mounted  on  cards  to  ornament  the  stands  in  their 
bedrooms.  Some  girls  will  read  to  those  who  can  not  read.  Others  teach  their 
companions  fancy  stitches. 
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Special  entertainments  are  arranged,  music  repeated  when  their  relatives  are 
invited  to  hear  it;  holidays  are  given;  little  feasts  provided,  and  life  is  in 
every  way  varied  and  made  profitable  and  interesting. 

Our  public  library  hopes  soon  to  have  established  a  department  for  circulating 
boxes  of  books,  and  then  we  shall  share  in  the  bimonthly  visits  of  50  volumes. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Each  Sunday  morning  the  girls  are  given  Bible  instruction,  and  in  the  after- 
noon they  assemble  for  the  regular  church  service. 

Mass  for  the  Roman  Catholic  girls  is  celebrated  twice  each  month. 

Girls  who  show  a  talent  for  music  are  helped  and  allowed  to  practise.  Sev- 
eral girls  take  turns  playing  the  accompaniments  for  the  school  songs  and  the 
hymns  at  morning  and  evening  prayers. 

Special  programs  of  music  are  learned  at  holiday  times  and  rendered  with 
much  skill  and  pleasure. 

Friends  are  received  by  the  girls  one  afternoon  each  month,  and  c;ifts  may 
be  left  at  any  time. 

Fire  drills  are  held  at  irregular  intervals. 

DISCIPLINE. 


All  are  so  busy  that  a  girl  seldom  fails  to  exercise  a  high  degree  of  self-con- 
trol. A  wise  interruption  in  case  of  need,  a  pouring  on  of  oil,  and  an  appeal  to 
her  better  nature  always  results  in  a  voluntary  putting  on  of  the  brakes,  and 
efforts  to  make  amends  and  retrace  as  rapidly  as  possible  to  the  point  where 
she  left  the  track  of  wise  conduct.  Harsh  measures  and  corporal  punishment 
are  never  used.  The  girls  are  susceptible  to  higher  things  and  do  right  from 
an  inner  prompting  and  not  from  an  outward  command  or  demand.  There 
is  neither  oppression  nor  repression.  A  mutual  amiability  is  our  humble  aim. 
All  are  light-hearted  and  happy,  developing  in  a  natural  home  atmosphere, 
giving  sooner  or  later  loving  and  willing  respect  and  obedience,  earnestly 
fighting  weakness  and  temptation,  winning  many  and  many  a  silent  battle. 
We  try  so  to  guard  and  guide  a  girl  that  she  may  be  kept  from  stumbling.  We 
are  richly  repaid  for  our  every  effort  and  as  we  count  our  blessings  we  find 
that  our  cup  indeed  runneth  over.

Sir.  1  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Freedmen's 
Hospital  for  the  liscal  year  ended  June  30,  1906. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  the  general  work  of  the 
hospital  has  been  promptly  dispatched,  and  all  departments  thereof 
are  in  as  good  a  condition  as  is  possible  under  the  man}^  trying  incon- 
veniences of  an  antiquated  plant.  No  pains  were  spared  nor  efforts 
lessened  to  render  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number. 

Admissions  to  the  hospital  are  classified  under  two  heads,  either  as 
United  States  or  District  of  Columbia  patients.  Those  from  the 
District  of  Columbia  are  received  on  a  contract  basis,  in  pursuance  of 
a  provision  of  the  sundry  civil  act,  approved  March  3,  1905,  author- 
izing the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the 
Board  of  Charities  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  patients  from  the 
District  of  Columbia.  In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  this  contract 
adults  are  charged  $1.10  per  day,  children  under  12  years  of  age  65 
cents  per  day,  and  infants  born  in  the  hospital  40  cents  per  day. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  153  patients  remaining  in 
the  hospital.  Of  these  110  were  chargeable  to  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia and  43  to  the  United  States. 

Two  thousand  two  hundred  and  seven  were  admitted  during  the 
year,  of  which  number  1,614  were  from  the  District  of  Columbia  and 
and  593  from  the  States.  Two  hundred  and  five  births  occurred  in  the 
hospital,  151  being  the  offspring  of  residents  from  the  District  of 
Columbia  and  54  whose  parents  were  from  the  different  States,  making 
a  total  of  2,565  treated  and  under  care  during  the  year.  Of  this  num- 
ber 1,875  were  Distriet  of  Columbia  patients  and  690  were  United 
States  patients. 

Two  thousand  four  hundred  and  twelve  patients  were  discharged, 
leaving  153  patients  in  the  hospital  Julv  1,  1906, 114  being  District  of 
Columbia  patients  and  39  United  States  "patients.  Of  those  discharged 
1,142  were  cured,  981  improved,  66  unimproved,  9  not  treated,  and 
214  died. 

The  total  number  of  days'  treatment  given  patients  from  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  were  37,334,  as  follows:  Adults,  32,402:  children, 
2,435;  infants,  2,497. 

The  total  amount  of  money  due  the  hospital  for  the  care  and  treat- 
ment of  these  patients  was  $38,223.75,  and  of  this  amount  $25,500 
have  been  paid,  leaving  a  balance  due  of  $12,723.75. 

The  number  of  days' treatment  given  United  States  patients  was 
14,313,  to  which  may  be  added  the  number  given  those  from  the 
District  of  Columbia,  making  a  total  of  51,647  days  for  both  classes. 

The  surgical  work  continued  very  heavy  thruout  the  year,  1,012 
operations  having  been  performed.  It  is  with  much  effort  under  the 
present  limited  facilities  that  proper  care  can  be  given  this  kind  of 
work.  The  same  difficulty  is  experienced  in  all  departments  of  the 
hospital,  however:  and  altho  the  number  of  medical  cases  treated 
during  the  year  is  less  than  the  preceding  one,  vet  the  amount  of  laoor 
required  for  their  treatment  did  not  perceptibly  decrease. 

In  the  out-patient  department  4,42(5  were  treated,  as  follows:  Medi- 
cal, 1,895;  surgical,  278;  eye  and  ear,  383;  gynecological,  350;  nose 
and  throat,  294;  nervous,  426;  skin  and  genito-urinary,  800,  making 
a  total  of  6,991  cases  treated  in  all  departments  of  the  hospital. 
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Thirty-seven  post-mortems  were  performed  and  946  pathological 
examinations  were  made.  This  branch  of  the  work  is  very  important, 
and  it  appears  that  satisfactory  results  in  every  particular  will  not  be 
had  until  it  is  pkced  in  charge  of  a  salaried  pathologist  of  experience. 

The  training  school  for  nurses  is  in  an  excellent  condition.  In 
selecting  candidates  for  appointment  in  the  school  the  very  best  are 
sought,  and  there  are  at  present  several  pursuing  the  course  who 
formerly  were  teachers  and  many  others  are  high  school  graduates. 
The  present  course  of  two  }Tears'  training  with  only  one  month's  pro- 
bation to  determine  the  fitness  of  applicants  is  too  short,  and  it  being 
the  policy  of  the  hospital  to  turn  out  well-trained  and  capable  nurses 
of  high  character,  I  would  recommend  that  the  course  of  training  be 
extended  to  three  years,  including  six  months'  probation. 

In  the  appendix  will  be  found  information  concerning  the  require- 
ments exacted  of  the  applicants  desiring  to  enter  the  school. 

The  early  completion  of  the  new  hospital  buildings  is  so  very  urgent 
that  I  can  not  refrain  from  calling  the  attention  of  the  Department  to 
it.  In  the  first  place,  the  buildings  now  occupied  by  the  hospital  are 
worn  out  and  insanitary  to  a  high  degree,  and  with  the  added  danger 
of  fire,  their  further  occupancy  is  fraught  with  grave  concern.  To 
remain  here  another  year  would  necessitate  an  appropriation  of  not 
less  than  $40,000  for  repairs  and  proper  fire-escape  facilities  to  make 
the  buildings  even  fairly  safe  and  sanitary.  This  amount  for  repairs 
can  be  dispensed  with  by  obtaining,  immediately  after  the  convening 
of  the  next  session  of  Congress,  an  appropriation  covering  the  amount 
estimated  for  the  completion  and  equipment  of  the  new  hospital. 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  present  contract  of  December  31,  1906, 
the  new  hospital  will  be  not  only  without  the  equipment  necessary  to 
make  the  new  buildings  habitable,  such  as  heating  apparatus,  plumb- 
ing and  lighting  fixtures,  laundry  and  kitchen  appliances,  but  it  will 
also  be  incomplete  without  the  nurses'  home,  engine  room,  stable,  and 
morgue,  which  are  asked  for  in  the  estimates. 

The  slope  of  the  ground  north  of  the  new  hospital  is  toward  the 
buildings,  the  basements  of  which  are  liable  to  be  flooded  in  case  of 
heavy  rains,  unless  provision  is  made  for  grading  and  drainage  at  an 
early  date. 

To  render  the  buildings  accessible,  roads  and  walks  are  needed, 
together  with  an  iron  fence  to  inclose  the  grounds. 

The  urgency  of  equipping  the  buildings  under  contract  with  heating 
apparatus  at  the  earliest  possible  date  is  manifest,  otherwise  damage 
to  the  interior  finish  will  result  by  reason  of  dampness. 

Unless  due  recognition  of  these  facts  is  taken,  serious  damage  to 
the  building  will  not  only  result,  with  the  possibility  of  having  to 
replace  work  already  done,  but  additional  expenditures  will  be  neces- 
sary if  they  are  much  longer  delayed,  by  reason  of  the  upward  trend 
of  the  price  of  materials  and  labor,  and  also  by  reason  of  the  damage 
to  which  an  unoccupied  building  is  subject.

Report  of  Training  School  for  Nurses. 


Sir:  I  submit  herewith  a  report  of  the  Freedmen's  Hospital  Training  School  for 
Nurses  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1906. 

Since  the  organization  of  the  school  the  course  of  training  has  been  two  years, 
which  is  entirely  too  short,  and  it  is  recommended  that  a  term  of  three  years  be 
adopted  at  the  earliest  practical  moment,  including  a  probationary  period  of  six 
months. 

The  health  of  the  nurses  has  been  excellent,  and  a  high  standard  of  discipline  haH 
been  maintained,  to  the  general  good  of  the  school. 

The  graduating  exercises  were  held  at  Andrew  Rankin  Memorial  Chapel,  May  10, 
1906,  at  which  time  Dr.  John  Gordon,  president  of  Howard  University,  presented 
diplomas  to  13  graduates.  The  address  of  the  evening  was  delivered  by  Rev.  Frank- 
lyn  I.  Bennett.

CIRCULAR  OF  INFORMATION  SENT  APPLICANTS. 


The  Freed  men*  8  Hospital  Training  School  for  Nurses  is  established  to  give  a  two 
years'  course  of  training  to  women  who  desire  to  enter  the  profession  of  nursing. 

Applicants  may  be  received  at  any  time  during  the  year  when  there  is  a  vacancy. 
Those  wishing  to  obtain  this  course  of  instruction  must  apply  to  the  surgeon  in  chief 
of  the  Freedmen's  Hospital,  and  printed  instructions  will  be  furnished  respecting  the 
personal  information  to  be  given  by  applicants.  Letters  of  application  should  be 
accompanied  by  a  statement  from  a  clergyman,  testifying  to  good  moral  character, 
and  from  a  physician,  certifying  to  sound  health  and  unimpaired  faculties.  Appli- 
cants must  be  between  21  and  35  years  of  age,  of  at  least  average  height  and  phy- 
sique, and  must  give  satisfactory  evidence  of  a  general  fitness  of  disposition  and 
temperament  for  the  work  of  nursing.  It  has  been  the  practise  of  the  hospital  to 
appoint  only  unmarried  colored  women  (this  term  includes  widows).  Upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  superintendent  of  the  nurses  and  the  approval  of  the  surgeon 
in  chief  they  will  be  received  one  month  on  probation.  During  the  month  of  trial 
and  previous  to  being  accepted  as  a  pupil  in  the  school  the  applicant  must  be  pre- 
pared for  an  examination  in  reading,  penmanship,  simple  arithmetic,  and  English 
dictation.  The  examination  is  to  test  the  applicant's  ability  to  read  aloud  well,  to 
write  legibly  and  accurately,  to  understand  arithmetic  as  far  as  fractions  and  per 
cent,  and  take  notes  of  lectures.  This  amount  of  education  is^ndispensable  for  a 
member  of  the  school,  but  applicants  are  reminded  that  women  of  superior  education 
and  cultivation  will  be  preferred. 

During  the  probationary  month,  board,  lodging,  and  laundry  work  are  provided 
by  the  school.    The  probationer  provides  her  own  dress. 

The  training  school  authorities  reserve  the  right  to  terminate  the  connection  of  a 
pupil  with  the  school  at  any  time  in  case  of  misconduct,  inefficiency,  or  neglect  of 
duty.  Those  who  prove  satisfactory  are  accepted  as  pupils  after  signing  a  written 
agreement  to  remain  at  the  school  for  two  years,  including  the  probationary  month, 
and  during  that  time  to  obev  the  rules  of  the  school  and  hospital  and  to  be  subordi- 
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nate  to  the  authorities  governing  the  same.  Pupils  reside  at  the  home  and  serve  as 
assistants  in  various  departments  of  the  hospital  for  the  full  two  years.  They  are  also 
expected  to  perform  any  duty  assigned  to  them  by  the  superintendent  of  nurses. 

After  the  month  of  probation  pupils  are  required,  when  on  duty,  to  wear  the  dress 
prescribed  by  the  hospital,  which  is  a  blue  gingham,  simply  made,  with  white  apron 
and  cap  and  linen  collar  and  cuffs.    Probationers  are  not  allowed  to  wear  this  dress. 

In  addition  to  their  board  and  lodging,  and  a  reasonable  amount  of  laundry  work, 
the  nurses  will  be  provided  with  uniforms,  the  necessary  note  and  text-books,  also 
$5  per  month.  This  sum  is  not  given  as  pay  for  services  rendered,  it  being  consid- 
ered that  their  education  during  that  time  is  a  full  equivalent  for  their  services. 

The  day  nurses  are  on  duty  from  7.30  a.  m.  to  7.30  p.  m.,  with  an  hour  off  for 
dinner  and  additional  time  for  exercise  or  rest.  The  pupils  have  a  right  to  one-half 
of  Sunday  and  are  often  given  a  half  day  in  the  week.  A  vacation  of  two  weeks  is 
allowed  each  year  during  the  summer.  In  sickness  the  pupils  are  cared  for  gratui- 
tously, but  the  time  lost  must  be  made  up. 

The  course  of  instruction  is  given  by  visiting  and  resident  physicians  and  surgeons 
at  the  bedside  of  the  patients  and  by  the  superintendent  and  head  nurse.  A  regular 
course  of  lectures,  recitations,  and  demonstrations  is  also  given,  with  examinations 
at  stated  periods.  When  the  full  term  of  two  years  is  ended,  the  nurses  receive,  if 
they  pass  the  examination  and  are  otherwise  satisfactory,  a  diploma  certifying  to  the 
course  of  training  and  practise. 

COURSE  OF  TRAINING. 

The  instruction  includes: 

(1)  The  dressing  of  blisters,  burns,  sores,  wounds;  the  application  of  fomentations, 
poultices,  cups. 

(2)  The  administration  of  enemas  and  use  of  catheter. 

(3)  The  management  of  appliances  for  uterine  complaints. 

(4)  The  best  method  of  friction  to  the  body  and  extremities. 

(5)  The  management  of  helpless  patients;  making  beds,  moving,  changing,  giving 
baths  in  bed,  preventing  and  dressing  bedsores,  and  managing  positions. 

(6)  Bandaging,  making  bandages  and  rollers,  lining  of  splints. 

(7)  The  preparing,  cooking,  and  serving  of  delicacies  for  the  sick. 

They  will  also  be  given  instruction  in  the  best  practical  methods  of  supplying 
fresh  air,  warming  and  ventilating  sick  rooms  in  the  proper  manner,  and  are  taught 
to  take  care  of  rooms  and  wards,  to  keep  all  utensils  perfectly  clean  and  disinfected, 
to  make  accurate  observations  and  reports  to  the  physician  of  the  state  of  the  secre- 
tions, expectoration,  pulse,  skin,  appetite,  temperature  of  the  body,  intelligence  as 
to  delirium  or  stupor,  breathing,  sleep,  condition  of  wounds,  eruptions,  formation  of 
matter,  effect  of  diet,  or  of  stimulants,  or  of  medicine,  and  to  learn  the  management 
of  convalescents. 

The  teaching  will  be  given  by  visiting  or  resident  physicians  and  surgeons  at  the 
bedside  of  the  patients,  and  by  the  superintendent.  Lectures,  recitations,  and  dem- 
onstrations will  take  place  from  time  to  time,  and  examinations  at  stated  periods. 

When  the  full  term  of  two  years  is  ended,  the  nurses  thus  trained,  on  passing  a 
satisfactory  examination,  each  receive  a  diploma.

Sir:  1  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  the  annual  reports  for 
Columbia  Hospital  for  Women  and  Lying-in  Asylum  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1906,  as  follows: 

Report  of  the  Medical  Superintendent,  report  of  the  Medical  Board, 
report  of  the  Board  of  Lady  Visitors,  report  of  the  School  of  Nurs- 
ing, and  the  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

The  important  work  accomplished  during  the  year  is  shown  in  full 
in  the  report  of  the  Medical  Superintendent,  and  the  results  prove  to 
us  the  wonderful  skill  of  the  surgeons  and  the  untiring  energy  and 
ability  of  the  Medical  Superintendent,  the  young  surgeons  attached 
to  the  hospital,  and  the  corps  of  gentle,  able,  and  accomplished  nurses, 
who,  under  the  direction  of  their  ever  faithful,  able,  and  untiring 
Superintendent  of  Nurses,  have  done  so  much  for  the  care,  welfare, 
and  restoration  to  health  of  those  committed  to  their  charge. 

Columbia  stands  to-day  among  the  leading  institutions  of  its  class 
in  the  country,  and  by  its  organic  act  its  work  is  confined  to  diseases 
peculiar  to  women  and  as  a  lying-in  asylum.  It  is  well  equipped  with 
modern  surgical  apparatus.  Its  main  building,  although  constructed  as 
a  dwelling  house  about  ninety  years  ago,  was  reported  by  the  build- 
ing inspector  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  after  a  critical  inspection 
in  March,  1906,  as  in  a  perfectly  safe  condition  so  far  as  its  structural 
features  are  concerned,  while  the  letter  from  the  fire  department  of 
the  District,  so  courteously  sent  to  us  by  your  Board  on  October  27, 
1904,  shows  that  the  chief  of  that  department  highly  commended  the 
Medical  Superintendent  of  Columbia  Hospital  for  the  prompt  action 
taken  to  protect  the  inmates  of  the  hospital  against  fire  by  providing 
appliances,  means,  and  fire  escapes. 

As  persons  suffering  from  contagious  diseases  are  not  admitted  nor 
are  such  cases  treated  in  our  hospital  under  the  law,  the  only  possible 
chance  for  those  entering  being  brought  in  contact  with  such  diseases 
is  the  development  thereof  after  a  patient  has  been  admitted.  Such  a 
case  occurred  during  the  year,  but  the  spread  of  the  disease  was 
promptly  checked  by  the  immediate  report  of  the  matter  to  the  health 
officer,  the  removal'of  the  cases  from  the  hospital,  the  quarantine  and 
fumigation  of  the  cottage  in  which  they  occurred,  and  the  complete 
quarantine  of  all  who  were  in  the  cottage  for  the  usual  period  required 
by  the  board  of  health.  This  is  the  first  occasion  where  a  case  of  this 
kind  has  occurred,  and  the  prompt  action  of  our  Medical  Board  and 
of  the  Medical  Superintendent,  assisted  by  the  accomplished  health 
officer  and  his  agents,  prevented  the  spread  of  the  disease,  and  did 
not  necessitate  the  quarantining  of  the  main  hospital  building. 
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There  has  been  a  slignt  increase  in  the  number  of  patients 
admitted  and  of  births  over  last  year,  while  the  number  of  surgical 
operations,  many  of  them  of  maximum  importance,  has  increased 
about  32  per  cent.  The  death  rate  following  operations  is  less  than 
3£  per  cent,  being  a  very  slight  increase  over  that  of  1905  and  over  8 
per  cent  less  than  in  1899. 

Eight  hundred  and  thirty  patients  were  admitted  during  the  year, 
of  whom  262  were  pay  patients.  The  amount  collected  from  pay 
patients  was  $15,092.96,  being  an  increase  of  $1,851.79  over  the 
year  1901-5. 

The  number  of  indigent  patients  treated  during  the  year  was 
508,  for  the  treatment  of  whom  the  hospital  received  from  the 
Board  of  Charities  the  sum  of  $19,179.60,  or  an  average  of  about 
$33.75  per  patient. 

The  number  of  surgical  operations  performed  during  the  year 
was  634,  being  an  increase  of  151  over  the  year  1901-5  and  412 
more  than  in  1899. 

The  number  of  births  was  363;  the  number  of  visits  to  the  dis- 
pensary was  1.961,  while  the  number  of  prescriptions  compounded 
was  4,304. 

During  the  tiseal  year  many  repairs  have  been  made  to  the  main 
buildings  and  outbuildings,  the  most  important  and  most  needed  of 
which  was  the  installation  of  a  new  50-horsepower  boiler,  the  old 
boiler  having  become  in  such  condition  that  it  failed  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  institution.  Other  work  consisted  of  new  gutter- 
ing and  down  spouts  at  portions  of  the  main  buildings;  repairs  to 
the  nurses'  home  and  the  cottages;  repainting  the  halls  of  main 
building  to  the  third  floor  by  contract  with  the  lowest  bidder  after 
inviting  proposals. 

By  purchase  of  materials  and  using  the  labor  of  the  house  force, 
the  following  has  been  accomplished:  The  outside  of  the  cottage,  the 
two  recovery  rooms,  one  of  the  large  wards,  the  corridor  leading  from 
the  main  hall  at  the  cottage,  the  baby  nursery,  and  the  baby  bathroom 
have  all  been  repainted. 

A  number  of  doors  and  windows  in  the  main  building  and  cottage 
have  been  overhauled  and  repaired;  a  new  maple  floor  has  been  laid 
in  the  baby  bathroom;  the  sills,  floors,  and  weatherboarding  of  the 
porches  leading  from  the  main  building  to  the  nurses'  home  and  the 
cottage  have  been  repaired;  a  new  storage  bin  has  been  placed  in  the 
storeroom;  the  outbuildings  occupied  by  the  fireman,  night  watchman, 
and  hospital  orderly  have  been  repaired;  the  slate  roof  of  the  nurses' 
home  has  been  overhauled  and  put  in  order;  300  feet  of  £-inch  gas 
pipe  has  been  placed  in  the  engine  and  boiler  rooms  of  main  build- 
ing; three  rooms  for  pay  patients  and  the  quarters  of  the  Assistant 
Resident  -Physician  at  the  cottage  have  been  repainted;  parts  of  the 
roof  of  the  main  building  have  been  repaired  and  repainted;  the 
dormitory  occupied  by  the  resident  physicians  and  pharmacist  has 
been  painted  and  grained;  the  kitchen  range  and  brick  piers  thereof 
have  been  repaired;  the  elevator  shaft  has  been  overhauled  and 
repaired:  minor  repairs  have  been  made  to  the  operating  room  and 
the  diet  kitchen  where  required,  and  the  rooms  have  been  repainted: 
the  shutters  of  the  nurses'  home  have  been  repaired;  absolutely  neces- 
sary repairs  were  made  from  time  to  time  to  the  high-pressure  boiler 
be!  'ore  the  new  one  was  available. 
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Repairs  were  made  from  time  to  time  to  the  plumbing,  gas  and 
water  pipes,  gas  fixtures,  electric  lights,  wires  and  batteries,  toilet  and 
bath  rooms,  radiators  and  steam  pipes,  doors,  frames,  windows  and 
sashes.  * 

Similar  repairs  will  be  required  from  year  to  year  in  the  future,  as 
is  customary  in  all  old  buildings,  and  will  continue  to  be  absolutely 
necessary  until  Congress,  in  its  wisdom,  deems  it  proper  to  authorize 
the  construction  of  a  new  hospital  building  on  this  splendid  site  for 
the  treatment  of  diseases  peculiar  to  women  and  a  lying-in  asylum. 

During  the  present  fiscal  year  it  is  proposed  to  expend  the  appro- 
priation of  $2,000,  made  by  the  act  of  June  27,  1906,  for  repairs,  indi- 
cated in  detail  in  my  last  annual  report.  Proposals  will  be  invited 
for  all  of  this  work  which  can  not  be  accomplished  by  the  house  force, 
and  contracts  will  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  institution  during  the  past  year  has 
been  maintained  as  nearly  as  possible  as  heretofore,  though  it  is  a 
source  of  regret  to  me  to  announce  that  the  amount  earned,  but 
never  paid,  for  care  and  treatment  of  indigent  patients  in  excess  of 
the  sums  appropriated  in  11)04  and  1905,  aggregating  $2,475.80, 
which  sum  was  necessary  to  cover  our  liabilities  on  June  30,  1905, 
and  left  us  in  debt  to  that  amount  on  that  date,  has  been  increased 
during  the  year,  owing  to  the  fact  that  during  our  period  of  quar- 
antine in  May,  1906,  we  were  unable  to  receive  any  new  patients 
for  nearly  three  weeks,  while  our  expenses  were  not  only  as  usual 
but  were  increased  by  necessary  fumigation,  painting  in  the  cottage, 
etc.,  after  quarantine"  was  removed,  and  the  result  is  that  the  close 
of  the  fiscal  vear  ending  June  30,  1906,  finds  the  hospital  in  debt 
about  $4,233.11. 

As  I  have  stated  in  my  previous  reports,  debt  is  the  bane  of 
hospital  work,  but  when  suffering  women  appeal  at  our  doors  for 
help  in  time  of  pain  and  serious  illness,  we  can  not,  as  Christian 
men,  turn  them  away. 

Our  efforts  are  to  avoid  the  fate  following  many  of  the  great 
hospitals  in  this  country,  that  of  carrying  the  burden  of  a  heavy 
debt,  and  we  are  able,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  foregoing,  to  plainly 
show  the  cause  of  the  financial  deficit  in  our  own  institution.  Had 
not  the  quarantine  occurred  we  would  probably  have  earned  this 
year  the  entire  appropriation  of  $20,000,  $820.40  of  which  sum  was 
turned  back  into  the  Treasury. 

I  earnestly  trust  that  the  Board  of  Charities  will  ask  that  the  sum 
actually  due"  our  hospital  for  the  treatment  of  indigent  patients  during 
the  fiscal  years  ending  June  30,  1904,  and  June  30,  1905,  amounting 
in  all  to  $2,475.80,  may  be  appropriated  in  the  deficiency  bill  during 
the  next  session  of  Congress. 

In  the  report  of  the  Medical  Superintendent  of  Columbia  Hospital 
for  1905  it  was  shown  that  the  cost  of  maintenance  in  our  institution, 
keeping  in  view  the  welfare  of  the  sick,  is  less  per  diem  than  in  most 
of  the  larger  and  important  hospitals  indicated  in  the  schedule; 
economy  without  parsimony  is  maintained;  our  patients  are  well  fed 
and  receive  the  most  careful  treatment  from  distinguished  surgeons 
and  well-trained,  gentle,  and  faithful  nurses.  The  cases  are  those 
peculiar  to  the  female  sex,  and  among  the  indigent  class  are  some- 
times in  the  most  acute  state  when  the  sufferer  reaches  us.  The 
numerous  gvnecological  operations  not  only  demand  consummate 
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surgical  skill,  but  expensive  instruments,  antiseptics,  sponges,  lint, 
bandages,  etc.,  while  as  a  rule  the  condition  of  the  patients  after  the 
operation  requires  the  constant,  faithful,  untiring  attention  of  the 
most  skillful  and  experienced  nurses.  • 

Attention  is  invited  to  the  interesting  report  of  the  Medical  Board 
of  the  hospital  herewith,  dated  March  22,  1906,  wherein  these  emi- 
nent surgeons  express  their  views  as  to  the  advantages  of  a  special 
over  a  general  institution  for  the  medical  and  surgical  treatment  of 
the  diseases  peculiar  to  women,  and  for  the  care  of  women  before, 
during,  and  after  childbirth.  This  report  is  worthy  of  the  careful 
and  thoughtful  consideration  not  only  of  the  medical  profession,  but 
especially  of  those  nonprofessionals  who  are  so  deeply  interested  in 
the  great  hospital  work  in  the  nation's  capital. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Lady  Visitors  shows  the  beautiful  work 
done  by  these  noble  women  who  so  freely  and  generously  give  their 
time  to  the  hospital,  and  by  their  thoughtful  and  tender  courtesies 
add  so  much  to  the  comfort,  welfare,  and  happiness  of  their  sisters 
who  are  suffering  from  serious  illness. 

The  report  of  our  able  and  conscientious  Superintendent  of  Nurses 
shows  the  splendid  work  now  being  accomplished  in  the  Training 
School  for  Nurses,  jointly  carried  on  by  Columbia  and  Children's  hos- 
pitals, in  preparing  the  noble,  self-sacrificing  band  of  young  women 
who  quietly  move  among  the  invalids  like  angels  of  mercy,  soothing, 
comforting,  and  caring  for  those  committed  to  their  charge. 

The  faculty  of  the  Training  School  is  composed  of  some  of  the  ablest 
surgeons  and  physicians  in  our  country.  The  course  of  lectures  and 
of  study  embraces  nearly  every  subject  appertaining  to  the  profession, 
and  the  results  have  been  eminently  satisfactory. 

Fifteen  young  ladies,  ten  of  whom  were  from  Columbia  Hospital, 
were  graduated  on  May  24  and  received  their  diplomas,  indicating  that 
they  had  satisfactorily  accomplished  the  three  years'  course  of  instruc- 
tion and  were  mentally  and  physically  qualified  for  the  noble  work 
the}'  had  undertaken.  Of  the  fifteen' graduates,  two  were  from  the 
Dominion  of  Canada,  one  from  New  York,  three  from  Pennsylvania, 
two  from  Maryland,  two  from  Virginia,  two  from  West  Virginia, 
one  from  Alabama,  one  from  Indiana,  and  one  from  the  District  of 
Columbia. 

The  estimates  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1908,  are  as  follows: 
First.  For  care  and  treatment  of  indigent  patients,  under  a  contract 
to  be  made  with  Columbia  Hospital  for  Women  and  Lying-in  Asylum 
by  the  Board  of  Charities,  $20,000.  This  sum,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  and  of  the  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  hospital, 
is  absolutely  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the  institution,  includ- 
ing the  care  of  patients  and  the  heating,  lighting,  and  proper  policing 
of  buildings  and  grounds.  Only  so  much  of  this  sum  as  is  earned  by 
the  hospital  for  the  care  of  indigent  patients  can  be  paid  to  it,  and 
any  balance  remaining  reverts  to  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1904,  the  amount  due  the 
hospital  for  the  care  of  indigent  patients  was  $1,096.60  in  excess  of 
the  appropriation  of  £20,000,  and  during  the  year  ended  June  30, 
1905,  it  was  11,379.20  in  excess  of  the  appropriation,  thus  showing  an 
indebtedness  to  the  hospital  for  the  two  years  of  $2,475.80.  It  would 
be  an  act  of  cruelty  to  refuse  entrance  to  a  woman  who,  while  surfer- 
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ing  from  the  pangs  of  childbirth  or  other  serious  illness,  rings  the 
hospital  bell  at  night  and  pleads  for  admission.  Such  cases  do  occur, 
and  our  inviolable  rule  is  not  to  turn  away  the  applicant,  but  to  admit 
her  and  report  the  case  at  once  to  the  Board  of  Charities.  Cases  of 
this  kind  have  occurred  when  we  knew  that  the  appropriation  was 
exhausted,  but  the  patient  was  promptly  admitted  and  cared  for  until 
able  to  leave  the  hospital. 

Second.  For  payment  of  amount  due  for  care  of  indigent  patients 
received  from  the  Board  of  Charities  during  the  month  of  June,  1904, 
after  the  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,1904,  was 
exhausted,  $1,096.60;  to  be  submitted  as  a  deficiency  estimate. 

Third.  For  payment  of  amount  due  for  care  of  indigent  patients 
received  from  the  Board  of  Charities  during  the  month  of  J  une,  1905, 
after  the  appropriation  of  $20,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 
1905,  was  exhausted,  $1,379.20;  to  be  submitted  as  a  deficiency 
estimate. 

The  necessity  for  these  two  items  is  fully  explained  under  the  first 
item,  and  the  failure  to  receive  the  sum  properly  due  was  the  cause  of 
the  hospital's  inability  to  meet  its  financial  obligations  in  full  at  the 
close  of  the  last  fiscal  year.  We  have  no  endowment  fund,  and  our 
receipts  fell  short  of  our  expenses  by  $2,175.80. 

Fourth.  For  repairs  rendered  absolutely  necessary  from  time  to  time 
to  the  hospital  buildings  and  roads,  which  are  the  property  of  the 

United  States,  $3,500. 

The  main  structure,  built  of  brick  about  the  year  1812,  was  designed 
as  a  dwelling  house,  and,  although  perfectly  safe  so  far  as  its  struc- 
tural features  are  concerned,  still  lacks  many  of  the  attributes  of  a 
modern  hospital.  This  building  and  the  two  cottages  devoted  to 
obstetrical  work,  together  with  the  other  outbuildings,  need  constant 
repairs. 

With  the  $3,500  now  requested  it  is  proposed  to  accomplish  the 
following  repairs  and  improvements: 

Repair  and  repaint  iron  fence  and  repair  stone  retaining  wall  inclosing  grounds .  $350 

Put  up  awnings  on  south  and  southwest  sides  of  main  building.   130 

Construct  road  covering  of  cement,  concrete,  asphalt,  or  vitrified  brick  on  road- 

way  from  Twenty-fourth  street  through  grounds  to  main  building   1,  500 

Retube  boiler  at  cottage   j~ 

Extend  steam  line  for  heating  purposes  from  main  building  to  cottage   50 

Repaint  inside  of  north  wing  of  main  building,  including  the  help's  quarters, 

linen  room,  toilet  room,  pantry,  and  corridors   250 

Repair  Superintendent's  quarters  and  office  -   jjjj 

Repair  porch  connecting  main  building  with  cottage  and  nurses  home   <J> 

Overhaul  and  install  new  bath  tub  in  toilet  room  in  cottage  -  -  -  7jJ 

Repair,  replaster,  and  paint  convalescent's  ward  and  corridor  in  cottage  

Repair  and  repaint  roof  of  stable   ~J 

Repair  woodwork  and  repaint  kitchen  and  pantries   «J

Incidental  repairs  to  floors,  plastering,  shutters,  doors,  sashes,  plumbing,  heat- 

ing,  and  lighting  ^   

Total   3'500 

Fifth.  For  preparing  detailed  plans  and  specifications  and  for 
commencing  the  construction  of  a  new  hospital  upon  the  site  now 
owned  bv  the  United  States,  at  a  total  cost  not  to  exceed  $300,000, 
$100,000  is  requested  for  the  next  fiscal  year,  with  authority  to  enter 
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into  contract  for  the  entire  work  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $300,000. 
Amount  now  requested,  $100,000. 

The  demands  upon  the  hospital  are  annually  increasing,  and  the 
limit  of  its  capacity  has  been  reached. 

The  main  building  is  old,  and  devoid  to  a  large  extent  of  those 
modern  appliances  now  deemed  absolutely  necessary  by  the  medical 
profession. 

The  institution  can  properly  accommodate  only  87  pay  patients, 
58  indigent  patients,  and  30  infants. 

Nearly  two  score  years  ago  the  hospital  was  incorporated  by  act 
of  Congress,  and  in  1872  and  1875  Congress  provided  for  the 
purchase  of  the'  original  building,  together  with  40,000  square  feet 
of  ground,  for  the  total  sum  of  $50,000,  vesting  the  title  in  the 
United  States  for  the  use  of  the  hospital,  and  declaring  in  the  act 
"  that  no  part  of  the  real  or  personal  property  now  held  or  here- 
after to  be  acquired  by  said  institution  shall  be  devoted  to  any 
other  purpose  than  a  hospital  for  women  and  lying-in  asylum, 
without  the  consent  of  the  United  States." 

For  over  a  third  of  a  century  this  splendid  institution  has  accom- 
plished marvelous  work  in  saving  lives  and  alleviating  the  suffering 
of  the  weaker  sex,  a  duty  which  appeals  most  forcibly  to  the  men 
of  the  nation. 

Its  'Medical  Board  consists  of  surgeons  of  high  character  and 
eminent  ability.  Its  Medical  Superintendent  is  a  skillful  and  accom- 
plished retired  surgeon  of  the  United  States  Army. 

The  roll  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  hospital  since 
its  organization  bears  upon  it  the  names  of  eminent  citizens,  and 
to-day  includes  one  United  States  Senator,  two  Members  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  of  the  United  States 
Senate,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  District 
of  Columbia,  a  bishop  and  another  clergyman,  distinguished  lawyers, 
bankers,  and  others  from  civil  life,  the  Surgeon-General  of  the 
United  States  Navy,  the  Surgeon-General  of  the  United  States 
Army,  a  retired  Surgeon-General  of  the  United  States  Army,  and 
a  retired  Chief  of  Engineers  of  the  United  States  Army. 

The  members  of  the  Board  are  deeply  interested  in  the  great 
work  intrusted  to  them,  and  together  with'  a  board  of  about  twenty- 
five  Lady  Visitors,  give  such  time  as  the}'  can  spare  from  their 
other  duties  to  this  valuable  and  important  charity.  The  time  has 
now  come  to  broaden  and  extend  the  operations  of  the  hospital  in 
order  that  it  may  move  forward  and  be  a  still  greater  credit  to 
the  national  capital,  and  upon  the  splendid  site  at  the  junction 
of  Pennsylvania  avenue  and  Twenty-fifth  and  L  streets  NW.,  all 
the  property  of  the  United  States/ a  building  should  at  once  be 
constructed  which  will  be  in  consonance  with  its  object  and 
surroundings,  will  be  an  ornament  to  the  city,  and  equipped  with 
every  modern  appliance  and  convenience  suitable  for  the  care  and 
relief  of  the  women  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

In  the  name  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  hospital,  again  I  plead 
for  the  women  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  earnestly  appeal  to 
the  Board  of  Charities  to  aid  us  in  obtaining  the  appropriation  required 
to  construct  this  new  building,  and  in  placing  the  only  hospital  in 
Washington  for  the  exclusive  use  of  women  upon  as  high  a  plane 
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as  to  structure  and  equipment  as  Garfield,  Providence,  and  Freed- 
men's  hospitals,  all  of  which,  I  am  informed,  have  received  large 
appropriations  from  Congress  in  recent  years. 

The  estimate  submitted  is  for  a  building  to  cost  not  more  than 
$300,000,  one-third  of  which  the  Board  of  Directors  now  requests,  in 
order  that  detailed  plans  may  be  prepared  at  once  and  work  com- 
menced as  soon  as  practicable. 

It  is  proposed  to  construct  the  new  building  in  sections,  tearing 
down  portions  of  the  old  buildings  as  the  new  sections  are  completed 
and  ready  for  occupancy. 

Sixth.  For  enlargement  and  improvement  of  the  present  nurses' 
home  building,  now  on  United  States  land,  including  preparation  of 
detailed  plans  and  specifications,  $15,000. 

With  the  steady  growth  of  the  work  of  the  hospital  and  the  increase 
in  the  number  of  patients,  it  became  necessary  to  increase  our  force 
of  young  lady  nurses.  At  this  time,  including  the  Superintendent  of 
Nurses,  it  consists  of  2  graduate  nurses  as  assistants,  and  26  nurses 
on  duty  and  taking  the  course  of  instruction.  Our  nurses'  home 
fails  to  accommodate  the  force  employed,  and  we  have  been  obliged 
for  the  past  three  years  to  rent  additional  quarters  outside  the 
grounds.  This  is  speciall}'  hard  both  on  the  nurses  and  patients,  the 
inconvenience  and  expense  to  the  hospital  being  also  a  matter  for 
grave  consideration. 

I  earnestly  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Charities  for  its  aid  in  this  mat- 
ter. Its  members  know  full  well  the  labors  devolving  upon  the  noble 
young  women;  busy  for  twelve  hours  out  of  the  twenty-four,  they 
should  be  provided  with  proper  comfort  during  the  hours  when  they 
are  permitted  to  rest  from  their  serious,  self-sacrificing  duties. 

1  earnestly  trust  that  the  Board  of  Charities  will  again  support  the 
Hospital  Board  in  its  effort  to  elevate  this  important  work  and  to 
make  Columbia  Hospital  the  greatest  institution  of  its  class  in  this 
country,  and  that  it  will  submit  the  foregoing  estimates  to  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  District  of  Columbia,  bearing  its  indorsement  of 
the  heartiest  approval.

REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  BOARD. 

Columbia  Hospital  for  Women, 

Washington,  D.  C,  March  2°2,  1906. 

Gentlemen:  The  Medical  Board  of  Columbia  Hospital  for  Women 
and  Lying-in  Asylum  respectfully  submit  for  }Tour  consideration  the 
following  reasons  regarding  the  advantages  of  a  special  over  a  general 
institution  for  the  medical  and  surgical  treatment  of  the  diseases  pecu- 
liar to  women  and  for  the  care  of  women  before,  during,  and  after 
childbirth: 

That  Columbia  Hospital  was  incorporated  forty  years  ago  as  a  special 
hospital,  and  by  the  stipulation  of  its  charter  has  had  its  work  confined 
to  obstetrical  cases  and  to  the  treatment  of  diseases  peculiar  to  women. 

In  consequence  of  this  special  work,  extending  over  so  long  a  period, 
and  the  standard  of  efficiency  which  has  been  established  and  main- 
tained by  its  Boards  of  Directors  and  the  professional  standing  of  those 
connected  with  it  from  time  to  time,  itposesses  exceptional  opportuni- 
ties for  charitable  and  educational  purposes  on  medical  lines. 

The  value  of  specialization  in  any  and  every  department  of  science, 
and  particularly  of  medical  science,  has  been  so  long  appreciated  by 
every  student  and  observer  of  progress  and  development  that  its  neces- 
sity for  the  best  results  has  been  generally  conceded.  Special  medical 
and  surgical  work  has  been  greatly  assisted  by  these  special  facilities 
to  be  found  in  special  hospitals,  laboratories,  etc.,  and  it  has  been  in 
recognition  of  these  advantages  that  encouragement  and  assistance 
have  been  given  to  special  work  by  all  true  humanitarians  in  public 
and  private  life. 

There  is,  it  is  true,  a  certain  kind  of  medical  and  surgical  work 
which  has  not  as  yet  been  specialized,  and  the  material  for  this  work 
would  be  more  suitable  for  a  general  hospital,  but  to  discontinue  a 
special  hospital,  such  as  Columbia  Hospital  for  Women,  or  the  Eye 
and  Ear  Hospital  in  this  city,  or  to  merge,  here  or  elsewhere,  two  or 
more  special  hospitals  into  a  general  one,  would  be  a  retrograde  step, 
incompatible,  in  our  judgment,  with  the  best  interests  of  charity  and 
education. 

That  the  results  of  the  professional  work  done  here  for  the  afflicted 
women  committed  to  our  charge  have  been  successful  and  satisfactory 
is  best  attested  by  the  confidence  they  and  their  relatives  and  friends 
have  in  this  institution,  since  instances  occur  from  time  to  time,  as  we 
are  informed  by  the  Superintendent,  where  indigent  patients  sent  to 
us  by  the  Board  of  Charities,  on  finding  no  beds  vacant  have  decided 
to  wait  until  they  could  be  admitted  here  rather  than  go  to  some  other 
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hospital  in  the  city.  Two  instances  of  this  kind  occurred  to-day 
(March  22),  when  two  patients  who  held  permits  from  the  Board  of 
Charities,  and  for  whom  there  were  no  accommodations  here,  preferred 
to  wait  for  two  vacant  beds  rather  than  go  elsewhere.  We  mention 
this  incident  only  to  show  that  those  who  come  to  us  for  relief  from 
their  suffering  have  implicit  faith  in  the  particular  advantages  and 
benefits  of  Columbia  Hospital  for  afflicted  womanhood. 

The  results  of  the  special  medical  and  surgical  work  done  here  are 
published  in  our  annual  reports,  and  should  convince  any  disinterested 
person  who  will  compare  them  with  those  given  in  the  annual  reports 
of  other  hospitals,  whether  special  or  general  in  character,  that  Colum- 
bia Hospital  should  not  be  discontinued  and  that  the  class  of  indigent 
patients  treated  here  and  requiring  special  treatment  should  not  be 
distributed  among  general  hospitals,  but  that,  on  the  contrary,  we 
should  be  given  improved  and  increased  facilities  in  the  form  of  a  new 
building  of  modern  construction  and  equipment  for  the  charitable  and 
educational  work  in  which  we  are  engaged.  We  believe  the  residents 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  and  those  who  are  so  unfortunate  as  to  be 
overtaken  by  affliction  while  visiting  here  are  entitled  to  such  modern 
equipment,  and  this,  we  feel  sure,  would  be  authorized  by  those  in  con- 
trol of  the  situation  if  they  fully  realized  some  of  the  inconveniences 
and  disadvantages  to  which  we  are  subjected  in  our  work. 

Columbia  Hospital  for  Women  and  Lying-in  Asylum  has  been  in 
existence  for  forty  years.  The  Medical  Board,  in  conclusion,  submits 
the  following  arguments  for  its  continuance: 

1.  Specialism  in  medicine  marks  the  greatest  advance  it  has  achieved. 
The  held  of  medicine  is  so  large  that  its  highest  results  in  study  and 
practice  must  come  from  earnest  effort  by  workers  in  fields  so  limited 
that  a  large  amount  of  time  is  allowed  for  minute  study.  If  this  is 
true  of  the  members  of  the  profession  it  is  equally  true  of  their  auxil- 
iaries, such  as  house  doctors  and  nurses,  diet  kitchen,  etc. 

2.  One  has  only  to  see  the  development  of  the  Episcopal  Eye.  Ear, 
and  Throat  Hospital  of  this  city  to  understand  the  . truth  of  these 
statements.  This  institution,  of  but  a  few  years'  existence,  has  been 
an  important  one,  and,  we  doubt  not,  is  affording  better  treatment  of 
diseases  of  the  eye,  ear,  nose,  and  throat  than  can  possibly  be  given  in 
general  hospitals. 

3.  Obstetrical  work  can  not  be  done  as  safely  in  general  hospitals 
as  in  special  ones.  The  death  rate  and  sick  list  will  necessarily  be 
greater  in  the  former.  The  greatest  benefit  of  recent  years  is  the 
reduced  mortality  from  child-bed  fever.  The  danger  of  contamination 
of  healthy  women  from  diseased  ones  is  far  greater  in  the  general  hos- 
pital, where  so  many  different  diseases  are  treated.  Smallpox,  scarlet 
fever,  diphtheria,  and  erysipelas  are  particularly  dangerous  diseases  to 
the  child-bed  woman,  and  often  develop  in  her  puerperal  fever.  Sup- 
purating wounds,  pyemia,  and  septic  diseases  generally  also  commu- 
nicate child-bed  fever  to  the  puerperal  women.  Infection  is  carried 
by  doctors  and  nurses  going  from  the  different  wards,  in  the  course  of 
their  duties.  Careful  aseptic  work  in  obstetric  practice  can  be  car- 
ried out  more  thoroughly  in  a  special  hospital  than  in  a  general  insti- 
tution, or  even  in  the  best  private  home.  The  poorer  classes  can 
receive  the  best  treatment  and  the  death  rate  will  compare  favorably 
with  that  of  the  more  favored  classes. 
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4.  New  York,  Philadelphia,  Baltimore,  and  other  large  cities  have 
large  special  hospitals  for  precisely  the  same  purpose  as  is  Columbia 
Hospital. 

These  are  facts  that  appeal  to  people  looking  from  the  humane 
standpoint;  but  they  appeal  less  to  those  who  are  more  interested  in 
the  economical  side  of  the  problem,  and  who  would  therefore  permit 
a  higher  mortality  as  a  sacrifice  to  dollars  and  cents.

Columbia  Hospital  for  Women,

Gentlemen:  In  submitting  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1906,  together  with  that  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Nurses, 
herewith  inclosed,  1  have  the  honor  to  state  that  the  work  done  dur- 
ing the  year  has  been  conducted  on  those  superior  lines  indicated  by 
your  wishes  and  directions  from  time  to  time  and  in  accordance  with 
your  general  policy  of  economy  and  efficiency  in  connection  with  the 

Erescribed  purposes  of  the  institution.  The  professional  work  proper 
as  been  of  that  high  order  which  you  have  always  desired  and  of  the 
results  of  which  you  may  very  justly  be  proud.  With  such  interest 
and  ability  displayed  by  our  visiting  staff,  with  such  aid  and  assistance 
given  daily  by  them  to  afflicted  womanhood,  and  with  such  results  in 
behalf  of  charity  and  education  as  are  shown  in  this  report  and  others 
which  have  preceded  it,  it  does  indeed  seem  the  irony  of  circum- 
stances— a  travesty  on  progress  and  justice — that  they  can  not  be  fur- 
nished with  proper  facilities  for  their  special  work  in  the  form  of  such 
a  modern  hospital  building,  well  arranged  and  properly  equipped, 
as  is  to  be  found  in  every  other  city  of  this  size  in  the  country.  If 
those  who  have  it  in  their  power  to  confer  this  blessing  could  witness 
for  one  month — yes,  for  one  day — what  is  being  accomplished  here 
under  such  inconvenient  and  adverse  conditions,  or  would  otherwise 
inform  themselves  in  this  matter,  they  would  at  once  appreciate,  I 
know,  the  ethics  and  wisdom  of  promptly  responding  to  the  manifest 
necessities,  in  this  respect,  of  this  community  and  of  those  women  who 
may  be  overtaken  by  such  affliction  as  requires  treatment  in  a  special 
hospital  of  this  kind.

STATISTICS. 


(Including  both  adults  and  infants.) 

There  remained  in  the  hospital.  June  30,  11)05,  80  patients;  of  these 
4<>  were  white  and  -AO  colored.  Admissions  during  the  year,  including 
infants,  were  1,195,  as  against  1,173  last  year.  The  total  number 
treated,  including  infants,  was  1,275,  as  against  1,255  last  year;  of 
these  (520  were  white  and  640  colored.  Discharges  and  deaths  during 
the  year  were  1,167,  as  against  1,176  last  year;  of  this  number  596 
were  white  and  571  colored.  There  remained  in  the  hospital,  July  1, 
190: >,  65  patients;  of  these  10  were  white  and  55  colored. 

In  the  Gynecological  Division  the  admissions  were  415,  as  against 
438  last  year;  in  the  Obstetrical  Division,  780,  as  against  735  last  year. 
Number'of  births  in  the  hospital  was  189  males,  174  females;  a  total 
of  363,  as  against  358  last  year.  Of  these  births  140  were  white  and 
223  colored. 

The  results  of  treatment  have  been  1,054  discharged  as  cured  and 
improved,  69  as  unimproved  and  not  treated  and  transferred  to  other 
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hospitals,  and  44  died.  Of  the  deaths,  24  were  white  and  20  were 
colored.  The  number  of  days  of  hospital  treatment  was  25,501,  as 
against  28,057  in  1905.  The  daily  average  under  treatment  was  69.48, 
as  against  76.87  last  year.  The  largest  number  of  patients  in  the 
hospital  on  any  one  day  was  107;  the  smallest  number  was  27. 

MORTALITY. 

The  percentage  of  mortality,  exclusive  of  infants,  has  been  2.65  of 
the  cases  treated,  as  against  2.82  for  last  .year;  that  for  surgical  oper- 
ations exclusively  3.17,  as  against  3.12  for  1905. 

There  occurred  during  the  year  in  the  Obstetrical  Division  22  cases 
of  toxemia  (eelamptogenic  poisoning  of  pregnancy),  including  6  cases 
of  eclampsia  (puerperal  convulsions),  without  a  single  maternal  death. 
This  speaks  for  itself  to  those  acquainted  with  the  usual  mortality  in 
this  complication  of  pregnancy. 

OUT-PATIENT  DEPARTMENT  (DISPENSARY). 

The  dispensary  has  done  excellent  work,  as  will  be  seen  from  the 
statistical  tables  in  the  appendix  of  this  report.  There  are  many 
patients  who  do  not  necessarily  require  to  be  admitted  to  the  hospital 
for  treatment,  but  who  are  cured  or  benefitted  in  the  dispensary.

EARNINGS  AND  EXPENDITURES. 

Our  earnings  for  the  year  (July  1, 1905,  to  June  30,  1906)  have  been' 
$34,602.03,  and  our  expenditures  $36,359.34:,   being  an  excess  of 
expenditures  over  receipts  for  the  year  of  $1,757.31. 

This  amount  added  to  our  liabilities,  June  30, 1905  ($2,475.80),  gives 
us  a  total  deficit,  June  30, 1906,  of  $4,233.11. 

While  supplies  and  services  of  all  kinds  are  higher  in  price  now 
than  they  were  fifteen  or  twenty  years  ago,  a  glance  over  the  records 
of  the  hospital  for  that  period  shows  that  the  average  cost  for  main- 
tenance and  treatment  per  patient  has  been  less  during  the  past  year 
than  it  was  at  that  time.  For  1886  it  was  $44.96;  for  1890,  $73.13; 
and  for  lt><>6,  140.80.  This  decrease  in  the  average  cost  per  patient, 
moreover,  has  occurred  notwithstanding  the  improved  methods  and 
facilities  we  now  have  for  the  care  and  comfort  of  the  patients,  which 
did  not  exist  in  the  hospital  at  that  time. 

This  being  a  Government  building,  built  in  1812,  and  requiring  fre- 
quent repairs,  Congress  has  been  induced  to  appropriate,  from  time 
to  time,  a  limited  amount  for  purposes  of  repair  of  structure  only. 
With  this  exception,  our  only  sources  of  revenue  are  from  the  Board 
of  Charities,  for  the  maintenance  and  treatment,  according  to  a  con- 
tract with  them,  of  such  indigent  persons  (residents  of  the  District)  as 
they  send  to  us  for  that  purpose,  and  from  such  private  patients  as 
are  admitted  and  treated  by  our  visiting  staff  or  other  reputable 
physicians  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

The  hospital  not  being-  an  endowed  institution  and  not  having  a 
reserve  fund  of  any  kind  or  receiving  from  any  source,  funds  which  are 
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not  earned— either  from  ward  patients,  private  patients,  or  the  Board  of 
Charities— and  having  in  addition  to  its  legitimate  operating  expenses 
those  incident  to  certain  structural  repairs  not  covered  by  the  small 
appropriations  made  bv  Congress  for  the  purpose,  it  is  easy  to  under- 
stand how  difficult  it  is  to  prevent  a  deficit  at  times,  or  to  reduce, 
without  assistance,  one  already  existing. 

Since  all  institutions  of  this  kind  that  wish  or  intend  to  do  work 
on  charitable  and  educational  lines  have  back  of  them,  without  excep- 
tion, so  far  as  I  know,  certain  reserves  or  resources  in  the  forms  of 
endowments  or  contributions,  if  voluntary  hospitals,  or  of  regular 
appropriations  if  municipal  in  character,  with  which  to  meet  deficits, 
when  they  do  occur,  it  will  be  seen  why  we  may  reasonably  expect  to 
be  overtaken,  at  times,  by  certain  embarrassments  from  which  they 
escape  or  are  relieved. 

For  these  reasons,  they  are  in  a  position,  in  consequence  of  this  aid 
and  assistance,  to  do  certain  charitable  and  educational  work  which  we 
arc  unable  to  do  without  increasing  our  liabilities:  in  other  words,  we 
are  driven  either  to  a  commercial  basis,  something  which  is  and  should 
be  foreign  to  the  standard  spirit  and  intent  of  hospitals,  or  must  be 
prepared  to  expect  our  indebtedness  to  increase.  Moreover,  if  we 
were  to  attempt  to  conduct  a  hospital  in  Washington  as  a  purety  com- 
mercial enterprise  we  could  not  be  expected  to  work  successfully 
beside  those  hospitals  here  that  are  favored  with  financial  aid  and  assist- 
ance in  case  of  emergency.  1 

I  simply  mention  these  facts  to  show  that  our  deficit  may  be  con- 
sidered under  the  circumstances  not  at  all  surprising.  On  the  con- 
trary, it  may  justly  be  regarded  as  legitimate  and  logical,  when  our 
operating  expenses,  according  to  the  kind  of  work  done  here,  are  com- 
pared with  those  of  other  charitable  and  educational  hospitals  through- 
out the  country. 

That  our  charges  to  private  patients  are  not  lower  than  those  of 
other  hospitals  in  the  city  is  attested  by  the  fact  that  private  patients 
who  have  wanted  to  come  to  us,  and  whose  surgeons  also  desired  it, 
have  stated,  as  a  reason  for  not  doing  so,  that  they  could  obtain  hos- 
pital maintenance  and  treatment  in  other  hospitals  in  Washington  at  a 
cheaper  rate  than  we  could  offer  to  give  them. 

It  will  readily  be  seen,  therefore,  under  what  disadvantages  we  are 
laboring  as  a  commercial  or  charitable  project  in  working  beside  hos- 
pitals having  a  financial  backing,  individual  or  institutional,  voluntary 
or  otherwise. 

For  these  reasons,  therefore,  I  am  reluctantly  obliged  to  think  that 
unless  some  "ways  and  means,"  in  addition  to  those  we  now  have  can 
be  devised  or  discovered  with  which  to  meet  our  deficit,  it  will  not 
materially,  if  at  all,  decrease;  indeed,  under  the  circumstances  and 
conditions  which  I  have  attempted  to  describe,  it  would  be  more  in 
accordance  with  the  experience  of  hospitals  for  it  to  gradually  increase, 
unless  prevented  by  resources  other  than  those  we  now  possess  or  are 
promised. 

It  is  generally  conceded,  not  only  by  the  profession,  but  also  by 
those  members  of  the  laitv  who  have  had  experience  in  hospital  work 
or  are  familiar  with  the  "comparative  merits  of  the  two  classes  of 
hospitals,  that  what  are  known  as  voluntary  hospitals  furnish  a  higher 
grade  of  service  than  municipal  hospitals  and  must  therefore  be  con- 
ducted at  a  higher  rate  of  expenditure.    There  may  be  one  or  two 
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exceptions,  but  the  rule  in  this  matter  nevertheless  obtains.  I  do  not 
know  that  I  can  better  express  the  views  generally  entertained  on  this 
subject  than  to  quote  from  a  recent  article,  "The  United  States  Hos- 
pital Field,"  contributed  by  an  able  and  acknowledged  authority  in 
hospital  matters  to  ''Burdett's  Hospital  Charities,  1906,  the  Yearbook 
of  Philanthrophy  and  Hospital  Annual,"  published  by  the  Scientific 
Press,  London,  England: 

"Previous  editions  of  the  yearbook  have  presented  an  analysis  of  the  sources  of 
income  of  typical  hospitals  in  the  United  States,  and  have  divided  these  hospitals 
into  two  groups — those  supported  wholly  or  mainly  by  State  or  municipal  funds 
raised  by  taxation,  and  those  which,  whether  managed  by  secular  or  religious  trus- 
tees, derive  their  support  from  voluntary  contributions.  A  comparison  of  reports 
of  the  expenditures  of  these  two  classes  of  hospitals  shows  at  a  glance  that  the 
methods  of  the  one  class  are  distinctly  different  from  those  of  the  other. 

In  general  terms  (and  this  applies  with  a  few  exceptions  to  all  of  the  municipal 
hospitals  in  the  United  States  intended  for  the  reception  of  medical  and  surgical 
cases)  public  hospitals  are  conducted  at  a  low  rate  of  expenditure,  which  implies  a 
low  grade  of  efficiency;  hospitals  supported  by  voluntary  contributions,  on  the  other 
hand,  aim  at  a  higher  rate  of  service  and  are  unashamed  of  expense  accounts  rela- 
tively vast.  This  contrast  is  forcibly  exemplified  in  New  York  City.  Here,  on  one 
hand,  are  the  public  hospitals,  Bellevue,  City,  Metropolitan  and  Kings  County,  con- 
ducted at  an  average  expense  of  $1  per  capita  per  day  or  less,  and  on  the  other  hand 
a  large  number  of  private  institutions  of  the  highest  grade,  supported  mainly  by  the 
gilts  of  the  benevolent  and  conducted  at  a  daily  per  capita  cost  which  approximates 
$2.  Throughout  the  country — in  Philadelphia,  Cincinnati,  St.  Paul,  Milwaukee, 
Chicago,  St.  Louis,  San  Francisco,  New  Orleans,  etc. — contrasts  of  this  sort  are 
found.  The  single  notable  exception  is  Boston,  which,  having  many  years  ago 
'adopted  the  system  of  control  by  an  honorary  board  of  trustees,  a  system  introduced 
by  voluntary  hospitals,  now  conducts  a  municipal  hospital,  which 'in  cost  and 
efficiency  ranks  with  the  best  of  the  voluntary  institutions." 

In  connection  with  the  reference  in  the  foregoing  article  to  the 
Bellevue  Hospital,  New  York,  and  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  Boston, 
Mass.,  both  municipal  hospitals,  I  would  add  that  the  cost  per  diem  per 
patient,  according  to  their  last  annual  reports,  was  $1.45  and  $1.52, 
respectively.

I  have  had  no  reason  to  change  my  views  concerning-  the  establish- 
ment of  a  part-pay  class  of  patients,  and  referred  to  in  my  last  annual 
report  as  follows: 

"After  careful  consideration  of  this  subject  and  my  experience  here  during  the 
fiscal  years  1904  and  1905,  in  connection  with  the  appropriations  of  Congress  annu- 
ally for  the  maintenance  of  indigent  and  emergency  patients  sent  to  this  hospital,  I 
am  constrained  to  believe  that  if  under  existing  law  an  additional  class,  such  as  is  met 
with  in  all  charitable  hospital  work  and  known  as  "part-pay  patients,"  could  t>e 
established  and  the  funds  so  collected  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  appropriation  to 
which  they  pertain,  it  would  have  a  two-fold  advantage,  in  that  jt  would  further  extend 
the  benefits  of  the  appropriation  to  those  in  actual  need  of  assistance  and  at  the  same 
time  foster  and  encourage  a  proper  spirit  of  self-dependency  among  those  able  in 
part  and  willing  not  infrequently  to  help  themselves,  which  is  unfortunately  so 
often  forgotten  or  ignored  by  those  zealously  engaged  in  charitable  work.  The  dan- 
ger of  pauperizing  a  community  is  to  be  avoided,  as  well  as  the  pauperization  of  the 
heart!" 

SUNDAY  SONG  SERVICE. 

During  the  winter,  spring,  and  autumn,  song  service  has  been  held 
Sunday  afternoons  by  the  Lady  Board  of  Visitors,  and  been  well 
attended. 

It  is  thought  that  if  some  arrangement  could  be  made  by  which  in 
addition  to  this  service,  or  to  alternate  with  it,  a  few  remarks  could  be 
made  by  a  minister  of  the  gospel  on  Sunday  afternoons  during  the 
year,  it  might  inure  to  the  benefit  of  such  patients  as  would  attend.

REPAIRS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  most  important  and  much  needed  improvement  was  the  installa- 
tion of  a  new  50-horsepower  boiler.  The  old  boiler,  having  been  run 
beyond  its  rating  in  order  to  meet  the  requirements  made  upon  it,  was 
getting  in  bad  condition.  Besides  this  there  have  been  many  minor 
repairs  which  become  daily  necessary  in  consequence  of  the  age  of  the 
building. 

The  guttering  and  downspouts  at  certain  places  of  the  main  building, 
•  nurses'  home,  and  cottage  have  been  repaired.  The  main  hall,  from 
ground  to  third  floor,  has  been  repainted.  This  was  done  by  contract, 
awarded  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder.  By  purchasing  the  mate- 
rial and  using  the  house  force  we  have  repainted  outside  of  cottage, 
two  recovery  rooms,  one  of  the  white  wards,  the  corridor  leading  from 
the  main  hall  at  the  cottage,  the  baby  nursery,  and  baby  bathroom. 
A  number  of  doors  and  windows  in  the  main  building  and  cottage 
have  been  overhauled  and  repaired,  a  new  maple  floor  laid  over  the 
floor  in  baby  bathroom,  repairs  of  sill  and  weatherboarding  and  floor 
of  porch  leading  from  main  building  to  cottage  and  nurses'  home,  a 
suitable  bin  for  storing  jute  and  waste  placed  in  storeroom,  repairing 
room  in  outbuilding  occupied  by  fireman,  hospital  orderly,  and  night 
watchman  during  winter  months,  repairing  and  replacing  broken  slate 
in  roof  of  nurses'  home,  overhauling  and  installing  300  feet  of  f-inch 
gas  pipe  in  engine  room  and  boiler  rooms,  painting  three  private 
rooms  at  cottage  and  quarters  of  last  Resident  Physician;  also  paint- 
ing and  graining  dormitory  in  main  building  occupied  by  two  Resi- 
dent Physicians  and  Pharmacist  and  repairing  and  painting  parts  of 
roof  of  main  building. 
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Overhauling  kitchen  range  and  reliningtire  boxes;  rebuilding  brick 
pieces  of  range  and  painting  them;  overhauling  elevator  shaft  and 
replacing  loose  bricks  thereof;  installing  gas  heater  and  changing  con- 
nections of  boiler;  repairing  waste  pipe  in  new  operating  room;  remov- 
ing and  replacing  tiling;  erection  of  two  wooden  supports  at  bottom 
of  elevator;  repairing  six  pairs  of  shutters  at  nurses'  home;  repairing 
high-pressure  boiler  with  new  arch  plate  and  repairing  front  walls  and 
arch  and  back  connection;  plumbing  repairs  to  basins  and  waste  pipes 
in  both  delivery  wards;  also  waste  pipes  in  laundry;  painting  up  and 
repainting  new  operating  room;  repainting  diet  kitchen;  furnishing 
and  installing  four  iron  sets  of  window  guards  for  three  rooms;  over- 
hauling  hydrant  and  replacing  all  worn  out  and  broken  parts  in  out- 
building; emergency  repairs  to  gas  pipes  and  fixtures;  electric  lights 
and  wires  and  batteries,  enuneiators;  toilet  and  bathrooms;  radiators 
and  steam  pipes;  doors  and  frames;  window  sashes  and  cords;  sinks 
in  laboratory,  pharmacy,  old  operating  room,  and  kitc  hen,  and  other 
minor  repairs  requiring  more  or  less  labor  and  materia]. 

The  following  repairs,  in  addition  to  those  provided  for,  are  much 
needed  and  should  be  made,  if  practicable,  during  the  next  fiscal  year:

Extend  steam  line  for  heating  purposes  from  main  building  to  cottage   50 

Repaint  inside  of  north  wing  of  main  building,  including  the  help's  quarters, 

linen  room,  toilet  room,  pantry  and  corridors   250 

Repair  porch  connecting  main  building  with  cottage  and  nurses'  home   75 

Overhaul  toilet  room,  installing  new  bath  tub  at  cottage   75 

Repair,  replaster,  and  paint  convalescents'  ward  and  corridor  at  cottage   60 

Repair  and  repaint  roof  of  stable  -  

Repair  woodwork  and  repaint  kitchen  and  pantries  

Repair  outside  of  main  building,  including  the  roof   620 

Repair  Superintendent's  quarters  and  office  :  -  -  -   60 

Incidental  repairs  to  floors,  plastering,  shutters,  doors,  sashes,  plumbing,  heat-

In  consequence  of  the  insufficient  accommodations  in  the  present 
nurses'  home  for  the  authorized  number  of  nurses,  it  has  been  neces- 
sary to  provide  quarters  for  them  by  renting  suitable  rooms  off  the 
premises.  This  arrangement  is  not  only  expensive  but  involves  more 
or  less  inconvenience  to  both  the  hospital  and  the  nurses  themselves. 
If  an  addition  to  the  present  home  could  be  provided,  it  would  add 
to  the  convenience  of  all  concerned,  and  save  the  hospital  fund  the 

amount  of  this  rental. 

When  these  proposed  repairs,  if  approved  and  authorized,  are  com- 
pleted, however,  the  building  will  not,  in  consequence  of  its  interior 
arrangements  and  other  inconveniences  for  the  kind  and  amount  ot 
professional  work  done  here,  furnish  the  proper  facilities  of  an  up-to- 
date  hospital.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  therefore,  that  those  m  authority 
and'  controlling  our  destinies  in  this  particular,  may  be  induced  by 
the  representations  and  recommendations  heretofore  made  m  connec- 
tion with  this  matter,  to  appreciate  the  importance  and  necessity  of  a 
new  hospital  building,  properly  constructed  and  equipped,  and  to  make 
the  appropriation  required  therefor. 
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The  assistance  and  encouragement  given  us  in  our  work  by  your 
counsel  and  confidence,  and  by  the  zeal  and  interest  in  their  respective 
duties  of  the  visiting  and  resident  hospital  officials,  again  reminds  us 
that —

Washington,  D.  C,  July,  1906. 

Gentlemen:  It  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  submit  a  report  entirely  satisfactory 
from  the  standpoint  of  success,  for  so  much  has  been  accomplished  in  the  past  yeai 
just  gone  that  it  inspires  all  with  new  hope  and  determination  for  the  year  that  is 

before  us. 

In  the  hospital  many  necessary  improvements  have  been  introduced — a  much 
needed  stove  and  boiler  in  the  laundry,  the  enameling  of  many  bedsteads,  and  paint- 
ing and  papering  as  the  necessity  arose. 

The  new  closet,  added  for  surgical  supplies,  has  proved  already  a  great  comfort, 
and  the  new  electric  fans  will  afford  much  pleasure  and  strength  to  the  little  sufferers 
during  the  trying  months  of  a  Washington  summer. 

Many  contributions  and  donations  were  received  during  the  past  year,  and  this 
report  would  be  indeed  incomplete  without  a  grateful  acknowledgment  of  the  help 
extended  by  the  Cooperative  Sewing  Society,  the  Friday  Morning  Sewing  Club,  and 
St.  Mary's  Guild,  all  such  good  friends  of  the  hospital.  I  must  not  fail  also  to  men- 
tion the  welcome  sheets  and  pillow  cases  collected  at  Easter  in  accordance  with  her 
annual  custom,  by  Miss  Miller,  from  various  members  of  the  board  of  lady  visitors 
and  outside  friends  of  the  hospital. 

The  great  holidays  of  the  year  were  duly  celebrated;  Christmas  with  its  tree  and 
gifts  gave  pleasure  to  all;  Thanksgiving  brought  turkeys  and  good  cheer  to  one  and 
all,  and  the  celebration  of  Easter,  although  curtailed  by  a  contagious  illness,  brought 
the  customary  ice  cream  and  cake  and  happiness  to  many  contracted  little  lives. 

The  annual  charity  ball  Mas  a  great  success  financially,  so  pronounced  that  I  can 
not  fail  to  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  extend  to  the  community  our  thanks, 
for  with  so  many  calls  and  many  worthy  charities  the  response  to  us  was  noble  and 
unstinted,  and  gives  us  renewed  energy  for  the  future  work.

Report  of  "The  School  of  Nursing,"  Connected  with  the  Children's  and 

Columbia  Hospitals. 

Dear  Sirs:  I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  report  of  "The  School  of  Nursing,"  for 
the  school  year  ending  June  30,  1906,  as  given  at  the  fourteenth  annual  commence- 
ment. 

The  exercises  were  held  at  the  George  Washington  University  Hall,  May  24,  1906. 
The  Rev.  Alfred  Harding  opened  the  exercises  with  praver. 

A  very  eloquent  address  was  delivered  by  Rev.  D.  J.  Stafford,  D.  D.;  the  report  of 
the  training  school,  by  Mr.  F.  L.  Moore,  president  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
Children's  Hospital;  announcement  of  graduates,  bv  Dr.  George  N.  Acker,  dean  of 
the  training  school;  conferring  of  diplomas,  by  Gen.  John  M.  Wilson,  U.  S.  Army, 
president  board  of  trustees. 

There  are  now  50  nurses  in  the  school,  making  it  the  largest  in  the  District  of 
Columbia. 


REPORT  OF  COMMISSIONERS  OF  DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA.  4B9 


Nurses  from  the  school  are  sent  to  the  Episcopal  Eye,  Ear,  and  Throat  Hospital, 
thus  giving  them  the  benefit  of  the  extra  training  there. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  a  large  number  of  applicants  for  admission, 
of  which  27  were  admitted.  Six  student  nurses  have  resigned  during  the  year.  In 
addition  to  the  training  in  the  hospital  wards  and  in  general  nursing,  the  nurses  are 
given  a  course  of  instruction  in  massage.  They  are  also  instructed  in  dietary  cook- 
ing, which  is  of  great  benefit  to  them  in  preparing  food  for  the  sick.  Thoroughly 
equipped  diet  kitchens  are  maintained  at  both  hospitals. 

Weekly  classes  are  held  for  the  instruction  of  student  nurses,  in  addition  to  the 
lectures  which  are  given  them  by  members  of  the  attending  staff  of  both  hospitals. 
Including  the  present  class,  156  graduates  have  gone  out  from  the  school.  Of  this 
number  the  majority  are  engaged  in  private  nursing  in  the  city  and  elsewhere;  some 
are  occupying  hospital  positions;  a  few  are  in  the  army;  5  have  deceased  and  31 
married. 

The  alumnae  association  of  the  training  school  has  over  50  members  and  is  now  a 
part  of  the  National  Associated  Alumnae  of  the  United  States. 

The  registers  for  nurses  at  both  hospitals  are  well  filled,  though  there  are  frequent 
times  when  there  are  more  calls  for  nurses  than  can  be  supplied.  To  the  ladies  of 
the  hospital  board  and  to  the  board  of  directors  are  due  the  thanks  of  the  training 
school  for  the  many  favors  extended  during  the  past  year.  To  the  members  of  the 
attending  staff  for  their  instructive  lectures  as  well  as  for  medical  attendance  during 
illness,  the  nurses  are  deeply  indebted.

60.  Every  contribution  of  $5,000  shall  entitle  the  contributor  to  confer  a  name  upon 
a  bed,  which  shall  ever  thereafter  bear  the  name  selected;  and  the  contributor  shall 
be  entitled,  from  time  to  time,  during  his  or  her  life,  to  designate  the  patients,  one 
at  a  time,  to  occupy  said  bed. 

61.  Every  contribution  of  $5,000  by  a  State,  city,  town,  church,  Sunday  school,  cor- 
poration, or  association  shall  entitle  the  contributor  to  confer  a  name  in  perpetuity 
upon  a  bed,  and  from  time  to  time,  during  the  period  of  twenty-five  years  immedi- 
ately following  the  receipt  of  the  contribution,  to  designate  the  patients,  one  at  a 
time,  to  occupy  said  bed. 

62.  Every  contribution  of  $25,000  by  a  State,  city,  town,  church,  Sunday  school, 
corporation,  association,  or  individual  shall  entitle  the  contributor  to  confer  a  name 
in  perpetuity  upon  a  ward  of  eight  beds,  and  from  time  to  time,  during  the  period 
of  twenty-five  years  immediately  following  the  receipt  of  such  contribution,  to  des- 
ignate the  patients  to  occupy  the  beds  therein,  one  patient  at  a  time  in  each  of  said 
beds. 

63.  Every  contribution  of  $5,000  by  will  shall  entitle  the  testator  or  testatrix  in 
and  by  such  will  likewise  to  confer  a  name  in  perpetuity  upon  one  bed,  and  every 
contribution  of  $50,000  to  confer  a  name  in  perpetuity  upon  a  ward  of  eight  beds, 
and  to  nominate  one  person  in  whom  shall  be  vested  from  time  to'time  during  his 
or  her  life,  after  the  receipt  of  such  legacy,  the  right  to  designate  the  patients  to 
occupy  such  bed  or  beds,  as  the  case  may  be,  one  patient  at  a  time,  in  each  bed. 

(14.  "All  endowment  funds  shall  be  so  invested  as  to  yield  an  income,  and  only  the 
income  arising  therefrom  shall  be  used  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  hospital. 
Every  name  conferred  upon  a  bed  or  ward  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
hoard  of  directors,  and  the  name  selected,  as  well  as  the  name  of  the  contributor, 
shall  be  engraved  upon  a  tablet  to  be  placed  over  the  bed  or  door  of  the  ward, 
respectively.'

66.  Every  contribution  of  $500  by  a  State,  city,  town,  church,  Sunday  school, 
corporation,  association,  or  individual,  shall  entitle  the  contributor  to  confer  a  name 
in  perpetuity  upon  one  bed;  and  every  contribution  of  $10,000  to  confer  a  name  in 
perpetuity  upon  a  ward  of  eight  beds. 

67.  Every  name  conferred  upon  a  bed  or  ward  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  hoard  of  directors,  and  the  name  selected,  as  well  as  the  name  of  the  contributor, 
shall  be  engraved  upon  a  tablet  to  be  placed  over  the  bed  or  door  of  the  ward, 
respectively.

The  Board  of  Charities: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  National 
Homoeopathic  Hospital  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1906.  The 
year  has  been  one  of  reasonable  success  from  the  view  points  of  num- 
ber of  patients  treated  and  results  obtained,  as  also  from  the  standpoint 
of  receipts  and  disbursements  for  and  on  account  of  the  current  work 
of  the  institution. 

The  receipts  from  paying  patients  during  the  year,  which  may  be 
taken  as  in  some  degree  measuring  the  estimation  in  which  the  hospital 
is  held  by  its  proper  constituency,  have  been  larger  this  year  than  in 
any  other  in  &e  life  of  the  institution,  being  $9,279.66,  against 
$8,509.77  of  last  year,  which  were  larger  than  those  of  any  previous 
year.  It  is  reasonable  to  expect  that  the  experience  of  the  past  will 
be  realized  in  the  future  and  that  there  will  be  a  steady  if  not  rapid 
increase  in  the  pay  work  of  the  hospital  and  its  rewards  as  the  excel- 
lent facilities  of  the  institution  and  the  merit  of  its  professional  and 
domestic  service  become  more  generally  known. 

There  was  a  slight  falling  off  in  the  number  of  patients  treated  from 
last  year,  altogether  due  to  the  smaller  number  sent  by  the  Board  of 
Charities.  While  the  hospital  is  in  a  position  to  treat  a  larger  number 
of  charity  patients  than  heretofore,  owing  to  its  increased  facilities, 
Congress,  for  reasons  not  known  to  the  hospital  management,  reduced 
the  appropriation  available  for  this  purpose  from  $8,500,  the  amount 
appropriated  for  a  number  of  years  past,  to  $8,000, 
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It  is  earnestly  hoped  and  recommended  that  the  Board  of  Charities 
will  ask  to  have  the  appropriation  restored  to  $8,500,  but  better  still 
to  estimate  for  $9,000,  or  even  $10,000.  On  the  present  contract  basis 
the  hospital  could  care  for  the  number  of  patients  represented  b}^  the 
largest  sum  named. 

The  details  of  the  hospital  work  are  not  summarized  here  because 
they  are  set  out  in  considerable  fullness  in  the  tabulated  statement 
herewith. 

One  of  the  difficulties  of  the  year,  and  a  rather  serious  one,  has  been 
the  lack  of  competent  young  women  offering  themselves  for  training 
as  nurses,  with  a  serious  purpose  to  complete  the  course.  At  times 
the  number  in  training  has  not  been  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the 
institution,  and  graduates  have  had  to  be  called  in  to  make  good  the 
deficiency.  It  is  understood  that  other  hospitals,  not  only  in  Wash- 
ington but  elsewhere,  have  had  a  similar  experience.  What  is  the 
cause  of  the  trouble  ?  Nursing  is  a  noble,  albeit  a  hard  and  somewhat 
dangerous  calling ;  but  its  rewards  are  more  generous  than  those  of 
most  lines  of  work  open  to  women,  and  much  more  so  than  the  great 
majority.  It  would  seem  that  they  were  sufficient,  if  there  wrere  no 
higher  motive,  to  attract  intelligent  young  women  of  character  to  this 
calling.  Some  such  are  being  attracted,  but  that  there  are  others  less 
desirable  seeking  to  enter  the  profession  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  of 
the  34  nurses  in  this  hospital  during  the  year  5  resigned,  6  were  dis- 
missed, and  4  were  not  accepted  at  the  end  of  probation.  Excluding 
the  5  who  were  graduated,  more  than  half  the  others  had  to  be  elimi- 
nated from  the  school  in  order  to  maintain  the  high  standard  of  char- 
acter and  efficiency  absolutely  essential  in  a  first-class  hospital. 

Last  spring  a  meeting  of  representatives  of  most  of  the  Washington 
hospitals  was  held  at  the  office  of  the  president  of  George  Washington 
University,  the  general  purpose  of  which,  as  developed  by  discussion, 
was  to  reach  some  common  ground  of  policy  and  practice  concerning 
various  matters  of  hospital  management  or  administration,  the  partic- 
ular thing  specified  in  the  call  for  the  consideration  of  the  meeting 
being  the  adoption  of  a  uniform  charge  for  the  use  of  the  operating 
rooms.  As  already  suggested  the  discussion  took  a  much  wider  range 
and  a  great  variety  of  matters  came  under  consideration.  The  general 
feeling  and  opinion  seemed  to  be  that  some  plan  might  be  worked  out 
by  means  of  which  the  hospitals  of  the  city  could  get  on  to  common 
ground  and  adopt  uniform  methods  and  practices  in  regard  to  many 
important  matters  of  administration. 

A  number  of  propositions  were  formulated  and  referred  to  commit- 
tees which  should  report  at  a  future  meeting.  That  meeting  has  not  yet 
been  held,  but  presumably  it  will  be,  and  that  others  will  follow,  until 
a  plan  of  cooperation  is  adopted  or  there  is  failure  to  accomplish  any 
practical  results.    It  is  to  be  hoped  there  will  be  no  failure. 

The  year  covered  by  this  report  is  one  of  the  most  important  in  the 
history  of  the  National  Homeopathic  Hospital,  as  it  marks  the  com- 
pletion, furnishing,  and  occupancy  of  the  new  hospital  building  for 
which  Congress  made  provision  two  years  ago  by  an  appropriation  of 
'^50,000.  This  appropriation  was  supplemented  by  another  made  last 
year  of  a  fraction  under  $20,000,  which,- together  with  about  $10,000 
obtained  from  other  sources,  served  to  fully  complete  the  building  at 
a  total  cost  approaching  $80,000. 
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This  building  was  originally  intended  and  will,  it  is  expected,  be 
ultimately  used  as  an  administration  building  except  the  fourth  floor, 
which  is  devoted  to  surgery,  containing,  as  it  does,  two  large  line 
up-to-date  operating  rooms  and  other  accommodations  and  appliances 
requisite  for  a  thoroughly  equipped  surgical  department.  This  floor 
has  been  dedicated  as  a  memorial  to  the  late  lamented  Dr.  F.  A. 
Gardner. 

It  is  contemplated  to  erect  wings  both  to  the  north  and  south  of  this 
building,  and  until  this  is  done  the  second  and  third  floors  of  the  new 
building  will  be  used  for  the  accommodation  of  patients  and  have  been 
furnished  in  the  most  appropriate  and  substantial  manner  for  this 
purpose. 

The  hospital  is  in  excellent  condition  and  prepared  to  do  the  best 
of  work  in  all  its  departments.

For  maintenance  to  enable  the  hospital  to  provide  medical  and  sur- 
gical treatment  to  persons  unable  to  pay  therefor,  $19,000. 

In  this  connection  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  annual  appro- 
priation for  some  years  past  has  been  $19,000. 

A  statement  is  submitted  showing  the  expenditures  under  detailed 
heads  from  the  year  1896  to  1905,  inclusive,  the  receipts  from  pay 
patients,  and  the  Congressional  appropriations  during  those  }Tears; 
also  the  cost  of  the  real  estate,  buildings,  and  improvements  during 
the  years  1884  to  1904,  inclusive,  the  latter  aggregating  $381,100.97.

Report  op  the  Attending  Staff. 

November  1,  1906. 

Gentlemen:  The  detailed  report  of  the  work  accomplished  under  the  supervision 
of  the  attending  staff  of  the  Central  Dispensary  and  Emergency  Hospital  from  July  1, 
1905,  to  June  30,  1906,  is  herewith  transmitted. 

A  summary  of  the  work  is  as  follows:

The  enormous  amount  of  work  can  be  readily  realized.  There  has,  however,  been 
a  material  decrease  in  the  number  of  patients  attending  the  dispensary,  due,  I 
believe,  to  the  new  system  inaugurated  July  1,  1905.  While  this  system  has  been 
in  operation  but  one  year,  its  efficiency  is  unquestioned,  and  undoubtedly  the  dis- 
pensary will  reach  its  normal  attendance  soon.  We  require  each  indigent  patient  to 
furnish  a  certificate  from  the  Board  of  Charities  or  Associated  Charities,  and  all 
others  unable  to  pay  for  a  physician's  attendance  are  required  to  pay  ten  cents  for 
medicine  or  dressing. 

The  hospital  carries  strictly  emergency  cases  in  the  open  wards,  for  which  it 
receives  $1.20  per  day  per  patient  from  the  Board  of  Charities.  Were  it  not  for  the 
generosity  of  ten  public-spirited  citizens  during  the  past  year  who  contributed  $500 
each,  and  the  income  from  the  private  patients,  the  hospital  would  be  in  financial 
straits.  The  daily  cost  of  each  patient  is  much  above  $1.20.  The  strictest  economy 
is  necessary  in  order  to  continue  the  excellent  work  this  institution  is  doing,  and 
only  a  minimum  amount  is  spent  in  repairs.  Five  thousand  dollars  could  be  spent 
to  advantage  upon  improvements  to  the  hospital  and  the  nurses'  home  and  in 
equipment. 

The  number  of  emergency  cases  has  increased  almost  a  hundredfold  in  the  past 
five  years;  certainly  a  testimonial  to  the  splendid  work  performed  and  a  gratifying 
evidence  of  public  trust  and  confidence. 

The  resignation  of  Miss  Irene  B.  Lenig  was  accepted  with  regret.  Her  incum- 
bency was  marked  by  a  careful,  vigilant,  and  progressive  administration.  Dr.  Chas. 
S.  White,  the  house  surgeon,  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  thanks  of  the  visiting  staff  are  due  the  internes,  the  pharmacist,  and  the  nurses 
for  the  industry,  efficiency,  and  loyalty  to  the  institution.

Report  of  the  Superintendent. 

October  6,  1906. 

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  report  for  the  year  ending  Jane  30, 
1906. 

There  ia  an  increase  of  nearly  10  per  cent  in  the  ward  work,  25  per  cent  in  emer- 
gency cases,  but  a  slight  loss  in  the  dispensary.  The  decrease  in  the  dispensary  is 
caused  by  the  new  system  inaugurated  July  1  by  the  Board  of  Charities.  The  receipts 
from  patients  have  increased  from  $5,539.47  to  $8,927.41. 

While  the  total  number  of  days'  maintenance  is  greater  this  year  than  last,  the 
cost  has  not  been  greater.  Each  patient  costs  the  hospital  $1.81  daily.  Considering 
the  nature  of  the  work,  maintaining  an  ambulance,  constant  preparation  for  an 
emergency,  the  figures  compare  favorably  with  similar  institutions. 

There  is  an  urgent  necessity  for  a  fund" to  spend  in  repairs,  supplies,  instruments, 
and  employees.  No  improvements  of  note  have  been  made  during  the  past  year, 
and  only  bv  the  utmost  economv  have  the  expenses  been  curtailed. 

The  hospital  has  been  fortunate  in  securing  excellent  internes,  and  much  of  the 
success  of  the  institution  is  due  to  the  efficient  and  faithful  services  of  Doctors 
Martyn,  Peterson,  Whitney,  and  Mr.  Littlefield,  the  pharmacist. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  attending  staff  and  board  of 
directors  for  their  cooperation  and  kindness.

June  30,  190(5. 

Gentlemen:  The  ladies'  auxiliary  board  has  the  pleasure  to  submit  the  following 
report  of  its  work  for  the  past  year,  in  which  the  largest  item  of  expense  is  again  for 
painting,  both  inside  and  outside  of  the  hospital. 

The  basement  doors  and  window  sills,  doctors'  dining  room,  and  three  small  rooms 
near  operating  room  have  been  painted  and  much  general  freshening  done  about  the 
hospital,  with  very  satisfactory  results. 

It  is  hoped  that  an  efficient  floor  covering  has  at  last  been  found  for  the  third  and 
fourth  story  halls,  where  the  best  quality  brown  linoleum  with  brass-bound  edges 
has  been  laid,  after  the  style  in  use  in  the  best-known  hospitals  in  the  country. 

The  wards  have  been  supplied  with  new  blankets,  spreads,  rubber  sheeting,  towels, 
and  various  small  articles,  fresh  window  shades,  and  some  comfortable  chairs  were 
furnished  the  nurses'  home,  and  new  blankets  to  the  ambulance. 

Cribs  have  been  substituted  for  beds  in  the  children's  ward,  the  old  mattresses 
being  cut  and  made  over  with  fresh  coverings  to  suit  the  change  in  size,  with  two  new 
mattresses  added.  Further  expenditures  were  for  materials  for  shrouds,  gowns,  and 
shirts,  and  nurses'  uniforms. 

The  usual  renewal  of  kitchen  china  and  cooking  utensils  has  been  made,  and  copper 
wire  screen  doors  put  in  such  places  about  the  kitchen  and  refrigerator  room  as 
were  most  needed.  An  appropriation  of  $50  for  an  extra  scrub  woman  was  also  made 
and  contributions  to  the  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  dinners,  to  the  nurses'  gradua- 
tion exercises,  and  graduation  pins  were  presented  by  the  board  to  the  class  of  1905, 
it  being  the  custom  not  to  present  them  until  the  end  of  their  first  year's  work. 

The  board  wishes  to  express  its  thanks  to  the  Fridav  morning  sewing  class  for 
their  generous  contribution  of  sheets,  pillow  cases,  and"  towels,  to  the  Washington 
Cooperative  Society  for  making  shirts,  gowns,  and  shrouds,  and  to  the  public  for 
their  kind  response  to  the  donation-day  appeal.

HOSPITAL.

Report  of  the  President. 

This  institution  is  now  in  its  nineteenth  year  of  service  of  relief 
work  and  increase  of  medical  and  surgical  knowledge,  and  has  grown 
in  years  as  well  as  increased  and  increasing  power  to  relieve  the  suffer- 
ing of  the  sick  poor  and  those  who  become  helpless  through  accidents. 

Its  field  of  usefulness  is  around  and  about  the  eastern  section  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  east  of  Third  street  west.  Many  ambulance 
calls  have  been  made  as  far  east  as  Chesapeake  Junction  and  north  to 
Langdon  and  south  to  Anacostia. 

Its  capacity  for  relief  work  is  not  fully  taxed,  particularly  its  free 
dispensary.  A  large  increase  in  number  of  patients  in  this  depart- 
ment would  be  welcomed. 

The  general  prosperity  of  the  times  and  the  refusal  to  give  other  than 
first  relief  to  those  not  worthy  of  charity,  which  is  accomplished  by 
investigations  made  by  the  Associated  Charities,  are  no  doubt  the  main 
reasons  why  there  are  so  few  dispensary  cases. 

General  prosperity,  however,  is  a  potent  factor  in  producing  acci- 
dents; hence  the  increased  number  of  minor  and  major  casualty  cases. 

This  department  of  the  Eastern  Dispensary  and  Casualty  is  open  at 
all  hours  of  the  day  and  night  to  receive  patients,  and  calls  from  a  dis- 
tance are  answered  promptly  by  the  ambulance  service  connected  with 
and  on  the  grounds  of  the  hospital. 

There  never  has  been  an  adequate  municipal  emergency  hospital 
service  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  thorough  in  its  work,  as  is 
evidenced  by  the  reports  of  the  several  claims  and  emergency  services 
of  the  three  hospitals,  Emergency,  Casualty,  and  Georgetown. 

The  relief  offered  (and  it  is  well  and  faithfully  performed)  is  a  bene- 
fit to  the  public  in  so  far  as,  in  providing  supervision,  medical  and 
surgical  advice,  supplies  and  attendance,  a  large  proportion  of  the 
whole  cost,  which,  with  interest  on  cost  of  building,  grounds,  and 
equipment,  if  paid  for  or  furnished  by  the  taxpayer,  would  add  a  large 
sum  to  the  annual  expense  account  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

It  is  considered  by  persons  long  identified  with  this  work  that  the 
care  of  the  indigent  ambulatory  poor  and  the  casualty  unfortunates 
should  be  cared  for  by  the  municipality. 

If  there  were  no  private  institutions  to  care  for  these  unfortunates 
then  there  would  be  no  relief,  and  each  ambulatory  sick  person  would 
be  an  importunate  beggar  on  our  streets,  seeking  relief,  and  injured 
citizens  would  suffer  long  and  probably  die  before  unorganized  private 
relief  could  be  effectual.  Organized  charity  fills  this  want  and  com- 
mands the  respect  and  support  of  the  public. 

Shall  a  few  men  and  women  (be  they  ever  so  generous)  be  expected 
to  furnish  all  of  the  funds  necessary  to  carry  on  this  work  of  relief,  or 
shall  the  general  public  be  made  a  partner  and  out  of  its  tax  collections 
be  required  to  pay  a  fair  part  of  the  cost  of  maintaining  high-class  dis- 
pensaries and  emergency  casualty  hospitals ? 
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An  examination  of  the  amounts  expended,  the  amounts  received,  and 
the  resources  of  the  latter  will  show  the  public  is  not  paying  its  way. 
The  whole  cost  of  maintenance  of  emergency  casualty  cases  should  be 
paid  for  by  the  municipality. 

Private  funds  can  be  solicited  and  tendered  to  pay  for  maintenance 
of  dispensary  cases  and  buildings  and  grounds;  and  this,  with  the  free 
services  of  physicians  and  surgeons,  directors  and  lady  managers,  will 
be  the  kindly  charity  tendered  the  unfortunate  poor. 

The  schedule  of  allowances  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Charities  and 
paid  under  contract  for  dispensary  and  emergency  work  is  insufficient 
to  meet  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  casualty  department  alone,  and 
should  be  in  every  item  increased  to  a  sum  great  enough  to  cover  the 
net  cost  of  emergency  work. 

This  enlarged  schedule  would  enable  the  management  of  Emergenc}' 
Casualty  Hospital  to  give  more  scientific  relief  to  the  unfortunates  in 
our  midst. 

This  relief  work  is  not  for  sordid  gain,  but  is  an  ennobling  one  which 
is  a  pleasure  to  follow;  loss  of  time  and  opportunity  for  gain  is  not 
counted  as  a  loss  by  physicians  or  lajmen,  each  one  having  his  reward 
when  he  sees  the  relief  obtained  by  the  men,  women,  and  children  who 
come  in  pain  and  travail  and  leave  strong  in  health  to  again  enter  upon 
their  usual  occupations. 

Your  buildings  are  in  good  order  and  repair  and  the  grounds  around 
the  hospital  and  dispensary  are  in  perfect  condition. 

The  relations  of  your  officers  with  staff  and  superintendent  and  others 
of  the  working  force  have  been  and  are  satisfactory,  and  all  things 
considered  your  buildings  and  equipment  are  sufficient  for  the  work 
coming  and  to  come  to  your  doors.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WOMAN'S  CLINIC. 

Officers. — President,  Mrs.  Emily  Lee  Ragan;  first  vice-president,  Robert  Reyburn, 
M.  D.;  second  vice-president,  Mrs.  W.  E.  Burleigh;  treasurer,  D.  S.  Lamb,  M.  D.; 
secretary,  Miss  Elizabeth  Clark. 

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the 
sixteenth  annual  report  of  the  Woman's  Clinic.  The  clinic  was  inau- 
gurated (1890)  by  a  number  of  young  women  physicians  who  saw  the 
opportunity  and  appreciated  the  need  for  such  an  institution.  Its  work 
has  always  been  conducted  in  a  very  modest  and  unassuming  way — 
always  avoiding  debt,  and  seeking  to  establish  itself  through  the  value 
of  its  work  to  the  community,  especially  to  women  and  children.  From 
1890  to  the  summer  of  1903  it  occupied  rented  quarters,  when  an  oppor- 
tunity occurred  to  purchase  a  dwelling  house  favorably  located  at  1237 
T  street  NW.  On  moving  in  it  was  found  to  be  a  tight  fit,  and  the 
work  has  grown  to  such  proportions  that  the  board  of  management  will 
soon  be  confronted  with  the  problem  of  considering  how  to  secure  more 
room  for  the  clinic's  business. 

There  is  now  a  debt  on  this  property  of  $2,782.62.  We  have  paid 
on  the  purchase  price  ($4,500)  $1,717.38,  and  as  a  building  association 
holds  the  securities  the  debt  is  being  gradually  liquidated  from  month 
to  month,  thereby  saving  more  monthly  than  the  rent  amounted  to. 
This  is  the  only  liability  the  clinic  has,  and  it  is  met  from  the  small 
fees  of  patients  and  such  contributions  from  friends  of  the  institution  as 
are  pleased  to  give  from  time  to  time.  No  special  appeal  has  ever 
been  made  direct  to  the  public,  but  there  is  a  growing  impression 
among  its  friends  that  the  time  has  arrived  to  inaugurate  another 
policy,  since  the  needs  are  insistent,  and  the  small  appropriation  made 
by  Congress  is  all  strictly  devoted  to  the  incidental  expenses  of  the 
clinic  and  can  not  be  used  for  anything  else. 

Formerly  the  appropriation  was  $1,000,  but  last  year  it  was  "  cut" 
to  $750,  and  we  do  most  earnestly  pray  that  honorable  body  may  be 
pleased  to  grant  the  original  sum,  since  the  appropriation  is  inadequate. 

For  a  detailed  statement  of  the  clinic's  business  I  would  respectfully 
refer  you  to  the  inclosed  report  of  the  treasurer,  Dr.  D.  S.  Lamb. 
The  chairman  of  the  finance  committee,  Mrs.  Caroline  P.  Burleigh, 
reports  for  the  dispensary  service  as  follows:  Number  of  patients  from 
whom  payments  were  received,  2,389,  and  the  amount  of  total  fees, 
$750.21. 

If  the  4 'cases"  of  the  clinic  had  been  adequately  tabulated,  its  work 
undoubtedly  would  appear  or  compare  favorably  with  that  of  other 
medical  charities  of  the  District. 

Although  the  clinic  charter  calls  for  it,  at  the  present  time  no  hos- 
pital work  is  undertaken  for  want  of  adequate  room.  Thus  it  becomes 
more  and  more  of  a  necessity  to  press  on  for  greater  facilities  for 
doing  the  work  for  which  the  Woman's  Clinic  was  designed.  Many 
calls  are  made  for  hospital  treatment  which  have  to  be  referred  to 
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other  institutions,  and  renewed  emphasis  is  given  to  our  growing 
needs.    The  forward  movement  will  largely  depend  upon  the  faithful 
ones  who  have  always  lent  a  hand.    The  physicians  donate  their 
services.    Only  a  pharmacist  and  janitress  are  paid  anything.

Dear  Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
Woman's  Dispensary  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1906: 

Our  assets  consist  of  the  cash  balance  of  $28.77,  as  shown  by  the 
accompanying  financial  statement,  and  dispensary  furniture  and  instru- 
ments valued  at  $300;  there  are  no  liabilities  other  than  current 
expenses. 

During  the  year  an  information  was  sworn  out  in  the  police  court 
by  the  health  department  against  Dr.  Louis  A.  Johnson,  one  of  our 
attending  physicians,  charging  him  with  failure  to  report,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  act  of  Congress  of  December  20,  1890,  a  case  of  con- 
tagious disease  alleged  to  be  in  his  charge. 

Doctor  Johnson  examined  the  case,  made  a  provisional  diagnosis  of 
diphtheria,  refused  to  treat  it,  and  recommended  that  the  child  be 
taken  home,  isolated,  and  a  physician  be  called  in. 

Upon  conviction  in  the  police  court  an  appeal  was  taken  to  the 
court  of  appeals  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  that  court  reversed 
the  judgment  of  the  police  court  and  in  its  opinion  stated  as  follows: 

(1)  The  act  of  Congress  of  December  20,  1890,  requiring  physicians  to  report  cases 
of  scarlet  fever  or  diphtheria  in  their  charge,  and  imposing  a  penalty  for  noncompli- 
ance, applies  only  to  practicing  physicians  who,  being  called  upon,  undertake  the 
treatment  of  persons  suffering  from  diphtheria  or  scarlet  fever,  and  does  not  include 
those  engaged  in  a  special  service  who  decline  to  treat  such  a  case  because  not  in  the 
line  of  that  service. 

(2)  A  physician  in  charge  of  a  dispensary  conducted  as  a  charitable  institution 
who,  on  ascertaining  that  a  person  requesting  treatment  was  suffering  from  diph- 
theria, declined,  in  compliance  with  the  rules  of  the  institution,  either  to  treat  or  to 
take  charge  of  such  person,  is  not  within  the  provision  of  the  said  statute.  (Decided 
April  4,  1906.) 

In  defending  Doctor  Johnson  in  that  case  we  were  put  to  an  unusual 
expense,  and  are  therefore  compelled  to  ask  for  a  very  slight  increase 
in  the  allotment  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1907. 

We  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  again  to  our  need  of  a  blood 
counter.  As  stated  in  the  report  of  last  year  it  would  cost  $25,  and  we 
request  that  the  usual  allotment  be  increased  to  $425  in  order  to  per- 
mit us  to  purchase  this  instrument.  If  we  should  purchase  it  out  of 
our  balance  on  hand,  we  would  have  only  $3.77  to  meet  current 
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expenses,  and  we  submit  that  $3.77  is  rather  a  small  amount  with 
which  to  run  an  institution  that  has  treated  3,667  cases  during  the  past 
year.

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report  of  the  washington  home  for  incurables. 

June  30,  1906. 

Ladies:  The  summer  of  1905  I  was  obliged  to  leave  town  early,  not 
returning  until  October,  but,  thanks  to  Miss  Campbell,  and  in  spite  of 
Miss  Norton  having  left  in  September,  and  the  change  of  house  physi- 
cians, found  that  everything  had  gone  smoothly  and  the  home  was  in 
good  condition.  Several  patients  had  had  opportunities  to  go  away, 
much  to  their  benefit,  and  for  those  who  remained  everything  possible 
had  been  done  to  make  life  a  little  easier  for  them.  The  end  of  Sep- 
tember the  new  matron,  Miss  Miller,  secured  through  Mrs.  Patterson's 
great  help,  came,  and  has  since  given  entire  satisfaction.  It  is  difficult 
in  a  report  to  tell  of  the  winter's  work,  of  the  endless  kindnesses  and 
generosities  of  which  we  are  daily  recipients,  and  of  the  increased 
interest  and  sympathy  of  the  board;  we  find  the  evidence  ever}T where. 
Just  before  Christmas,  through  their  gifts  and  exertions,  enough 
money  was  raised  to  enable  us  to  begin  the  new  year  free  from  debt. 
Many  of  the  rooms,  shabby  from  long  usage,  were  taken  in  hand  by 
the  new  members  of  the  board  and  put  in  perfect  order.  Bathrooms 
and  halls  were  covered  with  linoleum,  and  the  whole  home  had  much 
done  to  improve  it.  To  the  various  committees  I  am  indebted  for 
their  invaluable  help.  To  Mr.  Mimmack  I  can  never  be  grateful 
enough,  and  to  matron,  housekeeper,  nurses,  and  employees  we  are 
indebted  for  faithful,  devoted  services.  Under  Miss  Looker's  wonder- 
ful management  the  Christmas  tree  was  a  perfect  success,  and  through 
the  labor  and  gifts  of  the  employees  it  was  lighted  by  electricity  and 
gave  much  happiness  to  the  patients. 

In  May  the  home  sustained  an  irreparable  loss  in  the  sudden  death 
of  Mrs.  Patterson,  its  former  president.  She  gave  to  us  not  only  her 
time,  her  strength,  and  her  money,  but  her  own  personality,  and  her 
beauty  of  character  was  an  influence  on  the  board  and  the  patients, 
which  is  a  loss  never  to  be  replaced. 

The  entertainment  in  May,  by  "Radha,"  arranged  by  the  energy  of 
Mrs.  A.  C.  Barney,  netted  us  $100.82  and  was  a  great  help. 

Our  appropriation,  through  the  sympathy  and  kindness  of  the  Sen- 
ate committee  (and  especially  are  we  indebted  to  Senator  Teller),  was 
renewed  (though  thrown  out  by  the  House  of  Representatives),  and  in 
addition  the  Senate  gave  us  $3,000  for  an  electric  elevator  which,  after 
needless  delays,  we  hope  soon  to  have  running  and  which  will  be  an 
inexpressible  help  and  comfort  in  every  way.  The  $500  subscribed 
by  members  of  the  board  for  the  elevator  will  be  used  in  part  for 
extra  expenses  in  connection  with  its  installation,  which  exceeded 
$3,000.  Through  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  George  J.  Dunlop,  the  parlor 
has  been  painted  and  papered  and  has  a  new  rug,  and  we  hope  later 
the  furniture  can  be  re-covered.  We  are  indebted  to  so  many  people 
for  so  many  things  and  so  many  kindly  acts  that  it  would  be  invidious 
to  mention  any  individual  one.  I  can  only  say  that  we  appreciate  it 
all  and  only  hope  for  a  continuance  of  their  sympathy  and  gifts.  We 
have  given  up  the  idea  of  raising  the  roof  for  enlarging  the  Home  and 
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must  extend  one  of  the  wings,  for  which  we  shall  need  at  least  $15,000. 
The  ever-increasing  number  of  applicants  makes  it  necessary  to  have 
more  room,  as  we  always  have  a  waiting  list.  We  especially  ask  for 
money  and  supplies  for  the  cancer  ward,  always  full  of  the  most 
suffering  patients. 

I  can  not  close  this  report  without  a  word  in  regard  to  the  patients, 
whose  sweetness  and  patience  and  gratitude  are  such  a  help  to  the 
board,  and  teach  us  many  a  lesson,  and  also  for  the  gratitude,  so 
charmingly  in  many  instances,  expressed  by  the  friends  of  patients 
whose  sufferings  are  at  an  end.  These  are  a  great  help  to  the  board, 
who  are  also  indebted  to  the  clergy  of  all  denominations  for  their 
ministrations  to  and  interest  in  the  patients. 

To  the  generous  friends  who  make  it  possible  for  us  to  carry  on  the 
work,  to  our  visiting  staff,  who  are  so  devoted  to  the  patients  and  to 
the  Home,  I  am  endlessly  grateful,  and  consider  it  a  great  privilege 
to  be  at  the  head  of  such  an  institution  and  the  servant  of  such  a  board 
of  earnest,  hard-working  managers.

Rules  for  Admission. 

1.  Application  for  admission  to  the  home  shall  be  made  to  one  of  the  managers  on 
a  printed  form  provided  for  the  purpose,  and  should  be  laid  before  the  board  at  the 
next  regular  meeting. 

2.  Cases  of  all  incurable  applicants  shall  be  considered,  except  those  suffering 
from  mental  derangement  and  contagious  diseases. 

3.  Applicants  shall  be  subject  to  careful  inquiry,  and  a  certificate  furnished  them 
shall  be  signed  by  a  physician  in  good  standing.  They  must  also  submit  to  the 
examination  of  two  physicians  approved  by  the  board,  and  the  certificate  shall  be 
signed  by  them.  This  certificate  and  a  written  report  shall  be  presented  by  the 
admission  committee  to  the  board.  All  cases  must  be  admitted  on  probation  of  not 
less  than  six  months.  The  president  must  give  a  written  order  for  the  patient's 
reception  into  the  home. 

4.  In  the  event  of  any  patient  becoming  lunatic,  idiotic,  or  violent,  or  contracting 
contagious  disease,  the  board  shall  have  power  to  remove  the  patient. 

5.  Should  the  condition  of  any  inmate  become  so  altered  by  recovery  that  the  case 
is  no  longer  suitable  for  the  home,  the  board  shall  have  power  to  dispose  of  such 
case.  This,  however,  can  only  be  done  with  the  certificate  of  two  physicians  named 
by  the  board,  and  one  chosen  by  the  patient,  if  desired. 

6.  All  patients  must  be  subject  to  the  rules  of  the  home,  and  for  continued  viola- 
tion thereof  shall  be  liable  to  dismissal.  Disrespectful  conduct  to  the  matron  in 
charge  will  not  be  allowed. 
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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  CHILDREN'S  GUARDIANS. 

Washington,  D.  C,  November  22,  1906. 
Sirs:  The  following  is  the  thirteenth  annual  report  of  the  Board  of 
Children's  Guardians,  being  the  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1906. 


The  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  of  the  District  of  Columbia  was 
created  by  the  act  of  July  26,  1892,  entitled,  "An  act  to  provide  for 
the  care  of  dependent  children  in  the  District  of  Columbia  and  to  cre- 
ate a  board  of  children's  guardians."    (27  Stat.  1.,  268.) 

It  was  not,  however,  until  July  1,  1893,  that  the  Board  was  enabled 
to  receive  wards. 

Number  of  members. — The  Board  consists  of  nine  members,  of  whom 
three  are  appointed  each  year  for  a  term  of  three  years,  except  when 
appointed  for  the  remainder  of  unexpired  terms,  by  the  judges  of 
the  police  court  and  the  judge  holding  criminal  court,  and  serve  with- 
out compensation.  It  is  required  that  at  least  three  of  the  members 
shall  be  of  each  sex.  The  judges  of  the  police  court  and  the  judge 
holding  the  criminal  court,  or  a  majority  of  them,  when  met  together 
for  that  purpose,  may  remove  for  cause  any-  member  of  the  Board, 
provided  that  such  member  shall  be  given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard 
in  his  own  defense.

Mrs.  Julia  R.  Hall,  M.  D.,  was  employed  as  physician  at  a  salary 
from  January  6,  1894,  until  June  30,  1905,  payable  from  the  fund  for 
maintenance  and  care  of  children,  and  has  been  employed  since  on  the 
basis  of  service  rendered. 


POWERS  OF  THE  BOARD. 

The  Board  is  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  having  the  powers  enu- 
merated in  the  organic  act  and  other  acts,  as  follows: 

I.  Under  the  above-cited  act  creating  the  Board: 

1.  To  elect  from  their  own  members  a  president,  vice-president,  and 
secretary,  who  shall  severally  discharge  the  duties  usual  to  such  offices 
or  such  as  the  by-laws  of  the  Board  may  prescribe. 
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2.  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commissioners  to  employ  not 
more  than  two  agents,  at  an  annual  compensation  not  exceeding  $2,400 
for  the  two,  and  prescribe  their  duties,a  and  to  conclude  arrangements 
with  persons  or  institutions  for  the  care  of  dependent  children  at  such 
rates  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 

3.  To  have  the  care  and  supervision  of  the  following  classes  of 
children: 

First.  All  children  committed  under  section  2  of  the  act  approved 
February  13,  1885,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  protection  of  children  in 
the  District  of  Columbia,  and  for  other  purposes"  (23  Stat.  L.,  342).6 

Second.  Whenever  such  children  may  be  committed  to  the  care  of 
the  Board  by  the  police  court  or  the  criminal  court  of  the  District:0 

(a)  All  children  who  are  destitute  of  suitable  homes  and  adequate 
means  of  earning  an  honest  living. 

(b)  All  children  who  are  abandoned  by  their  parents  or  guardians. 

(c)  All  children  of  habitually  drunken  or  vicious  or  unlit  parents. 

(d)  All  children  habitually  begging  on  the  streets  or  from  door 
to  door. 

(e)  All  children  kept  in  vicious  or  immoral  associations. 

(f)  All  children  known  by  their  language  or  life  to  be  vicious  or 
incorrigible. 

Third.  Such  children  as  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Reform  School 
for  Bovs  or  the  Reform  School  for  Girls  mav  in  their  discretion  com- 


«By  a  decision  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  August  29,  1906,  the  appoint- 
ment of  all  employees  of  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  must  be  made  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

6  The  provisions  of  this  section  of  the  act  establishing  the  Washington  Humane 
Society  are: 

"Sec.  2.  That  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  shall,  by  the  police 
force  of  said  District,  aid  the  society,  its  officers  and  agents,  in  the  enforcement  of  all 
laws  relating  to  or  affecting  the  protection  of  children;  and  the  Commissioners  of  the 
said  District  and  their  successors  are  authorized,  in  their  discretion,  to  detail,  from 
time  to  time,  an  officer  or  officers  to  aid  specially  in  the  work  of  said  society  or  they 
may  commission  any  duly  appointed  agents  of  said  society  special  police  officers, 
without  compensation;  and  such  agents  or  officers  shall  have  power  to  arrest,  without 
warrant,  all  persons  violating  in  their  presence  or  sight  any  law  relating  to  or  affecting 
the  protection  of  children  or  other  parties  so  offending  by  virtue  of  a  warrant  issued 
by  the  police  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  trial.  Such  agents  or  officers  are 
also  hereby  empowered  to  bring  before  the  said  court  any  child  who  is  subjected  to 
cruel  treatment,  willful  abuse,  or  neglect,  or  any  child  under  16  years  of  age  found  in  a 
house  of  ill  fame;  and  said  court  may  commit  such  child  to  an  orphan  asylum  or  other 
public  charitable  institution  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  with  the  consent  of  the  con- 
stituted authorities  or  such  other  disposition  thereof  as  now  is  or  may  hereafter  be  pro- 
vided bylaw  in  cases  of  vagrant,  destitute,  or  abandoned  children:  Provided,  That  any 
parent,  guardian,  or  near  relative  who  may  feel  aggrieved  by  any  order  of  said  court  in 
the  premises  may  appeal  therefrom  to  the  criminal  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia." 

The  act  of  March  19,  1906,  creating  a  juvenile  court  in  and  for  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia provides  that — 

"Said  juvenile  court  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  jurisdiction  conferred  by  the 
act  entitled  'An  act  for  the  protection  of  children,  and  so  forth,'  approved  February 
thirteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-five,  upon  the  police  court  of  the  District 
of  Columbia." 

cBy  the  act  of  March  19,  1906,  creating  a  juvenile  court  in  and  for  the  District  of 
Columbia  it  is  provided  that  said  court  "shall  have  original  and  exclusive  jurisdic- 
tion of  all  cases  involving  the  legal  punishment  of  children  under  the  provisions  of 
4  An  act  to  provide  for  the  care  of  dependent  children  in  the  District  of  Columbia  and 
to  create  a  board  of  children's  guardians,'  approved  July  26,  1892  (27  Stat.  L.,  p. 
(268,  and  of  the  acts  amendatory  thereof."  As,  however,  the  act  of  July  26,  1892, 
did  not  provide  for  the  legal  punishment  of  children  in  any  case  and  no  acts  have 
been  passed  amendatory  thereof,  jurisdiction  under  this  act  has  not  been  transferred 
from  the  police  and  criminal  courts  to  the  juvenile  court. 
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mit  to  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  conditionally  upon  the  good 
behavior  of  the  child  so  committed." 

Fourth.  Under  rules  to  be  established  by  the  board  to  receive  and 
temporarily  care  for  children  pending  investigation  or  judgment  of 
the  court;  children  received  temporarily  not  to  be  kept  longer  than 
one  week,  except  by  order  of  the  police  court  or  the  criminal  court. 

4.  To  be  the  legal  guardians  of  all  children  committed  to  it  by  the 
courts  with  full  power  (a)  to  board  them  in  private  families,  (b)  to 
board  them  in  institutions  willing  to  receive  them,  (c)  to  bind  them 
out,  {(/)  to  apprentice  them,  (e)  to  give  them  in  adoption  to  foster 
parents. 

II.  Under  the  provisions  of  an  act  making  appropriations  for  the 
expenses  of  the  government  of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1894,  and  for  other  purposes,  approved  March 
3,  1893: 

u5.  When  any  indigent  applicant  for  admission  to  the  Columbia 
Institution  for  Deaf  and  Dumb  belonging  to  the  District  of  Columbia 
and  being  of  teachable  age  is  found,  upon  examination  by  the  presi- 
dent of  the  institution,  to  be  of  feeble  mind,  and  hence  incapable  of 
receiving  instruction  among  children  of  sound  mind,  to  cause  such 
persons  to  be  instructed  in  some  institution  for  the  education  of  feeble- 
minded children  in  Pennsylvania  or  some  other  State,  at  a  cost  not 
greater  for  each  pupil  than  is  or  may  be  for  the  time  being  paid  by 
such  State  for  similar  instruction." 

III.  Under  the  provisions  of  an  act  to  enlarge  the  powers  of  the 
courts  of  the  District  of  Columbia  in  cases  involving  delinquent 
children,  and  for  other  purposes,  approved  March  3,  1901  (31  Stats., 
1095): 

"6.  To  place  under  contract,  in  such  suitable  homes,  institutions,  or 
training  .schools  for  the  care  of  children  as  it  may  deem  wise  and 
proper,  children  under  17  years  of  age  who  shall  be  convicted  of 
petty  crimes  or  misdemeanors  which  may  be  punishable  with  fine  or 
imprisonment  when  such  children  are  committed  to  the  custody  and 
care  of  the  Board  by  the  judges  of  the  criminal  and  police  courts  of 
the  District  of  Columbia."15 

7.  For  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  criminal  and  police  courts  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  in  a  proper  disposition  of  cases  of  children  under 
17  years  of  age  who  shall  be  convicted  of  petty  crimes  or  misdemeanors 
which  may  be  punishable  with  fine  or  imprisonment,  to  designate  one 

«The  act  of  March  19,  1906,  provided  that  "  no  child  once  committed  to  any  pub- 
lic institution  by  the  order  of  the  juvenile  court  shall  be  discharged  or  paroled  there- 
from or  transferred  to  another  institution  without  the  consent  and  approval  of  the 
said  court." 

This  act  being  subsequent  to  that  of  July  26,  1892,  and  by  its  terms  repeating 
inconsistent  laws  or  parts  of  laws,  the  trustees  of  the  reform  schools  no  longer  have 
this  power  of  commitment. 

''The  act  of  March  19,  1906,  creating  a  juvenile  court  in  and  for  the  District  of 
Columbia  provides,  section  8: 

"  That  the  juvenile  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  have  original  and  exclu- 
sive jurisdiction  of  all  cases  under  the  provisions  of  'An  act  to  enlarge  the  powers 
of  the  courts  in  the  District  of  Columbia  in  cases  involving  delinquent  children,  and 
for  other  purposes,'  approved  March  3,  1901  (31  Stat.  L.,  1093),  and  said  juvenile 
court  may  hereafter,  concurrently  with  the  criminal  court,  have  and  exercise  all  the 
powers  and  jurisdiction  conferred  by  said  last-mentioned  act  upon  the  police  court 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  in  the  case  of  parents  or  guardians  who  shall  refuse  or 
neglect  to  provide  food,  clothing,  and  shelter  for  any  child  under  the  age  of  14  years." 
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of  its  employees  as  a  probation  officer,a  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make 
such  investigation  in  cases  involving  children  under  17  years  of  age  as 
the  court  may  direct,  to  be  present  in  court  in  order  to  represent  the 
interests  of  the  child  when  the  case  is  heard,  to  furnish  the  court  such 
information  and  assistance  as  the  judge  may  require,  and  to  take  charge 
of  any  child  before  or  after  trial,  as  may  be  directed  by  the  court. 

IV.  Under  the  provisions  of  an  act  to  create  a  juvenile  court  in  and 
for  the  District  of  Columbia,  approved  March  19,  1906  (Public  No. 
56): 

8.  To  have  care  and  supervision  of  all  persons  less  than  17  years  of 
asre  who  are  charged  with  habitual  truancy  from  school  and  in  such 
cases  are  committed  to  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  by  the  juve- 
nile court. 

9.  To  have  care  of  all  children,  other  than  those  liable  to  commit- 
ment to  the  reform  schools,  delinquent,  neglected,  or  dependent,  com- 
mitted to  its  care  by  the  juvenile  court,  either  for  a  limited  period  on 
probation  or  during  minority,  as  circumstances  may  require.6 

This  act  went  into  effect  July  1,  1906.  Since  by  this  provision  the 
courts  are  forbidden  to  commit  to  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians, 
subsequent  to  June  30,  1906,  any  children  liable  to  be  committed  to 
the  reform  schools,  it  becomes  necessary  to  determine  what  classes  of 
children  are  liable  to  be  committed  to  the  reform  schools.  From  the 
showing  made  below  it  appears  that  these  classes  of  children  include 
(a)  all  children  who  are  charged  with  or  convicted  of  crimes  or  misde- 
meanors punishable  by  tine  or  imprisonment  other  than  imprisonment 
for  life;  (b)  all  children  destitute  of  a  suitable  home  and  adequate 
means  of  earning  an  honest  living;  (c)  all  children  who  are  in  danger 
of  being  brought  up  or  who  are  brought  up  to  lead  an  idle  or  vicious 
life;  all  boys  under  16  years  of  age  and  girls  under  18  years  of  age; 
(d)  who  are  incorrigible,  or  (e)  who  habitually  disregard  the  commands 
of  their  father  or  mother  or  guardians,  or  (J)  who  lead  a  vagrant  life, 
or  \g)  who  resort  to  immoral  places  or  practices,  or  (h)  who  neglect  or 
refuse  to  perform  labor  suitable  to  their  years  and  condition,  or  (i) 
who  neglect  or  refuse  to  attend  school. 

These  classes  include  nearly  all  children  who  come  within  the  juris- 
diction of  the  juvenile  court,  and  include  all  delinquent  children  who 
come  within  this  juridiction,  so  that  there  are  no  ''other  delinquent 
children,"  and  few,  if  any,  "other  children  neglected  or  dependent'"1 
who  may  be  committed  to  the  care  of  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians 
by  the  Juvenile  court.  This  is  shown  by  a  comparison  of  the  list  of 
kinds  of  children  enumerated  above,  with  the  list  of  kinds  of  children 


a  Congress  having,  by  the  act  of  March  19,  1906,  creating  a  juvenile  court,  made 
provision  for  probation  officers  appointed  by  and  attached  to  that  court  and  by  the 
act  of  June  28,  1906,  making  appropriations  to  provide  for  the  expenses  of  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1907,  and  for 
other  purposes,  omitted  provision  theretofore  made  for  the  salary  of  a  probation  offi- 
cer in  the  employ  of  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  this  provision  is  regarded 
as  inoperative  for  the  future. 

&The  act  of  March  19,  1906,  provided  that  "All  children  of  the  class  now  liable  to 
be  committed  to  the  Reform  School  for  Boys  and  the  Reform  School  for  Girls  shall 
hereafter  be  committed  by  the  juvenile  court  to  said  schools,  respectively.  All  other 
children  delinquent,  neglected,  or  dependent  (with  the  exceptions  hereinbefore 
stated)  shall  hereafter  be  committed  by  the  juvenile  court  to  the  care  of  the  Board 
of  Children's  Guardians,  either  for  a  limited  period  on  probation  or  during  minority, 
as  circumstances  may  require." 
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who  were  formerly,  and  still  are,  liable  in  the  discretion  of  the  courts, 
to  be  committed  to  the  reform  schools. 

The  act  of  May  3,  1876,  revising  and  amending  the  various  acts 
establishing  and  relating  to  the  reform  school  in  the  District  of 
Columbia  (19  Stat.  L.,  19),  provides: 

Sec.  8.  That  whenever  any  boy  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years  shall  be  brought 
before  any  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  any  judge  of  such  court,  and  shall 
be  convicted  of  any  crime  or  misdemeanor  punishable  by  fine  or  imprisonment, 
other  than  imprisonment  for  life,  such  court  or  judge,  in  lieu  of  sentencing  him  to 
imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  or  fining  him,  may  commit  him  to  the  Reform 
School,  to  remain  until  he  shall  arrive  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  unless  sooner 
discharged  by  the  board  of  trustees.  And  the  judges  of  the  criminal  and  police 
courts  of  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  have  power  to  commit  to  the  Reform  School, 
first,  any  boy  under  sixteen  years  of  age  who  may  be  liable  to  punishment  by  impris- 
onment under  any  existing  law  that  may  be  enacted  and  in  force  in  said  District; 
second,  any  boy  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  with  the  consent  of  his  parent  or  guard- 
ian against  whom  any  charge  of  committing  any  crime  or  misdemeanor  shall  have 
been  made,  the  punishment  of  which,  on  conviction,  would  be  confinement  in  jail 
or  prison;  third,  any  boy  under  sixteen  years  of  age  who  is  destitute  of  a  suitable 
home  and  adequate  means  of  obtaining  an  honest  living,  or  who  is  in  danger  of 
being  brought  up,  or  is  brought  up,  to  lead  an  idle  or  vicious  life;  fourth,  any  boy 
under  sixteen  years  of  age  who  is  incorrigible,  or  habitually  disregards  the  com- 
mands of  his  father  or  mother  or  guardian;  who  leads  a  vagrant  life  or  resorts  to 
immoral  places  or  practices,  or  neglects  or  refuses  to  perform  labor  suitable  to  his 
years  and  condition,  or  to  attend  school. 

The  act  of  July  9,  1888,  to  incorporate  the  Reform  School  for  Girls 
for  the  District  of  Columbia  (25  Stat.  L.,  245),  provides: 

Sec  6.  That  all  the  sections  of  the  act  of  May  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
six,  entitled  "An  act  revising  and  amending  the  various  acts  establishing  and  relating 
to  the  Reform  School  of  the  District  of  Columbia,"  not  inconsistent  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  are  hereby  made  applicable  to  the  Reform  School  for  Girls  of  the 
District  of  Columbia,  except  the  word  "girls"  shall  be  understood  wherever  the 
word  "boys"  occurs  in  that  act,  and  the  words  "eighteen  years"  wherever  the 
words  "sixteen  years"  occur. 

The  act  of  July  26, 1892,  creating  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians 
(27  Stat.  L.,  268),  provides: 

Sec  4.  That  the  laws  regulating  the  commitment  of  children  to  the  reform  schools 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  repealed  in  any  part  by  this  act. 

The  act  of  March  3,  1901,  to  enlarge  the  powers  of  the  courts  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  in  cases  involving  delinquent  children,  and  for 
other  purposes  (31  Stat.  L.,  1093),  provides: 

Sec  2.  That  no  court  shall  commit  a  child  under  seventeen  years  of  age  charged 
with  or  convicted  of  a  petty  crime  or  misdemeanor,  punishable  by  a  fine  or  imprison- 
ment, to  a  jail,  workhouse,  or  police  station,  but  it  such  child  be  unable  to  give  bail 
or  pay  a  fine,  it  may  be  committed  to  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  temporarilv 
or  permanently,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court— or  said  court  may  commit  such  child 
to  the  reform  school  under  the  laws  now  providing  for  such  commitment. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  BOARD. 

In  general  the  duties  of  the  Board  are  to  exercise  its  powers.  More 
particularly  the  following  duties  are  specified: 

1.  An  annual  report  of  its  operations  hereunder  (under  the  organic  act)  shall  be 
made  by  the  Board  of  Guardians  to  the  superintendent  of  charities  (Board  of  Chari- 
ties). 

2.  All  children  under  the  guardianship  of  the  Board  shall  be  visited  not  less  than 
once  a  year  by  an  agent  of  the  Board,  and  as  much  oftener  as  the  welfare  of  the  child 
demands. 

3.  The  antecedent  character  and  condition  of  life  of  each  child  received  by  the 
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Board  shall  be  investigated  as  fully  as  possible,  and  the  facts  learned  entered  in  per- 
manent records,  in  which  shall  also  be  noted  the  subsequent  history  of  each  child, 
so  far  as  it  can  be  ascertained. 

4.  Children  received  from  the  reform  school  shall  be  placed  at  work,  bound  out 
or  apprenticed,  and  at  any  time  before  attaining  majority  may  be  returned  to  the 
school  from  which  they  came,  if,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Guardians,  such  a 
course  is  demanded  by  the  interest  of  the  community  or  the  welfare  of  the  child." 

5.  Said  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  shall  place,  under  contract,  in  such  suit- 
able homes,  institutions,  or  training  schools  for  the  care  of  children  as  it  may  deem 
wise  and  proper  children  under  seventeen  years  of  age  who  shall  be  convicted  of 
petty  crimes  or  misdemeanors  which  may  be  punishable  with  tines  or  imprison- 
ment and  who  are  committed  to  its  custody  and  care.    (Act  of  March  3,  1901. ) 

6.  Said  Board  shall  make  some  suitable  provision  outside  the  inclosure  of  any 
jail,  workhouse,  or  police  station  for  every  child  under  seventeen  years  of  age 
charged  with  or  convicted  of  a  petty  crime  or  misdemeanor  punishable  by  a  fine 
or  imprisonment  when  such  child  is  committed  to  the  Board  temporarily'  or  per- 
manently. (Ibid.) 

7.  Said  Board  shall  receive  by  its  disbursing  officer  from  the  father  or  the  mother, 
or  both  such  father  and  mother,  of  any  child  entitled  to  be  committed  to  the  care, 
custody,  and  guardianship  of  the  Board  under  or  by  virtue  of  any  of  the  provisions 
of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  July  twenty-sixth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
two,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  care  of  dependent  children  in  the  District 
of  Columbia  and  to  create  a  board  of  children's  guardians"  (27  Stat.  L.,  268),  when 
such  father  or  mother,  or  both,  have  been  convicted  of  failure  or  neglect  to  con- 
tribute to  the  support  of  such  child,  when  able  so  to  contribute,  either  by  reason  of 
having  means  or  property,  or  having  an  income  consisting  of  wages  or  salary  due  for 
personal  services  or  labor,  or  otherwise,  such  sum  or  sums  as  the  proper  court  shall 
require  the  father  or  the  mother  of  such  child,  or  both  such  father  or  mother,  to 
contribute  by  stated  payments  to  be  made  to  said  Board  of  Children's  Guardians, 
monthly,  weekly,  or  otherwise,  as  in  the  judgment  of  said  court  either  or  both  such 
father  and  mother  should  and  may  be  able  to  pay  toward  the  support  of  such  child. 
The  disbursing  officer  of  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  shall  be  responsible 
under  his  bond  for  all  moneys  paid  to  said  Board  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
and  shall  pay  the  amounts  so  received  by  him  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States 
within  twenty  days  after  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year.    {Ibid. ) 

RESPONSIBILITIES  OF  THE  BOARD. 

I.  The  Commissioners  of  the  District  shall  have  authority  to  pre- 
scribe: (a)  The  form  of  records  to  be  kept  by  the  Board  of  Guardians, 
and  (b)  the  methods  to  be  employed  by  the  Board  in  paying  bills  and 
auditing  accounts. 

II.  The  employment  of  agents  of  the  Board  is  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Commissioners  of  the  District. 

III.  The  Board  of  Charities  shall  have:  (a)  Full  powers  of  investi- 
gation and  report  regarding  all  branches  of  the  work  of  the  Board,  as 
well  as  over  all  institutions  in  which  children  are  placed  by  the  Board, 
and  (b)  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Charities  to  recommend 
annually  the  appropriations  which  in  its  judgment  are  necessary  to  the 
carrying  on  of  the  work  of  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians. 

MEETINGS. 

The  Board  held  twelve  regular  monthly  meetings  and  the  executive 
committee  held  eleven  meetings. 

ORDERS. 

As  to  the  future  placements,  where  the  applicant  desired  to  give 
"home  instruction  "  instead  of  public  school  instruction,  it  was  ordered 


«The  act  of  March  19,  1906,  requires  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  juvenile 
court  to  the  discharge  or  parole  or  the  transfer  to  another  institution  of  a  child  once 
committed  to  any  public  institution  by  the  order  of  said  court. 
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that  the  agent  be  authorized  to  make  such  placements  after  having 
presented  the  matter  to  the  committee  on  homes  and  institutions, 
which  was  empowered  in  such  cases  to  represent  the  Board.  (Nov. 
11,  1905.) 

NATIONAL  CONFERENCE  OF  CHARITIES  AND  CORRECTION. 

The  National  Conference  of  Charities  and  Correction  held  its  annual 
meeting  at  Philadelphia  from  May  9  to  May  16.

DECISIONS.

Mr.  John  W.  Douglass, 

Disbursing  Officer  Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  District  of  Columbia. 

Sir:  In  your  communication  of  February  2,  1906,  you  request  my  decision  of  two 
questions  which  you  therein  present,  as  follows: 

The  District  of  Columbia  appropriation  bill  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1906, 
under  the  head  of  "Board  of  Children's  Guardians,"  contains  the  following: 

"With  authority  to  pay  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  to  institutions 
adjudged  to  be  under  sectarian  control. 

"The  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  has  paid  the  full  amount,  one  thousand  dol- 
lars, to  the  following  institutions:  House  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Washington;  House 
of  the  Good  Shepherd  for  Colored  Girls,  Baltimore;  St.  Vincent's  Female  Orphan 
Asylum,  St.  Joseph's  Male  Orphan  Asylum,  St.  Mary's  Industrial  School,  St.  Francis 
Academy.  Now,  these  institutions  have  been  regarded  by  the  disbursing  officer 
as  sectarian  institutions  within  the  meaning  of  the  law,  but  he  is  not  clear  as  to 
the  meaning  and  application  of  the  term  "  adjudged."  Now,  to  get  before  you  a 
concrete  case,  1  submit  the  accompanying  voucher  in  payment  for  services  actually 
rendered,  and  ask  you,  directly,  Have  1  authority  to  pay  this  voucher?  Have  the 
above-mentioned  institutions  or  any  institutions  ever  been  adjudged  by  anybody  as 
sectarian;  and  if  so,  by  whom  and  when?" 

The  voucher  transmitted  by  you  is  for  board  and  care  of  children  in  January, 
1906,  by  the  St.  Joseph's  Male  Orphan  Asylum,  which  is  one  of  the  charitable  insti- 
tutions to  which  you  state  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  has  paid  the  full  amount 
of  $1,000  authorized  bythe  provision  in  the  act  of  March  3,  1905  (33  Stat.  L.,  909), 
quoted  by  you,  supra,  to  be  paid  to  institutions  adjudged  to  be  under  sectarian 
control. 

Your  first  question  is  whether  you  are  authorized  to  pay  this  voucher.  In  view  of 
the  payments  which  have  already  been  made  to  this  institution  the  further  question 
arises  whether  the  St.  Joseph's  Male  Orphan  Asylum  is  an  institution  "adjudged  to 
be  under  sectarian  control"  within  the  meaning  of  the  above  prohibitive  provision. 

The  provision  does  not  indicate  any  court  or  other  tribunal  by  which  such  institu- 
tions are  to  be  "adjudged"  to  be  under  sectarian  control. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  the  question  whether  the  St.  Joseph's  Male 
Orphan  Asylum  is  under  sectarian  control  is  primarily  to  be  adjudged  by  the  Board 
of  Children's  Guardians,  and  that,  if  it  is  adjudged  by  the  Board  not  to  be  under  sec- 
tarian control,  you  are  authorized,  in  the  absence  of  any  evidence  to  the  contrary, 
to  pay  the  bill  referred  to. 

The  question  as  to  whether  this  institution  is  under  sectarian  control  should  not  be 
a  difficult  one  to  decide.  You  have  a  right  to  take  into  consideration  ui  determining 
this  fact  the  terms  of  the  charter  under  which  it  is  organized  and  its  known  methods 
of  operation. 

Your  second  question  is,  "Have  the  above-mentioned  institutions  or  any  institu- 
tions ever  been  adjudged  by  anybody  as  sectarian;  and  if  so,  by  whom  and  when?" 
I  have  no  knowledge  upon  this  subject,  and  in  so  far  as  it  pertains  to  other  institutions 
than  St.  Joseph's  Male  Orphan  Asylum  it  is  immaterial  to  the  matter  now  before  you. 

The  voucher  transmitted  by  you  is  herewith  returned.

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WORK  OF  THE  BOARD. 

The  Board  began  the  year  with  1,267  wards,  not  including  6  children 
held  under  temporary  care  and  58  feeble-minded  children  for  whose 
support  in  institutions  it  was  responsible. 

It  received  during  the  3Tear  200  wards,  109  children  for  temporary 
care,  and  added  6  to  the  number  of  feeble-minded  children  to  be  sup- 
ported. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  cases  investigated  and  of  the  per- 
manent and  temporary  wards  for  each  year  of  the  Board's  existence :

During  the  same  period  50  wards  came  of  age,  6  were  married, 
19  died,  22  were  returned  to  court  and  committed  to  the  reform 
schools,  3  were  returned  to  court  and  the  order  of  commitment  was 
set  aside,  and  3  were  adopted,  leaving  1,364  under  guardianship  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Ninety-six  children  were  discharged  from  temporary  care,  leaving 
19  still  id  charge,  and  10  feeble-minded  children  were  dropped,  leav- 
ing 54  feeble-minded  children  on  the  expense  roll.

For  the  first  time  since  the  beginning  of  the  work  of  the  Board  the 
normal  discharge  of  wards  from  guardianship  exceeded  one-half  of  the 
commitments,  200  having  been  committed  and  103  discharged.  In 
1903,  214  were  committed  and  119  were  discharged,  but  the  number  of 
discharges  was  abnormal,  because  in  that  year  girls  ranging  in  age 
from  18  vears  upward  were  discharged  as  of  age,  whereas  previously 
they  had' been  held  until  21,  and  thus  an  accumulation  had  been  formed 
which  was  discharged  all  at  once.  In  1904  there  were  only  72  dis- 
charges, with  213  commitments,  and  in  1905,  117  discharges,  with  250 
commitments. 

Some  concern  has  been  expressed  because  the  number  of  wards 
under  the  guardianship  of  the  Board  appears  to  be  large  in  proportion 
to  the  population  of  the  District,  but  a  consideration  of  the  circum- 
stances in  which  these  wards  are  placed  will  aid  to  allay  this  concern. 
Children  who  are  committed  to  the  guardianship  of  the  Board  remain 
wards  and  are  to  be  kept  on  the  rolls  until  they  are  18  years  of  age  if 
girls  or  21  years  of  age  if  boys,  unless  they  are  discharged  by  death, 
marriage,  adoption,  or  otherwise. 
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Wards,  however,  who  are  placed  on  indenture  or  apprenticeship  in 
private  homes  are  not  maintained  at  public  expense,  except  expense 
for  supervision,  so  that  the  number  who  can  properly  be  considered 
public  dependents  is  much  smaller  than  at  first  would  appear.  The 
following  table  shows  that  nearly  three-fourths  of  the  wards  of  the 
Board  are  thus  maintained  without  public  expenditure:

The  aggregate  number  of  days  that  wards  of  the  Board  were  held 
under  guardianship  was  479,368,  making  an  average  of  1,313  for  every 
day  of  the  year.  The  Board  gave,  moreover,  3,826  days'  temporary 
care  to  children  not  its  wards  and  not  feeble-minded,  under  authority 
conferred  upon  it  by  the  law  and  the  courts,  and  supported  feeble- 
minded children  20,762  days. 

No  board  was  paid  for  temporary  support  of  the  313  children  dealt 
with  by  the  probation  officer  under  the  act  of  March  3,  1901.  The 
number  of  days  these  children  were  held  under  probation  was  33,166, 
an  average  of  105.9  days'  care  to  each. 

The  number  of  davs'  care  of  wards  increased  38,024;  that  of  children 
under  temporary  care  increased  222;  that  of  the  support  of  feeble- 
minded children  decreased  603. 

The  increase  in  average  number  of  wards  was  177;  that  of  children 
under  temporary  care  was  1,  and  that  of  feeble-minded  children  de- 
creased 1. 

The  aggregate  cost  of  board  and  care,  clothing,  and  medical  attend- 
ance of  wards  and  temporarv  charges  not  feeble-minded,  including 
cost  of  administration  and  supervision,  was  158,326.74. 
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On  a  basis  of  483,194  days'  care  given  to  these  children,  excluding 
care  of  children  held  on  probation,  the  administrative  expenditures 
were  at  the  rate  of  2.22  cents  per  diem,  or  $8.10  per  annum  per  capita, 
and  the  administrative  and  maintenance  expenditures  together  were  at 
the  rate  of  12.07  cents  per  diem,  or  $41.06  per  annum  per  capita. 

The  cost  of  administration  was  1,0  cents  less  than  the  combined  cost 
of  administration,  and  maintenance  was  $8.50  less  per  capita  per  annum 
than  in  the  preceding  year,  on  the  basis  above  stated. 

If,  however,  the  administrative  expenditures  be  reckoned  to  cover 
the  33,106  days'  care  given  to  children  under  probation,  the  rate  of 
these  expenditures  per  capita  per  diem  is  2.08  cents  and  per  annum  is 
$7.58. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  feeble-minded  children  was  $212.43  per 
capita  per  annum,  a  decrease  in  rate  of  $3.17  as  compared  with  the 
preceding  year. 

The  following  tables,  brought  up  and  continued  from  former  years, 
show  the  amounts  and  rates  of  expenditures  for  maintenance,  admin- 
istration, and  supervision  from  several  other  points  of  view. 
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An  examination  of  this  table  shows  the  progressively  diminishing 
per  capita  cost  of  administration  and  supervision  from  $58.80  in  1894 
to  $9.34  in  1906.  It  is  well  understood  that  with  a  complete  plant  and 
a  small  population  the  fixed  charges  assume  an  excessive  proportion, 
and  thus  it  was  that  in  the  first  year  of  the  Board's  work  this  per  capita 
cost  was  $58.80,  while  in  the  second  year  it  was  $22.87,  and  in  the  third 
year  $16.99.  At  this  time  it  began  to  be  impracticable  for  the  agent 
and  the  assistants  provided  for  him  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  the 
law  in  regard  to  the  visitation  of  children,  and  such  difficulty  has 
existed  ever  since,  becoming  aggravated  as  time  went  on.  While  the 
number  of  children  placed  out  in  free  homes  who  have  not  been  visited 
as  often  as  once  in  a  year  has  not  been  large,  the  number  of  those  who 
have  not  been  visited  as  often  as  they  should  be  has  increased,  and  the 
obvious  impracticability  of  making  the  number  of  visits  that  would 
have  been  imperative  if  more  of  the  children  of  the  character  who 
need  the  most  supervision  had  been  placed  out  has  made  it  necessaiy 
to  keep  these  children  in  institutions  or  at  board.  This  is  poor  econ- 
omy, and  when  the  advantages  to  the  children  of  being  removed  from 
institutions  to  free  family  homes  are  considered  it  is  a  great  injustice. 

The  pressure  to  care  for  the  children  in  the  best  manner  has  resulted 
in  the  diversion  of  so  much  of  the  available  resources  of  the  board  from 
the  performance  of  other  duties  imposed  by  law  and  good  practice  that 
the  records  have  fallen  far  in  arrears,  and  it  has  been  impossible  to 
make  such  investigations  to  serve  as  a  basis  for  action  and  record  as 
should  be  made. 

A  fair  measure  of  the  amount  of  money  that  should  be  expended  in 
administrative  work  may  be  obtained  by  maintaining  a  per  capita  rate 
of  expenditure  above  the  minimum  that  existed  at  the  time  the  work 
began  to  suffer  because  of  insufficient  provision.  Placing  this  minimum 
at  $17  and  considering  that  1,147  children  on  the  average  were  under 
supervision  during  the  year  1906,  it  is  seen  that  $20,000  would  not  be 
an  extravagant  amount  to  expend  in  administration  during  the  follow- 
ing year.  It  is  confidently  expected  that  such  an  enlargement  of  the 
administrative  resources  of  the  Board  would  make  it  possible  to  place 
in  free  homes  and  to  visit  adequately  nearly  enough  additional  wards 
of  the  Board  to  reduce  the  expense  for  maintenance  by  $20,000,  and  as 
this  would  be  an  increase  of  less  than  $10,000  above  the  present  admin- 
istrative appropriation  it  would  be  a  manifest  economy. 

HART  FARM  SCHOOL. 

Dissatisfaction  with  the  care  of  the  children  placed  at  the  Hart  Farm 
School  continued  during  the  year,  but  as  the  retention  of  60  wards  at 
that  school  was  mandatory  and  the  conditions  beyond  the  authority  of 
the  Board  to  prescribe  the  quota  was  kept  filled  as  nearly  as  circum- 
stances would  permit  in  view  of  the  occasional  absconding  of  a  ward  or 
his  relegation  to  a  hospital  for  temporary  care.  In  March,  1906,  Mr. 
Hart  went  into  bankruptcy,  and  arrangements  were  made  with  the 
trustee  to  continue  the  warcls  at  the  school  until  the  close  of  the  year. 
On  the  29th  and  30th  of  June  all  were  removed  and  27  of  them  placed 
with  parents  or  friends,  free  of  expense,  19  of  them  placed  at  the 
Children's  Temporary  Home,  and  4  otherwise  distributed.

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PROBATION  WORK. 

The  act  of  March  19,  1906,  creating  a  juvenile  court,  included  pro- 
visions for  the  appointment  by  that  court  of  two  probation  officers  to 
the  care  of  the  chief  of  whom  children  might  be  paroled  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  that  court,  for  such  period  and  subject  to  such  reason- 
able rules  and  regulations  touching  the  welfare  of  the  child  as  may  be 
prescribed  b}^  the  court.  Such  probation  officers  shall  perform  such 
duties  and  be  governed  by  such  regulations  as  ma}r  be  prescribed  by 
the  presiding  judge. 

The  act  of  March  3,  1901,  to  enlarge  the  powers  of  the  courts,  etc., 
provided: 

Sec.  3.  That  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  court  in  a  proper  disposition  of  aiding 
cases  referred  to  in  section  one  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  directed  to  designate  one  of  its  employees  a  probation  officer,  whose  duty 
shall  be  to  make  such  investigation  in  cases  involving  children  under  seventeen 
years  of  age  as  the  court  may  direct,  to  be  present  in  court  in  order  to  represent  the 
interests  of  the  child  when  the  case  is  heard,  to  furnish  the  court  such  information 
and  assistance  as  the  judge  may  require,  and  to  take  charge  of  any  child  before  and 
after  trial  as  may  be  directed  by  the  court. 

These  provisions  for  probation  officers  appear  to  be  conflicting  if 
not  inconsistent,  and  to  the  extent  to  which  they  are  inconsistent  the 
earlier  provision  is  repealed;  but  that  it  was  not  intended  by  the  later 
act  to  terminate  entirely  the  probationary  work  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Board  is  shown  by  the  provision  of  the  later  act  for  the  com- 
mitment of  children  to  the  care  of  the  Board  "for  a  limited  period  on 
probation."  The  Congress,  however,  which  had  provided  a  position 
and  salary  for  a  probation  officer  of  the  Board  in  the  appropriation 
act  for  1906  omitted  such  provision  from  the  act  for  1907,  which  was 
subsequent  to  the  act  of  March  19,  1906,  whence  it  may  be  held  that 
all  probation  work  of  the  Board  was  intended  to  terminate  June  30, 
1906. 

In  the  spring  of  1905  Miss  Lucy  C.  Bartlett,  a  member  of  the  com- 
mittee of  the  Howard  Association  of  London,  England,  made  a  per- 
sonal inquiry  into  the  working  of  the  probation  system  in  the  United 
States,  in  visiting  Washington,  New  York,  Brooklyn,  Hoboken,  Bos- 
ton, Cambridge,  Baltimore,  Philadelphia,  Chicago,  Denver,  andlndian- 
apolis,  with  the  special  design  of  obtaining  information  likely  to  be 
useful  in  the  establishment  of  a  probation  system  in  Italy,  where  she 
resides  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year.  Her  report  was  published 
by  the  Howard  Association  in  December,  1905. 

The  following  extract  relates  to  the  work  of  the  probation  officer  of 
the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians: 

In  Washington  the  probation  system  has  as  yet  been  little  developed,  but  it  was 
one  of  the  places  where  what  there  was  appeared  to  me  to  be  most  real.  There  is  no 
separate  for  children,  but  there  is  a  separate  session,  which,  if  not  all  sufficing, 
seetns  to  be  the  most  important  point.  Though  in  Washington  they  have  yet  no 
specially  appointed  judge  and  no  very  developed  machinery,  they  have  yet  a  very 
special  probation  officer.  As  1  sat  in  Mr.  Copp's  office  and  heard  the  cases  coming 
in  for  help  (cases  not  required  to  come,  all  of  them,  but  coming  because  they  obvi- 
ously looked  upon  him  as  a  friend  and  counselor),  I  saw  probation  as  much  "alive" 
as  in  any  other  part  of  America.  Everything  is  in  the  spirit;  and  this  is  the  more 
evidenced  because  Washington  offers  some  peculiar  difficulties  in  probation.  There 
is  the  color  question.  In  Washington  two-thirds  of  the  bovs  who  come  under  pro- 
bation are  colored,  and  it  is  often  extremely  difficultto  get  work  for  them.  A  white 
boy  will  always  be  preferred;  also,  it  is  harder  to  get  legislation  for  Washington 
than  any  other  place,  because  Congress  is  supposed  to  attend  to  the  affairs  of  the 
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capital,  and  Congress  is  too  busy  for  local  matters.  Yet  despite  such  serious  and 
special  obstacles,  probation  is  alive  in  Washington.  Last  year  it  saved  $15,000. 
But  better  proof  of  its  success  is  given  in  the  unbidden  visitors  who  troop  into  the 
probation  office. 

Miss  Bartlett  passes  judgment  on  the  plans  of  probation  work  in  the 
several  cities  visited,  stating  that — 

In  the  Indianapolis  juvenile  court,  or  the  Marion  County  juvenile  court,  as  it  is 
called,  we  find  for  the  first  time  what  can  be  called  a  complete  system,  and  it  is  for 
this  reason  that  the  Indianapolis  court  deserves  to  be  placed  before  any  other  in  the 
United  States.  In  other  places  we  find  one  or  other  of  the  necessary  elements,  but 
only  in  Indianapolis  do  we  find  all  the  elements  combined.  And  what  we  feel  is  that 
the  strength  lies  in  this  combination,  more  even  than  in  the  excellence  of  the  indi- 
viduals who  fill  the  different  posts,  good  as  all  are.  There  is  an  enormous  strength 
in  cohesion,  and  the  Indianapolis  court  is  the  only  one  which  has  attained  cohesion. 
This  is  the  distinctive  feature  of  the  Indianapolis  court— that  it  appears  to  understand 
itself — it  understands  that  various  elements  are  necessary  to  make  completeness,  and 
it  omits  none  of  them.  There  is  an  excellent  judge,  who  gives  his  whole  time  and 
thought  to  the  juvenile  court.  There  is  a  uniquely  fitted  chief  probation  officer,  who 
knows  all  that  goes  on,  and  through  whom  others  can  gain  equal  knowledge.  There 
are  two  more  paid  probation  officers,  one  a  man  and  one  a  woman,  specially  detailed 
for  investigation  work.  There  is  last,  but  not  least,  a  large  and  highly  efficient  band 
of  volunteer  probation  officers. 

This  last  is  the  principal  feature  of  the  Indianapolis  court,  and  more  must  be  said 
of  it.  Not  one  of  these  posts  mentioned  can  be  left  unfilled  if  a  perfect  probation 
system  is  desired.  There  is  a  prejudice  throughout  America  against  volunteer  pro- 
bation officers.  It  is  felt  that  they  are  not  suited  to  the  work.  A  visit  to  the 
Indianapolis  court  is  all  that  is  needed  to  destroy  this  idea.  Two  precautions  only 
are  necessary.  First,  that  the  volunteer  officers  should  be  very  carefully  chosen, 
unsuitable  people  being  rejected.  Secondly,  that,  having  been  thus  carefully  chosen, 
they  should  then  be  endowed  with  the  same  powers  as  the  paid  officer,  this  alone 
giving  them  proper  authority  with  their  charges.  In  Indianapolis  this  has  been 
done,  and  the  result  has  been  entirely  satisfactory.  The  volunteer  corps  at  present 
number  125,  and  there  is  a  reserve  list  of  100  more  which  can  be  drawn  upon  when 
necessary.  When  you  consider  that  the  town  of  Indianapolis  only  numbers  210,000 
inhabitants  some  idea  is  gained  of  the  different  amount  of  supervision  possible 
by  this  enrollment  of  volunteers  In  Indianapolis  rarely  more  than  three  cases  are 
confided  to  any  man  or  woman,  some  times  only  one.  And,  through  having  so  large 
a  staff  of  volunteers  to  choose  from,  it  is  possible  to  consign  a  child  always  to  an 
officer  of  its  own  religion,  and  one  likely  in  other  ways  to  understand  it. 

How  much  better  is  this  than  being  obliged  to  allot  the  child  simply  to  the  officer 
who  lives  in  its  particular  district?  It  is  the  work  of  the  chief  probation  officer, 
Mrs.  Rogers,  to  know  all  the  volunteer  officers,  to  hear  each  case,  as  it  is  brought  in, 
and  then  to  suggest  to  the  judge  the  volunteer  officer  best  fitted  to  take  charge  of  it. 
The  volunteers  also  make  monthly  reports  to  Mrs.  Rogers,  and  their  charges  make 
weekly  reports  to  them.  The  supervision  is  very  much  closer  than  anywhere  else, 
the  large  staff  of  officers  making  it  possible.  And  the  gain  is  not  only  in  the  quan- 
tity of  supervisions,  but  in  the  quality.  These  men  and  women  who  have  offered 
themselves  as  volunteer  officers  are  from  the  best  people  of  Indianapolis.  They  are  in 
great  part  men;  of  the  125,  only  12  are  women.  They  are  doctors,  lawyers,  ministers, 
and  men  of  business.  They  are  all  busy  people,  but  not  too  busy  to  give  a  portion 
of  their  time  to  this  work.  And  the  children  know  that  they  are  doing  it  for  love, 
and  they  undoubtedly  feel  towards  them  as  they  would  not  do  towards  a  paid  officer. 

Speaking  of  the  Hudson  County  court,  Miss  Bartlett  says: 

This  court,  situated  at  Hoboken,  though  small,  deserves  special  notice.  It  repre- 
sents what  can  be  done  when  disinterested  effort  is  thrown  into  probation  work.  A 
year  ago  this  court  was  suffering  from  all  the  corrupting  influences  which  affect  New 
York,  of  which  Hoboken  is  a  suburb.  Politics  were  mixed  with  probation  work, 
and  things  were  about  as  unhopeful  as  they  could  be.  Then  Mr.  Richard  Stevens 
and  his  sister,  Mrs.  Alexander,  wealthy  and  well-born  people  with  no  axe  to  grind, 
were  induced  to  take  up  the  work.  Mr.  Stevens  became  probation  officer  to  the 
court,  and  Mrs.  Alexander  assistant  probation  officer.  With  their  salaries,  which  of 
course  they  did  not  require,  they  paid  two  assistants,  a  man  and  a  woman,  to  help 
them  in  their  work.  These  two  people,  of  course,  understand  that  they  are  depend- 
ent on  no  one  but  Mr.  Stevens,  and  it  is  accordingly  impossible  to  put  political  or 
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other  pressure  upon  them.  Mr.  Stevens  and  his  sister  are,  of  course,  equally  unap- 
proachable. In  one  short  year  the  difference  has  been  enormous.  It  is  an  illustra- 
tion of  how  eminently  necessary  voluntary  work  is  in  probation  and  how  much  it 
can  effect. 

Miss  Bartlett  mentions  as  one  of  the  objections  to  the  methods  of 
the  Boston  municipal  court  that — 

The  probation  officer  states  the  case  against  the  prisoner.  However  leniently  he 
may  do  it,  he  is  bound  to  give  all  the  facts,  and  his  appearing  thus  in  the  light  of  an 
accuser  makes  it  much  more  difficult  for  the  prisoner  subsequently  to  regard  him  as 
a  friend. 

In  the  Middlesex  County  court  it  is  the  district  attorney  who  prose- 
cutes; the  probation  officer  never  speaks  against  the  prisoner. 

FEEBLE-MINDED  CHILDREN. 

The  number  of  feeble-minded  children  under  the  charge  of  the  Board 
June  30,  1906,  was  54,  of  whom  35  were  at  the  Pennsylvania  Training 
School,  at  Elwyn,  Pa.,  and  19  at  the  Virginia  Home  and  Training 
School,  at  Falls  Church,  Va.,  at  a  total  cost  of  $12,000.  Continued 
efforts  to  find  a  school  or  institution  to  which  colored  feeble-minded 
children  may  be  sent  have  not  succeeded.  Hopes  which  were  enter- 
tained that  means  might  be  found  to  support  the  establishment  of  a 
training  school  for  the  purpose  have  thus  far  been  frustrated.  Appro- 
priations of  $14,000  for  the  year  1907  were  asked,  with  the  expecta- 
tion that  the  amount  would  be  needed  for  the  care  of  white  children 
for  whom  placement  could  be  found.  An  appropriation  of  $16,000 
was  made  with  a  view  to  the  placement  of  colored  children  also,  but 
the  margin  was  insufficient  to  induce  any  person  to  undertake  the 
establishment  of  a  school  for  the  proposed  purpose.  For  this  reason 
a  much  larger  amount  is  asked  for  the  following  year.  A  correspond- 
ing amount,  if  made  immediately  available,  might  secure  the  establish- 
ment of  a  school  the  present  year. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

The  appropriations  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1907,  made  by  the 
District  of  Columbia  appropriations  act  approved  June  27,  1906,  are 
as  follows: 

CHILD-CARING  INSTITUTIONS. 

Board  of  Children's  Guardians:  For  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  created 
under  the  Act  approved  July  twenty-sixth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two, 
namely:  For  administrative  expenses,  including  expenses  in  placing  and  visiting 
children,  city  directory,  and  all  office  and  sundry  expenses,  three  thousand  one 
hundred  dollars; 

For  agent,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars;  executive  clerk,  one  thousand  and 
eighty  dollars;  placing  officer,  nine  hundred  dollars;  placing  officer,  seven  hundred 
and  twenty  dollars;  investigating  clerk,  seven  hundred  and  twenty  dollars;  record 
clerk,  six  hundred  and  sixty  dollars;  visiting  inspector,  four  hundred  and  eighty  dol- 
lars; messenger,  three  hundred  and  sixty  dollars;  in  all,  six  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred and  twenty  dollars; 

For  maintenance  of  feeble-minded  children,  sixteen  thousand  dollars; 

For  board  and  care  of  all  children  committed  to  the  guardianship  of  said  Board  by 
the  courts  of  the  District,  and  for  the  temporary  care  of  children  pending  investiga- 
tion or  while  being  transferred  from  place  to  place,  with  authority  to  pay  not  more 
than  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  to  institutions  adjudged  to  be  under  secta- 
rian control  and  not  more  than  three  hundred  dollars  for  burial  of  children  dying 
while  under  charge  of  the  Board,  fifty-four  thousand  dollars; 

In  all,  for  Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  eighty-one  thousand  three  hundred  and 
twenty  dollars. 
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ESTIMATES  FOR  1908.

Sirs:  In  accordance  with  section  7  of  the  act  of  July  26,  1892,  creating  the  Board 
of  Children's  Guardians,  which  provided  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superin- 
tendent of  charities  (to  whom  your  Board  succeeds)  to  recommend  annually  the 
appropriations  which,  in  his  judgment,  are  necessary  to  the  carrying  on  of  the  "work 
of  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  for  your 
information  the  estimates  which  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  has  authorized 
to  be  made  for  the  purpose,  and  to  ask  for  a  hearing  thereon  before  your  Board. 

"For  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  created  under  the  act  approved  July 
twenty-sixth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two,  namely: 

"For  administrative  expenses,  including  expenses  in  placing  and  visiting  children, 
purchase  of  city  directory,  and  other  books  needed  for  office  use,  and  all  other  office 
and  sundry  expenses,  three  thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars; 

"For  salary  of  agent,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars;  one  clerk,  one  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars;  two  clerks,  at  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  each;  three 
clerks,  at  one  thousand  dollars  each;  two  clerks,  at  nine  hundred  dollars  each;  two 
clerks  at  seven  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  each;  clerk,  who  shall  also  serve  as 
messenger,  six  hundred  dollars;  in  all,  for  salaries,  twelve  thousand  six  hundred 
and  forty  dollars; 

"For  maintenance  of  feeble-minded  children,  twenty-two  thousand  dollars; 

"  For  board  and  care  of  all  children  committed  to  the  guardianship  of  said  Board 
by  the  courts  of  the  District,  for  burial  of  children  dying  while  under  charge  of  the 
Board,  and  for  temporary  care  of  children  pending  investigation  or  while  being 
transferred  from  place  to  place,  with  authority  to  pay  not  more  than  one  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars  to  institutions  adjudged  to  be  under  sectarian  control,  fifty-four 
thousand  dollars; 

"  In  all,  for  Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  ninety-one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
ninety  dollars. 

"  The  said  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  is  authorized  to  accept  voluntary  aid  in 
the  placement  and  supervision  of  children  under  its  care  and  to  defray  from  the 
appropriation  for  administrative  expenses  the  actual  and  necessary  expenses  incident 
to  such  voluntary  aid. 

"Such  part  of  the  foregoing  sums  appropriated  for  the  Board  of  Children's 
Guardians  as  is  appropriated  for  administrative  expenses  and  salaries  and  for  the 
maintenance  of  feeble-minded  children  shall  be  disbursed  by  the  disbursing  officer 
of  the  District  of  Columbia,  who  is  authorized  to  advance  to  the  agent  of  the  Board 
of  Children's  Guardians,  upon  requisitions  previously  approved  by  the  auditor  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  and  upon  such  security  as  may  be  required  of  said  agent 
by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  sums  of  money  not  exceeding  two 
hundred  dollars  at  any  one  time,  to  be  used  for  expenses  in  placing  and  visiting 
children,  traveling  on  official  business  of  the  Board,  and  for  office  and  sundry 
expenses,  all  such  expenditures  to  be  accounted  for  to  the  accounting  officers  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  within  one  month  on  itemized  vouchers  properly  approved."

A  hearing  having  been  accorded  the  representatives  of  the  Board 
by  the  Board  of  Charities,  October  9,  1906,  and  a  request  made  for  a 
different  form  of  estimates  in  part,  the  following  addition  was  made 
to  the  statement  of  estimates: 

October  9,  1906. 

The  Board  of  Charities,  District  of  Columbia. 

Sirs:  Following  a  suggestion  made  at  the  hearing  given  by  you  to-day  to  the 
representatives  of  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  that  it  was  desirable  to  have 
distinctive  and  significant  titles  applied  to  the  several  employees,  present  and  pros- 
pective, of  said  Board,  1  submit  herewith  a  list  of  titles  in  conformity,  so  far  as  it 
goes,  with  the  titles  heretofore  applied.  As  to  another  suggestion  to  the  effect  that 
the  rates  of  salaries  stated  in  the  estimates  depart  so  far  from  the  prior  rates  as  not 
to  offer  practical  hope  of  acceptance  in  their  entirety  by  the  Congress,  I  must  say 
that  the  responsibility  for  reducing  these  rates,  if  they  be  reduced,  should  not  fall 
upon  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  which  presents  them  sincerely  in  the  belief 
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that  they  are  reasonable.  As  I  understood  at  the  hearing  your  Board  did  not  con- 
sider them  unreasonable,  but  demurred  solely  on  the  ground  of  expectancy.  The 
Board  of  Children's  Guardians  has  yielded  formerly  to  this  consideration,  and  per- 
haps unwisely  so,  for  it  has  then  been  confronted  before  committees  of  Congress  with 
the  statement  that  it  was  precluded  from  asking  for  increases  not  set  forth  in  its  esti- 
mates. The  efficient  reason  for  the  present  considerable  departure  from  former  rates 
is  to  be  found  in  the  great  unreasonableness  of  the  former  rates  when  the  importance 
of  the  work  of  the  employees  of  the  Board  is  considered. 

As,  however,  you  gave  reason  to  anticipate  that  you  will  not  recommend  the  esti- 
mates as  presented,  I  should  say  that  the  Board  needs  most  to  have  an  additional 
number  of  employees,  the  present  force  being  entirely  unable  to  keep  up  with  the 
work  that  should  be  done. 

If  there  must  be  a  reduction  it  should  rather  be  in  the  direction  of  inadequate  pay 
than  in  lessening  of  the  personnel. 

As  regards  comparative  inadequacy  of  present  rates  of  salary  those  of  the  inves- 
tigating clerk  and  the  messenger  are  worthy  of  special  mention.  The  investigating 
clerk  prepares  cases  for  presentation  to  court  and  presents  them;  the  messenger  is  a 
stenographer  and  typewriter,  and  is  engaged  much  of  the  time  in  clerical  duties.

The  agent  has  general  control  of  all  the  work  of  the  Board  under  the  direction  of 
the  Board  itself,  and  presents  reports  of  current  work  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board  and  of  its  executive  committee.  He  directs  the  other  employees.  His  work 
extends  both  within  and  outside  of  the  office. 

The  supervising  clerk  (for  lack  of  a  more  appropriate  title)  should  be  available  as 
the  principal  officer,  especially  in  the  field  work,  to  adjust  the  difficulties  which  may 
arise  from  time  to  time  in  the  relations  of  children  to  their  foster  homes  and  in  other 
ways  fulfilling  the  functions  of  a  superior  placing  officer  abroad  and  investigating 
clerk  at  home. 

The  executive  clerk  remains  in  the  office  at  all  times  and  receives  and  attends  gen- 
erally to  the  first  calls  of  the  visiting  public  and  applicants.  She  takes  account  of 
the  daily  transfer  and  placement  of  the  wards  of  the  Board  and  prepares  the  record 
thereof,  prepares  the  pay  rolls,  and  distributes  the  disbursing  officer's  checks.  In  the 
absence  of  the  agent  she  has  charge  of  the  office. 

The  several  placing  officers  are  charged  with  the  investigation  of  the  homes  and 
characters  of  applicants  who  wish  to  take  wards  of  the  Board  on  indenture,  appren- 
ticeship, or  otherwise,  and  with  the  placement  of  and  supervisory  visitation  of  such 
homes.  They  are  the  principal  means  of  keeping  the  expenditures  of  the  Board 
within  moderate  limits  by  obtaining  free  homes  for  the  children  who  would  other- 
wise have  to  be  kept  on  expense.  The  greater  their  number  the  less  is  the  cost  of 
the  work  of  the  Board  and  the  more  efficient  the  care  taken  of  its  wards  placed  out 
in  homes. 

The  investigating  clerk  is  charged  with  the  investigation  of  applications  to  have 
children  taken  under  the  care  of  the  Board,  and  presents  to  the  court  the  cases 
recommended  for  such  disposition. 

The  financial  clerk  is  needed  to  keep  books  of  account  of  moneys  received  and 
paid  out,  the  number  of  private  accounts  for  maintenance  of  children  not  even  wards 
of  the  Board,  as  well  as  of  wards,  under  the  cumpulsory  support  laws  increasing 
constantly  and  exceeding  the  capacity  of  the  present  employees  to  attend  to  them. 

The  record  clerk  enters  in  the  several  books  of  permanent  record  the  reports  of 
the  placing  officers,  investigating  clerk,  visiting  inspector,  and  others  of  the  results 
of  their  activity. 

The  visiting  inspector  makes  a  constant  round  of  visitations  to  homes  of  nurses 
in  the  District  who  have  in  their  charge  the  infant  wards  of  the  board. 
The  report  clerk  (for  lack  of  better  title)  is  needed  to  keep  the  records  of  the  acts 
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of  the  Board,  to  perform  general  clerical  work,  which  has  already  fallen  several  years 
in  arrears  and  forms  a  mass  of  indigested  memoranda,  and  to  collect  the  data  needed 
for  annual,  quarterly,  and  other  reports  as  needed  from  time  to  time. 

The  messenger-clerk  combines  with  his  function  as  bearer  of  messages  between  the 
office  and  the  members  of  the  Board  and  other  persons,  the  duties  of  a  stenographer, 
typewriter,  and  clerk  in  the  office. 

The  designations  of  functions  as  above  are  not  to  be  considered  as  exclusive  or 
exhaustive,  the  agent  being  vested  with  authority  to  vary  the  requirements  of  service 
as  occasion  may  demand.

Further  details  as  to  the  reception  and  distribution  of  children  with 
whom  the  Board  has  had  to  deal  will  be  found  in  the  appended  reports 
of  the  agent  and  probation  officer,  which  also  contain  much  interest- 
ing and  valuable  general  information  and  discussion  relating  to  the  sub- 
jects of  dependency  and  delinquency  and  remedies  therefor.  The  work 
of  these  and  of  other  emplo3^ees  of  the  Board  has  been  commendable. 
The  agent's  report  includes  a  statement  of  receipts  and  disbursements 
of  moneys  which  have  passed  through  his  hands  as  disbursing  officer. 
The  physician,  who  has  been  called  upon  in  most  cases  requiring  medi- 
cal attention  during  the  past  year  as  during  former  years,  presents  a 
brief  report,  which  is  also  appended.

AGENT'S  REPORT  FOR  YEAR  ENDING  JUNE  30,  1906. 

The  Board  of  Children's  Guardians: 

Once  more  do  I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  to  you  some  of  the  detailed  workings 
of  vour  administrative  office  for  the  past  year.  Two  hundred  children  were  committed 
to  the  care  and  custody  of  the  Board  during  their  minority.  Of  these,  89  are  white 
and  111  colored — 12  white  females,  41  colored  females;  47  white  males  and  70  col- 
ored males.  At  the  beginning  of  July,  1905,  your  wards  numbered  1,267;  103  we:e 
dropped  during  the  year  and  200  added,  leaving  on  June  30,  1906,  1,364  wards.  Of 
these,  880  are  boys,  484  girls — 486  white  and  878  colored. 

Of  the  1,364  wards,  but  287,  or  about  one-fifth,  were  on  expense  for  board  and 
care.    They  were,  on  the  last  day  of  the  fiscal  year,  distributed  as  follows :

While  there  has  been  a  steadily  increasing  amount  of  money  expended  for  a 
steadily  growing  number  of  wards  of  the  Board,  it  appears  to  me  that  perhaps  the 
maximum  of  annual  expenditures  has  been  reached  and  that  there  should  be  in 
future  a  slightly  decreasing  scale  of  annual  expenditures.  In  fact,  there  was  nearly 
$6,000  less  expended  the  past  year  than  for  that  preceding.  The  administrative  fund 
ought  to  increase  in  order  that  better  supervision  of  wards  may  obtain.  The  fund 
for  feeble-minded  ought  to  liberally  grow,  so  that  all  of  this  unfortunate  class  may 
be  promptly  provided  for.  The  special  appropriation  for  Hart  Farm  School  has 
fortunately  been  discontinued.  The  general  fund  for  maintenance  ought  to  grow 
less,  because  (1)  the  newly  created  juvenile  court,  officered  and  equipped  for  proba- 
tion work,  will  place  more  and  more  children  on  probation  in  their  homes  and  less 
and  less  children  will  be  committed  to  the  board  of  children's  guardians,  and  (2) 
the  newly  established  industrial  school  for  colored  children,  specially  provided  for  in 
the  appropriations,  will  take  many  of  the  children  now  formerly  committed  to  the 
board,  and  (3)  a  larger  administrative  force  will  place  more  children  in  free  homes, 
so  there  will  be  less  in  homes  and  institutions  on  expense.  One  thousand  three  hun- 
dred and  sixty-four  children  under  guardianship  seems  a  large  number  for  the  com- 
paratively small  area  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  As  mentioned  above,  but  287  of 
these  were  on  expense  for  maintenance.  Why  are  there  so  many  dependent  children 
here?  Are  our  methods  bad  or  are  the  methods  all  right,  but  badly  administered, 
or  are  both  the  theories  and  practices  all  right  and  the  situation  due  to  conditions 
beyond  control? 
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Your  agent  made  some  investigations  last  year  as  to  child  dependency  in  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia.  The  superintendents  or  other  administrative  heads  of  our  child- 
caring  institutions  reported  to  me  their  exact  population  on  November  1,  1905,  and  it 
may  be  pertinent  information  for  an  annual  report  like  this.  In  our  public  child- 
caring  institutions  there  were  on  the  date  referred  to  above  456  children,  in  our  sub- 
sidized institutions  374  children,  and  in  our  private  institutions,  not  accounted  for 
above,  there  were  717  children,  a  total  of  1,547  children,  presumably  normal.  There 
is  not  included  in  this  small  army  the  delinquents  in  our  two  reform  schools,  or  the 
feeble-minded  or  blind  or  sick  or  crippled  supported  at  public  expense  in  various 
institutions.  There  is  expended  annually  to  care  for  these  children  about  $90,000 
from  public  funds  by  strictly  public  institutions  or  agencies,  $26,000  from  public  funds 
to  subsidized  institutions,  which  supplement  this  amount  by  about  $23,000,  and  about 
$73,000  by  the  strictly  private  institutions;  or,  in  other  words,  about  $116,000  from 
public,  as  against  $96,000  from  private  charity.  The  police  census  taken  in  April, 
1905,  showed  a  population  of  323,123.  There  would  appear  therefore  to  be  a 
dependent,  supported  wholly  or  in  part  by  charity,  to  each  208  of  the  population. 
Of  the  1,547  children  referred  to  above,  482  are  colored  and  1,065  are  white.  The 
colored  population,  according  to  the  last  police  census,  was  95,311  and  the  white 
227,812.  This  would  show  1  colored  dependent  child  to  each  197  of  the  colored 
population  and  1  white  dependent  child  to  each  213  of  the  white  population,  a  com- 
parison not  so  unfavorable  to  the  colored  people  as  many  have  thought.  I  can  not 
find  any  State  or  Territory  with  so  high  a  rate  of  child  dependency.  As  near  as  I 
can  learn  the  ratio  is  approximately  1  to  each  1,000  of  the  population  in  Indiana;  1 
to  each  1,400  of  the  population  in  Michigan;  1  to  each  300  in  Massachusetts;  1  to  each 
225  in  New  York  State;  and  in  the  city  of  Baltimore  1  to  each  350  of  the  population. 

A  special  census  report  on  benevolent  institutions,  1904,  issued  in  1905,  devotes 
considerable  space  to  "Orphanages  and  children's  homes."  In  rank,  the  District 
of  Columbia  was,  on  December  31,  1904,  No.  1  in  the  number  of  children  in  its 
orphanages  and  homes,  being  321.4  to  each  100,000  of  population;  New  York  State, 
No.  2,  with  317.3;  California,  No.  3,  with  290.8,  followed  by  New  Hampshire,  Dela- 
ware, Connecticut,  Ohio,  Maryland,  etc.  So  it  would  seem  that  the  fact  is  estab- 
lished that  there  is  a  very  high  ratio  of  child  dependency  in  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia. What  are  some  of  the  causes  which  may  reasonably  be  given  as  contributing 
to  this  condition?  I  would  say  at  the  outset  that  the  same  high  ratio  obtains  as  to 
number  of  inmates  of  all  our  benevolent  institutions.  The  same  census  report  referred 
to  gives  the  "number  of  inmates  on  December  31,  1904,  per  100,000  of  popula- 
tion," in  the  District  of  Columbia,  No.  1,  1,313.5;  No.  2,  California,  882.2;  No.  3, 
New  York,  773.4;  No.  4,  Ohio,  574.4,  etc.  So  that  whatever  may  be  said  as  to  the 
causes  for  a  high  ratio  of  child  dependency  would  equally  apply  as  to  the  high  ratio 
of  adult  dependency.  (1)  Similar  conditions  obtain  in  all  great  national  capitals. 
They  draw  the  poorer  classes  from  various  causes.  (2)  Having  drawn  them,  the 
economic  conditions  prevailing  in  the  District  of  Columbia  are  not  such  as  to  promote 
thrift  and  independence.  (3)  The  numerous  private  charities  are  administered  so 
loosely  and  disconnectedly  as  to  make  easy  the  path  to  dependence.  (4)  The  kind- 
hearted  people  of  the  District  of  Columbia  still  linger  to  a  certain  extent  in  the 
shadow  of  sentiment  instead  of  sense  in  the  practical  administration  of  their  charity. 
The  multiplying  of  institutions  and  the  zeal  displayed  in  keeping  up  the  numbers 
therein  regardless  of  the  needs  of  the  community,  the  thoughtless  and  unrelated  giv- 
ing and  doing  for — all  tend  to  keep  numerically  high  beneficiaries  of  charitable  insti- 
tutions. (5)  As  affecting  children,  there  is  too  little  emphasis  put  upon  the  home- 
finding  phase  of  child-caring  work.  The  institutions  themselves  are  not  equipped 
for  this  work,  and  they  do  not  seek  to  connect  themselves  with  agencies  like  the 
Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  which  are  thus  empowered  and  equipped.  I  ven- 
ture the  assertion  that  a  half  dozen  child-caring  institutions  in  this  District  could  be 
emptied  of  their  population  within  a  year's  time  if  a  vigorous  campaign  for  private 
home  placements  was  systematically  prosecuted,  and  this,  too,  for  the  highest  good  of 
the  children  involved. 

In  stating  above  some  of  the  reasons  for  the  high  ratio  of  dependency  in  the  Dis- 
trict, I  have  hinted  at  some  of  the  possible  remedies,  viz:  (1)  less  zeal  on  behalf  of 
institutions  as  institutions  and  more  for  their  inhabitants;  (2)  the  wide  dissemina- 
tion of  modern  scientific  information  regarding  the  wisest  methods  of  charity  admin- 
istration; (3)  a  more  complete  correlation  of  the  public  with  the  private  charities, 
and  (4)  more  home  seeking  and  home  placing  for  the  dependent  children  both  in 
our  private  and  public  institutions.  I  might  add  (5)  a  more  complete  centralization 
of  the  public  work  for  child  dependents.  There  are  now  several  independent 
agencies,  which  fact  tends  to  promote  duplication  of  work  and  confusion  leading  to 
imposition  and  fraud. 
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What  I  have  said  thus  far  has  reference  to  the  entire  field  of  dependency  in  the 
District  of  Columbia.  It  is  well  for  us  to  get  on  the  hilltop  occasionally  and  get 
the  view  therefrom.  But  have  we  answered  the  question  as  to  why  the  Board  of 
Children's  Guardians  has  so  many  new  wards  committed  each  year,  why  so  many 
in  all,  and  why  a  constantly  increasing  annual  expenditure? 

The  responsibility  for  commitments  rests  with  the  courts.  This  office  can  and 
does  investigate  and  recommend,  but  guardianship  until  majority  can  only  be 
assumed  by  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  on  the  order  of  a  competent  court; 
so  that  in  the  cases  of  200  children  last  year,  the  courts  thought  that  such  conditions 
existed  as  warranted  commitments  during  majority.  In  cases  of  132  children  only 
out  of  the  200  did  the  petitions  asking  the  courts  for  commitments  originate  in  this 
office.  The  Board  has  been  receiving  wards  for  thirteen  years.  Not  enough  have 
passed  from  control  annually  to  equal  the  new  ones  received,  so  that  necessarily  the 
total  number  of  wards  has  increased. 

The  amount  annually  expended  has  increased,  (1)  because  of  the  steady  accumu- 
lation of  unplaceable  children — children  afflicted,  diseased,  or  dwarfed  Dr  deficient 
in  some  way — who  will  always  be  charges  upon  the  community;  (2)  because  of 
inadequate  administrative  equipment  all  the  placeable  children  have  not  been  pro 
vided  with  private  homes  as  soon  as  they  were  available;  those  added  to  the  expense 
list  have  exceeded  in  numbers  those  taken  from  such  list;  (3)  the  rate  of  payment 
at  many  of  the  institutions  and  homes  has  become  higher  than  formerly,  and  (4)  the 
board  is  expending  more  money  for  board  of  more  wards  and  in  doing  more  things 
for  the  benefit  of  its  wards,  giving  them  better  medical  attention,  better  educational 
advantages  (one  young  lady  completed  a  course  in  the  Business  High  School  this 
year  and  is  now  earning  $5  per  week,  this  being  made  possible  by  the  expenditure 
of  some  money  from  the  Board's  appropriation),  etc. 

I  think  the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians  has  no  apologies  to  offer  for  the  show- 
ing it  has  made  and  is  making.  With  enlarged  and  improved  facilities,  it  might 
make  a  more  creditable  showing.  It  must  always  be  borne  in  mind  that  in  a  public 
charitable  organization  the  criterion  for  good  work  is  not  in  the  number  of  dollars 
and  cents  saved  to  the  public,  but  in  the  number  of  young  lives  touched  for  their 
permanent  uplift.

INFANTS. 


There  were  19  deaths  among  all  the  board  wards.  Of  these,  11  deaths  wTere 
among  children  under  2  years  of  age— two  of  them  were  children  committed  during 
the  fiscal  year  and  9  were  committed  prior  to  July  1,  1905.  Twenty  children  under 
2  years  of  age  were  received  during  the  year  and  50  children  under  2  years  of  age 
were  brought  forward  from  previous  years,  making  70  children  dealt  with,  among 
whom  were  11  deaths.

PLACING  OUT  AND  VISITATION.

Of 
course  the  most  of  the  visiting  is  done  by  Mr.  Falck  or  Mr.  Picket.  Mrs.  Babson, 
member  of  the  Board,  and  Mrs.  Barlow,  city  visiting  inspector,  made  an  unan- 
nounced visit  to  the  homes  of  about  25  of  the  wards  in  Culpeper  County,  Va.,  last 
May.  They  were  enthusiastic  in  regard  to  the  character  of  the  homes  and  the 
advantages  offered  our  wards  therein.

As  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table,  there  is  due  the  so-called  sectarian  institu- 
tions on  a  per  capita  basis  of  service  rendered  at  the  annual  rate  of  $100,  the  sum  of 
$1,106.32  and  to  the  El  wyn  institution  for  feeble-minded  children  $90.32,  or  together 
$1,196.64.    I  recommend  that  Congress  be  asked  for  this  deficiency.    In  addition  to 
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the  public  appropriation,  $1,266.41  was  paid  in  by  relatives  or  friends  of  children,  all 
of  which  was  applied  directly  for  their  maintenance.  Of  the  amount  mentioned 
$537.50  was  for  children  of  the  feeble-minded  class. 

For  your  information  I  have  arranged  in  table  form,  as  an  appendix,  a  list  of  all  the 
public  and  private  institutions  within  the  District  of  Columbia  dealing  with  children, 
and  added  also  a  few  statistical  facts  which  may  be  of  interest.

REPORT  OF  PROBATION  OFFICER. 


The  Board  of  Children's  Guardians: 

As  probation  officer,  I  submit  herewith  my  annual  report  of  the  probation  wrork 
for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1906.  The  number  of  children  received  from  the  court 
was  221.  Of  these,  45  were  white  (39  boys  and  6  girls),  and  176  were  colored  (157 
boys  and  19  girls).  There  were  92  children  under  active  supervision  at  the  close  of 
the  last  report.  These,  added  to  those  received,  make  a  total  of  313  children,  which 
are  accounted  for  as  follows:

Age  of  transition.— A  study  of  the  previous  statistics  in  connection  with  like  statistics 
of  other  years  leads  to  the  conclusion  that  the  period  of  transition  from  dependent 
childhood  to  assertive  youth  is  from  the  age  of  9  to  16,  and  that  the  age  of  13  is  the 
crucial  time  when  children  are  most  liable  to  err.  Previous  to  that  age  they  are 
more  or  less  timid  (according  to  heredity  and  environment  and  increasing  age),  feel- 
ing the  need  of  protection  by  parents  or  elders,  and  after  that  age  they  begin  to  grow 
wiser  and  listen  more  attentively  as  well  as  retentively  to  good  counsel  as  they  grow 
older,  looking  forward  to  the  estate  of  independent  manhood  when  they  must  fight 
life's  battles  alone.

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Larcenies,  assaults,  disorderlies,  and  incorrigibilities  continue  to  take  the  lead  in 
offenses,  as  heretofore  in  other  years.  The  cause  is  not  far  away  nor  hard  to  find  in 
our  city  with  its  large  population  of  domestics  who,  in  many  cases,  must  leave  the 
younger  children  in  care  of  an  older  child  during  the  day  and  often  well  into  the 
night.  Then,  too,  the  line  between  dependency  and  independency  in  many  of 
the  homes  is  so  indistinct  that  the  children  feel  that  they  must  get  their  childish 
luxuries  and  satisfy  their  desires  for  pleasures  by  stealth.  Lack  of  parental  respon- 
sibility and  moral  training  helps  greatly  to  augment  the  totals. 

Remedies  needed. — The  needs — crying  needs  of  the  hour — are  day  nurseries  for  the 
children  of  the  working  mother;  summer  vacation  with  farmers  for  boys  of  working 
age;  cooperative  stores  for  working  people;  illustrated  lectures  to  tenement  dwellers 
on  sanitation,  economy,  parental  duties,  and  moral  responsibilities,  and  stereopticon 
lectures  on  character  building  to  the  inmates  of  reform  school,  workhouse,  jail,  and 
penitentiary. 

The  most  powerful  agencies  producing  crime  in  juveniles  are  the  sensational  and 
sensual  theaters,  two  of  which  are  notorious  as  places  to  corrupt  morals,  and  are  fre- 
quented in  large  numbers  by  juveniles.  It  is  a  burning  shame  that  the  moral  tone 
of  the  community  is  so  low  as  to  make  possible  the  operation  of  these  places,  but  it 
is  a  disgrace  to  the  better  element  that  no  law  has  as  yet  been  placed  on  the  statute 
books  prohibiting  the  attendance  of  the  young  thereat. 

The  blood  and  thunder  novel  ranks  next  in  the  list  of  destructive  agencies.  It 
does  its  deadly  work  quietly  and  unobserved  until  some  overt  act  shows  the  diseased 
condition  of  the  mind.  Runaways,  and  "gang"  robberies  are  almost  always  traced 
to  this  source  or  to  the  theater.  A  law  should  be  enacted  prohibiting  the  sale 
of  such  literature,  and  make  the  reading  of  it  a  misdemeanor. 

The  next  producer  of  crime  and  the  most  general  (connived  at  by  parents  and 
guardians)  is  the  unrestrained  liberty  of  the  street  throughout  the  day  and  well  into 
the  night.  Fully  90  per  cent  of  the  lighter  offenses  originate  from  this  source,  and 
it  is  the  "Pandora  Box"  of  juvenile  trouble.  From  it  springs  about  75  per  cent  of 
all  juvenile  crime  as  correlated  with  the  theater  and  the  pool  room.  A  law  should 
be  passed  regulating  the  hours  when  children  should  be  allowed  upon  the  streets  at 
night  time,  when  not  accompanied  by  parents  or  guardians,  or  discharging  some 
lawful  duty.

Reform  of  homes.— One  of  the  astonishing  things  in  the  above  enumeration  is  the 
low  per  cent  of  good  homes.  This  leads  us  to  reiterate  what  we  advocated  in  a  former 
report,  that  "A  reform  of  first  magnitude  is  the  organizing  of  a  society  whose  object 
shall  be  to  employ  persons  who  shall  make  a  thorough  and  frequent  canvass  of  all 
the  houses  in  the  courts  and  alleys  and  such  other  sections  as  it  may  deem  proper, 
with  a  view  of  promoting  the  physical,  mental,  moral,  material,  and  spiritual  welfare 
of  the  people.  The  dwellers  in  these  sections  are  of  the  most  illiterate,  depraved, 
and  povertv-stricken  class.  They  are  an  easy  prey  to  disease,  crime,  and  want. 
Their  struggle  against  appetite,  adversity,  ignorance,  and  lack  of  opportunity  is  heroic 
in  action  but  heartrending  in  end.  For  their  own  sake  and  the  sake  of  their  children 
they  need  the  counsel  and  guidance  of  persistent,  hopeful,  faithful  friends."  The 
wealth  of  the  nation  is  not  in  its  treasury,  but  in  its  citizens,  and  any  condition 
retarding  the  growth  and  development  of  the  humblest  must  react  upon  the  most 
exalted,  therefore  those  in  authority  should  seek,  by  innovations  if  necessary,  to 
effect  a  radical  cure  of  the  conditions  producing  crime,  want,  and  misery. 

School  attendance.— The  large  number  out  of  school  is  accounted  for  by  the  slender 
margin  of  means  available  at  the  opening  of  the  school  year.  This  becomes  a  deficit 
as  the  winter  increases  with  its  lessening  opportunity  for  work  and  its  increasing 
demands  for  outlay.  The  first  line  of  retrenchment  is  the  child.  He  is  not  provided 
with  another  suit,  or  shoes,  etc.,  asthe  casemaybe,  so  thathecan  continue  in  school. 
To  obviate  this  a  fund  should  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  probation  officer  out  of 
which  to  provide  shoes  and  sometimes  clothing  for  cases  which  are  kept  from  school 
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and  divine  services  because  of  a  lack  of  such  things.  The  parent  in  almost  every 
such  case  is  a  mother  whose  husband,  whether  common  law  or  legal,  is  dead  or  has 
deserted  her.  The  mother-love  prompts  her  to  slave  and  sacrifice  for  the  sake  of 
home,  and  her  brave  battle  against  fearful  odds  merits  commendation  and  practical 
help.  Out  of  this  same  fund  fugitives  apprehended  here  whose  parents  refuse  to  send 
for  them  should  be  returned  to  their  homes. 

Employment.— One  of  the  greatest  perplexities  to  your  probation  officer  is  the  ques- 
tion of  securing  employment  for  the  colored  boy.  Nine-tenths  of  the  avocations 
seem  closed  to  him,  owing  largely  to  race  distinction.  His  aspirations  are  kindled 
and  his  ambitions  aroused  to  climb  to  the  top  of  the  ladder  of  success  by  drinking 
at  the  fountain  of  education,  but  when  he  essays  to  do  so  he  finds  the  way  to  the 
upper  reaches  closed  by  the  flaming  sword  of  prejudice. 

Trade  schools  needed.— To  meet  the  condition  most  helpfully  there  needs  to  be 
added  to  the  curriculum  of  the  public  schools  the  trades  for  boys  and  domestics  for 
the  girls.  Indeed,  if  apprenticeships  continue  to  be  restricted  by  unionism,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  open  trade  schools  where  the  youth  may  learn  the  profession  best  suited 
to  him  without  let  or  hindrance  from  any. 

Protection  of  youth. — A  reform  of  great  importance  is  the  imposing  of  long  sentences 
on  chronic  adult  offenders.  The  evil  effect  upon  the  youth  from  the  old  rounders 
as  they  strut  about,  loud-mouthed,  after  serving  a  brief  sentence  is  such  as  to  meas- 
urably prepare  the  child  to  follow  a  criminal  course.  It  certainly  would  seem  the 
duty  of  the  State  to  be  as  zealous  in  protecting  against  moral  contagion  as  against 
contagious  diseases. 

Methods  of  work. — Some  methods  of  conducting  the  work  are  better  than  others. 
The  general  line  that  has  produced  the  l)est  results  is,  first  of  all,  to  assure  the  child 
of  friendly,  loving  intent.  Let  him  know  that  unhesitating  and  absolute  obedience 
is  expected  from  him  because  it  is  for  his  welfare.  The  two  destinies  from  which 
he  must  choose,  with  its  physical,  mental,  moral,  and  social  relation,  should  be 
clearly  marked  out.  Then,  as  the  sculptor  fashions  his  block,  or  the  potter  forms 
his  clay,  so  should  the  probation  officer  personally  seek  to  bend  the  energies  under 
him  to  reach  a  high  ideal.  The  home  of  the  child  must  be  carefully  looked  into, 
and  its  deficiencies  corrected  by  frequent  visits  and  judicious  advice.  Each  child  is 
a  treasure  in  which  is  hidden  the  power  of  a  useful  life.  Often  this  golden  vein  lies 
deep  beneath  an  accumulation  of  poor  heredity  and  adverse  environment,  but  it  is 
there.  The  first  requisite  to  self-discovery  is  to  make  the  child  know  his  own 
true  value.  Then  counsel,  aid,  and  advise  until  the  character  desired  is  deep  rooted 
and  healthy.  The  old  will  gradually  atrophy,  and  finally  disappear  as  the  new 
develops.  A  few  lapses  toward  reversion  to  type  should  not  be  discouraging  as  long 
as  the  general  tendency  is  toward  the  ideal.  This  thought  should  ever  be  upper- 
most. The  child  will  become  an  adult,  either  to  bear  or  to  be  borne,  and  will  posi- 
tively grow  into  just  what  it  wants  to  become. 

Plant  culture. — The  Department  of  Agriculture  again  furnished  your  probation 
officer  flowering  bulbs  and  flower  and  vegetable  seeds  to  be  used  by  the  children. 
The  experiment  was  a  decided  success  in  every  way.  The  vegetables  produced 
were  a  great  help  materially,  and  the  care  of  the  plant  was  a  good  lesson  morally. 

Monthly  conferences. — Monthly  meetings  were  continued  throughout  the  year,  held 
on  the  first  Sunday,  at  which  some  simple  truth  in  character  building  was  strikingly 
presented  by  object  lesson.  They  were  well  attended,  the  behavior  was  model,  and 
lasting  impressions  seem  to  have  been  made. 

New  legislation. — The  passage  of  the  Juvenile  Court  law  and  the  compulsory 
education  law  are  events  that  mark  the  onward  march  of  improvement  along  the 
line  of  child-saving  agencies.  The  small  number  of  officers  to  supervise  the  cases 
arising  under  these  laws  will  do  much  to  cripple  their  effectual  operation.  No  court 
can  dispense  discretionary  justice  without  a  full  corps  of  intelligent  probation  officers 
to  furnish  it  with  side  lights  on  the  cases  arising  before  it.  Nor  can  it  maintain  its 
reputation  long  without  faithful  supervision  of  its  wards  at  home.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  weakness  of  the  law  in  that  respect  will  be  fully  and  amply  met  in  the  near 
future  by  the  appointment  of  at  least  two  additional  officers. 

Acknowledgments. — The  past  year's  association  with  the  employees  of  your  Board, 
as  well  as  the  years  past,  has  been  one  of  great  pleasure  and  privilege.  Your  proba- 
tion officer  treasures  up  the  years  of  his  service  under  the  direction  of  your  honorable 
Board  as  the  richest  of  his  life.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PHYSICIAN. 


The  Board  of  Children's  Guardians: 

My  annual  report  for  medical  and  surgical  service  to  the  wards  of  the  Board  for 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1906,  is  hereby  submitted: 

Th  ree  hundred  and  ten  wards  have  been  treated  during  the  year.  The  number  of 
separate  cases  requiring  care  was  472,  and  the  number  of  visits  made  in  attendance  upon 
them  aggregated  1,487.  The  work  of  the  vear  has  been  strenuous,  but  encouraging 
The  duties  present  a  call  to  the  noblest  qualities  belonging  to  the  profession,  and  also 
demand  an  apprehension  of  the  highest  standard  in  morals.  Perhaps  the  healing  of 
the  body  is  the  least  essential  of  the  requirements  of  my  position.  The  conditions 
encountered  are  elemental.  To  go  into  a  well-ordered  home,  deal  with  a  patient  in 
the  midst  of  hygienic  environment,  and  to  give  suggestions  to  a  skillful  trained  nurse 
is  to  be  free  from  most  of  the  responsibilities  and  anxieties  of  the  physician  of  our 
Board.  Our  work  must  begin  with  primary  instructions  in  cleanliness,  in  the  prepa- 
ration of  food,  in  the  proper  care  of  clothing,  bedding,  utensils,  bandages,  and  all 
articles  for  the  use  of  the  patient,  and  not  uncommonly  your  physician  must  actually 
perform  not  only  the  duties  of  a  nurse  but  of  a  servant  to  insure  the  speediest  recov- 
ery of  your  wards.  That  this  is  done  faithfully  and  without  respect  of  persons  is 
perhaps  best  demonstrated  by  our  very  small  mortality  in  dealing  with  so  many 
neglected,  oftimes  abandoned,  sick  children.

°  The  officer  referred  to  under  this  designation  is  not  a  new  officer,  but  it  is  proposed 
to  change  the  title  of  the  head  matron  so  as  to  vest  in  her  the  power  of  the  superin- 
tendent during  his  temporary  absence  at  any  time. 
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BUILDINGS. 

In  the  last  annual  report  a  short  historical  review  of  the  institu- 
tion was  given,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  charter  and  a  list  of  the 
buildings  owned  by  it.  Since  then,  altho  attention  was  then  called 
to  the  imperative  need  of  rebuilding  the  greenhouses  and  the  erection 
of  a  new  building  for  a  nursery,  no  appropriation  has  been  made  for 
either  purpose,  and  the  buildings  remain  as  they  then  were,  with 
such  current  repairs  as  have  been  feasible. 

It  is  impossible  to  foresee  what  action,  if  any,  Congress  will  take 
looking  to  the  purchase  of  the  home  school  property  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  Naval  Observatory.  In  this  connection  it  may  be  of 
mterest  to  note  that  a  bill,  a  copy  of  which  is  appended  to  this  report, 
has  been  introduced  into  the  Senate,  having  for  its  object  the  pur- 
chase of  a  portion  and  the  lease  of  other  portions  of  our  grounds  for 
observatory  purposes,  and  appropriating  $184,404  for  the  purchase 
of  land  and  the  erection  of  buildings  for  the  home  school  in  another 
location.  If  such  action  is  not  to  be  taken  by  Congress,  then  your 
board  urgently  repeats  its  assertion,  as  contained  in  the  last  annual 
report,  to  the  effect  that  a  new  building  should  be  at  once  erected  to 
accommodate  the  manual  training  department,  the  laundry,  and  the 
nursery,  and  again  we  ask  an  appropriation  of  $50,000  for  that 
purpose. 

We  must  also  again  bring  to  your  attention  the  needs  of  the  green- 
houses. They  are  now,  under  the  very  efficient  superintendence  of 
our  florist,  Mr.  Irving  Miller,  one  of  the  principal  sources  of  revenue 
to  the  school.  A  comparison  of  the  report  of  last  year,  wherein  the 
proceeds  from  the  greenhouses  were  shown  to  be  $708.50,  with  that 
of  this  year,  showing  receipts  from  that  source  of  $2,844.63,  is  indica- 
tive of  the  importance  of  properly  providing  for  this  branch  of  our 
work,  and  is  also  an  evidence  of  the  intelligent  and  faithful  supervi- 
sion given  to  this  department  by  the  florist,  who  has  labored  night 
and  day,  even  foregoing  his  annual  vacation,  to  develop  and  main- 
tain the  horticultural  work,  where  so  many  of  our  children  receive 
their  instruction  in  a  trade  which  will  be  a  source  of  future  livelihood 
for  them.  But  it  is  too  much  to  expect  that  the  ancient  and  worn- 
out  structures  in  which  this  industry  is  now  carried  on  will  hold  together 
very  much  longer  unless  practically  rebuilt.  If  it  lay  in  the  power  of 
your  board  to  pay  the  florist  an  increased  compensation  out  of  the 
revenue  he  has  produced,  this  would  most  cheerfully  be  done;  but 
as  your  board  is  not  permitted  by  law  to  do  this,  we  feel  it  only  just 
to  ask  that  his  salary  be  increased  from  $600  per  annum,  the  present 
compensation,  to  $720.  Otherwise  we  are  in  danger  of  losing  the 
services  of  one  of  the  best  florists  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 

The  pumping  plant  for  the  disposal  of  sewage  has  been  a  continual 
source  of  trouble.  Your  board  has  heretofore  recommended  the  pur- 
chase of  a  reserve  motor  in  order  to  provide  for  such  contingencies  as 
the  breaking  down  of  the  present  inadequate  one,  something  which  is 
continually  happening,  with  all  its  attendant  nuisance  and  annoyance. 
The  appropriation  made  for  the  pumping  plant  not  being  sufficient 
to  provide  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  motor,  it  has  been  hoped  \,hat 
some  other  appropriation  may  be  found  available  for  this  purpose. 
As  the  results,  from  a  hygienic  standpoint,  of  the  motor  not  operating 
are  apt  to  be  so  serious,  your  board  feels  that  there  should  at  all  times 
be  two  motors  in  good  condition  and  ready  for  use.

CONDITION  OF  CHILDREN. 

The  health  of  the  children  has  been  excellent.  Indeed,  it  is  a  mat- 
ter of  congratulation  that  with  so  many  inmates  there  should  be  so 
little  demand  upon  the  hospital.  Twenty-three  of  the  wards  of  the 
institution  are  now  placed  out  in  private  families,  and  a  regular  sys- 
tem of  visitation  is  now  pursued  in  order  to  keep  in  touch  with  these 
children  and  be  assured  that  they  are  receiving  proper  treatment  and 
surrounded  by  good  influences. 

The  industrial  features  of  our  home  are  receiving  constant  atten- 
tion. Aside  from  the  horticultural  work  heretofore  alluded  to,  the 
boys  have,  under  the  direction  of  the  florist  and  manual  training 
teacher,  made  such  repairs  to  the  greenhouses  as  they  have  been  able 
to  accomplish.  They  have  painted  the  main  building  from  the  cellar 
to  the  garret  and  are  about  to  do  the  same  thing  with  the  cottage; 
they  have,  under  the  direction  of  a  bricklayer,  laid  a  brick  walk  4 
feet  wide  for  a  distance  of  500  feet  along  the  north  edge  of  our  grounds 
from  the  gate  to  the  cottage,  and  done  the  usual  amount  of  shop 
work  and  ordinary  repairs.  The  girls  are  showing  continual  improve- 
ment in  the  housekeeping  branches  to  which  they  are  assigned. 

MILITARY  INSTRUCTION. 

The  instruction  in  military  tactics  and  discipline  continues  to  pro- 
duce good  results.  In  the  competitive  drill,  which  was  this  year  held 
in  the  month  of  June,  Company  B  was  the  winner. 

Your  board  has  authorized  the  purchase  of  musical  instruments  in 
order  to  organize  among  the  boys  a  full  band.  The  success  of  the 
drum  and  bugle  corps  has  been  so  marked  that  it  was  felt  that  a  little 
money  expended  in  extending  the  musical  features  of  the  military 
work,  thus  encouraging  the  boys  in  their  efforts  to  become  proficient 
musicians,  would  be  money  well  spent. 

PHYSICAL  CULTURE  FOR  THE  GIRLS. 

The  results  of  the  military  drill  in  improving  the  bearing  and  phy- 
sique of  the  boys  have  been  so  gratifying  that  it  was  determined  to 
do  kindred  work  for  the  girls.  Accordingly  the  board  accepted  the 
service  so  kindly  proffered  by  Miss  Alice  Grosvenor,  and  she  has  for 
some  months  past  had  all  the  girls  under  instruction  in  physical  cul- 
ture, and  as  an  incident  to  her  work  has  organized  among  them  a 
basket-ball  team,  which  is  becoming  quite  proficient.  Miss  Gros- 
venor is  performing  this  work  entirely  without  compensation. 

SPECIAL  EVENTS. 

The  superintendent  continues  to  provide  proper  entertainment  for 
the  children  on  the  various  holidays,  giving  it  such  form  as  will  teach 
them  the  meaning  of  the  days  and  their  relation  to  them. 

Special  mention  should,  however,  be  made  of  the  manner  m  which 
Decoration  Day  was  celebrated.  At  the  request  of  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic  the  children  were  permitted  to  assist  in  the  exercises 
at  Oak  Hill  Cemetery.  The  drum  and  bugle  corps  of  the  battalion 
led  the  line  of  march  and  furnished  the  instrumental  music,  the 
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cadets  paraded,  and  all  the  children  sang.  The  music  was  so  good 
and  the  marching  so  praiseworthy  as  to  elicit  universal  favorable 
comment.  Shortly  after  the  superintendent  received  the  following 
letter:

COURTESIES  EXTENDED. 

The  board  of  trustees  desires  to  make  publicly  a  grateful  acknowl- 
edgment of  the  receipt  of  a  gift  of  200  books,  which  have  been  added 
to  the  library. 

The  thanks  of  the  board  have  been  extended  both  to  the  Washing- 
ton Railway  and  Electric  Company  and  to  Capt.  E.  S.  Randall,  of  the 
Potomac  River  Line,  who  furnished  free  transportation  to  River 
View  and  return  during  the  summer  for  all  the  children  of  the  school, 
thus  enabling  them  to  enjoy  another  of  the  series  of  outings,  which 
have  become  recognized  as  among  the  most  enjoyable  events  of  the 
year. 

The  estate  of  the  late  John  W.  Thompson  has  continued  its  per- 
mission, so  kindly  extended  some  years  ago,  to  use  its  grounds  adjoin- 
ing the  home  for  purposes  of  drill  and  recreation. 

OFFICERS  AND  EMPLOYEES. 

The  officers  and  employees  of  the  home  have  almost  without 
exception  performed  their  duties  with  a  high  regard  for  the  proper 
standards. 

The  superintendent  continues  to  labor  with  his  accustomed  energy 
and  skill.  Your  board  feels  that  his  record  has  been  such  as  to  justly 
warrant  it  in  recommending  an  increase  in  his  salary  from  $1,200  to 
$1,500  per  annum. 

An  assistant  housekeeper  is  greatly  needed  to  keep  in  order  and 
care  for  the  extensive  plant  of  the  institution. 

During  the  past  year  Mrs.  Huldah  W.  Blackford,  who  has  been  a 
member  of  our  board  of  trustees  almost  from  the  organization  of  the 
school,  has  been  forced  to  resign  because  of  removal  from  the  city. 
During  her  connection  with  the  home  she  has  been  an  earnest  worker 
for  its  welfare,  and  as  its  secretary  for  many  years  much  of  the  work 
has  fallen  upon  her  shoulders.  The  good  results  are  so  plainly  appar- 
ent to  every  member  of  the  board  that  the  severance  of  our  pleasant 
relations  causes  the  very  deepest  regret.  We  are  convinced  that  the 
Commissioners  have  found  in  Miss  Ella  Moore  a  worthy  successor  to 
Mrs.  Blackford  as  a  member  of  our  board. 
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JUVENILE  COURT. 

The  "  act  to  create  a  juvenile  court  in  and  for  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia," approved  March  19,  1906,  which  went  into  effect  July  1,  1906, 
affects  the  functions  of  the  board's  work  in  respect  to  the  admission 
and  discharge  of  children.  To  what  extent  the  character  of  our 
work  will  be  changed  or  modified  can  not  be  determined  until  opera- 
tions under  the  new  law  have  been  carried  on  a  sufficient  length  of 
time. 

CONCLUSION. 

Transmitted  herewith  is  a  list  of  all  children  received  into  and  dis- 
charged from  the  institution  during  the  year.  Your  board  earnestly 
recommends  that  this  list  should  not  be  published,  as  has  been  the 
practise  in  former  years. 

Your  board  feel  it  only  right  to  conclude  this  report  with  a  grateful 
allusion  to  the  kindly  assistance  afforded  them  by  the  Board  of  Chari- 
ties, the  Board  of  Children's  Guardians,  and  the  Commissioners  of 
the  District  of  Columbia.

[S.  5873,  Fifty-ninth  Congress,  first  session.] 

A  BILL  To  provide  for  the  transfer  to  naval  control  of  that  portion  of  the  Industrial  Home  School 
property  lying  within  the  limits  of  the  Naval  Observatory  Circle,  and  the  establishment  of  the  Indus- 
trial Home  School  upon  a  new  site  to  be  selected  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  be,  and  are 
hereby,  authorized  to  transfer  and  convey  to  the  United  States,  for  the  use  of  the  Naval 
Observatory,  title  to  so  much  of  that  certain  plot  of  ground  known  as  the  Industrial 
Home  School  property,  as  is  situated  within  the  Naval  Observatory  Circle,  amounting 
to  six  and  seven  hundred  and  sixty-four  one-thousandths  acres,  more  or  less,  together 
with  all  buildings  in  whole  or  in  part  on  said  plot;  and  to  lease  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  for  the  use  of  the  United  States  that  portion  of  said  Industrial  Home  School 
property  described  as  follows:  Beginning  on  the  Observatory  Circle  where  it  inter- 
sects the  north  boundary  of  the  Industrial  Home  School  grounds;  thence  south 
seventy-nine  degrees  twenty-eight  minutes  west  along  said  boundary  a  distance  of 
two  hundred  and  eighty-five  feet;  thence  south  two  hundred  and  seventy-five  feet; 
thence  east  about  one  hundred  and  sixty  feet  to  said  Observatory  Circle;  thence  north- 
easterly along  said  Observatory  Circle  to  place  of  beginning;  together  with  buildings 
thereon;  said  lease  to  continue  until  such  time  as  said  Commissioners  may  deem  it 
expedient  to  use  any  portion  of  said  leased  land  for  street  purposes. 

Sec.  2.  That  for  and  in  consideration  of  said  transfer  and  lease  the  sum  of  one  hun 
dred  and  eighty-four  thousand  four  hundred  and  four  dollars  is  appropriated,  out  of  any 
moneys  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  be  expended  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  for  the  purchase  or  condemna- 
tion of  land  and  the  erection  of  necessary  buildings  and  appurtenances  for  the  Indus- 
trial Home  School.

Report  of  the  Superintendent. 

This  home,  located  at  230  C  street  NW.,  is  for  working  boys  and 
children,  and,  I  may  say,  for  young  men  also,  as  it  has  aided  quite  a 
number  who  were  over  18  years  of  age  b}T  providing  them  with  home 
and  employment.  The  members  of  this  household  are  classified  as 
follows;  working  boys  or  the  lads  and  schoolboys. 

working  boys  or  the  lads. 

This  class  includes  those  boys  who  are  earning  their  own  living  and 
go  to  school  only  in  the  evenings.  These  pay  a  board  proportionate 
to  the  wages  earned;  wages  varying  with  the  service  rendered  and  the 
capability  of  the  lad.  Average  wage,  $3  per  week.  When  $5  is  reached 
it  is  considered  such  a  rise  in  the  financial  world  that  some  can  be 
placed  in  the  bank  and  upon  this  is  built  the  hope  of  becoming  one  of 
the  prosperous  men  of  the  future. 

The  home  strongly  advocates  the  learning  of  a  trade,  and  urges  this, 
when  practicable,  upon  the  lad.  To  accomplish  this,  however,  is  as  a 
rule  a  difficult  task,  for  the  average  boy  lacks  stick-at-it-iveness,  and 
feels  that  the  four  or  six  years  required  for  the  trade  is  robbing  him 
of  time  and  money  that  will  never  be  made  up  to  him.  He  either  fails 
to  see  or  wont  see  that  a  finished  workman  is  always  in  demand  and 
receives  the  highest  price  for  his  work.  Through  the  appointment, 
however,  of  two  of  the  home  lads  to  positions  realizing,  the  one  $1,500 
per  annum,  the  other  $800,  they  have  been  stimulated  to  see  for  them- 
selves the  result  of  patience  and  perseverance.    It  may  be  of  interest 
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to  know  the  work  in  which  some  of  our  boys  have  been  and  still  are 
engaged  during  the  day,  for  the  working  boy  leaves  the  home  after 
an  early  breakfast  and  does  not  return  before  6  p.  m.,  at  which  time 
dinner  is  served  and  the  home  life  practically  begins. 

Stenography,  typewriting,  printing,  mattress  making,  paper  hang- 
ing and  decorating,  sign  painting,  plumbing,  metal  working,  photo- 
graphing, carpentering,  messengers  in  telephone,  express,  and 
contractors'  offices,  clerks  in  men's  furnishing  houses,  dry -goods  stores 
and  confectioners,  drivers,  assistants  in  barber  shops;  in  fact,  I  think 
every  trade  and  business  has  been  represented  at  230  C  street  NW. 

These  lads  have  each  their  own  little  room  in  a  building  designated 
the  "  lads'  building"  which  is  separated  from  the  administration  build- 
ing by  a  court.  This  building  also  contains  the  gymnasium,  assembly 
hall,  manual  training  department,  lavatories,  and  bath. 

No  boy  has  ever  been  refused  admittance  to  this  home.  Has  he 
employment  and  can  pay  his  way,  all  well  and  good;  if  not  and  no 

Erospect  of  any,  it  matters  not;  the  home,  with  all  its  privileges,  is 
is.  Here  he  finds  food,  shelter,  clothing;  employment  also  is  found 
him;  if  not  at  once,  in  a  few  days,  when  he  is  literally  set  upon  his 
feet,  for  he  is  helped  to  help  himself.  If  he  is  a  worthy  fellow,  not  a 
sponger  or  a  loafer,  but  really  desirous  of  getting  his  bread  by  the 
sweat  of  his  brow,  he  takes  advantage  of  the  many  chances  he  soon 
recognizes  as  surrounding  him,  and  his  improvement  morally,  men- 
tally, and  physically  is  not  only  observant  to  those  in  charge  of  him, 
but  his  companions  will  be  heard  commenting  upon  it;  this,  then,  stim- 
ulates them  to  rise  higher,  and  the  newcomer  is  a  strong  factor  in  the 
betterment  of  the  city.  Does  he  prove  to  be  the  opposite  fellow  and 
show  traits  which  would  be  a  hindrance  to  others,  he  is  admonished 
and  warned  that  he  will  lose  the  privilege  of  remaining;  does  he  dis- 
regard what  he  is  told,  there  remains  but  one  course  to  pursue,  how- 
ever painful  it  may  be  to  those  in  charge,  for  is  he  not  the  bad  apple 
in  the  barrel  ?  The  one  apple  had  better  be  lost  than  the  whole  barrel 
be  fit  for  nothing.  At  the  time  of  discharging  him  he  is  made  to 
understand  that  when  he  makes  up  his  mind  to  leave,  off  the  old  ways 
he  will  find  the  string  of  the  latch  on  the  outside  of  the  door  of  the 
home,  and  all  he  has  to  do  is  to  pull  it  and  enter.  Some  have  profited 
and  done  well.  If  a  second  home  could  be  opened  under  a  loving, 
wise,  but  firm  housemother,  what  a  boon  to  these  poor  fellows  dur- 
ing this  probation  period — what  glorious  work  might  be  done  in  gath- 
ering up  the  fragments  of  good  which  are  still  to  be  found  in  these 
offsprings  of  degenerates. 

The  working  boys  contributed  in  the  one  year  toward  their  support 
$919.07. 

THE  SCHOOLBOYS. 

This  class,  now  numbering  24,  ranges  in  age  from  the  kindergartner 
of  5£  j^ears  to  the  high-school  boy  of  15. 

These  boys  come  not  through  the  courts,  but  on  personal  application 
of  parent  or  guardian.  They  are  mostly  the  children  of  those  in  private 
or  public  service  and  who  are  so  situated  as  to  make  it  impossible  to 
give  the  child  proper  care  or  training;  in  fact,  to  have  the  child  with 
them  at  all.  Board  is  charged  according  to  the  ability  of  the  parent 
or  guardian,  the  usual  price  being  $5  per  month. 
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In  this  class,  as  in  that  of  the  lads,  there  is  always  a  place  for  the 
homeless  waif,  who  shares  with  his  companions  all  the  benefits  of  the 
home,  and  in  a  very  short  while  feels  himself  to  be  "  as  good  a  man  as 
any  man." 


they  can  attend  the  church  and  Sunday  school  of  their  parents'  or 
guardian's  choice.  Under  the  supervision  and  training  of  the  matron 
and  housekeeper,  these  boys  are  taught  all  kinds  of  household  work, 
and  in  the  hour  between  breakfast  and  school  a  busier  or  more  hustling 
body  of  workers  could  nowhere  be  found.  They  also  have  an  hour  for 
darning  and  mending. 

The  manual  training  department  has  added  the  mending  of  shoes  to 
its  list,  and  the  instruction  is  given  by  an  experienced  shoemaker.  In 
the  carpentry  class  much  interest  is  shown,  and  some  excellent  work 
has  been  done.  Useful  as  well  as  ornamental  articles  have  been  made, 
the  list  including  tables,  stools,  sleds,  book  racks,  clothes- trees,  picture 
frames,  match  cases,  and  one  quite  large  bookcase.  This  is  not  only 
a  busy  class  of  boys,  but  an  exceedingly  interesting  and  encouraging 
one.  Healthy,  mentally  and  physically,  they  are  keenly  alive  and 
quick  to  respond  to  all  around  them.  Entering  the  home  at  the  most 
important  time  of  their  lives,  the  formative  period,  lessons  and  habits 
of  obedience,  virtue,  industry,  cleanliness,  and  self-reliance  can  be 
more  readily  instilled  and  acquired  than  when  attempted  later  in  life; 
therefore  what  a  responsibility  is  ours.  Is  it  not  yours  to  see  that  the 
work  is  not  hampered  for  want  of  means? 

Believing  that  "all  work  and  no  play  will  make  Jack  a  dull  boy," 
a  club  was  organized  last  winter  for  the  purpose  of  giving  these  boys 
a  good  time.  This  is  known  as  the  Rambling  Club.  All  are  eligible 
who  can  show  on  Saturday  afternoon  a  fair  report  of  the  week's 
deportment  and  work.  The  report  includes  both  school  and  home 
life.  To  forfeit  the  ramble  is  a  great  privation.  It  is  the  loss  not 
only  of  the  outing,  but  a  delightful  visit  to  some  place  of  interest, 
where  a  nice  story  is  heard  and  pleasant  people  are  met,  for  this  is  a 
bright  and  happy  club,  and  its  members  are  frequently  questioned  as 
to  where  they  are  from  and  whither  bound. 

The  joy  of  the  year,  however,  comes  when  at  the  close  of  school 
the  house  in  the  city  is  closed  and  the  entire  family  adjourn  to  the 
woods,  there  to  live  for  three  delightful  months  in  the  little  white 
tents  plainly  seen  from  the  Chevy  Chase  car  line,  about  a  mile  from 
Cleveland  Park.  This  summer  home  is  known  as  Camp  Maulsby,  in 
honor  and  loving  memory  of  the  generous  donor  of  the  city  home. 
The  camp  is  sufficiently  near  the  city  to  enable  the  working  boys  to 
go  to  their  respective  working  places  and  return  in  the  evening,  to  be 
refreshed  and  strengthened  for  the  duties  of  the  next  day.  It  would 
be  impossible  to  estimate  the  value  of  this  out-of-door  life  to  these 
boys.  It  is  a  mental,  moral,  and  physical  stimulus  that  nothing 
else  could  take  the  place  of;  a  time  of  observation  and  invention. 
It  is  not  putting  it  too  strong  to  say  that  both  working  boys  and 
schoolboys  receive  during  this  camp  life  a  benefit  to  the  inner 
and  outer  man  that  would  take  years  in  the  city  to  acquire;  in 
fact,  it  would  not  be  gotten  at  all.  As  I  draw  to  a  conclusion 
my  report  of  the  working  boys  and  schoolboys,  there  comes  before 
me  a  little  army,  none  the  less  interesting,  none  the  less  susceptible  to 
those  influences  which  will  either  make  or  mar  the  future  citizen. 


As  the  home  is  nonsectarian, 

*1  1  A  .    1  ■  - 
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Who  arc  these— many  of  whom  are  unkempt  and  to  all  appearances 
uncared  for  ?    They  are  the  street  boys  who  Hick  each  evening  to  "  the 
gym."    Here  for  two  hours  they  can  be  warm  and  have  the  benefit  of 
gymnastics  and  directed  play.    Some  idea  of  the  number  reached  in 
this  department,  ottering  such  a  field  for  work  among  the  children 
and  youth  of  this  city  can  be  formed  from  the  following:  From  the 
16th  of  October,  1905,  to  November  1,  there  were  in  attendance  567; 
the  month  of  November  shows  980;  December,  901;  January,  1906, 
928;  February,  1,126;  March,  978;  April,  932;  May,  at  which  time  the 
gymnasium  was  closed,  486.    The  home  would  gladly  welcome  and  be 
grateful  for  volunteer  workers  to  assist  in  reaching  and  caring  for  these 
boys,  assisting  thereby  in  carrying  out  in  a  measure  the  first  intent  of 
the  home,  as  incorporated  in  January,  1886,  Newsboys  and  Children's 
Aid  Association. 

Think  you  there  is  need  of  this  home  in  your  city,— for  it  is  the  only 
one  of  its  kind,— that  the  work  is  necessary  and  commendable  !!  If  so, 
accept  the  invitation  extended  you  to  visit  it,  to  see  for  yourself  its 
needs  and  wants?  Talk  with  its  little  democracy,  hear  its  hopes  and 
aspirations. 

Will  this  not  be  an  appeal  to  you  which  none  other  could  outweigh? 
Yes,  I  am  confident  that  did  the  good  people  of  Washington  City 
know  more  of  what  has  been  done  and  is  still  being  done  by  the 
"  Working  Boys'  Home  and  Children's  Aid  Association,"  money,  time, 
and  talent  would  be  given  in  full  measure.

It  thus  appears  that,  while  the  institution  received  $6,000  from  the  Board  of 
Charities,  it  has  expended  in  the  care  of  the  children  and  maintenance  of  the  insti- 
tution $9,482.25. 

The  board  is  again  forced  by  lack  of  funds  to  ask  that  your  invalu- 
able assistance  may  be  given  us  in  obtaining  the  continuance  of  the 
annual  appropriation  of  $6,000  for  the  coming  year. 

Our  expenses  average  nearly  $8,000  yearly,  and  in  order  to  meet 
them  we  are  dependent  (aside  from  the  Congressional  appropriation, 
which  is  used  solely  for  maintenance)  upon  the  yearly  dues  of  the 
members  of  the  different  boards  and  upon  donations  from  friends  of 
the  charity,  as  we  have  no  endowment  fund. 

Since  the  hospital  was  opened  in  1887  there  have  been  264  little  ones 
adopted  into  happy  homes,  where  they  will  be  trained  to  become  useful 
men  and  women.  This  we  consider  to  be  our  best  and  most  satisfac- 
tory work. 

We  thank  you  for  the  kindly  sympathy  and  helping  hand  which  you 
have  hitherto  given  these  abandoned  and  friendless  babies,  and  trust 
you  will  recommend  that  the  appropriation  for  1907-8  be  given  us.

Gentlemen:  In  compliance  with  your  request  of  recent  date  1  most 
respectfully  submit  the  following: 

St.  Ann's  Infant  Asylum  was  incorporated  February,  1863.  The 
members  of  the  corporate  body  are  seven  in  number — president,  treas- 
urer, and  secretary,  and  four  other  members.  Annual  meetings  are 
held  regularly  and  extra  ones  when  necessary.  Sister  Elizabeth 
Relihan,  president;  Sister  Vincentia,  secretary;  Sister  Mary  Teresa 
Daley,  treasurer;  Sister  Mary  Joseph  Garland,  Sister  Philomenia 
Donoghue,  Sister  Placida  McDonald,  and  Sister  Euphrasia  McEneany 
compose  the  corporate  body. 

The  workings  of  the  asylum  are  always  the  same — that  is,  the  care  of 
the  children — and  I  can  say  that  everything  in  our  power  is  done  for 
their  health  and  comfort.  It  would  be  our  greatest  pleasure  and  hap- 
piness were  it  in  our  power  to  extend  the  workings  of  the  asylum,  but 
we  have  not  the  means  of  doing  so. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  Congress  for  the  appropriation,  and  also  to 
the  members  of  the  Board  of  Charities;  also  Mr.  George  S.  Wilson, 
secretary,  who  is  always  willing  to  oblige  in  every  way.

Gentlemen:  In  compliance  with  your  request  of  the  14th  ultimo,  I 
have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  transactions  of 
the  German  Orphan  Asylum  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1906, 
together  with  a  financial  statement  covering  the  same  period. 

We  are  again  able  to  report  a  most  satisfactory  result  of  our  year's 
work.  The  members  of  the  board  of  trustees,  as  well  as  the  two  ladies' 
societies,  have  worked  harmoniously  under  the  able  direction  of  the 
presiding  officer,  Mr.  Friedrich  Imhof. 

The  attendance  at  the  monthly  board  meetings  and  at  the  extra  meet- 
ings has  been  very  good. 

The  health  of  the  orphans  has  been  very  good.  Only  a  few  cases  of 
so-called  children's  diseases  occurred,  and  took  a  very  satisfactory 
course. 

The  conduct  of  the  children,  as  well  as  their  progress  in  learning, 
has  been  very  satisfactory. 

It  appears  only  just  to  acknowledge  here  the  public  spirit  and  benifi- 
cent  charity  of  a  great  many  citizens,  who  have  furnished  the  insti- 
tution with  clothing  and  food  and  donated  so  liberally  to  the  cause  of 
the  orphans. 

During  the  past  year  the  home  has  been  kept  in  good  repair;  the 
roads  have  been  graveled  and  the  farm  generally  improved. 

The  number  of  the  inmates  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  was 
45,  25  boys  and  20  girls. 

The  number  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  is  53,  29  boys  and  24  girls. 
Twenty-one  children  were  admitted  and  13  discharged  during  the  year. 

Of  the  13  discharged  8  were  returned  to  guardians  and  5  were  placed 
to  learn  a  trade  or  profession. 

All  the  children  of  school  age  attended  the  school  at  Good  Hope,  D.  C. 

I  also  submit  a  list  of  officers,  directors,  and  delegates,  and  in  the 
name  and  by  direction  of  the  board  of  directors  respectfully  solicit  con- 
tinuance of  your  recommendation  of  an  appropriation  of  $900  for 
maintenance  and  support  of  our  institution.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MUNICIPAL  LODGING  HOUSE. 


Washington,  D.  C,  October  1,  1906. 

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  thirteenth  annual  re- 
port of  the  Municipal  Lodging  House,  June  30,  1906,  being  the  end 
of  the  fiscal  year. 

There  were  5,830  different  persons  cared  for  in  this  institution  dur- 
ing the  year,  which  was  a  decrease  of  375  men  as  compared  with  the 
preceding  year,  and  is  accounted  for  by  the  mildness  of  last  winter  in 
part  and  because  of  various  improvements  in  progress  about  the  city 
throughout  the  year. 

I  have  made  a  full  year's  test  of  the  new  system  which  I  desired  to 
put  in  operation  here  at  the  lodging  house,  and  which  desire  was 
granted  me,  in  buying  and  selling  the  wood  which  is  sawed  and  split 
by  the  inmates;  also  the  handling  of  the  same  with  "  task-rack  meas- 
ures" and  half  and  quarter  cord  " selling  measures";  also  a  hand-power 
elevator,  all  of  which  increased  the  possibilities  of  the  wood  business, 
which  speaks  for  itself,  as  seen  by  the  following  comparison. 

The  year  ending  June  30,  1903,  the  net  profit  on  the  wood  business 
was  $33.63. 

The  net  profit  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1906,  was  $493.50,  which 
is  nearly  fifteen  times  as  much,  or  over  1,400  per  cent  improvement; 
$411.50  of  the  above  sum  was  turned  over  to  the  collector  of  taxes, 
and  the  remainder,  $52,  was  expended  in  improvements  made  in  the 
wood  yard  and  in  incidental  expenses  in  connection  with  running  the 
same. 

For  two  years  after  fumigating  with  chemicals,  recommended  by  the 
Department  of  Agriculture,  insect  life  did  not  make  its  appearance. 

During  the  year  1  have  placed  rubber  blankets  on  each  of  the  beds, 
which  keep  the  mattress  beneath  perfectly  clean  and  sanitary. 

I  wish  to  renew  my  recommendation  for  steam  fumigation,  as  the 
men's  clothes  would  be  put  in  splendid  condition  thereby,  leaving  them 
dry  and  free  from  odor;  whereas  fumigation  by  sulphur,  while  it  also 
frees  the  clothing  from  vermin  and  disease  germs,  yet  it  causes  the 
poor  fellows  to  smell  so  badly  as  they  go  out  in  search  of  work. 
Moreover,  sulphur  fumigation  does  not  dry  their  clothing,  and  some- 
times discolors  them  when  the  clothing  is  damp. 

The  total  number  of  persons  cared  for  during  the  year  was  5,830. 
There  were  13,965  meals  served  and  6,802  lodgings  furnished.

Dear  Sir:  We  beg  leave  to  submit  to  3-011  herewith  the  eighteenth 
annual  report  of  the  Florence  Crittenton  Hope  and  Help  Mission  for 
the  year  1905-6. 

In  presenting  this  report  we  beg  to  express  our  gratitude  to  the 
Board  of  Charities  for  its  practical  and  far-sighted  policy  in  cooper- 
ating with  this  organization.  To  this  cooperation  is  due  much  of  the 
success  which  has  attended  our  efforts  during  the  past  year,  during 
which  time  we  have  put  into  effect  several  hitherto  untried  plans. 
While  protective  and  preventive  work  has  always  been  an  important 
part  of  the  work  of  this  association,  during  the  past  year  we  have 
added  to  our  equipment  another  commodious  building,  307  C  street 
NW.,  into  which  the  rescue  department  has  been  removed  and  where 
mothers  with  their  children  are  cared  for,  leaving  the  building  at  218 
Third  street  NW.  for  preventive  and  protective  work  and  as  a  train- 
ing school  for  those  who  desire  to  fit  themselves  for  a  specific  vocation. 

The  statistics  accompanying  this  report,  showing  660  cases  cared  for, 
are  but  the  meager  outlines  of  the  great  work  which  has  been  accom- 
plished. Young  and  betrayed  girls  have  been  returned  to  forgiving 
families;  deserted  wives  and  children  who  have  been  turned  into  the 
streets  because  they  could  not  pay  the  rent  have  been  cared  for  until 
openings  could  be  found  for  them.  Young  girls,  about  to  become 
mothers  under  the  most  embarrassing  and  painful  circumstances,  have 
been  kept  through  this  trying  period  of  their  lives  and  until  they  have 
been  trained  to  earn  a  living  for  themselves  and  their  fatherless  babes. 
Some  of  these  are  the  victims  of  deception  and  coercion,  many  have 
fallen  because  of  the  overwhelming  power  of  their  affection,  others 
through  small  wages,  while  numberless  have  come  to  grief  through  a 
lack  of  technical  training,  who,  without  the  protection  of  home  and 
friends,  have  followed  the  line  of  least  resistance  and  have  gone  into 
sin  in  order  to  earn  a  living. 

We  have  been  particularly  fortunate  in  finding  homes  for  mothers 
with  children,  both  in  the  country  and  in  the  city,  and,  contrary  to  the 
usual  opinion,  we  have  found  that  these  cases  thus  placed  give  almost 
universal  satisfaction. 

At  the  p*  rwnt  time  our  work  is  entirely  out  of  debt  except  the 
mortgage  of  $4,000  on  the  new  building,  purchased  at  a  cost  of  $8,000 
in  September,  1905.  ,  ,       ,  .     .,    ,  .  , 

We  have  no  endowment  of  any  kind,  and  the  only  certain  aid  which 
we  receive  is  the  per  capita  sum  which  comes  to  us  through  the  Board 
of  Charities  of  the  District  of  Columbia.    Without  this  cooperation  it 
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would  have  been  impossible  for  the  work  to  be  carried  on,  but  this 
leaves  a  much  larger  sum  for  current  expenses  than  we  can  raise,  and 
each  year  kind  friends  have  had  to  come  forward  and  help  us  to  pay 
our  deficit. 

Because  of  the  lack  of  funds  to  conduct  our  work  as  it  really  should 
be  conducted  the  progress  of  the  work  is  retarded,  and  we  earnestly 
hope,  in  making  up  the  forthcoming  appropriations  for  the  charities  of 
the  District,  that  your  honorable  body  will  be  as  generous  to  us  as 
possible. 

By  a  strict  accounting  and  examination  of  the  cases  under  our  charge 
it  has  been  proved  to  your  satisfaction  that  we  have  more  than  earned 
the  amount  that  has  been  allowed  to  us  and  that  the  cost  to  the  Dis- 
trict of  those  cases  which  have  been  under  our  charge,  considering  the 
surroundings  in  which  they  have  been  placed,  has  been  much  less  than 
it  would  have  been  under  any  other  circumstances. 

Again  we  wish  to  thank  you  for  the  wise  and  fair  spirit  in  which 
your  representatives  have  dealt  with  all  the  cases  which  have  been 
handled.

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REPORT  OF  THE  AID  ASSOCIATION  FOR  THE  BLIND  OF  THE 

DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA. 

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  annual  report 
for  The  Aid  Association  for  the  Blind  of  the  District  of  Columbia  for 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1906. 

The  Aid  Association  for  the  Blind,  organized  in  December,  1897, 
and  incorporated  April  13,  1899,  has  for  its  object  the  following: 

To  establish  a  nonsectarian  home  for  the  blind  of  the  District  of  Columbia  in  said 
District. 

To  promote  the  education  and  industrial  training  of  the  blind;  to  aid  the  needy, 
dependent  blind,  and  to  help  them  to  become  self-supporting. 

On  October  13,  1899,  the  Association  was  given  its  present  home  at 
915  E  street  NW.,  subject,  however,  to  this  condition,  that  of  the  two 
mortgages  upon  the  premises  the  first,  for  $4,500,  was  to  be  paid 
within  four  years  from  date  of  gift  before  the  property  could  be 
deeded  to  the  Association. 

Payments  have  been  made  at  regular  intervals  upon  this  mortgage, 
until  now  the  Association  has  but  $900  to  pay  to  secure  title  to  the 
property. 

There  is  also  a  second  mortgage  on  it  for  $8,000,  and  an  indebted- 
ness to  the  endowment  fund  of  $1,700. 

The  house  915  E  street  NW.  is  large,  roomy,  and  comfortable.  It 
was  originally  well  built  and  handsomely  finished  inside,  evidently  at 
one  time  a  private  dwelling  of  some  importance,  but  owing  to  the 
years  that  have  past  and  the  vicissitudes  of  its  life  since  that  time 
it  had  become  sadly  out  of  repair,  necessitating,  when  the  Association 
took  it,  an  outlay  of  about  $1,100  to  date  to  make  it  habitable.  It  is 
now  in  a  fairly  good  condition,  altho  the  outgo  of  money  is  constant 
to  keep  it  so. 

It  is  completely  furnished  thruout,  almost  entirely  by  donations 
from  various  sources.  The  Legion  of  Loyal  Women,  the  Twentieth 
Century  Club,  The  Ladies  of  Charity  of  St.  Patrick's  Church,  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Church  of  Georgetown,  the  Mothers'  Meeting 
of  St.  John's  Church  of  Georgetown,  Miss  Eliza  Bowie,  Mrs.  Julia  E. 
Pond  and  friends  have  each  furnished  a  room.  Other  contributions 
for  this  purpose  are  continually  coming  in,  so  that  the  expense  to  the 
Association  of  furnishing  is  but  slight.  The  property  is  fully  pro- 
tected by  insurance  policies  and  provided  with  fire  extinguishers. 

There  is  a  workshop  in  the  rear,  heated,  lighted,  and  reasonably  well 
equipped,  where  the  men  cane  chairs  and  make  brooms  and  mattresses. 
There  are  usually  five  blind  men  at  work.  Of  these  two  come  in  from 
outside  for  day's  work.  The  shop  pays  for  itself  in  material  used  and 
in  wages  for  the  men,  each  man  getting  a  per  cent  of  the  profit  of  his 
work,  the  rest  going  to  the  Home.  Altho  the  men  work  at  a  disad- 
vantage, owing  to  their  blindness  and  to  the  fact  that  much  of  such 
work  as  they  can  do  is  superseded  by  outside  skilled  labor  and  by 
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machine  work,  they  nevertheless  show  surprisingly  good  results  at 
the  end  of  the  year  in  money  returns  to  the  Home.  The  amount  con- 
tributed to  its  treasury  at  the  close  of  the  present  year  from  the  work- 
shops was  $262.85.    (See  report.) 

The  members  of  the  board  of  directors  feel  that  great  credit  is  due 
these  men  for  their  industry  and  perseverance. 

The  women  do  such  work  as  they  are  capable  of,  and  for  which  there 
is  a  sale,  as  knitting  shawls,  slippers,  and  wash  cloths,  making  bags 
and  aprons,  and,  out  of  their  limited  resources,  take  great  pride  in 
contributing  whatever  is  possible  to  the  maintenance  of  the  Home. 

The  health  of  the  inmates  is  uniformly  good;  due  attention  is  given 
to  their  comfort  and  pleasure  in  the  way  of  daily  readings,  weekly 
Sunday  services  in  the  parlors  of  the  Home,  car  rides,  musicales,  and 
all  observances  of  the  regular  national  holidays. 

The  income  of  the  Association  is  derived  from  entertainments,  mem- 
bership fees,  and  voluntary  contributions,,  with  a  per  capita  allowance 
from  the  Board  of  Charities  each  month  for  five  inmates,  these  subject 
to  the  investigation  and  approval  of  said  Board.  There  is  no  appro- 
priation from  Congress  and  but  a  small  endowment  fund  of  $1,700  to 
date.  During  the  past  year  several  hundred  dollars  were  raised  by 
the  members  of  the  Board  thru  "once-a-week"  euchres,  large  evening 
euchres,  a  Christmas  bazaar,  a  February  pound  party,  a  dance  on 
Washington's  birthday,  and  a  refreshment  booth  at  the  May  fete  at 
Friendship. 

By  continued  effort  the  Association  is  able  to  meet  promptly  all 
expenses  of  the  Home  thru  such  means  as  before  referred  to. 

There  are  at  present  nine  inmates,  with  one  temporarily  away. 
During  the  past  year  two  of  those  cared  for  died  and  one  was  dismissed. 

The  board  of  directors  gratefully  acknowledges  its  debt  to  the 
matron,  Mrs.  E.  C.  Gittings,  now  beginning  her  seventh  year  of 
gratuitous  service  as  the  head  of  the  Home,  and  feels  that  without  her 
daily  efficient  supervision  of  its  affairs  the  Home  would  not  now  be 
on  its  present  successful  basis. 

Thanking  you  for  the  kindly  interest  you  have  always  shown  in  this

To  establish  a  nonsectarian  home  for  the  blind  of  the  District  of  Columbia  in  the 
said  District. 

To  promote  the  education  and  industrial  training  of  the  blind,  and  to  aid  the 
needy,  dependent  blind,  and  help  them  to  become  self-supporting. 


CONSTITUTION. 
Article  I. — Name. 

The  Association  shall  be  called  "The  Aid  Association  for  the  Blind  of  the  District 
of  Columbia." 

Article  II. — Object. 

To  establish  a  nonsectarian  home  for  the  blind  of  the  District  of  Columbia  in  the 
said  District. 

To  promote  the  education  and  industrial  training  of  the  blind,  and  to  aid  the 
needy  dependent  blind  and  help  them  to  become  self-supporting. 

Article  III. — Membership. 

The  payment  of  one  dollar  ($1)  or  more  annually  shall  constitute  a  membership 
in  the  Association;  twenty-five  ($25)  dollars  at  one  time  a  life  membership;  one 
hundred  ($100)  dollars  at  one  time  a  benefactor,  and  five  hundred  ($500)  dollars  a 
patron. 

Article  IV. — Officers. 

Section  1.  The  officers  shall  be  a  president,  four  vice-presidents,  a  recording  and 
corresponding  secretary,  financial  secretary,  treasurer,  attorney,  and  honorary  vice- 
presidents. 

Sec.  2.  The  board  of  directors  shall  be  composed  of  thirty  (30)  members,  consist- 
ing of  the  first  eight  officers,  viz:  President,  four  vice-presidents,  two  secretaries  and 
the  treasurer,  and  twenty-two  other  members  of  the  Association  elected  by  the  body 
for  that  office. 

Sec.  3.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  for  unexpired 
terms. 

Article  V. — Meet  nigs. 

Section  1.  The  annual  meeting  shall  occur  the  third  Thursday  in  April  of  each 
year;  the  election  of  officers  shall  be  held  biennially. 
Nine  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.  2.  Special  meetings  may  be  held  on  the  call  of  the  president  or  five  (5)  mem- 
bers of  the  Association. 

Article  VI. — Amendments. 

The  constitution  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  at 
any  meeting  of  the  Association,  provided  that  notice  of  such  amendment  has  been 
given  in  writing  at  a  meeting  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Aid  Association  for  the 
Blind  on  or  before  the  regular  meeting  in  March. 
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BY-LAWS. 


DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS. 


President. — To  preside  at  meetings  and  appoint  committees. 

Vice-Presidents. — In  absence  of  the  president  to  assume  her  duties. 

Recording  and  Corresponding  Secretary. — To  keep  minutes  of  all  meetings;  to  attend 
to  correspondence;  send  notices  of  meetings;  report  to  the  board  of  directors  monthly, 
and  to  the  Association  at  every  meeting,  and  prepare  annual  reports. 

Treasurer. — To  have  charge  of  the  funds  of  the  Association  and  deposit  the  same 
as  treasurer  in  a  banking  institution;  to  report  monthly  to  the  board  of  directors  and 
to  the  Association  at  each  meeting,  and  at  other  times  when  requested  by  the  presi- 
dent or  the  board  of  directors.  The  treasurer  shall  give  a  bond,  to  be  approved  by 
the  president,  in  the  sum  of  $2,500,  which  may  be  increased  as  required  by  the  board 
of  directors. 

Attorney. — To  act  as  attorney  at  law  and  counselor  for  the  Association. 


Regular  meetings  of  the  board  of  directors  shall  be  held  monthly. 
Annual  membership  fees  shall  be  due  on  January  1  of  each  year,  and  if  not  paid 
within  one  year,  two  notices  having  been  sent,  membership  shall  lapse.

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REPORT. 

Washington,  September  30,  1906. 
Gentlemen  :  The  year  which  ended  June  30,  190G,  the  period  cov- 
ered by  this  report,  has  been  marked  by  a  steady  development  in 
every  branch  of  the  library  work.  The  number  of  volumes  in  the 
library  has  increased  from  73,045  to  84,668,  or  about  15  per  cent.  The 
circulation,  measuring  the  activity  and  usefulness  of  the  books,  has 
increased  in  even  larger  percentage,  the  gain  being  22  per  cent.  The 
total  circulation  of  books  during  the  year  was  433,096,  marking  a  gain 
of  79,600.  The  average  monthly  home  circulation  was  36,023,  to  be 
compared  with  29,426  last  year.  The  average  daily  home  circulation 
was  1,359,  to  be  compared  with  1,146  last  year.  In  the  reference  room 
the  readers  increased  from  74,296  last  year  to  114,428  this  year,  a 
gain  of  54  per  cent.  The  average  daily  attendance  in  the  reading 
room  for  week  days  was  337;  for  Sunday  (part  of  day  only)  173. 

DECREASED  USE  OF  FICTION. 

Not  only  has  there  been  increase  in  the  number  of  books  in  the 
library,  in  registered  borrowers,  in  the  activity  and  usefulness  of  the 
library  as  indicated  by  circulation,  and  in  readers  at  the  library  as 
well  as  in  home  users,  but  there  has  also  been  a  distinct  improvement 
in  the  character  of  the  books  read.  The  percentage  of  fiction  circula- 
tion, which  was  83.7  per  cent  in  1904  and  71.8  per  cent  last  year,  is 
68  per  cent  this  year.  In  other  words,  in  the  last  two  years  only 
about  one-third  of  the  great  increase  of  total  circulation  has  been  in 
fiction.  The  librarian  in  his  report  to  the  trustees,  which  accompanies 
this  report,  expresses  the  opinion  that  the  percentage  of  fiction  now 
used  in  the  library's  total  circulation  is  not  excessive. 

OPEN  SHELVES,  CHILDREN'S  ROOM  AND  SUBSTATIONS. 

A  gratifying  development  is  noted  in  the  characteristic  features 
of  the  library  which  distinguish  its  functions  from  those  of  the 
Library  of  Congress,  such  as  the  open-shelf  facilities,  the  children's 
room,  and  circulating  stations  in  social  settlements.  Non-fiction  as 
well  as  fiction  has  been  systematically  made  available  by  liberal  ex- 
tensions of  the  open-shelf  privileges  with  such  good  results  that  the 
librarian  suggests  the  use  of  the  present  large  reading  room  as  an 
open-shelf  room  in  which  perhaps  20,000  of  the  best  books  may  be 
always  accessible,  and  adds  that  it  may  even  be  advisable  to  so  modify 
the  building  that  the  public  may  be  admitted  to  the  first  floor,  at 

least,  of  the  book  stack. 

In  the  children's  room  the  circulation  increased  19  per  cent  over 
that  of  last  year  and  85  per  cent  over  that  of  two  years  ago.  The 
recorded  attendance  for  the  year  was  91,135.  The  proportion  of 
fiction  read  was  reduced  16  per  cent  last  year  and  5  per  cent  this  year, 
and  now  stands  at  62  per  cent  of  the  entire  juvenile  circulation,  a 
satisfactory  and  very  creditable  showing. 
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In  the  five  library  stations  in  operation  in  social  settlements  there 
was  during  the  year -a  total  home  circulation  of  8,265  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  one  station  was  open  only  five  months  and  one  less  than  two 
months ;  that  the  weekly  hours  of  opening  were  very  limited,  and  that 
all  have  been  conducted  by  volunteers. 

THE  LIBRARY'S  NEEDS. 

The  vital  needs  of  the  main  library  are  more  books  and  more  assist- 
ants, and  the  recommendations  of  last  year  in  this  regard  must  be 
repeated : 

(1)  Endowments  or  donations  to  buy  certain  classes  of  books  are 
much  needed.  For  example,  the  library  is  endeavoring  to  collect 
Washingtoniana,  i.  e.,  everything  pertaining  to  the  national  capital 
and  the  ten  miles  square.  Donations  not  only  of  books  of  this  sort, 
but  of  money  to  create  a  fund  for  the  purchase  of  such  books  would 
be  heartily  welcomed. 

(2)  The  appropriation  for  books  should  be  made  $15,000  annually. 
The  special  book  appropriation  is  exhausted.  The  desk-fund  re- 
sources will  soon  be  drained.  The  enlargement  of  the  open-shelf 
facilities  will  call  for  more  books.  The  rapid  increase  in  general 
circulation,  the  demand  for  extensive  duplications,  the  increase  in  the 
cost  of  nearly  all  books,  and  the  desirability  of  extending  the  period- 
ical and  newspaper  list,  are  all  factors  in  the  demonstration  that  this 
appropriation  is  essential. 

(3)  More  books  should  be  secured  under  existing  law  from  mis- 
cellaneous circulating  volumes  in  the  Government  departmental  col- 
lections, and  also  from  duplicates  in  the  Library  of  Congress.  In 
this  connection  the  Public  Library  is  heavily  indebted  to  the  Libra- 
rian of  Congress,  Mr.  Herbert  Putnam,  both  in  securing  the  enact- 
ment of  the  desired  legislation  on  the  subject,  and  in  liberally  and 
beneficially  interpreting  and  applying  irr. 

THE  LIBRARY'S  WORKING  FORCE. 

Since  due  consideration  has  now  been  given  to  salary  increases 
among  other  municipal  workers,  like  the  policemen,  firemen,  and 
teachers  in  the  public  schools,  this  seems  to  be  the  fitting  time  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  underpaid  employees  in  "  the  people's  univer- 
sity," the  supplement  of  the  public  educational  system  of  the  District. 

The  trustees  urge  favorable  action  upon  the  estimates  for  library 
service  for  the  reasons  suggested  in  the  notes  accompanying  the 
estimates. 

In  this  connection  the  trustees  earnestly  recommend  that  the  salary 
of  the  librarian  be  increased  to  a  figure  commensurate  with  the  in- 
telligent and  efficient  services  rendered  and  with  the  compensation 
received  by  successful  librarians  in  other  cities  of  Washington's  size. 

BRANCH  LIBRARIES. 

The  trustees  appeal  for  hearty  public  cooperation  in  a  vigorous 
effort  to  pass  in  the  House  at  the  approaching  session  of  Congress 
the  bill,  already  approved  by  the  Senate,  which  involves  the  accept- 
ance by  Congress  of  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie's  effort  to  donate  what- 
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ever  money  may  be  required  from  time  to  time  to  build  all  necessary 
branch  libraries  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  on  the  usual  mainte- 
nance terms  upon  which  his  gifts  are  conditioned  and  which  makes 

E resent  use  of  $30,000  of  the  proposed  donation  in  the  erection  of  a 
ranch  library  building  at  Takoma  Park. 

Until  the  central  library  is  adequately  developed  and  sustained, 
the  work  of  establishing  branches  will  proceed  slowly,  since  it  is 
clearly  unwise  at  this  time,  and  will  be  in  the  immediate  future,  to 
drain  strength  from  the  central  building  for  the  sake  of  outlying 
branches.  It  is  highly  desirable,  however,  that  prompt  action  be 
taken  to  accept  Mr.  Carnegie's  offer  and  to  make  a  practical  begin- 
ning in  the  branch  library  work,  to  the  end  that  the  necessary  funds 
may  be  set  apart  to  meet  the  cost  of  building  these  branches,  when  - 
ever from  time  to  time  in  the  future  they  may  be  needed. 

Takoma  Park  was  selected  as  the  location  of  the  first  branch  library 
(1)  on  account  of  its  remoteness  from  the  central  library  and  (2)  on 


spirited  citizens  of  the  suburb  have  bought  and  donated  for  this 
public  use. 

The  bill  as  enacted  by  the  Senate  June  18,  1906,  reads  as  follows: 

AN  ACT  To  authorize  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  to  accept  donations 
of  money  and  land  for  the  establishment  of  a  branch  library  in  the  District  of 
Columbia,  to  establish  a  commission  to  supervise  the  erection  of  a  branch  library 
building  in  said  District,  and  to  provide  for  the  suitable  maintenance  of  said  branch. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  accept  from  Andrew  Carnegie 
a  donation  not  exceeding  thirty  thousand  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a 
suitable  branch  library  building  at  Takoma  Park,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Commissioners  and  the  public  library  trustees,  and  to  accept  conveyance  of  un- 
encumbered land  considered  suitable  by  the  said  Commissioners  and  library 
trustees  as  a  site  for  a  branch  library  for  Takoma  Park.  And  authority  is 
hereby  conferred  upon  a  commission,  to  consist  of  the  Commissioners  of  the 
District  of  Columbia,  the  chairman  of  the  committee  on  branch  libraries  of  the 
library  trustees,  and  the  librarian  of  the  Washington  Public  Library  to  super- 
vise the  erection  of  said  branch  library  building:  Provided,  That  such  branch 
library  building  shall  not  be  opened  for  public  use  until  Congress  shall  hereafter 
provide  for  the  necessary  expenses  of  maintaining  said  branch  library  when  the 
same  shall  be  completed  and  ready  for  such  use. 


The  original  gift  of  $350,000  by  Mr.  Carnegie  was  entirely  ex- 
pended in  the  construction  of  the  building,  which  was  practically 
finished  in  December,  1902.  Soon  after  that  time  Mr.  Carnegie  gave 
a  supplemental  sum  of  $25,000  for  equipment,  interior  decoration, 
and  minor  additions  to  the  apparatus  which  had  necessarily  been 
made  somewhat  less  ample  and  complete  than  was  desirable  in  the 
original  construction. 

The  first  of  these  was  the  addition  of  two  tiers  to  the  book  stack  and 

the  electric  lighting  thereof,  thus  filling  the  stack  room,  costing  __  $12,  389. 50

IMPROVEMENT  OF  MOUNT  VERNON  SQUARE. 

While  the  building  itself  has  thus  been  constructed  and  well 
equipped,  the  proper  arrangement  and  curbing  of  the  surrounding 
grounds  and  walks  therein  have  remained  incomplete  and  at  a  stand- 
still ever  since  the  expenditure  three  years  ago  of  the  half  appropria- 
tion granted  by  Congress  for  that  purpose.  Congress  has  not  yet 
appropriated  the  remainder  of  the  money,  $13,000,  needed  for  the 
completion  of  this  work,  and  the  square  therefore  remains  naked, 
without  a  park  border,  and  with  dead-ended  walks  awaiting  needed 
extensions.  The  estimate  for  this  appropriation  has  been  repeated 
in  the  general  estimates  of  the  officer  in  charge  of  public  buildings 
and  grounds  for  the  fiscal  year  1908,  and  the  trustees  urge  vigorous 
cooperation  with  Colonel  Bromwell  in  securing  the  passage  of  this 
item  of  the  sundry  civil  appropriation  bill.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN. 


Washington,  September  14,  1906. 

Gentlemen  :  The  librarian  has  the  honor  to  submit  his  report  for 
the  year  ended  June  30,  1906,  covering  the  second  year  of  his  service. 

The  report  shows  large  quantitative  gains  over  the  previous  year  in 
all  branches  of  library  work,  paralleling  the  similar  large  gains 
shown  in  the  last  annual  report.  It  is  also  believed  that  the  library 
has  taken  several  strides  forward  in  intensive  work,  or  improvements 
in  the  quality  of  its  service.  These  results  have  been  possible  partly 
because  of  the  intelligence,  devotion,  and  self-sacrifice  of  an  enthusi- 
astic staff  and  in  spite  of  the  inadequacy  of  its  numbers. 

In  accordance  with  the  plan  of  last  year's  report,  extracts  at  least 
from  the  more  detailed  statements  of  heads  of  departments  are  ap- 
pended to  the  report  of  the  librarian  and  form  a  part  of  it.  Several 
matters  of  library  practice  will  therefore  be  treated  only  in  these 
departmental  reports.  For  other  matters  not  covered  in  the  reports 
of  the  librarian  or  heads  of  departments,  reference  is  made  to  the 
report  of  last  year,  in  which  will  be  found  treatment  of  matters 
which  are  not  covered  in  repetition  in  this  report. 

HOME  CIRCULATION. 

In  the  division  of  labor  among  the  libraries  of  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia practically  all  of  the  work  of  circulating  books  into  the  homes 
of  the  people  falls  to  the  lot  of  this  library.  As  this  work  forms  the 
bulk  of  the  service  rendered  to  the  community  the  first  place  should 
be  given  to  it  in  the  annual  report. 

The  total  circulation  of  books  was  433,096  volumes.  Of  this  num- 
ber 424,154  volumes  were  sent  out  from  the  central  library,  8,265  from 
five  social  settlements,  and  677  from  the  high  schools.  A  comparison 
of  the  total  circulation  with  that  of  1904-5  (353,496)  shows  an  in- 
crease of  79,600  volumes,  or  a  gain  of  22  per  cent.  The  figures  of 
1904-5  showed  a  gain  in  circulation  of  75,308  volumes  over  1903-4 
(278,188).  The  library's  home  circulation  has  therefore  increased 
154,908  in  two  years  and  is  now  55  per  cent  greater  than  the  circula- 
tion of  1903-4. 

The  library  was  open  for  home  circulation  312  days  (including  0 
holidays).  The  average  daily  circulation  was  1,359,  as  against  1,146 
the  previous  year.  The  average  monthly  circulation  was  36,023,  com- 
pared with  29,426  in  1904-5.  The  largest  circulation  of  any  one  day 
was  on  Saturday,  February  10,  when  2,505  books  were  given  out ;  but 
in  January,  February,  March,  and  April  there  were  many  days  on 
which  the  ^circulation  considerably  exceeded  2,000. 
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FURTHER  REDUCTION  OF  FICTION  PERCENTAGE. 

The  progressive  application  of  the  same  methods  that  made  it  pos- 
sible last  year  to  report  a  reduction  in  the  percentage  of  fiction  circu- 
lation from  83.7  per  cent  in  1903-4  to  71.8  per  cent  in  1904—5  has 
still  further  reduced  the  percentage  of  fiction  circulated  to  G8  per 
cent  last  year.  In  other  words,  only  about  one-third  of  the  great 
increase  of  the  total  circulation  of  the  last  two  years  has  been  in  the 
form  of  fiction.  Comparison  shows  that  the  circulation  of  English 
prose  fiction  at  the  central  library  was,  in  1903^1,  192,828;  in  1904-5, 
201,183,  and  in  1905-6,  233,341;  of  juvenile  fiction,  in  1903-4,  40,351; 
in  1904-5,  49,840,  and  in  1905-6,  55,094.  A  computation  from  these 
figures  will  show  that  out  of  a  total  increase  of  circulation  of  about 
155,000  in  two  years  about  100,000  volumes  comprised  books  other 
than  fiction. 

The  means  taken  to  bring  about  this  reduction  have  simply  been 
so  to  arrange,  display,  and  advertise  the  resources  of  the  library  that 
books  other  than  fiction  will  be  made  approximately  as  conspicuous 
as  fiction.  In  publishers'  advertisements,  so-called  book  reviews,  etc., 
the  novel  is  put  forward  so  much  more  clamorously  than  other  litera- 
ture that  the  library  should  do  something  to  readjust  the  balance  in 
order  to  prevent  the  unreflecting  person  from  thinking  that  the  novel 
is  the  only  class  of  literature  worth  his  attention.  This  library,  there- 
fore, although  continuing  to  display  an  abundance  of  new  and  stand- 
ard fiction  on  open  shelves,  has  also  continued  the  plan  of  placing  in 
rotation  on  open  shelves  the  various  other  classes  of  the  collection. 
During  the  year  all  classes  of  nonfiction  works  except  history  and  a 
few  foreign  books  have  at  some  time  been  available  for  free  access 
during  a  considerable  period.  New  nonfiction  accessions,  regularly 
listed  in  Saturday  editions  of  the  local  newspapers,  are  likewise  dis- 
played on  open  shelves. 

The  importance  of  open  access  to  the  books  is  shown  by  the  fact 
that  readers  frequently  plainly  indicate  by  their  questions  their  con- 
viction that  the  only  books  possessed  by  the  library  are  those  on  the 
open  shelves.  To  many  users  of  a  public  library  a  book  not  to  be 
handled  without  the  use  of  a  call  slip  is  practically  nonexistent,  and 
no  pains  taken  to  perfect  a  card  catalogue  seems  to  convince  them  that 
the  contrary  is  true.  In  the  face  of  this  widespread  opinion  existing 
in  a  community  so  cultivated  as  Washington,  it  is  believed  that  no 
one  thing  is  so  important  in  order  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  read- 
ing as  greatly  to  increase  the  number  of  books  directly  accessible  to 
readers.  It  is  therefore  highly  desirable  that  the  library  force  be  so 
increased  that  the  present  large  reading  room  may  be  occupied  as  an 
open-shelf  room  in  which  15,000  to  20,000  of  the  best  books  may  be 
always  available;  or  it  may  even  be  advisable  so  to  modify  the  build- 
ing that  the  public  may  be  admitted  to  at  least  the  first  floor  of  the 
book  stack. 

The  circulation  has  also  been  favorably  influenced  by  the  fact  that 
larger  expenditures  for  books  have  made  more  frequent  duplications 
of  important  nonfiction  works  possible.  By  the  use  of  so-called 
"  always  out  "  slips,  on  which  readers  are  invited  to  notify  the  li- 
brary of  their  repeated  failures  to  secure  desired  books,  the  library 
has  been  able  to  satisfy  individual  needs  that  would  often  otherwise 
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have  been  overlooked.  There  has  also  been  a  successful  effort  to  en- 
courage greater  use  of  the  ten-book  privilege  on  the  part  of  the 
teachers.  Special-privilege  cards,  granting  increased  numbers  of 
books  to  those  who  can  use  them  wisely,  have  also  been  issued  to 
many  other  readers. 

FICTION  CIRCULATION  DEFENDED. 

It  must  not  be  thought  from  the  foregoing  statement  that  the  li- 
brary seeks  in  any  way  to  apologize  for  its  fiction  circulation  or 
regards  it  an  unworthy  part  of  its  work.  On  the  contrary,  if  out 
of  the  increase  in  circulation  of  155,000  in  the  last  two  years  the 
proportion  of  fiction  had  been  smaller  than  it  has  been,  there  would 
almost  be  ground  for  thinking  that  there  is  something  abnormal 
about  this  community.  The  normal  individual,  whether  adult  or 
child,  requires  imaginative  literature  either  in  the  form  of  poetry, 
drama,  or  tale.  Just  now  the  dominant  form  of  literary  expression 
is  the  novel,  and  practically  all  the  great  tragedies  and  comedies  of 
life  (as  well  as  the  smaller  ones)  have  been  or  are  being  embodied  in 
fiction.    As  the  librarian  has  said  elsewhere : 

Fiction  has  the  most  universal  appeal ;  it  supplies  education  in  kindliness, 
gentleness,  good  manners;  it  teaches  history  and  geography,  ethics  and 
esthetics,  sociology  and  religion.  It  is  read  with  avidity,  whereas  the  solider 
book  taken  from  the  library  no  doubt  often  lies  idle  and  unread  until  it  is  time 
to  bring  it  back.  It  affords  rest  and  refreshment  to  the  overdriven  men  of  to- 
day. *  *  *  To  be  sure,  it  must  be  good  fiction,  excluding  machine-made  sen- 
sations as  far  as  possible,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  not  confining  the  books 
offered  to  such  writers  as  Mrs.  Ward,  Mr.  James,  and  Mrs.  Wharton — books 
whose  appeal  is  chiefly  to  readers  having  considerable  cultivation. 

a  *  %  *  *  * 

One  reason  for  supplying  fiction  which  does  not  come  up  to  classic  standards 
is  that  thus  indirectly  the  library  is  able  to  reach  the  children.  It  is  worth 
while  to  bring  to  the  library  the  woman  who  wants  books  by  E.  P.  Roe 
and  Rosa  N.  Carey — for  her  own  sake.  But  especially  is  it  important  to  get 
her  to  come  and  bring  her  children  in  order  that  the  library  may  begin  early 
to  influence  them,  mold  their  tastes,  and  win  them  to  be  lifelong  library  users. 

REGISTRATION. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  under  review  38,779  persons  were 
registered  as  library  borrowers.  Many  of  the  cards  issued  in  such 
great  numbers  at  the  time  the  new  building  was  opened,  in  J anuary, 
1903,  had  never  been  used.  These  expired  during  the  past  year. 
The  registration  of  the  year  reached  12,885  (as  against  10,614  in 
1904-5),  and  the  total  number  of  cards  in  force  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  39,800. 

In  this  connection  it  should  be  noted  that  the  40,000  persons  regis- 
tered as  borrowers  number  about  one-eighth  of  the  population  of  the 
District.  Examination  of  the  library  files  last  winter  showed  that 
as  many  as  40  per  cent  of  these  borrowers  are  Federal  Government 
employees  and  their  families.  As  the  governmental  population  is 
usually  reckoned  at  75,000  (including  young  children),  our  records 
would"  indicate  that  nearly  22  per  cent  of  them  use  the  library.  As 
they  are  among  the  best-educated  users  of  the  library  and  demand 
*  many  technical  and  other  expensive  books,  it  is  safe  to  say  that  at 
least  40  per  cent  and  probably  more  of  the  library  appropriation  is 
expended  for  the  benefit  of  United  States  Government  employees. 
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The  home  circulation  of  433,000  volumes  when  taken  alone  seems 
large;  but  when  these  figures  are  compared  with  the  total  registra- 
tion of  39,800  it  will  be  seen  that  the  average  home  use  by  those  en- 
titled to  library  privileges  is  less  than  11.  Comparison  of  the 
home  use  with  the  total  population  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
(326,000  by  the  police  census  of  1900)  gives  only  an  annual  circula- 
tion per  capita  of  1J.  Although  the  progress  in  the  use  of  the  library 
during  the  eight  years  of  its  history  gives  cause  for  satisfaction 
when  compared  with  the  condition  of  practical  inaccessibility  of 
libraries  to  the  people  which  prevailed  before,  yet  when  the  present 
book  use  of  this  community  is  compared  with  that  which  could  without 
doubt  easily  be  shown  if  more  adequate  library  facilities  were  pro- 
vided, it  is  not  strange  that  those  to  whom  public  library  work  here 
has  been  committed  and  who  have  faith  in  its  ultimate  development 
should  be  impatient  at  the  tardy  progress  now  being  made. 

If  library  facilities  could  be  made  sufficient  for  every  citizen  by  the 
establishment  of  the  branch  library  system  for  which  Mr.  Carnegie 
has  offered  the  buildings;  if  distributing  centers  could  be  placed  in 
every  engine  house,  police  station,  every  large  factory,  department 
store,  Sunday  school,  parochial  school,  and  social  settlement ;  if  coop- 
eration with  the  schools  becomes  universal,  with  library  visitors  to 
make  school  work  effective  by  extending  an  invitation  to  every  child ; 
if  so-called  home  libraries  could  be  distributed  widely  to  minister 
to  groups  of  families  not  otherwise  reached ;  if  anywhere  and  every- 
where in  the  District  of  Columbia  library  facilities  could  be  so  offered 
as  to  make  access  to  books  easy  and  the  library  universal  and  omni- 
present— if  these  things  could  only  be  done  here,  the  home  circulation 
shown  by  future  reports  would  speedily  reach  1,000,000,  with  from 
5,000,000  to  10,000,000  easily  obtainable.  The  last  figure  would  even 
then  allow  only  31  books  a  year  for  every  inhabitant. 

THE  READERS'  ASSISTANT. 

It  is  now  possible  to  report  on  a  full  year's  work  of  the  readers' 
assistant  in  charge  of  the  information  desk.  No  statistical  statement 
can  be  presented  to  show  the  amount  of  work  accomplished.  At  the 
same  time  it  is  true  that  no  one  feature  among  the  new  ones  intro- 
duced during  the  last  two  years  has  done  more  to  help  make  the 
library  acceptable  and  helpful  to  the  public  than  the  one  of  having 
in  attendance  in  the  circulating  department  a  tactful  woman  whose 
duty  it  is  to  act  as  hostess  and  guide  to  all,  and  especially  to  first 
visitors  to  the  library.  As  her  judgment  directs,  she  relieves  the 
uninitiated  from  the  necessity  of  using  the  card  catalogue  or  makes  its 
supposed  mysteries  plain;  she  ventures  shrewd  guesses  as  to  the 
wants  of  readers  whose  ideas  are  hazy;  and  supplies  to  the  aimless 
reader  the  books  believed  to  be  suited  to  his  mental,  moral,  or  social 
needs  and  capacities,  without  neglecting  possible  opportunities  to 
improve  the  quality  of  reading  or  to  supplant  good  books  by  better 
books. 

During  the  past  year  it  has  been  possible  to  assign  but  one  person 
to  this  work,  with  the  result  that  the  desk  has  been  occupied,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  daily  hours,  only  one  evening  a  week.  During  the  coming 
season,  however,  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to  have  a  readers' 
adviser  in  attendance  whenever  the  circulating  department  is  open. 
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Many  of  the  most  serious  readers  come  in  the  evening  and  for  lack 
of  assistance  in  obtaining  the  necessary  books  become  discouraged 
and  cease  to  visit  the  library. 


REFERENCE  WORK  AND  PERIODICALS. 


Although  this  is  not  primarily  a  reference  library,  yet  it  is  well 
equipped  for  reference  work  of  the  more  popular  character.  The 
rapid  increase  in  the  use  of  its  resources  during  the  last  two  years  in- 
dicates that  it  is  very  acceptable  to  an  ever-enlarging  number  of  gen- 
eral readers,  study-club  women,  teachers  and  students  of  schools  and 
colleges,  newspaper  writers,  Government  employees,  etc.  The  readers 
who  visited  the  room  during  the  year  numbered  114,428  (including 
8,966  on  Sundays),  as  compared  with  74,296  in  1904-5  and  43,799  in 
1903-4.  This  shows  an  increase  in  attendance  of  54  per  cent  during 
the  past  year  and  one  of  261  per  cent  in  two  years.  During  the  same 
period  the  use  of  books,  other  than  the  extensive  but  unrecorded 
reading  of  works  shelved  in  the  room  for  direct  access,  increased 
from  4,850  in  1903-4  to  16,338  in  1904-5  and  to  23,273  in  1905-6. 
This  represents  a  gain  of  41  per  cent  in  the  last  year  and  is  nearly 
five  times  as  great  as  that  of  1903^.  These  figures  do  not  express 
either  the  increased  extent  or  quality  of  the  work  accomplished.  The 
list  of  periodicals  is  constantly  being  improved,  recurrent  wants  are 
being  better  satisfied  by  the  purchase  of  new  reference  books  and  by 
additions  to  the  collection  of  general  literature  shelved  in  the  refer- 
ence room.  The  throwing  open  of  a  study  room  for  club  purposes 
and  of  a  teachers'  reference  room  has  also  stimulated  reference  work. 

It  has  thus  far  been  impossible  to  open  a  separate  room  for  peri- 
odicals. The  current  magazines  are  therefore  still  kept  in  the  refer- 
ence room  and  form  a  part  of  the  reference  material.  Although  peri- 
odicals and  reference  material  proper  must  now  trespass  on  space 
needed  for  the  proper  display  of  other  material,  yet  such  large  refer- 
ence use  is  made  of  bound  and  current  periodical  literature  through 
the  means  of  the  various  indexes  that  there  are  certain  advantages 
in  having  both  kinds  of  material  together.  The  library  has  so  re- 
cently published  a  list  of  current  periodicals  regularly  in  file  that 
only 'lists  of  such  serials  as  are  received  as  gifts  will  be  printed  else- 
where in  this  report,  and  these  by  way  of  acknowledgment. 


SUNDAY  AND  HOLIDAY  OPENING. 


In  response  to  repeated  demands  through  the  press,  an  appropria- 
tion was  secured  enabling  the  library  to  be  kept  open  last  year  on 
Sundays  for  reference  use  and  on  holidays  for  reference  use  and  home 
circulation.  The  library  is  therefore  open  on  every  day  in  the  year 
except  July  4  and  December  25.  On  Sundays  all  of  the  public  parts 
of  the  library  are  open  with  the  exception  of  the  circulation  depart- 
ment. An  assistant  is  in  attendance  at  the  registration  desk  and 
many  persons  who  visit  the  library  only  on  Sunday  have  taken  out 
cards  on  which  members  of  their  families  draw  books  for  them  on 

week  days.  ,  „     ,  , 

There  were  8,966  visitors  to  the  reference  room  on  Sundays,  who 
used  1,725  books  other  than  those  on  open  shelves.    The  average 
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daily  attendance  on  Sundays,  when  the  library  is  open  from  2  to  10 
p.  m.,  was  173,  compared  with  a  week-day  average  of  337,  with  the 
library  open  from  10  a.  m.  to  10  p.  m.  The  visitors  to  the  children's 
room  on  Sundays  (2  to  8  p.  m.)  numbered  7,400,  or  a  daily  average  of 
143,  as  compared  with  an  average  recorded  week-day  attendance  of 
292  (hours  12  m.  to  8  p.  m.). 

Although  the  foregoing  figures  are  not  large,  they  are  sufficient  to 
justify  the  continuance  of  the  plan.  The  Congress  has  continued  the 
appropriation  for  the  present  year,  and  the  item  should  again  be  car- 
ried in  the  estimates. 

Mention  should  be  made  of  the  fact  that  so  far  as  possible  the  pay 
of  Sunday  and  holiday  employees  is  50  per  cent  greater  than  their 
week-day  pay ;  also  that  it  is  never  designed  to  allow  regular  assist- 
ants to  work  oftener  than  on  alternate  Sundays.  This  special  force 
is  made  up  of  volunteers  from  the  regular  staff. 

YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  DEPARTMENT. 

The  past  year  showed  a  still  further  increase  in  the  extent  and 
quality  of  the  work  of  the  children's  department.  Comparative 
figures  for  the  last  three  years  of  the  total  circulation  of  juvenile 
literature  from  the  main  library  are  as  follows:  In  1903^,  48,278; 
in  1904^5,  73,933,  and  in  1905-0,"  88,520.  The  percentages  of  increase 
were  therefore  53  in  1904  and  19  in  1905-6,  or  an  increase  of  85  per 
cent  over  the  figures  of  two  years  ago.  During  the  same  period  the 
proportion  of  fiction  was  reduced  16  per  cent  in  1904-5  and  5  per 
cent  in  1905-6  and  now  stands  at  62  per  cent  of  the  entire  juvenile 
circulation.  It  should  again  be  pointed  out  that,  contrary  to  the 
custom  of  most  libraries,  fairy  tales  are  in  these  circulation  statistics 
classified  as  fiction  and  not  as  folklore. 

The  recorded  attendance  of  visitors  to  the  children's  room  was 
91,135  for  the  year.  These  figures  should  undoubtedly  be  increased 
by  at  least  25  per  cent  (to  114,000),  inasmuch  as  at  the  rush  hours  the 
attendant  is  striving  to  meet  the  wants  of  readers  and  of  necessity 
fails  to  secure  a  complete  attendance  count. 

Although  these  results  are  undoubtedly  cause  for  satisfaction  when 
taken  by  themselves,  yet  here  again  it  should  be  mentioned  that  the 
library  has  made  little  more  than  a  beginning  at  the  work  possible  in 
this  field.  Considering  the  question  simply  from  the  point  of  view  of 
the  main  library,  it  is  true  that  the  work  is  definitely  limited  by  the 
size  of  the  room  which  may  be  occupied,  by  an  insufficiency  of  force, 
and  by  the  paucity  of  books.  Almost  indefinite  expansion  of  this 
work  would  be  possible  by  the  building  of  branches  in  widely  scat- 
tered centers  of  population  and  by  the  development  of  a  school  dupli- 
cate system  for  the  distribution  of  books  through  schools,  play- 
grounds, and  Sunday  schools. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  the  removal  of  the  age  limit,  so  that  now 
any  child  who  can  satisfactorily  fill  out  an  application  blank  may 
become  a  borrower. 

WORK  WITH  SCHOOLS.

Measures  of  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  library  with  the  public 
school  system  during  the  past  year  have  included  the  establishment 
of  a  teachers'  reference  library,  open  daily  including  Sundays,  the 
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publication  of  a  monthly  educational  bulletin,  and  the  constant  urg- 
ing of  greater  use  of  the  ten-book  privilege  by  the  teachers. 

The  teachers'  library  referred  to  is  contained  in  a  study  room 
especially  fitted  up  for  the  use  of  teachers.  First  there  were' bought 
cyclopedias,  dictionaries,  and  books  on  psychology  and  pedagogy 
included  in  a  list  prepared  by  a  committee  of  teachers.  Then  the  pub- 
lishers having  educational  lists  gave,  in  response  to  requests,  about 
1,500  volumes  of  text-books  and  general  publications.  The  fore- 
going, together  with  bound  sets  of  educational  periodicals  and  about 
20  current  pedagogical  magazines,  are  reserved  for  reference.  Cir- 
culating books  in  the  class  education  are  also  shelved  in  this  room. 
Although  the  use  of  this  collection  has  not  been  so  large  as  was  ex- 
pected, yet  many  earnest  teachers  have  been  frequent  visitors  and  are 
most  cordial  in  their  expressions  of  commendation  of  the  plan.  This 
room  has  also  been  frequently  used  as  a  meeting  place  for  teachers' 
clubs  and  committees. 

The  monthly  educational  bulletin  has  consisted  of  current  peda- 
gogical accessions,  educational  articles  in  current  periodicals  (other 
than  professional  journals),  together  with  notes  and  announcements. 
These  bulletins  have  been  printed  by  the  mimeograph  process  and 
have  been  distributed  to  the  principals  of  all  public  and  private 
schools  of  the  District,  with  a  request  that  they  be  posted  on  bulletin 
boards.    Nine  numbers  were  issued. 

Copies  of  an  extensive  approved  list  of  books  suited  to  children, 
entitled  "A  Children's  Library,"  were  distributed  to  school  princi- 
pals, with  the  suggestion  that  the  list  might  prove  useful  in  choosing 
books  to  be  borrowed  from  the  library  for  school  use.  To  meet  the 
expected  demands  considerable  duplication  was  of  course  necessary. 
The  teachers  who  have  registered  for  the  ten-book  privilege  now 
number  410. 

The  plan  was  repeated  this  year  of  lending  several  copies  each  of 
books  on  American  history  to  the  Central,  Eastern,  Western,  and  M 
Street  high  schools.  The  total  recorded  home  circulation  of  these 
books  was  only  637,  but  from  each  school  came  the  report  that  the 
unrecorded  school  reference  use  of  the  books  was  many  times  greater 
than  the  home  use. 

At  the  invitation  of  the  principals  the  librarian  addressed  the 
pupils  of  the  Eastern  and  Western  high  schools,  speaking  in  each 
case  on  the  subject  of  "  Books  and  Eeading." 

It  must  again  be  pointed  out  that  the  limitations  of  force  and 
of  book  funds  prevent  the  library  from  taking  up  anything  but  the 
most  meager  part  of  the  work  with  schools,  which  forms  such  a  large 
and  effective  part  of  the  activities  of  many  other  municipal  public 
libraries. 

SETTLEMENT  STATIONS. 

In  view  of  the  postponement  of  the  establishment  of  branch 
libraries  the  extension  of  the  system  of  library  stations  in  social 
settlements  has  continued  to  prove  an  inexpensive  means  of  distribut- 
ing books  to  persons,  mostly  children,  living  in  crowded  districts 
remote  from  the  central  library  and  for  the  most  part  unable  to 
afford  car  fare  with  which  to  come  to  it.  The  close  of  the  year  saw 
five  of  these  stations  in  operation  and  the  books  ordered  for  a  sixth. 
Probably  not  one  of  these  stations  ever  had  more  than  300  library

books  at  a  time ;  one  station  was  open  only  about  five  months  and  one 
less  than  two  months;  only  one  of  them  has  been  open  as  much  as  five 
and  one-half  hours  a  week,  and  all  have  been  conducted  by  volun- 
teers. In  spite  of  all  these  drawbacks  there  was  a  total  home  circu- 
lation of  8,265  from  these  stations.  Some  little  idea  of  the  good 
they  are  doing  may  be  gained  from  the  detailed  reports  printed 
elsewhere.    From  these  reports  the  following  is  gleaned : 

1.  The  Neighborhood  House  station  (468  N  street  SW.),  now  in 
its  third  year,  circulated  2,416  books.  It  was  again  conducted  by 
Miss  Emily  A.  Spilman,  of  the  regular  Public  Library  staff.  She 
was  assisted  by  Misses  Finney,  Buynitzky,  and  Stoek,  all  of  whom 
did  this  volunteer  work  in  addition  to  their  duties  at  the  central 
library.  Miss  Spilman  has  drawn  up  a  set  of  rules  governing  set- 
tlement stations  much  simpler  than  those  in  use  at  the  main  library. 
These  have  also  been  adopted  for  all  the  stations. 

2.  Noel  House  station  (1245  H  street  NE.)  was  conducted  a  full 
year  and  circulated  3,757  books.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  Miss  Eliza- 
beth A.  Hyde  was  obliged  to  give  up  the  librarianship  early  in  the 
year  on  account  of  ill  health,  practically  the  entire  responsibility 
for  the  work  has  fallen  on  Miss  Bessie  Silverthorn,  of  the  library's 
own  staff,  who  volunteered  to  fill  the  vacancy.  She  has  been  assisted 
part  of  the  year  by  Mrs.  Mary  Higgins. 

3.  Kochefort  Hall  station  (Eighth  street  and  Georgia  avenue  SE.) 
was  closed  two  months  during  the  vacation  of  its  librarian,  Miss  Sarah 
Ambler,  and  nearly  two  more  months,  due  to  a  smallpox  scare  in  its 
neighborhood.    Even  with  such  handicaps  the  circulation  was  1,378. 

4.  The  Georgetown  station  was  opened  on  February  13  in  a  boys' 
club  room  (2726  M  street  NW.),  and  has  a  gratifying  record  of  692 
volumes  circulated  in  the  twenty-eight  and  one-half  hours  that  it  has 
been  open.  The  work  is  in  charge  of  Miss  Mary  D.  Wightman,  for- 
merly of  the  Public  Library  staff,  but  now  employed  at  the  Library  of 
Congress.  Miss  Mary  S.  Sellers,  of  the  home  library,  has  also  ren- 
dered volunteer  service  there. 

5.  The  Social  Settlement  station  (118  M  street  SW.)  was  open  less 
than  two  months  and  circulated  204  volumes.  This  settlement  is 
near  the  Neighborhood  House  and  ministers  to  the  colored  residents 
of  that  locality.  Mrs.  Sarah  C.  Fernandis,  head  worker  of  the  settle- 
ment, personally  conducts  the  station  and  has  the  efficient  assistance 
of  Mr.  Thomas  Hungerford,  of  the  janitorial  staff  of  the  central 
library. 

6.  The  Eosedale  station  is  to  be  opened  in  October  in  connection 
with  the  Rosedale  Mission  (1627  H  street  NE.),  with  Miss  Katherine 
M.  Johnson,  of  the  central  library  staff,  as  the  volunteer  librarian. 
To  show  how  much  such  work  is  needed  it  is  only  necessary  to  refer 
to  the  letter  of  Miss  Hattie  Worthington  in  applying  for  the  books. 
She  cited  an  instance  of  a  boy  living  near  the  mission  who  is  accus- 
tomed to -walk  to  and  from  the  central  library,  a  distance  of  4J  miles, 
to  get  books. 

The  desire  for  books  is  also  shown  by  the  eager  acceptance  of  the 
offer  on  the  part  of  the  library  to  send  discarded  books  to  the  various 
charitable  institutions  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  District 
board  of  charities.  These  books,  excellent  in  literary  character, 
have  been  used  until  they  are  not  worth  another  rebinding,  but  even 
then  they  are  acceptable  in  the  institutions  to  which  the  library  would 
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prefer  to  send  sound  books  if  it  were  only  possible.  That  the  schools 
need  books  badly  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  some  of  these  same  dis- 
carded books  were  sent,  on  the  application  of  the  supervising  prin- 
cipal, Mr.  H.  M.  Johnson,  to  the  schools  of  Anacostia.  Here  again 
it  was  a  matter  of  regret  that  the  library  did  not  have  perfect  books 
to  send. 

LECTURE  HALL  USE. 


During  the  year  51  public  meetings  were  held  at  the  library.  With 
the  exception  of  the  sessions  of  the  District  of  Columbia  Library 
Association,  for  which  the  children's  room  was  found  better  adapted, 
these  meetings  were  held  in  the  lecture  hall.  The  following  are  the 
public  meetings  conducted  in  the  library:  Twenty-six  free  lectures 
for  people  given  under  the  board  of  education ;  District  of  Columbia 
Library  Association,  7  meetings;  League  of  American  Pen  Women, 
4  meetings;  Audubon  Society  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  4  meet- 
ings; Associated  Charities,  3  meetings — devoted,  respectively,  to  the 
causes  of  compulsory  education,  child  labor,  and  wife  desertion  and 
nonsupport  of  the  family;  Potomac  Literary  Club,  2  meetings; 
Woman's  National  Press  Association,  1  meeting;  German  Historical 
Society  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  1  meeting;  Washington  City 
Kindergarten  Club,  1  meeting;  Washington  School  City  Federation, 
1  meeting;  and  one  joint  meeting  of  the  Civic  Center,  Medical  and 
Anthropological  societies  devoted  to  the  local  filtration  system. 

Records  of  attendance  at  these  meetings  are  not  ordinarily  kept. 
In  the  case  of  the  free  lectures  conducted  by  the  board  of  educa- 
tion, however,  such  a  record  is  obtainable.  In  order  to  show  the  use 
to  which  the  lecture  hall  is  put  and  the  number  of  persons  brought 
to  the  library  by  this  means,  the  following  record  furnished  by  the 
board  of  education  is  given :

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STUDY  ROOM  USE. 

During  the  past  year  the  experiment  has  been  tried,  with  consider- 
able success,  of  assigning  one  of  the  study  rooms  to  groups  of  indi- 
viduals as  a  place  for  study  and  for  the  better  use  of  the  resources 
of  the  library.  Fourteen  organizations  held  88  meetings  in  this  room, 
which  has  been  tastefully  fitted  up  for  the  purpose.  Among  the  clubs 
using  the  room  were  the  sociology,  the  economic,  and  the  art  sections 
of  the  Twentieth  Century  Club,  the  Household  Decoration  Club,  the 
Mission  Class  of  the  Church  of  the  Covenant,  the  Legion  of  Loyal 
Women,  the  Woman's  National  Press  Association,  the  Civic  Center, 
and  the  Young  People's  Literary  Club.  The  latter  is  conducted  by 
the  children's  department  of  the  library.  By  the  rules  governing 
the  use  of  this  room,  printed  in  full  in  the  Appendix  of  this  report, 
it  is  provided  that  clubs  meeting  there  shall  not  have  a  regular  order 
of  business  on  any  programme  not  connected  with  the  use  of  the  books 
and  periodicals  of  the  library. 

ORDER  DEPARTMENT. 

During  the  year  1G,031  volumes  were  added  to  the  library  and 
4,745  volumes  were  withdrawn  as  worn  out.  On  July  1  the  net 
strength  of  the  collection  was  84,668  volumes.  The  year's  accessions 
were  4,710  greater  than  in  1904-5.  Of  these  additions  13,099  came 
by  purchase,  2,737  by  gift,  and  195  by  binding  periodicals.  The  total 
cost  of  book  purchases  was  $13,878.21.  This  was  paid  from  the  fol- 
lowing funds:  $5,000  from  the  regular  appropriation,  $8,481.51  from 
the  accumulated  desk  fund,  and  $396.70  by  the  exchange  of  old  books 
and  periodicals. 

The  plan  by  which  two  local  booksellers  have  sent  each  week  on 
approval  copies  of  all  new  books  thought  to  be  of  interest  to  the 
library  has  worked  well.  Such  books  have  been  promptly  examined 
and  definite  orders  have  been  placed  for  all  that  were  chosen.  By 
this  method  as  well  as  by  receiving  certain  very  popular  books  in 
advance  of  publication  the  library  has  been  better  able  to  supply  a 
fresh  stock  of  the  best  new  publications. 

As  long  as  an  unexpended  balance  of  the  $40,000  book  fund  ap- 
propriated by  Congress  (act  of  February  14,  1902)  remained  the 
regular  annual  appropriation  of  $5,000  proved  fairly  adequate  for 
current  needs,  or  at  least  was  all  that  could  be  wisely  spent  by  a 
restricted  order  department  force.  With  that  fund  eliminated  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year  under  review,  the  $5,000  annual  appropri- 
ation would  have  been  altogether  inadequate  and  there  would  have 
been  a  serious  book  famine  except  that  it  was  possible  to  draw  to 
the  extent  of  $9,410.32  ($8,481.81  for  books  and  $928.81  for  period- 
icals) on  the  desk  fund  which  had  been  accumulating  during  the 
expenditure  of  the  $40,000  fund.  That  fund  had  on  July  1  been 
reduced  to  $1,655.26.  Judging  by  past  experience  the  desk  receipts 
will  probably  not  exceed  $4,000 "during  the  year.  Assuming  that 
sum  is  collected  and  that  it  and  the  unexpended  balance  of  $1,655 
will  be  available  for  the  purchase  of  books  and  periodicals,  with 
this  year's  Congressional  appropriation  of  $7,500  the  book  fund 
will  be  a  little  more  than  $13,000,  whereas  last  year's  expenditures 
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for  books  and  periodicals  were  $14,807.13.  It  is  therefore  quite  evi- 
dent that  the  present  year's  accessions  must  be  smaller  than  those  of 
last  year  in  spite  of  an  ever-increasing  demand  from  the  public.  In 
order  that  the  library  may  simply  hold  its  own  in  supplying  books, 
there  must  be  a  still  further  increase  in  the  annual  appropriation 
available  for  this  purpose. 

GIFTS,  ACKNOWLEDGMENTS,  ETC. 

The  library  received  as  gifts  during  the  year  5,450  bound  and  505 
unbound  volumes;  3,193  pamphlets;  4,167  numbers  of  periodicals; 
3  maps;  3  broadsides;  138  pieces  of  music;  3  pictures;  1  set  of 
plates,  and  2  rubber  plants.  The  usual  list  of  donors,  with  the 
number  of  their  gifts,  is  printed  elsewhere  in  this  report.  Thanks 
is  hereby  extended  for  these  gifts,  all  of  which  have  also  been  ac- 
knowledged by  letter. 

The  table  will  show  that  the  library  has  received  more  from  the 
Library  of  Congress  than  from  any  other  single  source,  amounting  in 
all  to  774  bound  and  18  unbound  volumes,  38  pamphlets,  and  9  peri- 
odicals. These  have  been  received  through  the  generous  application 
of  the  law  on  the  part  of  the  Librarian  of  Congress,  by  which  he  exer- 
cises his  authority  to  turn  over  to  this  library  any  suitable  material 
received  by  the  Library  of  Congress  and  not  required  by  it,  especially 
such  material  received  from  Government  offices.  (Act  of  Congress, 
February  25, 1903.)  Among  other  books  acquired  through  this  source 
were  several  sets  of  bound  periodicals,  valuable  for  reference. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  superintendent  of  documents  the 
library  is  now  regularly  receiving,  shortly  after  publication,  unbound 
copies  of  all  Congressional  documents.  By  this  means  the  library  is 
now  practically  sure  of  getting  immediately  everything  printed  at 
Government  expense  (except  hearings).  This  privilege  is  especially 
valuable  in  the  case  of  the  many  scattered  and  small  documents  which 
pertain  to  the  District  of  Columbia.  Only  such  documents  are  re- 
tained as  are  required  by  the  definite  needs  of  this  library. 

The  librarv  has  continued  regularly  to  receive  from  Mr.  James  T. 
Du  Bois  the  interest  ($100)  on  the  endowment  fund  of  $2,000  estab- 
lished by  him  in  1898.  Mr.  Du  Bois  proposes  ultimately  to  increase 
this  fund,  known  as  the  Henry  Pastor  memorial,  to  $5,000.  The 
proceeds  are  expended  for  current  scientific  and  technical  periodicals. 
The  income  of  $50  regularly  derived  from  the  Woman's  Anthropo- 
logical Society  fund  of  $1,000  is  used  to  procure  anthropological 
books  and  periodicals. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  no  one  yet  has  come  forward  to  establish  an 
endowment  fund  for  the  purchase  of  material  about  the  District  of 
Columbia,  the  library  has  acquired  considerable  additions  to  the  col- 
lections through  gifts  and  purchases.  Many  of  the  rarer  items  sought 
by  the  library,  however,  were  bought  by  private  collectors,  as  the 
library's  regular  book  funds  are  too  meager  to  be  used  to  pay  ad- 
vanced prices.  If  the  District  Public  Library  is  to  build  up  a  col- 
lection of  local  material  worthy  of  itself  and  of  the  municipality, 
some  such  special  fund  explicitly  devoted  to  the  purpose  should  be 
established.  The  plan  is  commended  to  the  attention  of  the  local 
historical  and  commercial  organizations. 
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The  library  continues  to  be  indebted  to  Messrs.  Woodward  & 
Lothrop  for  collecting  from  donors  packages  of  books  presented  to 
the  library  and  for  transferring  boxes  of  books  to  and  from  the 
settlement  stations. 

CATALOGUE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  year  has  seen  15,779  volumes  classified  and  catalogued  and 
practically  the  same  number  shelf  listed.  For  them  32,282  new  cards 
have  been  added  to  official  and  public  catalogues,  not  counting  shelf- 
list  cards.  The  records  show  an  increase  over  1904-5  of  4,554  vol- 
umes catalogued  and  8,88C>  cards  added  to  the  catalogues.  Attention 
is  called  to  the  statement  of  the  head  cataloguer  showing  that  much  of 
the  time  of  the  catalogue  force  is  necessarily  given  to  the  work  of 
other  departments.  The  work  of  making  additions  and  corrections, 
though  necessary  to  render  any  catalogue  consistent,  homogeneous, 
and  workable,  shows  little  in  statistics,  but  takes  much  time. 

An  important  undertaking  begun  during  the  year  was  that  of 
regularly  cataloguing  for  the  series  of  printed  cards  of  the  Library 
of  Congress  all  books  added  to  this  library  and  not  contained  in  the 
National  Library.  It  was  found  that  the  current  issues  of  the 
A.  L.  A.  Booklist  were  regularly  containing  a  number  of  new  books 
not  received  at  the  Library  of  Congress  by  copyright  or  by  purchase. 
This  library,  however,  wishes  to  acquire,  as  a  matter  of  course,  for  its 
constituency  everything  contained  in  that  list.  This  library  there- 
fore responded  to  the  request  to  furnish  the  copy  for  cards  to  cover 
these  books.  From  this  beginning  it  has  now  become  the  custom  of 
the  Library  of  Congress  to  indicate  any  of  the  new  accessions  of  this 
library  for  which  card  catalogue  copy  is  desired.  In  view  of  the 
numerous  cooperative  advantages  which  this  library  enjoys  at  the 
hands  of  the  Library  of  Congress  the  opportunity  for  reciprocity 
was  welcomed.  At  the  same  time,  it  is  true  that  the  cataloguing 
required  in  the  case  of  the  books  referred  to  is  much  fuller  and 
therefore  entails  more  labor  on  the  cataloguing  department  of  this 
library  than  would  its  own  simpler  methods. 

For  the  first  time  in  eight  years  a  complete  inventory  of  the  book 
collection  has  been  taken.  It  was  not  completed  until  after  the  close 
of  the  period  covered  by  this  report.  The  library  has  been  moved 
once  since  the  taking  of  the  last  complete  inventory,  and  it  is  known 
that  much  unbound  material,  especially  Government  documents,  was 
lost  in  the  moving  process.  Also  the  fiction  has  always  been  on 
open  shelves,  by  which  plan  a  certain  amount  of  loss  is  not  unex- 
pected. When  all  these  things  are  taken  into  consideration  the  total 
losses  will  not  be  so  startling.  The  total  missing  books  number 
3,22G.  These  include  301  juvenile  books,  1,600  adult  fiction,  and 
1,325  books  of  other  classes.  These  figures  are  constantly  being  re- 
duced by  the  discovery  of  lost  books. 

BINDING  AND  REPAIR  WORK. 

No  essential  change  has  been  made  in  the  binding  and  repair  work 
of  the  past  year.  The  former  has  been  done  by  contract  in  the  build- 
ing and  the  latter  by  direct  employment.  Reference  is  made  to  the 
detailed  report.  It  is  believed  that  the  contract  for  the  coming  year's 
binding  will  prove  much  more  favorable  to  the  library.  It  has  been 
made  to  cover,  if  desired,  the  repair  work  as  well  as  binding  proper. 
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The  plan  of  having  repairs  scientifically  made  under  the  direction  of 
a  skilled  foreman  will  be  tried. 

Experiments  tried  with  the  bindings  of  Mr.  Cedric  Chivers  have 
made  it  seem  wise  to  secure  all  needed  replacements  possible  originally 
bound  in  his  bindings,  and  about  $3,000  was  expended  in  this  way. 
Also  some  copies  of  new  works  of  fiction  that  are  likely  to  be  long  in 
demand  are  regularly  purchased  originally  bound  in  Chivers's  bind- 
ings. 

Much  interest  was  aroused  in  the  subject  of  binding  by  the  exhi- 
bition of  binding  materials  and  processes  collected  by  Mr.  J.  C.  Dana, 
librarian  of  the  Public  Library  of  Newark,  N.  J.,  and  lent  to  this 
library  for  two  weeks  in  December. 

PUBLICATIONS  AND  PUBLICITY. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  local  press  the  library  has  throughout 
the  year  been  able  to  make  its  announcements  and  publish  lists  of  its 
chief  accessions  in  the  columns  of  the  newspapers.  The  Evening 
Star  publishes  as  a  regular  part  of  its  Saturday  book  page  approxi- 
mately a  column  of  library  accessions  and  news.  The  Post  and  Times 
have  printed  the  lists  less  regularly,  but  have  frequently  published 
news  articles  and  editorials  advocating  more  liberal  appropriations 
for  the  library.  Copies  of  all  these  papers  have  been  presented  to 
the  library  for  binding. 

The  series  of  annotated  reference  lists  has  been  continued  with  the 
following  issues:  No.  1  (second  edition),  Books  on  Gardening;  No.  4, 
Interesting  Biographies ;  No.  5,  Periodicals  on  File ;  No.  6,  Fine  Arts. 
If  found  practicable,  it  is  hoped  to  issue  these  lists  more  rapidly  dur- 
ing the  coming  year.  The  project  of  starting  a  monthly  bulletin  of 
accessions  should  also  be  realized  this  year,  if  possible.  The  plan  of 
distributing  publishers'  advertising  leaflets  has  been  continued,  and 
the  public  has  made  full  use  of  lists  covering  Spalding's  Athletic 
Library,  the  Riverside  Art  Series,  Macmillan's  List  of  Books  of 
Interest  to  Students  of  Politics  and  Public  Affairs,  Scribner's  Some 
Recent  Volumes  of  Essays  and  Letters,  Scribner's  Some  New  Vol- 
umes on  Travel  and  Italy,  and  McClure,  Phillips's  New  Volumes  on 
Biography,  History,  Travel,  Sociology,  and  Economics. 

LIBRARY  STAFF. 

It  is  a  pleasure  again  to  speak  in  commendation  of  the  intelligent 
and  devoted  service  of  an  enthusiastic  staff.  Its  work  has  almost 
without  exception  been  characterized  by  an  earnest  zeal  for  the  attain- 
ment, by  cordial  cooperation,  of  the  purposes  for  which  the  library  is 
conducted,  and  only  in  the  rarest  cases  have  the  elements  of  self- 
seeking  or  of  timeserving  been  evident.  Professional  spirit  has  been 
fostered  by  a  more  general  reading  of  current  literary  and  library 
literature,  by  increased  membership  in  library  associations,  and  by  a 
spirit  of  emulation  due  to  the  presence  throughout  the  year  of  a  large 
apprentice  class. 

Extra  copies  of  such  critical  journals  as  the  Nation,  the  Critic,  the 
Bookman,  and  such  professional  periodicals  as  the  Library  Journal 
and  Public  Libraries  are  taken  for  staff  use.  Twenty  members  of 
the  staff  now  belong  to  the  District  of  Columbia  Library  Association, 
the  monthly  meetings  of  which  are  regularly  held  at  the  library, 
and  six  members  belong  to  the  American  Library  Association.  The 
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library  was  officially  represented  at  the  American  Library  Association 
meeting  at  Narragansett  Pier,  R.  I.,  June  27-July  G,  1906,  by  the  li- 
brarian, the  assistant  librarian,  the  head  cataloguer,  and  the  children's 
librarian.  At  that  meeting  the  librarian  presented,  as  chairman  of 
the  committee  on  bookbinding,  the  report  of  that  committee.  He  was 
also  chosen  treasurer  of  the  American  Library  Association  for  the 
present  year.  Last  December  he  was  honored  with  the  election  as 
president  of  the  District  of  Columbia  Library  Association.  During 
the  year  he  has  on  request  contributed  two  articles  on  certain  phases 
of  the  work  of  the  library  to  the  Library  Journal,  and  one,  entitled 
w  The  Public  Library  of  the  District  of  Columbia  as  an  organ  of 
social  advance,"  to  Charities  and  the  Commons  for  April  14,  1906. 
He  has  likewise  contributed  book  recommendations  and  notes  to  the 
A.  L.  A.  Booklist. 

APPRENTICE  CLASS. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  salaries  paid  in  this  library  are  for  the 
most  part  too  small  to  attract  the  graduates  of  the  regular  library 
schools  and  that  employes  of  this  library  are  constantly  being  at- 
tracted away  by  better  salaries  paid  in  other  local  libraries,  it  has 
been  found  necessary  in  order  not  to  fill  the  frequently  recurring  va- 
cancies with  persons  altogether  lacking  in  professional  knowledge  to 
conduct  a  class  for  training  junior  assistants.  The  discontinuance  of 
the  library  school  formerly  conducted  at  the  George  Washington 
University  and  the  natural  attractiveness  of  library  work  brought  no 
less  than  46  applicants  for  admission  to  this  class.  That  number 
might  have  been  greatly  increased  except  that  applicants  pledge 
themselves  to  serve  a  six  months'  apprenticeship  without  pay  in  re- 
turn for  the  instruction.  There  is  also  an  understanding  with  appli- 
cants that  they  will  accept  any  proffered  appointment  in  this  library. 
Of  the  17  who  passed  the  examination,  14  completed  the  course;  8  of 
these  have  been  appointed  and  6  are  now  on  the  eligible  list. 

The  major  portion  of  the  course  consists  of  practical  work  under 
the  close  supervision  of  heads  of  departments.  A  certain  amount  of 
theoretical  instruction  has  also  been  possible.  The  importance  in 
library  work  of  a  knowledge  of  current  affairs  has  been  emphasized 
by  a  series  of  round  tables  at  which  designated  members  of  the  class 
have  reported  on  recent  events.  Brief  but  systematic  lectures  on  the 
great  literatures  of  the  world  have  been  given,  accompanied  by  syl- 
labi, with  indicated  readings.  By  this  course  it  is  sought  to  give 
some  idea  of  literary  perspective  in  order  to  keep  the  young  librarian 
from  holding  the  idea  that  recent  and  popular  books  are  the  only  ones 
worth  attention.  A  considerable  amount  of  technical  literature  is 
assigned  for  reading,  and  examinations  covering  the  entire  course  are 
given  periodically  and  at  its  close. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

For  the  librarian  to  report  only  what  the  library  has  attained 
during  the  last  year,  and  not  to  report  its  failures,  its  shortcomings, 
what  it  still  lacks  to  fulfill  its  purpose  in  this  community,  would  be 
to  neglect,  for  the  purpose  of  progress,  the  most  important  items. 

Although  it  is  true  that  by  the  increase  in  this  year's  appropriation 
the  library  receives  one  important  and  ten  minor  assistants,  an  in- 
crease in  the  book  fund  of  $2,500,  and  one  of  $1,000  in  the  contin- 
gent fund,  yet  it  is  also  true  that  its  necessities  are  still  very  great. 
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Appropriations  have  always  been  so  far  in  arrears  of  needs  and  of 
growth  in  the  use  of  the  library,  and  the  past  two  years  have  seen  such 
rapid  strides  in  that  use,  that  this  year's  increase  in  appropriation 
has  not  made  possible  the  opening  of  a,  single  room  additional  to  those 
already  in  use,  or  added  one  new  department  of  work. 

If  it  could  be  expected  that  the  circulation  and  other  use  of  the 
library  would  not  further  increase,  the  added  appropriation  would 
help  toward  making  the  chronic  overburden  of  work  a  little  less 
serious.  But  of  course  it  is  expected  and  hoped  that  the  work  of 
the  library  will  grow  and  broaden.  The  library  ought  at  once  to  be 
enabled  to  occupy  the  whole  of  its  central  building,  to  do  the  full 
amount  of  work  possible,  and  to  improve  the  quality  of  that  work. 
This  can  not  be  accomplished  by  adding  a  few  low-priced  assistants 
to  the  staff  and  by  slight  additions  to  book  and  other  appropriations. 

The  pay  of  the  rank  and  file  of  the  library  staff  doing  educational 
work  will  bear  a  pitiable  comparison  with  the  salaries  paid  to  Fed- 
eral Government  employees,  whether  subordinate  clerical  assist- 
ants or  elevator  men,  messengers,  etc.  The  last  session  of  Congress 
saw  increased  salaries  for  the  school-teachers,  the  policemen,  and  the 
firemen  of  the  District.  Is  it  too  much  to  expect  that  the  library 
branch  of  the  District  service,  solely  devoted  to  the  enlightenment 
and  the  happiness  of  the  people,  shall  this  year  have  more  generous 
and  equitable  treatment  at  the  hands  of  Congress  ? 

The  definite  needs  for  library  development  are  not  essentially 
different  from  those  enumerated  in  last  year's  report,  and  may  be 
summarized  as  follows: 

1.  Practically  only  one  floor  of  the  central  library  is  occupied  for 
public  use.  The  children's  room  is  cramped  in  quarters  one-half  the 
size  ultimately  to  be  used  for  it,  and  therefore  stunted  in  its  growth. 
Periodicals  interfere  with  the  regular  reference  work,  though  a  large 
room  is  in  readiness  for  their  proper  display.  Proper  development 
of  both  reference  and  circulation  work  is  delayed  by  these  defects, 
and  all  must  wait  for  increase  of  force  and  enlargement  of  book 
funds. 

2.  It  is  unfortunate  that  necessity  still  further  postpones  the  con- 
struction of  the  Carnegie  branch  buildings  and  the  development  of 
this  part  of  the  work.  A  bill  authorizing  the  construction  of  the 
first  branch  building  at  Takoma  Park  passed  the  Senate  at  the  last 
session  and  should  be  pushed  to  passage  in  the  House  with  the  open- 
ing of  the  next  session.  With  this  branch  authorized,  an  appropria- 
tion for  stocking  it  with  books  should  be  secured.  Though  it  is  im- 
portant to  secure  the  branch  system  as  rapidly  as  possible,  it  should 
not  be  accomplished  at  the  expense  of  proper  development  of  the 
work  of  the  central  library. 

3.  The  library  should  also  look  forward  to  the  establishment  of  a 
system  of  duplicates  for  circulation  through  schools,  Sunday  schools, 
police  and  fire  stations,  institutions,  department  stores,  etc.  Some 
of  this  work,  such  as  that  of  supplying  books  to  settlements,  has 
already  been  begun  in  a  modest  way  and  should  be  developed  as 
rapidly  as  possible. 

It  is  of  course  not  recommended  that  an  attempt  should  be  made  to 
occupy  the  whole  of  this  field  immediately;  but  such  work  should 
find  a  legitimate  place  here  as  it  has  in  other  cities,  and  these  are  the 
lines  of  development  along  which  the  library  should  be  directed. 
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In  the  following  estimates,  however,  the  recommendations  cover 
simply  what  is  regarded  as  necessary'  properly  to  cope  with  the  work 
of  the  central  library :

Reference  is  made  to  the  arguments  used  in  the  case  of  each  recom- 
mended increase  given  in  the  estimates  as  contained  in  the  report 
proper  of  the  trustees.  The  arguments  are  not  repeated  here,  though 
the  recommendations  are  here  given  for  the  sake  of  classifying  them 
under  the  necessary  departments  of  the  work.    In  addition  to  the 
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arguments  in  connection  with  each  estimated  increase,  it  seems  proper 
to  offer  reasons  in  support  of  the  general  policy  governing  these 
recommendations. 

It  should  be  stated  that  the  recommended  salary  roll  does  not  rep- 
resent any  superfluous  numbers.  It  is,  on  the  other  hand,  a  conserva- 
tive estimate  of  the  .  number  of  persons  needed  properly  to  open  all 
departments  of  the  work  of  the  central  library  building.  It  will  be 
noticed  that  this  year  practically  all  of  the  lowest-priced  employees, 
which  have  formed  such  a  large  part  of  the  estimates  of  former 
years,  have  been  eliminated  from  the  new  recommendations.  This 
has  been  done  deliberately  and  for  the  following  reasons:  In  all  but 
the  rarest  cases,  when  Congress  has  heretofore  added  to  the  salary 
list  it  has  been  from  these  low-priced  positions,  with  the  result  that 
the  average  salary  paid  to  the  library  force  has  been  constantly  going 
down.  This  has  of  course  been  very  discouraging  in  view  of  the  facts 
that  both  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  library  work  has  been  in- 
creasing at  a  rapid  rate,  and  that  in  the  other  arm  of  the  public  edu- 
cational service  of  the  District,  the  public  schools,  the  salaries  have 
just  been  greatly  increased. 

The  following  table  will  show  some  particulars  in  which  the  work 
of  the  library  has  increased  in  quality  and  quantity  in  recent  years 
and  how  the  average  salaries  have  gone  steadily  downward :

Inasmuch  as  the  recent  well-deserved  increases  in  the  teachers' 
salaries  hold  out  hope  for  betterment  of  the  salary  conditions  in  the 
library,  it  is  perhaps  not  out  of  place  to  make  comparisons  between 
the  two  services,  not,  of  course,  in  a  spirit  of  jealousy  at  the  improved 
condition  of  the  teachers  as  compared  with  that  of  the  library  force, 
but  with  a  view  to  pointing  out  the  reasons  for  improvement  in  the 
pay  of  library  service.  For  the  present  year  the  lowest  salary  paid 
to  the  rank  and  file  of  the  teaching  force  is  $500  and  the  highest 
salary  paid  to  a  subordinate  teacher  is  $1,030.  The  ordinary  salary 
paid  to  a  library  assistant  is  $360  and  the  highest  paid  to  other  than 
department  heads  is  $720.  Even  some  department  heads  get  only 
$720,  and,  outside  of  the  librarian  and  assistant  librarian,  only  three 
persons  in  the  library  force  proper  receive  more  than  $720 — one  $1,000 
and  two  $900  each. 

It  should  be  further  pointed  out  that  the  teachers  receive  their 
salaries  for  little  more  than  nine  months'  service  and  for  five  days' 
work  a  week,  while  the  library  force  works  eleven  months  in  a  year 
and  six  days  in  a  week.    Teachers'  hours  in  the  schoolroom  are 
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likewise  shorter  than  the  hours  of  library  service.  In  order  to  suc- 
ceed, librarians  must  spend  just  as  much  time  in  outside  study  as 
teachers  must.  The  educational  requirements  for  admission  to  the 
local  library  service  are  just  as  high  as  those  exacted  of  the  teachers, 
and  the  library's  apprentice  course  is  probably  a  fair  equivalent  of 
the  local  normal  school  course.  So  far  as  possible  a  full  college 
course  and  a  full  two  years'  library  school  course  are  required  of 
those  seeking  the  higher  library  positions,  and  fully  as  high  admin- 
istrative ability  is  required  for  library  department  heads  as  for  public 
school  principals,  who  receive  from  $1,010  to  $2,000  each. 

Last  winter,  when  the  teachers'  salaries  were  under  discussion,  it 
was  often  pointed  out  that  the  local  public  schools  were  constantly 
losing  teachers,  who  left  the  city  to  accept  better  salaries.  A  similar 
condition  prevails  in  the  Public  Library,  except  that  it  is  generally 
to  the  other  libraries  of  the  District  that  Public  Library  employees 
are  called  by  more  tempting  salaries.  The  library  force  is  constantly 
changing  through  the  loss  of  assistants  who  have  been  trained  in  its 
wTork.  It  would  suffer  still  more  from  such  changes  except  that  most 
of  the  library  employees  are  held  in  Washington  by  home  ties  or  by 
a  deep  interest  in  public  library  work  and  by  the  hope  that  ultimately 
justice  will  be  done  to  the  library  force  as  it  has  been  done  to  the 
teaching  force.  These  adventitious  circumstances  ought  not  to  be 
used  to  the  detriment  of  the  library  force  when  Congress  passes  upon 
the  library  estimates. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Although  in  this  report  it  has  often  seemed  necessary  to  dwell  on 
some  of  the  discouraging  features  of  the  local  public  library  situation, 
it  must  not  be  inferred  that  there  is  any  other  expectation  but  that 
the  final  outcome  will  be  satisfactory.  The  Public  Library  was 
late  in  being  established  as  compared  with  other  municipal  public 
libraries,  and  has  always  had  a  hard  fight  for  existence,  due  to  the  fact 
that  statistics  have  shown  that  the  District  of  Columbia  was  better 
supplied  with  libraries  than  any  similar  area  in  the  United  States, 
and  therefore — so  reasoned  the  legislators — could  not  have  any  great 
needs  in  this  direction.  Gradually,  however,  Congress  is  realizing 
that  unless  and  until  this  library  has  adequate  support  the  mass  of 
the  people,  including  the  Federal  Government  employees,  will  be 
without  helpful  library  facilities.  Inasmuch  as  this  is  not  a  theory, 
but  an  actual  condition,  the  justice  of  the  library's  contention  is  sure 
to  prevail  and  adequate  library  development  can  not  be  long  post- 
poned. 

The  public  and  the  press  have  ever  been  most  appreciative  of  the 
attempts  to  improve  the  library  service;  the  Commissioners  have 
always  cordially  seconded  efforts  in  this  direction;  and,  lastly,  the 
trustees  have  at  all  times  shown  the  heartiest  interest  and  coopera- 
tion in  the  advancement  of  the  local  public  library  cause.  The  sec- 
ond year's  service  of  the  librarian,  like  the  first,  has  therefore  been 
one  of  satisfaction.  For  the  continuance  of  the  trust  imposed  he 
wishes  to  return  cordial  thanks.

The  library  is  open  for  home  circulation  each  week  day,  with  the  exception  of 
July  4  and  December  25. 

In  order  to  encourage  the  use  of  non-fiction,  additional  cases  have  been  pro- 
vided in  the  open-shelf  room  for  works  of  that  character,  where  formerly  only 
works  of  fiction  were  directly  accessible  to  the  public.  As  these  books  are  changed 
at  intervals,  all  works  of  non-fiction,  with  the  exception  of  class  "  F  "  (history) 
and  a  few  foreign  books,  have  at  some  time  during  the  year  been  on  open  shelves. 
Selections  from  the  new  accessions,  locally  called  "  bulletin  books,"  and  from  at 
least  two  foreign  languages,  are  always  kept  in  the  lobby.  These  are  changed 
every  few  days. 

For  the  convenience  of  teachers,  circulating  books  on  pedagogy  and  education 
in  general  have  been  placed  in  the  teachers'  room,  together  with  a  separate  col- 
lection of  books  on  all  subjects  of  use  to  teachers,  which  are  for  reference  only. 
Books  drawn  on  teachers'  cards  need  not  be  renewed  at  the  end  of  two  weeks, 
but  may  be  retained  four  weeks  if  desired,  subject  to  recall  at  the  end  of  two 
weeks  in  case  a  reserve  is  left  for  the  same.  This,  of  course,  does  not  extend 
the  usual  time  limit  on  such  books. 

During  the  summer  all  persons  leaving  town  for  their  vacation  may  draw  six 
books  with  the  privilege  of  retaining  them  for  four  weeks,  subject  to  recall  at 
the  end  of  two  weeks. 

The  experiment  of  adding  "  pay  "  periodicals  to  the  duplicates  collection  was 
not  a  success.  The  free  copies  of  the  same  magazines,  one  of  which  may  be 
drawn  in  addition  to  a  book,  have  a  good  circulation.  We  now  take  ten  "  pay  " 
copies  of  the  Century,  Harper's,  Scribner's,  and  five  of  the  Review  of  Reviews 
and  the  World's  Work.  The  circulation  of  these  "pay"  copies  in  the  past 
year  does  not  warrant  subscribing  for  so  many  "  pay  "  copies  another  year.  Five 
copies  where  we  now  take  ten  and  two  instead  of  five  will  supply  the  demand.

Eeference  is  made  to  the  arguments  used  in  the  case  of  each  recom- 
mended increase  given  in  the  estimates  as  contained  in  the  report 
proper  of  the  trustees.  The  arguments  are  not  repeated  here,  though 
the  recommendations  are  here  given  for  the  sake  of  classifying  them 
under  the  necessary  departments  of  the  work.    In  addition  to  the 
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arguments  in  connection  with  each  estimated  increase,  it  seems  proper 
to  offer  reasons  in  support  of  the  general  policy  governing  these 
recommendations. 

It  should  be  stated  that  the  recommended  salary  roll  does  not  rep- 
resent any  superfluous  numbers.  It  is,  on  the  other  hand,  a  conserva- 
tive estimate  of  the  .  number  of  persons  needed  properly  to  open  all 
departments  of  the  work  of  the  central  library  building.  It  will  be 
noticed  that  this  year  practically  all  of  the  lowest-priced  employees, 
which  have  formed  such  a  large  part  of  the  estimates  of  former 
vears,  have  been  eliminated  from  the  neAv  recommendations.  This 
has  been  done  deliberately  and  for  the  following  reasons:  In  all  but 
the  rarest  cases,  when  Congress  has  heretofore  added  to  the  salary 
list  it  has  been  from  these  low-priced  positions,  with  the  result  that 
the  average  salary  paid  to  the  library  force  has  been  constantly  going 
down.  This  has  of  course  been  very  discouraging  in  view  of  the  facts 
that  both  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  library  work  has  been  in- 
creasing at  a  rapid  rate,  and  that  in  the  other  arm  of  the  public  edu- 
cational service  of  the  District,  the  public  schools,  the  salaries  have 
just  been  greatly  increased.

Inasmuch  as  the  recent  well-deserved  increases  in  the  teachers' 
salaries  hold  out  hope  for  betterment  of  the  salary  conditions  in  the 
library,  it  is  perhaps  not  out  of  place  to  make  comparisons  between 
the  two  services,  not,  of  course,  in  a  spirit  of  jealousy  at  the  improved 
condition  of  the  teachers  as  compared  with  that  of  the  library  force, 
but  with  a  view  to  pointing  out  the  reasons  for  improvement  in  the 
pay  of  librarv  service.  For  the  present  year  the  lowest  salary  paid 
to  the  rank  and  file  of  the  teaching  force  is  $500  and  the  highest 
salary  paid  to  a  subordinate  teacher  is  $1,030.  The  ordinary  salary 
paid  to  a  library  assistant  is  $360  and  the  highest  paid  to  other  than 
department  heads  is  $720.  Even  some  department  heads  get  only 
$720,  and,  outside  of  the  librarian  and  assistant  librarian,  only  three 
persons  in  the  library  force  proper  receive  more  than  $720 — one  $1,000 
and  two  $900  each. 

It  should  be  further  pointed  out  that  the  teachers  receive  their 
salaries  for  little  more  than  nine  months'  service  and  for  five  days' 
work  a  week,  while  the  library  force  works  eleven  months  in  a  year 
and  six  days  in  a  week.   Teachers'  hours  in  the  schoolroom  are 
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likewise  shorter  than  the  hours  of  library  service.  In  order  to  suc- 
ceed, librarians  must  spend  just  as  much  time  in  outside  study  as 
teachers  must.  The  educational  requirements  for  admission  to  the 
local  library  service  are  just  as  high  as  those  exacted  of  the  teachers, 
and  the  library's  apprentice  course  is  probably  a  fair  equivalent  of 
the  local  normal  school  course.  So  far  as  possible  a  full  college 
course  and  a  full  two  years'  library  school  course  are  required  of 
those  seeking  the  higher  library  positions,  and  fully  as  high  admin- 
istrative ability  is  required  for  library  department  heads  as  for  public 
school  principals,  who  receive  from  $1,010  to  $2,000  each. 

Last  winter,  when  the  teachers'  salaries  were  under  discussion,  it 
was  often  pointed  out  that  the  local  public  schools  were  constantly 
losing  teachers,  who  left  the  city  to  accept  better  salaries.  A  similar 
condition  prevails  in  the  Public  Library,  except  that  it  is  generally 
to  the  other  libraries  of  the  District  that  Public  Library  employees 
are  called  by  more  tempting  salaries.  The  library  force  is  constantly 
changing  through  the  loss  of  assistants  who  have  been  trained  in  its 
work.  It  would  suffer  still  more  from  such  changes  except  that  most 
of  the  library  employees  are  held  in  Washington  by  home  ties  or  by 
a  deep  interest  in  public  library  work  and  by  the  hope  that  ultimately 
justice  will  be  done  to  the  library  force  as  it  has  been  done  to  the 
teaching  force.  These  adventitious  circumstances  ought  not  to  be 
used  to  the  detriment  of  the  library  force  when  Congress  passes  upon 
the  library  estimates.

Atlantic,  Bookman,  Catholic  World,  Century,  Critic,  Current  Literature,  Every- 
body's, Harper's,  McClure's,  North  American  Review,  Outing,  Popular  Science 
Monthly,  Review  of  Reviews,  St.  Nicholas,  Scribner's,  World's  Work. 

In  order  to  properly  investigate  the  cause  of  frequent  complaints  of  books 
being  "  always  out,"  a  printed  form  is  supplied  to  be  filled  out  by  the  reader, 
stating  author  and  title  of  book  desired  and  the  number  of  times  called  for 
unsuccessfully.  Such  complaints  are  investigated  and  new  copies  of  books  are 
procured  if  deemed  necessary.  Notification  of  the  result  of  the  investigation 
is  always  sent,  and  in  the  case  of  non-fiction  the  book  is  reserved  upon  the 
payment  of  the  usual  fee  of  2  cents. 

An  inventory  of  the  library  was  begun  in  May,  1906,  and  completed  after  the 
period  covered  by  this  report.  The  books  are  not  only  checked  up  from  the 
shelf  list,  but  thoroughly  inspected  to  see  whether  the  call  number  and  accession 
number  are  correct  and  correspond  with  those  in  the  shelf  list,  if  the  correct 
card  is  in  the  pocket,  and  if  the  books  need  repairing  or  rebinding.  The  issue 
department  force  spent  much  time  at  the  inventory ;  however,  as  the  catalogue 
department  did  about  two-thirds  of  the  work  the  detailed  statement  is  given 
in  the  report  of  the  head  of  that  department. 

The  health  department  continues  to  cooperate  with  the  library  in  locating 
books  in  houses  in  which  contagious  diseases  have  developed.  The  steps  taken 
to  minimize  the  danger  from  this  cause  are  set  forth  at  length  in  the  report 
of  1905.  Many  people  inquire  into  our  methods  for  preventing  the  spread  of 
contagious  disease  through  the  books  and  seem  fully  satisfied  with  the  precau- 
tions taken.

REGISTRATION. 

The  number  of  cards  in  force  June  30,  1905,  was  38,799,  as  against  39,800  on 
June  30,  190G.  This  shows  a  gain  of  1,021.  During  the  year  12,885  registered, 
and  the  number  of  cards  issued,  including  non-fiction  and  privilege  cards,  was 
25,699. 

The  large  number  of  expired  cards  is  due  to  the  fact  that  it  has  been  three 
years  since  the  library  moved  to  the  new  building,  at  which  time  3,385  persons 
registered  in  eighteen  days.  These  cards  expired  in  January,  1906.  Many  of 
them  were  never  called  for. 

All  children  who  can  properly  fill  out  an  application  blank  are  permitted  to 
register,  the  age  limit  having  been  removed. 

Formally  applicants  not  having  their  name  in  the  District  directory  were 
obliged  to  have  a  guarantor.  Now  the  application  is  accepted  when  the  name 
is  found  in  the  Directory,  Blue  Book,  Social  Register,  Elite  List,  or  Telephone 
Directory.  Even  tax  receipts  serve  as  means  of  identification.  A  note  of 
introduction  from  employer  or  chief  clerk  is  likewise  accepted  in  lieu  of 
guaranty. 

The  work  of  the  registration  division  has  been  increased  through  registrations 
in  the  five  settlement  stations.  The  registration  requirements  at  the  stations 
are  not  rigorous,  hence  membership  cards  issued  there  may  not  be  used  at  the 
main  library  until  the  usual  requirements  have  been  complied  with. 

The  special  privilege  card  entitling  the  holder  to  ten  books  of  non-fiction, 
issued  to  students,  has  been  greatly  appreciated. 

Seventy-five  persons  obtained  cards  upon  making  a  deposit  of  $5.  Fifty- 
eight  have  withdrawn  the  same. 

In  order  to  lessen  the  work  of  the  issue  department,  children  should  return  as 
well  as  receive  books  in  the  children's  room.  This  can  be  done  with  the  assist- 
ance of  two  pages  assigned  especially  for  this  work,  one  of  whom  remains  in 
the  room  from  10  a.  m.  until  4.30  p.  m.,  the  other  from  4.30  to  8  p.  m. 

The  increased  number  of  assistants  will,  during  the  coming  fiscal  year,  render 
it  possible  to  make  out  reader's  cards  immediately,  and  not  oblige  applicants  to 
wait  two  days  as  has  been  the  custom.

REFERENCE  DEPARTMENT. 

Miss  Grace  E.  Babbitt,  reference  librarian,  reports  as  follows  on 
the  work  of  the  reference  department,  including  Sunday  use : 

The  use  of  the  reference  room  has  been  steadily  increasing.  In  the  past 
year  114,428  readers  have  visited  the  room,  against  74,290  the  year  before,  a 
gain  of  54  per  cent.  The  greatest  number  of  readers  in  a  single  day  previously 
recorded  was  395,  on  March  21,  1905 ;  on  January  10,  1900,  there  was  030 
readers  in  the  room.  The  number  of  books  used  this  past  year  was  23,273, 
against  10.338  the  previous  year,  a  gain  of  41  per  cent.  Such  books  are  merely 
those  brought  from  the  other  parts  of  the  library  for  use  in  the  reference 
room.  It  is  impracticable  to  keep  a  record  of  the  use  of  the  books  that  are 
shelved  in  the  room,  or  the  amount  of  assistance  given  to  the  readers  by  the 
reference  room  attendants.  This  is  individual  and  according  to  the  needs  of 
the  reader.  The  smaller  percentage  of  gain  in  books  used  is  due  to  the  large 
increase  of  magazines  currently  taken.  This  list  has  been  carefully  rounded 
out  and  the  increased  use  of  periodicals  shows  that  they  are  meeting  the  demands 
of  the  public. 

The  various  study  clubs  have  responded  to  the  invitation  of  the  librarian, 
sent  out  last  year,  by  coming  to  the  reference  room  for  help  in  deciding  on 
subjects,  making  programmes,  choosing  books,  and  for  the  reading  of  reference 
and  other  books  and  periodicals. 

It  is  so  much  more  of  a  privilege  to  this  class  of  readers  to  be  able  to  take 
books  home  to  be  studied  at  leisure  that  it  has  seemed  wiser  in  the  majority 
of  cases  not  to  attempt  to  reserve  books  from  the  circulating  department  for 
their  use  in  the  reference  room.  This  is,  of  course,  done  whenever  it  is 
desired.  The  study  room,  on  the  second  floor,  set  apart  for  the  use  of  clubs 
and  study  classes,  has  been  used  and  highly  appreciated  by  some  earnest 
students.  Books  and  periodicals  have  been  sent  to  this  room,  weekly  or  fort- 
nightly, as  desired,  for  their  use. 

School  children  come  to  the  reference  room  in  increasing  numbers  and  it 
is  interesting  to  see  how  proficient  some  of  them  have  become  in  the  use  of 
various  library  tools.  A  fuller  cooperation  between  teachers  who  send  pupils 
in  numbers  to  the  library  is  greatly  to  be  desired.  If  all  the  teachers  would 
inform  the  reference  librarian  a  day  or  two  in  advance  of  what  is  wanted 
the  best  material  would  be  collected  and  reserved  in  the  reference  room  for  their 
use.  It  has  several  times  happened  that  the  first  few  members  of  a  class 
would  draw  out  all  the  best  books  on  a  subject  before  the  assistants  were  aware 
that  it  was  more  than  an  individual  demand,  and  it  would  be  difficult  to  get 
anything  satisfactory  for  the  rest  of  the  class. 

Bulletins  have  been  made  each  month  for  the  teachers,  consisting  of  lists 
of  new  books  pertaining  to  pedagogy  and  the  most  valuable  articles  on 
these  subjects  in  the  current  general  magazines.  I  wish  these  bulletins  might 
reach  a  larger  number  of  the  people  they  are  intended  for  than  they  seem  to 
do.  The  teachers  that  come  to  the  reference  room  are  very  appreciative,  but 
there  is  a  large  number  that  do  not  avail  themselves  of  its  resources.  The  lead- 
ing educational  periodicals  are  received  at  the  library  and  are  placed,  both 
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current  numbers  and  bound  volumes,  in  a  pleasant  room  on  the  second  floor, 
called  the  teachers'  library.  This  room  should  be  used  much  more  than  it  is. 
It  contains  a  valuable  collection  of  pedagogical  books. 

The  reference  librarian  also  makes  out  a  weekly  bulletin  for  the  local  news- 
papers. These  are  always  published  in  the  Evening  Star,  and  sometimes 
the  Post,  on  Saturdays,  and  are  selected  lists  of  books  added  to  the  library 
during  the  week.  These  bulletins  are  posted  in  the  reference  room,  the 
central  hall,  and  the  open-shelf  room.  Saturday  noon  the  books  listed  are  dis- 
played at  the  east  end  of  the  central  hall. 

The  checking  of  auction  lists,  publishers'  remainders,  as  well  as  the  regular 
weekly  lists  of  new  books,  for  ordering,  occupies  much  of  the  reference  libra- 
rian's time  and  requires  more.  The  publishers'  remainders,  particularly  the  Eng- 
lish ones,  are  valuable.  Often  books  are  offered  at  considerable  reductions, 
which  are  valuable  acquisitions  to  the  library,  but  whose  first  cost  was  pro- 
hibitive. Technical  lists  are  filled  out  from  the  authoritative  book  reviews 
in  the  Engineering  News  monthly  literature  supplement. 

The  Sunday  and  holiday  opening  of  the  library  brings  a  good  number  of  visit- 
ors to  the  reference  room.  I  notice  that  a  number  of  people  who  are  here  for 
brief  periods  on  week-day  evenings  come  for  long  quiet  hours  on  Sunday, 
and  there  are  a  number  of  faces  seen  on  Sunday  and  no  other  time.  The 
magazines,  both  current  and  bound,  receive  particular  attention  on  Sunday. 

The  electric  lights  on  the  tables  have  been  a  great  addition  to  the  comfort 
of  the  readers,  and  as  half  of  the  ceiling  lights  are  not  in  use  and  the  remainder 
changed  from  1G  to  8  candlepower,  the  net  result  is  a  gain  in  economy.

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INFORMATION  DESK. 

Miss  Grace  B.  Finney,  assistant  librarian,  reports  as  follows  on  the 
conduct  of  the  information  desk : 

The  work  of  this  department  was  begun  in  September,  1905.  It  is  difficult  to 
express  in  figures  the  amount  of  work  accomplished,  as  the  position  is  one 
where  results  are  more  telling  than  figures,  for  the  reason  that  a  readers' 
assistant  serves  in  the  capacity  of  guide,  assistant,  and  instructor. 

The  work  has  two  distinct  sides,  private  and  public.  As  private  work,  from 
requests  made  by  the  public  the  assistant  is  able  to  discover  that  the  library  is 
lacking  in  certain  material.  Both  by  making  notes  of  the  subjects  inquired  for 
and  by  mentally  noting  complaints,  suggestions  and  criticisms  can  often  point 
out  needed  improvements  in  the  assistants  and  the  work.  As  a  public  work, 
the  endeavor  has  been  made  to  answer  all  questions  intelligently,  to  place  before 
a  reader  the  books  containing  the  desired  information,  searching  where  neces- 
sary, guiding  strangers  to  different  departments  and  desks,  explaining  the  cat- 
alogue, and  selecting  works  of  fiction  and  non-fiction  whenever  asked  to  do  so. 
To  familiarize  myself  with  the  new  additions  of  books  I  have  filled  all  cards  in 
the  public  catalogue  the  past  year  by  permission  of  the  chief  of  the  catalogue 
division,  to  whose  department  this  work  belongs,  as  well  as  withdrawing  the 
cards  for  works  which  have  been  worn  out. 

The  different  classes  with  whom  I  have  worked  are  school  children  coming 
for  material  on  topics  assigned  by  teachers  for  study  and  composition,  college 
students  and  professors,  teachers  who  use  the  ten-book  privilege  for  class  work 
and  ask  assistance  in  the  selection  of  the  books,  working  men  and  women  always 
eager  for  the  latest  and  best  addition  of  a  book  to  be  used  for  self-development 
and  self-support,  men  asking  books  on  medicine,  law.  architecture,  etc..  club 
women,  and  the  large  class  reading  for  pleasure,  a  number  of  whom  ask  for 
suggestions. 

Memoranda  of  questions  asked  daily  were  kept  for  a  while  to  gain  some  idea 
of  the  scope  of  the  work.  The  following  is  a  list  for  one  day :  History  of  the 
"acquisition,"  ancient  American  sculpture,  something  interesting  about  Ireland, 
how  to  raise  violets,  dermatology,  Cleanthes'  hymn,  slavery  in  Africa,  the 
Duomo,  Florence,  literary  side  of  Mary  Stuart,  of  what  wood  was  the  cudgel 
made  used  by  St.  Ives  after  he  escaped  from  prison.  "  Simple  Mary."  Roma 
Comodus.  The  last  two  are  samples  of  the  questions  daily  asked  which  require 
much  questioning  before  a  clew  can  be  found.  The  author  of  Ronia  Comodus 
was  finally  given  as  the  man  who  wrote  about  purgatory,  and  Dante's  Divine 
Comedy  was  remembered  as  being  the  book. 

As  the  desk  has  been  opened  but  one  evening  each  week,  many  opportunities 
have  been  lost  in  giving  assistance  to  a  class  of  people  who  never  reach  the 
library  during  the  day  and  who  come  with  the  serious  purpose  of  study.  For 
this  reason  the  desk  should  never  be  closed.  This  will  be  remedied  to  a  large 
extent  the  coming  year  with  the  additional  services  of  an  assistant  part  of  each 
day.  Many  an  inquirer  goes  away  unsatisfied  (with  no  one  at  the  information 
desk)  during  the  busiest  periods,  not  caring  to  ask  questions  at  the  desks  during 
the  crowded  hours  when  the  stress  of  work  is  so  evident. 

One  very  important  part  of  this  work  could  not  be  handled  in  a  satisfactory 
manner,  but  endeavors  will  be  made  this  year  to  meet  the  situation.  Large 
numbers  of  boys  and  girls  visit  the  open-shelf  room  for  fiction  at  the  close  of 
the  school  day.  These  boys  and  girls  have  outgrown  fairy  tales  and  crave 
romance  and  heroism.  They  are  always  ready  for  suggestions  on  the  part  of 
the  assistant. 

I  would  suggest  that  it  be  made  part  of  the  work  of  the  readers'  assistant  to 
make  attractive  bulletins  to  be  placed  in  the  open-shelf  room,  also  selected  lists 
of  interesting  books  to  be  printed  or  mimeographed  to  be  distributed  among 
these  young  readers.  The  books  they  often  select  and  ask  to  have  selected  for 
them  are  books  which  may  contain  moral  lessons  for  older  persons,  but  far 
beyond  their  years  and  understanding. 

YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  DEPARTMENT. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  children's  department,  by  Miss 
Florence  J.  Heaton,  children's  librarian  : 

The  appended  table  records  the  circulation  of  juvenile  books  from  the  main 
library,  showing  a  total  increase  of  14,547  volumes  over  last  year,  and  a 
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decrease  of  5.14  per  cent  in  the  circulation  of  fiction.  The  force  in  the  children's 
room  is  still  limited  to  two  persons,  whose  work  naturally  increases  with  the 
circulation  and  the  very  decided  increase  of  school  reference  questions.  So 
much  time  is  consumed  in  necessary  routine  duties  that  personal  supervision 
of  the  children's  reading  and  critical  selection  of  new  books  does  not  receive 
legitimate  attention. 

The  reading  club  for  older  boys  and  girls  was  continued,  but  owing  to  stress 
of  work  only  one  story  hour  per  week  was  held  during  the  winter. 

In  the  spring  the  Audubon  Society  again  gave  a  series  of  bird  talks  to  young 
people. 

Picture  bulletins,  used  to  attract  attention  to  lists  of  books  on  special  subjects, 
have  been  found  helpful,  as  has  also  the  almost  completed  index  to  nature 
books. 

The  age  limit  was  entirely  removed  and  borrowers'  cards  may  now  be  had  by 
anyone  who  can  satisfactorily  fill  out  the  required  application  blank. 

An  inventory  of  juvenile  books  completed  June  30,  190G,  shows  301  missing. 
This  is  the  first  report  of  stock  taking  of  the  children's  books  since  the  opening 
of  the  library. 

We  need  a  larger  children's  room,  funds  for  its  equipment,  a  separate  card 
catalogue,  pictures  for  bulletin  work,  wall  pictures,  more  books,  four  additional 
assistants,  and  two  pages. 

In  addition  to  the  requirements  of  the  children's  room  at  the"  main  library, 
there  is  a  large  demand  for  a  school  duplicate  department  as  well  as  books 
for  public  playgrounds,  deposit  stations,  and  club  centers  remote  from  the 
library.

LIBRARY  STATIONS  IN  SOCIAL  SETTLEMENTS. 

The  nearest  approach  that  the  library  has  yet  made  to  establishing 
branches  is  the  planting  of  stations  in  the  following  social  settle- 
ments: Neighborhood  House,  468  N  street  SW.;  Noel  House,  1245  H 
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street  NE. ;  Rochef ort  Hall,  Eighth  street  and  Georgia  avenue  SE. ; 
Peck  Chapel,  Georgetown,  2726  M  street  NW.;  Colored  Social  Settle- 
ment, US  M  street  SW.,  and,  since  the  period  covered  by  this  report, 
Rosedafe  Mission,  1627  H  street  NE.  Extracts  from  the  reports  of 
the  volunteer  librarians  in  charge  of  these  stations  are  here  given.  It 
is  possible  that  when  the  branch  system  is  established  some  of  these 
stations  may  become  full-fledged  branches. 

NEIGHBORHOOD  HOUSE  STATION. 

Miss  Emily  A.  Spilman  reports  as  follows  on  the  work  at  Neighbor- 
hood House  station,  of  which  she  is  librarian : 

During  the  year  just  ended  2,41G  books  have  been  circulated  and  G5  people 
have  registered.  Although  the  total  circulation  for  the  year  at  Neighborhood 
House  shows  a  slight  falling  off,  the  loss  was  in  the  use  of  fiction.  An  increase 
in  the  use  of  books  in  philosophy  and  religion,  social  science,  and  history  proved 
more  gratifying  than  a  larger  total  due  to  less  good  reading.  A  station  such  as 
ours  can  not  expect  to  grow  beyond  a  certain  point.  The  people  in  the  neighbor- 
hood are  the  only  ones  reached,  and  after  you  have  induced  the  children  to  reg- 
ister, and  as  many  of  the  parents  as  will,  activity  in  that  line  can  not  be  great. 
In  addition  to  our  circulating  department,  a  reading  room  was  opened  in  the  win- 
ter. This  did  not  prove  as  great  an  attraction  as  I  had  hoped,  none  of  the  older 
people  coining  in  to  read.  The  room  was  patronized  by  the  children  and  some 
older  boys  who  were  not  registered  borrowers  of  the  library.  It  was  found  nec- 
essary to  restrict  the  use  of  the  reading  room  by  issuing  membership  cards, 
which  entitle  the  holder  "  to  use  of  the  reading  room  during  good  behavior." 
If  lost  a  charge  of  2  cents  is  made  for  a  new  card.  A  list  of  the  names  of  the 
members  was  kept.  This  was  done  so  that  we  could  identify  the  children  and 
as  a  check  on  the  boys,  who  tried  sometimes  to  get  new  cards  by  saying  "  I 
never  had  one." 

One  reason  our  circulation  dropped  was  on  account  of  our  quarters.  The  room 
is  small,  and  forms  a  passageway  from  the  front  of  the  house  to  the  gymnasium 
and  workshops. 

Early  in  the  winter  the  evening  was  kept  free  for  the  library,  but  later  a. club 
met  upstairs,  another  in  the  gymnasium,  and  a  third  in  the  workshop,  and  the 
"  stamps  savings  "  were  collected.  This  caused  much  confusion  and  congestion 
and  made  control  of  the  children  much  harder,  as  they  were  constantly  reen- 
forced  by  outsiders  who  only  wanted  to  make  trouble.  The  room  in  use  as  a 
library  was  badly  heated  and  subject  to  constant  drafts  of  cold  air.  This  year 
we  are  going  to  try  having  the  books  in  the  large  front  room  and  combining  the 
circulating  and  reading  room.  The  residents  at  Neighborhood  House  have  also 
promised  to  cooperate  with  us  in  every  possible  way,  and  I  hope  the  library  will 
take  a  firmer  hold  on  the  neighborhood. 

After  careful  consideration  a  set  of  rules  was  formulated  to  meet  my  own 
needs.  These  I  have  typewritten  and  posted.  As  they  seemed  to  equally  meet 
the  needs  of  the  other  stations,  they  have  been  printed  as  a  folder  and  are  given 
out  with  the  new  cards.  The  number  of  overdue  books  are  fewer  than  last  year, 
and  I  think  it  is  quite  possible  to  get  them  in. 

The  Public  Library  has  generously  provided  200  new  books,  including  many 
duplicates  of  the  best  children's  books,  for  the  station.  These  books  are  being 
held  back  from  the  shelves  until  the  fall,  as  during  the  summer  the  use  of  the 
library  is  comparatively  small.  Many  of  the  children  have  grown  up  enough 
to  "go  to  work,"  and  now  have  their  cards  transferred  from  the  station  to  "the 
big  library ;  "  so  we  are  training  them  to  be  readers  and  to  seek  the  privileges  of 
the  Public  Library,  as  they  need  more  than  we  can  supply. 

We  have  continued  to  receive  the  magazines  from  the  dead  letter  office,  and 
find  in  those  not  distributed  much  good  material  for  picture  bulletins. 

I  have  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Public  Library  staff  for  continued  assist- 
ance during  the  year,  Miss  Finney  and  Miss  Buynitzky  helping  regularly  on 
Monday  evenings  and  Miss  Stoek  on  Saturday  afternoons.  Other  members  of 
the  staff  have  been  kind  in  volunteering  service  in  case  of  need.

NOEL  HOUSE  STATION. 

Miss  Bessie  Silverthorn  reports  as  follows  on  the  work  of  the  Noel 
House  station : 

Noel  House  station  was  opened  July,  1905,  with  about  275  books,  to  which 
were  added,  during  the  year,  a  large  number  more,  gifts  of  the  Noel  House 
residents. 

The  number  of  registrations  for  the  year  is  101,  though  the  number  of  actual 
borrowers  is  more,  as  many  persons  are  allowed  to  usq  cards  obtained  orig- 
inally at  the  main  library. 

The  library  is  open  twice  a  week :  Monday,  7  to  9  p.  m.,  and  Saturday,  2  to 
(5  p.  m. 

The  total  circulation  for  the  year  is  3,575  books,  2,698  being  fiction  and  877 
non-fiction.  The  smallest  number  of  books  circulated,  126,  was  during  the  open- 
ing month. 

Though  the  station  has  no  regular  reading  room,  magazines  from  the  main 
library,  not  current  numbers,  are  placed  on  the  kindergarten,  and  enjoyed  by 
borrowers  and  visitors  alike. 

The  non-fiction  card  has  been  often  asked  for  and  granted  at  Noel  House. 
Very  often  the  two  cards  have  been  used  for  non-fiction,  familiarly  called  "  plain 
reading ;"  this  during  school  months  particularly. 

As  the  station  is  responsible  for  the  care  of  its  books,  ordinary  mending,  etc., 
a  number  of  the  children  volunteered  assistance.  They  paste  in  fresh  charging 
slil>s,  card  pockets,  etc.,  later  arranging  "  books  for  young  people,"  M  books  for 
older  persons,"  and  "  non-fiction  "  on  their  proper  shelves  for  the  next  opening. 
This  guild  has  had  a  leavening  effect  on  some  erstwhile  unruly  visitors. 

There  has  been  no  special  bulletin  work  for  Noel  House  readers,  but  the  few 
posters,  "  Books  for  boys  "  and  M  Books  for  girls,"  have  been  very  popular.  With 
some  added  non-fiction  these  bulletins  can  be  made  a  valuable  adjunct. 

More  shelving  is  to  be  made  for  the  library  soon,  and  the  central  library  has 
promised  some  new  books  to  fill  them.  The  outlook  for  the  coming  year  at 
Noel  House  station  is  bright.

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ROCHEFORT  HALL  STATION. 

Miss  Sarah  Ambler,  librarian  in  charge,  makes  the  following 
report  on  the  Rochefort  Hall  station : 

Rochefort  Hall  station  of  the  Public  Library  is  located  in  southeast  Wash- 
ington, one  block  from  the  navy-yard.  It  is  not  in  a  slum  district;  the  people 
are  industrious  and  earn  a  good  living,  but  are  very  much  in  need  of  refining 
and  uplifting  influences.  The  station  has  been  in  operation  for  one  year ;  it  has 
issued  99  readers'  cards,  and  has  lent  books  to  quite  a  number  of  children  who 
have  cards  issued  at  the  main  library. 

It  was  opened  especially  for  the  children  of  the  neighborhood,  but  there  are 
some  adult  card  holders.  The  adults  read  Miss  Alcott,  Laura  E.  Richards,  Mary 
E.  Wilkins,  and  some  of  the  histories. 

We  need  larger  quarters,  and  it  is  hoped  to  secure  more  room  either  in  the 
same  building  or  secure  another  building.  Then  we  hope  to  be  able  to  do  more 
for  the  older  people  of  the  neighborhood.  But  with  50  children  in  a  small 
room  there  is  little  room  for  the  parents,  and  our  hope  is  in  the  children. 
They  are  very  appreciative,  and  during  the  year  we  can  see  a  change  in  their 
reading.  At  first  they  read  a  part  of  a  book  and  then  were  tired  of  that  and 
wanted  something  fresh ;  now  they  want  to  finish  the  book.  The  boys  are 
better  readers  than  the  girls,  and  it  is  the  boy  who  asks  for  something  to  help 
him  in  his  history  at  school,  or  for  books  along  certain  lines,  as,  for  example, 
electricity. 

The  greatest  difficulty  we  have  to  contend  with  is  the  order.  The  problem 
is,  Shall  strict  order  be  enforced,  thereby  driving  the  children  into  the  street 
and  bad  company,  or  shall  we  work  for  better  conditions,  hoping  in  time  to 
make  a  self-governing  body?  We  believe  the  latter  is  the  best  plan  in  places 
where  the  uplifting  of  a  small  community  is  the  work  in  hand.

GEORGETOWN  STATION. 

Miss  Mary  D.  Wightman,  the  librarian,  reports  as  follows  on  the 
Georgetown  station : 

We  opened  our  library  station  in  the  boys'  clubroom  at  2726  M  street  on  Feb- 
ruary 13,  1906,  with  over  300  books  supplied  by  the  central  library.  From  that 
date  to  July  1  the  library  was  open  every  Tuesday  evening  from  7.30  to  9 
o'clock.    In  this  time  we  registerd  79  persons  and  circulated  692  books. 

From  the  first  there  have  been  a  number  of  adult  readers,  who  have  made 
constant  use  of  the  library.  Our  growth  has  been  gradual,  but  it  is  steadily 
increasing  both  in  number  of  readers  and  circulation.  The  fact  that  we  have 
been  open  so  short  a  time,  only  twenty-eight  and  one-half  hours  in  all,  makes 
the  report  of  the  work  meager ;  however,  the  prospect  for  the  coming  year  is 
most  gratifying. 

We  have  large,  comfortable  quarters,  and  much  appreciation  from  the  other 
workers  at  2726  M  street,  who  give  us  every  assistance  in  the  furthering  of 
the  usefulness  of  the  library. 
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Miss  Sellers  has  been  most  untiring  in  her  devotion  to  the  work,  and  both 
she  and  I  are  indebted  to  Miss  Spilman  for  much  helpful  advice  drawn  from  her 
experience  with  the  library  station  at  Neighborhood  House.

COLORED  SOCIAL  SETTLEMENT  STATION. 

Mrs.  Sarah  C.  Fernandis,  resident  worker  of  the  Colored  Social 
Settlement,  reports  as  follows  on  the  work  of  that  recently  estab- 
lished library  station : 

When  a  station  of  the  Public  Library  was  asked  for  a  few  months  back  it 
was  with  a  full  appreciation  of  the  need  of  it  as  an  uplift  to  the  neighborhood 
which  the  settlement  reaches.  The  ready  response  of  the  trustees,  by  which  we 
were  able  to  open  last  May  with  about  200  volumes,  was  the  fulfillment  of  a 
hope  which  we  had  carried  from  the  beginning  of  our  settlement  work.  At 
present  the  readers'  list  numbers  about  200,  with  an  average  weekly  issue  of 
32  volumes.  There  are  two  afternoon  library  periods  during  the  week  and  an 
open  reading  room  evenings. 

It  has  been  interesting  to  note  the  adult  reading  tastes  of  the  neighborhood, 
which  have  been  found  to  range  from  civil  engineering  and  Roman  history  to 
"  Mother  Goose,"  for  which  a  mother  asked,  expressing  her  delight  to  have  it 
to  enjoy  with  her  little  ones  on  Sunday  afternoons.  Glancing  through  the  title 
cards  of  a  day,  one  may  come  across  The  Last  Days  of  Pompeii,  Richard  Carvel, 
Alice  in  Wonderland,  Little  Women,  and  Up  from  Slavery,  the  latter  being  a 
general  favorite  in  the  neighborhood. 

It  has  been  very  interesting  to  watch  the  developing  tastes  of  the  younger 
readers,  to  note  that  certain  books  which  have  long  held  popular  sway  are  be- 
coming household  words  in  obscure  alley  homes.  There  is  in  one  of  the  near-by 
courts  a  family  of  five  children  to  whom  the  one  event  of  the  week  is  library 
day.  Carefully  washed  and  brushed,  their  coarse  clothing  scrupulously  clean, 
they  file  in,  each  with  a  precious  volume  carefully  wrapped  in  newspaper,  and 
out  again,  smiling  and  happy,  with  a  fresh  story  book. 

Those  who  are  interested  in  this  work  for  social  betterment  of  the  negro  are 
extremely  grateful  for  the  added  strength  which  the  library  station  has  given 
it  and  for  the  kindly  cooperation  of  the  main  library,  from  which  one  of  the 
young  colored  employees  has  come  each  week  with  devoted  volunteer  service. 

The  rent  for  the  neat  little  library  room  has  come  from  a  club  of  young  peo- 
ple in  the  neighborhood ;  its  furnishing  is  to  be  the  donation  of  an  association 
of  young  colored  men  in  the  city.  A  larger  library,  with  reading  room,  is  one 
of  the  ambitions  of  the  future. 


RULES  FOR  STATIONS. 

1.  This  station  of  the  Public  Library  shall  be  open  for  the  delivery  and  re- 
turn of  books  at  the  times  given  on  the  face  of  these  rules,  with  legal  holidays 
at  the  discretion  of  the  librarian  in  charge. 

2.  All  persons  in  the  neighborhood  who  can  read  and  write  shall  be  allowed 
to  borrow  books  for  home  use,  upon  signing  the  proper  application  and  agree- 
ment. The  application  must  be  renewed  every  three  years.  Persons  not  bor- 
rowers may  use  the  library  as  a  reading  room  on  signing  an  application. 

3.  Persons  under  18  years  of  age  must  bring  the  guaranty  of  parent,  guardiai 
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or  some  person  satisfactory  to  the  librarian  in  charge;  this  must  be  written 
upon  a  blank  furnished  by  the  library. 

4.  Each  person  entitled  to  draw  books  from  the  library  will  be  given  a  card 
on  which  will  be  written  his  or  her  name,  residence,  and  register  number.  This 
card,  when  not  in  use,  will  be  kept  on  file  at  the  library.  If  lost,  it  will  be  re- 
placed upon  payment  of  5  cents.  Immediate  notice  of  change  of  residence 
must  be  given. 

The  person  whose  name  is  on  a  card  will  be  held  responsible  for  books  taken 
on  that  card,  no  matter  by  whom  they  are  taken.  It  is  best  not  to  lend  cards 
to  anyone  outside  the  immediate  family  of  the  holder. 

5.  Books  may  be  kept  two  weeks  and  may  be  renewed  once  for  two  weeks 
more. 

G.  A  fine  of  5  cents  a  week  may  be  imposed  if  a  book  is  kept  overtime. 

7.  Books  lost  or  injured  shall  be  paid  for.  the  amount  to  be  determined  by 
the  librarian  in  charge. 

8.  The  use  of  tobacco,  eating,  and  all  conversation  and  conduct  inconsistent 
with  quiet  and  order  are  strictly  prohibited. 

9.  Men  and  boys  must  remove  their  hats  in  the  library. 

10.  No  book  may  be  taken  from  the  library  until  it  has  been  brought  to  the 
librarian  for  record. 

11.  Neglect  to  keep  any  of  these  rules  may  cause  a  reader  to  lose  the  right  to 
take  books  from  the  library. 


BOOK  ORDER  DEPARTMENT. 

The  report  of  the  chief  of  the  order  department,  Miss  Mary  S. 
Sellers,  is  as  follows : 

During  the  year  1G,031  volumes  have  been  added  to  the  library,  13,099  by  pur- 
chase, 2,737  by  gift,  and  195  by  binding  periodicals.  This  shows  an  increase  of 
4.710  over  last  year.  The  actual  amount  of  money  expended  was  $8,481.51,  desk 
fund ;  $5,000,  appropriation ;  $390.70,  exchange  account,  making  a  total  of 
$13,878.21. 

In  January,  190G,  the  accessioner  was  transferred  to  the  reference  room  and 
an  apprentice  was  appointed  to  the  order  department.  With  the  additional 
help  of  a  page  for  half  time  and  the  occasional  assistance  from  the  catalogue 
department,  the  work  in  the  department  was  not  materially  affected  by  this 
change. 

The  new  scheme  for  accessioning  outlined  in  last  year's  report  has  worked 
remarkably  well. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  frequent  complaints  are  received  that  certain  books  are 
"  always  out,"  the  library  has  adopted  the  plan  of  supplying  the  public  with 
so-called  "always-out"  slips,  which  bear  the  author,  title,  and  call  number, 
together  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  reader.  This  enables  the  library  to 
look  up  the  books,  if  misplaced,  or  to  supply  additional  copies  when  needed,  the 
reader  being  notified  when  the  book  is  in. 

With  the  full  time  of  another  regular  assistant  in  place  of  irregular  help,  the 
work  in  the  department  could  be  done  more  satisfactorily. 

BOOK  ORDER  DEPARTMENT. 

Miss  Emily  A.  Spilman.  head  cataloguer,  makes  the  following 
report  of  the  work  of  the  catalogue  department : 

During  the  year  just  ended  15,779  volumes  were  classified  and  catalogued,  and 
32.2S4  new  cards  filed  in  the  various  catalogues.  This  does  not  include  cards 
written  for  and  filed  in  the  shelf  list.  The  following  table  gives,  by  months,  the 
record  of  volumes  shelf-listed  and  catalogued,  and  the  number  of  cards  added  to 
the  official  catalogue:

This  department  was  closed  from  August  7  to  September  12,  inclusive,  all 
assistants  taking  vacation  at  this  time.  During  the  summer  of  1906  the  time 
given  to  other  departments  equaled  to  this  department  the  loss  of  one  assistant 
for  ninety-four  days.  Since  January  1,  1906,  the  searching  of  the  "  always 
out "  slips  for  the  order  department  has  been  regularly  assigned  to  one  of  the 
cataloguers.  In  spite  of  these  and  other  setbacks  the  figures  show  an  increase 
over  last  year  of  4,554  volumes  catalogued  and  4,443  cards  added  to  the  official 
catalogue.  The  filing  in  tbe  Library  of  Congress  depository  catalogue  averages 
the  time  of  one  assistant  two  and  a  half  hours  per  day,  or  a  little  over  two  days 
a  week,  but  the  work  has  been  kept  up  to  date. 

In  December,  1905,  we  commenced  cooperative  cataloguing  with  the  Library 
of  Congress.  The  A.  L.  A.  Booklist  publishes  with  each  title  the  serial  num- 
ber of  the  Library  of  Congress  cards.  In  a  popular  list  of  this  kind  there 
are  included  titles  of  many  books  not  acquired  by  copyright,  and  which,  in  the 
nature  of  things,  the  Library  of  Congress  would  never  buy.  These  we  agreed 
to  catalogue  for  them,  as  they  had  a  constant  demand  for  the  printed  cards. 
From  this  very  small  beginning  we  have  enlarged  somewhat,  and  now  send  to 
the  Library  of  Congress  duplicates  of  all  orders  for  new  books.  These  lists  are 
examined  and  a  red  "  W  "  marked  against  any  title  or  titles  for  which  we  are 
asked  to  supply  copy.  Library  of  Congress  rules  must  be  followed  for  this 
cataloguing,  which  is  fuller  than  our  own — very  full  names,  dates  of  birth  and 
death,  when  date  of  publication  is  not  given  on  a  book  an  approximate  date 
must  be  supplied,  full  collation,  bibliographic  notes,  etc.  From  December,  1905, 
to  June  30,  1906,  we  have  supplied  copy  for  257  titles  to  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress. These  cards  are  known  as  the  "  W  "  series,  and  each  card  has  printed 
at  the  bottom  44  Washington,  D.  C,  Public  Library."  They  now  form  one  of 
the  extra  series  supplied  by  the  Library  of  Congress  to  all  depository  libraries. 
The  Library  of  Congress  looks  up  for  us  their  series  numbers  and  writes  them 
against  all  titles  on  our  lists  for  which  they  can  supply  printed  cards,  and  also 
give  us  as  many  "  W  "  cards  as  we  may  need  or  want. 

We  have  handled  a  great  deal  of  local  material  the  last  few  months,  and  are 
analyzing  even  the  smallest  article  having  any  bearing  on  the  District  of 
Columbia.  We  hope  to  make  our  catalogue  really  an  index  to  all  available  infor- 
mation about  the  national  capital  and  the  District  of  Columbia. 

The  inventory  was  taken  by  the  issue  and  catalogue  departments.  It  would  be 
an  excellent  thing  if  this  reading  of  the  shelves  could  go  on  all  the  time,  taking 
a  class  a  month,  where  the  divisions  are  small  enough,  and  giving  more  time 
to  the  larger  classes.  It  is  impossible  for  the  catalogue  department  to  assume 
this  as  regular  work  with  the  present  force.  This  is  the  first  complete  inven- 
tory taken  in  eight  years.  No  inventory  of  fiction  has  ever  before  been  taken, 
and  that  class  has  always  been  on  open  shelves.  It  was  therefore  to  be  ex- 
pected that  the  number  of  books  unaccounted  for  would  be  large.  The  total 
number  of  missing  books  is  4.063.  Thev  are  scattered  through  the  various  classes 
as  follows:  A,  23;  B,  17;  C,  30;  D,  7;  E,  51;  F,  148;  G,  18;  H,  48;  I,  61;  J,  49; 
K,  29;  L,  59;  M,  26 ;  N,  15;  O,  6;  P,  19;  Q.  70;  R,  73;  S,  49;  T,  20;  U,  13;  V,  84; 
W,  80 ;  X,  51 ;  Y,  197 ;  Z,  51 ;  reference,  31 ;  fiction,  1,600 ;  juvenile— classes,  39 ; 
fiction,  262.    These  figures  are  constantly  being  reduced  by  the  discovery  of 
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books.  The  taking  of  the  inventory  affords  an  opportunity  for  correcting  incon- 
sistencies in  the  shelf  list. 

In  June  we  commenced  to  sort  and  arrange  our  bulletin  slips  by  classes. 
These  bulletin  slips  represent  all  the  titles  in  the  library,  except  the  volumes 
turned  over  to  us  by  the  Washington  City  Free  Library,  and  perhaps  the  first 
three  or  four  thousand  of  our  own  accessions.  It  is  hoped  that  some  time  in 
the  near  future  we  may  be  able  to  print  class  lists,  and  we  are  making  ready. 
We  also  look  forward  to  the  printing  of  a  monthly  or  quarterly  bulletin,  includ- 
ing recent  additions  and  special  lists. 

It  is  difficult  to  show  by  figures  what  has  been  accomplished  in  the  catalogue 
department,  and  no  comparison  with  other  libraries  is  possible,  unless  every 
difference  in  method  and  routine  is  taken  into  consideration.  The  issue,  ref- 
erence, and  children's  departments  in  every  library  are  more  or  less  showy,  as 
is  any  work  with  the  public,  but  "  the  catalogue  is  the  heart  of  the  library,"  and 
this  vital  part  should  be  made  strong.  To  make  a  really  good  catalogue  requires, 
besides  the  necessary  education  and  technical  training,  common  sense,  good 
judgment  and  a  broad  outlook.  We  have  in  our  catalogue  a  good  foundation,  and 
should  build  upon  it  as  perfect  a  structure  as  may  be,  looking  toward  larger 
responsibilities  and  helpfulness  in  the  time  to  come. 

With  the  press  of  the  current  work  it  has  not  been  possible  to  plan  or  execute 
any  new  or  special  lines  of  work. 

A  revision  of  the  classification  in  some  places  is  most  necessary.  The  time 
has  come  with  us,  foretold  by  Mr.  Cutter  in  his  earlier  classifications,  when 
the  "  small  library  grows "  and  the  "  next  size  still  grows."  To  change  from 
the  sixth  to  the  seventh  classification  sounds  very  simple,  but  it  is  not  as  simple 
as  it  sounds.  The  subject  headings  in  our  catalogue  need  editing,  and  many 
things  of  a  like  nature  cry  out  day  by  day  to  be  done.  The  chief  of  division 
should  have  less  routine  work  and  more  time  for  these  very  necessary  revisions. 
It  is  impossible  to  be  at  the  same  moment  (successfully)  the  general  and  the 
common  soldier. 

The  cataloguing  and  other  work  in  this  department  requires  sustained  mental 
effort,  and  for  the  best  interest  of  the  work  a  greater  degree  of  quiet  is  needed 
in  the  room.  The  room  is  so  situated  that  it  forms  the  nearest  approach  from 
the  reference  room  to  the  stacks,  in  which  back  numbers  of  the  periodicals  are 
stored.  The  room  has  also  been  shared  for  about  two  years  with  the  bindery 
work.  The  constant  passing  in  and  out  of  people  (very  necessary,  of  course, 
to  them)  on  business  other  than  that  of  the  department  is  a  serious  interrup- 
tion to  the  work.  Classification  has  been  called  "  the  highest  function  of  library 
work,"  calling  into  play,  as  it  does,  every  faculty  of  the  intellect.  Concentra- 
tion is  therefore  essential  to  secure  the  best  results. 

I  have  been  greatly  assisted  by  Miss  Finney  during  the  past  year,  and  am 
also  appreciative  of  the  issue  department  in  assigning  a  page  to  divide  his 
time  between  this  and  the  order  department  and  in  such  irregular  assistance 
as  they  have  been  able  to  give.  The  pick-up  work  of  odds  and  ends  is  always 
awaiting  just  such  help. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  books  handled  in  my  department  tells  for  itself 
of  the  deep  interest  taken  in  the  work  by  each  of  my  assistants.  Without 
their  hearty  cooperation  and  loyal  support  I  would  have  been  unable  to  present 
such  good  results. 

BINDING  AND  REPAIR  WORK. 

Mr.  M.  N.  Smull,  in  charge  of  binding  and  repair  work,  reports  as 
follows : 

During  the  fiscal  year  4,496  volumes  were  bound,  at  a  cost  of  $2,215.81.  The 
plan  of  having  books  bound  by  contract  and  the  work  done  in  the  library's  own 
bindery  has  been  given  a  full  trial,  and  it  has  been  found  that  the  work  is  done 
more  satisfactorily  than  when  done  outside  the  library  and  with  more  prompt- 
ness. The  books  are  assuredly  in  greater  safety,  and  furthermore  they  can  be 
consulted  while  -being  bound.  Experiments  with  new  materials  and  methods 
are  carried  on  and  a  record  is  kept  of  the  success  and  failures. 

The  work  of  the  repair  room,  "  the  library's  hospital,"  has  been  enlarged  and 
thoroughly  methodized.  The  work  consists  of  repairing,  pasting,  recasing,  sew- 
ing into  temporary  binders,  stamping,  cutting  leaves,  etc.    During  the  fiscal  year 
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there  were  handled  1,291  pamphlets  and  105,582  books,  or  over  300  books  a  day. 
Experiments  were  also  tried  here  which  have  resulted  in  a  saving  of  time,  of 
money,  and  of  labor. 

The  Congressional  appropriation  of  $3,000  was  expended  as  follows:  $2,215.81 
for  contract  binding,  $754.08  for  services  rendered  by  two  people  in  the  repair 
room,  $22.04  for  time  work  in  the  bindery,  and  $8  for  temporary  binders. 


APPRENTICE  CLASS. 

Miss  Grace  B.  Finney,  assistant  librarian,  makes  the  following  re- 
port on  the  apprentice  class : 

The  entrance  examination  for  the  apprentice  class  was  held  in  October. 
There  were  46  applicants  for  admission  to  the  class ;  27  were  admitted  to  the 
examination  and  17  passed.  The  class  opened  on  November  1  tor  a  period  of  six 
months.  One  of  the  number  resigned  the  third  day,  one  was  dropped  after  a  fair 
trial,  a  third  withdrew  during  the  course,  three  were  appointed  to  the  staff  to 
fill  vacancies  during  the  year,  two  received  temporary  positions  for  a  period  of 
one  month  each ;  these  two  and  three  others  were  appointed  to  the  staff  on  July 
1,  1906,  leaving  an  eligible  list  of  6. 

A  new  plan  was  adopted  this  year  requiring  four  and  one-half  hours  of  prac- 
tical work  in  the  various  departments  and  two  and  one-half  hours  for  study. 
Monday  afternoons  were  reserved  for  lectures,  round-table  talks,  and  examina- 
tions. The  librarian  gave  every  two  weeks  talks  on  technical  reading  and  gen- 
eral literature.  The  alternating  weeks  were  devoted  to  papers  prepared  by  the 
members  of  the  class  on  current  events,  the  topics  assigned  by  the  librarian ;  on 
talks  by  the  heads  of  the  different  departments,  explaining  the  work  in  each  de- 
partment as  a  whole ;  on  children's  literature,  the  round-table  discussions  con- 
ducted by  the  children's  librarian,  and  one  examination  on  literature  each  month. 
Following  the  completion  of  the  instruction  given  on  binding  and  on  reference 
work  examinations  were  given  by  the  head  of  their  departments. 

The  course  in  literature  was  carefully  planned  and  an  outline  of  the  literatures 
given  to  each  member.  These  outlines  covered  the  poetry,  history,  drama,  fic- 
tion, criticism,  religious  and  philosophical  works  during  the  different  centuries 
of  each  literature.  Written  quizzes  were  held  on  Italian,  German,  French,  Eng- 
lish, American,  Russian,  and  Scandinavian  literatures.  Final  examinations 
on  general  library  administration,  library  technique,  and  work  with  children 
were  held. 

As  the  majority  of  the  new  appointees  are  assigned  to  the  circulating  depart- 
ment, where  they  come  in  close  contact  with  the  public  from  the  first  and  are 
naturally  considered  helpers  and  friends  in  selection  and  suggestion  of  books, 
the  course  in  literature  is  of  invaluable  benefit.  Even  in  the  broad  way  in  which 
it  is  handled  it  associates  in  the  minds  of  the  apprentices  the  countries  and  their 
authors. 

PERIODICALS  DIVISION. 

Miss  Katharine  K.  Patten  reports  as  follows  on  the  work  of  the 
division  of  which  she  is  in  charge : 

The  principal  work  of  the  periodical  division  is  done  in  connection  with  the 
reference  room.  Periodicals  form  a  reference  library  in  themselves.  Where 
all  else  fails  the  magazine  article  is  called  on  and  usually  supplies  the  need. 
Poole's  Index  and  the  Reader's  Guide  are  in  constant  use.  It  has  been  found 
advisable  to  keep  extra  copies  of  back  numbers  of  many  magazines  to  supply 
the  demand  in  the  reference  room,  as  teachers,  pupils,  and  all  classes  of  readers 
are  daily  looking  up  subjects  on  which  material  can  only  be  found  in  the  maga- 
zine files. 

The  technical  list  of  periodicals  is  large,  covering  the  ground  for  students  who 
use  them  for  special  study.  New  ones  are  added  and  changes  are  made  when 
the  needs  of  the  reference  room  require.  Extra  copies  also  of  the  current  num- 
bers of  the  popular  magazines  are  kept  as  reserves  in  the  reference  room  to  sup- 
ply the  more  urgent  calls  the  first  of  each  month  and  while  the  volumes  of  the 
regular  sets  are  being  bound.

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APPENDIX. 


The  Public  Library  of  the  District  of  Columbia  was  created  by  act 
of  Congress  approved  June  3, 1896,  as  follows: 

AN  ACT  To  establish  and  provide  for  the  maintenance  of  a  free  public  library  and  read- 
ing room  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  a  free  public  library  and  reading  room 
is  hereby  established  and  shall  be  maintained  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  which 
shall  be  the  property  of  the  said  District  and  a  supplement  of  the  public  educa- 
tional system  of  said  District.  All  actions  relating  to  such  library,  or  for  the 
recovery  of  any  penalties  lawfully  established  in  relation  thereto,  shall  be 
brought  in  the  name  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  the  Commissioners  of  the 
said  District  are  authorized  on  behalf  of  said  District  to  accept  and  take  title  to 
all  gifts,  bequests,  and  devises  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  maintenance  or 
endowment  of  said  library ;  and  the  Commissioners  of  said  District  are  further 
authorized  to  receive,  as  component  parts  of  said  library,  collections  of  books  and 
other  publications  that  may  be  transferred  to  them. 

Sec  2.  That  all  persons  who  are  permanent  or  temporary  residents  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  shall  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  said  library,  including  the 
use  of  the  books  contained  therein,  as  a  lending  or  circulating  library,  subject  to 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  lawfully  established  in  relation  thereto. 

Sec  3.  That  the  said  library  shall  be  in  charge  of  a  board  of  library  trustees, 
who  shall  purchase  the  books,  magazines,  and  newspapers,  and  procure  the  nec- 
essary appendages  for  such  library.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  be  com- 
posed of  nine  members,  each  of  whom  shall  be  a  taxpayer  in  the  District  of 
Columbia  and  shall  serve  without  compensation.  They  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  and  shall  hold  office  for  six  years : 
Provided,  That  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  said  board  the  members  shall  be 
divided  by  lot  into  three  classes.  The  first  class,  composed  of  three  members, 
shall  hold  office  for  two  years;  the  second  class,  composed  of  three  members, 
shall  hold  office  for  four  years;  the  third  class,  composed  of  three  members, 
shall  hold  office  for  six  years.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in  said  board  shall  be 
filled  by  the  District  Commissioners.  Said  board  shall  have  power  to  provide 
such  regulations  for  its  organization  and  government  as  it  may  deem  necessary. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  said  board  shall  have  power  to  provide  for  the  proper  care 
and  preservation  of  said  library,  to  prescribe  rules  for  taking  and  returning 
books,  to  fix,  assess,  and  collect  fines  and  penalties  for  the  loss  of  or  injury  to 
books,  and  to  establish  all  other  needful  rules  and  regulations  for  the  manage- 
ment of  the  library  as  the  said  board  shall  deem  proper.  The  said  board  of 
trustees  shall  appoint  a  librarian  to  have  the  care  and  superintendence  of  said 
library,  who  shall  be  responsible  to  the  board  of  trustees  for  the  impartial 
enforcement  of  all  rules  and  regulations  lawfully  established  in  relation  to  said 
library.  The  said  librarian  shall  appoint  such  assistants  as  the  board  shall 
deem  necessary  to  the  proper  conduct  of  the  library.  The  said  board  of  library 
trustes  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  relative  to  the  management  of  the  said  library. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  said  library  shall  be  located  in  some  convenient  place  in  the 
city  of  Washington,  to  be  designated  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  trustees  of  said  library:  Provided, 
That  in  any  municipal  building  to  be  hereafter  erected  in  said  District,  suitable 
provision  shall  be  made  for  said  library  and  reading  room  sufficient  to  accommo- 
date not  less  than  one  hundred  thousand  volumes. 


632     REPORT  OF  COMMISSIONERS  OF  DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA. 


RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

The  following  are  the  regulations  for  the  organization  and  govern- 
ment of  the  board  of  library  trustees  of  the  Free  Public  Library  and 
reading  room  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  constituted  by  act  of  Con- 
gress approved  June  3,  1896 : 

Article  I.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  hold  regular  meetings  on  the  second 
Friday  of  each  month,  at  an  hour  and  place  to  be  designated  by  the  trustees. 

Art.  II.  The  president  of  the  board  may,  and  on  request  of  three  members 
shall,  call  a  special  meeting,  of  which  three  days'  notice  in  writing,  and  specify- 
ing the  object  of  the  call,  shall  be  given.  No  other  than  business  relating  to 
such  specified  object  shall  be  transacted  at  such  special  meeting. 

Art.  III.  At  the  regular  meeting  in  January  of  each  year,  which  shall  be 
called  the  annual  meeting,  the  officers  of  the  board  shall  be  elected,  except  the 
librarian. 

Art.  IV.  Notices  of  all  meetings  shall  be  mailed  to  every  member  of  the 
board  three  days  previous  to  the  time  of  such  meetings. 

Art.  V.  Four  members  of  the  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Art.  VI.  The  officers  of  the  board  shall  consist  of  a  president,  a  vice-president, 
a  secretary,  and  a  librarian,  who  shall  also  act  as  treasurer  and  assistant  secre- 
tary of  the  board.  At  each  annual  meeting  the  board  shall  elect  by  ballot  from 
its  own  number  a  president,  a  vice-president,  and  a  secretary,  who  shall  hold 
their  offices  for  one  year  and  until  their  successors  are  chosen.  A  majority  of 
the  votes  cast  shall  elect. 

Art.  VII.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in  these  offices  shall  be  filled  at  any  regular 
meeting  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  by  election,  as  aforesaid. 

Art.  VIII.  At  the  regular  meeting  in  June  of  each  year  the  board  of  trustees 
shall  elect  by  viva  voce  vote  a  librarian  to  serve  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning 
with  the  1st  day  of  July  subsequent  to  said  election.  It  shall  require  a  ma- 
jority of  the  whole  board  to  elect  a  librarian,  and  he  shall  at  all  times  be  sub- 
ject to  removal  for  cause  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  whole  board  of  trustees. 

Art.  IX.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  board,  to  appoint  all  committees  not  otherwise  provided  for,  and  to  sign 
all  papers,  communications,  and  instruments  which  may  require  his  official 
signature.  He  shall  also,  in  conjunction  with  the  librarian,  prepare  for  the 
consideration  and  approval  of  the  board,  at  its  October  meeting  of  each  year, 
the  annual  report  of  the  board  required  by  the  organic  act.  He  shall  exercise 
a  general  supervision  over  the  affairs  of  the  library,  and  shall  be  ex  officio  a 
member  of  all  committees. 

Art.  X.  In  the  absence  of  the  president,  the  vice-president  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  board,  and  shall  generally  discharge  all  duties  of  the  president 
in  case  of  the  latter's  absence  from  the  city  or  inability  to  act,  or  in  case  of  a 
vacancy  occurring  in  the  office  of  president. 

Art.  XI.  The  duty  of  the  secretary  is  to  keep  a  neat,  exact,  and  permanent 
record  of  the  meetings  of  the  board,  to  have  the  custody  of  the  records  and 
general  papers  of  the  board,  and  to  perform  the  other  functions  usual  in  his 
office.  The  duty  of  the  librarian  as  assistant  secretary  of  the  board  shall  be 
to  keep  the  formal  minutes  of  the  meetings  of  the  board  under  the  supervision 
of  the  secretary,  and  to  prepare  the  same  in  form  for  submission  to  the  secre- 
tary, and,  in  the  absence  of  the  secretary,  to  act  as  secretary  of  the  board.  The 
duties  of  the  librarian  as  treasurer  of  the  board  shall  be  to  keep  the  financial 
account  of  the  library,  and  to  lay  before  the  board  at  each  regular  meeting  a 
statement  of  the  amount  in  the  treasury  to  its  credit.  He  shall  have  the  cus- 
tody of  all  moneys  and  accompanying  papers  of  the  board,  and  shall  deliver  the 
same  to  his  successor  upon  the  termination  of  his  term  of  office.  All  payments 
of  any  sums  in  the  custody  and  control  of  the  board  shall  be  made  by  checks 
of  the  librarian,  countersigned  by  the  president  of  the  board.  He  shall  give 
bond  to  the  board  in  the  penal  sum  of  $2,500  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
his  duties  in  connection  with  the  custody  and  disbursement  of  money. 

Art.  XII.  The  duties  of  the  librarian  shall  be  as  follows :  To  take  charge  of 
the  library  and  reading  room,  and  he  shall  be  responsible  for  the  care  and 
safety  of  the  books  and  other  public  property  contained  therein;  to  submit  to 
the  board  of  trustees,  and  to  the  proper  committees,  measures  for  securing  the 
proper  management  and  fullest  efficiency  of  the  library  and  reading  room;  to 
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obtain  for  the  library  public  documents  of  all  kinds,  as  well  as  the  publications 
of  libraries,  library  associations,  and  other  bodies  whose  proceedings  and  re- 
ports may  afford  information  of  value  to  the  board  or  the  users  of  the  lirrary; 
to  keep  carefully  arranged  for  the  use  of  the  board  lists  of  new  books  and 
publications,  both  American  and  foreign ;  to  prepare  for  the  use  of  the  board 
lists  of  books  and  periodicals  required  to  complete  sets,  to  fill  out  such  depart- 
ments as  are  deficient,  and  to  supply  the  place  of  books  which  have  been  lost; 
to  keep  a  list  of  all  books  and  publications  donated  to  the  library,  stating  the 
name  and  residence  of  the  donor  and  date  when  received ;  to  classify  and 
arrange  all  books  and  publications  as  soon  as  received,  and  to  keep  the  same 
catalogues  according  to  such  plan  or  plans  as  may  be  approved  by  the  board; 
to  report  promptly  all  flagrant  cases  of  theft,  mutilation,  or  injury  of  books 
and  periodicals ;  to  be  responsible  for  the  preservation  of  order  in  the  rooms, 
and  to  be  present,  so  far  as  may  be  practicable,  in  the  library  during  library 
hours ;  to  exercise  control  over  the  library  and  reading  room,  and  all  em- 
ployees of  the  board,  and  to  promptly  report  to  the  trustees  any  delinquency  on 
the  part  of  the  employees ;  to  keep  exact  and  detailed  acounts  of  all  moneys  re- 
ceived from  fines  and  other  sources,  and  report  the  same  monthly  to  the  board 
at  the  regular  meeting;  to  submit  monthly  a  report  of  all  books  added  to  and 
loaned  by  the  library ;  to  prepare  and  submit  to  the  board  an  annual  report, 
giving  a  full  account  of  the  working  of  the  library  during  the  fiscal  year;  to 
discharge  such  other  duties  as  fall  within  the  province  of  librarian  and  may 
from  time  to  time  be  prescribed  by  the  board. 

Art.  XIII.  The  standing  committees  of  the  board  shall  be  as  follows,  each 
consisting  of  three  members,  to  be  appointed  by  the  president :  A  committee  on 
books,  on  finance,  on  employees,  on  buildings,  on  rules,  and  on  bookbinding  and 
printing. 

Art.  XIV.  Unless  otherwise  ordered,  to  the  committee  on  books  and  the  libra- 
rian shall  be  referred  all  matters  relating  to  the  selection,  purchase,  and  ex- 
change of  books  and  periodicals,  the  sale  and  exchange  of  duplicates,  and  of  all 
old  magazines  and  papers  not  kept  for  filing  and  binding;  and  said  committee 
shall  make  written  recommendations  to  the  board  as  to  all  matters  referred  to 
it.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  examine  from  time  to  time  the 
books  in  the  library,  and  to  temporarily,  pending  the  order  of  the  board,  exclude 
from  circulation  any  and  all  books  which  it  may  deem  offensive  to  good  morals, 
and  promptly  after  such  action  report  the  same  to  the  board  for  its  action.  No 
purchase  of  books  or  periodicals  to  an  amount  exceeding  $100  shall  be  made 
except  by  authority  of  the  board — entered  upon  its  record — and  all  purchases 
made  under  this  rule  shall  be  reported  to  the  board  at  its  next  meeting. 

Art.  XV.  Unless  otherwise  ordered,  to  the  committee  on  finance  shall  be  re- 
ferred all  matters  relating  to  the  library  funds  and  all  claims,  and  it  shall 
audit  all  accounts,  including  the  report  of  the  librarian,  provided  for  in  Article 
XI,  and  if  such  claims,  accounts,  and  reports  are  correct  certify  them  to  the 
board,  and  in  any  event  report  thereon  with  their  recommendation. 

Art.  XVI.  Unless  otherwise  ordered,  to  the  committee  on  employees  and  libra- 
rian shall  be  referred  all  matters  relating  to  the  appointment,  control,  and 
remuneration  of  employees  of  the  library,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  board 
for  its  action ;  and  all  matters  relating  to  the  appointment,  control,  and  remuner- 
ation of  the  librarian  shall  be  referred  to  said  committee  for  its  report  to  the 
board  for  its  action  thereon. 

Art.  XVII.  Unless  otherwise  ordered,  to  the  committee  on  buildings  shall  be 
referred  all  matters  relating  to  the  rental,  construction,  alteration,  repair,  fur- 
nishing, heating,  and  lighting  of  the  building  and  branch  buildings  to  be  used 
for  the  purpose  of  the  library  for  its  report  and  recommendation. 

Art.  XVIII.  Unless  otherwise  ordered,  to  the  committee  on  rules  shall  be 
referred  all  matters  relating  to  the  rules  for  the  government  of  the  board,  and 
to  the  same  committee  and  the  librarian  shall  be  referred  all  matters  relating 
to  the  government  of  the  library  and  its  employees,  who  shall  promptly  report 
thereon,  with  recommendations  for  the  action  of  the  board. 

Art.  XIX.  Unless  otherwise  ordered,  to  the  committee  on  bookbinding  and 
printing  shall  be  referred  all  matters  relating  to  the  binding  and  repair  of  books, 
the  arrangement,  printing,  sale,  and  disposition  of  catalogues  and  finding  lists 
and  statistics  of  circulation,  and  all  matters  relating  to  stamps,  plates,  labeis, 
printed  forms  used  in  the  library,  and  publications  or  printed  matter  issued  by 
authority  of  the  board,  for  its  report  and  recommendation. 

Art.  XX.  In  addition  to  the  above,  such  special  committees  may  from  time  to 
time  be  appointed  as  the  board  at  its  regular  meeting  shall  direct. 
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Art.  XXI.  All  reports  of  the  committees  shall  be  in  writing  and  signed  by  the 
proper  committee.  A  majority  Of  any  committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
thereof  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Art.  XXII.  The  order  of  business  at  regular  meetings  of  the  board  shall  be: 

(1)  Call  of  roll. 

(2)  Reading  of  the  minutes. 

(3)  Reports  of  officers. 

(4)  Reports  of  standing  committees. 

(5)  Reports  of  special  committees. 

(6)  Reading  of  communications. 

(7)  Presentation  of  claims. 

(8)  Election  of  officers,  when  proper. 

(9)  Unfinished  business. 

(10)  New  business. 

Art.  XXIII.  No  money  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of  the  board  shall  be 
drawn  from  the  treasury  unless  by  special  authority  of  the  board,  except  in  the 
case  of  the  purchase  of  books,  not  exceeding  $100  in  value,  as  provided  in  Article 
XIV. 

Art.  XXIV.  None  of  these  regulations  shall  be  amended  until  the  said  amend- 
ments have  been  proposed  in  writing  to  a  regular  meeting  of  the  board,  where- 
upon the  succeeding  regular  meeting  shall  act  upon  such  amendments,  and  a 
majority  vote  of  the  whole  board  of  trustees  shall  be  required  to  adopt  such 
amendments. 

REGULATIONS  FOR  USE  OF  LECTURE  HALL. 

The  trustees  have  adopted  the  following  resolution  to  govern  the 
use  of  the  library  lecture  hall : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  declared  to  be  the  policy  of  the  board  of  library  trustees 
to  confine  the  public  use  of  the  library's  lecture  room  to  free  public  lectures  or 
discussions  on  unobjectionable  topics  of  popular  interest  and  educational 
tendency. 

That,  in  accordance  with  this  policy,  no  charge,  direct  or  indirect,  shall  be 
permitted  to  be  made  to  the  audience  at  such  lectures  or  discussions,  and  that 
the  applicant  for  permission  to  make  such  use  of  the  lecture  room  shall  be 
required  to  announce  through  the  local  press  that  such  lecture  or  discussion  is 
free  to  the  public  and  invite  public  attendance  upon  it. 

That  applications  for  permission  to  use  the  lecture  room  shall  be  in  writing, 
addressed  to  the  board  of  library  trustees,  and  shall  set  forth  the  facts  con- 
cerning the  nature  of  the  proposed  lecture  or  discussion  and  the  pledges  above 
required  in  respect  to  it ;  that  each  application  shall  bear  the  indorsement  of 
the  librarian  to  the  effect  that  the  lecture  room  is  available  for  the  requested 
use  at  the  time  designated;  that  such  applications  shall  be  considered  and  acted 
upon  by  the  board,  on  favorable  report  from  the  committee  on  building;  and 
that  in  emergency  cases  where  use  of  the  lecture  room  is  desired  in  advance 
of  the  next  meeting  of  the  board  the  president  is  authorized  to  grant  the 
requested  permission,  if  the  written  application  for  such  use  in  due  form  as 
above  required  is  presented,  with  the  favorable  indorsements  of  the  librarian 
and  three  members  of  the  committee  on  building. 

REGULATIONS  FOR  USE  OF  STUDY  ROOMS. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  declared  to  be  the  policy  of  the  library  trustees  to  con- 
fine the  public  use  of  the  library's  study  rooms  to  the  use  by  individuals  or 
groups  of  individuals  as  places  of  quiet  study.  That,  in  accordance  with  this 
policy,  the  librarian  is  authorized  to  assign  such  study  rooms  to  individuals, 
committees,  or  clubs  for  limited  periods,  in  order  that  such  individuals,  com- 
mittees, or  clubs  may  better  avail  themselves  of  the  resources  of  the  library 
by  having  books,  periodicals,  etc.,  sent  to  such  study  rooms  on  request.  That 
such  study  rooms  shall  not  be  used  by  clubs  having  a  regular  order  of  business 
or  any  programmes  that  are  not  closely  connected  with  the  study  of  the  books 
and  periodicals  of  the  library. 
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LIBRARY  RULES. 

The  following  are  the  rules  adopted  for  the  government  of  the  use 
of  the  library,  as  amended  to  the  date  of  publication  of  this  report : 

Aeticle  1.  The  library  shall  be  open  for  the  delivery  and  return  of  books 
every  week  day  from  10  a.  m.  to  9  p.  m.,  July  4  and  December  25  excepted.  The 
reading  rooms  shall  be  open  every  week  day  from  10  a.  m.  to  10  p.  mM  July  4 
and  December  25  excepted,  and  every  Sunday  from  2  p.  m.  to  10  p.  m. :  Provided, 
That  during  July,  August,  and  September  they  shall  be  closed  at  9  p.  m. 

Art.  2.  All  persons  who  are  permanent  or  temporary  residents  of  the  District 
of  Columbia,  including  as  temporary  residents  those  who  have  regular  business 
or  employment  in  the  District,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  library" 
including  the  use  of  books  contained  therein,  as  a  lending  or  circulating  library, 
by  signing  the  proper  application  and  agreement.  Applications  must  be  signed 
at  the  library  and  must  be  renewed  every  three  years. 

Art.  3.  Minors  under  18  years  of  age  will  be  required  to  furnish  the  written 
consent  and  guaranty  of  parent,  guardian,  or  some  person  satisfactory  to  the 
librarian.  Temporary  residents  not  owning  real  estate  or  regularly  employed 
or  doing  business  in  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  furnish  a  guaranty  of  some 
resident  satisfactory  to  the  librarian,  or  shall,  at  the  discretion  of  the  librarian, 
make  a  deposit  of  $5,  this  sum  to  be  increased,  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  librarian, 
the  value  of  the  books  borrowed  exceeds  that  sum.  On  surrender  of  cards  issued 
on  such  deposits,  the  sums  so  deposited  shall,  after  deducting  unpaid  fines  or 
cost  of  replacing  books  lost  or  damaged,  be  refunded. 

Art.  4.  Each  person  entitled  to  draw  books  from  the  library  will  be  supplied 
with  a  card  inscribed  with  his  or  her  name,  residence,  and  register  number. 
This  card  must  be  presented  whenever  a  book  is  taken,  returned,  or  renewed. 
If  lost,  it  will  be  replaced  upon  payment  of  10  cents  after  seven  days.  Imme- 
diate notice  of  a  change  of  residence  must  be  given  at  the  library.  The  regis- 
tered holder  of  a  card  is  in  all  cases  responsible  for  books  drawn  by  means  of 
the  card,  by  whomsoever  presented,  and  for  all  fines  accrued  on  the  same.  No 
card  shall  be  lent  outside  the  household  of  the  holder. 

Art.  5.  One  volume  or  two  volumes,  if  of  the  same  book,  may  be  taken  out  at 
a  time  and  retained  two  weeks  (except  those  labeled  "Seven-day  book")  and 
may  be  renewed  once  for  the  same  period,  unless  a  reserve  has  been  left  by 
another  person  in  the  meantime.  Books  of  recent  purchase  and  very  popular 
books  are  called  "  Seven-day  books."  (1  hese  hooks  have  the  notice  on  the  inside 
and  outside  cover,  and  must  be  returned  at  the  end  of  seven  days. )  After  one 
renewal  a  book  may  not  be  taken  out  again  by  the  same  borrower  or  by  any 
other  member  of  the  same  household,  until  it  has  remained  on  the  library  shelves 
for  twenty-four  hours. 

Art.  6.  Any  book  in  the  library  (except  fiction  and  seven-day  books)  may  be 
reserved  by  the  payment  of  2  cents. 

Art.  7.  Books  of  reference  and  those  deemed  by  the  library  committee  unsuit- 
able for  general  circulation  shall  not  be  loaned  for  home  use,  except  upon 
special  permission  of  the  committee  or  librarian.  Such  books  will  be  designated 
in  printed  catalogues  by  the  abbreviation  "  Ref."  and  in  the  card  catalogues  by 
the  words  "  Reference  book,  does  not  circulate,"  stamped  on  the  face  of  the  card. 

Art.  8.  A  fine  of  2  cents  a  day  shall  he  imposed  if  a  book  is  kept  overtime, 
and  at  the  expiration  of  three  weeks  from  the  date  the  book  is  drawn  (if  it  is 
not  returned)  a  messenger  will  be  sent  for  it,  who  shall  have  authority  to  col- 
lect the  fine  incurred  and  an  additional  fee  of  20  cents  for  such  messenger 
service.  No  book  will  be  delivered  to  the  person  incurring  the  fine  until  it  is 
paid. 

Art.  9.  Books  are  not  to  be  exchanged  the  same  day  they  are  taken  out, 
unless  mistakes  have  been  made  by  the  library  attendants. 

Art.  10.  If  any  borrower  lose  or  materially  injure  a  book,  paper,  or  magazine 
belonging  to  the  library  he  shall  pay  the  cost  of  replacement  If  the  book 
so  lost  or  injured  be  part  of  a  set  he  shall  pay  for  the  entire  set,  and  there- 
upon receive  the  remaining  volumes  as  his  property.  A  book  retained  for  more 
than  four  weeks  shall  be  considered  lost,  and  the  person  retaining  it  shall,  in 
addition  to  accrued  fines,  pay  the  full  cost  of  replacing  such  book. 

Art.  11.  The  use  of  ink  is  not  permitted  in  the  reading  rooms.  Writing  in 
books  or  marking  the  same  is  strictly  prohibited  under  penalty  of  law. 
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Art.  12.  No  dogs  or  other  animals  shall  he  permitted  in  the  building. 

Art.  13.  The  use  of  tobacco,  or  the  eating  of  viands  of  any  kind,  and  all  con- 
versation or  other  conduct  inconsistent  with  the  quiet  and  orderly  use  of  the 
library  are  prohibited  in  all  parts  of  the  library  building. 

Art.  14.  Men  and  boys  shall  remove  their  hats  and  remain  uncovered  within 
the  building. 

Art.  15.  Works  of  special  rarity  and  value  shall  be  consulted  only  at  the 
discretion  of  the  librarian. 

Art.  10.  The  reading  card  must  be  surrendered  at  the  library  when  the 
holder  ceases  to  be  a  resident  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Art.  17.  Teachers'  cards  may  be  issued,  on  which  10  books  on  educational 
topics  may  be  drawn  at  a  time,  which  are  subject  to  recall  if  required  by  other 
readers.  The  librarian  may,  at  his  discretion,  cause  to  be  issued  special  privi- 
lege cards,  entitling  readers,  who  satisfy  him  of  their  need  for  such  special 
privileges,  to  10  or  more  books  other  than  fiction  and  recent  purchases,  for  use 
in  pursuing  courses  of  reading.  Such  privileges  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time 
at  the  discretion  of  the  librarian. 

Art.  18.  No  library  book  or  periodical  shall  be  removed  from  the  building 
without  formal  record. 

Art.  19.  Borrowers  must  take  notice  of  the  expiration  of  time  allowed.  After 
one  week's  delinquency,  notice  of  fine  follows  and  if  not  returned  within  a 
month,  the  value  of  the  book  and  fine  will  be  collected  from  the  delinquent  or 
guarantor. 

Art.  20.  All  books  and  periodicals  belonging  to  the  library  may  be  used  in 
the  library  building  by  any  suitable  person,  in  such  places  and  under  such 
conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  reading  room 
or  of  the  department  to  which  the  book  belongs.  In  all  cases  such  books, 
periodicals,  and  other  works  must  be  returned  to  the  desk  before  the  borrower 
leaves  the  room  where  they  are  used. 

Art.  21.  A  neglect  to  comply  with  any  of  these  rules  shall  work  a  forfeiture 
of  the  privileges  of  the  library.  Borrowers  are  expected  to  take  notice  of  the 
expiration  of  the  time  allowed.  No  claim  to  exemption  can  be  established 
because  of  the  failure  of  any  notice  to  or  from  the  library. 

Art.  22.  These  rules  may  be  amended  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  trustees 
at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  board. 

SECTION  849,  UNITED  STATES  REVISED  STATUTES. 

Stealing  or  injuring  books,  and  so  forth. — Any  person  who  shall  steal,  wrong- 
fully deface,  injure,  mutilate,  tear,  or  destroy  any  book,  pamphlet,  or  manu- 
script, or  any  portion  thereof,  belonging  to  the  Library  of  Congress,  or  to  any 
public  library  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  whether  the  property  of  the  United 
States  or  of  the  District  of  Columbia  or  of  any  individual  or  corporation  in 
said  District,  or  who  shall  steal,  wrongfully  deface,  injure,  mutilate,  tear,  or 
destroy  any  book,  pamphlet,  document,  manuscript,  print,  engraving,  medal, 
newspaper,  or  work  of  art,  the  property  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  held 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  on  conviction  thereof,  shall,  when  the  offence 
is  not  otherwise  punishable  by  some  statute  of  the  United  States,  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  and 
by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  one  month  nor  more  than  one  year,  or  both, 
for  every  such  offence. 
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REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  THE  INSPECTION  OE  ILLUMINATING  GAS 
AND  GAS  METERS  IN  THE  DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA,  BEING  A  COM- 
PILATION OF  THE  ACTS  OF  CONGRESS  AND  ORDERS  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  COMMISSIONERS  APPLYING  TO  THIS  OFFICE. 

The  illuminating  power  of  the  gas  furnished  by  any  gaslight 
company,  person,  or  persons  in  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  be 
equal  to  twenty-two  candles  by  the  Bunsen  photometer,  using  the 
Bray  slit  union  burner  numbered  seven,  consuming  five  cubic  feet 
of  gas  per  hour,  and  such  gas  shall  not  contain  more  than  twenty 
grains  of  sulphur  in  any  form  in  one  hundred  cubic  feet,  nor  more 
than  five  grains  of  ammonia  in  any  form  in  one  hundred  cubic  feet, 
and  shall  be  free  of  the  impurity  known  as  "  sulphureted  hydrogen  " 
[hydrogen  sulphide],  said  impurity  to  be  determined  by  passing  the 
gas  through  a  glass  vessel  containing  strips  of  bibulous  paper  moist- 
ened with  a  solution  of  the  acetate  of  lead,  and  if  any  discoloration 
of  the  test  paper  is  found  to  have  taken  place  this  is  to  be  held  con- 
clusive as  to  the  presence  of  hydrogen  sulphide  in  the  gas. 

When  the  illuminating  gas  supplied  by  any  company,  person,  or 
persons  in  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  at  any  one  time  be  of  less 
illuminating  power  or  of  less  purity  than  according  to  the  standards 
just  heretofore  given,  it  shall  be  so  reported  by  the  inspector  of  gas 
and  meters  to  the  company,  person,  or  persons  supplying  the  same, 
who  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  re- 
covered before  the  proper  tribunal  and  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  aforesaid  for  each  and  every  day  during  which 
such  violation  shall  continue. 

Provided,  however,  That  if  it  shall  appear  that  such  deviation  from 
the  above-named  standards  could  not  have  been  prevented  by  ordi- 
nary care  and  prudence,  but  was  occasioned  by  some  unavoidable 
causes,  then  the  said  penalty  shall  not  be  enforced. 

Sec.  2.  That  a  suitable  and  impartial  person,  competent  as  a  chem- 
ist, who  is  not  a  stockholder  or  employee  in  any  gas  works,  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  to  be 
designated  and  known  as  inspector  of  gas  and  meters,  * 
and  whose  duties  shall  be  to  test  and  determine  the  illuminating 
power  and  purity  of  the  gas  furnished  by  any  company,  person,  or 
persons  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  to  test,  prove,  and  seal  all 
meters  that  may  be  hereafter  used  by  them. 

Sec.  3.  That  a  laboratory  shall  be  provided  and  fitted  up  by  the 
Washington  Gas  Light  Company,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
inspector,  in  the  central  part  of  the  city  of  Washington,  at  a  distance, 
as  near  as  may  be,  of  two  thousand  feet  from  any  gas  works,  and 
furnished  with  suitable  apparatus  for  the  transaction  of  the  busi- 
ness of  the  inspector  for  which  it  is  intended,  and  the  laboratory  shall 
be  kept  open  on  all  business  days  between  the  hours  of  8.45  o'clock  in 
the  forenoon  and  4.15  o'clock  in  the  afternoon:  Pro n'ded,  That  the 
cost  of  fitting  up  said  laboratory  shall  be  paid  for  by  each  gas  com- 
pany in  the  District  of  Columbia  in  proportion  to  their  sale  of  gas 
for  the  year  just  preceding  the  passage  of  this  act. 
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Sec.  -i.  That  two  additional  laboratories  shall  be  provided  and  fit- 
ted up  by  the  Washington  Gas  Light  Company,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  shall 
be  furnished  with  suitable  apparatus,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said 
Commissioners,  at  a  total  cost  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  for 
inspecting  and  testing  the  illuminating  gas  manufactured  and  dis- 
tributed by  the  said  Washington  Gas  Light  Company. 

One  of  the  said  laboratories  shall  be  located  in  the  northwestern 
portion  of  the  city  of  Washington  and  the  other  in  the  southeastern 
portion  of  said  city,  and  the  cost  of  providing  and  fitting  up  the  said 
laboratories  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  said  Washington  Gas  Light- 
Company. 

And  a  laboratory  shall  be  provided  and  fitted  up  by  the  George- 
town Gas  Light  Company,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  shall  be  furnished  with  suit- 
able apparatus,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said  Commissioners,  at  a 
total  cost  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  for  inspecting  and  test- 
ing the  illuminating  gas  manufactured  and  distributed  by  the  said 
Georgetown  Gas  Light  Company:  Provided,  That  the  cost  of  pro- 
viding and  fitting  up  the  said  laboratory  shall  be  paid  by  the  said 
Georgetown  Gas  Light  Company,  and  the  said  Georgetown  Gas  Light 
Company  shall  be  liable  for  such  penalties  for  departures  from  the 
standards  of  illuminating  power  and  purity  of  the  gas  manufactured 
and  distributed  by  the  said  company  as  are  prescribed  in  the  first 
section  of  these  regulations. 

Provided  further,  That  the  Washington  Gas  Light  Company  and 
the  Georgetown  Gas  Light  Company  shall,  at  the  beginning  of  each 
fiscal  year,  provide  in  advance,  by  depositing  with  the  collector  of 
taxes  of  the  District  of  Columbia  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  neces- 
sary additional  expenses  of  maintaining  the  service  of  inspecting  and 
testing  illuminating  £as  and  gas  meters,  herein  provided  for,  as  esti- 
mated  bv  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  not  to 
exceed  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum  for  each  of  the  said  additional 
laboratories.0 

Sec.  5.  That  the  company,  person,  or  persons  furnishing  the  gas 
may,  if  they  see  fit,  on  each  occasion  of  the  testing  of  the  gas  by  the 
inspector  be  represented  by  some  officer,  but  such  officer  shall  not 
interfere  in  the  testing. 

Sec.  C.  That  daily  inspections,  Sundays  excepted,  shall  be  made  in 
conformity  to  the  intent  of  this  act,  at  any  time  after  twelve  o'clock 
noon  and  before  twelve  o'clock  midnight,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
inspector  of  gas  and  meters,  and  a  record  shall  be  kept  of  each  inspec- 
tion, giving  the  illuminating  power  and  purity,  which  shall  be  open 
to  the  public,  and  a  copy  of  the  daily  inspection  shall  be  furnished 
the  following  day  to  the  company,  person,  or  persons  furnishing  the 
gas,  Saturday's  inspection  to  be  furnished  on  Monday,  and  a  full 
report  for  the  month  to  be  furnished  upon  request  to  any  daily  paper 
printed  in  the  city  of  Washington  on  the  day  of  their  publication, 
next  after  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  each  month,  to  include  each  day's 
test  from  the  date  of  previous  publication,  and  giving  the  average 
illuminating  power  for  the  month. 

"This  does  not  1  Delude  salaries  of  employees  which  are  paid  by  the  District 
government. 
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Sec.  7.  That  all  bills  for  gas  furnished  by  any  company,  person, 
or  persons  shall  state  the  average  illuminating  power  for  the  month, 
and  if  the  same  shall  fall  below  the  legal  requirement,  as  in  this  act 
prescribed,  then  the  amount  of  the  bill  shall  be  reduced  pro  rata. 

Sec.  8.  That  in  testing  meters  the  inspector  or  assistant  inspector 
shall  ascertain  whether  the  meter  is  of  proper  construction  and 
requires  only  the  pressure  of  a  column  of  water  indicated  by  the 
water  gauge  commonly  used  for  such  tests  of  one-fourth  of  an  inch 
high  to  work  it,  and  whether  it  works  regularly  and  correctly  and 
registers  exactly  the  amount  of  gas  passing  through  it,  first,  at  the  rate 
the  meter  is  marked  to  supply;  secondly,  at  one-third  its  rate; 
thirdly,  at  twice  its  rate. 

The  standard  foot  shall  be  one  cubic  foot,  containing  sixty-two  and 
three  hundred  and  twenty-one  one  thousandths  pounds,  avoirdupois 
weight,  of  distilled  water  at  the  temperature  of  sixty-two  degrees 
Fahrenheit,  and  with  a  barometrical  pressure  of  thirty  inches,  and 
meters  registering  within  two  per  centum  either  way  of  the  exact 
number  of  such  feet  passing  through  them  at  the  first-named  rate, 
and  within  three  per  centum  at  the  second  and  third  rates,  and  no 
others,  shall  be  deemed  accurate  and  be  stamped  by  the  inspector. 

The  inspector  shall  keep  at  the  laboratory  a  correct  record  of  all 
meters  inspected  by  him,  with  their  proof  at  the  time  of  inspection, 
which  record  shall  be  open  at  all  times  to  the  public  for  any  reason- 
able examination  by  any  company,  person,  or  persons  having  any 
interest  therein. 

Sec.  9.  That  any  gas  meter  now  in  use  shall  be  proved  and  tested 
on  the  written  request  of  the  consumer  of  gas  on  whose  premises  it 
may  be,  and  in  his  presence,  if  he  requires,  upon  the  payment  in 
advance  to  the  inspector  or  assistant  inspector  of  fifty  cents  for  each 
and  every  meter  inspected,  proved,  and  sealed,  and  if  any  such  meter 
on  being  tested  shall  be  found  to  register  inaccurately  to  the  injury 
of  the  consumer  to  an  extent  exceeding  two  per  centum,  the  fee  of 
fifty  cents  shall  be  returned  to  the  person  applying  for  said  inspec- 
tion and  be  paid  to  the  inspector  by  the  company,  person,  or  persons 
supplying  the  gas,  and  every  such  meter  shall  be  considered  correct 
and  sealed  accordingly,  which  shall  register  quantities  varying  from 
the  true  standard  measure  of  gas  of  not  more  than  two  per  centum, 
and  a  record  shall  be  kept  of  the  same  and  of  all  fees  so  collected. 

And  all  meters  hereafter  used  by  any  gas  company,  person,  or  per- 
sons shall  be  first  inspected,  proved,  and  sealed  at  the  laboratory 
provided  for  by  this  act,  and  for  such  inspection,  proving,  and  seal- 
ing the  company,  in  the  first  instance,  and  thereafter  the  company, 
person,  or  persons  applying  to  have  the  meter  inspected  shall  pay 
fifty  cents  for  each  meter,  a  record  of  which  shall  be  kept  and  of  the 
fees  so  collected. 

Sec.  10.  The  provisions  of  sections  8  and  9  shall  apply  to  all  gas 
meters  from  which  the  heads  shall  have  been  removed  by  any  gas 
company  in  the  District  of  Columbia  for  the  purpose  of  examining 
and  repairing  the  same,  and  no  gas  meter  from  which  the  head  shall 
have  been  removed  shall  be  again  placed  in  service  by  any  gas  com- 
pany in  the  District  of  Columbia  without  having  been  duly  in- 
spected, approved,  and  sealed  as  provided  for  in  this  and  the  pre- 
ceding sections,  and  for  such  inspection  of  repaired  meters  a  fee  of 
twenty  cents  shall  be  paid. 
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Sec.  11.  All  fees  received  by  the  inspector  for  testing  meters  shall 
be  paid  by  him  to  the  collector  of  taxes  for  payment  into  the  Treas- 
ury of  the  United  States,  to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  United 
States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  in  equal  parts. 

Sec  12.  That  each  company,  person,  or  persons  manufacturing  illu- 
minating gas  in  the  District  of  Columbia  shall,  when  required  in 
writing  by  the  inspector  of  gas  and  meters,  bring  to  the  laboratory 
any  meter  that  may  have  been  required  to  be  inspected,  proved,  and 
sealed,  and  to  return  the  same  to  its  proper  place  after  such  inspec- 
tion; and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  other  party  or  person  to 
remove  and  return  meters. 

Sec  13.  That  any  gas  company  or  person  placing  a  gas  meter  in 
service  in  the  District  of  Columbia  that  has  not  been  inspected, 
proved,  and  sealed,  as  provided  for  in  the  preceding  sections,  for  each 
and  every  such  violation  of  such  provisions  shall  be  subject  to  a 
penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  before  the  proper 
tribunal  of  the  District  of  Columbia:  Provided,  That  if  the  inspector 
of  gas  and  meters  is  unable,  through  press  of  business  or  any  acci- 
dental cause,  to  test  and  inspect  and  seal  meters  proposed  to  be  set, 
then  the  company  shall  be  at  liberty  to  place  an  unsealed  gas  meter 
on  any  premises,  the  same  to  be  replaced  by  a  sealed  meter  as  soon 
as  sealed  meters  can  be  procured  from  the  inspector,  not  later  than 
forty-eight  hours. 

Sec  14.  That  the  inspector  and  assistant  inspector  of  gas  and 
meters  shall  each  give  bond  to  the  extent  of  double  his  annual 
salary,  and  shall  each  take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  before  some 
officer  legally  qualified  to  administer  the  same,  that  he  will  faith- 
fully, diligently,  and  impartially  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office.

The  Metropolitan  police  jurisdiction  embraces  the  territory  of  the 
District  of  Columbia,  an  area  of  nearly  70  square  miles.  There  are 
several  hundred  linear  miles  of  streets  and  alleys  in  the  most  improved 
portion,  while  as  many  more  are  included  in  the  roadways  and  drives 
which  traverse  the  less  densely  populated  sections.  Aside  from  the 
cities  of  Washington  and  Georgetown  there  are  within  the  District 
over  80  towns,  villages,  and  subdivisions,  ranging  from  95  to  3,500  in 
population,  the  intervening  roads  having  an  aggregate  of  about  6,000 
persons.  These  places  do  not  have  mayors  and  councils,  but  come 
under  the  governing  authority  of  the  District  of  Columbia — the  Com- 
missioners. Washington  is  the  center  of  activity  and  population, 
these  features  decreasing  in  the  direction  of  the  States  of  Maryland 
and  Virginia  and  the  police  distribution  of  force  diminishing  gradu- 
ally from  the  center  toward  the  District  borders. 

The  census  of  the  District,  enumerated  by  members  of  the  police 
force  a  year  ago,  shows  that  Washington  and  Georgetown  combined 
contain  a  population  of  259,100;  the  suburban  section  a  population 
of  64,223.    Of  the  whole  231,417  are  white  and  95,018  colored. 
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Outside  of  Washington  proper  are  located  many  extensive  and 
valuable  properties,  aside  from  the  Government  interests  and  private 
residences — the  University  of  America,  Methodist  University,  Pro- 
Cathedral  University,  and  Army  and  Navy  Preparatory  School  being 
among  them.  These,  together  with  the  Government  Asylum  for  the 
Insane,  Soldiers'  Home,  Bureau  of  Standards,  the  beautiful  Rock 
Creek  Park,  attractive  and  costly  cemeteries,  and  other  places  of 
note,  not  including  hundreds  of  magnificent  residences,  all  come 
under  the  watchfulness  of  the  District  police. 

The  highways  connecting  the  various  villages  and  subdivisions  are 
not  only  patronized  by  permanent  residents,  but  by  distinguished 
temporary  officials  and  visitors  whose  welfare  must  be  looked  after. 
Several  bridges  and  the  approaches  thereto  enter  into  the  general 
condition.  These  would  furnish  ready  means  of  escape  for  the  crimi- 
nal and  disorderly  into  other  jurisdictions  if  they  were  not  properly 
guarded.

DISTINCTIVE  FEATURES. 

Within  the  principal  city  of  the  District  are  located  those  important 
official  and  diplomatic  interests  that  are  to  be  found  in  no  munici- 
pality of  the  country  :  The  homes  and  executive  quarters  of  the  Pres- 
ident, Cabinet  officers,  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  Senators  and 
Representatives  in  Congress,  and  members  of  foreign  legations. 

Experience  prompts  that  precautions  be  adopted  by  the  police  to 
insure  them  against  anoyances  and  embarrassments.  This  is  under- 
taken on  the  part  of  the  municipal  police  in  the  absence  of  other  pro- 
visions for  their  security  and  comfort,  except  that  the  United  States 
Capitol  building  is  under  the  guard  of  a  distinct  police  supervision. 

The  surroundings  and  responsibilities  may  be  more  fully  appre- 
ciated when  it  is  understood  that  the  quiet  of  the  homes  of  some  of 
our  distinguished  officials  have  been  intruded  upon  by  irresponsible 
individuals,  with  whom  the  law  charges  the  police  must  deal. 

The  records  for  the  year  that  ended  June  30  last  show  that  491 
persons  alleged  to  have  been  suffering  from  mental  impairment  were 
investigated  by  the  police,  of  whom  377  were  admitted  to  the  Gov- 
ernment Hospital  for  the  Insane. 

Questions  of  international  law  and  others  of  an  intricate  character 
arise  from  time  to  time,  such  as  are  not  encountered  in  other  juris- 
dictions. The  social  conditions  are  distinct,  not  such  as  prevail  else- 
where, and  a  successful  and  creditable  police  administration  requires 
superior  intelligence  and  application  on  the  part  of  its  agents. 

The  District  laws  providing  punishment  for  felonies  and  misde- 
meanors of  greater  magnitude,  passed  by  Congress,  and  the  hundreds 
of  what  are  known  as  Police  Regulations,"  adopted  by  the  Commis- 
sioners, more  than  make  up  in  number  for  the  city  ordinances  in  any 
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large  municipality— such  as  those  that  prohibit  expectorating  on  the 
sidewalks,  dogs  barking,  roosters  crowing,  sweeping  paper  and  dirt 
from  sidewalks  into  the  street,  movements  of  vehicles,  and  many- 
other  seemingly  small  requirements  which,  if  strictly  enforced,  add 
to  the  cleanliness  and  order. 

While  the  residents  of  the  District  of  Columbia  are  generally  law 
abiding,  there  may  be  found  petty  pilferers,  dishonest  servants,  dis- 
turbers of  the  peace,  and  intolerable  cranks,  and  when  the  arrests  of 
such  are  included  with  those  taken  into  court  for  violating  the  multi- 
plicity of  District  regulations,  the  aggregate  will  be  found  to  equal 
that  of  the  larger  cities,  and  to  exceed  the  number  in  several  where 
minor  regulations  are  not  so  general.  It  is  readily  apparent  that  the 
high  percentage  of  arrests  in  this  jurisdiction  is  caused  by  an  unre- 
mitting enforcement  of  the  regulations  referred  to  and  not  by  crime. 

THE  POLICE  FORCE. 

On  the  30th  day  of  June,  1906,  the  Metropolitan  police  force  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  consisted  of  694  officers  and  privates,  distrib- 
uted as  follows :  At  headquarters:  1  major  and  superintendent;  a  cap- 
tain and  assistant  superintendent,  who  was  in  charge  of  the  detective 
bureau;  another  captain,  who  not  only  looked  after  the  horses,  vehi- 
cles, and  other  property  of  the  department,  the  uniforms  and  equip- 
ments of  the  force  and  the  condition  of  the  buildings,  but  also  served 
as  a  member  of  the  trial  board  designated  to  dispose  oi  cases  involv- 
ing breaches  of  discipline,  and  in  caring  for  other  details;  another 
captain  was  engaged  in  receiving  complaints,  making  assignments, 
transfers,  issuing  permits,  giving  legal  and  other  information,  carry- 
ing out  and  transmitting  orders;  and  2  others  were  employed  in 
observing  the  manner  in  which  the  privates  performed  their  duty  in 
the  precincts,  in  investigating  complaints,  and  sitting  as  trial  officers. 

There  were  11  lieutenants — 10  in  command  of  precincts  and  sta- 
tion houses,  and  1  acting  as  night  inspector;  24  desk  sergeants,  2 
being  assigned  to  eacn  of  the  stations  for  12  hours'  duty  each  in  caring 
for  the  records,  prisoners,  preparing  reports,  and  in  complying  with 
other  regulations. 

There  were  40  sergeants,  one  of  whom  had  charge  of  the  detective 
bureau  at  night;  2  had  charge  of  the  privates  on  duty  as  exterior 
guards  at  the  White  House,  performing  twelve  hours'  duty  each;  8 
were  mounted  on  horses,  exercising  supervision  over  the  privates  on 
duty  in  the  suburbs;  and  the  remaining  sergeants  performing  similar 
duty  on  foot  and  on  bicycles  in  the  several  precincts. 

Of  the  4  men  comprising  what  was  known  as  the  bicycle  corps  of 
sergeants,  2  were  privates  detailed  to  act  as  sergeants. 

On  the  date  mentioned  there  were  635  privates  in  the  force.  Thev 
were  not  all  available,  however,  for  beat  duty,  as  87  were  detailed, 
not  including  the  20  acting  as  detective  sergeants,  and  68  were  on 

Eost  duty  assignments,  leaving  but  480  for  patrol  duty  on  foot,  on 
icycles,  and  on  horseback.  From  this  number  should  be  deducted 
30,  who  were  sick  on  that  date,  and  27  on  leave,  leaving  in  round  num- 
bers 423  actually  available.  When  these  were  divided  into  reliefs, 
employing  the  greatest  number  in  the  night  time,  by  reason  of  the 
fact  that  marauders  move  under  cover  of  the  darkness,  it  will  be  seen 
that  100  were  patrolling  the  District  during  the  daytime,  and  that 
during  the  night  the  greatest  number  on  duty  at  one  time  was  200.

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IMPROVED  BUT  INADEQUATE  FORCE. 

When  the  proposition  for  changing  the  titles  of  the  several  officers 
of  the  force  and  increasing  their  pay  and  that  of  the  rank  and  file  was 
submitted  by  the  major  and  superintendent  and  taken  up  by  the 
Commissioners,  the  question  of  police  post  details  was  given  earnest 
consideration,  and  such  assignments  were  relieved  wherever  possible, 
the  members  of  the  force  being  returned  to  patrol  duty,  so  that  at  the 
beginning  of  the  present  fiscal  year,  with  increased  pay  and  the  spe 
cial,  or  post  duty,  force  reduced,  the  department  starts  out  under 
more  favorable  conditions.  The  act  of  Congress  providing  for  an 
increase  in  pay  for  the  members  of  the  force  was  approved  June 
8,  1906. 

There  was  no  change  made  in  the  title  or  salary  of  the  major  and 
superintendent. 

The  title  of  the  assistant  superintendent  was  changed  to  that  of 
inspector  and  his  pay  advanced  to  $2,500,  in  keeping  with  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  department. 

The  title  of  the  captains  was  changed  to  that  of  inspectors  and 
their  salaries  increased  from  $1,500  to  $1,800  per  annum,  but  there 
was  a  reduction  of  1  in  the  number  of  such  officials.  The  orders  of 
the  Commissioners,  which  went  into  effect  on  this  date,  provide  for 
the  retention  of  the  assistant  superintendent  as  the  head  of  the  detec- 
tive bureau,  and  the  3  inspectors  continue  the  duties  performed  by 
them  while  they  ranked  as  captains.  The  increase  in  pay  and  change 
in  title,  while  for  the  benefit  of  the  public  and  the  department,  were 
secured  at  some  sacrifice  to  the  major  and  superintendent  in  the  way 
of  reduced  assistance. 

The  titles  of  the  lieutenants  were  changed  to  captains,  who  assumed 
command  of  the  several  police  precincts  July  1,  1906.  They  are  held 
responsible  for  the  peace  and  good  order  within  the  limits  of  their 
respective  precincts  and  for  proper  discipline  on  the  part  of  their 
subordinates. 

For  many  years  the  several  stations  were  without  an  officer  of  rank 
in  immediate  charge  during  the  night,  owing  to  the  insufficient 
numerical  strength  of  officers,  but  under  the  provisions  of  the  new 
act  several  sergeants  were  promoted  to  be  lieutenants,  and  hereafter 
the  public  and  the  department  should  have  the  benefit  of  an  officer's 
presence  at  police  stations  at  all  hours. 

This  will  enable  the  sergeants  on  duty  to  give  constant  supervision 
to  outside  public  interests  and  the  privates  on  the  beats,  thereby 
furnishing  better  protection  to  life  and  property  and  securing  in- 
creased efficiency  on  the  part  of  the  patrolmen. 

The  promotion  of  10  members  of  the  force  to  be  captains  caused  a 
reduction  of  that  number  in  the  effective  street  patrol,  but  this  defi- 
ciency will  be  more  than  counterbalanced  by  the  perfected  organization 
and  improvement  in  discipline  which  will  result  from  the  change,  and 
their  restoration  will  undoubtedly  be  early  provided  for. 

The  new  law  provides  for  a  substantial  increase  in  the  pay  of  cer- 
tain privates,  the  latter  being  classified  as  follows,  to  become  availa- 
ble July  1,  1906: 

Class  1,  to  consist  of  privates  who  had  served  less  than  three  years, 
to  receive  $900  per  annum. 

Class  2,  to  consist  of  privates  who  had  served  more  than  three  years, 
and  less  than  five,  to  receive  $1,080  per  annum. 
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Class  3,  to  consist  of  privates  who  had  served  more  than  five  years, 
to  receive  $1,200  per  annum. 

For  many  years  the  major  and  superintendent  urged  that  the  sal- 
aries of  the  members  of  the  force  should  be  increased,  and  its  final 
coming  to  the  force  was  like  the  realization  of  a  dream.  Ihere  is  no 
question  but  what  the  encouragement  thus  given  will  bring  rew°**d 
twofold  in  the  intelligent  and  energetic  manner  in  which  the  m 
bers  will  carry  on  the  work  assigned  and  in  enabling  them  to 
the  higher  cost  of  living. 

That  which  is  now  lacking  to  make  the  department  what  it  should 
be  is  an  increase  in  its  numerical  strength,  and  this  year  the  major 
and  superintendent  has  taken  occasion,  in  connection  with  his  esti- 
mates, to  make  recommendation  which  should  secure ,  1  more  pri- 
vates. Considering  present  conditions,  this  recommendation  for 
additional  assistance  is  a  modest  one,  but  it  is  made  consistent  with 
the  estimates  of  the  Commissioners. 

The  new  precinct  along  the  river  front  and  Pennsylvania  avenue, 
Connecticut  avenue,  and  F  street,  in  the  business  section,  are  insuffi- 
ciently patroled,  while  Eckington,  Brightwood,  Kenilworth,  and 
other  outlying  localities  have  been  in  need  of  additional  men  and 
protection  for  the  past  two  or  three  years. 

It  is  not  only  difficult,  but  it  partakes  of  the  ridiculous  to  have  to 
recall  policemen  from  one  quarter  of  the  District  for  duty  in  another, 
perhaps  several  times  within  a  few  hours,  in  order  to  meet  unusual 
conditions.  This  should  be  avoided  by  increasing  the  number  of 
available  patrolmen. 

It  might  not  be  out  of  place  to  mention,  with  a  view  to  exercising 
economy,  that  a  member  of  the  force  who  was  detailed  at  the  Balti- 
more and  Ohio  depot  for  years  has  been  relieved  and  placed  on  other 
duty;  that  three  men  who  were  detailed  at  the  filtration  plant  were 
changed;  that  two  men  who  were  on  duty  for  years  around  the  city 
post-office  were  given  enlarged  territory;  that  the  member  per- 
forming duty  at  the  Bathing  Beach  was  taken  therefrom;  that  the 
police  veterinarian  was  recalled ;  that  the  three  men  serving  as  guards 
at  the  House  of  Detention  were  relieved  and  assigned  to  other  duty, 
provision  having  been  made  for  guards;  that  a  member  detailed  as 
inspector  of  licenses  was  returned  to  active  duty;  and  another,  who 
had  been  detailed  in  connection  with  the  pound  service,  under  the 
health  officer,  was  returned. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  due  course  of  time  Congress  will  make  pro- 
vision for  clerks  in  the  police  department,  bailiffs  in  the  courts,  and 
watchmen  at  the  workhouse,  thereby  advancing  the  welfare  of  the 
department,  by  permitting  the  assignment  of  these  members  to  their 
legitimate  duties. 

AMENDMENTS  REQUIRED. 

The  act  of  June  8,  1906,  made  no  provision  for  maintaining  the 
full  complement  of  the  force  in  case  of  death,  removal,  or  resignation 
of  privates  from  either  class  2  or  class  3  if  a  member  of  the  next 
lower  grade  had  not  served  long  enough  to  be  entitled  to  advance- 
ment. Consequently,  there  can  be  no  promotion  to  classes  2  or  3  to 
fill  a  vacancy  thus  created  until  a  member  qualifies  by  serving  the 
required  time. 
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It  is  therefore  recommended  that  paragraph  2  of  the  law  be 
amended  as  follows: 

Should  a  vacancy  by  death,  removal,  or  resignation  exist  in  the  grade  of  privates 
of  class  2  or  privates  of  class  3  at  any  time  and  no  private  of  class  1  or  class  2  having 
qualified  bv  length  of  service  and  as  otherwise  provided  for  promotion  to  be  a  private 
oi  class  2  or  a  private  of  class  3,  as  the  case  may  be,  the  Commissioners  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  are  authorized  to  appoint  to  class  1  such  number  of  privates,  not  exceed- 
10,  as  may  be  necessary  to  maintain  the  full  complement  of  the  force  as  allowed 
-  law  making  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  Metropolitan  police  force. 

It  as  also  observed  that  no  provision  was  made  in  the  reorgani- 
zation law  for  filling  the  several  classes  of  privates  should  an  emer- 
gency >  a/ise  which  would  result  in  more  than  ordinary  numerical 
depletion  in  other  words,  should  an  epidemic  or  other  catastrophe 
overtake  th  community  and  many  members  of  the  force  lose  their 
lives  under  tne  law  as  it  now  stands,  there  is  no  process  whereby  the 
reduction  could  be  filled,  and  for  that  reason  it  is  respectfully  recom- 
mended that  the  act  be  so  amended  as  to  provide  that  in  time  of 
emergencies,  such  as  riot,  fire,  flood,  pestilence,  or  similar  catas- 
trophe from  which  any  unusual  depletion  of  the  force  of  privates 
results,  that  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  be 
authorized  to  promote  to  class  3  privates  of  class  2  who  have  nearest 
completed  five  years'  service  in  such  class,  provided  their  intelligent 
attention  to  duty  merits  same,  and  that  in  like  emergencies  privates 
of  class  1  may  be  promoted  to  be  privates  of  class  2  in  the  order  of 
length  of  service  in  class  1,  provided  their  intelligent  attention  to 
duty  merits  the  same.  This  might  be  a  very  important  matter,  and 
it  is  urged  that  the  Commissioners  give  it  their  favorable  consideration. 

ANACOSTIA  STATION. 

Included  in  the  estimate  for  the  next  fiscal  year  is  an  item  for  the 
purchasing  of  a  site  upon  which  to  erect  a  substation  house  in  that 
section  of  the  District  known  as  Anacostia,  across  the  Eastern  Branch 
of  the  Potomac.  For  many  years  the  department  has  been  paying 
rental  for  the  station  house  over  there,  and  has  already  expended 
almost  a  sufficient  sum  to  purchase  a  lot  and  erect  a  building  thereon. 

The  District  at  this  time  is  paying  an  annual  rental  of  $480  for  a 
building  in  Anacostia  which  was  never  intended  to  be  used  as  a  station 
house  and  that  is  illy  adapted  for  the  purpose.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  Commissioners  may  prevail  upon  Congress  to  provide  a  site, 
which  will  lay  the  foundation  for  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  con- 
struct a  building  another  year.  The  population  of  Anacostia  and 
vicinity  consists  of  several  thousands  of  people,  and  near  by  is  the 
United  States  Government  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  with  its  3,000 
inmates,  all  forming  a  community  which  is  far  removed  from  the 
heart  of  the  District  of  Columbia  and  which  needs  a  modern  police 
station. 

THE  OLD  MORGUE. 

Within  the  heart  of  the  city,  not  far  from  the  new  union  station,  is 
located  an  abandoned  building  which  was  formerly  used  as  a  morgue. 
It  stands  in  the  rear  of  the  present  sixth  precinct  station,  and  will 
soon  become  an  eyesore  and  nuisance  unless  something  is  done  to 
maintain  it.    It  could  be  readily  converted  into  a  stable  for  the 
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department.  As  stated  in  previous  years,  a  small  expenditure  would 
put  it  in  condition  to  accommodate  the  sick  horses,  which  would 
avoid  the  placing  of  them  in  a  private  hospital  at  District  expense. 

TARGET  RANGE  AND  GYMNASIUM. 

The  District  of  Columbia  is  the  owner  of  a  lot  adjoining  the  Seventh 
precinct  police  station.  The  station  itself  is  a  modern  structure, 
occupied  by  a  large  force  of  men.  An  appropriation  of  $8,000  would 
enable  the  District  to  provide  a  gymnasium,  bowling  alley,  and  target 
range  on  the  land  referred  to,  which  would  prove  a  benefit  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  force  in  many  ways.  At  present  they  have  no  place  for 
recreation  except  the  sitting  rooms  in  the  station  nouses  and  when  off 
duty  are  disposed  to  seek  amusement  elsewhere.  The  establishment 
of  the  gymnasium  and  target  range  would  not  only  improve  their  effi- 
ciency in  the  use  and  handling  of  the  revolver,  which  each  member 
should  thoroughly  understand,  but  it  would  improve  the  men  physic- 
ally and  mentally  and  furnish  them  a  place  of  rendezvous  for  recrea- 
tion and  rest. 

There  is  ample  ground  adjoining  the  Seventh  precinct  station  house 
for  such  a  range  and  gymnasium,  and  one  of  the  existing  walls  can  be 
utilized. 

The  erection  of  this  building  would  not  only  be  an  improvement  in 
that  section  of  the  District,  but  would  prove  economical  and  in  the 
interest  of  good  government. 

Men  who  are  unfamiliar  with  arms  when  they  come  into  the  force 
are  required  by  law  to  go  armed,  and  are  often  called  upon  to  use  the 
same  to  save  life  and  property  and  yet  no  provision  is  made  whereby 
they  may  learn  their  handling  and  use.  The  shooting  of  a  mad  dog  by 
a  member  of  the  force  not  instructed  in  the  use  of  the  revolver  might 
cost  a  life  or  two  and  yet,  without  providing  a  gallery  for  practice,  how 
can  the  department  insist  on  efficiency  in  this  regard? 

INCREASE  OF  FORCE. 

The  estimate  is  for  an  increase  of  30  men,  at  $900  per  annum  each. 

Under  act  of  Congress  approved  June  8,  1906,  the  privates,  as 
stated,  are  divided  into  three  grades:  Class  1,  at  $900  per  annum  each; 
class  2,  at  $1,080  per  annum  each;  class  3,  at  $1,200  per  annum  each; 
those  of  class  1  to  be  promoted  to  class  2  after  three  years'  service,  and 
those  of  class  2  to  be  promoted  to  class  3  after  five  years'  service. 

Experience  has  already  demonstrated  that  under  this  arrangement 
there  will  at  all  times  be  a  greater  or  lesser  number  of  privates  in 
classes  2  and  3  than  specified  in  the  appropriation  act.  When  a  pri- 
vate of  class  3  dies,  resigns,  or  is  removed,  the  vacancy  thus  created, 
unless  a  private  of  class  2  is  eligible  for  promotion,  must  exist  until 
one  of  the  latter  class  becomes  qualified.  The  same  condition  will 
prevail  in  class  2  at  times.  So  matters  must  continue,  there  being  a 
greater  number  at  one  time  than  at  another.  The  greatest  reduction 
in  force  during  the  current  year,  owing  to  this  variation,  was  8 — quite  a 
deficiency  to  be  reckoned  with — but  by  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  the 
force  will  have  again  reached  its  maximum  strength,  consistent  with 
the  appropriation  made  for  its  support.  The  vacancies  carried  during 
the  year,  by  reason  of  lack  of  privates  qualified  for  promotion  from 
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classes  1  and  2,  will,  unless  corrected,  permit  of  a  lapse  into  the 
Ireasury  to  the  credit  of  the  police  expense. 

An  increase  of  30  in  the  number  of  privates  of  class  1,  at  $900  per 
annum  each,  is  recommended.  This  would  enable  the  department  to 
keep  the  force  a  little  above  the  maximum  and  furnish  the  assistance 
so  much  in  demand.  The  harbor  precinct  has  a  sufficient  number  of 
officers,  but  so  deplorable  a  representation  in  privates  as  to  make  it 
necessary  to  have  protection  afforded  in  that  growing  and  active 
locality  from  another  precinct,  thereby  borrowing  from  a  large  dis- 
trict, which  can  illy  afford  to  loan  its  help.  The  new  Union  "Depot 
locality,  with  miles  of  railroad  territory,  the  extensive  improvements 
in  the  business  center,  extension  of  railroad  lines  over  the  bridges,  and 
many  demands  in  residential  quarters,  to  the  extent  that  a  private 
police  institution  has  been  established  here,  which  incurs  an  expense 
the  citizens  should  not  be  required  to  bear,  calls  for  this  moderate 
increase  at  this  time. 

MORE  MOUNTED  MEN. 

An  increase  of  $3,600  is  asked  for  15  additional  mounted  men. 

There  are  now  available  8  mounted  sergeants  and  43  mounted  pri- 
vates, who  are  assigned  to  the  Third,  Fifth,  Seventh,  Eighth,  Ninth, 
and  Tenth  precincts,  which  include  extensive  outlying  territory, 
wherein  are  located  well-populated  towns,  villages,  and  roads,  Rock 
Creek  Park,  hundreds  of  valuable  residences,  many  prominent  educa- 
tional institutions,  governmental  buildings,  and  other  interests.  In 
order  to  cover  this  broad  expanse  each  of  the  mounted  men  must  ride 
many  miles  daily. 

In  the  Fifth  precinct,  the  county  portion  of  which  is  patrolled  by 
mounted  privates,  but  2  men  are  on  duty  in  the  day  and  five  at  night, 
3  being  the  greatest  number  on  duty  at  one  time,  to  patrol  all  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  east  of  the  Potomac  and  south  of  the  Anacostia 
River,  East  Capitol  street  extended,  and  Ridge  road. 

The  suburban  portion  of  the  Ninth  precinct  is  equally  as  extensive, 
terminating  at  the  Maryland  line,  and  is  patrolled  by  3  mounted  pri- 
vates in  the  day  and  6  in  the  night  time,  3  being  the  greatest  number 
on  duty  at  one  time. 

The  surburban  portion  of  the  Tenth  precinct  extends  from  Whit- 
ney avenue  to  the  Maryland  line  on  the  north  and  from  Rock  Creek 
on  the  west  to  Queen's  Chapel  road,  Brentwood  road,  and  Maryland 
line  on  the  east.  This  area  is  patrolled  by  12  mounted  privates,  4 
being  the  greatest  number  on  duty  at  one  time. 

The  rural  portion  of  the  Seventh  precinct  extends  from  Rock  Creek 
on  the  east  to  the  Maryland  line  on  the  west  and  north  from  George- 
town to  the  same  State  line.  This  area  is  patrolled  by  13  mounted 
privates,  5  being  the  greatest  number  on  duty  at  one  time. 

One  mounted  private  does  duty  from  K  street  to  the  Long  Bridge 
and  on  the  White  Lot  and  Monument  Grounds.  This  is  an  extensive 
beat;  but  the  mounted  private  is  able  to  give  close  attention  to  the 
river  front  and  the  Government  reservation  named. 

Another  mounted  officer  does  duty  between  Florida  avenue  on  the 
south,  Albany  street  on  the  north,  and  from  Second  street  west  to  the 
Brentwood  road.  The  available  force  of  footmen  being  so  limited, 
it  was  found  necessary  to  assign  a  mounted  private  to  this  locality, 
in  order  that  the  residents  therein  could  be  afforded  proper  protection. 
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A  casual  inspection  of  these  extensive  districts,  with  a  knowledge 
of  what  they  include,  will  readily  convince  the  observer  of  the  neces- 
sity for  the  15  mounted  privates. 

AN  EXTRA  JANITOR. 

An  increase  of  1  laborer,  at  $600  per  annum,  is  requested. 

There  are  at  this  time  13  laborers  in  the  department,  who  clean  up 
the  twelve  station  houses.  Not  only  do  these  employees  look  after 
the  offices  and  sleeping  quarters  of  the  force,  but  the  cells  and  cell 
corridors  must  be  cleaned  daily,  and  during  cold  weather  the  heating 
apparatus  must  be  attended  to. 

In  case  of  sickness  among  the  laborers,  there  is  but  one  extra  man 
to  relieve  them,  consequently  when  two  or  more  are  ill  or  on  leave 
there  are  no  substitutes  to  do  the  work.  With  two  substitutes  the 
larger  houses  could  be  kept  in  better  sanitary  condition  and  the  sick 
time  of  the  other  laborers  covered. 

REPAIRS  TO  STATIONS. 

An  increase  of  $250  is  recommended  for  repairs  to  stations. 

Additional  repairs  are  needed  in  some  of  the  stations,  which  can 
not  be  made  with  the  present  allowance.  Materials  and  labor  have 
advanced  in  prices  year  by  year  and  the  request  for  an  increased 
appropriation  is  justified  by  conditions. 

MODERN  CELLS  AND  CORRIDORS. 

For  the  reconstruction  of  cell  corridors  and  the  making,  erecting, 
and  placing  therein  in  the  First,  Second,  Fourth,  and  Sixth  precinct 
stations  eight  modern  steel  cages  for  prisoners,  with  modern  locking 
appliances. 

This  is  an  increase  of  $20,000.  For  several  years  the  department 
has  called  attention  to  the  necessity  for  modernizing  the  cell  corridors 
and  cell  rooms  of  some  of  the  police  stations.  Lack  of  ventilation, 
light,  and  modern  accommodations  is  not  characteristic  of  the  prison 
provisions  of  a  well-regulated  city.  There  are  times  when  prisoners 
must  be  confined  in  these  cells  in  numbers,  which  adds  a  severe  pen- 
alty to  the  restraint.  In  the  heated  season  of  the  year  it  is  especially 
oppressive  and  severe.  Those  interested  in  reforms  in  the  treatment 
or  the  unfortunate,  many  of  whom  are  held  for  trivial  offenses,  would 
hasten  to  condemn  the  facilities  afforded  here.  The  department  long 
since  entered  its  protest  against  the  maintenance  of  antiquated  quar- 
ters for  prisoners  in  several  of  the  stations,  and  urgently  renews  its 
recommendations  for  the  enlargement  of  the  window  spaces  and  the 
erection  of  up-to-date  steel  cages  with  overhead  ventilation,  together 
with  the  latest  sewer  connection  and  safety  appliances. 

HARBOR  PATROL. 

Frequent  calls  are  made  on  this  service  to  operate  in  the  night 
time,  and  as  the  pilot  of  the  vessel  must  be  licensed,  it  is  important 
that  a  second  sergeant  be  provided  for  that  service.  For  the  same 
reasons  it  is  urged  that  another  engineer,  fireman,  and  deck  hand  be 
allowed  for  those  hours. 
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An  increase  of  $500  is  recommended  for  fuel,  construction,  main- 
tenance, repairs,  and  incidentals. 

Owing  to  the  increased  demands  upon  the  harbor  boat,  and  the  pre- 
cinct to  which  it  is  assigned,  and  the  requirements  of  the  United  States 
Government  inspector,  as  shown  by  reports  on  file  in  the  police  depart- 
ment, it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  the  fund  for  the  maintenance  of 
this  auxiliary  be  increased  to  $2,500. 

UNSANITARY  BUILDINGS. 

Aside  from  the  improvements  mentioned  there  are  others  that  are 
badly  needed,  in  order  that  the  District  of  Columbia  should  enjoy 
the  distinction  for  having  modern  and  humane  accommodations  and 
facilities  for  handling  those  who  from  time  to  time  require  the,  atten- 
tion and  assistance  of  the  police. 

Several  of  the  buildings  now  utilized  as  station  houses  were  con- 
structed years  ago,  some  of  them  before  the  civil  war,  and  while  a 
rigid  inspection  reveals  that  every  effort  is  made  to  keep  them  free 
from  unsanitary  conditions,  these  efforts  are  unavailing.  The  health 
authorities,  the  police  surgeons,  and  citizens'  committees  have  con- 
demned three  of  these  houses  in  support  of  the  continued  contention 
of  the  major  and  superintendent  of  police,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
within  the  next  year  or  two  the  situation  may  undergo  a  change  for 
the  better. 

There  should  be  constructed  a  central  police  station  in  lieu  of  the 
present  First  precinct  affair.  Indeed,  the  placing  of  prisoners  therein 
and  subsequent  taking  of  them  to  court  for  hearing  partakes  of  the 
imposing  of  a  duplicate  penalty.  A  modern  building,  with  latest 
improved  places  for  confinement  of  prisoners,  with  an  armory,  baths, 
and  detention  room  for  women  and  ample  and  sufficient  office  quar- 
ters, should  be  erected. 

The  Fourth  precinct  station  is  more  an  antebellum  prison  than  a 
later-day  police  station,  and  should  be  demolished  and  replaced. 

The  Third  precinct  is  not  only  an  insanitary  house,  but  the  walls 
of  the  building  are  not  of  that  character  which  would  make  the  build- 
ing secure  under  all  conditions.  The  rear  lot,  on  which  is  located  the 
stable,  is  above  grade  and  a  decided  menace.  This  building  is  located 
in  a  growing  and  improved  section,  and  it  should  be  in  keeping  with 
surroundings. 

Regarding  these  places,  prior  reports  made  by  this  department  con- 
cerning them  are  in  part  as  follows: 

FIRST  PRECINCT  STATION. 

In  his  report  for  the  years  1902  and  1903  the  superintendent  of 
police  employed  the  following  language  with  regard  to  this  building: 

The  house  stands  within  the  shadow  of  the  new  city  post-office,  just  south  of  Penn- 
sylvania avenue,  where  it  was  erected  years  ago  after  a  foundation  had  been  obtained 
by  driving  piles.  Dark,  damp,  aged,  and  contracted,  this  building  is  unfitted  for  the 
temporary  confinement  of  persons,  much  less  as  a  domicile  for  the  members  of  the 
force  who  must  sleep  there  when  on  reserve  duty.  This  building  has  been  condemned 
by  the  police  surgeons.  Strong  and  hardy  members  of  the  force  have  succumbed  to 
disease  by  having  to  make  this  building  their  quarters.  Malaria,  typhoid,  and  kindred 
troubles  have  resulted  from  officers  being  housed  there.  A  modern  station  should  be 
erected  to  take  its  place.    The  Government  should  dispose  of  the  lot  on  which  the 
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present  building  stands  and  replace  the  station  on  elevated  ground.  It  should  be  of 
such  character  as  to  not  only  furnish  a  central  station,  with  all  improvements  and 
requirements,  but  be  of  such  proportions  as  to  afford  an  armory  for  police  purposes. 
There  should  be  a  drill  hall,  gymnasium,  bathing  pool,  and  such  contingents  as  would 
contribute  to  the  health  and  strength  of  the  men  physically  and  mentally.  It  is 
indeed  lamentable  to  find  cities  of  smaller  size  than  Washington  well  equipped  in  this 
respect,  while  the  District  has  not  a  police  headquarters  building  it  can  call  its  own. 

The  condition  of  this  building,  with  its  unsanitary  arrangements, 
was  commented  upon  in  his  report  for  the  year  1899  as  follows: 

The  First  precinct  structure  was  erected  years  ago  without  precaution  having  been 
taken  to  insure  the  cellar  or  basement  against  inroads  from  water,  which  annoyance 
prevails  in  other  houses  in  the  same  locality.  A  siphon  and  trap  have  been  used 
with  a  view  of  correcting  the  trouble,  despite  which  the  water  at  times  is  18  inches  in 
depth  in  the  cellar.  Immediately  above  all  this  are  the  offices,  cell  rooms,  and  sleeping 
quarters.  The  effect  upon  the  health  of  those  who  occupy  them  day  and  night  can 
not  be  otherwise  than  injurious.  Some  of  the  office  rooms  are  so  dark  that  it  is  neces- 
sary to  keep  gas  burning  in  the  day  time  in  order  to  permit  the  transaction  of  current 
work.  Add  to  this  poor  ventilation  and  at  times  the  cold  and  damp,  and  you  have  a 
fair  picture  of  the  principal  station  house  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 

A  board  of  inspection  concurred  in  the  estimate  placed  upon  this 
illy-adapted  building  by  the  major  and  superintendent  of  police,  and 
suggested  that  if  a  central  station  could  not  be  obtained  without  delay 
that  his  recommendations  made  in  1901,  1904,  1905,  and  1906,  for  the 
elevation  and  reconstruction  of  the  cell  corridors  and  placing  of  steel 
cages  in  lieu  of  the  ancient  and  poorly  ventilated  cells  should  be  al- 
lowed to  prevail  and  appropriation  for  the  same  be  secured  at  once. 

SECOND  PRECINCT  STATION. 

The  cell  corridor  and  cells  are  of  the  old  pattern  and  should  be 
demolished  and  rebuilded  with  steel  cells  inserted,  as  recommended 
by  the  major  and  superintendent  of  police  for  several  years,  his  report 
for  1901  containing  the  following: 

Cells  for  prisoners:  The  cells  and  the  corridors  in  which  they  are  located,  in  the 
station  houses  erected  years  ago,  are  antiquated  and  illy  adapted  to  the  purposes  for 
which  they  are  employed.  In  order  to  afford  prisoners  that  humane  treatment  which 
is  prompted  by  the  teachings  of  the  day,  modern  steel  cages,  well  ventilated,  properly 
heated  and  admitting  of  unquestioned  cleanliness  should  be  constructed  in  several  of 
the  precinct  station  nouses,  and,  in  this  connection,  a  means  established  for  the  en- 
trance and  delivery  of  prisoners  away  from  the  public  gaze. 

Estimates  for  the  same,  it  is  understood,  are  now  before  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  District,  and  it  is  hoped  that  appropriation  for  the 
improvement  will  follow. 

THIRD  PRECINCT  STATION. 

This  building  is  located  on  K  street  N.  W.,  near  Twentieth 
street,  and  is  the  headquarters  for  the  force  performing  duty  in  the 
central  northwestern  section  of  the  District.  It  was  constructed 
nearly  forty  years  ago,  and  in  that  time  an  additional  story  was  added 
to  it.  It  is  adjacent  to  the  Western  Market,  is  not  an  up-to-date 
edifice  for  official  or  other  purposes,  and  is  another  one  of  the  build- 
ings to  which  attention  has  been  called  in  the  annual  reports  of  the 
major  and  superintendent  of  police. 

The  principal  defects  to  be  observed  is  the  dampness  in  the  basement, 
where  is  located  the  heating  apparatus,  and  the  light  walls.  The 
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nearness  of  the  pipes  to  the  flooring  in  the  cellar  is  an  objection  to  be 
raised,  as  is  the  setting  of  the  furnace  proper  beneath  the  level  of  the 
floor  m  a  pan,  in  order  to  accommodate  the  height  of  the  same.  The 
rooms  are  well  lighted,  the  dormitory  on  the  second  floor,  however, 
having  only  that  ventilation  that  comes  from  the  windows  on  the 
front  and  sides.  Located  as  it  is,  on  a  prominent  thoroughfare,  its 
appearance  should  be  more  in  keeping  with  the  surroundings.  The 
rear  of  the  lot,  on  which  is  located  the  stable,  is  elevated  several 
feet  above  the  level  of  the  station  building,  which  is  a  situation  to  be 
criticised  and  condemned.  Several  years  ago  it  was  proposed  to 
Congress  that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  the  removal  of  this 
elevated  ground  and  the  establishment  of  a  wagon  way  adjoining  the 
station  building  itself,  whereby  the  patrol  wagon  would  be  facilitated 
in  responding  to  calls  for  prisoners  and  emergencies.  The  stable  can 
only  be  reached  by  ascending  a  flight  of  steps,  which  is  a  bad  condition 
to  be  met  with  in  the  police  service. 

FOURTH  PRECINCT  STATION. 

This  station  house  is  located  in  southwest  Washington,  and  was 
erected  many,  many  years  ago.  Its  position  is  such  that  noisy  pris- 
oners, at  times,  become  a  menace  to  the  peace  and  quiet  of  the  locality, 
and  residents  in  that  vicinity  have  just  cause  for  complaint.  The 
building  itself  is  old  and  unfitted  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  used. 
The  basement  is  below  the  level  of  the  area  way,  which  causes  damp- 
ness when  it  rains  and  the  material  throughout  is  well  worn  and 
depreciated.  The  cell  corridor  and  cells  are  of  the  original  pattern, 
and  should  be  condemned  and  replaced  by  a  ventilated  cell  room  and 
steel-caged  cells.  In  his  annual  report  for  1904  and  1905  the  head  of 
police  department  refers  to  the  condition  as  follows: 

The  cell  corridors  and  cells  at  the  Fourth  precinct  should  be  overhauled  and  new 
and  modern  cages  placed  therein.  Sewer  connection  should  be  had  with  the  basement 
in  order  to  admit  of  a  lower  cell  in  which  to  place  the  unruly  and  boisterous  prisoners 
who  have  by  their  conduct  made  life  burdensome  to  residents  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
station. 

Admitting  the  feasibility  of  maintaining  this  station  house  in  its 
present  location,  the  structure  itself  should  be  thoroughly  overhauled 
and  made  up  to  date.  While  this  is  being  done  the  floor  of  the  stable 
should  be  cemented,  with  proper  drainage  facilities,  which  at  the 
present  time  are  not  afforded. 

HARBOR  STATION. 

A  year  ago  the  harbor  precinct  was  established,  under  the  com- 
mand of  a  lieutenant,  who  is  also  harbormaster,  but  no  adequate 
provision  has  been  made  for  a  police  force  therein  beyond  a  day 
crew  for  the  patrol  steamer  and  two  or  three  members  of  the  force 
at  the  station.  This  situation  has  necessitated  the  supervision  of 
the  landed  territory  of  the  precinct  by  men  from  the  Fourth  precinct, 
to  the  detriment  of  property  and  personal  interests.  The  structure 
used  as  a  station  by  the  harbor  patrol  is  nothing  more  than  an  ill 
arranged  wooden  structure  on  a  wharf,  and  is  not  only  unhealthful 
but  unsuited  for  the  purpose.  It  should  give  place  to  a  station 
house  with  cells,  to  avoid  the  hauling  of  prisoners  elsewhere,  with 
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office  rooms  and  dormitory.  The  present  accommodations  seriously 
reflect  upon  the  police  situation  in  the  District.  There  should  be  a 
night  crew  and  provision  for  an  increase  of  the  patrolmen. 

ANNUAL  INSPECTION. 

The  annual  inspection  of  the  force  was  had  in  November,  1905, 
the  board  being  accompanied  by  Col.  Burton  R.  Ross,  of  the  War 
Department,  and  Capt.  James  F.  Oyster. 

The  condition  of  tlie  precinct  buildings  with  regard  to  cleanliness 
and  sanitary  arrangements,  the  arrangement  of  furniture,  records, 
and  facilities,  the  attire  and  "set  up"  of  the  members  of  the  force, 
the  condition  of  revolvers  and  other  equipments — in  fact,  every 
detail  was  gone  into  thoroughly,  and  the  flag  trophy  was  awarded 
to  Captain  Elliott's  command  at  the  Tenth  precinct,  as  nearest 
complying  with  all  requirements  and  making  the  best  showing. 
The  flag  was  presented  to  the  successful  command  by  the  Hon. 
Henry  L.  West,  Commissioner. 

DISCIPLINE. 

Efforts  have  been  made  to  the  end  that  the  members  of  the  force 
will  not  only  take  a  pride  in  their  organization,  but  that  they  will, 
individually  and  collectively,  feel  that  they  are  engaged  in  a  profes- 
sion and  that  a  good  or  bad  reputation  will  follow,  according  to  the 
manner  in  which  they  conduct  themselves.  With  good  pay,  reason- 
able hours,  and  an  assured  pension  in  case  of  disability  incurred  in 
line  of  duty,  there  should  be  incentive  for  good  conduct  and  intelli- 
gent action  at  all  times,  and  after  the  passage  and  approval  of  the 
act  of  June  8,  hereinbefore  referred  to,  the  major  and  superintendent 
was  more  than  ever  inclined  to  invoke  strict  compliance  with  the 
rules  and  regulations  governing  the  department. 

During  the  year  149  members  of  the  force  were  placed  before  the 
trial  board  on  charges  ranging  from  absence  without  leave  to  neglect 
of  duty — one  case  less  than  during  the  preceding  year.  There  was 
an  even  dozen  wherein  members  were  charged  with  intoxication  dur- 
ing 1905,  while  for  the  year  just  closed  there  were  but  nine  charged 
with  that  offense.  For  various  offenses  5  members  of  the  force  were 
removed  and  1  permitted  to  resign  under  charges,  while  for  the 
twelve  months  before  6  were  removed  and  5  permitted  to  resign. 
These  statistics  show  a  decided  improvement  in  discipline  if  the  imme- 
diate supervision  was  up  to  the  standard. 

In  order  that  an  idea  of  this  work  in  detail  may  be  had,  the  follow- 
ing table  is  respectfully  submitted :

RETIREMENT  FUND. 

The  new  police  law  changed  the  titles  of  three  captains  to  inspect- 
ors, but  provision  having  been  made  in  the  act  relating  to  the  Met- 
ropolitan police  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  approved  February  28, 
1901,  for  relief  of  certain  officers  of  the  police  and  fire  departments 
in  case  of  retirement,  and  these  titles  not  being  included  in  such 
provision,  I  have  to  recommend  that  section  4  of  said  act  be  amended 
so  as  to  include  in  the  first  proviso  thereof  "any  inspector  of  police." 

In  this  connection  it  might  be  stated  that  the  police  department 
is  exercising  rigid  economy  in  caring  for  the  policemen's  fund.  As 
the  law  stands  there  are  members  of  the  force  who  might  avail  them- 
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selves  of  its  provisions  and  be  retired,  but  that  feature  of  the  act 
which  permits  of  widows  and  children  of  members  of  the  force  who 
may  have  been  retired  and  who  died  thereafter  becoming  charges 
on  the  fund  necessarily  operates  as  continual  demand  on  the  resources 
and  sooner  or  later  some  action  will  become  necessary  to  replenish 
the  income.  The  provision  is  not  inconsistent  with  that  which  pre- 
vails in  other  jurisdictions  and  should  be  maintained,  especially  so 
when  it  is  understood  that  the  retirement  fund  is  created  from  Dis- 
trict revenues  alone,  and  there  is  no  opposition  on  the  part  of  the 
community  from  which  it  is  derived.  In  order  to  harbor  it,  many 
members  of  the  force  who  are  suffering  from  disabilities  which  pre- 
clude their  employment  in  the  more  active  street  duties  are  em- 
ployed at  assignments  where  they  render  a  service  which  otherwise 
would  reauire  a  vigorous  member  of  the  force. 

There  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  department  several  cases 
wherein  persons  who  in  years  before  were  retired  as  members  of  the 
police  force  have  been  found  guilty  of  committing  criminal  offenses, 
and  under  existing  law  the  Commissioners  are  powerless  to  deprive 
them  of  the  amount  of  pension  which  may  have  been  allowed  them 
at  the  time  of  their  retirement.  That  persons  who  have  by  their 
conduct  shown  themselves  unworthy  of  further  recognition  by  the 
Government  should  retain  such  by  reason  of  fault  in  the  law  is  unfor- 
tunate, and  the  retirement  act  should  be  so  amended  by  Congress 
as  to  debar  such  pensioners  from  further  participation  in  any  retire- 
ment fund. 

INTOXICATED  PERSONS. 

The  department  has  long  contended  for  an  inebriate  asylum  or 
wards  where  those  of  that  class  who  require  treatment  may  be  given 

E roper  attention.  It  is  true  that  there  are  many  who  are  taken  up 
y  the  police  as  drunk  who  are  conveyed  to  hospitals  for  care  and 
attention.  The  orders  issued  on  this  subject  by  the  major  and  sup- 
erintendent are  explicit,  and  read  as  follows: 

Washington,  D.  C,  January  14,  1899. 
Lieutenants  (through  Lieutenant-Inspectors  Pearson  and  Cross): 

It  is  important,  in  all  cases  where  sick  persons  are  brought  to  your  station  house  or 
taken  sick  while  there,  that  they  should  be  given  prompt  medical  attention. 

General  Orders,!  Washington,  D.  C,  March  19,  1901. 

No.  104.  J 

The  attention  of  the  members  of  the  force,  especially  the  lieutenants,  those  acting 
for  them,  station  keepers,  and  others  who  may  be  detailed  for  duty  in  the  several 
station  houses,  is  called  to  paragraph  187  of  the  Metropolitan  Police  Manual,  to  order 
of  January  14,  1899,  and  to  the  following  instructions  heretofore  issued: 

Whenever  a  case  of  apoplexy  is  brought  to  a  station  or  a  case  in  which  there  is  a 
doubt  as  to  whether  it  is  apoplexy  or  drunkenness,  as  well  as  other  emergency  cases, 
a  surgeon  should  be  sent  for  without  delay,  or  such  subjects  taken  directly  to  the 
nearest  hospital.  The  police  surgeons  and  surgeons  to  the  poor  are  subject  to  call  at 
such  times. 

It  ought  to  go  without  saying  that  a  case  of  total  collapse  from  drunkenness  needs 
attention  more  than  a  case  of  ordinarv  drunkenness,  and  that  in  extreme  cases  of  this 
character  they  partake  of  dangerous  illness,  and  should  be  cared  for  in  conformity 
with  the  above  instructions. 

Cells  in  which  persons  are  confined  should  be  visited  by  some  one  of  those  in  charge 
of  a  station  house  at  least  every  half  an  hour,  or  at  shorter  intervals,  as  the  situation 
may  demand,  to  ascertain  the  condition  of  those  who  may  be  incarcerated  therein. 
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Notwithstanding  every  attention  the  police  may  give  in  response 
to  their  opinions  of  these  cases,  those  charged  with  making  arrests 
are  not  expected  to  be  qualified  as  physicians.  Many  of  them  have 
had  hospital  training,  but  that  does  not  qualify  them  to  administer 
medical  advice  or  treatment.  If  every  individual  who  is  taken  up 
as  intoxicated  is  to  be  considered  as  a  sick  person,  there  are  thou- 
sands of  them  who  should  be  observed  in  the  course  of  a  year's  police 
work,  and  a  physician  should  be  located  at  each  police  station  or  a 
hospital  be  had  to  which  they  could  be  taken  directly.  Drunken- 
ness in  the  District  is  not  a  crime  or  misdemeanor,  unless  accompa- 
nied by  disorderly  conduct,  but  the  subject  is  removed  from  the 
street  rather  as  an  obstruction  and  in  order  that  the  individual  may 
be  saved  from  injury  and  robbery  (if  not  death),  and  release  follows 
the  recovery  from  such  condition.  In  most  jurisdictions  drunken- 
ness is  covered  by  the  law  and  a  penalty  may  be  imposed.  Some 
years  ago  it  was  proposed  to  make  it  a  misdemeanor,  to  be  followed 
by  fine,  but  the  proposition  did  not  prevail.  In  the  absence  of  any 
other  place  than  the  police  station  it  is  necessary  that  these  unfor- 
tunates be  taken  there  for  protection.  The  number  of  such  cases 
last  year  was  3,837.  Besides  these  many  unable  to  care  for  them- 
selves were  taken  to  their  homes,  but  this  procedure  in  the  vast 
number  of  cases  would  be  far  more  distressing  to  many  families  and 
relatives,  especially  where  danger  might  result  from  self-injury,  than 
would  follow  care  at  the  police  stations. 

LIQUOR  LAW  AND  EVASIONS. 

Those  engaged  in  the  business  of  selling  liquor  in  the  District  gen- 
erally observe  the  provisions  of  the  excise  laws.  This  statement  is 
not  intended  to  apply  to  clubs  where  membership  may  be  had  for  a 
nominal  fee  and  patronage  is  permitted  on  Sundays.  The  furnishing 
of  liquor  at  any  time  on  the  payment  of  a  small  initiation  fee  looks 
very  much  like  an  evasion  of  law. 

Then  there  is  the  "  speak  easy,"  a  place  where  intoxicants  are  dis- 
pensed under  cover  and  without  license.  Those  who  thus  violate 
the  law  usually  provide  a  stock  on  Saturdays,  to  be  sold  on  Sundays 
in  rooms,  from  satchels,  at  picnics,  or  other  places  where  persons 
congregate. 

During  the  year  14  convictions  were  secured  by  the  police  for  keep- 
ing "open  bar"  on  Sunday,  and  55  cases  were  made  against  those 
selling  without  license. 

There  is  provision  in  law  against  the  selling  of  intoxicating  liquors 
to  minors,  but  despite, the  existence  of  such  the  attention  of  the 
police  is  called  to  cases  of  boys  under  the  influence  of  drink.  Inves- 
tigation of  these  cases  has  convinced  those  charged  with  the  duty 
that  they  do  not  result  from  purchases  made  by  minors  but  that 
intoxicants  are  procured  by  persons  of  lawful  age  at  the  solicitation 
and  for  the  use  of  those  who  are  forbidden  sales  under  the  law.  In 
one  instance  several  boys  robbed  a  place  where  liquors  were  sold,  in 
order  to  procure  drink.  The  youths  were  arrested,  taken  to  the 
juvenile  court,  reprimanded,  and  placed  on  probation.  Enough  is 
known  to  convince  me  that  there  are  those  so  degraded  that  they 
will  purchase  for  minors'  use,  and  I  respectfully  beg  leave  to  recom- 
mend that  the  existing  law  be  so  amended  as  to  make  it  a  punishable 
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offense  for  any  person  to  buy,  purchase  in  any  manner,  or  procure 
intoxicating  liquors  for  the  use  of  any  other  person  under  21  years 
of  age  except  in  case  of  illness  or  injury,  and  then  such  to  be  furnished 
by  a  parent  or  guardian  or  on  the  prescription  of  a  duly  registered 
physician. 

In  considering  these  subjects  the  social  conditions  of  the  commu- 
nity should  not  be  lost  sight  of. 

CONCEALED  WEAPONS. 

The  carrying  of  concealed  weapons  has  not  diminished  as  it  should, 
there  being  but  18  less  cases  of  arrest  upon  this  charge  as  compared 
with  the  prior  year.  The  fact  should  not  be  lost  sight  of  that  danger 
always  attends  the  presence  of  a  loaded  gun  in  a  thickly  populated 
community,  and  it  is  not  the  fault  of  the  one  who  shoots  and  wounds 
another  that  murder  was  not  committed.  The  sure  cure  for  the 
reduction  of  the  habit  will  be  found  in  the  application  of  the  maxi- 
mum penalty,  with  jail  sentence. 

During  police  investigations  difficulty  is  often  experienced  by 
reason  of  the  fact  that  the  cheaper  revolvers  are  not  numbered  and 
recorded  by  the  manufacturer  under  his  name  and  by  the  party  mak- 
ing sales.  The  law  should  require  that  all  firearms  made  for  sale 
should  be  distinctly  marked  and  recorded  at  time  of  sale  in  the 
District. 

It  is  not  unusual  for  police  officers  and  detectives  from  outside 
jurisdictions  to  visit  the  District  of  Columbia  in  pursuit  of  criminals 
or  while  investigating  circumstances  surrounding  criminal  cases  on 
which  they  may  be  engaged.    These  representatives  carry  arms  at 
times,  as  do  the  members  of  this  department  when  they  are  sent  else- 
where in  connection  with  their  employment.    In  most  of  the  States 
and  municipalities  the  laws  are  such  as  to  exempt  any  member  of  a 
police  department,  sheriff  of  a  county,  or  other  peace  officer  who 
may  go  so  armed  from  arrest  or  interference  on  the  part  of  the  author- 
ities in  the  community  where  they  may  be  temporarily  on  duty,  and 
the  same  exemption  should  prevail  in  the  District  of  Columbia.  It 
is  well  known  by  those  who  have  had  experience  that  there  is  neces- 
sity for  being  armed  at  all  times,  whether  at  home  or  abroad,  and  a 
technical  enforcement  of  the  law  here  would  prove  embarrassing  to 
the  District  officer  by  retaliation.    Therefore  I  have  to  recommend 
that  the  concealed-weapon  law  be  amended  so  as  to  prevent  officers 
of  the  law  from  other  localities  being  amenable  to  its  operations. 

STREETS  AS  PLAYGROUNDS. 

The  danger  caused  by  children  making  playgrounds  of  the  streets 
was  long  since  established.  There  have  been  deaths  and  accidents 
caused  by  street  railway  cars  and  other  vehicles,  and  on  the  other 
hand  destruction  to  the  railway  property  has  followed  the  placing  of 
iron  hoops  and  other  metallic  substances  in  the  electric  railway  slots 
by  the  children.  Ball  playing  on  the  street  has  resulted  in  complaints 
on  account  of  noise  and  broken  windows,  and  the  same  hue  and  cry 
on  the  part  of  citizens  is  made  in  most  instances  where  vacant  lots 
have  been  occupied  by  ball  or  other  players.    During  the  warm 
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weather  it  is  true  the  playing  of  these  games  at  times  and  in  certain 
localities  attracts  large  and  noisy  gatherings.  So  it  is  that  boys  are 
driven  from  pillar  to  post  and  have  sought  comfort  in  the  secluded 
room  or  loft,  where  with  others  they  found  cards,  and  drink.  While 
parents  are  largely  responsible  for  the  consequent  troubles  caused 
by  children  playing  in  the  streets  and  on  vacant  lots,  the  District 
owes  it  to  them  to  provide  suitable  places  for  outdoor  recreation. 

There  should  be  grounds  for  ball,  tennis,  golf,  croquet,  bicycle,  and 
running  track,  a  swimming  pool  and  gymnasium  for  cold  weather- 
all  under  rules  to  be  enforced  by  police  attendants.  The  barren, 
heated  squares  in  the  heart  of  a  city,  without  shade,  are  not  model 
environments  for  recreation  and  pure  air. 

In  support  of  this  statement,  the  records  show  that  12  children  fell 
from  street  cars,  1  was  killed  by  a  street  car,  24  were  knocked  down 
by  street  cars,  7  were  injured  by  steam  railroad  cars,  5  by  automo- 
biles, 8  knocked  down  by  wagons,  25  were  run  over  by  wagons,  2 
kicked  by  horses,  1  killed  by  an  automobile,  14  were  injured  in 
bicycle  accidents,  15  fell  from  wagons,  6  were  injured  by  falls  and 
while  playing  in  the  streets  during  the  year,  and  these  included  only 
those  that  came  to  the  knowledge  ot  the  police. 

PHARMACY  INSPECTION. 

A  pharmacy  law  was  approved  May  7,  1906,  and  a  detailed  effort 
immediately  begun  to  require  compliance  therewith.  The  member 
of  the  force  detailed  to  that  work  has  made  700  visits  to  drug  stores, 
physicians,  and  dentists  since  April  last;  51  investigations  were  made 
and  19  arrests  had  in  that  brief  period. 

The  cocaine  habit  and  sale  is  the  most  difficult  to  cope  with  and 
the  law  should  be  so  complete  as  to  prohibit  other  than  licensed  drug- 
gists, physicians,  dentists,  or  veterinarians  having  it  in  his  or  her 
possession,  except  on  a  physician's  prescription,  and  then  the  package 
to  bear  the  name  of  the  physician  and  the  patient  for  whom  prescribed. 

PUBLIC  HACKS. 

Last  year  there  were  383  licensed  vehicles  in  the  District — vehicles 
for  hire  for  carrying  passengers.  Of  this  number  14  were  condemned 
by  the  member  of  the  force  who  is  assigned  to  hack  inspection.  In 
the  enforcement  of  the  regulations  arrests  were  made  for  using  unli- 
censed vehicle,  charging  excessive  rates,  failure  to  turn  in  property 
left  in  vehicles,  loitering  in  the  streets,  not  having  rate  cards  displayed, 
lights  not  burning,  refusing  to  convey  passengers,  and  for  other 
causes,  fines  being  imposed  to  the  amount  of  $361.  Property  to  the 
value  of  $170  was  recovered  through  hackmen  and  returned  to 
owners. 

While  there  has  been  an  improvement  in  the  public  hack  service, 
made  necessary  largely  through  motor  competition,  it  is  not  what  it 
should  be. 

This  department  renews  its  recommendation  of  former  years  that 
an  amendment  to  the  law  be  enacted  whereby  drivers  will  be  required 
to  procure  licenses,  rather  than  the  owners  of  public  vehicles,  and  to 
be  granted  after  approval  by  the  police  department. 
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VICIOUS  DOGS. 

There  is  a  dog  law  in  the  District  which  provides  that  the  owner 
of  a  licensed  vicious  animal  may  be  held  responsible  for  damages 
which  may  result  when  it  bites  an  individual,  and,  in  addition,  the 
owner  may  be  prosecuted  and  fined,  and,  after  a  second  conviction, 
upon  the  order  of  the  court,  the  dog  may  be  killed.  There  have  been 
instances  where  children  and  others  have  undergone  the  shock  and 
suffering  which  results  from  the  keeping  of  biting  dogs,  but  the 
matter  must  go  before  the  court  before  an  animal  can  be  done  away 
with,  no  matter  how  dangerous  and  how  serious  its  attack.  It  seems 
hardly  fair  and  just  that  the  citizens  should  be  required  to  wait  until 
the  owners'  name  is  learned,  a  warrant  procured,  and  trial  and  action 
of  court  had  in  some  cases  where  the  results  following  the  attack  of 
the  dog  have  been  serious,  but  in  such  cases  more  expeditious  action 
seems  warranted. 

BILLBOARDS  AND  POSTERS. 

'The  attractiveness  of  any  city  is  in  a  measure  marred  by  the 
maintenance  of  cheap  and  unsightly  posters  on  billboards.  For  several 
years  efforts  have  been  made  to  reduce  the  offensiveness  of  these 
displays,  with  some  degree  of  success.  Where  posters  are  submitted 
to  the  authorities  for  criticism,  it  devolves  upon  one  official  to  be  the 
judge  of  such  matters  for  the  whole  community  until  taken  to  court, 
where  it  becomes  a  question  for  a  jury.  While  broader  illustrations 
are  trimmed  or  reduced  in  their  character  one  week,  the  next  ones 
which  come  along  are  liable  to  be  excessively  offensive.  It  resolves 
itself  into  a  slight  difference  in  the  end  at  a  cost  of  much  time  and 
trouble.  Aside  from  pictures  which  are  along  the  lines  of  the  nude, 
there  is  a  class  of  posters  made  to  depict  crime,  hold-ups  and  blood- 
and-thunder  shows,  which  are  not  specially  instructive  to  the  growing 
girl  and  boy,  and  who  not  infrequently  study  them  as  they  would 
the  dime  novel.  The  boy  has  been  known  to  impersonate  the 
desperado  which  the  poster  represents.  In  fact,  the  business  of 
placing  instructive,  attractive,  and  inoffensive  illustrations  and  high- 
class  mechanical  work  on  the  boards  has  been  injured  by  the  cheap 
and  decidedly  yellow  flaming  bills  which  too  often  find  prominence 
in  the  most  public  places.  Neatness  seems  to  be  at  a  discount,  and 
the  association  of  bill  posters,  be  it  to  their  credit,  are  not  in  sympathy 
with  the  efforts  of  advertisers  to  go  beyond  the  limits  of  decency,  and 
they  have  so  declared  in  their  conventions. 

The  law  should  regulate  and  relegate  the  sensational,  misleading, 
and  exciting  object  lessons  that  deface  the  billboards,  that  add  no 
substantial  patronage  to  the  houses  that  employ  them. 

Portraits  should  not  be  included  in  the  category  with  burglaries, 
killings,  train  wreckings,  and  the  attempted  portrayal  of  sensational 
beauty  shows. 

PARK  AND  OTHER  POLICE. 

There  is  no  other  jurisdiction  known  to  this  department  where  the 
police  responsibilities  are  divided  as  they  are  in  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia— not  in  a  general  way,  but  to  that  extent  that  at  times  compli- 
cates matters.    It  is  not  unusual  for  a  park  watchman  to  be  confused 
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with  a  member  of  the  Metropolitan  establishment,  and  street  railway- 
crossing  policemen,  who  are  posted  at  intersecting  street  car  lines, 
under  a  special  act  of  Congress,  are  likewise  confounded  with  mem- 
bers of  the  regular  force.  The  United  States  Capitol  police  have 
exclusive  supervision  of  the  Capitol  Building  and  grounds,  with  the 
exception  that  the  members  of  the  District  police  force  exercise 
concurrent  jurisdiction  over  the  grounds.  These  auxiliary  forces 
each  and  severalty  perform  good  service,  considering  the  disadvantages 
under  which  they  must  at  times  labor.  The  park  police  look  after 
the  public  reservations  to  the  extent  of  the  limited  command,  but 
a  murder,  robbery,  or  other  violation  of  law  committed  thereon 
would  in  all  probability  at  once  call  for  the  intervention  and  action 
of  the  District  force.  The  park  police  are  underpaid,  and  the  crossing 
force  at  intersecting  railways,  with  the  exception  of  performing  an 
all-night  service  and  doing  reserve  duty  at  the  stations,  are  required  to 
perform  the  work  of  a  "  regular  "  at  and  about  the  corners  where  they 
are  assigned.  It  is  the  opinion  of  this  department  that  the  park  and 
railway  police  should  be  included  in  the  Metropolitan  police  insti- 
tution, with  the  pay  and  retirement  privileges  which  go  with  it,  and 
that  the  more  extensive  reservations  should  be  supervised  by  mounted 
representatives  rather  than  footmen 


WASTE. 


The  waste-paper  nuisance  is  one  which  has  occasioned  much  study 
and  excited  some  complaint.  In  a  city  with  smooth,  clean  streets 
the  presence  of  scraps  of  paper  and  fruit  rinds  thereabout  must 
necessarily  cause  comment.  It  has  diminished  a  great  deal,  but 
will  never  entirely  cease.  It  should  be  considered  that  a  thorough- 
fare like  Seventh  street,  with  its  hundreds  of  large  and  small  stores, 
patronized  by  thousands  of  people  within  a  few  hours  on  Saturday 
afternoons  and  evenings,  is  littered  with  many  particles  of  paper  thrown 
aside  by  those  who  open  packages  and  who  buy  from  fruit  and  other 
venders  on  the  street.  The  same  conditions  may  be  observed  after 
large  gatherings  of  people,  and  all  can  not  be  arrested.  The  winds 
carry  waste  over  the  smooth  roadways  and  accumulations  will  follow. 
Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  police,  box  receptacles  were  placed 
on  corners  for  waste  paper,  and  school  children  were  cautioned. 
Unless  streets  are  cleaned  daily  there  will  be  waste  thereon.  The 
police  have  been  instructed  many  times  to  reduce  the  unsightliness 
which  comes  from  this  source  to  the  extent  of  their  ability. 

FUGITIVE  LAW. 

The  necessity  for  the  passage  of  a  law  whereby  a  fugitive  from 
justice  may  be  legally  arrested  and  held  in  custody  pending  arrival 
of  officers ^from  another  jurisdiction  is  more  apparent  each  year. 
The  District  may  secure  the  arrest  of  a  fugitive  m  another  jurisdic- 
tion and  have  the  prisoner  held,  but  it  is  not  so  here,  and  members  of 
the  force  assume  great  risk  at  times  in  doing  the  public  a  service.  It 
is  unfair  that  the  legislators  should  not  properly  shield  them  m  the 
performance  of  a  dutv.  There  should  be  a  law  under  which  a  war- 
rant can  be  obtained 'in  this  District  for  the  arrest  and  holding  of  a 
criminal  who  may  seek  refuge  here,  to  be  issued  to  a  member  of  the 
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force  upon  receipt  of  an  authorized  official  statement  from  another 
jurisdiction  that  the  person  wanted  has  committed  a  crime  there, 
under  which  the  person  may  be  detained  for  ten  days,  pending 
arrival  of  requisition  and  other  legal  instruments. 

MOTOR  VEHICLES. 

The  law  passed  a  year  ago  to  regulate  the  speed  of  motor  vehicles 
entailed  duties  upon  the  police  which  have  in  a  measure  detracted 
from  the  efficiency  that  prevailed  under  the  former  regulations.  In 
the  outlying  sections  a  greater  speed  is  permitted,  and  an  operator 
may  so  increase  it  on  the  unimproved  roads  as  to  make  it  impossible 
for  an  officer  on  a  bicycle  to  keep  pace  with  or  overtake  him.  The 
department  will,  therefore,  place  in  operation  a  motor  cycle  for 
experimental  purposes.  With  a  police  force  inadequate  in  numbers 
to  afford  response  at  all  times  in  the  business  sections  for  ordinary 
irregularities,  the  numerous  crossings  where  motor- vehicle  conductors 
are  required  to  reduce  their  speed  can  not  be  afforded  anything  like 
the  attention  required.  When  the  law  went  into  effect  at  least  20 
more  bicycle  members  of  the  force  should  have  been  appropriated 
for  to  meet  the  situation. 

BURGLARS'  TOOLS. 

At  times  when  the  District  is  largely  patronized  by  strangers — 
such  as  during  the  inaugural  period — the  professional  crook  must  be 
reckoned  with,  and  if  an  individual  is  apprehended  with  burglars' 
tools  in  his  possession,  there  is  no  specific  law  to  cover  the  case. 
There  should  be  one,  as  there  is  in  other  parts  of  the  country,  and 
the  penalty  should  be  such  as  to  remind  these  characters  that  immu- 
nity can  not  be  enjoyed  here.  Often  those  who  have  criminal 
records  are  found  with  such  tools  upon  their  persons  or  in  their 
keeping. 

THE  PHONOGRAPH. 

While  there  are  no  dance  and  music  halls  in  this  jurisdiction  of  the 
character  which  require  police  attention  and  incur  the  displeasure  of 
the  good  people  in  some  of  the  large  cities,  the  department  has  been 
called  upon  to  use  its  endeavors  to  prevent  the  playing  of  grapho- 
phones  in  bar  rooms  and  other  places  for  the  purpose  of  attracting 
customers.  There  is  no  law  on  the  subject,  and  it  is  beyond  the 
authority  of  police  intervention,  just  as  much  as  the  incessant  piano 
laying  which  has  in  some  instances  raised  the  ire  of  an  entire  neigh- 
orhood.  It  goes  without  saying  that  these  features,  under  some 
circumstances,  become  decided,  nuisances,  and  those  annoyed  should 
have  some  source  of  relief. 

JUNK  DEALERS. 

The  junk  dealers'  law  should  be  so  amended  that  a  license  may  be 
issued  to  a  person  for  such  business  only  after  the  application  has  been 
approved  by  the  police  department,  and  the  same  should  be  subject 
to  revocation  after  the  holder  has  been  twice  convicted  of  violating 
the  law. 

The  theft  of  bath-tub  linings,  lead  pipe,  copper  trimmings,  and  the 
like  from  vacant  houses  is  a  source  of  annoyance  and  expense,  and  it 
is  to  be  regretted  that  the  sales  of  such  can  not  be  confined  to  licensed 
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plumbers,  in  such  manner  as  to  readily  disclose  the  means  by  which 
the  seller  obtained,  and  his  right  to  dispose  of,  the  same. 

PONDS  AND  SIDEWALKS. 

During  the  heated  term  the  police  force,  under  instructions  from 
the  Commissioners,  was  utilized  in  making  a  diligent  house  to  house 
inspection  of  yards  and  vacant  lots,  which  cuased  an  improvement  in 
sanitary  conditions.  Along  the  same  lines  the  police  investigated  and 
reported  upon  all  dangerous  ponds  in  the  District,  whether  from  a 
health  or  danger  point  of  view.  Many  such  places  were  created 
by  the  embankments  thrown  up  in  making  public  improvements, 
others  through  work  on  private  property.  In  all  cases  where  it  was 
possible  to  do  so  the  persons  responsible  were  required  to  erect  fences 
or  other  safeguards  about  the  dangerous  ponds.  The  same  difficulty 
was  experienced  in  such  procedure,  however,  as  in  the  enforcement  of 
other  regulations  against  owners  who  are  nonresidents  and  where 
service  could  not  be  obtained. 

Many  complaints  were  made  about  dirt  washing  on  the  sidewalks 
from  abutting  private  property.  When  the  owner  could  be  reached, 
protection  against  such  accumulation  was  secured,  but  when  the 
owners  were  nonresidents,  no  good  results  followed,  nor  can  there  be 
until  the  protection  is  provided  by  the  District  and  the  expense  taxed 
against  the  property. 

OBSTINATE  VENDERS. 

The  regulations  provide  against  the  occupancy  of  congested 
Pennsylvania  avenue  at  Seventh  street  by  fruit  venders.  These  cart 
men  have  little  respect  for  the  law  on  this  subject,  and  not  only 
detract  from  the  appearance  of  that  historic  avenue,  but  are  account- 
able in  a  large  measure  for  the  banana  peels  and  other  leavings  which 
are  found  deposited  in  tree  boxes  and  spaces  thereabouts.  These 
dealers  were  fully  informed  on  this  subject  years  ago,  and  informed 
that  there  was  no  disposition  to  deprive  them  of  the  privilege  of  using 
streets  in  the  less-congested  localities.  Nevertheless,  to  the  disad- 
vantage of  the  licensed  merchants  in  the  markets  and  to  the  detri- 
ment of  car  passengers  and  pedestrians  in  that  locality,  they  defy  the 
police.  They  care  not  for  small  fines  imposed,  and  immediately 
return  to  that  point  to  violate  the  regulations.  If  the  court  can  not 
be  induced  to  insure  a  compliance  with  the  regulations,  by  the 
imposition  of  higher  penalties,  the  regulations  promulgated  for  this 
point  should  be  abandoned. 

STREET  PIANOS. 

The  department  has  for  several  years  expressed  the  opinion  that 
organ  grinders  and  street  piano  players  should  be  required  to  pay  an 
annual  license.  While  the  strains  which  emanate  from  these  sources 
are  acceptable  to  many,  principally  the  children  there  comes  com- 
plaint from  the  business  sections.  They  have  been  in  a  measure 
answered  by  the  police  refusing  permits  for  the  use  of  organs  and 
traveling  pianos  in  any  other  than  the  resident  localities,  and  no  per- 
mits are  granted  to  women,  whom,  it  was  asserted  became  solicitors 
for  contributions  in  bar  rooms  and  other  places  where  their  presence 
should  not  be  permitted. 
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SNOW  ON  SIDEWALKS. 

The  presence  of  snow  on  the  sidewalk  has  long  been  charged  to  the 
inactivity  of  the  police.  Up  to  this  time  no  law  or  regulation  that 
will  hold  in  court  has  been  enacted.  While  a  great  majority  of  the 
citizens  have  the  snow  cleaned  from  their  walks,  law  or  no  law,  many 
walks  adjacent  to  extensive  unimproved  properties,  owned  by  non- 
residents and  others,  receive  no  attention. 

CONGESTED  CHANNEL. 

It  is  refreshing  to  note  that  the  unsightly  and  congested  situation 
presented  along  the  harbor  front  is  to  undergo  a  change.  While  the 
police  patrol  and  supervision  of  the  fish  wharves  is  conducted  without 
difficulty,  the  danger  arising  from  the  crowding  of  small  craft  in  the 
channel,  the  limited  space  afforded  for  the  movements  of  the  largest 
and  modern  vessels,  and  the  wooden  wharf  facilities  are  antiquated 
and  unbecoming  Greater  Washington. 

PROTECTION  OF  BIRDS. 

Under  a  new  law  the  Game  and  Fish  Protective  Association  has 
undertaken  to  provide  the  parks  of  the  District  with  attractive  birds 
and  small  animals.  These  features  will  only  prosper  by  the  enforce- 
ment of  those  provisions  which  prevent  shooting  within  the  District, 
except  such  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  protection  of  trees  and  grow- 
ing crops.  The  Audubon  Society  is  also  interesting  itself  in  the  care 
and  increase  of  birds,  cooperating  with  the  former  association. 

Through  the  active  attention  of  the  police  for  several  winters  the 
game  birds  that  could  be  found  in  the  suburban  localities,  including 
about  five  hundred  quail,  were  furnished  with  food  when  the  wintry 
blasts  were  on  and  the  ground  covered  with  snow.  Members  of  the 
mounted  command  were  enabled  to  do  this  without  interference  with 
their  regular  duties. 

BUREAU  OF  CRIMINAL  IDENTIFICATION. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  International  Police  Association  the 
National  Bureau  of  Criminal  Identification  is  successfully  maintained 
in  the  District,  supported  and  patronized  by  members  of  the  associa- 
tion who  contribute  thereto.  The  value  of  this  institution  to  the 
police  can  not  be  overestimated,  in  that  it  furnishes  ready  identifica- 
tion of  unknown  criminals  in  any  locality  from  which  application 
may  be  made  and  gives  out  that  information  which  may  aid  in 
securing  proper  disposition  of  criminal  cases.  The  privileges  thus 
accorded  are  not  generally  enjoyed  by  police  departments,  but  should 
be,  and  it  is  recommended  that  the  Commissioners  secure  from  Con- 
gress a  reasonable  appropriation — two  or  three  thousand  dollars — con- 
ditional upon  the  War  Department,  Department  of  Justice,  Treasury 
Department,  Post-Office  Department,  in  connection  with  their  secret- 
service  work,  having  access  to  the  measurements,  photographs,  and 
information  that  may  be  desired  from  this  source.  It  is  proposed 
that  such  appropriation  be  expended  under  direction  of  the  Com- 
missioners in  connection  with  the  work  already  successfully  estab- 
lished. It  is  unfortunate  that  the  bureau  can  not  afford  every  police 
department  in  the  country  such  facilities,  and  the  day  will  come,  it 
is  believed,  when  such  will  follow. 
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TEMPORARY  NONRESIDENTS. 


Several  hundred  residences  are  temporarily  vacated  by  their  occu- 
pants during  the  summer  season,  and,  in  most  instances,  the  citizens 
notiry  the  police,  with  a  view  to  having  their  homes  given  special 
attention.  This  action  has  resulted  in  keeping  down  theft,  there 
being  few,  if  any,  depredations  reported  as  being  committed  on  such 
property. 

CENSUS. 

By  order  of  the  Commissioners,  the  police  enumerated  the  popula- 
tion of  the  District  of  Columbia  May  22,  1906.

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AMBULANCES  NEEDED. 

It  would  be  in  line  with  good  policy  to  have  this  Department  pro- 
vided with  three  motor  ambulances,  to  be  held  in  readiness  at  as 
many  stations  for  emergency  calls.  The  ambulances  should  be 
equipped  with  all  necessary  appliances  for  first  aid  to  the  injured 
and  be  accompanied  by  a  surgeon. 

Under  present  conditions  the  Department  has  no  such  vehicles  at 
its  disposal  and  must,  like  any  individual,  depend  upon  one  of  the 
two  district  ambulances  under  the  control  of  the  superintendent  of 
charities.

EXTENSION  OF  MINOR  STREETS. 

In  February  it  was  ordered  by  the  Commissioners  "that  the  major 
and  superintendent  of  police,  the  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Charities, 
and  the  surveyor  for  the  District  of  Columbia  are  hereby  appointed  a 
committee  to  bring  officially  to  the  attention  of  the  Commissioners 
the  cases  of  alleys  that  should  be  converted  into  minor  streets  in  the 
general  public  interest,"  and  in  compliance  therewith  the  committee 
convened  on  March  8,  1906,  and  agreed  upon  a  line  of  procedure 
whereby  the  commanding  officers  of  police  precincts  should  report  all 
courts  and  alleys  wherein  the  public  interests  might  be  benefited  by 
extending  the  same  as  minor  streets  of  legal  width,  the  location  ancl 
character  of  houses,  social  conditions,  general  morality,  effect  on 
neighboring  conditions,  trade  traffic,  and  anything  that  might  tend  to 
publicly  improve  such  locations. 

As  a  result  many  courts  and  alleys  in  different  sections  of  the  Dis- 
trict were  reported  upon.    As  an  initiatory,  the  committee  took  up 
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and  considered  square  512,  bounded  by  N  and  O  and  Fourth  and  Fifth 
streets  NW.,  and  recommended  the  extension  of  a  minor  street 
through  the  same.  Similar  action  was  had  with  relation  to  the  square 
bounded  by  L  and  M  and  Eighteenth  and  Nineteenth  streets  NW., 
the  square  bounded  by  M  and  N  and  Half  and  First  streets  SW.- 
square  878,  bounded  by  Twenty-fourth  and  Twenty-fifth  and  I  and  K 
streets  NW. ;  the  square  bounded  by  G  and  I  and  Twelfth  and  Thir- 
teenth streets  SE.,  and  the  square  bounded  by  M  and  N  and  Third 
and  Fourth  streets  SE.  A  40-foot  street  was  the  width  of  extension 
recommended. 

The  committee  realized  that  while  the  question  should  be  consid- 
ered from  a  moral,  sanitary,  and  physical  standpoint  they  must  take 
into  consideration  the  expense  of  bringing  about  that  effect  which  might 
improve  these  locations  in  accordance  with  proper  survey  and  without 
doing  injustice  to  the  property  interests.  It  is  the  intention  of  the 
committee  to  report  in  accordance  with  the  order  from  time  to  time 
such  cases  as  may  come  within  its  scope  in  a  manner  not  to  congest 
proceedings  in  the  departments  of  the  attorney  and  the  surveyor. 

OBSCENE  PICTURES. 

The  police  have  given  close  attention  to  the  presentation  of  photo- 
graphs, postal  cards,  and  other  pictures  of  an  improper  character 
where  they  might  be  on  sale  or  on  view;  prosecutions  have  followed 
and  the  objectionable  features  removed.  View  machines,  where  a 
small  fee  is  charged,  are  inspected  and  action  had  when  necessary. 

CRIME  PROPERTY  RECOVERED. 

• 

During  the  year  that  closed  June  30,  1906,  the  losses  of  property 
reported  to  the  police  aggregated  the  estimated  value  of  $113,834.41, 
over  $1,000  less  than  for  the  preceding  year,  while  that  recovered  and 
returned  to  the  property  clerk  for  delivery  to  owners  was  valued  at 
$82,526.48.  This  recovery  should  be  reckoned  with  the  thousands  of 
dollars'  worth  of  animals  and  vehicles  taken  up  by  the  police  and 
returned  to  the  owners  by  the  station-house  officials  and  that  turned 
over  to  the  poundmaster.  It  never  follows  that  all  losses  are  recov- 
ered, but  the  percentage  of  effective  work  is  shown  to  be  high.  In  the 
same  period  672  bicycles  that  had  been  stolen  or  abandoned  were  sent 
to  the  property  clerk  for  disposition  according  to  law.  The  streets 
and  roads  in  this  jurisdiction  are  as  favorable  for  the  use  of  these 
machines  as  the  owners  are  indifferent  as  to  their  safety.  Carelessness 
is  accountable  for  the  greatest  number  of  losses  of  bicycles.  Thieves 
take  them  apart,  replace  one  part  of  the  machine  of  a  special  make 
with  the  same  part  from  another  make,  erase  figures  and  marks, 
repaint  them,  and  ship  them  out  of  the  District,  making  identification 
and  recovery  difficult. 

The  cases  of  arrest  numbered  32,940,  16,342  being  charged  against 
the  whites  and  16,598  against  the  colored.  The  greatest  number  of 
cases  occurred  in  the  business  districts— the  First,  Sixth,  and  Fourth 
precincts.  The  largest  percentage  was  for  minor  offenses,  misde- 
meanors under  the  law,  and  violations  ot  the  police  regulations  of  the 
District    There  were  7,235  complaints  for  disorderly  conduct,  6,486 
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of  which  were  sustained ;  1,868  for  cruelty  to  animals;  2,728  for  simple 
assault;  3,837  for  intoxication;  1,817  for  intoxication  coupled  with 
disorderly  conduct,  1,787  of  which  were  established;  1,863  where 
vagrancy  was  charged;  3,463  for  violating  District  police  regulations; 
477  for  disregard  of  the  health  regulations;  158  for  nonregard  of  the 
hack  regulations;  238  for  threats;  173  for  fast  driving;  341  for  creat- 
ing nuisances;  193  fugitives  from  justice;  126  fugitives  from  parents; 
14  fugitives  from  the  reform  school;  11  fugitives  from  the  insane 
asylum  were  apprehended.  There  were  135  cases  wherein  fornication 
was  the  complaint,  and  1,686  cases  of  petit  larceny  held  by  the  police 
court.  Without  going  into  this  class  of  violations  further,  there  is  a 
total  of  28,155  cases,  many  of  which  were  released  with  reprimand  and 
on  probation,  others  on  personal  bonds  for  compliance  with  the  judg- 
ments of  the  court,  or  upon  collateral  security,  and  the  balance  fined 
or  sent  to  corrective  institutions. 

CRIMINAL  CASES. 

Under  the  criminal  laws  there  were  16  cases  of  arrest  for  murder — 
6  white  and  10  colored;  15  cases  where  assault  with  intent  to  kill  was 
the  charge,  11  of  which  were  sustained.  Seventy-four  cases  of  assault 
with  dangerous  weapons  were  recorded,  18  for  use  of  female  child 
under  16  years  of  age,  13  for  attempt  at  rape,  2  for  blackmailing,  18 
for  conspiracy,  4  for  abortion,  1  accessory  to  murder,  2  cruelty  to  chil- 
dren, 224  for  destroying  private  property,  and  13  for  destroying  public 
property.  There  were  6  arrests  for  manslaughter,  5  more  than  for  the 
prior  twelve  months.  Against  property  89  cases  of  embezzlement 
were  charged;  34  for  forgery;  124  for  grand  larceny;  200  for  house- 
breaking, which  under  the  law  may  be  by  forcible  entry  or  otherwise; 
obtaining  money  or  goods  by  false  pretenses,  109;  perjury,  only  1 
case;  robbery,  65,  and  receiving  stolen  goods,  11  cases. 

Comparing  the  year  just  closed  with  the  preceding  one,  there  was 
an  increase  of  3  in  cases  sustained  where  abortion  was  charged;  a 
decrease  of  6  in  the  assault  with  intent  to  kill  cases;  a  decrease  of  34 
in  cases  of  assault  with  dangerous  weapons;  an  increase  of  3  cases  of 
attempt  at  rape;  an  increase  of  174  cases  of  destroying  private  prop- 
erty, owing  to  the  exposure  of  old  buildings  and  material  incident  to 
public  improvements;  same  number  of  cases  of  embezzlement;  an 
increase  ot  7  in  grand  larceny  cases,  and  a  decrease  of  11  in  cases  ol 
housebreaking.  There  were  5  more  cases  of  arrest  held  upon  pre- 
liminary hearing  for  murder  than  for  the  year  before. 

Cases  reported  to  the  police  of  false  pretenses  number  82,  and  69 
cases  of  arrests  made  were  held;  of  embezzlement  43  were  reported, 
while  64  arrests  were  made  on  the  same  charge  and  sustained;  95 
complaints  of  robbery  were  received  and  65  cases  of  arrest  followed; 
340  reports  where  persons  had  entered,  by  force  or  otherwise,  houses, 
premises,  cars,  vacant  houses  for  fixtures,  stables  and  sheds,  and  124 
cases  of  arrest  were  had. 

It  is  evident  that  there  is  no  decrease  in  the  work  oi  the  thief,  forger, 
and  embezzler,  and  that  crime  keeps  pace  with  the  times,  population, 
and  opportunities.  The  District  has  been  free  from  professional 
criminals,  and  no  unusual  depredations  entered  into  the  conditions  in 
this  jurisdiction  during  the  year.

Nine  persons  were  arrested  for  underhand  betting  on  race  results  in 
various  parts  of  the  country.  Fines,  jail  sentences,  and  jury  trials 
followed. 

Ninety-four  arrests  were  made  for  keeping  gambling  room  or  table, 
and  110  cases  for  keeping  disorderly  houses. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Among  the  many  duties  incumbent  on  the  police  this  head  covers 
a  multitude.  Three  hundred  and  fifty-five  estray  animals  were  taken 
up  by  them;  24  abandoned  infants  were  found;  57  drowned  bodies 
recovered;  4,942  dead  animals  reported;  2,412  dangerous  pavements 
reported;  2,531  dangerous  roadways  reported;  112  dangerous  build- 
ings; 1,711  doors  and  windows  were  found  open  in  the  nighttime, 
a  condition  which  does  not  add  to  protection;  1,258  persons  were 
picked  up  sick  on  the  streets;  11,000  lamps  were  reported  as  not 
lighted;,  123  lost  children  were  restored  to  parents;  between  eight 
and  nine  thousand  permits  of  all  kinds  were  examined  and  thousands 
of  other  details  acted  upon. 


SOCIAL  CLUBS. 


Recently  a  new  feature  has  been  developed  by  proprietors  of  resorts 
in  Washington  which  has  a  tendency  to  reduce  the  revenues  from 
license  fees  now  required  by  the  law.  Several  persons  will  obtain  a 
charter  to  organize  a  social  club,  which  confers  upon  them  the  privi- 
lege to  keep  open  at  all  hours,  and  others  will  be  admitted  to  mem- 
bership upon  the  payment  of  a  nominal  fee  of  $1  each.  Pool  tables 
are  then  placed  in  the  club  premises  and  members  are  permitted  to 
plav  on  the  same  without  charge  as  long  as  the  club  exists.  This 
would  indicate  that  there  must  be  some  other  way  of  meeting  the 
expenses  of  the  club. 

As  the  District  does  not  receive  a  license  fee  on  account  of  the 
operation  of  the  pool  tables,  and  the  police  are  not  vested  with  author- 
ity to  inspect  the  premises  as  closely  as  they  do  an  ordinary  pool 
room,  this  condition  should  be  remedied  by  legislation.

November  4,  1905.— Annual  inspection. 

November  9,  1905. — Evidence  of  crime  shall  be  properly  marked  for  identification. 

November  13,  1905. — Special  attention  to  be  given  hobos  and  suspicious  characters 
who  come  into  the  District  during  the  racing  period. 

November  15,  1905. — Enforce  regulations  against  those  gunning  without  permits. 

December  15,  1905. — Prevent  placing  of  matches  and  burnt  paper  in  letter  boxes. 

December  18,  1905. — Enforce  regulation  against  the  distribution  of  cards  and  circu- 
lars on  streets  or  parkings. 

December  22, 1905.—  Prevent  disorder  during  Christmas  period  and  protect  merchants 
and  shoppers. 

December  23,  1905. — Lieutenant:  Where  fires  occur  in  the  congested  or  business 
sections  and  the  streets,  area  ways,  or  reservations  being  used  by  the  fire  department 
are  narrow,  and  if  there  are  prospective  ways  for  the  run  of  apparatus,  members  of 
the  force  shall  be  so  posted  as  to  keep  them  clear  of  all  persons  and  vehicles  unau- 
thorized to  enter  the  fire  lines.  The  falling  of  a  brick,  ladder,  or  anything  of  the  kind, 
the  giving  away  of  steps  or  platforms  patronized  by  sightseers  would  be  cause  for 
regret  if  not  complaint. 

Members  of  commands  in  attendance  on  fires  should  realize  that  the  protection  of 
life  and  security  of  property  is  required  and  that  full  play  should  be  allowed  members 
of  the  fire  department.  Carts  and  wagons  shall  not  be  allowed  to  congregate  so  as  to 
obstruct  entrances  to  streets  required  by  the  fire  department,  and  ropes  should  be 
readily  employed  where  they  can  be  placed  as  a  benefit  to  conditions. 

Telephone  operators  on  duty  shall  promptly  notify  all  superior  officers,  including 
police  and  fire  surgeons,  of  large,  or  prospective  large,  fires,  and  captains  of  police 
shall  see  to  it,  where  prolonged  duty  is  required  of  members  of  the  force,  that  tired 
men  are  relieved  by  reserves  from  precincts  which  have  been  unemployed  at  such 
fire,  if  any. 

Members  of  your  command  should  be  detailed  along  the  fire  lines  and  where  property 
is  exposed,  and  not  be  placed  in  pairs  unless  the  occasion  so  demands. 

Stores,  residences,  and  property  in  vicinity  of  large  fires  should  be  given  attention. 

December  24,  1905. — Major  and  superintendent's  greeting  to  the  members  of  the 
force. 

December  24,  1905. — Lieutenants:  The  Commissioners  have  adopted  the  following 
regulation  for  skaters  and  others  at  the  tidal  reservoir  when  the  same  is  covered  with 
ice: 

"When  there  is  hard  frozen  ice  3  inches  thick  on  the  tidal  reservoir  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  District  of  Columbia  will  cause  two  gangways  to  be  located  as  bridges 
from  the  shore  wall  upon  the  ice;  they  will  also  take  such  precautions  for  public  safety, 
by  way  of  policing,  etc.,  as  shall  seem  to  them  desirable,  but  all  persons  who  venture 
upon  the  ice  will  do  so  at  their  own  risk.  The  Commissioners  do  not  in  any  manner 
guarantee  safety  upon  the  ice,  nor  will  they  be  held  responsible  or  liable  for  any  injury 
or  accident  which  may  occur  in,  upon,  or  over  the  water.  As  a  precautionary  measure, 
in  going  upon  and  coming  off  from  the  ice  all  persons  are  requested  to  use  the  right- 
hand  bridge,  not  to  gather  in  crowds  anywhere  upon  the  ice,  not  to  venture  near  the 
edge  of  the  ice,  nor  where  it  is  broken,  and  not  to  attempt  to  go  on  or  off  the  ice  any- 
where around  the  tidal  reservoir  excepting  at  the  bridges  provided." 

The  following  instruction?  have  been  issued  to  the  police  department,  which  shall 
be  carried  into  effect  as  far  as  possible: 

"The  police  detailed  at  the  tidal  reservoir  when  it  is  frozen  and  during  the  skating 
season  will  take  such  precautions  for  the  public  safety,  by  way  of  policing,  etc.,  as  may 
be  advisable.   The  superintendent  of  the  bathing  beach  and  the  police  officer  stationed 
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at  the  beach  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  examining  the  ice  all  over  the  basin 
placing  red  flags  at  air  holes  or  thin  places  and  reporting  to  the  Commissioners  when 
the  ice  reaches  the  standard  of  thickness;  that  the  property  clerk  is  directed  to  procure 
four  large  wooden  signs,  which  will  be  placed  at  the  approaches  to  and  upon  the  shore 
of  the  tidal  basin,  containing  the  following  warning:  'All  persons  who  venture  upon 
the  ice  will  do  so  at  their  own  risk.'  The  Commissioners  do  not  in  any  manner  guar- 
antee safety  upon  the  ice,  nor  will  they  be  held  responsible  or  liable  for  any  injury 
or  accident  in,  upon,  or  over  the  water.  In  going  upon  and  coming  off  from  the  ice 
all  persons  are  requested  to  use  the  right-hand  bridge,  not  to  gather  in  crowds  anywhere 
upon  the  ice,  not  to  venture  near  the  edge  of  the  ice,  nor  where  it  is  broken,  and  not  to 
attempt  to  go  on  or  off  the  ice  anywhere  around  the  tidal  reservior  excepting  at  the 
bridges  provided. 

December  28,  1905.— Prevent  the  use  of  air  and  other  rifles  by  children. 
January  6,  1906.— Prevent  the  tying  of  horses  to  trees. 

January  6,  1906.—  Members  of  the  force  shall  properly  fill  in  subpoenas  for  the  court. 
January  8,  1906. — Enforce  antispitting  regulation. 

January  11,  1906  —  Relative  to  absence  of  prosecuting  witnesses  at  the  time  set  for 
the  hearing  of  the  cases  at  the  police  court. 

February  22,  1906.—  Relative  to  telephone  messages  and  the  prompt  return  of  papers 
to  headquarters. 

March  3,  1906. — To  prevent  stealing  of  Sunday  papers.

March  24,  1906. — For  the  protection  of  citizens  from  suspicious  persons  and  others 
who  come  to  this  District  during  the  racing  period. 

April  27,  1906. — In  cases  where  unusual  crimes  are  alleged  to  have  been  committed 
and  report  is  sent  to  the  station  houses,  as  it  should  be  promptly,  sergeants  and  com- 
manding officers  will  give  their  immediate  and  personal  attention  to  the  same,  visiting 
the  scene  and  directing  the  movements  of  officers  employed  as  the  facts  or  circum- 
stances may  justify.  The  mere  reception  of  reports  and  detailing  of  officers  to  look 
after  criminal  cases  of  more  than  ordinary  importance  is  not  in  line  with  the  perform- 
ance of  good  police  service.  The  prompt  application  of  intelligence,  energy,  and  any 
and  all  facilities  at  command  should  be  invoked.

Joseph  Thomas  alias  John 
Wright,  was  arrested  by  Officer  E.  S.  Wood  recently  with  considerable  difficulty,  and 
Captain  Mathews,  by  a  display  of  great  sagacity,  that  would  do  credit  to  the  mythical 
Sherlock  Holmes,  decided  to  have  the  prisoner  looked  at  by  Miss  Risley,  who  was 
feloniously  assaulted  at  Four  Mile  Run,  Virginia.  Miss  Risley  picked  the  prisoner 
out  as  her  assailant  from  a  number  of  colored*  inmates  of  the  jail. 

Thereafter  Captain  Mathews  communicated  to  me  his  belief  that  the  prisoner, 
Joseph  Thomas  alias  John  Wright,  was  the  man  who  murdered  Jackson  Bonney,  and 
the  sheriff  of  Alexandria  County  carried  to  your  jail  the  woman  who  was  with  Jackson 
Bonney  at  the  time  he  was  murdered.  The  warden  of  the  jail  arranged  the  situation 
to  suit  himself,  and  the  woman,  Annie  Green,  after  being  first  cautioned  not  to  act 
hastily  and  after  being  reminded  of  the  serious  consequences  of  a  wrong  identification,  • 
was  ushered  into  the  presence  of  a  dozen  or  more  colored  prisoners.  She  glanced 
down  the  line  and  readily  picked  out  Thomas,  alias  Wright,  as  the  man  who  committed 
a  rape  on  her  and  immediately  thereafter  killed  Jackson  Bonney.

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REPORT  OF  SANITARY  OFFICER. 


Washington,  D.  C,  July  1,  1906. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  work  of  the  sanitary  office 
during  the  fiscal  year  which  ended  June  30,  1906: 

Four  hundred  and  ninety-one  cases  of  alleged  insanity  were  investigated,  a  decrease 
of  114  as  compared  with  preceding  year.  Of  that  number,  371  were  certified  by  the 
examining  physicians  to  be  of  unsound  mind,  and  6  persons  who  had  been  adjudged 
to  be  of  unsound  mind  and  afterwards  discharged  from  the  hospital  for  the  insane 
as  improved,  were  returned  to  that  institution  on  duplicate  permits,  they  having 
evidenced  symptoms  of  recurring  insanity,  making  a  total  of  377  admitted  during  the 
year — a  decrease  of  29  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year.  Fourteen  independent 
or  pay  patients  were  admitted  to  the  Government  Hospital  for  the  Insane. 

The  number  of  persons  arrested  upon  the  charge  of  insanity  was  224.  Of  these  110 
were  certified  by  the  police  surgeons  to  be  of  unsound  mind,  and  were  committed  to 
the  hospital  for  the  insane,  on  temporary  permits,  pending  a  judicial  hearing  in  the 
lunacy  court,  and  114  were  sent  to  the  Washington  Asylum  Hospital  for  further  observa- 
tion, or  released  because  the  degree  of  insanity  was  not  sufficient  to  justify  furthei 
detention.  Of  the  377  persons  committed  to  the  hospital  for  the  insane,  a  jury 
adjudged  38  not  insane;  34  were  discharged  by  the  superintendent,  some  of  whom 
were  nonresidents,  who  were  transported  to  their  homes  by  the  Board  of  Charities; 
12  died  previous  to  date  set  for  their  hearing  in  court;  8  were  dismissed  by  the  presiding 
justice;  6  were  admitted  on  duplicate  permits;  2  escaped,  and  4  cases  have  been  con- 
tinued. Two  hundred  and  seventy-three  patients  were  tried  and  legally  committed 
to  the  hospital  for  the  insane  for  curative  treatment. 

During  the  year  64  transient  or  nonresident  insane  were  admitted  to  the  Govern- 
ment hospital.  This  office  experiences  great  difficulty  in  procuring  information 
appertaining  to  the  relatives  and  friends  of  this  class  of  patients,  who  come  to  the 
national  capital  from  all  parte  of  the  world,  usually  to  have  their  imaginary  wrongs 
righted.  Sometimes  they  become  highly  incensed  at  their  arrest,  and  frequently 
refuse  to  give  any  information  concerning  themselves  or  their  friends,  while  others 
are  in  such  mental  condition  as  to  render  them  incompetent  to  furnish  the  desired 
information. 

During  the  fiscal  year  just  closed  the  honov?ble  Commissioners  authorized  the  cor- 
poration counsel  to  employ  an  alienist  to  visit  the  patients  who  have  been  committed 
to  the  hospital  for  the  insane  on  temporary  permits,  previous  to  their  trial  in  the 
lunacy  court,  with  a  view  to  giving  testimony  at  their  trial.  This  has  resulted  in 
much  good,  both  to  the  patients  and  the  District,  the  Government  frequently  being 
relieved  of  the  cost  of  further  maintenance  of  the  patient,  especially  in  cases  of 
temporary  dementia. 

Another  important  change  has  been  made  in  relation  to  the  trial  of  persons  who 
have  become  insane  while  undergoing  sentence  for  crime,  or  who  have  become  insane 
after  having  been  indicted  by  the  grand  jury.  This  class  of  criminal  insane  are  now 
being  tried  under  section  928  of  the  code,  thereby  relieving  the  District  of  the  expense 
of  the  trial  and  maintenance  of  the  patient  while  insane.

It  will  be  seen  by  the  number  of  vehicles  condemned  and  the  number  for  which 
minor  repairs  were  ordered  that  the  work  of  improving  the  condition  of  the  public 
hacks  has  been  carried  steadily  forward,  sufficient  progress  having  been  made  to  insure 
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the  public  safe  and  clean  conveyances,  most  of  which  are  equipped  with  rubber  tires 
and  other  modern  improvements. 

I  desire  to  repeat  my  recommendation  of  last  year  that  the  greatest  need  for  the 
improvement  of  the  hack  service  is  a  law  requiring  drivers  to  take  out  a  license,  said 
license  being  revocable  for  cause,  as  it  is  with  the  drivers  that  the  public  and  police 
have  to  contend.  A  single  owner  may  employ  any  number  of  drivers,  but  the  former 
is  not  responsible  for  the  criminal  acts  of  the  latter.  Such  a  law  would  undoubtedly 
keep  out  of  the  service  criminals  or  other  undesirable  persons.  As  an  illustration 
of  the  necessity  for  some  such  legislation  as  above  suggested,  I  will  state  that  I  have 
the  record  of  a  driver  of  a  public  vehicle  who  was  fined  or  forfeited  collateral  in  eight 
cases  during  the  past  fiscal  year.

Having  had  but  a  little  over  two  months  of  the  fiscal  year  to  familiarize  myself  with 
the  work  in  hand,  my  report  must  necessarily  fall  far  short  of  my  very  efficient  prede- 
cessor, C.  W.  Proctor,  deceased. 

The  new  pharmacy  law  passed  Congress  and  was  approved  May  7,  1906.  The  effect 
was  immediately  apparent  with  drug  stores  accustomed  to  selling  narcotics,  but  a  new 
evil  sprang  up  immediately,  which  is  covered  by  the  law,  but  from  the  nature  of  the 
business  it  is  so  hard  to  cope  with  that  an  amendment  of  the  law  is  necessary.  I  speak 
of  the  cocaine  and  morphine  peddlers.  The  effect  of  these  drugs  is  so  alluring  to  the 
thoughtless  that  a  supreme  effort  will  be  required  to  prevent  their  use. 

I  respectfully  recommend  that  Congress  be  asked  to  amend  the  law,  making  it  a 
violation  for  anyone  other  than  a  licensed  druggist,  physician,  dentist,  or  veterinarian 
to  have  in  his  or  her  possession  such  narcotics,  except  upon  a  doctor's  prescription,  the 
package  containing  same  to  bear  the  names  of  the  physician  and  the  patient  for  whom 
prescribed.

Sir:  I  respectfully  submit  for  your  information  the  following  statement  of  work 
done  in  connection  with  my  detail  in  charge  of  the  local  bureau  of  identification: 

There  are  several  thousand  photographs  in  the  gallery,  of  which  many  are  foreign. 

During  the  year  which  ended  June  30,  1906,  229  local  and  751  foreign  photographs 
were  added  to  the  gallery,  and  90,  without  measurements,  were  placed  in  the  detective 
office  gallery. 

Twelve  records  and  photographs  were  sent  to  other  cities  in  response  to  requests 
therefor;  639  photographs  mounted  on  Bertillon  cards,  were  sent  to  other  jurisdictions 
for  identification;  7  of  the  photographs  sent  to  this  department  for  identification  were 
recognized,  and  5  local  prisoners  were  identified  through  the  measurements  taken  in 
this  office. 

I  have  also  kept  consolidated  information  as  to  22  murders,  148  accidental  deaths, 
214  sudden  deaths  (in  bed,  on  street,  etc.),  203  assault  cases,  66  suicides  by  gas,  hang- 
ing, shooting,  etc. ;  14  deaths  by  burning,  31  drowned,  7  criminal  assaults  and  attempts, 
3  attempts  at  murder,  2  suicides  or  accidental  deaths,  1  criminal  operation,  1  death 
from  fright — a  total  of  710  cases. 

I  have  also  clipped  from  six  outside,  and  our  local,  newspapers  all  police  news;  that 
pertaining  to  local  cases  being  filed  in  jackets  containing  photographs  and  measure- 
ments of  the  prisoners,  while  the  clippings  from  the  other  papers  are  so  arranged  as  to 
be  accessible  if  needed. 

I  have  also  addressed  envelopes,  folded  circulars,  and  performed  such  clerical  work 
in  the  detective  bureau  as  was  assigned  to  me  bv  my  official  superiors.
